A. The Lapfe of Time I believe was only a few Days. 

Why did you delay it till they mutinied, as you knew that many ^'onlhs Pay had been 
due to them ? 

A. I really cannot (late the aftual Reafons that weighed in my Mind at that Time ; hut the 
probable Reafon was, that I did not think it prudent to pay them till iht y had crolVed the Ganges, 
but that I gave them Subfillencc Money in the mean l ime; becaufe often when Troops are or- 
dered upon Service in that Country, confiderable Defertions rake Place, and It 1 had paid them 
the Whole of their Arrears there, it might have encrealed that Kind of Delcrtion whieh frequently 
happens, 

Do you know when the Account of all ihefe Tranfadions, including the putting to Death 
the Rajah Muftapha Cawn in the Manner you before Rated, came to the Pars of Mr. Hillings, 
Mr. litftings cauled any Inquiry to be made into your Cundud by a Couit Martial or 
otlrfrwifc ?

A. I really do luppol'e lo from my having given all the Perfian Papers in my PoflciTion to the 
infpedfion of Captain Broome; I could not read them myfelf. 

Do you remember to have ftated, that many of thofe other intercepted Letters were of much 
more Conlrqutnce, and tended much more ftrongly to impeach the Begums, than the Letter you 
have now produced ? 

A. Certainly there were.

I A. I gave Orders to my Moonfhy, who kept my Perfian Papers, to deftroy any intercepted Letters

infurredtion at Benares happened, before I fet off for Gungowah.

Whether it is confiftent with the Difciplinc of the Britilh Army in India, or the Prafticc of the 
Brififh Army in India, that when an inferipr Officer intercepts Perwannas or Letters of fo import 
tant a Nature, as thole ftaicd to contain Proofs of Rebellion and Hoflilitics on the Part of Perfons 
of luch Confcqucncc as the Begums of Oude, that fuch Officers (hould deftroy them, or do what 
they pleafed with them without Orders, or Communication with their commanding Officers ? 

A. 1 cannot lay pofitively whether it is cuftomary *, but I myfelf communicated the Contents or 
the Purport of the intercepted Letters and Perwannas to my immediate commariliig Officer 
Colonel Hannay, and my foie Reafon for deftroying the Letters was upon Account \>;\jny 
own Safety ; and if I had not been in that perilous Situation, I probably Ihould have kept the oti 
ginal Lcttcis, and have tranfmiited them to my commanding Officer, 

When did you communicate the Contents of the Letters which did come to your Hands to 
Colonel Hannay ? 

A. From Time to Time as I received them, poflibly ♦, I think fo. 

You have faid that you deftroyed them on account of your own perfonal Apprehenfion, and 
that of the Troops under your Comg^and, (hould your Baggage have been attacked, and 
the Letters have fallen into the Hands of the Enemy*, — whether, if you communicated the Contents 
^^f tjjple Letters, from Time to Time as you received them, to Colonel Hannay, there was not much 
^greater Danger that fuch Contents (hould come to the Knowledge of the Enemy, you having yourfclf 
(fated that there never was any fafe Communication between yourfclf and Colonel Hannay, and that 
your Meflengers were frequently feized and murdered ? 

A. I communicated in as Ihori and in as concife a Manner as I could, the Purport of the IntcllL 
gence that I received as often as I could i I was not apprehenfive that my Correfpondence with 
Colonel Hannay, which was in Hnglifh, if it had fallen into the Hands of the Enemy, could have 
operated to my Difadvantage. 

Did you never reprimand any of your inferior Officers for not having prc(ervcd any of thc^ 
important Papers ? 

A. No ; I really did not \ nor am I at this Moment certain whether thefc Officers may not now be 
polTclfed of them, for I never called upon any of thofc Officers, when the Affidavits were made at 
Lucknow, to produce any Documents at all refpe£ting the Begums ; for i UTiderftood then that the Be* 
gum was not the Objeft of Inquiry, but Cheit Sing, and not a Word was mentioned to me refpeft** 
ing the Begum at that Time. 

Q. At the Time you refer to ? , . 

A. At the Time of making the Affidavits, or before or after, 

Q. You are underftood to fay that neither at the Time of making the Affidavits, or before W 
after making the Affidavits, you ever underftood the Begums to be the Qbje& of^qmrjr, but Chet( 
Sing ? 

A. I certainly did not during the Time that I then (laid at l.uckno(v, which WM (wo or thiM 
Months, I cannot fay cxa^ly how long. ^ 
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h. Do Toil not thinlc it drtraordinary, that fuch dangerous and notorious Afts of hoftiliiy, as 
youKavc before ftated the Begums to hare been generMly reported to have fcomrtiitted againft the 
Englifin fliould remain uninquirtd into ? 

A. When I was at Lucknow, immediately upon rhy A'mral lit t.ucknow with Colonel Han- 
hay, I waited upon the Refident, and ftated to him every Particular rcfpcaihg the Begums, that 
was frelh in my Memory at the Time, by Way of Complaint againft them. 


Q. Whether you yourfclf was ever blamed for not having preferved any of thoTe imporrant 
Pa^s, which you now ftatc to have left ho Doubt in your Mind of the Guilt of the Begum ? 

A. I was not. 


Q. Did not you take fome Prifoners between the Beginning of S^tember and the Middle of 
OAw)cr? 

A. I really cannot recoilcfl. 

Did never a fingle Man fall into your Hands, who appeared to have been inlifted for the 
. Begums, or to have been in their Caufc againft the Hnglilh ? 

A. I do not recoiled any. 

Dill you ever hear of any Party of Engliih being attacked by the Begums Troops, in any 
Place or Dift rid b elonging to the Begums ? 

A. I hn..aTcrtainly from Major Nailor, and the Ofiicers who were with him when he marched 
to the Relief of Colonel Hannay, that there were a confiderable Body of the Begums Troops 
who attacked him near Byrom Gauc, previous to his crofting the Gogra. 

Do you mean that Colonel Nailor ever ftated them to be the Begums Troops ? 

A. He told me To. 


Qj^ Whether Colonel Hannay’s Orders to you for the Execution of Muftapha Cawn, were not 
conditional, that is, in cafe you apprehended a Refeue i 

A. Some of his Letters were conditional, and others peremptory. 

Q. Was there any Attempt made to refeue him ? 

A. There was a Body of Men, by the Intelligence 1 received at that Time, within a ftiort 
Diftanc^f Coftickpore, whofe profefted Objed was to releak him. 

(J'f What Number were this Body of Men fuppofed to confift of ? 

/ii 7 About 800, or between 700 or 800, or about 1,000 , 1 cannot ftatc the Number cxaflly; but 
^a large Body. 

Had not you then joined Ahlaud Sing ? 

A. I was encamped upon the Raftee, at a fmall Diftance from the Fort of Goruckpore. Ahlaud 
Sing was in the Fort, and commanded in the Fort till it was abandoned. 

What Force had Ahlaud Sing with him at that Time ^ 

A. I think it was about 50 Men. 

Qj Flad not Ahlaud Sing juft before repulfcd a Body of 6,000 Men, as ftated by himfelf and 
by you, who had come to the Fort for the Purpofe of refeuing the Burgomauls ? 

A. He defended that Fort, and they did not get PofTcftion of the Fort j and certainly, by the 
judicious Management and Promptitude of Mind of a Zemindar, who gave out that tlw W'hole 
Regiment was coming to the Relief of the Place, which induced the Soldiers to abandon it *, they 
were Panic ftruck. 


What Force had you with you, independent of Ahlaud Sing’s ? 

A. I cannot cxaflly recollcfl the Number of Men t there were a gootl many Companies. 

f. JtjC Did you not bring with you Ibmc Prifoners, Two in particular whom you was direfled to 
bring ? 

A. There were Two that I condufled to Colonel Hannay, who had been confined there for a 
Deficiency of Revenue. ' 

Q. Do you not then think, that after the dlfperfing of the 6,coo Men by Ahlaud Sing and his 50 
Men, that you had For^c fufficient with you to have condufled Muftapha Cawn, as well as the 
other Twjo Prifoners, without agy Apprehenfion of a Refeue from the 800 Troops reported to h« 
near you, and fo that you might have avoided putting that Rajah to Death ? 

A. I certainly, at the Time, deemed it hazardous in the Extreme, to have attempted to have 
carried Muftapha Cawi away, becaule it was not the 800 Men alone, there were fome Thoufands 
ot Men abot^.,u» Juving the Route from Goruckpore, a great many Bodies of Troops, undc^ 
diftereot rebellious Rajahs, who were ready to oppole us. The Country which our Route lay 
through, which I marched through, was principally through Forefts, where there were rapid Ri* 
vers 10 crofs. I believe^ in the DilUoce from Goruckpore to Sacrora, 1 had not fewer than Twessty 
Rivers and NuUas to etofs, without any Boats upon them but Two: I was obliged mvfelf, having 
no other European OHcer with me, to eonftcu^ Bridgitt over thole Rivers, for the Ofticers were 
' fl • unacquainted 
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unacquainted with that. I was conftanlly obliged to order the Troops to lay upon their Arms | 
and I had, I believe, upwards of 2,000 of the Nabob's Subjects under my Proteftioni which were 
a great Incumbrance to my March, and which I could not, upon Account of fupplying them with 
Provifions, and protefking them, during the Attacks from the Natives, proceed with 16 fa(h 

As you took other Prifoners ; what was your particular Reafon for not taking Mufta^^Iia 
Cawn ? 

A. The other Prifoners were not Military Men i One of them had formerly been, I believe, 
the Dewan of Colonel Hannay ; I could have no great Apprchenfions from him 5 and the other 
was not a Military Man. 

Was your Apprchenfion, an Apprehcnfion of the perfonal Prowefs of this Military Man, 
Muftapha Cawn ? 

A. No, certainly, not as to his perfonal Prowefs ; but I was apprchenfivc he would be refeued, 
being a Man of confidcrable Military Talents, and whom, from the Intelligence I could then 
obtain, the Rebels, who were hoftilc to me, wanted to place as their Leader. 

Did any Part of the Country, through which you pafled, belong to the Rajah Muftapha 
Cawn ? 

A. My March did not lay far from the Country where Muftapha Cawn had formerly rc- 
fidcd. 

How near was It to the Country of the Rannec of Baunfey f 

A. As near as I can recoiled about 100 Miles j it might be more. 

0 ^ How near did your March lay to Baunfey ? 

A. I encamped within about a Mile, or fomewhere thereabouts.

A. I really cannot fay ; but his Incurfions, as I underftood and heard, lay* in a Circle about Kam* 
parra, for a very confidcnble Extent: Barraiteb, and Bulrampoor, I tfciink Colonel Hannay 
mentioned to me, and he ufetl to come down to Goonda, as far as Goonda; 1

Q. Had you not received DireAions, or the Opinion of Colonel Hannay, that the letting out 
of the Prifoncrswouldremove every Temptation of Attack of the Fort of Goruckpoic? 

At There Was a Letter ^ at what Period 1 do not exadly recoiled. 

Will you fay that the Confinement of all thefe Prifoners in the Fort of Goruckpore, was not 
the real Caufe of the Infurredion there, and not any Machinations of the Begums ? 

A. No, 1 do not think the infurredion was caufed by the Confinement ol thofe People ; bccaule 
they had been confined there from the Time that I arrived firft in the Country, and no Inlurredioft 
took Place then.

T H E Lord? being in their Places, the Houfe refumecl, the ufual Proclamation^ 
made, and the Defendant appearing at the Bar, the Lord Chancellor laid ; 

I am, l^Command of the Houfe, defired to inform the Honourable Managers, 
and you Gentlemen who are of Counfel for the Defendant, that they obfci ve with 
great Concern a Deviation from the ftricl Line of Examination, which, though 
intended for Expedition, is more frequently productive of Delay j and thcieforc it is 
the Kefolution of the Houfe, that a more urift Courle 6f Examination Ihould be 
■ obferved ; endthat while the Party producing the Evidence is in the Courfc of putting 
Queftions to the Witnefs, there fliould be no ^eftions interpofed on the other bide, 
but it fliould be referved for Crofs-examination ; and alfo that, except when an 
t)bje£tion is taken, any Matter that is Comment or Obfervation fliould be avoided. — 
When tlie Party producing the Evidence has finiflied what they have examined him 
to, they will then ftatc to the Houfe that the Examination is clofed in Chief ; — I'hc 
like Courfe muft be obferved with refpeft to the Crofs-Examination, and the Exa- 
mination ill Reply. The Lords will have the Goodnefs, after the Examination is 
clofed by the Parties, to put fuch Qiieftions as occur to them, hnd to referve fuch 
Queftions as may have occurred in the Courfe of the Crofs-Examination till the Exa- 
mination is fo clofed by the Parties. — Gentlemen, you, who are of Counfel for the 
Defendant, may now proceed in his Defence.”

Q. Was there any general Report with regard to the Conduft of the Begums as to that 

The Managers for the Commons dbjefted to the Qt^eftion. 

The Queflion was ordered to be read. 

The fame was accordingly read by the Clerk. 

The Managers for the Commons were informed that the Queftion was proper to 
be put. 

The Witnefe faid, 

A. T.hc Difafieftion of the^egums wais Univerfally believed in the fame Manner as it is uni- 
verfally believed in this Country, that there cxifts a Party coalefced to deftroy the happy Con- 
ftitution. fhc People of England have no legal Evidence to cllablifh the Faft, but the Notoriety 
of it has been deemed fuHicienc Proof to produce Aflbeiations in different Counties to refill 
the Danger. As Well might the People doubt the treacherous Defigns of thefe People, as thole 
who were in the Nabob’s Country could doubt the Difaffeftion of the Begums. 

The Counfel for the Defendant requefted that the Queftion and Anfvver might be 
read;

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Q. Did you ever hear it doubted while you continued in India ? 

A. I never did, uniil my Return to England-, I believed it then, and I ftill believe it. 

(y At what Time did you arrive at Fyzabad ? 

^ 1 fpeak from my Memory alone; 1 cannot be corieA as to Dates; I think fome Time 
in January. 

Q. In what Year ? 

A. In January 1782. 

Q. Did you then fee Bahar or Jewar Ally Cawn ? 1 

AT The Eunuchs Bahar and Jewar Ally Cawn were confined in a Tent in our Camp. I have 
frequently been in with them, but never heard them complain of any ill Treatment — They werd 
attended by their own Servants, and, in my Opinion, had every Indul«nce they could expeft. 
Upon our leaving Fyzabad, they were, I think, delivered to the late major Nailor, and their 
Irons taken off. I faw the Smith in the Aft of taking off the Irons of One of them ; which of 
them I do not recolk'il. They were very little larger than the Ornaments of Gold and Silver word 
by the Native Women round their Ancles, and to Men Could not, in my Opinion, be opprCflivc. 


The CoTinfel for the Defendant informed the Houfe, they had clofed their Exdnu« 
nation in chief.

In what Corps did you ferve in Cawnporc ? 

A. In Major John M'Pherfon's Regiment.

fT On what Occafion was you ordered to Lucknow ? 

A. The rebellious State the People were in at Lucknow, I believe, was the Caufe of the Rc^ 
giment I was in marching to that Station. 

At what Time was this ? 

A. 1 think the Beginning of Oflobcr 1781. 

How long did you continue at Lucknow ? 

A. Until January. 

Was you there when Sir Elijah Impey arrived there ? 

A. The Battalion I was in marched out to meet Sir Elijah Imp^y.

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By whom was he driven out? 

A. It the Que(tion means the Officer who was employed, I was the Officer aAed 
Colonel Hannay’s Orders. 

Then you having turned him out of the Country yourfelf, what were the Means, and what 
were th'e Circumftances ? 

A. By attacking his Town and Fort, in which I loft too Men of my Battalion— about too 

Men killed and wounded.

Did you take the Fort, or did he remove from the Fort by CompofitkM i 

A. I took the Fort. 

Q. Did you take the Rajah Priibner, or not ? 

^No. 

(y Did he efcape ? 

A. He efcaped. 

Q. As you loft 100 Men iii taking the Fort, how many of the Enemy or Natives perilhed In 
the Attack, as far as you can judge i 

A. I believe very few. 

What did you do with the EfteSs, if any, that were found in the Fort ? 

A. The Effects found in the Fort, including Provifions and every Thing, I fold, amounting to 
between 400 and 500 Rupees •, and, with the Confent of the Battalion, I divided the Money among 
the Children of the killed and wounded Men. 

Had Ghinoo Roy any Family or Children, or near Relations ? 

A. I have underftood he was married, but had no Children. 

Was his Wife, or any of his near Kindred, in the Fort ? 

A. I cannot pofitively anfwer to that— no Woman was feen by any Perfon that 1 commanded. 

Can you tell what became of his Wife ? 

A. I fuppofc ftie went with her Hufband. 

What Provifion out of his Effefts was made for his Wife? * 

A. Does the Queftion mean out of about 50 1 . Sterling that was found in the Fort ? 

Q. Whether this Zemindar had any Stock of Corn, Cattle, Horfes, or other Effedls, upon bis 
LanSs ? 

A. I have already ftated all that ever I faw of the Effefts, — the whole Amount 1 ever faw. I 
heard he carried off a Sum of Mon^ with him upon Elephants. 

Q. Did you ever know a confiderable Zemindar of that Country without a conGderable Stock 
of Cattle, beginning with Elephants without a confiderable Stock of Cattle of one Kind or 
other ? 

A. If he had any Cattle or Property it was in the Fort when we belieged it. 

Q. The Queftion is as to his Zemindarry, whether you know of any confiderable Zemindar or 
Lai^oldcr in that Country that has not a Stock of Cattle ? 

A. I am at a Lofs to anfwer the (^eftion ■, if it means Cows and Cattle, I fuppofe he had 
fomc. 

Then what Account was taken when the Proprietor was difpoftelTed of thofe Eifefls, in 
order to favc them for Government, or otherwife ? 

A. I never faw nor heard of more Effects than 1 have fpecified } I never faw an Ox or Cow 
he had. 

Q. I'hen, to your Knowledge, you cannot fay that any Care or Attention was had to that 
Objeft ? 

A. Except the Effedls which I have ftated, I never faw a Bullock, dr an Ox, or a Cow, he 
had. 

Was any Meafurc taken to afeertaio whether he had or not ^ » . ' 

A. If he had any fuch Property it was carried off with him— his own People carried it off— I 
never faw any he had, nor ever enquired about it. 

To whom was the i^emindarry of Ghinoo Roy granted ? 

A. It was held by what is called, in the Country Language, the Catchers and colledled by 

the Aumil’s People. 

Then it was taken into the Hands of Colonel Hannay to be managed by h» Aumil ? 

A. It was managed by the Aumils under Colonel Hannay’s Direflions. 

Q. Do you jenow what Revenue Colonel Hannay collected from it ? 

A. 1 have been told between 80,000 and 90,000 Rupees. 
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Q. Did it continue in the fame Way when Colonel Hannay was driven out of the Country ? 

. aT 1 really cannot fay, I was not in the Country at the Time. 

Q. Do you know what Account Colonel Hannay gave to the Circar of the Money fo col- 

te£tcd? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Did Ghinoo Roy ever attenipt to eftablifti hirofelf in that Country ? 

^ When I marched out of the Country in 1779, I think in the End of 1779, he came back to 
hi| Fort, and left it agdirt immediately upon my Approach towards him. 

Q. Whether you "have not Reafon to believe that he entered into the Country afterwards with 
a’c^fiderable Force, or raifed a confiderable Force in the Country ? 

A. If the Queftion alludes to the Time I mentioned, he had not a confiderable Force. 

Q. No j when Colonel Hannay was driven out of the Country in 1781 ? 

^ I really do not know that Colonel Hannay was driven out of the Country. 

(T Whether, previous to 1781, bcwasnotinthcHabitofmakingIncurfionsintotheCountry,— 

whimer in great or finall Force? , ,, ....... 

A. He never came into the Country at any Time, that I know, except m the Beginning of 
1780, or the End of 1779.

A. By no Moans j Ajeet Mull’s Oflfer was voluntary, as I have Hated.

A. Yes. 

Then whether you have not faid he had been removed for fome Caufe or other, and Hats 
what Caufe, if his Offer was voluntary ? 

A. 1 do not recollcft that I have faid fo. 

Q. Whether you did not Tup^fe him to be out of Pofleiriotr for fome Caufe or other ? 

^ I fuppofe the QueHion afiudes to my having faid that the Lands of Seerpore were reHored to 
the R;ijah 1 but thofcLands 1 have always underHood bad not been in the Pofleffion of the Rajah’s 
Family fince the Time of Sufter ' Jung, until the Period I alluded to, 1778, I believe. 

To whom did he make the Offer in order to be reHored ?

Q. What Arrangemenc was made with the Chowdry, when he was to be difpoffelTed, in order 
to rcpoflels Ajeet Mull ? ' 

A. The Lands were .taken from the Chowdry, and given to Ajeet Mull, whofe Right they 
were, 

Did you ppt him in PoHeHion of them i 
A. No. 

When you thought he had a Right, and had intereHed yourfelf in Favour, of that Right, 
how came Amt Mull not to be put into PoHeHion ? 

A. Ajeet Mull was put into Fo(leflioio of the X^aodi, but not by me. 

Q. By 
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By wliom ? 

A. By Colonel Hannay and the Aumil. ' 

(X Did he continue in Poffeflion ? 

A 7 No. 

Was there any Refiftance to his taking Pollcflion? 

A* None. 

Why did he not continue in Poflefllon ? 

A. He left his Country for the Rcafons I ftated in the firft Part of my Evidence.’ ^ 

State diftindly what Rcafons induced him to leave it, and what you know of the Chowdry 
driving him out ? 

A. 1 ftated in the firft Part of my Evidence the Rcafons which induced the Rajah to leave the 
Country, the Chowdry did not drive him out. 

The Managers for the Commons defired the following Qwftions before put to the 
Witnefs, and his Anfwers to the lame, might be read. 

The fame were accordingly read by the Clerk, 

‘ Do you know of another Perfon of the Name of Ajeet Mull ? 

‘ A. I do.

(X Why was the Rajah under Apprehenfion that he Ihould be obliged tO pay a ftipulatcd Re- 
venue, when he had no Means of colkaing it, fo as to oblige him to fly the Country ? 

A. He had entered into an Agrccnieiit to pay a ftipulatcd Sum, and 1 luppofe he was certainly 
obliged to pay it. • « * , « 

Whether there was not pofllbly a Caufe of Apprehenfion that this Rajah would trouble the 
Pe.Kc ot the Country, pr/eviou$ to the Year 17S1? 

A. No Caulc ot Apprehenfion that I know of.

A. Not a!, long as I remaincil at Goiuckporc.

A. Some Difturbanccs certainly did cxift before 1781, 
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Do you know of any Regulations of Trade made in that Qountry by Colonel Ilannay ? 

A. I do not i I know of no Regulations ot 'I'rade. 

Q. Have you ever heard that Colonel llannay did direftly or indirectly interfere in the Trade 
of thofe Provinces — mcdiatqW or immediately ? 

A. I do not lecolled't that he did. 

Did he eftablifh any Gunges or Markets within that Country ? 

A. Not that I know of, unicfs the Bazars attached to the different Corps can be called 
Markets. 

Did you hear that no Complaint was made of thole Bazars or Gunges attached to the Military 
Corps, as being the Caiirc of Tyranny and OpprclDon towards the Aumils and Inhabitants? 

A. I never did hear that any of the Bazars attached to the Military Corps were the Caufes of 
Onpreffioni indeed tht7 were in themfelves fo very trifling, that they Icarctly merit the Name of 
a Market or Gunge. 

Did you never hear that thofe Gunges, commonly known by the Name of Colonel Gunges, 
were complained of by the Nabob on Account, ot the Alnifes juft mentioned ? 

A. I have heard that lome Gunges in difTbrent Parts of the Country were complained of by the 
Nabob, but thefe had no Relation to any Bazar that was eftabliflicd with the Tro 'ns under Colonel 
Hannay. 

Whether you have never heard of a Letter from the Nabob Vizier to the Rajah Govind 
Ram, and another written by himltlf, received the ift of February 17S1, upon theSubjeft? 

A. I never have heard of any fuch. 

Was not you engaged in fome other Parts of the Country to reprefs rcfraflory Zemindars? 

A. Yes, I was : 1 was employed in 1782 and 1783 in reprefling Ditiurbanccs excited by Rajah 
Bulbuddcr Sing,

A. I have heard that the Rajah bimfell' and his Father were in conftanc Rebellion againft the

A. To the black Officer, the Native Officer, commanding in the Fort of Goruckpre. • 

Who was he? 

A. I think his Name was Ahlaud Sing, but I cannot be pfitivcly certain of it at this Diftaoce 
of Time.

Have you Colonel Hannay^s Letter to you ? 

A. I have not. 

Q. Have you a Copy of your Letter to Ahlaud Sing, or whoever commanded in the Fort of 
Goruckporc, for the Imprifonmcnt of Muftapha Cawn f 

A, I have not. 

0^ Did Colonel Hannay tranfmit any Copy of the Sentence to you ? 

A. He did not. 

Q. Do you know, or have you ever feen, the Petwah or Sentence of a|iy Judge ot -he Law, 
upon which Muftapha Cawn was fencenced to Death ? , 

A. I never have. 

Do you know any Thing of the Place where he was tried and convifted ? 

A. I do not. 

Do you know the fpecific Offence that was charged, againft him, and the Defence that he 
made ? 

A. I have heard that Rebellion and plundering the Diftridts adjacent to his Place of Reftdence 
were the Crimes allcdged againft him. 

You have only heard fo ? ► 

A. I have only heard fo. 

I lave you ever feen any Depofitions, or Copies of Depofitions, or any Notes taken of Evi- 
dence produced upon his Trial ? 

A. I never have. 

Whether you know why, if he was under Sentence of Death when he was confined in the 
Fort of Goruckpore, the Execution of that Sentence was refpited for Fifteen or Sixteen 
Months ? 

A. I do not know. 

Whetlicr you recolleft where Muftapha Cawn chiefly refided — and what the chief Place of 
his Kcfidence was called ? 

A. I do not now recolledl the Name of the Place, but I have heard it was fituated cither in 
the Province of Kyrabad or Barraitch ? 

C/t Was it fituated in a Place called Nampara? 

Yes *, that was the Name of it. 

/ Wh.it is the Diftance of that Place from Goruckpore, as well as you recoUeft f 
J A. I really cannot exadly layj about zoo or 250 Miles, perhaps i but I fpcak from Con- 
jcdiire. 

What Diftance do you conceive it to be from Baunfey ? 

A. 1 really cannot ftate the Diftance. 

Is it near the Road from Goruckpore to Bauniee ? 

A. I fliould think not, from my Ideas of the Country j but I never was in that Part of th« 
Country. 

0 ^ Or from Haunrey to Buftec ? 

A. I fliould think not but I really do not know that Part of'the Country •, I never was in it.' 

Q. Whether Muftapha Cawn, to your Knowledge, had any confiderable Influence in the 
Neighbourhood of Goruckpore itfelf ? 

A. J do not fuppol'e lit iiad. 

Q. Whether you recolleft, and can fwear, to the precife Time of your firft hearing the Re- 
ports againft the Begum.s ? ♦ 

A. As well as I recoiled!, it was during the Rebellion of Cheit Sing, or immediately after, that 
I full heard thofe Rci'orts.

A, i lealljf 

Q, Where was you at that Time— on the 19th of September 1781 ? 

As near as I can recoiled, I Ihould fuppofe on my March from Cawnpore to lllahabad. 

Q. Did you ever communicate thofe Reports to Mr. Mailings, and when particularly f 

at What does the Qpeftion mean f 

Concerning the fuppofed Rebellion of the Begums ? 

AT No j I never did. 

Q. Did you ever fee or hear of a Letter of the Vizier to Mr. Purling, the Refident at Oude, 
dated the 19th November 1779, in which the Vizier fays, « The late raifed Brigade at Futtygur 
is not only quite ufelefs to my Government, but is nweover the Caufe of much Lofs both in the 
Revenues and Cuftoms ; the detached Bodies of '®»ps under other European Officers bring 
nothing but Confufion to the Affairs of Government, and arc entirely their own Mailers ?” 

A. I have read that Letter in England, but I never heard of it in India. 

Q. Do yoifrecollcft that Mr. Mailings ever made a Complaint to this Effeft;— “ That the 
remote Stations of thofe Troops” (meaning the Troops juft delcribed) “ placing the Commanding 
Officers beyjip^ Notice and Controul of the Board, alforded too much Opportunity and 
Temptamfirrd^n’IlNrrantable Emoluments, and excited the Contagion of Peculation and Rapa* 
"^Ity thvdl^hout the wole Army ?” 

A. 1 have read tha\Accouni in England alfo. 

Did you ever hear ai^pfoch Account in India 

A. 1 did not. • 

Q. When Mr. Mailings reformed thofe Troops upon the Ground of fuch Complaints,— did he 
new communicate, or caufe to be communicated, to you, or to any other Officer ferving in thole 
Corps, fo grievous a Complaint ? 

A. I never knew of any fuch Communication. 

Cotmfel.) You have Hated the Expulfion of Genoo Roy from his Country, — whether 
Genoo Roy was expelled from his Country before be had Ihewn a Spirit and Purpofe of retaining 
that Country holfilcly againft his Sovereign ? 

A: Genoo Roy, previous to his Expulfion, had colle^led a large Force, and had fortified his 
Fort and Town, and thrown up confiderable Outworks. 

Did you apply to have Admillion into his Town ? 

A. Yes, 

What Anfwer did you receive to that Application ? 

A. Previous to my making the Attack upon his Town, J fent down the Native Adjutant of 
the Battalion, requiring the Gates to be opened, and the Vizier's Troops to be admitted } the Ad* 
jutant returned and told me that the People were all under Arms, and would not open the Gates, 
and that they had the Rajah’s Orders to oppofe the Entrance of the Vizier’s Troops. 

Q; Had not the Rajah, by the Cuftom of the Country, an Alternative, either to hold his Country 
at the encreafed Rent demanded of him, or, upon his Surrender thereof, to have the cuftomary 
Allowance called a Nankar — a certain Proportion of the grofs Rents by the Perfon w|)o foe-

The Managers for the Commons obje£led to the Quellion, as a new ExaminaiMn 
in Chief. 

T*he Counfel for the Defendant were heard in Anfwer to the Objeflion. 

The Quellion was read by the Clerk, as follows :

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the Language of the Countr)', an Eftapha, or Renunciation of the Lands } and in that Cafe had 
he m ule all theCulrivators of the Lands forth-coming, he would have received what is called a 
Nancar, which is an Allowance from Government, generally from Seven to Ten per Cent upon 
tile Revenue realized. 

Do you know whether the Rajah ever' delivered in, or tendered any fuch Eftapha or Deed 
of Renunciation ? 

A. I tliink he never did. 

Q. Whether the Pcnfion which appears to have been paid to Bulbudder Sing, by the Begum or 
the Government of Oude, was not paid him in order to buy off thofe Incurfions which he was in 
the Habit of making into that Country ? 

A. 1 have uiulerltood that it was paid him to prevent his making thofe Incurfions into the 
Country. 

You have been alked, upon the Subjeft of Muftapha Cawn, whether you ever faw the Sen- 
tence of his Condemnation, or the Record of his ConviAion j whether you arc acquainted with 
the Mode of Trial in that Country, or have been prefent at any Trials ? 

The Managers for the Commons objeiled to the Queftion. 

Do you know, whether any Record is made of Conviftions in that Coujpi^'’^ , 7 r Warrants, 
or Depofitions, or Sentences formally drawn up, or Notes of Evidence taken— Do y;io know 
whether fuch Things cxilf, or have you fecn them, if they do, in that Counpy ? 

A. I (hould fuppofe in the regular Courts of the Cutcherry they do e^ifl;, but I have never 
fecn any of them. 

Then the Counfcl for the Defendant requefted Permiflion to alk One or Two 
Queftions, which they had omitted to alk upon the Examination in Chief, concerning 
Treafiires depofitcd in a Zenana, whether fuch Aft of Depofit veiled a Right to them, 
in any of the Women belonging to the Zenana. 

The Managers for tlie Commons faid, if the Houfe had no Objeftion, they had 
none. 

{hy a Lord.) What did you mean by making the Tenants forth-coming j frhat is meant by 
the Expreflion “ forth-coming ?” 

A. I meant, had he made the Cultivators of the Land forth-coming to the Aumila, that they 
might have colleftcd the Rents from them. 

0^ Then you mean to fay fomething was to be done to have entitled that Perfon to the Se- 
venth or Tenth of the Profits upon his Reflgnation Rate more fully what that Perfon was to do 
to be fo entitled f 

A. I mean, that the Perfon giving up his Lands is obliged to make every Farmer of his Coun- 
try forth-coming to the Aumils, to the Officers of Government, that they may colleft and re- 
ceive the Rents from the Cultivators of the Land. 

Then if he could not make them fo forth-coming, he was not entitled to this Allowance ? 

A. Certainly not. 

Whether it is invariably in their Power to make the Tenants fo forth-coming : Whether ic 
was in /le Power of Ghinoo Roy to make them fortj|rcomiog if he plcafcd ? 

A. Every Farmer or Cultivator of Land gives a Security, and the Rajah muR cither have pro- 
du^ the Man or the Perfon who was Security for him. 

/q. {/y a Lord.) Why (hould there be a Difference of from Seven to Ten per Cent, upon the 
^^ancar, — whether there is a given Sum, or whether it varies ? 

A. I mentioned from Seven to Ten per Cent, as the Medium of what has been ever given. 

Then it is not any fixed Sum that he has a Right to ? 

A. It is not a fixed Sum j but it is generally from Seven to Ten per Cent. 

Is it then as a Bargain, the beR he can make for himfelf ? 

A. A great deal of that will depend upon the Manner in which the Rajah condudls himfelf. 

Q, The Nancar is for the ERapha or Reflgnation? * ^ • 

A. Yes. 

Q, Whether you underRood the Nancar to be the Inducement to the Refignation, which is 
necelfary to thofe Perfons w(y» gave him the Nancar f 

A. Not as an Inducement/ but as a Maintenance, when he gives up his Country. 

Q. Is the Nancar ever given to thofe who do not make a formal or inRrumcntal Refignation of 
ir, which I underRand to be what they call the ERapha ^ 

A. It never is, .

Q. {by a Lori.) What Steps did Ghinoo Roy take to make the Farmers forth-coming ? 

at Ghinoo Roy never gave in his Eftapha or Reflgnation of his Lands. 

Q. Did he take any Steps to obftruft their forth-coming ? 

He viras expelled the Country, and had it not much in his Power to obftrufl them. 

Q. What is a Nancar ? 

A. A Nancar is a Maintenance allowed for the Subliitence of the Rajah upon his fulfilling 
certain implied Duties, fuch as 1 before Rated. 

Q. You have (aid it varies between Seven and Ten per Cent, i whether in the Company’s 
PiwiBces it is not fixed at Ten per Cent, i 

A. I cannot fay. 

Q. Whether you know any Thing refpefting the Cuftoms of the Eaft, as to Places of Depofit 
for rteir Treafures •, and whether Zenanas are not ufually employed as Places of fuch Depofit ? 

A. Zenanas are generally kept in themoft fecure Place in the Pofleflion of the Nabob or Rajah 
who has them't and it is cuftomary for the Nabobs or Rajahs to lodge their Treafurc and molt 
valuable EfiefRs in chofe Places. 

Q. Does the ASt of depofning 'treafures in Zenanas, by the Cuftom of that Country, confer a 
Ri^t ^tpjfl^w^Wurcs upon the Women in whofe Zenanas they arc fo depofited. 

The Managers the Commons objefted to the Queftion. 

The Counfel for the Defendant were heard in Anfwer to the Objection. 

The Queftion was ordered to be read by the Clerk, and being read accordingly, 
the Witnefs faid, 


A. I think it dues not. 

Q. (iy Man^trs.) Whether you have ever ftudied the Law of that Country, Mahometan or 
Himoo ? 

A. No, I never did. 

Did you ever put that Queftion to any Doctor of thofe Laws, commonly called Pundits, and 
to whom ? • ^ 

A. No, I never did. 

What Means had Ghinoo Roy, or any Perfon in his Situation, when removed from the Au- 
thority in his Zemindary, to make the Tenants anfwerable for their Payments to the Aumil, Chow- 
dry, or whoever elfc was in Poffeflion of the Land, fo as to make them forth-coming f 

A. I think a former Anfwer I gave perfeftly anfwers the Queftion : Every Farmer gives a Secu- 
rity to the Rajah for the Payment of his Rents, and the Rajah certainly had it in his Power 
either to produce the Farmer, or his Security. 

Q^ By what Means, when he is out of Pofleflion ? 

A. When a Rajah, or Zemindar, gives in an Eftapha, he always remains in his Country, and 
attends the Aumils or Government CoUedlors whenever they come into his Diftrift, or whenever 
they fummon him to appear before them. ' 

Q. Suppofe they ibould run away, what Remedy has he, if both Farmer and Security' run 
away ? 

A. The Securities very feldom do run away, and if they did, it would certainly be the R ajah’a 
Fault for having taken a bad Security. 

Q:.Thca in that Cafe the Rajah had no Means of recovering his Nancar, or Penfion ? 

A. He would certainly forfeit his Right to it, in Confeouence of the Engagements they always, 
in thefe Cafes, come under ; or he would be obliged to make up the Deficiency of Revenue arifing 
from his not producing the J^armer or his Security. 

Q. As this Nancar is referved upon the Rents received by the Aumil who fucceeds, what Way 
has me difpoflefled Rajah of compelling the Aumil to come to an Account with him upon that 
Subjed, or of finally compelling him to pay the Nancar at all f 

A., I mever heard that bn Admil rcflilcd to pay the Nancar, if the Rajah fulfilled his Engage- 
ments j and he could have Recourfe againft the Aumil, were he inclined to refufe paying it, by 
a Complwnt to the Vizier j but I believe it never happened, that the Aumil refulcd ro pay the 
Nancar, if the Rajah fulfilled his Engagements. \

The Witnefs faid, 

I cjp not remember to have heard of them at any other Time, 

Q^ The Qiicftion is, whether, at any Time of the Receipt of Money or Effcdls from the 
Begums, you were in any Office of Treafurer, Accountant, or Auditor, at any Time of receiving 
any Money or F.ffcas from the Begums ? 

A. I recolkft luch Report only once, and then I was Paymafter and Auditor; I believe fo, but 
I do not recolleft. * 

f Periods of Time, you was in any of thofe Offices, or in any of 

Juch Office as the Queftion deftribed 

A. I recoiled the Report but once, and I never was at Lucknow but in Office. 

Q. Whether you can undertake to fwcar that you were not in arw of thofe Offices at fuch 

imcs, at any of the Times when any Goods or Money were rcccivcS by the Office from the 
Begums, during the Period of the Year 1782 ? 

A. I never received any of the Effeds.

Will you undertake to fwcar you was not an Accountant in the Office of Receipt and Ac- 
count, not Paymafter in particular, but whether you can fwear you was not Accountant General 
at that Period of l ime ? 

A. I do not recollect the Period. • 

The Period was fubfcqocnt to January 1782 ? 

A. Nothing will be fo ealy as to refer to the Appointment, which was public.

A. I do not recolleft.

1775 till I left India. 1 was at Calcutta in the End of 1781, and in the Beginning of 178a. 

Q. Do you remember any Letter being received from Mr. Haftings, dated the ajth of No- 
vember 1781 ? . . , _ . , , 

A. I would bc^ Leave to alk if the Queftion means a Letter containing the Treaty with the 

N.ibob Afoph ul Dowlah. 

d Yes, that Letter ? , , , r . 

A That Letter, I believe, was received in Courfe at the Prefidcncy, by the Members of the 
Board to whom it was addrefled — 1 remember it’s being brought to the Board. 

The Counfel for the Defendant faid, they ftiould have ftated that the Purpofe of 
the prelent Examination was to refute an Affertion of the Managers for the Com- 
mons, in Page 799 of the printed Minutes, that no fuch Letter as the above-men- 
tioiud Letter ^ the 29th of November 1781, was written at that Time, or received 
or entered upon the Confultations at Calcutta/’

Whether any fuch Letter was received in due Courfe at Calcutta, at that Time ? 

A. I was in the Courfe of my Anfvver — Ic was received in Courfe at Calcutta, by. the Mem- 
bers of the Board to whom it was addrclfcd \ — I remember feeing it in Council a confidcrablc 
Time before the failing of the Swallow Packet, which, 1 believe, failed about the End of De- 
cember, The Letter remained in the Poireflion of Sir John M" PhcTlbn. I applied to him for it 
repeatedly, that it might be entered upon the Records, and tranfmitlcd to Europe by the Swallow, 
but he did not deliver it to me. I believe he told me, by Note, it was not ncccflary to fend it by 
the Swallow, or fomething to that Purport, Afterwards, upon Mr, Haftings’s Return to Calcut- 
ta, I think 1 mentioned to him, that the L.ettcr had not been entered; and as well as I can recoi- 
led, his Anfwcr was, tlut*a Duplicate came down with the Narrative, and that the entering 
therefore of the Original was of no Conlequcncc, it would anfwcr no Purpofe. The Duplicate 
was annexed to the Narrative, which was entered of Courfe,

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Q. You have dated that you was Secretary to the Board at this Period, in what State was t 
Credit of the Bengal Government in the latter End of the Year 1781 ? 

A. The public Credit at that Time was entirely exhaufted } every poflible Means had bei 
taken to raife Money upon Loan, and the Bonds granted bore a confiderable Difeount } tl 
Treafury was opened for further Loans, but no Sums were paid in i the Treafury was infolvcni 
the Drafts granted upon it by the Board, and payable at Sight, were often a confiderab 
Time unpaid. . 

0^ In what Way, or from what Rcfources, were the other Dependencies at that Time fra\ 
ported — Madras and Bombay ? 'l 

A. I believe entirely from Bengal ; I believe they relied upon Bengal only for their Support fc 
carrying on the War. The Prcftdcncy of Madras paid for almoft every Thing in Drafts upo 
Bengair which Drafts bore a confiderable Difeount the Moment they were iffued, and were nevt 
regularly paid when due, or hardly ever, I believe. 

Q. Had you yourfelf been prefent, and feen the Condition of the Prefidency of Madras a littl 
before that Period ? 

A. I went to Madras in the Year 1781 for the Benefit of my Health. I remained at Madras til 
Auguft 1781. The Settlement of Madras was in the greateft poflible Diftrefs for Provifions of ever 
Kind. Hyder Ally was in Pofleflion of all the open Country up to the Gates of Madras. Whil 
at Madras I was frequently prevented from taking the Air out of the Fort, on account of thi 
Danger from ftraggling Parties of Hyder’s Troops, and the Inhabitants of Madras were generall] 
prevented from going out on that Account from Madras. A Sea Voyage had been recommendec 
to me; I went down in the Lively Packet, I believe it was in April or May, about Apiil 1781 
and vifited Sir Eyre Coote, who was then in Command of the Army atCuddalorc. He told mc; 
the Army had then only Three Days Provifions ; and he marched out, I believe, the next 
Day, or the Day following, and gave Battle to Hyder Ally. — In coafting it along, I (aw the 
Horizon in Flames every Night from the Devaftations fuppofed to be occafioned by Hyder and 
his Followers. 

The Counfel for the Defendant ftated. That it having been aflerted by the Mana- 
gers for the Commons, * that whatever the Circutnftances of the Danger might have 
been pretended to be in the Dominions of Oude before the Time of/igning the Treaty 
of Chunar, yet that after that Time, and after the Seizure of the Treafures was deter- 
mined u[)on, no State Neceflity whatever exifted upon which the Defendant could 
juftify that Meafure i {a) 

They would next afk the Witnefs, 

Whether the Diftrefs he had drferibed, ceafed at the Time of the Treaty of Chunar, which 
was the 19th of September 1781 ? 

A. 1 think the Diflrefles and Diificulties increafed from that Time till the Conclufion of the 
War. 

Do you know whether the Troops in the different Stations of the Army were confiderably in 
Arrcar after that Period— after the 19th of September 1781 ? 

A. The Troops were in Arrcar differently according to their different Stations ; and fo much fo, 
that as the Treafury could not anfwer the Drafts made upon it by Government, for the current 
Services, I think I rccolledl: an Order of the Board, that the Difburfements of the Army fhould 
have a Preference to all other Demands: Notwithftanding which they ftill continued in Arrear, and 
the Military Paymafter General in his monthly Applications to the Board for Cafli, was direffed 
and did (late the Sums which the Troops were in Arrears, as well as I recolleft. , 

You have given an Account of the State of the Credit of the Bengal Government, whether 
you confine that to the Year 1781, or whether it continued to 1782 in that Refped? 

A. 1 think I have laid, that the Difficulties encreafed ; to explain th^c, I may add, that the Sum 
ufually allotted for the Inveflment being near a Million Sterling, or about a Million Stcrline, was 
diverted from that ObjcA, and an Inveflment was fupplied by the Subferiptions of Individuals who 
were repaid by Bills upon England, and further by Certificates granted upon the Opium fent to 
China, exchangeable there for Bills upon the Company in ttfcfe ' ‘ 

Do you remember any general Report prevailing refpefting the Conduct of the Begums to- 
wards the Britifli Government in the Year 1781, and what Part they took ? 

A. I returned to Bengal from Madras about the ift of September 1781 ; the firft Report I heard 
upon my Arrival in the R//er, was of the Rebellion of Cheit Sing, and the dangerous Situation in 
which Mr. Haftings was. From that Time, the News received from that Quarter was by no Means 
regular, but was the daily Vopic of Converfarion ; and the Difaffedion of the Begums, and the Af- 
iifl ance offered by them to tke Endeavours of Cheit Sing, were talked of as Subjects of common Re- 
port ; I never heayi 'hxir 'Tfafftftion doubted, nor do I myfelf doubt it.

I be-r 
here to fubjoin an extraAed Account, figned by the Ading Accountant Genera], which Ihews tha” 
the Efforts of this Government to liipport the other Prclidcncirs in Supplies of Money, I'lovifions, 
and Military Store , have been loch as muft draw the Admiration of our Employers. * 

« Previous to my Arrival in India, thefe Efforts ot Supply were great and well timed, cfpecially 
in the Carnatic j but the very Encreate of the Refources which the Governor Gcncr,,l has Itated in 
his Minute, and the Severity with which the late Rclid. nt, and the I'ubfequent aeiing Relident at 
Oude, were called upon to do their Dut)r to the Company, have been the Sources fiom which our 
Supplies in Favour of the other Prefidencies have been chiefly derived. 

** The total Amount of thelc Supplies from the 30th September 1781 to the ill of November 
1782, appears to be Current Rupees 2,35,70,007 a 2. 

« It is to be remarked, that in .order to complete thefe Supplies, the Company have not been 
fubjeded to extraordinary Drafts, by Bills on Europe, nor to Loans in Audition to the Bonded 
Debt. 

“ The Abilities of this Government could not go farther in aiding the Prefidencies of Fort St. 
George anti Bombay, but by retommending a Plan of Co-operation againft their common Ene- 
mies, which was early and forcibly prefled upon them, but which, though repeatedly urged, has 
not been hitherto carried into Execution. 1 he Ifluc of the War in the Carnatic will Ihew whe- 
thcr, upon any other Plan, our Enemies can be repelled. 

“ The conftitutional Powers of this Government, as well as its pradical Exertions of Afliftance, 
would not be extended to further Operation, and lortunatcly the Marratta War, with which it 
was cuftomary to conned every Mifmanagcmcnc in India, ha.s been virtually doled from the 18th 
Odober 1781. No Hoftility has been commuted between the Marrattas and the Company, from 
that Period. On the contrary, a i'ca. c has been concluded, which, in the Delay of its final 
Formality, leaves the Company in the Polkfljon 01 thole Rclources, which at once gives us the 
Power of Defence, and wiililioids fiom tlicm that ot holtility. This is a Tenure for Peace with 
an Afiatic State, the mtft fecure, cfpecially as it is founded in Juflice on our Part, and Divifion 
or an Oppofuion of Interclls among thcni. 

« To place the Proceedings of tliis Governmeni in their merited and moft fatisfadory Point of 
View, nothing is Wanting but a Completion to the great Undtriaking of Refoim and Retrench- 
ment of the public Ex,)Cnce, whiili was begun in June Kilt, whicli was carried on with the moft 
impartial Juftice, but which the Interruptions of ill Health have cruelly fufpended. 

“ It is upon this Foundation, that the moft valuable Encrcale of Revenue and Refource can be 
fecured to the Company and the Nation } much has been already done, but it is only a Beginning, 
and the Woik before us is arduous i but it is full of public Honour, for it conftiiutcs tlic public 
Safety. 

« The Aid which the Board have lately acquired in the Abilities, Firmnefs, local Knowledge, 
and co-operating Difpofltion of a new Member, warrants us in alluring the Company, that no- 
thing within the utmoft Compafs of the Zeal and Abilities of this Adminilfration, (h >11 be left 
undone, in promoting the moft adive internal (Economy, and maintaining our dillant Dependen- 
cies with the moft liberal Zeal. 

“ The Regulations and Arrangements neceflary at home, to give fucccfsful Efficacy to the 
Views and Operations of a (Jovernment ading upon fuch Principles, depend not upon the Con- 
dud, though they conftitute the Wifties of this Board. It is our Duty to hope, and even to be- 
lieve, that where our Meaiures arc founded upon Prudence and good Intentions, they will meet 
with Support} nay, it is our Duty, if not our Riglit, to be confident that the Juftice of our 
Employers, and of our Country, is ultimately unerring, even if it Ihould be interrupted by Mif-

^lid<^ounfel for the Defendant Informed the Houfe, that the next Document they 
yvvilhed to produce, was a Letter from Mr. M'Pherfon to the.Court of Diredors of 
the 30th March 1 783 ; but that the Letter itlelf being loft, they propofed to read it, 
with the Confent of the Managers, from a Colledion of Papers i clative to the Ini- 
^achmem, printed by the Houfe of Commons, having firft proved the original 
Documcf/t not to be forth-coming.

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The Managers for the Commons faid, they had no Obicftion to the Paper in 
Queftion being read as defired, provided the Original were firft proved to be loft, as 
the Counfel had dated. 

Then Mr. Robert Hudfon was afked, 

9. Have you fearched for a Letter of Mr. M‘Pherfon*s to the Court of Direftors of 30th 
Maah 1783 ? 

A. I have. 

Is that Document forth-coming, or is it loft ? 

A. I have not been able to find it. 

Have you made due Search for the Purpofc ? 

A. I have fearched where I thought it likely to find it, and in other Places ; but I have not been 
able to trace it. 

Do you know whether that Letter was printed by the Houle of Commons from a Copy 
which you yourfclt furnilhed ? 

A. When this Paper was ordered by the Houfc of Commons, the Original iifelf was not then 
forth-coming, the Letter was therefore taken from a Copy which was then in the Office, which 
Copy has fincc been miflaid. 

Then the Witnefs produced a Book, without any Title, but numbered 2 and 
the fame being delivered in, the following Extraft was read from a Paper bound up 
in the fame, and indorfed, Copy of a Letter from the Governor General and Coun- 
cil of Bengal, dated the 1 6th Oft. 1781; and from John Maepherfon Efquire, to 
“ the Court of Direftors of the Eaft India Company, dated in March 1783. N® 5, 

“ 1787/* beginning at Page 5 of the fame Paper, and Page 863 of the Book. 

** Calcutta, 30th March 1783. 

Of the general Diftrefs of your Affairs in all your Prefidencics in the latter End of Auguft 
1781, when I arrived at Madras, you have long fince had authentic Accounts j but of the Dan- 
ger to which the very Exiftcncc of the Company was then expofed, you can have no adequate 
Idea. Your Army towards Bombay had been obliged to retreat from a gallant but unfucccisful 
Enterprize towards Poona, and it required great Bravery and Skill to fecure their Retreat from 
the Gauts to the Sea Side. Your Prcfidency of Bombay was then near a Crore of Rupees in 
Debt, notwichftanding the immenfe Supplies from Bengal, and their newly acquired Revenues. 
The utmoft of their Military Exertions, though fupported by an Army from Bengal, and though 
they had raifed many new Battalions, was direfted to keep the Marnttas in Check. 

In the Carnatic, your principal Settlement, and your main Army under Sir Eyre Coote, 
were lurroundca by the Army of Hyder, who had indeed been defeated on the ift of July 1781, 
but who from that Check feemed only to have become more guarded and determined in his Pur- 
polc. Neither your Army, nor even Fort St. George itfelf, had at that Time above a few Days 
Provifions in Store, nor could there be any Frofpett of Supply from the Country : Yoi^r Prea- 
fury at Fort St. Geoigc was empty; your Credit could not be faid to cxiO in any active 
Force. 

“ At Bengal, on which your other Prefidencics depended almoft entirely for Su[ your Trca- 
fury was drained, and every Effort of raifing Money by Loan, by Annuity^ a.id by partial Re- 
mittances had been tried, and, to complete the Meafuic of your Difflcm < .s, a Rebellion had 
broken forth upon your Frontiers at Benares, which thre.atcncd UcftrudtiMi 10 all your Pqjlfffions 
from the Source of the Mouths of the Ganges, and in every C^iaiter of India. 

‘‘ Such was the Crifis at which it was my Deftiny to become One of ilie Members of the fupe- 
rior Adminiftration of India. Few who could have feen the real Difficuiiics of the Part I had to 
aCt, would have envied my Situation, and the moft obftinatc Party Contention had but ccafcd 
to rage in the Sctnc where I was to begin my Part. 

I (hall leave it to your Governor and Commander in Chief upon the Coaft of Coromandel to 
(late whetiuT I was of any Aid to their Councils in fo defyernre a Crifi^. Ac all Events I eftc^em 
my felt iorcunate in having joined my Efforts to theirs to promote a favourable Imprcffion upon 
the Marait.i State. The Confidence which the Nabob of Arcot repofed in my Opinion, was noc^ 
unfcrviccable to the Eaft India Company upon that trying Occafion. I propofed that he (hould^ 
place the Seal of the Carnatic in the Hands of the Commander in Chief of our Forces, that be 
niiglu grant Sunnuds to the Petty Rajahs and Poligars, to exempt them from future Tributts in 
Proportion as they might affift the Army with Provifion or Force from their different Retrcaisj it 
was my Opinion that yo^r Seal fhould have been fent to guarantee thefe Deeds of Con^ffion. Sir 
Eyre Coote felt thg^pqblic Advantages of this Propofition, and marched through the of 

thtfe Rajahs and Zemind^s that lay between Madras and VelJore; they fupplied him with Pro- 
vifions; he defeated Hyda* on the Plains of Shulinghur; he afterwards relieved Vellore, to^ 
Chitcoor, and returned to madras, after an Abfence of about Three Months, when the Suppli^- 

\ 
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of Provifion from Bengal arrived feafonabljr for the Support of Fort St. George, and your 
Army. 

‘‘ On the 29th of September I arrived at Calcutta, where 1 found Mr. Whcler alone in Charge of 
the Government ; he was labouring with the beft Intention, good Humour, and Ability, to 
maintain your Affairs. I (hall not attempt to deferibe the Situation of the Settlement, and the Variety 
of Apprehcnfions that agitated the public Opinion. The Governor General had, with great Spirit, 
recovered his Ground at Benares. The Attachment and Spirit of your Officers flew to him from 
every Quarter, but all the Provinces feemed dill to tremble from the Shock of the Convulfion 
on the 24th of Auguft at Benares. The Collcdlions did not flow in their regular Courfe ; all 
depended upon Regularity and Vigour in that Department ; for your Collcdlions were chiefly in 
the Hands of Native Renters and Zemindars, and it is their Rule to be no longer pumfiunl in 
their Payments, than the State can attend to them rcfpedtively, and is in Force to compel them. 

“ I declared to the Dewan of the Khalfa, Gunga Govin Singh, or in other Words, the Native 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who (lands between the Farmers and the Committee of Revenue, 
thar 1 would move the Council to punKli any Native Collector and Zemindar who had colledtd 
the Revenue from the Ryots but who ^^ithheid it from the Company beyond the ufual Term> of 
Payment; for that fuch Crime, in the prefent Situation of Affairs, was the lame ns to attempt to 
rob the pubhe I’reafury, and (hould be punifhed as fuch. 1 declared to him fuither, that while 
I fat in Council I would not figri a Remiffionof Revenue, or agree to cancel a Company’s Balance, 
but on a Ground of aftual Invafion, or a general I'aminci — for if the Farmer retulcd 10 pay the 
Money, he Ihould pafs his Bond to the Company for the Balance, and none but the Company 

•Id have a Right to cancel the Obligations of fuch Bonds. 

I'hele Declarations met the Approbation and the full Support of your Government, and pro- 
"^duced an Effeft which many of your Servapts who arc in the Charges ot the Revenue can atteft. 
By '’ou: monthly Collcdions or Kilts in the Bengal Piovintcs, your Armies, then in every 
of India, were maintained and might be faid to be kept together. 

It is to your Servants (and you have many here of very great Knowledge ant Ability^ and 
liberal Attachment to your Intcrells) that 1 am indebted for that early Infight into your AlFair^ 
which enabled me to be of immediate Service. 

I met yonp Servants who were in opj-ofire Intcrells of the Party with equal Civility, I 
declared to them that, as far as my Voice would go. Party was abolifhedi and I requeiled troni 
c\;cry Servant who was of known Ability and Experience in Office, a candid and confidential 
Account in Writing of the Management which might improve his particular Department, and 
tend to the general Prolperity, I pledged my Word to the facred Cullody of their Opinions. 

“ By this Means, in the Courfe Three Weeks, I received Memorials of Confidence, and the 
mod uleful Inftruftion in c vciy Department of your Service, in Revenue, Invcllments, Contraifls, 
Difburfcmcr cs, Manage/ve u of the Army Marine, General Accounts, and the State of our Al- 
liances, with the Plans 1 ‘ gulation by whiuh Affairs might be retrieved. It would be uncandid 
^ me not to name pu.: rL.’.niy the Servants to whom I owed fuch valuable and friendly Commu-

u They ; e, Mr. Shor., .V. Ducarcl, Mr. Peter Moore, Mr, Jonathan Duncan, Mr. Charles Grant 
rJ Mr. Petri, ,and particularly Mr. Larkins, Mr. Murray yourCommiffary General, Colonel Sir 

John Cumming, Lieutcn.int Colonel Fullerton, Majors Popham and Bruce upon fubfequent Occa- 
fion.s, Mr. Mackenzie, Mr. Charles Purling, Mr. Bfiftow, and Mr, Crofts, who always obligingly 
' % :(hed me with every Calculation chat I could afk, of your Receipts and Dirburleinents, and the 

,r ative Statements of Revenue and Expenditure in diflerent Years, 

‘ Duld name many more of your Servants, who flicwed the molt chearful Rcadinefs to give me 
e> knowledge of your Affairs. 

JUp')aaiilcufling thefe general Subjc&s with Mr. Whcler, and taking a general View of Affairs 
in cv ry Q^iartcr of India, we addrefs to your Honourable Court thofe general Letters in the Se- 
cret ^epa»*'ment, which announced to you on the 16th of Oftober and 29th of Dcccniber 1781, 
the ^ llowing Aflurances. 

That this Government would endeavour at all Events to put a Clofe to the Mahraita War. 

“ That they would endeavour to fccurc and arrange the internal Peace of India, and a Syftcm 
of Moderation and Jufticc. 

• “That they would ^.cverj^ Rifqyc provide an Inveftmenr, and continue that great Commercial

“'That amidft Harmony in our Councils, rendered neceffary as well as delireable, we (hould en- 
deavour 10 retrench every fuperfluous ExpenCe, and attend to the mofl: tegular Coltcftion of your 
Revenue^ with every Attention to the Cultivation of the Country and Happincis of the Na- 
tives. 

‘‘ TJ*at we (hould labour, with every Exertion in our Power, to fupp^y the other Prcfidcncies with 
Mopey and Provificns, and ftrivc, upon a regular Syllcm of Co-operation from all our Prefidencics, 
tp^rcpcl our hatural Enemies, fo as to forward the neceffary Objedl of a gencial Peace in Eu- 
. rope. / ‘ ,

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“ Such were the Hopes which this Government gave to your Honourable Court in Odlobcr 
and December 17H1 ; and to perform the great public Objefts of fuch Expeftations, we pledged 
ourfelves to the very utmoft of our Abilities, to the Company and to our Country. The Gover- 
nor General had not then returned to the Prcfidency j but from his confidential Corrcfpondcnce, 
wc vA/cre empowered to pledge hi$ Name : Weconlidered our Declaration which went to the above 
Obligations, though not in their formal Order, a.s an Engagement which wc formally entered into 
with our Employers. 

‘‘ 1 elleem it the greatcfl Happinefs, and tlicgreateft Honour, that could befal me in Life, that, 
in the Courl'c of Sixteen Months, an Adminillracion, of which I was a Member, fiiould have been 
able, in To fbnrc a l ime, to have performed to you to much of what they promilcd to attempt. 

“ lit. I !h- Mahratta War was clofcd by a general CefTation of HolUlitics between you and 
thir Sfaii, a^ caily as Jaiui.iry 1782. 

** 2xlly. i’he internal l\*avc of India has been fccurcd by the 1 'ieaty of Peace and Alliance 
With the Maliratias, which was concluded on the i8:h of May 1782, ligned by your (jovetnor 
General and Count il t.n ihc 6th of June, figned by the Pcfliwa on the 20 th of Decentber fol- 
lowing, and finally exchanged and ratified on the 24lh of February lafi. 

You will plrafc 10 obicrve, that the faid 'Pieaty excludes France from any Eftablinimcncs in 
ilie Mahratta C-ountry, or any Aid from their Chicls, and includes and binds every Power or any 
Conlttjucnce in Indi.i, as either in Alli.mcc with you or with the Pcfiiwa, without a Claim upon 
the Ca rnatic (>r Oude ; and you may depend upon it, that nothing but the utmoll Mifmanagcrncnc of 
y( ur own Servants can ever bicak a Treaty founded upon fuch an equitable Arrangement, origi- 
n.iting from an Kx})cricn( e of unprofitable War on both Sides, and which is firmly lecurcd by the 
real Intcrelt of the l.eaders (Y' the Mahratta State. 

“ Ir you arc pleafcd to reflect a Moment upon the DilBcukies under which this Treaty was 
negociatcd, the Ofieis that were made by France directly from the Sovereign to the Minifters at 
Poona-, the Intrigues, Abilities, and Refources of Mr. Bulfy’s Agents there; the Influence of 
Hyder ; and what was a greater Bar than all to the Treaty, the general Cry from your own Ser- 
vants for a Peace with the Mahrattas ' upon any Conditions; you will applaud the Management 
with which it was commenced, the Patience ancl Fiimnefs with which it was conJufled, and the 
libel al as well as dignified Manner in which it was finally ratified. 

“ In the midit or a general War it fecurcs to you, in Tranquillity, the Rcvtni)c.sof theie Pro- 
vinces from Rohiltund to Cuttack ; and with thefe Revenues, under a prudent Dilbuil'ement and 
a proper Co-operation of your Forces, you may bid Defiance to the molt powerful States in 
Icurope, in a Conteil for any of your Poireflion.s. In India fuch Contells mult eventually be 
determined by the greateft and moft permanent Power of Refource upon the Spot. 

jdly. An Invefimenc has been provided upon a Plan which counteni<^s foieign Competitors in 
your Trade at the Europe Markets, and which has very confiderably reduced the prime Coft of 
the Goods. 

“ Formerly your Governor General and Council, fulTiciently occupied witli general Affairsi 
and the Virulence of their own Difpuces, could not attend to this moll impoitant Subjeft. Ac 
prelenr, they have inlpeded the diflerent Propofals of Contraders, and have, after accepting the 
moft favourable for your Intereft, kept fealed Specimens of the Goods as a Check, and to afccr- 
tain at the Sales the faithful Performance of the Contrador’s Engagements ; for the Goods arc nuc 
to be mixed, and each Bale is to be marked with the Name of the Contrador. 

“ Unplcafant as luch Interference muft have proved to your Board of Trade, they faw the 
Jufticc as well as ^ecrfllty of it; they acquiefeed at length, with Chearfulncls, in the Arrange- 
ment, It is woithy of your Juftice to avoid Retrofped, and only to encourage the Saciifice which 
thclc Servants who have fcrvtd you fo long, and whofc Allowances arc fcanty, have made upon the 
prel’ent Occalion, 

“ 4tlily. Amidll II rmony in our Councils, very confiderable Retrenchmeots have becnmauc 
from the encicafing S- .dc of your F.xpenditurts. Thefe Retrenchments were begun early in the 
picceding War, but impeded by the Interruption of ill Health ; they were begun u[)on a Syftcm 
tli.it was to cany them fully through the minuteft Department in the Service; they are vitally ne- 
cciraiy to the IVrmanency of your Profperity in this Country. It fhould be rduembered, that the 
Bafis upon which you role to Power, and have been able to iland the Shock of repeated Convul- 
fion.'^, has been the Accuracy and Simplicity of mercantile Method, which makes every Tranfadion 
ill your Sc: vice, and cvciy Expenditure, a Matter of Record. The Proceedings of this Govcnrmcnc- 
have been lahoiucd and very Oilficulijn the Bufiners of Retrenchment ; but when they arc extended 
to evtiy D.pa.micht in the Service, which will be in the Courle of Three Months, I do not ifiink 
I exceed when I ftate that I hope they will amount to Six hjundred thoufond Pounds. I (hall cranf- 
init CO your Honourable Court an exad official Account to the laft Bupcc upon this Subjed, with a 
Copy c f the new Regulations that have been adopted to check every Department to iepa^ate efta- 
blilhed from contingent Charges, and to check the Accounts of Agency Diiburfcinents, which were 
early reduced from Filrecn to Tea per Cent. The extraordinary contingent Expcnccs of the vSVrmy, 
ej'pecially of the Detachments ferving on the Weft Side of India, and in the Carnatic, you will fi,nd 
confiderably reduced, as weft as thole of the Phoufdarry, and the new Law Offices, which were 
cancelled before your Orders arrived.

\ which they were cautioned againft the Operations of our natural Enemies, which in the enfuino 
[ February burft on the Carnatic. , 

The Letter of this Government to the Prefidency of Bombay, on the 14th ofOu^brr Kiff, 
had the moft fortunate Effedf upon the Operations of that Government, as you will perceive in 
General Mathews’% Letter of the ad of December lalf to Sir Eyre Coote, entered upon your Re- 
cords : The following Paragraph is worth your Attention. 

“ The Letter of tne i4tn of Odfober from the Supreme Council, and tlic Remitt. a nee of I’if- 
‘ tetfn Lacs, will not leave this Government a Pretence for Delay, and will give what they dclirc for 
‘ the Outfit of the Expedition.' 

“ L eu luive fince l.eard of General Mathews's Succefs. I have been honoured with a fhort 
Letter from iiim, dated at Bidenore, the 30th of January lySji io vvhitli lie fays, th.it with die 
Support of tliis Government (of which 1 had taken the Liberty to afllire him in a private Letter) 
he llioiild hope to rctiieve your Affairs on that Side of India.

It was my Relief that Great Britain, after the Oppofi- 
tion and Separation of America, and attacked by fo many powerful Enemies at Home and Abroad, 
could neither exitl in her Finances nor Liberties, if India was not faved, and our Competitors here 
completely countcraded. 

“ The Separation of America came on by Degrees, and Trade, which was our only Return 
from thence, opened her Courfe through other Channels with Succefs. America yielded to Bri- 
tuiri no landed kevenue ; and each Colony there had, like the Mother Country, anticipated, by 
Debt, t he Re venues of many Years. India was fcarcciy One Year’s Revenue in Debt. The LoU 
of •SDSswnmon, it it was to happen, would be fudden, would be total ; it would be irre- 
coverable by any Efforts from Home-, it would prove the inftant Lois of Millions of Individuals, 
and Millions of the public Property ; it would at once annihilate thofc Funds \vhicli c infli- 
tute the Subliftance of all the Creditors of the India Company at Home and Abroad; it would 
fall upon the other Funds of the State, with a Shock that would ftrike the remoteft Land holder 
in Biitain, involve him ultimately In the fame Fate with thofe who lived upon the Intereff of 
thcjiublic Debts. But to complete the Mifcry of fuch an univerfaf Cataftrophe, our n.-iiural Fne- 
who were in Force and ^lianceaipon the Spot, would fucceed to the Remains of our i’or- 
^nc^rom that Succeffion, they could maintain their future Tenure, and diftate to Britain t!ie Lfl: 

Uermsof defpotic Superiority. 

No Perfon but One who had once feen the Carnatic in its Profperity, and who aficrw.irds 
I”, '"'Mch' I beheld it, could conceive the Reality of the g'-neral Scene of

— Only in the Revenues of 
Bengal; and in Bmgal a Situation of Affairs fimilar to that which exifted in the Carnatic was 
to be greatly apprehended *, and h id it actually taken Place, I leave it to your own Ideas to rcflcd: 
whether the general Cataflrophe which I have reprefented as poflibic, was not to be dreaded as a 
certain Conlcquence. h ranee looked to fuch a Reverfion in your Fortune, and when you fee her 
Armnments prep.ired upon a Seale of Force and Expence, which is the utmoft that her Facuhies 
can lend ag .i ift India, you cannot be too fenfibly awakened to the Dangers you have cfcaped ; 
nor confuler thoie Events asimpolTible which could alone rcimburfe your natural Enemies, or give

On Board them arc Part of His Majefty’s 36th and 
52d Regiments of Infantry, and we find the Remainder of thofc Corps are in the expeded Ships 
which failed at the fame Time. The additional Expcnce that will neceflarily be incurred by the 
Arrival of thefc Troops, has ferved to increafe the Anxiety we before felt on Account of our 
Diftrefs for Money. We have not now in our Treafury, including the Amount of the Bills you 
have lately tranfmicted hither and to Alafulipatam, more than fufficient for a Month’s Difburfements, 
and we fee no Profpefts of any efiential Supply but from you. Thus fituated, we beg Leave to 
call your Attention to our approaching NeccfTities: Our Poverty has long cxpolcd us to Inconve- 
nience and Embarraffment, but the moft fatal Confeqiicnces are now to be apprehended, unlcfs wc 
receive fpcedy Support from you. Our own Funds arc trifling in Comparifun with our preicne Ex- 
pences, and our foie Dcpendancc is upon your AfTiftance, which you have hitherto in our Emer- 
gencies fb liberally afforded us, that wc flatter ourfclvcs wc (hall ftill be extricated from Difficulty 
by a Continuance of your Exertion in our Favour. Wc cannot at the fame Time forbear obferving

I flattered myfclf had been the Refult of a difintereftcd Conviftion in the 
Mind of every Mcmbci of this Board, and of a Determination to allow no Objefts to interpofe 
which could have a Tendency to obftruCt the fuccef^ful Execution thereof. That the Reftoration 
of Mr. Bridow, at this Time, to the Charge of the Refidency at Lucknow, will produce 
Effefts highly prejudicial thereto, I have not a Doubt of } as it will generate in the Minds 
of every Rower of Hindoftan, that the Governor General is carrying on Treaties with them 
which he has not the Power to ratify, and will produce on their Part Confequcnces deftrudlive to 
all Negociation, Indecifion at.d Procraftination. The Ncceffity of avoiding every Step that can 
give rife to luch Impediments, at the very Time the Governor General is ncgociating, under 
the Sandlion of this Board, Terms of Peace with the Marhattas, I am perfuaded is too obvious to 
every Member of it to require Elucidation, and that they fee it as a Condud highly infcparablc 
from the real Purpofe of their Rcfoivcs, to give him every pofllble Support, both in Word and 
Adion, for the Accomplilhment of a Bufinefs in which the Intererts of the Public are fo eircntially 
concerned. 

“ In Ihort, although my former Declarations, added to the Rule I had laid down for my Con- 
dud in ail Cafes where I could have the Orders of the Court of Diredors for my Guide, obliges 
me to give my Voice in Favour of Mr. Francis’s Motion I ncvcrthelcfs fee, and am lo thoroughly 
convinced of the great NccclTity there is in the prefent critical Conjundurc of our Affairs in India, 
of fupporting the Governor General as the flril Inllrumcnt of our Adminiftration, that I here de-

** In urging thefe Sentiments, 1 am naturally led to refled on what may be my own Situation 
in the Execution of that Duty which I am on the Eve of undertaking, the Operations of which 
may be materially injured by any Meafure which * in the Icaft impede the Ncgociations fet on 
foot by the Marattas. I therefore, as a Duty I owe myfclf and the public Welfare, call upon 
every Member of this Board to give me fuch Teftimony of their Determination to fupport me in 
the Profecution of a Service fo important in itfclf, and in its Confequcnces, as that, when once 
entered on •, I may not be expofed to the Apprehenfion of Failure, from a Doubt of not receiv- 
ing that ample Affiftance from them which the Nature of the Undertaking renders fo indiipeiifa- 
bly ncceffkry, and which they alone can afford.

*• I have received your Two Letters, the One advifiog me to quit Calcutta during the prtfenc 
Unhealthy Air of it, which has caufed the Death of fevcral Perfons; and the other acquainting me 
that you cannot fubmit to the Orders of Two Gentlemen, and defiring that I will recal Mr, 
Brillow, who publickly declares that he is in Expectation of Orders from Europe, giving him 
the foie Authority in his Country, &c. &c. with many other Particular • which I fully undcrltand, * 
and which gave me great Pleafurc. 

In obedience to Orders from the Court of DircClors, as at thit Time there was a different 
Object and Syftem, Mr. Briftow was fent to your Province, and his continuing with you was 
thought the fame Thing as if I was there i and although you frequently wrote to me defiring his 
Removal, and I knew it could cafily be done, yet I would not do it. At this Time however that 
you liave written to Rajah Govind Ram that any Delay in his Recal will be attended with Difgrace, 
and as you have written to me likewife fully in the fame Words, I therefore, to fhew nothing is 
further from my Wifh than your Difhonour, immediately on the Receipt of your Letter, fent to 
Mr, Briftow to retuyi to Calcutta. 

“ It is nearly Three Years fince Rajah Govind Ram, who Is a faithful Servant of your Govern- 
ment, has been defirous of elfeCling an Interview between your Highnefs and mylelf ; and you 
yourfelf have repeatedly written to me, that if I have no Leifure you will come to this Quarter ;

“ 3. A Jaghecr is properly an Appendage to a Dignity called Munfub, which it is therefore 
necelTary to explain. 

“ 4. In the Mogul Empire there arc no Hereditary Dignities ; the Rank of the Nobles was con- 
ferred, by fpecial Appointment from tlie Em|)eror, for Life only, and revocable at his Plealure; 
and it was eftimated by the Number of Horfc which they were fiippofed to command. This 
Command was denominated Monfub, and a Jagheer was an Appendage to it.” (<z)

Similar Accounts were taken from 
all Munfubdars, and tranfmitted to Delhi with the Tufdeck Hazcrce, or Account of the Tropps 
of the Munlubdars that had been marked and received, and according to which the Bcraat or Ad- 
jiidment of their Accounts was made out at the End of the Year by the Grand Bukihees at the 
Prcfencc. The Claims of Government upon the Ja|hecrdar for the HilTah Khalia, Troops de- 
ferred, or not muftered, &c &c. were claded under the Head of Moral ibah Sircar, or the De- 
mands of the State ; and to anfwcr which it was cudomary on Affignments, to any confidcrablc 
Amount, to lul'pend a Sum under the Head of Titcmah TulJub, or Pay fufpended, for which 
an Aflignmeot was never granted till the Munfubdar had fettled his Accounts. The Emperor 
Aurung Zeeb, being once importuned by his eldcft Son to grant an Order for the Payment of 
this fulpended Balance before his Accounts were adjufted j “ Let him know,” replied the Em- 
peror, “ that this (the Grant of a Jaghcer) is not like the Dealings of Merchants. My Fa- 
ther fufpended One-fourth of the jagheers of the Princes and Nobler, but in the prefent Age 
the Laws are difregarded. If a Pan of his Pay be fufpended, it matters not, for it will be^ 
appropriated to “ the Liquidation of Motalibah,” or the Demands of Governdjcnt, ” the Price of

happened, for Myrfa Ally Cawn and Sellar Jung her Brothers, were both at f yzabad a long 
Time after Murteza Cawn and I left it, and were the Governors of the Town. 7 hey arc under 
many Obligations to the Begum, and pay more Attcotion to her than to the Nabob hmiirlf.

I humbly conceive the 2d Article to be erroneous allb \ for on the Firft Viut to the Begum, 
Mirza Ally, Sellar Jung, MurtezaCawn, and I, went together j Sellar Jung had Two Companies 
of Sepoys as liis Guard, being the Number he generally appears abroad with, and for the Rea- 
fbns given in my Firit Anfwer, he could hardly be iulpedlcd of agreeing to any violent Mea- 
fares, 

“ Murttza Cawn had perhaps Twenty Troopers and feme orderly Sepoys, but in other Refpeas 
he did not go with Half his ulual Retinue. The Begum’s Eunuchs did induftrioufiy fpread 
Reports of iVlurteza Cawn’s ill Intentions to break into the Zenana, and I'cizc all the EflcAs and^ 
Money that could be found) on the other Han<l Murteza Cawn pretended to be afraid ot 
Attempts on his Life, and kept a Btxly of Sepoys conftantly under Arms at his Houle. I con- 
fulcred the Reports fpread by both Parties, intended to I'erve the Purpofe of dilcrediting each 
other’s as much as poUible, and which I did not believe to have any Foundation in Iruth. 

“ Murteza Cawn, when he went from Myndigautto Fyzabad in April laft, was fa id to have fent 
a harfh Melfage to the Begum j but this Inftance being previous to the Solicitation for the Eng- 
lifli to interfcic, of courle no Blame, I humbly conceive, could fall on me for any 1 ranlattions at 
that Period. When I was at Fyzabad, I am perfoaded none but rerpedful Language was uled 
to the Begum ; one Thing only that I remember could be taken amiis, and that was my telling 
her, that unlcls fhe paid the Money the Treaty became null. Whether Inch a Hint was necei- 
fary, I lubmit to the Conlideration of the Honourable Board «, for the Eunuchs pradifcd every 
Art to del ty the Payment, proteding in pofitivc Terms that the Begum had neither Money nor 
Effeds, though, upon my one Day repreienting to her that I fhould immediately leave Fyzabad 
unlcfs the Conditions were fulfilled on her Part, Ihc found Means to fend Six Lacks in Specie in 
Icfs than Three Hours after ; and it was hardly a Month before that ftie aflerted her Inability to 
pay a finglc Rupee. The Copy of the Begum’s Letter to me making this Aflertion 1 troubled 
the Honourai'-Ie Board with in my Addrefs of the 9th .September laft. 

“ 1 he Third Complaint I am perfuaded is partly erroneous, from the Begusn’s claiming every 
Article of the late Vizier’s Property, even to his Military Stores, 

“ The Nabob would be very glad to receive any Thing, but the Appraifer appointed by the 
mutual Confent of both Parties, remains at Fyzabad without having any Goods offered him, but 
luch as arc already in the Pofleffion of the Nabob’s own Officers. 

“ I underftand the late Vizier depofued the Surplus of his Revenues with the Begum t and hav- 
ing died inteftate (or at Icaft a Will was never produced, though one is laid to be fecreted by the 
Begum), it left a Door open to the^Difputes which have happened ) for, according to the Koran, 
and the Ufages of the Country, the Nabob could claim an infinitely greater Share than he has 
got. It is beyond a Doubt that flic has Money) for her principal Eunuch brought me a Mef- 
Ugc one Day, not as a Matter of any Secrecy or Confidence, that the Wealth the late Vizier had 
amafTcd was intended to fupply an Emergency. 1 anfwcred, the Nabob could not well want it 
at a greater one j and prefled her very earneftly to fupply his neceffary Wants. 

“ That flic has Jachires equal to her Rank in every Rcfpeift, is evident from her own Confef- 
fion to me, in One of her Letters, wherein Ihc fays her own Charge amounts to 1 2,000 Rupees 
a Month; and her Income is known to be Seven Lacks a Year. If the Complaints contained 
in the Three Firft Articles are groundlcfs, I humbly conceive the Fourth is not much better 
founded. The Begum can make no great Claim on the Company for Protcifion, when fhe her- 
felf has infiingcd the Conditions of tnc Treaty of which they were Guarantees. Let her pay 
the Nabob the llipulated Sum, and he not only confents, but is dcfirous that the Treaty fhould 
remain in force. He has oblerved that Conduft to the Begum which Nature dilates ; and fo 
far from haifli Ul'age, he has on all Occafions treated her with the greateft Uejjitacy. 

“ Murteza Cawn is afraid to ule her ill, for he knows the Influence fhe has over the Nabob; 
and befides this, a Contract of Marriage is to take place between hjs and Sellar Jung’s Chil- 
dren. , 

“ The Begum had great Influence in the late Vizier’s Time. On the Nabob Aufuph ul Dowlah’s 
Accefiion, he at once placed the foie Management in the Hands of Murteza Cawn, which dif- 
gulled both her and her Adherents, particularly her Eonuihs, wffj haVc their Views in 'keeping 
the Wealth in the Begum’s Pofleffion. The Principal, Bahar Ally Cawn, enjoys her entire Con- 
fidence ; and how far Ihc may be better affeded to the Englilh than the Nabob, I leave, to the 
Conlideration of the Honourable Board from the following Fa6l On the Conclulion of the 
Treaty between the Company and the Nabob, the Begum blamed his Excellency very highly, 
and infifted on his not ceding Benares, offering of hcrfclf a Sum of Money in lieu of it. The 
Propofal was afterwards made to me by the Nabob; but 1 anfwcred, I was not authorized to 
accept an Alternative ; and that if he intended to have me reprefent the Matter to the Honour'

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tble Board, he Ihould give me his Inftru6tlons in Writing, nod explain his Sentiments himfclf to 
;be Governor General— which he did not do.

“ I have already acknowledged the Receipt of your Letter of the 30th, and am determined, 
by tlie Aflurances and Promife made to me in it, to return to Calcutta, and lhall leave to you 
the Charge and Execution of the Meafurcs ncccffary to the Execution of the Agreement concluded 
between the Nabob Vizier and myfclf in September laft. 

“ Willing as I am to trod to your Declarations, I cannot avoid yielding to the Doubts fug- 
gefted by the Inconfiftencies of your Reprefentations of their Grounds. You, in a former Let- 
ter, told me that the Nabob had required the Alliftance of a Regiment of Sepoys to enforce 
the Refomption of the J.ngheers, but that it was your Opinion that a much larger Force would 
be required for it, as a powerful Oppofition was prepared againft it : I in confequence ordered a 
llrong Detachment to perform this Service : You then wrote that the Nabob would not allow it, 
that you durft not communicate it to him, that you knew he would even oppofe it by Force, and 
that the Payment of the Detachment would be a Breach of Treaty i and now you write, that the 
Nabob’s Sebundy alone arc equal to this Service, and that it will be but a Fortnight’s Work to^ac- 
complidi it.

“ The Reformation of the Nabob’s Troops, I confidcrcd.as a Point wjhich neither required nors,^ 
admitted Delay — th at his Muttaicna Troops were almod wnolly ffditious, fnd his regular Eda- ^ 
blilhment (canty in Numbers, and in long Arrears : And I confidcred and dated this Reformation 
as One of the Means of reducing the Nabob’s Expentes, and enabling him to pay his Debts to 
the Company. 

“ I have clearly explained my Intention to be, that the Fird Receipt of the current Revenue 
Ihould furni(h the dipulatcd Amount of the Nabob’s private Expcnces j that his Aflignments 
for the Company’s Debt, and other Charges defrayed by them, diould remain as ufualj and 
that the Whole of the ExccITcs of the jagheers Ihould be appropriated to the fame Account : I 
require no more; nor can I add either Explanation or Comment on the Inftru£lions which have

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been originally given to you, that can be more clearly exprefs, or more fully, than the Words of 
the original Text. 

“ I have carefully perufed the Agreement itfclf, tfid the former Treaties exifting with the Nabob 
Vizier, but can find no Claule in any of them which either exprefsly, or by Implication, gives 
him a Right to employ the Company’s Forces, except thofe ot the Subfidiary Brigade, without 
indemnifying the Company for their Expences. The Brigade itfclf is exprefsly declared to 
be for the Defence of his Dominions, and therefore has always been ftationed on the Frontier 
neared to Invafion. It was never intended that its Strength Ihould be difiipated in little 
Detachments, and its Difcipline ruined by exploying it to fupprefs the Infurre^ions of his 
Rciats, and to enforce the Payment of the CollcAions, although a diferetionary Power has been 
given to you, in Cafes of great Emergency, to call for the Aid of Detachments from it for the 
former Service. And you know, that had our other Exigencies permitted it, it was intended 
to remand the Whole of Sir John Cumming's Detachment to Bengal, and to leave no more 
than the Subfidiary Brigade, and the Regiment appointed for Lucknow, in the Vizier’s Do- 
minions. . If the Oppofition propofed by the Begum is fo foimiilablc as you repi dented it 
when you fird intimated it to me, your Employment of the Nabob’s Sebundy to fupprefs it 
would only ferve to make it a fciioos and protraffed W^arj which my Order was intended to 
prevent, by TupprelTing all Attempts infianraneoufiy. I (hall now revoke my Oideis-, but I 
mud pofitivcly forbid you to employ the Aid of the Regiment, which has been required and 
fent, on any Service to which you fhall judge it not fully equal. I'his is no I’art of the 
Agreement. 

“ I meet with a captious Exprefiion in your Letter, which, as it is not warranted by any in 
mine, I deem unbecoming. 

“ Alluding to Sir John Cumming’s Detachment, you defire ‘ my Determination on the future 

* Payment of the Troops, which I may dill think ncccflary to keep up to regulate the Nabob’s 

* internal Government.’ 

“ It is not my Intention, nor ever was, to keep up Troops to regulate the Nabob’s internal Go- 
vernment, but folely to defend his Country againd Invaders, unlcfs he (hould require occafional 
and temporary Aids to redorc internal Peace and Order to it, to enable him to acquit himfelf 
of his Debt to the Company, and thereby recover the whole and unparticipated Regulation of his 
internal Government. If he conceives my Defign to be any other than this, it is now your Duty 
to undeceive him. 

« I now refer you back to the Agreement concluded by me with the Nabob, and my Indruftions 
delivered in confequence of it. Thefe are to be your foie Guide ; nor do I mean by any Thing 
which I have fince written, whether in this or any former Letter, to revoke or change a Tittle of 
what is written in them. On thefe I ground the Whole of yourprefent Refponfibility, except what 
I have written concerning the additional Claims made on the Begums, and which I confider a

Notwithftanding I have fo often addreffed the Honble. Board on the diftracled State ot the 
Nabob’.s Affairs, I am forry to fay, they ftill wear an unfavourable Afpeft* at the lame Time I 
entertain great Hopes of their mending. In explaining his real Situation at this Juntlure, 1 ffiall 
ftatc, without Referve, fomc Fa£ts relative to the Nabob, both in his public and private Cha- 
radter* 

His Excellency is juvenile in his Amuftments, volatile, injudicious in the Choice of his Confi- 
dents, and fo familiar in his Converration, as to throw afidc the Sovereign, and admit his Favourites 
to a Freedom deftruaive to all Subordination, and a Caufe for the Inattention paid by them to his 
Commands. He frequently pafles whole Days in DilTipation, and is of late much given to Liquor; 
for I have knowi^him to make himfcif and his Favourites, and even his menial servants, *^dc- 
cently drunk. By this Mode of pafling his Time, he can have little Leilurc for^Bufinefs, and, 
indeed, he hardly attends* to any, excepting when I wait upon him on the Company’s Affairs ; and 
then 1 am generally referred to his Minifter, to whom, and the other Pavouriies, he confides the 
entire Charge of his Government. 

• “ Xhc Men conffantl^ about his i^rfon arc Murtchzch Cawn, Javo Loll, Sowb.i Sing, Noway 

Sing, Bowanny Sing, Mooty Sing, and Holafs. The firft of thefc in Rank, Murtehzeh Cawn, 
placed the utlmrs with the Nabob on his Acceflion, as his Dependants, to promote his own Views. 
Jiivcf I.oll, a Perfon of little Knowledge, low Birth and Education, by Adulation, and an 
i eafy Compliance with his Excellency’s Foibles, gained an Afccndancy over him, obtained gr( at 
Appointments and Commands. The others were originally Sepoys, and upon Murtehzeh Cawn s 
Plan, intended as his Excellency’s Orderlies ; but trom being conftantly about him, they alio got

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highly into Favour, and now enjoy Titles, large Allowances, command B.od<cs of Troops, and 
arc confidcrcd as the Perfons to luccecd to all Vacancies in the Military Line, They are known 
by the Name of Tcllinga Rajahs. And the Introduftion of Perfons to the Nabob, and Wny 
Matters of Confcquence frequently pals through this Channel. I therefore leave it to the Honble. 
Boird to determine on the Chara(Sers which mull furround this Court. Javo Loll in particular, 
and all thefe Men, have ftepped beyond the Line originally drawn for them. Still Murtehzeh 
Cawn enjoys the N.ibob’s Confidence, fills the higher Offices of State, and the others the inferior 
ones. He confiders them as a Party agamlt him. They really do coiintcratfl him, and arc laying 
Plans for his Ruin. There being amongll them not One Man of Ability or Knowledge, they 
were at a Lofs to deteci any Peculations and Mildcmcanors Murtehzeh Cawn might have been 
guilty of. Thus tircumllanced, they looked for a Perfon capable of fuch a Talk, but who 
would not ovcrict their own Influence. Benny Bchadre, who, Ihortly after the Battle of Buxar, 
had been made the laic Vizier’s Prime Miniftcr, was the Perfon pitched upon, and called out of Dif- 
• siciuOiig. grace from Fyzabati. He is • and intelligent Man; but being blind, is thought by the Party to 
be unlikely to hurt them, by obtaining fuperior Influence over the Nabob, as he cannot well 
enter into his Fxccllcncy’s favourite Excrciics and Amufements. Murtehzeh Cawn, by fomc 
Means, got Intelligence of the Ucalbn of Benny Behadre’s being brought in, and has endeavoured 
to attach him to his Party. This Inftance (liews the Temper of i|)ele People, and the perpetual 
Contention there mull be for the Nabob’s Favour. Javo Loll’s great Afcendancy over the Nabob 
is to be confidered to have taken its Rife fince we left Mindigh.1ut. In regard to my Condud, it 
is to adhere to Murtehzeh Cawn, who has always warmly fiipported the Company’s Intercfts. My 
Opinion of his Abilities I have before humbly reprefented. From his Station about the Nabob’s 
Perfon, he is obliged to give up a good Deal of his Time to Diffipation, owing to which, many 
Bufincfles are (b loQg protraded in the Execution, that the good Effcfls which might be expedled 
from them arc loll by the Delay Still I imagine his peculiar Situation might not be detrimental 
to the Public, if he appointed able Naibs and Mottafiddics to ad under him, who would, at the 
proper Time, execute all ncccflary Matters in which Murtehzeh Cawn might acquiefee, and enfure 
the Nabob’s Approbation. 

“ Javo Loll by his Declaration, and the Evidence of many Individuals, is a Perfon I am per- 
fuaded ill afFedcd to the Company. He frequently talks of the Engliih having ill Intentions to- 
wards the Nabob, and ufes his Endeavours to perfuadc him to a Convidioti of his own Inde- 
pcntlancc : Such Infinuations may be very jrrejudicial to his Excellency, and involve his Govern- 
ment in ftill greater Confufion than it at prefent is. 

“ Should his Alliance with the Englifli be ever reported to be interrupted, Mal-contents would 
arife in all Qiiarters, whom it might not be afterwards foeafy to quell. I confidered a Point of fuch 
Delicacy, as a Mifunderflanding between the Company and the Nabob, ought to be difeouraged on 
the very firft Surmifes of itj that ill difpofed Pcrions ought not to have the Opportunity of con- 
firming any bad Imprcflions in his Excellency’s Breall, which would be herealter with Difficulty 
cralcd, or perhaps proceed to Extremities, and involve the Two Governments in very fatal Con- 
Icq uences. 

“ I thought therefore the bed Mode of knowing whether his Excellency paid any Attention to the 
improper Dilicourlcs of his Favourites, was to inform him candidly of the public Reports 1 had 
heard, and humbly folicited him to confidcr his real Situation, and the Conduifl of the Honble. 
Board fince the Conclufion of the Treaty : I ftated to him every Expedient had been adopted to 
avoid Jtaloufies by any Conneiilions with foreign Princes, and as for my Correfpondcnce, I never 
wrote Letters but by his Sandtion and Privity, and if he had Realon to be diflatisfied with me, 
that he fliould exprefs it. When I reprefented thefe Circumftances to his Excellency, he denied 
any improper Dikourfcs having palled in his Prefence, and faid he knew who was the W'rfon wlio 
gave me the Information, meaning Murtehze’h Cawn, but pretended not to be difpleafed with him; 
1 replied, that I fliould ill difeharge my Duty to the Company or to him, to fuffer tlicfc Ucpoits 
to gain Ground, and hoped he would excufe my having mentioned the Subjcdl. 

“ I lay little Dcpendancc on the Information of Individuals, who are biafTcd^y the Caufe they 
efpoufe I but when I heard it indilcriminatcly aflerted by Perfons attached both to Javo Loll, as 
Well as his Opponent, that he has even gone lb far with the, Nabob as- to offer to fight the Com- 
pany ; fuch Information is not to be overlooked. Many People aflert to me, mat they have 
heard Javo Loll fpeak of the Engliih in the Nabob’s Prelence in the moll difretpeftful 'j'erms, 
and ule every Argument he could luggcll to difgull him : Should I find any AUeiaiion in tlic 
Nabob’s Behaviour to me, or his Affairs likely to fail of Silcccfs, 1 purpofe to prefent a IVien.o- 
lial, and endeavour to convince him of the Company lieing his firmell Friends, (a)

“ Received the following Letter from Mr. Briftow : 

“ Honble Sir, and Sirs, 

“ The Mint at-Lucknow was farmed at 22,000 Rupees a Year to Bowanny Sing, one of the 
Vizier’s favourite Orderlies, who rcfarmed it at * at 8,000 Rupees Profit to himfclf, and it 
was again rcfarmed to a Third Perfon for a further Emolument ; ib chat it Rands altogether to the 
Managers at 30,000 Rupees a Year, bcfidcs the Support of his Workmen, and other neceffary 
Expcnccs of every Kindi where, by the bcR Intelligence 1 could ever collcft, it will not yield 
above 24 or 25,000 Rupees a Year. I have heard that general Complaints arc made by the In- 
habitants of the Lofs fuRained by Mal-Pra<Riccs in the Mint, and that already Rupees of the 
14th and 15th Years arc the grcatcR Part bought up and coined into the Current Siccas with a 
Gain w the Proprietor. By this CircumlWnce alone, the Honble. Board may determine the 
bad Confequences of thf prefenTMatiagemcnt in the Coinage, and what is worle, I Ice no Pro- 
bability of any Stop being put to it \ for on his Elxcelicncy’g coming into Cantoncments, and 
Ihortly after Ellize Cawn’s Arrival, I reprefented the Cafe as particularly alFcdling his Money 
Tranfaftions with the Company, fince he received this Species of Rupee in Payment or his Re- 
venue, without having the Deficiency in the intrinfic Value made up to him i that the Com- 
pany would not agree to this for their Monies, it being Ripulatcd in the Treaty, that they were to 
be paid for their Tranfadlions at the Standard then in being that Ihould it hereafter be debaled, 
bis Excellency was to make t^ the Deficiency j and I therefore hoped he would not be offended 
at being charged with the Difference. He anfwcred in general Terms, “ That he had entruRcd 
the Management of*thc Mint to a Man in whom he placed great Confidence, and who was 
capable or the Office.” I tried to convince his Excellency to the contrary, but all to no Pur- 
|»fc } and notwithRanding I repeatedly urged him on this Point, I could obtain no real Satisfac- 
tion, and I found my Reprefentations lb ill received, that I was forced to drop them. 1 did it 
very unwillingly, becaufc Ellizc Cawn had folicitcd me in the RrongeR Terms to ufc my Influ- 
ence with the Vizier, to redtify the Mifmanagcment of the Mint, being fully fcnfiblc of the Detri- 
ment which would accrue from it j but the Manager being a Man fo much favoured, he hardly 
dared openly to fpeak againR him. The only Point we were able to effeft was to get an Order 
to Bowanny Sing to coin the Rupees at the old Standard ; and fo far from curbing his Autho- 
rity and Influence, the Vizier has flnee farmed to him all the Mints throughout his whole Domi- 
nions. NotwithRanding the Order, Bowanny Sing Rill continues to debale the Coin. In Corah 
particularly the Abufes are the greatcR. That Mint is rcfarmed at a moR exorbitant Rate, and 
has already produced Lead Money, the fame in Proportion in ail other Parts of the Country. 

“ In R^ly to what the Honble. Board direA, th?t I Riould afeertain and report the Weight and 
l^inenefs of a Bungaloo Sicca, I hope I have evinced the ImpraAicability of my doing it, in the 
prefent State of the Mint. The Oud Sicca ought to be compofed of Eighteen Biurunge Alley, 
and weigh Eleven Mafliha, which will guide the Honble. Board in their Decifion on the real Dif- 
ference in Value between it and a Patna Sunnaut, if the Standard was adhered to. 1 underRand, 
however, that the New Oud Sicca is now current in the Buzar, at a Difeount of I'wo per Cent, 
on the old, and that this Difeount is expcAed to encreafe upon every new Coinage. 

“ I have for a itong Time flattered myfclf with the Hopes of Ready-money Payments from the 
Vizier, which the Situation^ of his Country, and extraordinary Expenccs until the prefent Junc- 
ture, have prevented from being accompliflied i and I am further to obferve from his lavilh Dilpofi- 
tion, that it is impolTible I Ihomd ever be able to obtain them : I therefore fee no Way of realizing 
his Debt to the Company, but by procuring from him fpecifle Funds, for the Payment of it, which 
--he (halljjc bound not to approbate t<i any other Purpole. To evince the Truth of this, it is im- 
poffible to afeertain with PrccilTon, the Expences of the Privy Purfc •, and in order that they (hould 
not be known, he has appointed Two Perfons, Huffeiti Reza Cawn and his favourite Bowanny 
Sing, bcfides the public Treafurer, to receive the Produce of his Revenues. Excepting the fixed and 
unavoidable Expences of his Houfhold, not ahy Thing is paid into the public Treafury. Huf- 
lein Reza Cawn has latterly held his Office nominally, for very little Money has been depofited 
with him : Bowanny Sing receives almoR the Whole, and when I have been able to trace his Ex- 
«llcncy’s DiRiurfcmcnts in this Channel, it has generally been in the Purchafe of Trifles in the 
Buzar, and in Prclents to' his Eavourites, almoR immediately upon the Rcccit * of even large 
Sums.

'I'he great Ulcfulncis of Ellije Cawn to the Vizier I have already mentioned, and as Affairs 
may take a Turn in conlcqucnce of his Dcceafe, I (hall trouble the Honble. Board with the Cha- 
rafters of the Perfons who compofc the Vizier’s Court. 

In my Addrefs of the 12th February I mentioned Mnrtcza Cawn, Jado Loll, Souba Sing, 
Nawar Sing, and Holafs, as Favotiritesj of whom Murteza Cawn was afTaffinatcd, Jacio Loil 
diTgraced, Three other Men have fince rofe into Favour, namely, Tapper Chund, the Treafurer; 
Jummann Bukih, the Commandant of the Artillery, and the greater Part of the Troops not 
under Briiilh Oflicers ; and Cairn Cawn, his Excellency’s Elephant Driver. 

Thofe whom I before defined to the Honble. Bonrd, under the Denomination of Teliinga 
Raj ihs, have Jaglieirs of Thirty thoufand Rupees a Year e>ich ; are Farmers of large Diltrifts, 
and reap great iMnolumcnts from occafional Gratuities. Excepting Bowanny Sing, they arc not 
particularly dillinguifhed one above another, but this Man enjoys, in a great Degree, the Confi- 
dence of his Mailer •, and I have already explained to the Honble. Board that the Irregularities in 
the Coinage have principally proceeded from his Mifmanagemcnt. He is, to the bell of my 
Judgement, poflldfcd of no natural Abilities to make up for the vVant of Education, nor any 
One Recommendation whatever, but merely the Vizier’s Favour; and I am ferry to fay that the 
general Conduft of all thefe Rajahs, and this Man in particular, is exceedingly eppreflive and 
giievous C > tlie people, 

‘‘ lii.marin Bukfli is a vain light infignificant Charaftcr, of the fame t'ducarton and Abilities as 
the Rajahs, and whole real Pretenfions to his prefent Station are much the fame as theirs. 

( 'aim Caw n has obtained his Favour from the Accident of being conftintly under the Viziei’s Eye. 
I le is a Man whom I believe his Excellency confults upon many Occafions, and by whom he is much 
guided, d ipper Chund has been a long Time about the Court, is an artful intriguing Man, not 
wluilly ddlitutc of Abilities, and avowedly ill-dilpoCed toward^ the Englilh : In every Meafure 
wlicre i-e has been concerned, 1 have always met with Oppofirion from Inm. 

“ rhe Vizier’s 'Furn for DilTipation takes up fo much of his Time, that it is impofliblc he (hould 
attend to the Admiiiiltration of his AlTairs •, and therefore, without a capable Man m the Station of 
N.ub, I Ice no Pmfprft of their ever being Ictclcd on a permanent Footing. Suppufing it to be 
vacant, there would be no one authorized to take upon him the Concroul of Accounts, or to 
infpeft into the general S^atc of Affairs, but every Peribn who would have Influence with the Vi- 
zier would ulc It to ferve his own Purpofes. I faw a great Deal of this on our Return from Etawa, 
for if Ellije Cawn, or fume Man equally capable had not been plated in Office, the Order and 
Regul.iiiry .vhich were by him preferved would never have cxiited.

“ from the bell Authority, I have great Reafon to believe that I have not over-rated them. 

“ The Minifters have often reprefented to the Vizier his Situation, but without Eff^ l for 
“ though he may have been convinced at the Time of the Neceflity of a Reform, yet his Turn 
“ for Expcnce will render it a mod difficult Taflc to bring him to abide by any regular Sydem. 

“ Befides this Reafon there is a very principal one arifes from the Oppofition his Miniders meet 
“ with from Iniaum Buefk, Tipper Chund, and the favourite Tcllinga Rajas, who countcraft 
“ cveryMcafure they propofe for introducing good Order and CEconomy. The Chara&ers of 
« his Excellency’s Favourites I explained to the Honourable Board in my I,.etter of the 2 id of 
Augud lad, and am ignorant of any Change having happened in his Sentiments towards 

“ them. , _ 

« It appears to be his Plan to intrud to the Tcllinga Rajas the Management of .any Fs'rms 
that may in future fall vacant. I dread the bad Confcqucnces that mud enfuei for it needs 
“ little Judgment to penetrate into the Condud of Men of low Birth, without either Education. 
“ or Abilities, and whom I may fafely declare totally unfit for the Charge of Governnient. The 
“ Country already feels the EfFefls of their Violence, and the Vizier does not receive even « 
“ temporary Advantage from it •, siS, whatever they may collet from the Country, the Payments 
‘‘ to him from all the Didridts fall infinitely (hort of the former Rents. * 

“ I’he Miniders, whoever they be, will be condantly perplexed how to afl: towards the Fa- 
vourites, as their Influence with the Vizier places them above Controul, and likewife enables them 
“ to obtain extravagant Allowances for the Charges of Collcftion, as well as great Deduftions for 
« the Failure of Crops, deferted Lands, and under various Pretences void of Foundation. Thefe 
“ Men ihcmfclves, I am told, doubt the Permanency of their Situation— they arc fenfible of the 
« general Difgull which prevails againd them, and that on any Change of Government they 
“ woultl be the fird to feel the EfFefts, and therefore are the mord earned to acquire Emolu- 
** ments, without regard to the Means. 

“ In my Addrefs of the 8th of Augud lad, I informed the Honourable Board of the Abufes 
“ which reigned in the Minr, and of the Improbability of their being redlified* owing to the In- 
“ fluenre of the Manager, one of the principal Tellings Rajas. 1 am forry to obferve, that 
“ Abufe s daily cncrcafet for at this fliort Period of Time from my forwarding the Honourable 
“ Board a Table of Aflays, the Coinage at feme of the Mints has been debafed near Three per 
“ Cent. Such Departments of the Government as arc not under the Management of the Favou- 
‘‘ rites are neglected, and the Perfons invefted with the Charge of them expofed to the greated 
“ Difficulties. Aumils, whofe Didrifts arc filled with refraftory Zemindars, and require Troops 
“ to lubjeft them, cannot obtain Aflidance in proper Time, and, on this Account, .1 have known 
“ great Lodes often accrue in the Revenue. Another gnstat Di^iculty. they labour undpr is, the 
“ Allignmcnts grantet^j^on them exceeding the Rent of the Lands they hold. To many People 
“ of Influence who have thefe Afllgnments they do not dare to give a Refufal, for fear of being 
“ injured by them, and they arc at the fame Time unable to comply with their Demands ; fo 
“ tliat I recolleft many Indances of Aumils, whofe Attention has been more taken up in making 
“ KxciilL's to I’uncawdars, than in the Care of their Didrifts. Every 'luncawdar fends a 
“ N’ackell, llircarras, and a Number of People to colleft his Tuncaw, and if he has Troops 
“ under his Command, he detaches a Party to exaft Payment from the Aumil j very often

»» make* the Sayer of all his Dominions a feparate Office, and entruft it to the Management of 
«i Bowanny Sing. This has been produaive of much Confufion and general Complaint, bccaulc it 
interferes with the Authority of the Aumils, and creates perpetual Difputes. Th^rfons under 
»* the Sayer are frequently concerned in the Farming of Lands, and holding Offices under the 
Aumils. Both the Darott^df the Sayer, and tlie Aumils, have Claims on the fame Man, and 
“.both ifliic Warrants to feizc his Perfon and Effefts. Many Aumils have found fuch great Impe- 
“ diments from this cUlhing of Authority, that they have made the Darogha a Prefent to give them 
“ up the Farm of the Sayer. To thitf Evil I fee no Remedy, bccaufe the Vizier’s ftrong Attachment 
« to the Uarogha deters all Complainants from reprefenting their Grievances j and the Caiifcs of 
Cimifliinri nrt rrn'‘]f thfe Cj^Sofition of the Darogha, who exercifes his Office in a 

•* very arbitrary unbecoming Manner, 

« In the late Vizier’s Time there was a Colledion of the Sayer confined to Duties on Goods tranf- 
“ ported by Water from particular Places only ; but the Sayer, on its prefent Footing, is n very ex- 
« tenfive important Department, not fo much from the large Amount of the Colleflions of it, but 
« from the Opportunities it gives an ill-difpofcd or incapable Man at the Head of it to caufe 
“ Irregularitici in the Government. 

« The Sale of Spirituous Liquors had become, in the late Vizier’s Time, fo great a Nuilance, that 
“ he found it nccelTary to publifti an Edi^l, making it Death to diftil or vend any. Some Offenders 
who were the moft notorious he punilhed ftill the Advantages accruing to the Country fiom the 
« Confumption of Articles ufed in the Still, rendered it neceffary to wink at the Intringement of this 
« Edia, it it was not carried to Excefs. The prclcnt Vizier has thought proper to cftabhfli an Office, 
« under the Appellation of Abkany, merely for the Prevention of making Spirituous Liquors, the Au- 
« thority of which extends to all his Dominions, and is entrufted to the Management of Rhemaum, 
'« who was a menial Servant of his Excellency’s. He has under him many Companies of Sepoys, 
«• which he difpofcs of tliroughopt the Country, accompanied by a numerous Body of Agents -, 
«* and, under the Pretence of Diftillers or Venders of Spiritoous Liquors, every Individual is tx- 
« pofed to their Violences. This Office is not only the Caufe of great Oppreffion, but of Lofs, 
“ for the Auiiiils oh this Account complain much of the flow Sale of many Articles, particularly 
« of the Sugar Cafie. In like M^anncr with the Sayer, the Office of Abkany interferes with 
“ the Authority of the Aumils, 

“ The Honourable Board will obferve, by the Statement of the Vizier’s Revenue, the cxtcnfivc 
« Dillri61$ entrufted to the Management of Individuals, which has been the Caufe of much Con- 
“ fuflon and Irregularity j and the Divifion of them ought to be one of his Excellency’s firft Ob- 
“ jefts. 

“ I have to obferve to the Honourable Board, the Abufes which I enumerated in the A,d- 
« miniftration of the interior Parts of the* Country are at Icaft equalled by thoic at the Pre- 
“ fence, 

« The Execution of Bufinefs at the Public Offices is protrafted unneccflarily, owing to the Vi- 
zicr’s Inattention, and the Difficulty the Minifters arc under in bringing him even to give his 
“ SanClion to their Afts : Without it, however great the Latitude may be he avowedly grants 
'** them, ftill they dare no^ proceed \ for, in the prefent divided State of the Court, the Mmillcrs 
“ have too much to ap{)rehend from the Infinuations of their Opponents, to enter into any 
" Meafures, unlefs exprefsiy authorized by his Excellency. 

“ On the Appointment of the Minifters, I informed the Honourable Board of the Advice I 
“ hack given the Viziery and 4he Covfidcnce I entertained of their earneft Wi(h to promote the 
“ joint intertfts of their Mafter and the Company j and I have equal Reafon to believe they are 
zealous in their Duty. Hyder Beg Ca*n has Ihewn Abilities fufficient to difeharge the rmft 
“ repoled in him > but, curbed and oppofed on every Occafion as he had been, it is impoflible 
“ to expeft he (hould have been hitherto able to intioduce a Reform in the Government. I lhall 
dwell particularly on this Subjeft, becaufe I know his Attachment to the Company has expol'ed 
“ him to the Enmity of all the Court ; but I humbly hope the Honourable Board will regard 
, “ Hyder Beg Cawn as a Man to whom their Countenance and Proteflion are neceffary, as well 
“ to fupport the Vizier’s Government, as the Company’s interefts.

“ Honourable Sir and Sirs, , , 

“ The growing Afccndancy of the peribnal Favourite! of tW Yixier, in Oppofition to the Mi- 
nifters, who his Excellency himfelf made Choice of, and whole Conduct he has hitherto been 
plealed tu approve, appeared to be fraught with fuch dangerous Conftquences, that I have 
thought it incumbent on me to give the latter the ftrongeft Afiurances, that the fame Sup^rt they 
have hiiherto met with from the Englifh, and whicn alone can infure to them the Infiuence 
nrctfl'ary to the due Execution of their imrortant Truft, would be continued to them fo lopg as 
tiieir Condufb (hould furnifh no Cauft of Complaint againft them } but thefe Aflurances, without 
lome concurrent Tcftiniony from the Vizier himftlf, would not have had the immediate Efleft 
which I wilh them to work : I was, at firft, ftruck with this Neceffity, from the Circumftances

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which Mr. Briftow has fit forth in bis Addrefs of the a ad ultimo, refMftlng the Charadters and 
Difpofitions of the Men who compofe the Oppofition againft the Miniftry, and which I have 
found, from eveiy Enquiry I have been able to make, to be, fofar as regards them, jull. I have, 
indeed, hail more convincing Proofs than my Predeceflbr, of the outrageous and deftruflivc 
Lemnhs this Fadlion would dare to proceed, having been pretty well aficrtained that it has been 
a Mc-ilbre agitated, and adually agreed on, to aflalTmate the Miniftcr HufTcin Reza Cawn, and 
his Naib Hydcr Beg, to make Room for Tipper Chund and Immaum Buxh, whom the Party 
have chofen for the Miniftry. 

•' The Fcrlbna who evidently appear to be the Principals in this Confederacy, arc Immaum 
i Buxh, Tipper Chund, and moft of the Tcllinga Rajahs. Although I am thoroughly convinced 
that his Excellency is unconcerned in, and unacquainted with, thefe Cabals, and that he is fo 
far from harbouring Ideas correfpondent with fuch Dcfigns, that he has a good Opinion and a 
real Confidence in HulFcin Rija and Hydcr Beg Cawn, both Men of Family, and among the 
' oldcft of the late Vizier’s Dependants i yet fuch is the Influence of the Orderlies (particularly 
Immaum Buxh), from being the Companions of his Pleafurcs, over his Excellency’s Afledions, 
that 1 ihould Icar he might be ready to cxculc in them an Ad which he himlclf would abhor the 
Commiflinn of, and even take the Perpetrators of it into the fame Degree of Favour they be- 
fore poflTcfled. How foon an uncontroulcd Reign of fuch People would pluuge the Nabob’s 
Affairs, and this Country, into ii redeemable Ruin, is but too obvious from the Mifchicfs which 
reflilt from their prefent Influence, controulcd and countcraded as it is. They are, indeed, of 
Chaiaders, as int.imous as they are, from the Want of Abilities and every requifite Experience, 

. incomotil liy xo llic^ Ch arg e of the Offices ^ wifh to feize, by the Sacrifice of thofe who now 
hold thciu. In io icriouW^LonjOTiaur" as this, I thought it ncceflary to found the Nabob’s Dif- 
pofition towards the Minifters, and as I found that he entirely approved their Condud, and 
had no pcrfonal Objedions to tlv m, or any apparent Wifli to remove them for others, I thought 
it prui'ent to mention to his Exccliency (but without telling him of the Cabals forming), that 
is he aflured me he entirely approved of the Condud of the Men already in Station, 1 could 
wilh he would be pleafed to honour tnem with fume new Marks of his continuing Favour, that it 
might be apparent to the World the fame Condud would be obferved towards them as hereto- 
fore ; adding, at the fame Time, that this would manifefl to the World that I heartily joined 
in wifhing to I’upport Men, whom his Excellency had firft adopted, and ftill deemed competent 
to the Charge of the important Offices they were entrufted with. I have the Plcafurc to acquaint 
the Honourable Board, that his Exccliency, without the fmallcfl Keludancc, bur, on the con- 
trary, with the utmoft Chcerfulncfs, acquiefeed in my Propofal, and appointed lad: Night to 
bellow Khelauts upon Huflein Reza and Hydcr Beg Cawn, which was accordingly done in mv 
Prefence. 

“ I hope the Honourable Board will approve the Qondud I obferved on this Occafion, which 
appeared equally ncceflary tor the Prefervation of Tranquillity in the Vizier’s Governmenr, as 
for the Prevention of a Piece of Villany, (hocking in its Nature, and in its probable Confequenccs 
extremely deftruftivc.

I h.sd the Honour to addrefs you lall under Date the 9th inftant, acquainting you that the t ‘ inh'

courfed with me on this Sobjed, he icemed doubtful as to the Part he ought to act on this Occafion. 

On one Hand, be did not like to offend his Majcfty by a pofitivc Rcfufal, and on the other, he 
appeared ptrlcClly fatisfied that the Interview would necelTarily be attended with an Expcnce which 
the prefent Situation of Affairs would ill afford. When I found him wavering, I thought it my 
Duty to offer my Advice, which I founded chiefly on the Arguments contained in my Addrefs to 
the I lonble. Board of the 8th inftant ; adding that I thought, if his Excellency deemed his Com. 
pliance with this SummonsMhexpedient, his Anfwer might be conveyed to his Majcfty in I'erms 
pcrfi ciiy confillent with the RefpeiS and Allegiance he profeffed to his Sovereign, and yet evi- 
dently mil ly nis Deteimination to difobey fuch Calls. He was plealed to approve of the Counfel 
I gave Ijjin, and have noiy the Jlonouj; to cnclofe you Tranflations of his Anfwers to his Majefty 
and his .Miniftcr Abilut Ahud Cawn, together with a Tranflacc of an Argccs, which the Nabob 
wtieated me to write to the King, in order to ftrengthen the Plea he had made ufe of to evade 
Comphance with his Rcquifition. It was with Rcludancc I confented to addrefs the King at all on 
this Subjeif, cfpccially as no dircdt Application had been made to me ; but I perceived that inv 
hefiiating to comply with Io earneft a Uequeft fo ungracioufly received, I deemtd it impiiiclent to 
perlevcrc •, and as the Argument the Nabob has urged is not merely fiditious, I flatter rnyfcit the 
Honourable Boaid will not difapprove of my having fo far interfered in this Matter, aliiiouuii 
^unauthorized by their Inftrudions. / o .fa 

j [“ I he Country of Gorruckpore, particularly that Part which lies contiguous to the Mountains, 
although not in actual Rebellion, is fo far unfcttlcd, a^fcarccly to be deemed a Part of the Vizier’s 
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Dominions. The Revenue of that Diftrid is rated at 560,000 Rupees •, but, from the Manner in 
which the Payments have hitherto been made, I do no't apprehend that more than Half that Amount 
will be realized ; And the Reafon which the Aumil affigns for this Failure is, the Number of Ze- 
mindars on the Confines of the Province, who, being in Pofleffion of Mud Forts, withhold their 
Revenue, uiKler various Pretexts, until extorted from them by Force.

“ To the Ilonble. Warren Haftings Efquire, Governor General, «cl^Twmbers of the Supreme 

Council at Fort William. 

“ Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

“ 'I'hc Balances have by no Means encreafed fince my taking Charge of tliis Station, more 
than in Proportion to the additional Kills which have become due. In Truth, the Evils which have 
occafioncd thefe Balances, have originated from the Time of the Tuncaws, have continued 
to the prefent Period, and have been fuch as neither my Predeceflbrs or myfcif could 
poflibly remedy •, nor can indeed any Remedy be applied in future, but by* the Adoption of a 
new Syllcm. It is my Duty to reprefent what thefe Evils are, and to propofe what appears to 
me the only cfFcftoal Remedy, that the Honble. Board may take the Matter into their fepous 
Confideration, and either adopt the Mode propofed by me, or luch other as they may deem moft 
expedient. 'I'he C.nil'cs of liich Balances having accrued are, Firll, the Revenues having been in- 
jured by the Lands having been given in Farm to improper People, particularly to Orderlies and 
Favourites about tlie Nabob j Men, as I have already obferved, of the lowcft Extradlion, moft of 
them raifed from common Sepoys, of Dif^ofuions as mean as their Extraiftion, and who, from 
Want of Education, mull be totally deficient in the farming Bufinefs. Thus ignorant, and, as moft 

* tic in Ori£. Men fuddenly railed to Power and Fortune arc, rapacious, they have plundered the Relates * 

wlterever tlicy have had Charge of Provinces, and of Courfe made them defert, defolated the Coun- 
try, and ruined its Revenues. Secondly, the Vizier’s Dcfire to raife his Revenues, which will 
fcaiccly in any Inftance bear fuch Encrcafe without certain enfuing Lofs •, that has not only 
btCn the Cafe, on making new Bundabufts, but often Two Months after Engagements entered 
into by Government with Aumil?, when an Encrcafe on the Revenues has been offered by any Ad- 
veiiiuicr, without any Charge of Delinquency, or even a Failure on the old Aumil’s Part. The 
Vizier, from his idle Extravagancies, ever diftrclTcd for Ready-money, and allured by the Parilhgee 
iilu.illy p.".id on the liill Inftallmcnt of an Aumil, has accepted the new Offer, difgraccd the old 
Aumil, though an unexceptionable one, and put in a needy Adventurer, who if he does any Way 
realize Ids F.ncrcafe, mull do it by plundering the Country, and fucking the Blood of the Inhabitants. 
It i? evident that Proceedings like thefe mull deftroy all Confidence in Government, and cfFcc- 
tuj'dy deter any creditable Men, folicitous of performing their public Engagements, and to im- 
prove ilir Coomrv, from taking the Lands. Laftly and principally, in Addition to the foregoing Cir- 
( umllanccs, his Excelle ncy’s public and private Expenccs are fo inordinate and clifproportionate to 
his llcvcnoes, lb totally ill calculated for any ufeful Ends, and the Conduft of them entrufted in 

• Si. in oiij. fvich improper Hands, his Faiafue', and the Minifters of his * unworthy Pleafures, that he is 

perpctunily furroiindcd with clamorous Creditors, and, to get rid of their Importunity, he 
gi.mt'; trclli ronc.iws on the Lands, although thofe he diay formerly have given exceed the

b renod, too well authenticated by the Credibility of thofc who were Ear Wicnellcs to 
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the Circumftance, to admit of a Doubt that his Defigns comprehended the Affaffination of the 
Minifters. In a mixed Company of the Courtiers, One Day riding out, he addrelTcd himfclf to 
One of them, whom he wifhed to bring over to his Views -, and after a Converfation, plainly point- 
ing out the Minifters, for 1 am not certain whether he mentioned their Names, he obferved that it 
was but a Piece of Prudence to kill one's Enemies, and thereby, as the only Way, put it out of 
their Power to do Mifchicf. The Reply made to him was, ‘ That if he meant an open Attack 
as a Soldier at the Head of his Troops, againft an armed Enemy, the Sentiment was not unex. 
ceptionable ; but if he meant a private Attack upon his Life, it was an Idea unworthy any 
generous Mind.’ He replied, ‘ No, no-, it is but Prudence to put an Enemy to Death. when 
and how you can.’ Here the Converfation, which would doubtlefs have been more circuni- 
ftantial and explicit (had Imaum Buxh’s Declaration met with a more favourable Reception) 
dropped. The Minifters, alarmed at thefc Informations, and ftill moiefoby thc Alteiation they 
oblcrveil in the Nabob Vizier's Behaviour to them fince he had left Lucknow, and Imaum Buxh 
had had foie Poffenion of his Ear, came to me, and mentioned what I have now recited j which 
had indeed come to iny Hearing in pretty nearly the fame Terms from various Qciarters: And I 
found it was a Matter univerlally believed, and generally talked of through the whole Country, 
that Imaum Buxh was to be Prime Minillcr, and that thofc bow in Power were to fall a prcvioiu 
Sacrifice to his Views. Convinced of the Neceflity of addrcfling the Nabob immediately on ^his 
Head, 1 took the carlicft Opportunity of mentioning what I had heard, and what I believed was 
in Agitation ; but thofc who had given me my Information having, through P’car of the Nabob’s 
unplacable Rcfentment for a Communication injujjious to fo ftrong and blind an Attachment, 
matle a Condition with me that I Ihould not difi ir Hi flli~ Al)rb(''i ^ nrr~i~i 

thele as Matte rs of univerfal and public Report -, and which, upon tlmTooting only, could not 
be without Foundation. At the firft Mention of thefc Circumftances, his Excellency treated the 
Whole as Calumny and malicious Inventions of the Enemies of his Favourite. On my urging 
him warmly on this Head, and putting him in Mind of the fatal Accident which had happened in the 
Inftance of Moftaniil Dowla to him, as unforefecn as this would be fliould it happen, he declared his 
pel fed Convidion that Imaum Buxh, whom he called a harmlcfs inoft'cnfive Boy, would never have 
harboured any Defigns of this Ntuure y but that there pofiTibly might be ill dil'pofed People about him, 
endeavouring to poifon his Mind, which might have occafioned thefc Rumours,, and that he would 
enquire into the Matter. He often urged me, as he had alfo done the Minifters, to give up thd 
Authors of the Intelligence j but tictl down as I had been, and fcnfible of my Own Inability to pro- 
ted them againft the Effeds of Imaum Buxh’s Rcfentment, I was obliged to make the fame Re- 
ply as the Miniftcr did, that I was not at Liberty to difeover my Authors, and that there was little 
Ncccftiiy for it, as a very flight Enquiry among thofe who were with him on bis Hunting Party, 
would convince him, that he was probably the only Perfon of his Camp to whom thefc Tranfac- 
tions had remained a Secret. The Vizier has cnquiicd into the Matter, and there is too much 
Reafon to fuppofe from the Sequel,* that he has been convinced of the Guilt of his Favourite, 
to whom he is, however, too blindly attached not to endeavour to hide the Truth, as ii demon- 
ftrated, he could not, with any Confiftency, longer continue to him the Pofts he holds, or any De- 
gree of his Countenance. Two Days palled in clofe and repeated Confiiltations between kis 
Excellency, Sollarjung, Imaum Buxh, and various of his Courtiers ; the Nature of which could 
not be afeertained, as the ftrideft Orders were given to prevent any Body from invading the Na- 
bob’s Privacy at thefe Times. During thefe Confiiltations, Kaufhee Raujee, Cnrrun Sing, Hub- 
S'lc in Oiig. beeb Beg, .ind fome others, the immediate Dependants of Imaum Buxh, and deep in every • Plate 
and Confultation with him, were, I believe, certainly tampered with ■, and when Matters were fet- 
tled, the Nabob, in his Durbar, called for Imaum Buxh, told him in publick what he had heard, 
ac(]uainting him that he was certain of his having difafFcflcd Men about him, who endeavoured to 
warp his Mind, and lead him from his Duty ; that his pardoni.ng the Fault he had committed in 
giving F,ar to any I'ucli evil Suggeftions, depend on his naming his Advifers, when he might be 
iureoi ills P.irdon, and continued Favour, as the Event of his concealing them, he fliould incur 
his highert Hifplcafure. He then named Kaulhee Raujee, and Currun Sing, who were fent for, 
and Imaurn Buxli declared before them, that they had by every Suggeftion endeavoured to make 
. liim look on the Mmillcrs as his Enemies, and as People whom hc'^lhould endeavour to over- 
rlirow by every poftible Means j and that lb far from liftening to their Suggeftions, he always de- 
cl.irtd, ‘ 'I hat he was fatisfied in every Refpeft with the Minifters ; that were it otherwile, One or 
‘ Two of his People were luflicient to remove them.* This<-was aUthe Scrutiny that palled relative 
to any Dt-rmns or Advices importing any Attack on the Lives of the Minifters-, rtlling tlie Mat- 
rer 011 die Depofition of the real criminal Imaum Buxh, who thus declared his own entire Inno- 
eem e. '1 he Nabob, without he.iring Kaufliee R.iujee, or Cun un Sing, in Reply, or questioning 
them at all, ordcied them both to be banilhed his Dominions, with their Families, in the Iiiftant, 
and the Charge of the Daukes to be as inftantly delivered over to Poorun Chund. So extraordinary 
an I'.xamination, in which his Excellency plainly dilcovered that nothing could be farther from his 
J lean, than ro biing the Truth, as far as refpetitcd his Favourite, to Light, in which he had even 
pairl no Rcf|)oft to Appearances, by an Inveftigation which Kaulhee Raiiji-e and Currun Sing 
might have been jrrepared for by Threats and promifed Indulgencies, fo as to have uttered no.' 
thing whicli might tend to prove the Favourite’s Guilt, and above ail, ilie Hurry with which thele 
. People 
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People were baniibeii the Kingdom, inclines me to fufpci^l; titefe Proceedings, and iri 
Particular the latter Order, were meant to put a Difeovery of the real Truth out of the 
Reach of Poflibility, and convilltcd me, could I have had any Doubts before, not only 
that the Favourite was guilty of what was laid to his Charge, but that the t^abob alfo was 
confirmed in this Belief, and chofe to facrificc every Thing to the Security of his Favourite. 
As this Matter appeared too important to be thus paiTrd over, and a Vidlory of this Kind 
might even encourage Imaum Buxh to perfift in his infamous Deftgns, I fent to his Excel- 
lency, acquainting him, that I was informed he examined Kaulhce Raujee, and Currum 
Sing, and that their Guilt having been proved, he had ordered them into BanilliiDcnt. That as it 
was well known there were many others concerned, I mull beg that he would for a few Days defer 
the Banilhmcnt of thefc People, as from their Depofitions probably all their Accomplices might 
be difeovered j that as it was of the utmoft Moment they Ihould not be fuffered to cfcapc, and 
as his Troops, who were under Imaum Buxh, might favour fuch an Attempt, for various 
Rcafons, I rcquclled that he would order them into the Confinement of his own Body Guard. — 
Ilis Excellency returned me for Anfwcr, that he thought it not ncccflary to put any Guard over 
them ; that their Guilt had been proved ; and that he had ordered them into Banilhmcnt, which 
he judged a proper Punilhment for the Crime proved on them, and on them alone. After re- 
peated MelTages, which paflTcd between us from Nine o’Clock at Night till Three ©’Clock in the 
Morning, Hours at which I judged it improper to break in upon his Privacy myfclf, his Excel- 
lency reludlantly confented to have thefe People confined, and fent them to me to keep in Cuf- 
tody. This happened the Night before laft, fince which I have not been able to get any Con- 
felTion from Kaulhee Kaujee, except that whaulmaum Buxh laid to his Charge was an entire 

art Sing, who even protefts that until he came to me he 
was entirely ignorant of what was laid to his Charge, or what was his fuppofed Crime. 1 wifh I 
may be able to extract any Thing more fatisfadlory from tliefe People or others •, but I own I 
have my Fears of getting fufiicient Authorities to produce before his Excellency, fince he has 
convinced the World, by the whole Courfe of his Proceedings in this Matter, of his Refolution 
to proted; and extricate his Favorite ; and therefore every Man, who is at all dependant upon his 
Authority, will be afraid of incurring his Difpleafure, by uttering Truths he would wilh to re- 
main concealed. Should any Thing further relative to the Defigns of Imaum Buxh tranfpire, I 
ihall duly inform the Honble. Board } in the mean Time, I hope to be favoured with their Sen- 
timents, that I may be fatisfied how far the Honble. Board may be plcafed to approve my Con- 
du6l in this Inllance,* and in what Manner they would wilh me to aA on any future Occafion of a 
fimllar Nature. I am particularly anxious to be afeertained on thefe Two Points, from a Con- 
vidion that Imaum Buxh’s Defigns will be little difeouraged from the Checks he has jull now 
received.

‘‘ To the Honble, Warren Hallings Efquire, Governor General, See. Members of the Supreme 

Council at Fort William. 

“ Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

« It is with the trued Satisfadion I now acquaint the Honble. Board, that the Nabob has been 
plcafed CO difmirs Imaum Buxh from all the Offices he held, and to banilh him his Dominions. 
It is not eal'y to alllgn the Caule of fo hidden and fo total a Change in his Excellency’s Condud, 
towards a Man who but the Day before polTefled his unbounded Confidence, and was cntrullcd 
with the uncontrouled Exercife of his whple Authority : And 1 beg Leave to alTiire the Honble. 
Board, I Hull leave no Means untried to penetrate the real Motives of this unaccountable Ma- 
ncuvre, and duly inform them of the Remit of my Enquiry. I have, in my former Letters to 
the Board, enlarged upon ^e Charader and Condud of this Favourite, and I have frequently 
remonllrated to the Nabob* againft his licentious Proceedings, but without EfFcd. His Excellency’s 
general Reply to all my Reprefentations was, that the Enemies of Imaum Buxh had prejudiced 
me againft him — that he was a weak inoffenfive Boy, innocent of the many Charges which had 
been aUedged againft hit*, ant^ by n» Means deferving of my Refentmcnt. I had, however, lb 
many Proofs of the Malignity of his Difpofition, of his low Ambition, and of his entertaining 
Defigns againft the Life of the Minifters, that I thought it my Duty to mark, by every public 
Tcftiibony in my Power, my Difapprobation and Abhorrence of his Condud. I accordingly for- 
bade his coming to me, in common with the Nabob's other Courtiers and Dependants, upon Vifits 
of Ceremony ; and acquainting his Excellency, at the fame Time, with my Rcafons for this Pro- 
hibition, I defired he would never employ him either perfonally or otherwife, as an Agent in any 
. of his Tranfadions with me, for that I thought it incompatible with the public Charader in which 
I appeared at his Court, and with what I confidered due to my private one, to admit a Man of 16 
tuaan wd detellablc a Charader into my Prefence, or to any Kind of Communicatron with ifttf.

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His Excellency made many Attempts to prevail upon me to withdraiw this Exhibition, but 1 fie< 
ver would yield my Confent i and I have Reafon to believe Treatment, and my ^oent 
Remonftrances to the Nabob, impofed fome, though a very inlffficient, Reftraint upon his Con- 
duft. I confefs, however, I was to the laft apprchenfive for the Safety of the Minifter, and I am 
perfuaded, that nothing but the Conviction Imaum Buxh had, that the whole Army, and every 
Man about the Court, a very few of his own Creatures only excepted, detefted his Charader, 
and would have been (hocked at the Idea of any Violence to the Minifter, whofe Charadler is as 
rcfpeftable as his was infamous, prevented his attempting to carry into Execution what he had. 
more than once had in Agitation.

“ Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

“ I am now to acknowledge the Receipt of the Honble. Board’s Letter of the 26th of May, with 
a Tranflation of an Addrefs from the Governor General to the Vizier, the Original whereof was 
forwarded to me by the Perfian Tranflator. 

“ The Subject of this Addrefs affording me a fax^urable Opportunity of pointing out to the 
Vizier the many Evils which, notwithftanding the R ??fju .'A? i'la 

Government, and the Meafures which appeared to me nccclfary to a Refmm, I thought it highly 
expedient to embrace fuch an Occafion ; and that I might omit nothing which could tend to conv 
vince his Excellency of the Dangers to which he was expofing himfelf, by fo injudicious a Seledlion 
of Men to fill the Offices of his State, and imprefs the more ftrongly on his Mind the NecefCty 
of an immediate Reform, I had previoufly prepared a Reprefentation in Writing, which, after 
delivering the Governor General’s Letter, and enlarging a little upon the Grounds of it, I prefented 
to him } and have now the Pleafurc to cnclofe the Honble. Board a Tranflation of it for their 
Information : 1 have the moft (anguine Hopes that the Governor General’s Letter, enforced 
by my perfonal Reprefentations, will be produftive of falutary Effefts j and I (hall be happy tO 
find my Conduft in this Inflance meets with the Approbation of the Honble. Board. The Nabob 
exprefled on this Occafion the fulleft Confidence in the Honour and Integrity of his Miniller, 
Huffein Reza Cawn, affuring me that he had committed the entire Government of his Houfliold 
and Country into his Hands, and that he would in no Inflance fuffer any other Authority to be 
brought in Competition with his. So ftrong, however, is his Attachment to his Favourites, and (b 
powerful is their Afeendancy over him, that I do not expeft the Minifter will venture, of his own 
Accord, to make any fpirited Efforts to deftroy the pernicious Influence they at prefent have in 
the Country \ it will ncvcrthelefs occur to the Honble. Board, upon a Review of the Charadlcrs and 
Dilpofltions of the Men who now comprize his Excellency’s Favourites, Men of mean Extradlton, 
railed from the moft menial Occupations, and totally void of Education and every Requiflte^tn 
• Sic in Orig. qualify them for Men of Bufinefs, that fuch a Step is indifpcnfable * neceffary to a Reform in the 
Adminiftration of this Government. It is indeed true that the Removal of Imaum Buxh from his 
Excellency’s Prcfcnce has entirely put a Stop to thofe Cabals and Machinations which were 
perpetually forming againft the Minifter, and left him perfcdlly at Reft as to his perfonal Secu« 
ricy : But to give his Adminiftration its full Effedl, and to eftablifh his Authoiit|r throughout the 
Country, the Reft of the Favourites fhould be deprived of the Share they hold in the Qvil G0“ 
vernment of the Country, and if poffible of their Military Commands ; — from the former they 
derive an Influence which the Miniftry cannot cflTciftually controul, and the latter muft even make 
it their Intcreft to oppofe any Attempts at a Reduftion of Expence in the Department where it h 
moft required. As his Excellency promifed to give me his Sentiments at large on all thefe Points 
at a future Interview, I (hall again renew the Subjcdl in my Corrcfpondcnce with the Hon^.

of the Rqjreibtanon which I made to his Excellency on that OcCallon; I have iince re^ 
newed the Sabjed in repeated Converfadons with the Nabob, and have the Pteafnre to acquaint 
the (Ruble. Boaid, that his Excellency has at Length confented to ifiue Perwannahs to all the 
Aumils 1^ Officers of his Government, hgnifvine his having inVeded Hoflein Reza Cawn with 
full Aothori^ as Naib, to make and regulate the Settlement of the Country, and requiring them 
to confider Huflcin Reza Cawn’s Orders in every Relpcft as his own, under Pain of his higheft 
Dlfpicafure, and the fevered Puniihment in cafe of Difobedience. He is in confequence immediately 
to receive a Khelauty in Token of fuch Power having been delegated to him i and Hyder Beg Cawn 
h to have the fame Mark of Favour conferred upon him, in Tedimony of his Excellency’s Appro-* 
badon of him as Naib to Huffein Reza Cawn. It is neceflary, however, I fhoutd acquaint the 
Honbie. Board, that this Delegation of Authority has not been made without Exceptions 
which will in (bme Meafure obdrud the Minider’s Endeavours to introduce a general Reform. 
His Excellency infids, in Spite of every Perfuafion and Argument 1 could urge againd it, that the 
Province of Bcifwarrab, formerly yielding a Revenue of 15 Lacks, diall becondnued under the Ma- 
nagement of his Favourite Rajah ^wanny Sing, who held it lad Year, who turned out and expelled 
the Zemindar, though one of the oldcd and mod reputable in the Nabob’s Dominions, and who 
I has in fa^l, by a corrupt and imprudent Difcharge of his Trud, nearly ruined that once dourilhing 
Province. The Pretence on which his Excellency grounds this partial Didinflion in Favour of 
Rajah Bowanny Singjs, that the Revenues of Beifwarrah have always been delegated to tlic private 
Expence of his Ho^old, and that it is tb^'rfore but reafonable his private Plcafurc alone fliould 
D'fpcJifckpf -Jiijheiid perfids, with equal Pofitivenefs, in refufing to give the 

Minider that Controul over his Army, which is neceflary to enable him to reduce the enormous 
Expence of that Edablifhment, declaring that he can never willingly confent to his Troops being 
made fubje^I to any Orders, but fuch as ifliie immediately from himlelf ; but with Rcfpcid to the Ex- 
pence, he has ordered an exaft Edimate of the prefent Military Edabliflimcnt to be laid before him, 
which he aflures me he will himfelf carefully revife, and reform fuch Troops as fhall appear to him fu- 
perfiuous, or beyond his Finances to fupport. I confefs, however, I have but very faint Hopes 
that his Excellency will give that Attention to this ObjeA which it requires, or if he Ihould, that 
he will, of his owq Accord, make any Reduftions > it may therefore be nccelTary to refume this 
Subjeft at fome future Period. In the mean Time, as the Settlement of the Country, and placing 
the Management of the Revenues in reputable Hands, ^pearrd to me an Obje(d of the iird and 
mod immediate Concern, I have hitherto thought it belt to confine myfelf fulely to that Objefb, 
which once efledted in fuch a Manner as may fecure the Revenues, and guard againd thofe 
Abufes which have fo long exided in this Government, to the great Injury of bis Excellency, 
and the Honbie. Company’s Claims, I (hall give equal Attention to the neceflary Reform in his 
Excellency’s Expences, and every other Point recommended in the Governor General’s Letter, 
and I doubt not, but by repeated Reprefentation, I (hall be able to imprefs upon his Excellency’s 
Mind, the Ncccflity of the Reform which has been recommended to him. 

“ I have the Pleafure to cnclofe you a Copy of the circular Perwannah, which has been ilTued 
to all the Aumils refpefting Huflein Reza Cawn, and have forwarded by this Dawke his Excel- 
lency’s Anfwer to the Governor General’s Letter on the above Subjeft.

“ The rnany driking inctmveniendes which rcfult to the Vizier’s Government for the Want of 
his Authority being firmly eftabIKhed throughout the Doaub, and the Impo(fibilityof introducing 
perfccl Order and Subordination in a Country filled with Zemindars, who confider thcmfclvcs in 
a great Meafure independenr, w^ile thw Means of Oppofttion are continued in their Hands, in- 
duce me to recommend to the ferious Confideration of the Honbie. Board, the Renewal of the 
Service Colonel Goddard was lad Year employed upon, under fuch Limitations and RedridVions 
p **pc<l*®nt* Thele Countries, from the Decline of the Mogul Empire, to the 

PcriM of their bcinu annexed to the Vizier’s Dominions, have been a Theatre of continual Wars. 
During that Interval, they were not only fubjeft, on all Sides, to the Incurfions of rapacious In- 
vaders, but to the Ravages of their own numerous Rulers, who were perpetually at Variance, 
and mutually ekerctfing every Species of Crueky and Oppreffion upon the Adherents of each 
?“**^*. . this State a Anarchy and Confufion, every Man of Property or not in the Country 
uou^ It necell^ to ereft Ibmc Kind of Defence for the Security of his Family and EfFcfls 
•gainit toe Attacks of his Neighbours, and in Proportion as he became formidable to them, he

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tdopted Principles of Independency, which have been tranfoiitttd lrotn Father to Son, until the I(k4 
of SubjeAion to any Superior has been almoft coulty loft.— Hence it has happened that the Pro- 
vinces of Korah and the Doaub abound in innumerable Forts, which, although not capable of 
ftanding a regular Siege, were yet a fufficient Defence againft the Attacks of a fugitive Bandittit 
which entered the Country with no other View, but to plunder and deftroy,' and are now, aa 
Experience daily evinces, formidable enough to refill the Authority of the Auinil.^The late 
Vizier, convinced of the Impoflibility of eftablilhing any regular Government in thefe Countries, 
while fo many Bars of his Authority were fuffered to exift, rafed fcvcral of thefe Forts in the 
Korah Province •, and, I am informed, was determined to have done the fame in the Doaub i but 
the Rohilla Campaign, which immediately fucceeded his Conqueft of that Country, obliged him 
to lufpcnd his Intention. I agree with the Honble. Board, that it would be extremely impolittek 
to deftroy the Defences of a Country, admitting them really to be fuch but, guarded « 
thefe Provinces arc by the Rivers, I humbly conceive thefe Forts in general, were they even in 
the I lands of Government, would not be confidcrcd as any aftual Defence to the Country, and that the 
wifeft Syftem the Vizier could purfuc for his own Security would be to improve the natural Strength 
of his Boundary, wliich might be done, and at no very heavy Expcnce, by creding a few ftrone 
Mud Forts in proper Situations upon the Banks of the Jumma, and garrifoning them with fmaU 
Parties of regular iVoops t by which Means an Enemy from the Quarter it would feem his Ex- 
cellency has tnoft to dread it, might be awed, and perhaps fucccfsTully oppofed, in any hoftile 
Attempt upon the Doaub. But the ftrong Holds in the internal Parts bf the Country, as they 
are now circumftanced, inftead of being any real Scwinty to the Vizier's Government in cafe of an 
Invafion, might, with great Propriety, be confideredyr*fii siiayjafomces^iar^ Hantih of _ 
Enemy ; for many of the opulent Zemindars who poflTefs Forts in this Country, cxclufive of the 
natural Ties of Religion, have alfo Dependancics and even Family Connexions with the Mah- 
rattas and the other neighbouring Powers to the weft ward of the Jumma, which would probably 
make them fccrctly encourage and affift, if not openly join them, in any Attempt to fubvert the 
Vizier’s Authority. Independent therefore of any Confiderations of immediate Improvement to 
the Revenue, it certainly behoves his Excellency to guard as much as pofitble againft a Species of 
Treachery which might at fomc Time or other endanger even his very ExiftencC} and this I ap* 
prehend can only be done cfFeXually, either by demolilhing the Forts altogether, or by garrifoning 
fuch as may be thought of Confequence with his Excellency's own Troops. The latter Expedient 
would obviate any Dangers of the Nature I have mentioned, and be equally \tfteXuaI in eflablilh- 
ing tl)e Vizier's Authority throughout the Country, but it would oblige him to maintain a larger 
Military Eftablilhment than he would otherwife have Occafion for ; which, in the prefent em- 
barralled State of his Finances, is a Confideration to be attended to. With refpeX to the Ze- 
mindars themfelves, it would make no efiential Difterence which Alternative was adopted, as I 
apprehend they would juft as foon fufter the Forts to be deftroyed, as confent to their being gar- 
rilbned by any Troops but their own } fince the one, as eifeXually as the other, would prove ratal 
to their Views of Independency. In cither Cafe aXual Force will be necdTary, though 1 Ihould 
hope that vigorous Mcafures, and a few fevere Examples of the moft refraXory of them, would 
fiiew the Reft that Oppofuion were vain, and induce them to furrender their Forts without 
Rcfiftancc. Certain, however, I am, that while they are permitted to retain them on their 
prefent Footing, they will prove an infuperable Obftacle to the Eftablilhment of the Vizier’s Au- 
thority i and confequently, to the ExaXion of the legal Dues of his Government. I humbly 
fubmit thefe Confiderations to the Judgement of the Honble. Board, requefting to be favoured 
with their Sentiments and InftruXions as foon as may be, as the proper Seafon tor Field Service is 
now opening ; and if the Board approve of the Plan I have recommended, the fooner it is carried 
into Execution the better, in order that the Service may be accomplilhed before the Expiration of 
the cold Months.

dice of the Company^ Tuncaws. You cannot be too careful and ciicumfptfl: to prevent the 
Nabob’s encroaching on the Jaida.ids afligned for the Company, which, unlels oppolcd, lie will 
conftantly be endeavouring to do, in order to anfwcr his own extravagant Purpoles, or the Views 
of his Favourites, who not uncommonly prevail upon him to give them Tuncaws on Dillrids 
which have before been fully aftefted for the Company, depending upon the Influence which they 
derive from their Afccndancy at the Court for the Recovery of them, in Preference to oth r 
Claims ; a Pradice of which I have frequently complained, but never was able entirely to prevent.

“ Gentlemen, 

“ jdly. The Engagements concluded on the 19th September with the Nabob of Oude, I did 
hope, that on his Return to his Capital, which I had urged for that Purpofe, he would immedi- 
ately have entered upon the Execution of the Meafures neceflary for the Accomplilhment of the 
Plan which we ha^|indtually agreed upon, and particularly the Refumption of the Jagheers; an 
A£t equally neceflfary to the Redoration of the Peace of his Country, and to the Difcharge of his 
Debt to the Company. 

“ After having long waited with much Impatience for this*Effeft, I was apprifed by the Refi- 
dent’s Letters, that the Nabob, from what Caufe 1 know not, had (hewn a great Reluctance to enter 
on this Bufinefs, notwithdanding the Warmth with which he himfelf originally folicited my Acqui- 
efcence in it j that he at length did rcfolvc to carry it into Execution, and accordingly appointed 
an Aumil to take PoflclTion of the fequedered Jagheers , but that a powerful Oppofition had 
been prepared by the Begums, which had obliged him to apply for the AITidancc of our Troops , 
and that the Refidcnt had accordingly written to Colonel Morgan to fend a Regiment o( Sepoys 
for that Service. As the Refident at the fame Time exprefled to me his Opinion, that a larger 
Force would be requifite to furmount the intended Oppofition, I judged it improper to expolc a 
Service of fuch Importance, either to the Hazard of a Defeat, or to the Chance of a Delay, and 
therefore immediately ilTued Orders, of which you have already been advifed, for the March of 
Colonel Sir John Cumming, with his entire Detachment, for the Performance of it, advifing the 
Rcfident of it. He in Reply exprelTcd an Apprehcnfion, that the Nabob Vizier would objeft to 
the Movement of fo large a Force into the Heart of his Dominions, without what he would deem 
an adequate Occafion for it, and aferibe it to other Motives, which might be productive of Con- 
fcqucnccs hurtful to our Connection with him, and intreated that the Order might be revoked, 
aiTuring me, that there wa’s no prefTing Occafion for it. 

“ I accordingly ordered it to be fufpended. In the mean Time, as 1 had conceived fome Alarm 
from the Delays and Difficulties which had attended this Bufinefs, which did not appear to me 
of a Nature (ufccptible «f them, I vwotc to the Rcfident, rcquclting him lolemnly to declare to 
me whether, with the Powers with which he had been inverted, he was competent to carry into 
Exception this and the other Meafures direCled in my InftruClions ; that if he were not, I would 
myfelf proceed to Lucknow, and afford the Nabob my perfonal Afiiftancc for carrying them 
into Execution ; but that if in his Anlwcr he fliould alTurc me that he was capable of accomplilh- 
ing this Service, I would leave the Charge and Kefponfibility of it to him, and depart for the

Prefickncy. I wrote a Letter to the Nabob in fimilar Terms.’ I received the Refident’s Anfwef 
on the 2d of January it contained a Declaration that my Prefence- was in no Shape nccelTary in 
that Quarter, and that he was fully competent to undertake and to effciJl the Accomplilhment of 
all the Mcafures required by my Inftruitions, and that he Ihould immediately march with the 
Nabob to Fyzabad for the Purpofc of enforcing his Claims on the Begums. 

“ On the Receipt of this Letter, concluding that the Nabob’s Anfwcr wobld be to the fame 
Effcdl, and that I fhould be fufficiently warranted by them to leave the Bufinefs in their Hands, 
I prepared for my Departure, allowing a fufiicient Time only for the Racipt of the Nabob’s 
Letter, which I expedted at the latell to receive on the yth. On that Day 1 left Benaris, but 
proceeded only to a Ihort Diftance below the Town. At the fame Time I caufed an Intimation 
to be given to the Nabob, that although, to prevent a further Lofs of Time, I had thought it 
proper to begin my Journey towards Bengal, yet I fhould proceed by fliort Stages, and fufpend 
my final Rclolution until 1 had received his Letter in anfwer to mine, ftill retaining the Refolu* 
tion of conforming to the Contents of it. If thefe fliould require me to proceed to his Prcfcnce, ac- 
cording to the Tenor of the Proffer, and that if I did not receive it before my Arrival at Patna, 
I would wait for it there. It was not till my Arrival at Patna, which was on the 19th inftanr, 
that I did receive liis Anfwer, a Tranllation of which fliall accotppany this. As it contained only a 
complimentary Invitation, accompanied with an Affurance fimilar to that given me by the Re- 
fident, in Relation to the impending Bufioefs, I confidered it as intended to leave me the free 
Option either to accept of his Invitation on the Footing he had exprefled it, or to return to the 
I’rdidcncy. After much Hefication, and I will confefs with fome Rcludfance, I have refolved on 
the latter. I dread the Imbecility and Irrciblutio;; which too much prevail in the Nabob's Council, 
and niuft influence in fome Degree both the Conduft of the Refident and the Minifters j and 1 con- 
fidcr the impending Meafore of too much Confequence to be expofed to the Rifk of a Difappoinc- 
ment ; yet the prelfing Letters which I have written to the Nabob, the ftrong Injunctions whicli I 
have repeated to the Ilcfidcnt, and the pofitive Aflliranccs which I have received from both, aftord 
me every Reafon to hope that they will be carried into Execution, without further Difficulty or De- 
lay j afid I am further confirmed in this Conclufion, by the fubfequent Advices which I have re- 
ceived fince my Departure : Thefe amount to the following Subftance — that the Nabob Vizier 
arrived at Fyzabad on the 8tli, the Refident accompanying him j that on the izth he found it 
neceffary to employ a Military Force to take PofTeffion of the Kellah, which, was cfFeacd with- 
out any Effufion of Blood. The Two Eunuchs, Bahar and Jowarhur Ally Cawn, who were the 
prime Movers of the late Troubles, and the afiive Leaders of the prefent O'ppofition, were taken 
into Cuflody, and their Followers, amounting to about Three or Four Thoufand armed Men, 
expelled from the Town and difperfed. I think it proper to tranfmit to you a Copy of the Rc- 
fidcnt’s Letter, and to refer you to it for the Particulars of this Event. i| 

“ It may be ncccfiary in this Place to inform you, that in Addition to the rormer Refoiution of 
refuming the Begum’s Jagheers, the Nabob had declared his Refoiution of reclaiming all the 
Treafures of his Family, which werv in their Poficffion, and to which, by the Mahometan Laws, 
he was entitled. This Refoiution I have flrcnuoufly encouraged and fupported ^ not fo much for 
the Realbns affigned by the Nabob, as becaiife I think it equally unjuft and impolitic that they 
fhould be allowed to retain the Means of which they have already made lb pernicious a Ufe, by 
exciting Difturbanccs in the Country, and a Revolt againft the Nabob, their Sovereign. I am 
not fanguine in my Expectations of the Refult of thefe Proceedings, but have required and re-, 
ceived the Nabob’s Promilc that whatever Act^uifitions lhall be obtained from the liruc of them, 

• sic in Oi ig. it lhall be primarly • applied to the Dilcharge of the Balance aftually due from him to the Company. 

“ Notwithftanding the Refoiution which I have taken to return to the Prcfidency, I yet forefee 
that many Events may happen which may again require my perfonal Attendance in this Quarter, 
but even thefe will require that I fhould firft concert with you the Plan of my future Conduift rc- 
fpcdling them. 'I'hougli the Powers which I poiTefs arc ample and fuflicient for every Purpofc 
which may occur, yet as they were granted in a very different Swte of Affairs, it is become abfolute- 
ly ncceflary that 1 fliould avail rnyfclf of a free and full Communication with you upon every proba- 
ble Contingency, which may proceed from the Effefts of the late Changes, before I can venture 
again if it iball be at all neceffary to interfere with my own Authority, in any of the Affairs of thU 
C^iarccr. * 

“ I Iiavc made fuch a Provifion for this Event that I lhall at any lime have it in my Power to 
arrive at Lucknow within at lead Three Weeks from my Departure from the Prcfidency, and 
there is little Caufe to apprehend any material Change of Affairs in the Ihort Interval which muft 
mcelfarily precede my Arrival there.

As for the other Parts 
of her Letters, I truft in God they are didated by the Iloufehold Khajahs ; and that 1 have not 
cauied Shame to myfelf from my Condud to God or my Mother. After the Death of my Fa- 
ther, whatever was due from him to the Company, alfo to the 'I'roops, I took upon myfelf : but 
whatever Efi'eds there were remained witli my Mother. Some Time fince fhc gave fomePart to 
me, but it went no Way In the Difcharge of the Claims of the Company or Troops. For thefc 
many Years .1 have endured much Inconvenience and Trouble for the Difcharge of thefe; yet 
Halt is not made good, and I am in daily Anxiety on this Account, from a Defire to dilchatgc 
ail jult Dues to the Company. It is my Intention to proceed to Fyzabad in Ten Days, the 
Mohriim being over, when I mean to requeft of my Mother the Whole of my Father’s Klhtc, to 
enable me to pay off all Debts to the Company. Agreeable to the Laws ot God, all my Father’s 
Fdleds arc my Right, that I may make good ail Claims on him. It my Mother, from Affedion, 
confents, I Hull be happy ; it nor, in whatever Manner (he may render it, I fltall pay it towards 
the Adjultmciu ot the Balance due to the Company. With rcl’ped to the Houfeholcl Khajahs, I 
fhall confine and punilli them, for the Knavery and Means they have uied towards effeding a 
lireacfi between my Mother ^nd myfelf. You will in Friendfhip caufc this Letter to be tranflated 
into Fnglifli, and fend it immediately to the Governor, defiring him not to liften to any one, of 
what my Mother may write, neither adopt her Opinion, but dired me to receive Money from 
her, towards the Payment of the Company’s Demands. I am ready to defray and allow her for 
her Kxpences — with refped to the Amount Collcdions of her Jaghccrs, after deduding all necef- 
fary Charges of Collcdion ; you may receive and tranfmit it to her. {a)

The Vizier propofed to come in Prrfon, but 
prclTcd in the ftrongeft Manner for Leave to fend his Minifter Hydcr Beg Khan. With the latter 
Requeft I thought proper to comply. This Minifter is dcfcribcd to me as a Man of uncommon 
Abilities, and be, no Doubt, excrcifcs at prefent the whole Power of the Vizier’s Government 
The particular Objeft on their Part of his Miflion has not yet been fignified to me, and I will 
not venture pofitively to prediA what Advantages wc may.dcrivc from it-, but I (hall be at Pains 
to imprefs Hydcr Beg Khan with a Conviftion that we have no Defign but that of promoting the 
real Interefts of the Vizier, which we look upon as infcparable from our own, and that while he 
conduAs his Adminiftration upon that Principle, he may depend upon the Protedion and Support 
of this Government. I have had the mod unfavourable Reprefentations of the Management of 
the Finances, and of the State ttf the Courts of Juftice in the Country of Ouclc. It will be a 
principal Objeft with me to endeavour to obtain a Promife from Hydcr Beg Khan, to ufe his ut- 
moft Exertions to corred the Abufes in both.

“ ad. After lomc Time pafled in the ufual Compliments of C^ildoJence, I told him that though 
it might be thought a very improper Time for Bufinefs, yet I deemed riiyfclf bound, both By 
my public Duty, and my Ze?l for his Excellency, to be thus early in fpcaking a few Words to 
him on a very interefting Subjeft. I reminded him that the Agreement, acceded to by yourLord- 
Ihip, had been fettled through Hyder Beg Khawn, a.nd that it was on your Knowledge of his 
Extcllcncy’s having repofed his Confidence in him as the efficient Miniltcr, that your Lordfhip 
had confirmed them ; for which Reafon, I conceived, now that this Source of your Lordffiip’s 
Confidence was at an End, his Excellency would deem it a proper Mark of Actention to defeif 
forming any permanent Airann:enicnts in confequence of the Miniftcr’s Dcceafe, until Letters on 
the Subicct Ihould be received from the Frefidcncy. The Vizier replied, that he had no. Idea of 
tr.akmg any Alterations whatever; that he meant to continue Huffein Reza Khawn in his Eoft Of 
Prime Ivhmilcr, and Rajah Tickait Roy at the Head of the Revenue D«f .mmeni ; at the fame 
Time however, conferr.ng on Hyder Beg Khawn’s Son, who was a mere Child (he Icems to be 
about Seventeen or Eighteen Years of Age) the nominal Title of Huffein Reza Khawn’s Naib, 
hoLlcn by his late Father that this was the Plan he was determined to adopt, and he could no*, 
think ot liltening to any other. 1 replied, that it was by no Means my Wilh to difpute the Pro- 
priety of the piopoied Arrangement; that I would write to your Lordfhip any Thing on the 
SubjetH Ills Excellency might defire ; but that my Object was to reprefent that whatever Syftem 
lliould be .ulopted (whether the Appointment of a new Perlbn in Hyder Beg’s Room, or the Con- 
tinuance of what remained of the old Adminiftraiion), it Ihould be protcffedly a temporary Syf- 
tein only; and I added, that though his Excellency might agree in conCcqucnce of my Kecom- 
mentlation to wait till the Sentiments of our Government Ihould be known, yet I did not wifh 
him to allign that to the World as his Motive for the Delay ; it being fufficient for him to give 
out fim|dy tli.ic he deferred a permanent Arrangement until he Ihould have had Time to weigh , 
well a Matter of fucli Importance, - 

“ 3d. I found that the Nawaub had fully made up his Mind.on the Subjefik, and that he would 
have been much better pleafcd to give the official Khellau|ts immediately, and to fettle the whole 
Bufintls permanently without any Reference; and it feems not improbable, that if I had negleftcd 
to make him a very early Vifit, he would have been precipitate enough (as I feared, from my Know- 
ledge of his Temper, might be the Cafe) to commit himlelf beyond the Power of retracting without 
Diferedir. After a good deal of Convcrfation, however, in which I found it noeafy I'afk to keep 
his Excellency from flying from the t^eftion, he confented, with apparent good Humour, to my 
Propolal : But he dcfircd me to obtain an Anfwer as foon as poffible, and to inform your Lord- 
fhip mod fully, that the Arrangement he had mentioned was the only One which could be adopted, 
and which could merit the Confidence of your Lordfhip, as well as of himlelf; and he told me 
that wctc any other propofed to him, he would prefer relinquifhing his Country to confendog 
to ir. 

“ 4tli. Having now given your Lbrdfhip the Subftance of the Vizier’s Converfations, it may 
perhaps be thought incumbent on me to fay fomething regarding the Arrangement he has 
propol'eil. 

“ 5th. To the Charafkcr of Huffein Reza Cawn your Lordfhip is no Stranger, mild, polite, 
and humane in his Manners and ConduCt, of a pleafing Addrefs, rcfpeftable Character, and good' 
Senfe ; he is generally liked, though, I believe, he has never yet been thought a Man of Bufinefsi 
Indeed his Ignorance of Letters appears to be an infuperablc Obftacle to his aCting ns an efficient 
Miniller in Revenue Matters, or in fuch other Bufinefs as requires an accurate Invcftigation of 
Papers. It muft, however, be obferved, that though he does not read, yet he fpeaks the Perfian 
Language, and is fufficiently Maftcr ot it to underftand'it when read to him. Perhaps the Exercife 
of a Degree of Patronage in the Revenue Department, the interfering with his Excellency in Matters 
wherein the Jntererts of Foreign States are concerned, the giving him Advice for the Regulation of 
his Kxpcnces of his Caprices, and of his ill Humours, might be not difadvantagcoufly enti ullcd to 
Huffen Reza Khawn. But to have any Influence over the Nawaub in fuch Matters, he u ull be 
known to poffcfs the full Support of our Government ; ftir hitherto he has been as frequently and 
(bating that he has not been difgraced or difhonoured) merely aamuch outraged by the Vizier’s 
Caprice, as any other of his Excellency’s Dependants in more humble Stations. .Suppofi.ng, 
however, that he could be prevailed upon, by the Confeioufnefs of the Support of ou: Governnicni, 
to ftand forth on Inch Occafions with Spirit, and that the Nawaub be made equally lenlibie of 
his having fuch Sujiport, I know no Perlon more likely to perfuat^e him. to do wnac is right, and 
to avoid what is wrong, than Huffein Reza Cawn. 

“ 6th. In regard to Rajah Tickait Roy, he has been for many Years the principal Terfon em- 
ployed under Hyder Beg Khawn in the Revenue Department ; all the Papers have paffed t(trough 
his Hands, and he is underftood to have had the full Confidence of the late Miniltcr, with whom, 
therefore, I conceive he muft (hare in no inconfiderable Degree, the Merits and Demerits of that 
Part of his Adminiftration. Your Lordihip knows that Rsjsh Tickait Roy was left in Charge of 
the Revenue Department, when Hyder Khawn went down w Calcutta. But I hive great Doubts 
whether there be a fufficient Degree of Refpeftability attach^-^ tlte RajaB’s'Chignifter to command ' 
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that Deference from the Aumilsj &c. which may be thought In Ibme Degree necc-fTa! y in a 
Country where perfonal Confidcrarions have no little Weight to enforce due Subordination, and 
prompt Obedience to the Orders of Government. Poflibly, however, this Surmile of mine may 
be unrounded, or a more elevate Station, or rather a more confirnied Authority, might call forth 
thofc Qualities which may not have appeared in an inferior Situation. 

“ yth, I ought to have added to the above Account of my Converfation with the Vizier, that 
notwiibftanding his Excellency’s Promife to defer the final Arrangement, I thought it higiily pro- 
per to apprife Huflein Reaa khawn of what had paffed, to the End that he might be induced to 
difeoorage any. Overtures which the Nawaub might inconfideratcly make, for coming to a permanent 
Settlement. I few to hlnil therefore, very early this Morning, before he went to the Durbar, and 
inform^ him of the Whole t and I have the Satisfaclion to find, that his .Sentiments on the Sub- 
je£t fcem to agree raoft perfeflly with mine •, and that without being furc of the Support ot our Go- 
vernment, tofecure him againft the Effefts of his Excellency’s Caprices, and to give Weight to 
the Advice he might find it neceflary to offer him, he profeffes that he would by no Means ac^ 
ceptof the Truft from his Excellency. I call it “ accepting a Truft,” bccaufe though the Nawaub 
only mentioned Huflein Reza Khawn’s continuing in the Office he has long fince nominally holdcn, 
yet it was evident he meant me to underftand that an additional Degree of Influence and Refponfi- 
bility was intended to be given him. 

“ 8th. Some Apprehenfions having been for fcveral Weeks paft entertained of the Event which 
has now occurred, I had frequently diiring that Period turned my Thoughts to the Confideration 
of what Arrangement it might be mod for the mutual intcreft or the Vizier and the Company to 
adopt } but I acknowledge that I had never been able to make up my Mind on the Sulycct. 

“ 9th. There are Two Perfons who, from the tircumftance of Hyder Beg Khawn’s having been 
fuppofed to dread them as his Rivals, might be confidered as likely to become Competitors for 
the vacant Office. Thefc are Almaufs Ally Khawn and Rajah Juggumaut, of whom thcrcfoie it 
may be thought proper for me to fay fomething on this Occafion. It is neceflary however for 
me to premife that, a fttifk Adherence to your Lordfhip’s politivc and repeated Inflrudions to 
avoid as well the Appearance as the Reality of a Wilh to interfere in the internal (iovanment of 
his Excellency’s Country, has deprived * of fuch Opportunities of getting acquainted with the real • 
Chafafler of People of thi.s Clafs, as muft have ^en formerly enjoyed by Gentlemen now in 
Calcutta, who were jn Station here at a Time when the Nature of our Connexion with tlie Vi- 
zier rendered it the Duty of the Refldent to fupcrintcnd,*!|nd in a great Mcafurc to controul, tiie 
whole Adminiftrationt 

“•10th. Rajah Juggumaut was the Son-in-law of the late Rajah Soorub Sing, who was Dcrvaitr 
under the Nawaub Sujah Dowlah; the Duties of that Office were alfo cxtcuted by Rajah Jug- 
gurnaut himfelf for a long Time in the prefent Nawaub’s Time*, and during a confniei..ble Part 
of that Period, his Power over the Aumils was exceedingly exrenfivc, and he rccciverl a Rulihom 
(or Commiflion) on the Revenues of Two per Cent. At Length however, as the Influence of 
Hyder Beg Khaun increafed, the Office of Dewan became merely nominal, till in the Knd Ik- was 
deprived entirely of it. I have myfclf never fecn Juggumaut, for he has for about thcle Five Years 
been confined under a Guard to his Houfe, on Account, or at lead under Pretence of fome out- 
danding Balances incurred during the Time he was Famicr of Rohilcund, in which Place he h.ad 
fuccecdc^ his Father-in-law Soorut Sing, who had holdcn it for the Two Years preceding his 
Death, in Amauny (that is as accountable for the CollcAions), and had, it is fuppolcti, been given 
the Appointment by Hyder Beg Kitawn, merely for the Purpofc of getting him out ot the 
"Way. 

“ nth. In regard to Almaufs Ally Khawn, your Lord (hip is, I am fure, fo well acquainted with 
his Charafter, that it can only be neceflary for me to add, that in my l.ite Excuifion to Agra, in 
which the greated Part of my Route lay through bis Didrifts, I found the Country in general in 
a fine State of Cultivation.

Almaufs is equally ignorant of Letters, as Ruflein Reza, though the Extent of his Memory, ami 
his intimate Knowledge of the Revenues zre fucb, as to counter- balance this Dif.idvantagc. Whe- 
ther his Charafter as a Minidcr would equal his Abilities as a Farmer, may, perhaps, be reafon- 
ably doubted. My Ideas indeed, of the Qualifications neceflary for a Succcflbr to Hyder Beg 
Khawn, are fo totally foreign* fiom every Thing I have fecn of any Pcrlon I am acquainted with 
here, that I flaould have no Hope of being able to fill the Office to my own Satisfaftion, had I 
the Choice from among the Whole of the Inhabitants of his Excellency’s TerriKMies, lor in no 
One of ;hem, do I bdicvf, arc,to be^found united, an intimate Knowledge ol the Revenues of 
the Count'v, Diligence in Bufinefs, Moderation in his Defircs of accumulating Wcahh, .an Am- 
bition to redorc the Country to Order, if not by the Irttroduftion of a complete Sydem, at Ic. it 
by thc(pnforcing of a geocral Adherence to the Principles of Juftice, and by the yVbolition of 
that lawlefs Opprtflion and fydematic Plunder, which but too generally prevail, a Knowledge ot 
the- Means to revive Msnufafturcs and Commerce, with a Rclblurion to purlue them thi'.iigh 
every Difficulty 1 and, in a Word, a Wilh and Determination (with Knowledge and Abilities ecMi il 
to the Undertaking) to render the Country permanently flourilhing, without being lor the Pur- 
pofes of private Emolument, or for the Gratification of his Exccllencyjs. Caprices, divert ct by 
the Temptation of raifing occafional Supplies of Money, either by cniic^atir.^ the Revenues by 
borrowing at an exorbitant Intercd, or by any fuch ruinous Methods. • ■ » 
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I2t!i. Wtre it fortunately in my Power to point out a Man with thefe QiftliSrations, I (liouM 
not hditatc a Moment; but defpairing as I do, of any fuch being to befounu among the N iiivcs 
of Ou lc, I fee nothing but the Choice of fc.vils; and 1 am far from having luffk’.cnt Conridvnee 
of the Succcis of any Expedient I could dcviic for continuing the prcicnt yflem, to jullify my 
talcing the Libel ty of recommending to your Lordfhip, unlcls it fliould appear proper to you on 
other Accounts, an Oppofuion to his Excellency’s Plan, which Lems to me to be, upon the 
Whole, as liable to as few Objections as any other that i can think of. A Change of hyftcm, 
by which the Company's Servants fhoultl be entruited with the effectual Adminiitration (tor I 
conceive a partial Change would probably be attended with more Evil than Good) and charged 
with Rcl'ponlibility, I conceive to be totally out of the Queftion.

Though wc have not a Doubt, but that by the Exertion of your Abilities, and 
the Care and Affiduity of our Servants in the Superintendency of the Revenues, ti e Colledions 
will be conduded with more Advantage to the Company, and Eale to the Natives, than by 
of a Naib Dewani we are fully fenfible of the Expediency of lupporting loinc oflenl.ble M.- 
niflcr in the Company’s Interell: at the Nabob’s Court, to tranlad the Political Allairs o' the Circai, 
and interpofc between the Compiany and the Subjeds of any E.uropeaii Power, in all Calcs 
wherein they may thwarpour Interell, or encroach on our Authority. And as M ih' intd Re/^i 
Cawn can no longer be confidcred by us as one to whom fuch a Power ran faiely be roniinnud, 
wc truft to your local Knowledge the Sclcdion of fomc Pcrlon well qualified toi tiie 
Govesnment, and of wtofc Attacli#icnt to the Company you fli.all be well alTuied. Such Iciion 
you will recommend to the Nabob to fuccccd Mahomed Reza Cawn, as Miniller or tl.c Govem- 
ment, and Guardian of the Nabob’s Minority i and we pcifuade ourlelves, that t!ieN.'.b'>b will 
payVuch Regard to your Recommendation, as to invtfl him with tlie neccilary Power and Au- 
ihority.

Opiiuon. The Committee are fully fenfible of the Expediency, remarked by the Honourable Court 

of Diredors, of holding out the Authority of the Country Government to the European Powers 
in all Cafes wherein their Intcrefls may interfere with thofe of the Company ; but wc humbly con- 
ceive that wlien tliey arc acquainted with all the Circumftances which the Opportunity of prefent 
and local Information have offered to our Notice, they will judge with us that it is neither ncceffary 
f(fr that Purpole, nor advifeable for other Reafons, to delegate an extraordinary permanent Author 
rity to any fingle Minifter of the Nabob, fince any Man, of what Rank foever, may be occa- 
fionallv comm ilfiontd to treat on the commercial Concerns of the European Nations, fettled in 
thcle Provinces, according to the Cuftom which has been invariably obferved in fuch Cafes with 
all the luirope.in Companies, the Englifh alone within thefe Fifteen Years excepted. They were 
never allowed a perfonal Intercourfe with the Nabob but as a fpccial Favour, nor even with his 
Miniller } but tranfaded all Affairs by their Vakeels with the Muttafuddies of the Durbar in 
Matters lefpcding the Government and Peace of the Country in which foreign Nations may be 
concerned. ^ I he Nabob’s Mandate under his Seal will be a fufficient Indication of his Pleafuret 
and the Officers ading by his Authority in conlcqucnce will receive the ufual Warrants, in his 
Name, without any app.srent Intervention of either the Controul or Influence of the Company: 
'1 lie Appointment therefore of a Naib Soubah for fuch Purpofes we judge unncccffary i nor is it 
allowable to luppofe that our Honblc. Mailers would approve of our putting them to the Charge 
of an annual Salary of Three Lacks of Rupees to fuch an Officer, merely for the Sake of giving 
Eclat to the Negociation, or authenticating the Privileges of their Rivals in Trade, if the Ends 
of an ollenlible Minifter can be equally anfwered by other Means that lhall not encroach in fo 
great a Degree on the public Treauire, or leften the Confcqucnce of our own A^dminiftraiion : But 
it is not only unncceffary > it may be liable to much prefent Inconvenience, and to futdre 
Danger. 

“ I he Office of Naib Soubah, according to its original Conftitution,* comprehends the Super- 
intendency of the Nabob’s Education ; the Management of his Houfehold ; the Regulation of his 
Expences j the Reprcfentation of his Perfon ; the chief Adminiftration of Jufticc j the iffuing of all 
Orders, and Diredion of all Mcafures, which refped the Government and Police of the Provincesj the 
Co'idud of all public Negociations, and Execution of Treaties t in a Word, every Branch of 
executive (government. We do not mention the Military Command, that having been by Treaty 
ceded to the Company ; but even this great Charge cannot be wholly alienated from the Naib 
vSoubah if there is one, fince, by virtue of his Office, it is his Naftie which muft authorize every 
A6l of Compulfion with legard to the European Companies. By the Exercife of fuch extenfive 
Powers, united in the lame Perfon, the Rights and Perogatives of the ancient Government will ftill 
be prelerved, and the Minds of the People, inftead of being familiarized to the Authority of the 
Company, will be taught to look forward to the Time when the Nabob fhall refume the Sove- 
reignly and State of his Prcdeceffors, from which bis prefent Youth excludes him. 

“ VVe are not informed wliat Line our Superiors mean to purfue on the Conclufion of the Nabob’s 
Minoiity : Wc can plainly fee that whatever Faith may be due to Treaties, fubfifting on Grounds 
of very controvertible Authority, a divided Government cannot laft, but mull be produdive of 
continual Contells, and end at length in a Scene of Bloodftied like that which we have once already 
experienced. For thefe Reafons it is our Duty to fuppofe the Poffibility of a total Change of 
Government by Degrees taking Place, which fhall fubftitute the real -Power which proteds this 
Country in the Place of that which claims Pofleffion of it by a Right ft is unable to aflert or 
fupport, and to provide for the gradual Completion of it by fuch Means as can be regularly and 
juilifiably exerted, fhc Nabob’s Minority incontcftably aftbrds us fuch Means, fince whatever 
Share of Authority wc fhould leave in his Hands, or whatcvef Portlbn ofthe Public Revenbe we 
fliould allow lor his Ufc, would prove of no Benefit to him ^ the former would be ufurped to 
gr.uify the Purpofes of private Ambition, and employed perhaps to his Deftrudionj the ktter 
would be diflipated by the Minions of his Court In whofc Hands can both reft with \ch 
Propriety as in thofe to which they naturally belong ? And if at the Expiration of the Term 
wliich fliall be fixed to his Minority, it fhall then be refolved to rcfign to him the Authority which 
his Rank and .Station may claim, fuch a Ceflion will have lb much the more Merit, as the 
Temptation and Means of withholding are the greater.— Whatever therefore may be the future 
Determination, it is our Duty to take luch Mcafures as may infure to our Superiors the Option 
of ading according , to their own Ideas of Jufticc and Propriety; that is, to retain openly, 
«ml in our own Hands, the whole Condud of (Government for the prefent ; to accuftom th* People 

to 
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to the Sovereignty of the Brltilh Nation 5 to divide the Offices of the Nizamut and to fuffer nd 
Perfon to fhare in the Management of the Nabob’s domcftic Affairs, who, from Birth, Rank, 
perfonal Confideration, or from aftual Truft, may have it in his Power to alTift his Maftcr with the 
Means, or even to infpire him with the Hopes, of future Independence. 

[“ On thefe Grounds we are of Opinion, that the Office of Naib Soubah be totally abolifhed i 
tliat a Perfon not liable to the above Objciflions be appointed Guardian to the Nabob, and en> 
trufted with the Care and Rule of his Family, and that a Dewan be alfo nominated, fubjeft to 
the Controul of the former, who (hall regulate and pay the Salaries of the Nabob’s Servants, and 
keep the Account of his Expcnccs, to be monthly tranfmitted to the Board, according to the Or- 
ders of the Honble. Court of Dirciflors. 

“ Of the Magiftracy we (hall fpeak in another Place. — We know no Perfon fo fit for the Truft 
of Guardian to the Nabob, as the Widow of the late Nabob Jaffier Ally Cawn, Minnee Begum. 
Her Rank may give her a Claim to this Pre-eminence without Hazard to our own Policy i nor 
will it be found incompatible with the Rules preferibed to her Sex by the Laws and Manners of 
her Country, as her Authority will be confined to the Walls of the Nabob’s Palace, and the 
Dewan will aft, of Courfe, in all Cafes in which (he cannot perfonally appear. Great Abilities 
are not to be expefted in a Zenana •, but in thefe (he is very far from being deficient •, nor is any 
extraordinary Reach of Underftanding rcquifite for fo limited an Employ. She is faid to have 
acquired a great Afcendant over the Spirit of the Nabob, being the only Perfon of whom he 
(lands in any Kind of Awe, a Circumftance highly necelTary for fulfilling the chief Part of her 
Duty in direfting his Education and Conduft, .which appear to have been hitherto much ne- 

gleftcd. 

“ Rrfolved therefore, that it be recommended to the Board to appoint Minnee Begum to the 
Guardianlhip of the Nabob, and fuperintending of his Houfehold.] 

The Prcfident propofes Rajah Goordafs, the Son of Maha Rajah Nundcomar, for the Of- 
fice of Dewan to the Nabob’s Houfehold. The inveterate and rooted Enmity which has long 
fubfiltcd Ixtwecn Mahomed Reza Cawn and Nundcomar, and the NccelTity of employing the 
Vigilance and Aftivity of fo penetrating a Rival to counteraft the Defigns of Mahomed Reza 
Cawn, and to eradicate that Influence which he (lill retains in the Government of this Province, 
and more efpccially In the Family of the Nabob, are the foie Motives for this Recommendation. 
The Honble. Company, in their Letter by the Lapwing, order that both * Mahomed Reza 

* C^wn, and every Peribn employed by or in Conjunftion with him, or afting under his Influ- 

* cnee, (hall be divefted of any further Charge or Influence in the Collcftions.’ And they fur- 
ther direft that a drift Scrutiny be made into his Conduft in the Excrcife of his Office of Naib 
Soubah, from the Sufpicion of his having been * equally unfaithful in the Difcharge of that 
Trud.’ 

“ It is very evident from thefe Orders that it was the Intention of the Court of Direftors to 
make an entire Reformation in the Government of thefe Provinces, and to begin with the Aboli- 
tion of that Authority which had been edabliihed in it during the Courfe of the lad Seven Years, 
Indeed if this had not been cxprefTed, it mud neceflary • have been implied in their Commands, 
fince it was not to be expefted that a new Plan of Government could cffcftually take place while 
the Influence of the former fubfided. The fame Man till lately had the Charge of the Nabob’s 
Houfehold, the foie Application of his vad Stipend, the Adminidration of Judice, and the 
Colleftion of the Revenues of the Province } in a Word, every Branch of the Adminidration was 
centered in the Perfon of Mahomed Reza Cawn. 

“ It is true that his Authority was much diminilhed in the Collcftions by the Inditution of 
the Supervifors, but he dill retained an Influence in mod Parts of the Province; and on fomc his 
fecrct Power was even fuperior to that of the Supervilbr. In the Direftion of the Nabob’s Houfe- 
hold heafted without Check or Controul ; The Nabob’s Servants were all of his Appointment,— 
his Creatures and Dependants. Thefe dill continue in Charge of the Nabob’s Perfon, and in 
Poireflton of his Mind, which they may be naturally fuppofed to bend to fuch Inclinations and 
Purpofes as may bed fuit the Views and Intercds of their Patron. 

“ Thefe Reafons will judify the Nomination of a Man to fupply the Place of the late Naib 
Soobah who is known to be his mod violent Opponent, and mod capable of oppofing him. It 
is not pretended that thefe Ends arc to be obtained merely from the Abilities of Rajah Goordafs, 
his Youth and Inexperien^ ren^r Jiiq}, although unexceptionable in other Refpefts, inadequate 
to the real Purpofes of his Appointment ; but his Father hath all the Abilities, Perfcvcrance, and 
Temper rcquifite for fuch Ends in a Degree perhaps exceeding any Man in Bengal : Thefe I'aknts 
herctofiyc made him obnoxious to Government itfclf, and therefore it might be thought unfafe 
to trud him with an Authority fo near the Nabob, whom he might infpire with his own Am- 
bition, and affid with the Means of carrying it to the mod dangerous Extremes : It is poffiblc 
that this might be the Cafe, were he immediately and formally entruded with the Charge in 
Quedion, and therefore it is propofed to confer it upon his Son, who is of himfclf incapable of 
leaking a very bad ufe of it, and to allow of his afting under the Influence and Indruftion of 
his Father, who, holding no Office under the Nabob, and being a Subjeft of our Governmenr, 
may be rcniovcd without Eclat, or the lead Appearance of Violence, whenever hi (hall be proved, 
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nr even furpefled, to abufc his Truft, and apply it to Dcfigns hurtful to the Intercfts of the 
Honble. Company, 

“ Warren Haftings. 

“ Mr. Middleton delivers in the following Minute. 

“ I’or the Rcafons which have been fo properly and powerfully urged by the Prefident, I en- 
tirely a[)provc of the Choice he has made in the Perfon of R.ijali Goordal's, as a Man the moft 
eligible to fuperintend the Affairs of the Nabob’s Houfehold, and at the fame 'l ime to complete the 
Reformation which the Company iiavc thought neceflary to be made in the Government of this 
Country. Young and inexperienced himfclf, without that Temper of Mind which denotes Am- 

bition, 110 Apprchenfions need be entertained of his making an improper Ulc of the Authority with 
which he is invcileci ; yet direded by the Counfcl of his Father, whofc Abilities and Inveteracy to 
the late Naib Soob ih arc well kn .wn, he not only mult be deemed capable of difeharging all the 
Fundtions of his Office with Applaufe, but muft appear particularly calculated to anfwer ihofe 
Ends the Honourable Company h.ivc in View, by the total Suppreffion of that Influence which has 
hitherto been placed in tlic Perfon of Mahomed Reza Cawn ; and this without any Danger that 
Schemes of Ambition will be formed by the Father himfelt; or if formed, without a Poffibility of 
executing them, feeing that the Power, from which his Confequence is only rcfledlcd, will be fo 
circumfcribcd, and wholly unable to fereen him, on the leaft Breach of Confidence, from the juft 
Rclentment of thofe to whom he is indebted for the Degree of Confidcration he holds.

** We have further to require of you, to advife us whether the Talookd.trry Lands of your 
DillriA have ever bad their Value afeertained by a HuHabood*, and if they have not, we defirc 
you will immediately appoint proper Pcifons to make fuch a Valuation, as without this it will be 
impofliblc to make a proper Settlement of the Revenue, or determine on the Rights and Privi- 
leges of the Talookdars. 

“ Mr. Middleton gives in the following Reprefentatioh oh the Subjcil of the Accounts which 
, he is to prepare by Dcfire of the Committee. * f- ntati >ii ^ 

“ Since our Meeting of the 7th I have employed myfelf in taking the nccelTary Meafures for 
fupplying the Committee with the fcvcral Accounts they have required in the Extraft delivered 
to me of their Proceedings i but as fome Obftacles have occurred in the Execution of fuch Part 
of the Refolulions as arc contained in the Firftand Second Paragraphs, arifing from Circumll.anccs 
peculiar to the Huzzoor Zillahs, which I imagine muft have efcaped the Notice of the Committee, 

1 think it ncccflary before I proceed farther to lay before them the following Reprefentation. 

“ From Time immemorial it has been cuftomary for the Zemindars^ on falling in Arrcar in 
the Payment of their Rents, to raife a Sum of Money for that Purpole by difpofing of P.u t of 
their Lands, cither voluntarily or by Compulfion of the Government. Thcfe Lands lomctimes 
arc entirely alienated,* and become dependent only on the Khalfah, or they are annexed to the 
Doruains of another Landholder who purchafes them, or they are allowed to continue Mulcoory, 
that is, under the JurifdiCtion of their former Zemindar, paying only the Tukitemy Revenue, 
with the Rate of Taxes impofed on the Rert of the Province } but in this Cafe they often after- 
wards find Means, cither by Complaints or by the Interpofition of powerful Intcrcit, to procure 
an Order from the Government for their Dirmembermcnt, authorizing them at the failie Time to 
remit their Rents immediately to the Khalfah. • 

“ From thefc feveral Methods of transferring Land, Alterations have incefiantly taken Place 
in the Zcmindarrics, which, for Want of explicit and accurate Records, it Would be now difficult 
to trace back to any particular Period, without relying in a great Mcafure for our Information oh 
the Ziemindars and Talookdars themfelves. 

” Extenfive Zemindaries have in the Courfe of Time been difmembered into a Number of incon- 
(iderable and independant Talooks; others, which now r.ank in the Firft Clafs, have been forme'd 
by uniting together fcvcral fmall Portions of Land obtained from different Zemindars j Silburris 
affords an Inltance of the Firft Pofuion, Rohunpoor of the Second. Silburris formerly paid a 
Revenue of upwards of a Lack and Fifty ihoul'and Rvipecs ; by fucceffivc Alterations it is now 
reduced to lefs than 50,000 Rupees. If the Meafure in Agitation ffiould cake Place, and tlid 
Mahalls which have been feparated from the greater Zemindaries Ihould be re-annexed, Silburris 
will receive back Lands to the Amount of about 60,000 Rupees colleded from the Prcfcncc \ afrd 
as Impartiality requires that if the Huzzoory Zillahs arc deprived of the Benefit of their Purchafe 
and rc-annexed, fo thofc alfo which are abforbed into other Zemindaries ftiould be rettored to their 
original Proprietor : If fo, Rokunpoor muft not only yield up to Silburris it’s Acquifitions of 
about 80,000 Rupees j biv^being wholly compoled of Lands obtained from other Zeoiindars, it 
muft by this Flan of Keftitution be totally annihilated. 

The Khas Talooks comprehend an infinite Number of fmall Portions of Land, which the 
Nabobs Sujah ul Dowlal^Jaffij^ Ca^n, and Surfrauz Cawn, feledted from fcvcral Zemindaries, 
to whicn they in general mil pay tlie Rate of Land Rent originally fettled. Thefc being under 
the immediate Infpeffion an 4 'Care of Government, have, by the EftablifhmentofGunges and other 
falutai^ Meafures, greatly Improved, and now yield .t Revenue much exceeding what they would 
have produced had they continued under the Zemindars » and were they now to be re-annexed, 
in all Probability a confidcrable Lofs would cnfuc in the Decrcafe of their Value. 

** Belides a Number of other Inftances which might be produced, many of the Villages which 
ori^ally pertained to Bberde, Mehlind, Coolberreah, &c. fome of the Divifiona of Cuttubpoor, 

'Barbeck Sing, Tuttyporc, and which are each feparate Zemindaries, have, by Purchafe, Ulurpa-

confidered by the PoflcITor in the fame Light as his own original i.'iftrids, little Care has been taken 
to mark their refpedive Boundaries, and in many Places it will now be found difficult to dillingutlh 
them, at lead toeffed it with Prccilion; toafetrtain theCaufeand Manner oteaih Difmembermenr, 
and to arrange the Accounts afierwaids in a new Form, will, I am apprehennye, retard too long 
the important Operations of this Committee.

She difplays 
great Prudence in her ConduA, and carries herlelf with a Dignity becoming the Port fhe hold.s. 
We can fay little of the Nabob himfcif; he feems to betray a Mind more neglected than really 
deficient at the Bottom. How far the Care of Munnee Begum may be able td bring him back 
to himfelf miift be feen in future. In the mean Time the Prcfident, with her Approbation, has 
driven from his Prcfcncc fotne of the chief Minions of his Favour, and Inllrumcnts of liis irregular 
Picafurcs.

Read, from Book 180, the following Letter from the Governor General to the 
Secret Committee of the Court of Direftorsj dated at Coflinibuzar, the ift September 
1772. 

* “ ColTimbuzar, iff September 1772. 

***To the Secret Committee of the Honble. Cobrt of Directors for the Affairs of the flonble. 

United Eaft India Company. 

“ Gentlemen, 

*' I. 1 his accompanies a Duplicate of ray Letter of the 24th April laft. 

** 2. -Since that Date I have duly received the Duplicate and Triplicate of yoiir Commands of 
the 28th Auguil 1771. 

“ 3 . The immediate Departd^ of the Colbrooke, which failed (as I rccolle'^) the Day after 
my Letter of the 24 th April had reached her, prevented my giving you further Intelligence of 
the IfTucof the Mealures which I had taken for the Arrcft of Mahmud Rezza Cawn. As your 
Commands were peremptory, and addrefled to myfclf alone^ I carefully concealed tljem from 
every Perfon, except Mr. Middleton, whole Afliftancc was neceffary for their Execution, until I 
Was informed by him that Mahmud RezZa Cawn was actually in Arrcft, and on his Way to 
Calcutta. To have confulted the Board on a Point on which your authoritative Commands had 
left me without a Choice, or to have defired their Afliftance when I had fufficient Power to aft 
without it, would have been equally improper But I will confefs that there were other cogent 
Reafons for this Relcrve. 1 was yet but a Stranger to the Charafters and Difpofitions of the 
Members of your Adminiftration.— *1 knew that Mahmud Rezza Cawn had enjoyed the Sove- 
reignty of this Province for Seven Years paft, had poflefled an allowed annual Stipend of Nine 
Lacks of Rupees, the uncontrouled Difpofal of 32 Lacks entrufted to him for the Ufe of the 
Nabob, the abfolutc Command of every Branch of the Nizamot, and the Chief Authority in the 
Dewanee ; to ipeak more plainly, he was in every Thing but the Name the Nazim of the 
Province, and in real Authority more than the Nazim. I could not fuppofe him fo inattentive to 
bis own Security, nor fo ill verfed in the Maxims of Eaftern Policy, as to have negitfted the ‘d'e 
Means of eftablilhing an Intereft Mih f uch of the Company’s Agents as, by aftual Authority or 
by Ueprefentation to the Hffnour^l^Srnpany, might be able to promote or obftruft his Views j 
•~I chofe therefore, to avoid tht Rifk of an Oppofition, to put the Matter beyond Difpute, and 
then to record what I had done. The fame Refleftions occurred to me when 1 propofed to entruft 
Mr. Middleton with the Execution of your Commands, which might with more Certainty have 
Ren effefted by an Order to the Commanding Officer of the Brigade ftationed at Burrampoor •, 
but this would have been produftivcof much Difturbance. I was convinced that I might fecurely 
kIv on Mr. Middleton, and his Behaviour juftified that Confidence : Indeed I am bound in 
Jujlicc to bear the fame Teftimony to his faithful Attention to your Inteiefts in many other 
liiftances which I have had Occafion to experience of his fublcqucnt Conduft, in which he has 
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flicwn himfclf a zealous AfTcrtcr of your kights, and a Supporter of the Autiioiity of your 
Government. 

“ Your public Records will inform you, that Mahmud Rezza Cawn was brought, without 
Delay, to Calcutta, where he has been detained ever lince in an cafy Confinement : Tii.it it was 
judged advilcable and confiftcnt with the Tenor of your Commands, that Rajah Shiteb Roy Ihould 
be arrerted and brought likewife to Calcutta. For the Particulars of thefe 1 ranfaciions and the 
Debates concerning them, 1 beg Leave to refer you to the Proceedings themlelves, whit li will 
better explain, than I can, the Motives which inliuenced the Refblutions ot the Boanl, and the 
Opinions of the dilfcrcnt Members upon them. Something more may be ncceiTary to be faid 
concerning my own Condud, whicii, as it was grounded lolcly on the fecret Inllrudions which 
you had been plealed to give me for iny Guidance, become a proper Subjedt of this Addrefs. 

“ It may, at firll Sight, appear extraordinary, that Mahmud Rezza Cawn and Rajah Shitab 
Roy have been fo long detained in Confinement, without any Proof liavingbecn obtained of their 
Guilt, or Mealures taken to bring tliein to a Tiial. Very valid Rcalons for tliis 13c*iay have been 
alfigned in our Minutes. 1 Iwg Leave to call to your Recollcdion, that by a (tr.nv’e Concurrence 
ot unforclt'>m Caules, your Admintllration had, at this 'I'ime, every Objed tlt.it could engage 
the Cate of Govcrnnie.it, War only excepted; all demanding tlieir ml). .nr Atreniian, — tltc Settle* 
ment of the Revenue ot Bengal ; the Diliniflion of the Naib Dcvvan hihI N.tlb Subah of die Pro- 
vinces; the t.iKjuiry into his Conduct tor a Courlc of Ve.irs prtcet.ing tlie nhiuiiiion ot tlie 
Naib Dewan of Bahar, and Enquiry into his Condud ; die Lllablilhmcnt of tlie Dew.mnee on 
the plan direded by the Monourable Company; the Arr.ingemcntot the Nabob’.; Ilouieliold ; the 
Redudion of his yMlowancc and Lxpences; the EDablilhment of a regul.ir Adminillration ct 
Juftice throushout the Province j the Infpedion and Reformation of the Offices .at the Pidnlcncy ; 
and independent of all thtle, the ordinary Dutie? of the Prcfidency, which, from the ama iug 
Growth of your Affairs, weic of themlelves fufficient to occupy the whole Time and .Vpplica'ion 
which we could bellow upon them, and even more than we cot.ld. bellow, ftom die W.mt ot a 
regular Syftem, the natural Conlcquencc of the Rapidity witli which tlicle Afiair-s have accumu- 
lated. So circumltanccd, we were under an abl'olute NecenUy to leave many Affairs fulpended, 
that we might give due Difpatch to the Reft. The Firft in immediate Conlcquence claimed our 
immediate Regard. This was the Settlement of the Revenue. It was late in ilie Sealbn ; tlie Lands 
had fufi’ered unheard of Depopulation by the Famine and Mortality of 1769 . Tlie Ci lleclions 
violently kept up to their former Standard had added to the DiRrel's of the Country, and threat- 
ened a general Decay of the Revenue, unlels immediate Remedies were ap|«lied to prevent it. 
The Farming Syttem for a Courlc of Years, fubjefted to proper Checks and ReguKitions, leemed 
the molt likely to afford Relief to the Country, and both to afeertain and produce liie it.il Value of 
the Lands, without Violence to the Reiats. It was therefore rclolved, that tliis liulinefs Ihould firft 
take Place ; and it was deemed neceffary for this Purpofe, that a Committee compofed of the 
Members of the Council Ihould be appointed to carry it into E.xecution. Tlie Arrangement of 
the Dewannee, and the Regulation of the Nabob’s llourchold, were added to the Charge of the 
Committee ; and as thefe comprehended the molt valuable Parts of your Concerns, it was thought 
proper that I, as Prefident, fliould be joined with it. This rendered it necelhtry to fulpend the 
Trials ot Mahmud Rizza Cawn and Rajah Shitab Roy ; and thisf'Kealon is alhgned for it in our 
Minutes. Neither Mahmud Rizza Cawn, nor Rajah Shitabroy, complain of the I)cl.iy as a Hard- 
Ihip. Pet haps all Parlies, as is ufual in mod Cafes of a public Concern, had their fccret Vievys, 
which, on this Occafion, though oppofite in their DircAion ; fortunately concurred in the fame 
Point. ’I'liclc had conceived Mopes of a Rel.axation of the Company's Ordeis. Mahmud llizza 
Cawn had even buoyed himlclf up with the Hopes of a Reftoration to his former AuUiority by 
the Intcrcft of his Friends, and a Change in the DircAion ; and his Letters, and the L.eitcrs of hia 
Dewan to the City, dcclaied thefe ExpeAations. I pretend not to enter into the Views of others. 
My own were thefe. Mahmud Rizza Cawn’s Influence ftill prevailed generally tliroughout the 
Country. In the Nabob’s Houfchold, and at the Capital, it was fcarcc affected by his prefent 
Difgrace. Ills Favour was ftill courted, and his Anger drcadtil. Who, under fuch Dilcouragc- 
ments, would give Information or Evidence againft him ? llis Agents and Creatures filled every 
Office of the Nizamut and Dewannee. How was the I’ruth of his ConduA to be inveftigated 
by thefe ? It would be fuperfluous to add other Arguments to Ihew the Necelfity of prefacing the 
Enquiry, by breaking his Influence, removing his Dependants, and .putting the DiicAion of all 
the Affairs wliich had been committed to bis Care, into the Hands of 'the niofl powerful or aAivc 
* Si« inOiig. of his Enemies. With this View too, the Inllitution of the new Dewannee * obvioufly coincided. 

Thclc wctc my real Motives for poftponing the E.nquiry. Whether my Precautions will have theif 
EfFcCf, is yet a t^ieffion of Doubr. , 

“ 6 . Flic fame Principles guided me, though not uninfluenced by other Arguments of great 
Force, in the Choice of Munny Begum, the Widow of the Nabob Mccr Jafficr, and of Rajah 
Gooi'dafs, the Son ot Mahr.ij:ih Nund Comar; the former for the Chief Adminiftration, trfc latter 
for the Dcw.innec of the Nabob’s Houfchold,-— both the declared Enemies of Mahmud Rizza 
Cawn. To the latter indeed 1 was principally inclined by your Commands, and I hope it will 
appear that I have adopted almoft the only Expedient in which they could be cxaAly fulfilled. 
You direffed chat * If tire AffiRance and Information of Nund Comar (hould be fcrviccablc to mf 
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. •« invefticatine the Condua of Mahmod RiwaCawis I Ihould yield him Enrouragement 
IndT waK h?5 Trouble and the Extent of his Services may deferve.* There .s no Doubt

“ 2. We have been long fcnfible of the utter Impropriety of lodging an abfolutc Power in the 
Hands of Mahomed Reza Cawn, but the Remedy was not without its Difficulties { we truft 
the Evil is on the Point of being eradicated. Inconveniencies generally attend great and fudden 

• sie itiOiig. Alterations, but wc dare • that your Agency will render them as few, as temporary, and as light 

as polTible, 

“ 3. Although you will obfervethat fundry Changes have lately taken place in the Diredlion of 
the Company's Affairs at Home, thofe Changes will not in the leaft affea the Meafures in which 
you are engaged 5 on the contrary, we take this early Opportunity, not only for teftifying our 
entire Approbation of your Condud, but of affuring you of our firmed Support in accompliihing 
the Work you have fo fuccefsfully commenced} and wc doubt not but it will iffuc in the Deliver- 
ance of Bengal from Oppreflion} in the Eftablilhment of our Credit, Influence, and Intcrcft in 
India ■, and confcquently in every Advantage which the Contpany or the Nation may juftly expe^ 
from fo important a Tranfatftion. 

“ 4. As you have diftinffly marked in your Letter thofe Objefts of Enquiry and Regulation 
which we (hould otherwile have pointed out to you, we affure ourfclves that you will profecute

u ^8. m obferve with great Pleafure the Teftimonial given by you of Mr. Middleton •, you will 
aflaffe bfm'of our entire Approbation of his Conducl: on this Occafion *, and as the Committee 
have concurred heartily in lupporting a Meafure which in the Courfe of Debate the Majority had 
ftrenuoufly oppofed, we cannot be diflatisfied with their Conduft, unlcfs the Perufal of their 
Debates Ihould oblige ua to alter our Opinion refpeding them. 

^‘‘*9. As the Shortnefs of our Time will not permit us to be more particular, we can only repeat 
toydu dii/ Aflurances of Proteftion and Support in carrying into full Execution the Arrangements 
you hai^l jfo happily bc^n j and as wc defire particularly that you will diftinguiflj and encourage 
Merit wherever you find it, fo do we moft ftrialy conjure you not to fuffer Rank, Station, or .?ny 
Connexion or Confiderarion whatever, to deter you from bringing every Oppreffion to Light, and 
every Offender, Native or European, to condign Punilhmcnr. 

“ 10. If the Abolition of the Office of Naib Dewan, and ftepping forth as Principals, fliould 
in any Degree alarm your European Neighbours, we rely on your Prudence for removing every 
improper Jealoufy that may be entertained on this Account. 

“ 1 1. Notwithftanding this Letter is figned by.us, the Court of DireAors, we mean it as a Secret, 
and tranfinit it confidentially to you only $ and we leave it to your Diferetton to lay the Contents, 
or any Part thereof, before the Council, if Circumftances fliould in your Opinion render it necef- 
fary, or if you fliould judge it for our Intereff fo to do, and not otherwife.

Wc fhould have efteemed a fmaller Salary a 
competent Allowance for the Office of Roy Roy.in ; but when wc confidered the great Claims he 
has in his bather’s Services to the Company, the high Rank he has to fupport, the numerous 
Family that depend for Subfiftentc upon him, and the prodigious Reduftion his Income has 
luftaincd in the falling in of his Father’s Penfion, we judged this a fit Occafion to fhew the Gcnc- 
rofity of the Company in the Divifion of the Three Lacks, without drawing it into a Precedent, or 
Lading them wiih additional Expences «

next examine Mr. Hudfon to piove that the above-mentioned Letters were cranlinitted 
to the Court of Diredors. *

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The Counfel for the Defendant ftated they would next proceed to fhew on what 
Grounds the Salary of Mr. Croftes was encreafed on the Motion of Mr. Barwell ; for 
which Purpofe they would read a Confultation of the 6th December 1776, of which 
the Managers for the Commons had given an Extraft only in Evidence, tending to 
(hew only” the Fad of the Increafe of Salary, and omitting the Reft of the Confulta- 
tion which fets forth the Reafons for making fuch Increafe. 

Read, from Book 187, already delivered in, the following Revenue Confultation 
of the 6th December 1776, beginning at Page 203 of the fame Book.

Mr. Harwell.— ^Mr. Croftes having been appointed by the Court of Direftors Afliftant to the 
Controuling Council of Revenue at Moorlhedaljad, and recommended by them as a proper Perfon 
to have Charge of the Accounts, he was appointed to that Council, and remained there till it 
was diflblved in 1772, when he received the following Recommendation from them to the Go- 
vernor and Council in Calcutta. 

“ Extrad of a Letter from the Chief and Council of Revenue at Moorflicdabad to the 
Honble. the Prefident and Council of Fort William, dated the 8th September 1772. 

The Regularity and unwearied Attention which has conftantly been difplayed by Mr. Croftes 
in his Office of Accomptant to the Dewannee, as well as in modelling the General Books, which 
have been eftabliflied in that Department, upon an uniform clear and comprchenfive Plan, as in 
expediting the Bufiqefs of Accounts appertaining to the Revenue Branch in all its fubordinate 
Articles have ever yielded us the utmoil Satisfadion ; in Juftice, therefore, to his Abilities, and a 
ednduft fo truly deferving of Commendation and Applaufc, we cannot omit this public Tcllimony 
of our Approbation, not doubting but the fame Motives which influenced us thus particularly 
to point him out to your Notice, will operate equally forcibly in his F'avour with you, and induce 
you to bellow upon him that Countenance and Protedion which we have ever confidercd due to 
his diftinguiflied Merit.” 

“ Having fulfilled the Duties of his former Station to the Satisfadlion of his Superiors, it was 
thought proper, when the Revenue Department was removed to Calcutta, to appoint him Ac- 
comptant General to this Department, as appears from the following Extraft fiom the General 
Flan for ellablilhing the Khalla in Calcutta : 

“ That it be recommended to the Board to confer this Office on Mr. Charles Croftes, the prefent 
Accomptant of the Board of Revenue, whofe Diligence and Praftice in that Bulinefs, and the par- 
ticular In(lru6lions of the Honourable the Court of Directors, juftly entitle him to that important 
Charge.” 

“ After he had remained in this Employment for fome Time the Governor and Council were 
pleafed to honour him with the following Recommendation to the Court of Diredors. 

** Extraft of the General Letter from the Konble. the Prefident and Council of Revenue at Fort 
William, to the Honble. the Court of Directors, dated the 5th January, 1773. 

In this Place we beg Leave to refer you to the particular Recommendation made by the late 
Council of Revenue at Moorffiedabad, in their Proceeding of the 8th September laft in Favour of 
Mr. Charles Croftes, the Accomptant to that Department, who is now employed as our Accomp- 
tant General to the Dewannee. and from whofe Services and diligent Attention to his Bufinefs, we 
hope <0 have the Accounts Revenues perfcdly balanced in an uniform and regular Man- 

ner at the Expiration of every Scafon. 

He continued in this Station till his Health was fo much impaired that he was no longer able 
to attend the Duties of fo laborious an Office, and a Change of Air became abfolutely ncccflTary. 
There was at that Time no other Appointment at the Subordinate vacant, except that of Ac- 
comptant to the Burdwan Council, to which he was in Expedation of fucceeding to a Seat in that 
Council on the firft Vacancy ; but his Health amending he was induced to folicit the Penniffion 
, of the Board to remain in his Station at the Prefidency. He received this Permiffion as appears 
from the following Minute.

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« The Prcfident bees Leave to acquaint the Board, that Mr. Charles Crofees, at the Time he 
folicited and obtained the y^pointment of Accomptant w the Burdwan 1 rovinoal Pivifion, 
laboured under a very fevcrc Fit of an IndifpoGtion, of which he had before had repeated AttacM; * 
that this Circumitance in a Manner incapacitating him for Bufmeft, rendered liim anwous to pro- 
cure a Change of Air and Situation ; but that having fincc perfeftly recovered his Health, he is 
now dcfirous, with the Board's Approbation, of continuing to execute thole Offices at the 1 te- 
ndency which they did him fo much Honour in appointing him to at fo early a I eriod of his 
Service.

“ Governor General’s Opinion. 

The Governor General is of Opinion, that Mr. Croftes’s Requed for Arrears fhould be 
granted, f lie frequent Recommendations that have been fent Home of Mr. .Croftes from hence, 
the favourable Reception thofc Recommendations have met with from the Court of Dircflors, 
and the drong Manner which they have pointed him out to tlic Attention of this Government, 
judly entitle him to a Reward for his pad Services. 'I'hc very jfm all Salary he has hitherto en- 
joyed for difeharging the Duties of a very laborious Office h'as ’^certainly Wn in no Shape Hilequatc 
to the Expcncc every Perfon may neccffarily incur for a Subfidenccin this Country. The Court of 
Direftors have, in more Indanccs than one, given a negative Approbation to Rewards conferred on 
thofc who have didinguilhed thcmfclvcs in their Service, The Formalities which arc nccefiary in 
the Grants of Pendons and Allowances from Home, may poffibly have prevented the Court of 
Directors from giving their direft Sanction to an Encreafe of Mr. Croftes’s Appoinfmcnis, and 
induced ilicm to recommend him to this Board, in almod the fame Terms as thofc in which Mr. 
Croftes had before been recommended to them •, they have thcmfelves pointed, out the Difficulty 
they labour under in this Refpedt in the Eighty-fcventh Paragraph of their General Lcticr of ific 
3d of March 1775, where they mention a Bye Law which reftrains them from granting a larger 
Salary than One Hundred Pounds per Annum.

“ In Obedience to your Commands, fignified to me in your Letter of the 24th inftant, I' have 
the Satisfadlion to acquaint you, that I have this Morning feized the Perfons of Mahomed Reza 
Cawn, and his Dewan, Aumrut Sing, and placed proper Guards upon their Houfes and Efiedls. 

As you were pleafed to intimate your Wilh, that I fliould avoid a pcrfonal Interview with the 
Nabob, I deputed Mr. Anderfon, pne of my AlTillants, to wait upon him with a Letter from 
me, and to communicate the difagrecable Orders I had received regarding him ; at the fame Time 
an Olliccr, with Eight Companies of Sepoys, was detached from the Brigade, to expedite the 
Execution of thefe Orders, and to guard againft any evil Confequences which might have en- 
I'ucd in the City. Apprehending that this Alarm would occafion fame Dillurbance, f went myfcif 
with a Part of this Force, joined to fomc Companies of Pergunnuh Sepoys, to the Kellah, with a 
View to explain the Matter to the young Nabob, and to obviate any Conllernation or Surprize 
which might have feized him, from an Event thus hidden and unexpeQed, and at the fame Time 
to prevent any Irregularities which, at this critical Juncture, the Nizemut Seapoys, or the Nabob’s 
own Servants, might have been tempted to commit ■, but I had the Satisfa^ion to find, that 
however prudent Circumflances might have made thefe Mcafurcs appear, there was in Fadl no 
abfolute Necefllty for their Adoption, for I did not difeover the leall Tendency to Tumult or 
Difurder throughout his Excellency’s Dependants; and fo little Inclination did Mahomed Reza 
Cawn Ihew to oppofc or impede the immediate Execution of your Orders, that he was no fooner 
acquainted with the Purport of them, than he made a voluntary Refignation of himfclf and Eflefts 
to the Officer * to the Officer who was deputed to take him into Cullody, And here I Ihould not 
do Jullicc to the calm Submiffion with which he met his unhappy Fate, was I not to notice the 
Readinefs he manifcllcd to comply with your Orders in their tulleft Extent; and fo far from 
wilhing to protracl the Period of his Departure from hence, I can venture to alfure you, you can- 
not be more impatient for his Arrival, in Calcutta than he ap^ars to be; and he accordingly 
proceeds on his Journey To-night, under an Efcort of TwcPCOmpanics* of Sepoys, commanded by 
Lieutenant Lucas.

The Counfcl for the Defendant informed the Houfe that the Managers for the 
Commons having ftated in Page 1105 of the printed Minutes, “ that they would falfif^ 
the Letter of the Defendant to the Court of Direftors of the 29th November 1780. 
in all its Parts;’’ they would^next proceed to prove that the Prefent from Sadanund. 
was received by Mr. Haftings at the Time and for the Purpofes by him ftated in the 
above* mentioned Letter of the 29th November 1780. 

Read, from Book 26, already delivered in, the following Extraft of a Confultation 
of the 1 2th June 1780, beginning at Page 452 of the fame* Book. 

“ Fort William, the 12th June 1780. 

“ At a Council ; Prefent, 

The Honblc. Warren Haftings, Governor General, Preddent; 

Philip Francis, Efquirc. 

Mr. Wheeler, indifpofed. 

Lieut. Gen. Sir Eyre Coote, abfent on a Vilit to the different Stations of the Army. 

“ The Members of the Board have been fumiflied with Copies of the Letters which have been 
written to Moodajee Buofta and his Dewan, to Benarem Pundit their Vakqcl or Miniftcr at this 
Government, containing in a very long Detail the Motives and Views of the Government of 
Berar. Thefc I think improper to be entered on our Records, but I recotiYmend them to the At- 
tention of the Board, in their Confideration of the Conduff which we are to obferve towards that 
Government. 

“ From the Declarations made in thefc Letters, and from other Advice, it appears, that urged 
by the Demands of the Adminiilration at Poonah, and the Menaces of the Nabob Nizam ul Mullock, 
the Rajah hath levied a confiderable Force, faid to confift of 50,000 Horfe, oftenlibly deftined to 
CO operate with the Peiftiwa, by invkding Bengal and the Dominions of our Ally the Nabob of 
Oude 1 that one Divifion of 30,000 Horfe, commanded by Chtmnajee Boofla, the Rajah’s Second 
Son, has been accordingly difpatchcd to our Frontier by the Road of Cuttack, and has been 
fome Time fince .arrived in the Neighbourhood of that City, where it is propofed that he (hall 
canton during the Rainy Seafon. 

*♦ rhe Rajah and his Dewan both profefs the moft ftcady Attachment to the Company, and a 
Refolucion to preferve the Peace and good Underftanding which have fubfifted tetween that 
Government and the Englifti fince the Period in which the latter firft obtained a Share in the 
Political Concerns of thefc Provinces. 

“ I hefc ProfcfTions have been repeated in all their Letters, and fanftilied by the moft folemn 
Atteftations. However fufpicious fuch voluntary Proteftations may generally appear, there can bg 
no valid Reafon for refufing a certain Degree of Credit to them on the prefent Occafton, as 
they arc peifedly confiftent with what we know to be the Intcreft of the BooQa Family, and with 
the Conduft which it has invariably obferved towards the Government of Bengal, from the 
AccefTion of jannoojee to the prefent Time. Its natural Enemies arc the Chiefs whole Dominions 
border immediately upon the Diftridls of Berar, and lie in many Places intermixed with them ; 
that is to fay, the Pelhwa, Nizam Ally Cawn, and Mahadajec Scindi^ The Company cannot be 
regarded in the fame Light, bccaufe the Line of Country which joins their Pofleffions to Berar is 
f) wild and uncultivated that no Caufe of Competition c-an arife refpeiling it*, and the Territories 
of each, in thefe Parts, yield little Advantage to the Propri^gfblcThe Claim of the Beraj Govern- 
ment to the Chouc of thefc Provinces is fj antiquated, that though it might be revived as a 
Pretext, it could never operate as an Inducement to inv.ade them, on any other Principles than 
thole which are the Grounds of original Conqueft, nor could fuch an Enterprize be formfd with- 
out great and certain Hazards, a Length of Hoftilities, and a proportionate Expence to which 
the Refources of Berar are inadequate, and the Expofure of its own internal Pofteirtons to the 
Ambition and Rapacity of its Neighbours. 

'I'he Habits of a long Intercourfe of Friendihip, and the BeneEts which are mutually and 
equally derived by both Governments from a Continuance of the fame Degree of Union, may 
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Hkewiie be as Atgtimen'ts of the favourable' I^fpofitidn of that Government towardsl 

this, everi under the piefent Appearances; yet the contrary^ notwithilandihg the ftrongGiounds 
which appear for this Conclufion, may be the Cafe, and even with the bcu Intentions the Steps 
thtough which the Berar Government, in the Accommodation Of an oftenfiblc Plan to. its own 
i^ret Wiihes, may be infenfibly led, may terminate in Hoftilities againft us. * . . 

From the Whole of this Review* it appears to be the proper Policy of thit;.Govcrnment to 
Oonfider and treat that of Befar in the Character which it profclTes, but to guard againft the 
I\)ffibilitv of ' its becoming hofti^ to us. 

** This Pt^icy at the ftme 3 'ime fortunately coincides with the prefent Views of that Govern- 
ment, and uwy be made to promote them. The Rajah and his Minifter have from the Beginning 
e^tprefled the ftrohgeft Oefiit to become the Mediators of Peace between us and the Marattas * 
and this Delirc is mure (irepuoudy urged in their laft, than in any of their former Letters, which 
may be accounted for on good Grounds ; for it is certainly their Intereft to be the Inftruments 
of bringing the W^ar to a Termination, by Means which muft enhance their . Confcquence and 
relieve them from certain Difficulties and Expence. The Rajah informs us, that he has written 
to the Pcilhwa, and oibred his' Intcrccffion to accommodate Matters with us, confiding in the 
Afiurances given him by thi^ Government of its Willingneft to agree to Peace through his Me- 
diation, and to his Guarantee for the Maintenance of it, and has propofed that his Dewan (hall 
come to Balalbre or Benares, with GttdentiaU ilnd full Powers from the Pcilhwa to negotiate 
and conclude a Treaty of Peace.— Let uS avail ourfelvcs of this favourable Difpofition. — Let his 
Mediation be accepted, and his Dewan invited to come for that Purpofe to C.ilcUtta. I am 
firmly ol Opinion chat Peace can only be accompltihed by this or fome ocher Mode that (hall 
put the Negotiations for it within* the Reach and immediate Controul of this Government. 
The Seat o( War is not the Soil adapted by Nature for the Growth of Peace-, yet, while 
every Means are employed to promote this End, we muft not Qacken in thofc which may give 
us an Advantage in the War, if our Hopes of a fpeedy Termination of it Ihould be frufirated. 
On the contrary, this * Seafon and thefe Hopes require a redoubled Exertion on our Part in the 
Profecucion of the War, as a necefikry Concurrence with, the Meafures which we may take for the 
Conclufion of it. For this Reafon, 1 recommend that the Orders lately pafied for the Redudion 
of Captain Popham’s Detachment be fufpended; that the Sepoys of the Detachment be imme- 
diately formed into .Three regular Battalions, and added to the Detachment allotted to Major 
Camac. Let it be given in Inftruffions to Major Camac, if he Ihould find it praflicable to march 
his Detachment, in Conjunftion with the Forces which the Rannee by Treaty will be obliged in 
fuel/ a Cafe to furnifh, diredlly to Oogein, the Capital of the Territory dependant on Ma- 
dajee Sciiidia. This cannot fail to divert him from the War in the Guzzerat, and by bringing it 
Home to his own Interefts, which have hitherto been wholly exempt from it, induce him to be 
an equal Solicitor for Peace, to which at this Time he appears to be the only Impediment. In 
Effeft, all Advices confirm the Information contained in the Berar Letters of the Oppofuioft of 
Scindia's Wiihes, to thofe of the Minifier in this particular Inftance. The only Obftacle tu this 
Defign is, the Force which the Maratta Government a^ually poircflcs at Calpee and Bundlecund. 
A diferetionary Power Ihould be given- to Major Camac to remove this by any Means, either by 
'Negotiation or Force, which he lhall judge necelTary, and which (hall not be likely to detain 
him from, his main Object. From all the Intelligence which has been lately received from that 
farcer, this appears to be no difficult Work, as the Maratta Power in that Country is not in 
itlclf very confidcrable, and thofe who poflefs it are dirafieflcd to the Government on which they 
depend. The Purpofe of amdertaking this Expedition and its Motives may be communicated to 
Moodajee Boofla. He cannot difapprove it * nor is it likely to give fuch OflFcnce to the Minifter 
of Poona, whofe Jealoufy to Madajee Scindia is well known, as to excite in his Mind any new 
Objedion to Pacification. 

“ By the propofed Plan of Operations the Subfidy which we have hitherto received from the 
» Ranna of Gohud will ceafe j all that we can itquirc of him will be to join our Forces with the 
•Quota of his Troops ftipulated by the Treaty. It will therefore become necelTary to provide a 
Military Fund for the Payment of this Detachment. I propofe to the Board, as the Seafon is now 
approaching in which our Demands upon Rajah Cheit Sing, for the Payment of his annual Con- 
tribution towards the ExpejKc of the 'War, Ihould be made, we do immediately inftruft our Rcfi- 
dent at Benares to apply to him for the Sum of Five Lacks of Rupees j which Sum I propofe (hall 
be appropriated folcly to the Payment of Major Camac's Detachment. 

“ If <nc Board agree to this Aar.y,<t will be necelTary to make fome Alterations in our late Or- 
ders, and thefe I lhall reduce to diftin^I Propofitions. 

“ ift. That the Order for th|p Return of Captain Popham’s Detachment be countermanded. 

“ ad. That the Sepoy Drafts of that Detachment be immediately formed into Three Regular 
Battalions. 

“ jd. That the Three Senior Captains now with the Detachment be appointed to the Command 
0 * thefe Battalions, and that the Commander in Chief be requefted to ilTuc the necelTary Ordera 
for completing them with Subaltern and Native Officers. 

** 4 th, That to complete thefe Bittalions with their Proportion of Ordnance, Two 6 Pounders 
M added to the Guos now with Captain Popham’s Deuclunent. • 
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** 5tb. That thefe Battalions be added to the Detachment alteady ordered to b<! put under the 
Command of Major Camac, and the whole formed into a feparate Corps during the Continuance 
of the prefcnt Service. 

" 6th. That in Addition to the Guns attached by the ReguUtioa to each Battalion of Sepoya 
upon Service, Two Twelve Pounders, the Howitzer now with Captain Popham’s Detachment, and 
Two Cohorns, be ordered to join Major Camac’s Detachment. 

“ yth. That the Board of Ordnance be requeued to iflTue Orders for fupplying Major Camac*a 
Detachment with the above-mentioned Ordnance, and the Proportion of Ammunition and Sturet 
agreeable to the ElUbiKhment, either from Cawnpore or either of the Military Stations contiguous 
to it. 

** 8th. That a Brigade Major and an Aid de Camp be added to the Staff of Major Camac’s De- 
tachment in confequence of the additional Strength of it. 

9th. That the Secretary be directed to draw out Inflrudions for Major Camac from the 
preceding Minute. 

“ I entreat the Board to give me their Support in the Profecution of this Plan. If they have beeh 
from its Commencement averfe to the War. let them join with me in profecuting it with Vigour to 
its fpeedy Termination. If they confider themfclves as free from the ft«fponfibility of it, let them 
. allow me to acquit myfelf of mine. I wifli I could venture my Life upon the Confemiences. I 
know the Man who is to conduff it, and am certain that if the Dehgn is praflicable, he will ex- 
ecute it to its fulled: Effe6f, nor am I fearful of the Inference which this Declaration may draw upoii 
me for the future Event of it. («)

“ Convinced as we are of the indifpeqfable Ncccflity of bringing the prefent War, if poflible, 
to a fpeedy Conclufion, wc fhall heartily join in the Support of every Meafure which appears to 
have Peace for its Objefl, and which carries with it any reafonable Profpeft of Succefs. On this 
Principle wc agree with the Governor General, that it may be advifeable to avail ourfclvcs of the 
favourable Difpofition of the Berar Government, and to invite the Rajah’s Dewan to come for that 
Purpofe to Calcutta. The Motives adlgned for his late Condud, and for the March of a Body 
of his Troops to Cuttac arc plaufiblc at lead, and appear to be confirmed by the Delays with 
which it has been attended, and by their prefent Inadivity. The Defire he profefles of becoming 
the Mediator of Peace between us and the Marattas, feems likely to be fincere j becaufe we be- 
lieve it to be founded in the Confidcration of his own Intcrcft, and becaufe it is conformable to 
the Language which he has uniformly held to us ; Wc do not mean to fay that Evidence of this 
Nature is to be implicitly depended on i but it is now fo eflentially our Intcrcft to fecure the 
Fricndftiip of Moodajee Boofta, or at leaft to prevent his a^ing againft that we (hould think 
it imprudent to difeover any Doubt of his Sincerity. It cannot be very difficult to maintain the 
Appearances of the moft perfect Confidence in his good Faith, without fuffering it to miftead us^ * 
or ncglcAing any of thofe i’recautions which our Situation dictates, and which are never more ne- 
ceflary perhaps than in the mjdft of Security. Wc therefore agree with the Governor General in 
this Part of his Minute; but wc find with extreme Concern that it is impoffible for us to give our 
Aflcnt to the fubfequent Propofition. The Reafons for which wc objeft* to it (hall be ftatetf briefly, 
without reviving former Arguments or refiefling on any Thing chat is paft. Taking our Situation 
as it ftands, wc declare it to be our moft deliberate Opinion, tl^afr: a Peace is indifpenfably ncccflary 
to fave the India Company, and every Intcrcft conne^ed wrtK thejrs, from the greateft Diftrefs, if 
not from certain Ruin ; and that at whatever Diftance this Objc« may be, it is not pradlicable for 
us to continue the War on any Terms without a very confiderable Redudtion in the Expence of 
eondufting it. In the former of thefe Opinions we have never varied, in the latter we arc fure of 
the Governor General’s Concurrence, On this general Ground we objeft to the propofed Mea- 
fore.

We have feen the Expcnccs of a Detachment of only Two thoufand 
Drafts, under Captain Popham, fwelled to more than Nincty-onc thoufand Rupees a Month } and 
we firmly believe it to be an Evil infcparable from dillant Military Operations in this Country, that 
the Charge of them can ncithw be limited nor controuled. We do not mean to difpute the Pro- 
priety ot the Governor’s jiciibnal Confidence in Major Camac, but in our Minds fur h implicit 
Confidence cannot exilt wiihout Experience, muchlefs in Oppofition to that with which the Con- 
dud ot fimilar Expeditions has already furnilhcd us : In, this Obfervation we allude only to the 
Expence that attends them. 

“ 4th. Becaufc the propofed Anticipation of th« Demand of Five Lacks of Rupees from the 
Rajah of Benares, and the foie Appropriation of it to this Service, is no Relief of Expence or In- 
creafe of Refource, fince the abow i-ive Lacks make Part of our general Eftimatc of Rclources for 
the Service of the current Year, and if applied tb any Service not provided for in the lame Eftimatc, 
will leave a Deficiemy whicli muft be made good out of Tome other Fund. 

“ 5th. Becaufe it appeared to us, that the State of our Trealury is not in any Degree equal to 
the exifting and encreafing Demands which prefs upon this Government. The apparent Balance on 
Monday laft, including the Depofit in the New Fort (without which we (houid confider ourfelves 
as totally unprovided for Mcafores of immediate Defence, if fuch fiiouid become neceflary,) 
amounted to no more than Current Rupees 42,09,453. Dedud the Depofit in the New Fort, and 
kt the Account be ftat^ as it will then ftand, and as it ought to ftand.

“ This View of our Situation undoubtedly leads to other important Conclufions. That to which 
we rnean to confine it at prclent is, that we are in no Condition to undertake new Expcnccs, nor, if 
our I'reafury were better fupplied than it js, fhould wc think it prudent to expol'c ourfelves to the 
Demands or another Expedition, in the Plan of which we fee no eftencial Difference from that 
which ftill exifts under General Goddard. 

6th. Becaufe admitting that all the preceding Objedions on the Head of Expence could be 
anfwered or removed, we arc not fatisfied that the Plan itfclf would cither end where it profelfes to 
be direded, or that this is the Seafon in wliich it ought to be attempted on its own avowed Princi- 
ples. The declared Purpofe of the Expedition is to invade Madajee Scindia’s Country, and to 
attack his Capital Ugein, in order ^o divert him from the War in Guzerat to the Defence of his 
own Territories. We underftand and admit the Force of this Argument, though in our Judgment 
by other Confiderations, independent of which wc fhould only objed to the Time 
chofen for the Exp^ition, and to the unncceffary Charge of keeping up Captain Popham’s De- 
tachment. If it be meant to wjchdraw Madajee Scindia from the War in Guzerat, and to dillrad 
his Force and Attention fronvthat Country to his own, it feems to us that the Attempt fliould be 
made as foon as pofTible after Odober, when General Goddard might be at Liberty to co-operate 
with it and to favour its Succefs by a fimilar Diverfion on his Side, not in the midft of the Rains 
when Gcn^'ral C^ddard’s Army is in Cx’Xonnrieius and unable to take the Field. The manifeft Ad- 
vant.age of having the Two Armies ading in Concert and dividing the Attention of the Enemy 
betvretn^thcm would be loft, if they were not both in the Field the fame Time. But this and 
every other Objedion to the Meafure, is in Fad removed by the Inftrudions which immediately 
Jollow it, and which in pur Opinion arc wholly inconfjftcnt with the firft propofed Objed.

“ The Fird, Second, and Third Paragraphs of the propofed Indruflions to Major Camac, being 
conformable to the Treaty concluded with the Rana of Gohud, we acquiefee therein j but we 
think it Ihould be added that, before our Troops depajt from the Rana’s Country, the full 
Amount of the Subfidy due for their Pay Ihould be demanded and received. But we cannot 
confent to ved Major Camac with the Powers mentioned in the 4th Par. viz. ‘ To carry the War 

* immediately into the Dominions of Tuccajee and Scindia, if he lhall judge it prafticabic and 

* expedient, and to accept of fuch other Aid from the Rana of Gohud as he fliall judge equi- 
‘ valent to the Body of Ten thoufand Horfe, which the Rana is obliged by Treaty to furnilh.' 
The Latitude given in the Fird Article, leaves it in cffca to Major Camac to carry the Company’s 
Arms wherever he thinks proper. The Second impowers him to annul the mod important and 
apparently the mod ufcful Article of the Treaty. In both Indanccs, the Government rclinquiflics 
its Controul over a Meafurc which may lead us much further than we are aware of, and be 
attended with the mod ierious Confequences. We have already obferved, that an Attempt to invade 
Scindia’s Country, if advifeable, Ihould be made at a Time when General Goddard can co-operate 
with it and fupport it ; this cannot be done till towards the Conclufion of the Rains. There is 
Time fufficient to concert a Plan with the Rana of Gohud, and to afeertain what Aflidance may 
be depended on from him. 

“ The Board will then have proper Materials before themfclves to judge how far it may be fafe 
or expedient to embark in tbe.Mearure, fuppofing that a Peace, which is our fird Object, Ihould 
not be eflefted in the Interim. For thefe Rcafons we cannot affent to the Propofitions contained in 
the Fourth Paragraph.

This Detachment is to be formed by Three 
Battalions of Sepoys from the Second Brigade ftationed at Cawnporc, the Battalion of Light In- 
fantry, commanded by Captain James Brown, and a Party of Artillery, to confift of Half a 
Company of Europeans, and Half a Battalion of Lafears.

“ If before your March into Gohud you fliall receive any Information from the Rana that he 
fhall not require the Affiftance of your Detachment, you will in*!!ke Manner fufpend your March, 
and wait our Inftruftions. 

“ For your Guidance in maintaining the Relation of your Command to the Rana of Gohud, 
we herewith deliver to you a Copy of the Treaty executed with him, and we require and enjoin 
you to conform to it with the moft fcrupulous and literal Exa£fncfs. 

“ The Commilfary General having drawn out an F.ftablifhment for your Detachment, which 
meets with our Approbation, we tranmiit it to you, defiring at the fame Time that you do not,

“ Governor General. — Two Minutes have been lately delivered by Meffrs. Francis and Whelcr, 
bearing their joint Signatures, in Anfwer to Propofitions made by me to the Board.

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» It is not my Intention to follow tliefe Minutes through every Affettlori of Fa£is, and every 
Deduclion of Argument. I (hall only reply to fuch Points as have a Relation to my prefent Pur- 
pofe, which is ftill to infift on the Neceflity of carrying on the War into the Diftrids appertaining 
to Maclajee Scindia ; and to this 1 entreat the Board to give me their Attention. 

“ Except the Article of Expcnce, I can fcarccly collect the Objedions which arc made to it. 

« It never was my Intention to employ Major Camac in an Invafion of Bundccund, nor fuIFcrj 
if it were attempted on the Ground of his Inftrudions, fuch a Waftc of the Time required for 
the Firft and eflential Objeds of its Operations. 

« The Ends propofed by this Expedition are Two immediate*, Firft, to divide the Maratta 
Strength, and divert it from General Goddard i Second, to make the principal Agent of the War, 
the principal Sufferer by it i and One ultimately. Peace. To this it is objeded that * the manifell 

* Advantage of having Two Armies ading in Concert, and dividing the Attention ot the Enemy 

* between them, would be loft if they were not both in the Field at the fame Time.’ This is by 

no Means a fair Conclufton, becaufe it fuppofes the Enemy to keep the Field, and our principal 
Army to be inadive— The Reverfe is the moft probable — And my Purpofc will be equally an- 
fwered, whether both remain in (garters, and Major Camac be fuffered to profccute the Plan af- 
figncd him without Oppofition, or whether the whole Force of the Enemy be direded againft 
him, and General Goddard left at Liberty to ad in the Profccution of his. The rainy Seafon is no 
Impediment to our Troops, but a great One to the Maratta, which confift only of Cavalry ; and if 
the Mcafure which 1 have propofed be iyen now agreed to, I Ihould hope to bound it with that Sea- 
fon, or to effed every material Purpofc within the Rains. , 

“ The Defign of the propofed Inftrudions to Major Camac has been mifunderftood, and the 
intended Senfe of it inverted. It is not meant • to give Major Camac a Latitude to carry the 
‘ Company’s Arms wherever he thinks proper,* but to order him to carry the Company’s Arms 
to a preferibed Scene of Adion, unlcfs he thinks it improper. 

“ The Objedion made to the Expence is a material one, but a vigorous Exertion c.annot be 
made without Expcnce, nor can the War be concluded honourably, or profccuted fuccefsfully, 
without fuch an Exertion. Feeble Mcafures and Advances for Peace will but yield to the Strength 
arill Prefumption of our Adverfarics, difeourage our Friends, and perhaps induce them to become 
Parties againft us. 

“ The Rcfourccs of this Government exhaufted as they arc, and withheld from it by its internal 
Imbecility, arc yet equal to every probable Contingency of the prefent War, if it is conduded on 
a confiftent Plan, and that not varied by defultory Votes of Council on every Mcafure required for 
its Ptofecution. 

“ I muft here take Notice that the Expcnce of Captain Popham’s Detachment has been greatly 
over-rated. It is afferted that the Expcnce of a Detachment of only a,ooo Drafts under Captain 
Popham, has been Twelled to more than 91,000 Rupees per Month, and in another Place this 
Sum is ftated as a fixed Amount. 

“ The Truth is, that the Expcnce of this Detachment has exceeded its due Bounds, yet not in 
the Degree imputed to it, which would be indeed enormous. The Detachment befides the 2,000 
Drafts, (they arc in Fad 2*400) confifts of Artillery and Cavalry : The monthly Expcnce of the 
Whole was on a Medium about 82,000 Rupees*, of this Sum the 

Cavalry alone produce — 12,811*, and the 

Artillery ~ 8,300 

Making together — 21,111 and this Sum deduded from the 

Total leaves 61,000 Rupees for the Drafts, including the Staff and Contingencies of Four Batta-* 
lions into which they were formed, though the Number was equal only to Three. 

“ The Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War is mine, and has been 
made exclufively mine} the other Members having repeatedly difclaimed their Share in the 
Refponfibility attending it. It is hard, that while they load me with the Weight of fuch a 
Charge, they Ihould bind my tiands and deny me the Means of fupporting it. 

“ If Mr. Francis (I am compelled to fpcak thus plainly) thinks that he can better or more 
cffcftually condud the War to the Termination we both profefs to aim at, and that he can in 
Honour deprive me of the Right which I claim to didate the Means of accompliftiing it, let 
him avowedly take the Lead ; b^t if I am to be charged with the Confcqucnccs of it, or if the 
Right which I claim be juftly mibe, let him allow me to poflefs and excrcifc it. 

“ It u impoflible to combine the Principles of Enterprize and Inadion in the fame general 
Mcafure, and as impofiible for his Sentiments and mine to be brought into Agreement on the 
Subjcd,of the Marratta War. I have in vain laboured to accommodate them by a ftudied At- 
tention to his Opinions in every Meafure which I have ventured to propofe in the Courfe of the 
laft Fifteen Months, and have reftrained myfelf from urging others, which, however proper and 
neceflary for the Occafion, exclufively confidered, were mconfiftent with the aduai State and 
Temper of this Government. 

. I ww revert to my Propofition, and requeft the Board to re-confider their Objedions to the 
Inftrudions which I have propofed to be given to Major Camac. I have not the Prefumption to 
, exped that they will be influenced by any Reafoning which 1 have ufed, having had too much 

. 4 Experienoa 
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Experience of the Infufficicncy of official Argument to OYdfcomfc a decided, much Icfs a Con- 
fcdc^rate Oppofition. But as the Expcnce which will attend the Meafure which I have recom- 
mended is tlir only formal Objeftion made to it, I hope I may be allowed to remove it by offering 
to exonerate the Company from it, and to take it upon myfclf. That this Propofition may not be 
mifunderaood, and that I may not bind myfclf by Engagements which may exceed my Power to 
fulfil them, I will explain myfelf. 

“ The regular Pay and Batta of the Troops which arc to form Major Camac’s Detachment, 
conllitutc no Part of the Expence of it, fmee thefc would be the fame in their Amount altho’ dte 
Battalions remained in their original Quarters-, neither ought the Sufpenfion of the Subfidy to be 
charged to the Expedition, fincc it is probable, and I regard it as certain, that the Rana having 
no further Call for our Aid within his Country for the foie Defence of .it, will be glad to be re- 
lieved from the Expcnce attending it, and becaufe it is propofed in the laft of the Minutes of 
Meffrs. Francis and Whcler to withdraw it. 

“ The Contingencies of the Detachment are therefore the only Expence that can be rcafonably 
charged to the Expedition •, thefe I rate far below Two Lacks of Rupees-, that Sum I offer 
to contribute to this Difburfement. I have already dcpofited it within a fmall Amount in the 
Hands of the Sub Treafurer, and I beg that the Board will permit it to be accepted for that

“ After an attentive Confideration of the Governor General’s Minute delivered in to the Board 
yefterday, we adhcic to the Reafons which have induced us to withhold our Confent to the pro- 
poftd Expedition into Malva. To this, for the prefent, we fhall only add the following (hort 
licm.trks, in Reply to fomc Affertions in the Governor General’s Minute, which appear to us to 
be gratuitous. 

“ ift. The afloal F.xpencc of Captain Popham’s Detachment for the Months of November, 
December, and January laft, is ftated by the Commiffary General at Current Rupees 2,73,996, 
(vide his Letter, recorded on the ift of May) -, and we have no Rcafon to think that the Expence 
has decrcafcd fincc the Detachment has been on Service. 

“ 2d. We know not to what Eaffagc in cither of our Minutes the Governor General alludes when 
he fays, ‘ That it is propofed in the laft of the Minutes of Meffrs, Francis and Wheler, to withdraw 
‘ the Aid granted to the liana of Gohud.” Notwithftanding our original Difapprobation of the 
'I'reaty, and though none of the good Effcifts which were promifed from it, appear to us to have 
been accomplifhed, we have not propofed to depart from the Conditions by which this Govern- 
ment has been bound to the Rana. All wc infill on is, that the Subfidy Ihould be paid ; the 
Governor General has not informed us whether any Part of it has been difeharged. 

“ 3d. It is faid, that the Rainy Seafon is no Impediment to our. Troops,- though a great one 
to the Marattas. The lame Opinion was infilled on at the Tinv when Col. LeOie marched, and 
when the Governor’s Confidence in him was not inferior to tint which he now repofes in Major 
Camac, and wliiih we do not mean to fay is ill-foundodi Iwt Colonel Leflie’s Letters contain 
repeated Declarations of the Impoflibility of marching amidft the Torrents of Rain with which the 
Country was deluged. On this Point, our Conviftion remains unaltered. They who have not 
feen the Rains of India, can have no Idea of their Violence, nor how entirely the Surface of the 
Country is changed by them. In a few Days, we mean to record our Sentiments more at large 
on the Remainder of the Governor’s Minute, and on the general Situation of this Government.

He has not intimated to us what would be the final Extent 
of his Demands on the Marattas, or what Conceflions he would make to them. Before this Point 
is fixed wc have no (olid Bafis, cither for Action or Deliberation. The Full may be indefinite 
and unconneflcd, as it hitherto has been-, the Second muft be guided from Day to Day by Events.

“•In our Minute of the ?7th^ wc meant only to give an immediate Anfwcr to the Propofitlons 
before us. Wc Iball now enter more particularly into the Rcafonings and AflTertions with which it 
was intioduced. The Terms and Tendency of the Governor (jtnerars Minute make this Tafl<, 
however painful it may be, elTcntially ncccllary for the Information of thofe who arc to judge ot 
our Condud:, and of courl'e to our own Reputation and Safety. 

“ The Governor General fays, that ‘ except the Article (Tt F-xpence he can fcarccly colled the 

• Objedion made to the Mcafuic,’ ami again that ‘ the Fxpence is the only formal Objedion 
^ made to it.* Yet lome Pains arc taken to anfwcr another, which attacks the Mcalurc upon its 
own Principles, and which undoubtedly muft have been felt byjhe Governor General, or he would 
not have attempted to remove it, by fuppofing a Fad lo material to the (^cfth)n, as that our 
Principal Army is not in Cantonments and inactive, .and that it muft not continue fo till the Fnd of 
the Rains. The Truth is, rliac Gencial Goddard’s Army, or the major Part of it, is adually in 
tonments at Surat, and wc hear that he himfclf is at Bombay, Laft Year he did not take the Field 
until December, perhaps he might now move a Month fooncr, but we are fatibfied as well by 
own Letters as by every Information we have been able to obtain, that it is impolTiblc for him to nd 
before November. That the Rains would be no Impediment to our Infantry incumbeicd with 
Ba^^gngc, Tents, Stores, Ammun.tiou and a Train of Artillery, but that it would be a great one to 
a Body of Maratta Cavalry, leems to us a moft extraordinary Propofition. llitlierto it has been 
contradidkd by Experience, and we find no Arguments advanced to fupport it. If one ot the Ob- 
jeds of the Expedition be to divitle the Maratta Strength, and to divert it from General Goddard s, 
it is ellential to that Objedt, tliat General Goddard’s Army fliould be at the fame 1 ime in the bield, 
otherwiL the Maratta Force js not divided •, nor can there be a Divifion on one Side, unlefs fome Ope- 
rations ex. ft on the other, in iuvour of which the Diverfion is to be made*, but we fay that Ge- 
neral Goddard’s Army is in Caionments and muft remain inadivc till November, confequcntly the 
iindividc^d Force and Scrci^ih ol* the Marattas, if they think it necelfary, may be turned entirely to 
Major Camac. 

I'he Second Objed is faicl to be * to make Madajee Scindia, the principal Agent of the War, 

* the jVincipal SuHerer by it.’ liiihcrto wc have been told that Nana Furnefe was the Chief moft 
attached to the French Intcreft, and moft hoftile to ours, and that Scindia was dilpofed to cultivate 
our Fiiendlhip*, and it mult be confelfed he gave us a Proof ot it, which ought not to be for- 
gotten, when he fuffered tne Bombay Army to retire from Wargaum. Admitting ncvcrtheiels 
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th« weouglit now to confider Scindia as our principal Opponent, it does not follow that this Ex- 
pedition, in the Way it is planned, will be the Caufc of much Did refs to him, if any \ in our 
Opinion’ wc are much more likely to fuffer by it than he is. If every material Purpofe of it is 
to be effed^ within the Rains, what can they be but a hafty Incurfion into his Country, to plun- 
^r it, and to leave it. If General Goddard were in Motion at the fame Time, we fee a Poflibility, 
in Speculation at lead, that Scindia might be diftraded between them, and prevented from turning 
his whole Force, or the principal Fart of it, to the Defence of his Dominions. As this is not the 
Cafe, Major Camac mutt ad, without the Support of a Divifion on rhe other. Side, again (t what- 
ever Force Scindia may think fit to bring againft him. They who arc unacquainud with the 
Geography of India, can know nothing even of the Dittance from our Frontier to Eugene, the 
Capital of Malva, much lefs of the Difficulties that are likely to attend fuch a MarCh. The Dif. 
taoce however is evidently fo great, that, in Cafe of a Check, we fee no Likelihood of fecuring a 
Retreat; but if, whether with or without an immediate Repulfe, the Retreat of the Detachment 
fliould be cut off, we know what the Confequences mutt be: Another Body of Troops will be 
called for, and theNeceflity of fending them infifted on, tq ItTpport the firft Mealurr, or to dlfcharge 
us from the Effeds of it. No Man can fay to what Dittrefs and Diffiiulcies a Series of luch 
Steps may finally lead us. It may happen that, while we arc dripping Bengal of the Force which 
ought to be referved for its Defence, while we arc fending our beft Troops and our belt Officers on 
thcle dirtant Expeditions, thefe Provinces may be invaded from different Quarters, and our E(h- 
blilhmcnt hazarded where it ought to be our principal Care to render it fecurc. In our Opinion, 
nothing ettential to the Intcretts of the Company and of the Nation in India can be loft as long as 
Bengal is fafe; but if this Country Ihould once be in Danger, or it by the Lofs or Watte of its 
Rcfourccs, it Ihould no longer be able to fupport itfelf, and to return a regular Tribute to Great 
Britain, no Conquett or Acquifitions in any other Part of India will ever compenfate in the 
fmalleft Degree for the Diftrels to which Bengal may be reduced, and for the Conicquenccs that 
mutt attend it at home. The Suppofition of fuch a Cafe will not appear wild and unwarrantable 
to thofe who have a perfeft View of our Situation. Wc are much afraid tliii it Is little known, 
and lefs underftood, in England. 

“ The War with the M irattas, at more than two Years after its Commencement, and after every 
Rupee wc had referved in our I'rcafury, or have fince been able to collet, been fpent in the 
Support of it, is at this Day as far from a Conclufion as ever. New Expeditions arc propofed to 
tnvNer the fame Effettts which were promifed from fornier Mcafures of thtf fame Nature, and as 
it appears to us, with no better Prolpedt of Succefs ; of fuch Succefs at leatt as would be likoly to 
make any further Efforts unntcefiary. 

« The Governor General talks of Friends who may be difeouraged, and who perhaps may be 
induced to become Parties againft us. We wi(h that the Names of thofe Friends had been ment 
tioneJ. We do not know that this Government has a finglc Friend or Ally in India, in the true 
Senfe of Friendlliip and Alliance, which fuppofes the Power of giving Affiftance and a Difpofmon 
to give it. 

« The Condition to which wc have reduced the Vizier’s Country makes that ConhcGion rather 
a Burthen than an Advantage to this State. Wc have now to defend the extended Frontier of a 
ruined Country which at prefent barely pays the Troops that defend it ; and which, according to 
all Appearance, will not do even that much longer. As for the Vizier himfclf, he is a Cypher, and 
has no Choice. 

“ The Rana of Gohud, is too inconfidcrable to be mentioned ; and if he were more powerfiri 
than he is, it is plain enough that either his original Purpofe is anfwcred, or, that he has other 
Reafons for being weary of the Prefcncc of our Army. Though the Board have not heard from 
Captain Pophain, we conjedure, from what the Governor General has let fall, that the Rana in- 
tends to dil'mifs Captain Popham ; and that he will not require Major Camac to come into his 

Country. ... 

“ On the other Hand, wc fee the principal Powers of India either armed, or ready to arm 

againlt us. , r /• i • 

“ The Marattas have united, as we forefaw they would do, in ^the common Defence of their 
Country.— Hydcr Ally, their natural Enemy, has concluded an Alliapce with them ; the Effeds 
of which, though ffuhcrto fufpended, arc not averted. We knobby many Proofs what his Dif- 
pofirion is towards us; and wc ought to conclude, fince it is a Cafe againft which wc ought to 
be provided, that he means to ad againft us at the firft favouralSIe Moment; that is, \yhcn our 
Arms may have fuffered another Check, or when our Strength and Refources may be exhaufted 

by a Continuance of the prefent War. _ ^ . r 'i • 

“ It is true, our Endeavours have hitherto fucceeded in preventing the Nizam from taking an 
open Fart with our Enemies : It depends on the Gentlemen at Madras, whether the Conceflion we 
have made to him (hall take Effedor not; if it ihould, wc have ftill no pofitive Security that he 
will be contented with it. Or that his other Claims upon the Company will not furnifh him with 
a Pretence for joining our Enemies whenever he fees an Opportunity of doing it to Advantage. 
This Dilpofition towards us, and the Confidence he repofes in his own Strength, may be plainly 

collcdcd from his Declarations to Mr, Holland. 

, “ The 
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« The Rajah oF Beraf feenls lately if not originally to luiire adotxed chat Sort of Policy which 
leaves it open to him to be guided by Events, and to poriue any Courfe he thinks proper. Wc 
have no Security that it will be favourable to this Goverjimenu He profeifes to wilh for an Ac* 
fonimodation between us and the Pailhwa i he olfiirs his Mediation, and, apparently to fupport 
his Offer, he fends a confiderable Army to the Frontier of thefe Provinces. The Strength or hia 
Army is unknown to the Board j various Reports ftate it from 20 to 30,000 Horfe j againfl their 
future Operations we ought to be as carefully provided, as if we had no Dependence on their 
Fricndfbip. We ought to treat them as Friends, and we ought to be prepared sgainft them as 
Enemies. ^ _ 

In this Situation wc can never admit that the Kefources of this Government, exhaufied as 
they are, and 'Withheld from it by its internal Iifibccility, are yet equal to every probable Contin- 
gency of the prefent War. On the contrary, we think that the prefent War, in whatever Manner it 
may be condufled, is liable to Contingeocies to which all our Kefources, if they were yet unim- 
paired, would net be equal, and that in our prefent Circumflances we have^tio Choice. 

“ Wc deny that this War has hitherto been condufted on a confillcnt Plan, or any Plan at alli 
of which we need not give a more dccifive and ftriking Proof, than the Expedition under Colo- 
nel Goddard did not co-operate with that from Bombay againil Poona ; that the Authority for- 
merly given to the Prefidency of Bombay over that Army, was withdrawn in favour of another 
Mealure, of which they had no Information; and that General Goddard’s final March to Surat 
was merely Matter of Accident, and ablbiutely contrary to the Governor General’s Wilhes and 
Intcniions. On the 4th March 1779 he declared, ‘ He wiflicd equally with Mr, Francis for the 

* Return of the Detachment to Bcrar, and equally dreaded to hear of its proceeding to the other 

* Coaft,* 

“ But if the Reverfe were true, and if the War had really becnc onducSed on a confiftent Plan, 
we deny that ic has been varied by defultory Votes of Council on every Mcafure required for its 
Profecution. Wc do not know or believe that there is a fingle Jhftancc of any (^eftion con- 
cerning the War, being carried againlt the Opinion of the Governor General, except tliat now 
immediately before us, and even this we prefumc was not in Contemplation with the Governor 
a Month ago, when the Refolution was taken of recalling and reducing Captain Popham’s De- 
tachment with commpn Confent, and, as we thought, the Governor’s entire Satisfadlion. 

** It is not denied, * That feeble Meafures and Advances for Peace may give Strength and 

* Prefumption to our Advcrfarics, and difeourage our Friends, or that the Principles of Enterprize 

* and Inaction are not to be combined irv the fame general Mcafure.’ But we do not admit that thefe 
general Propofitions arc applicable to our Situation. Our Opinion is, that wc are in no Condi- 
tion to continue the War on any Terms, which fuppofe the Continuance of the prefent Expence, 
or even with a confiderablc Diminution of it. Whether our Kefources be exhaufted, or whether 
they be withheld from os, it is equally true, that there is no Money in our Treafury. Wc hope 
that in fuch critical Circumftances, it will not be propofed to take the Depofit out of the New 
Fort. Wc know not how near we are to the Extremity for which it was provided. But even 
fuppofing our immediate Wants were relieved by that little Supply, let us confider where it would 
leave us. After difcliarging the inftant Demands upon the Treafury, our former Statements flicw, 
what a very inconfidcrablc Portion of it would remain in our Hands, while the Credit and Advan- 
tage of poUefling fuch a Referve in Specie againft an extraordinary Emergency would be loft. 
In effed wc (hould publickly avow, that the Diftrcfs againft which the Depolit was referved had 
aduaily fallen upon us. 

“ We never meant to propofc feeble Meafures, which ncceflarily defeat themfclvcs } nor yet do 
we approve of vigorous Meafures in the Senfe in which Vigour has been hitherto underftood, 
becaufe wc arc convinced that this Government is unable to support them ; and if they could be 
fupported a Ihort Time longer, they would not bring us nearer to our Objed. 

“ Before the Commencement of the War, wc forefaw and foretold the principal Confcqucnces 
that would attend it} we now judge of it by its Effeds, which wc hope will be confidcred, though 
every other Sort of Argument fhcald continue to be difregarded. We have feen the Event of Two 
Years Military Operations, and of a Succefiion of Enterprizes, which, in Point of Effort and 
Expcncc, were as, vigorous |s any Thing we could now unucrtakc. 

“ 1 he Expedition to Poomy ended in a Difgrace, which, but for the Gcncrofity or or- 
bearance of the Marattas, migh\ have left Bombay defencelefs. 

“ We know not the Expenre of this Meafure, but we believe the Company will find It 
enormoi^. 

“ Ihe March of the Army under Colonel Leftie had had all the Appearance of an adive and 
vigorous Refolution, and had produced as much Succels as could rcafonably be expeded. It has 
conquered an open Country, which at fomc future Day, and if ever the promifed Colledions from 
It ftiould be made, is to return Thirty Lacks a Year to the Company. Againft this Acquifition 
the permanent Expcncc of an Incrcafc of Eftablifhment to regulate and defend it niuft be placed, 
and the Value of the Remainder compared with the Charge of the Expedition} the Company will 
tnen know at what Price they have acquired a new Territory on the Malabar Coaft. At the End 
vf February laft, the Sums remitted to thb Detachment alone amounted toalmoft Seventy-fix Lacks 
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•f Current 'Rupees } and we arc convinced that we are much within Bounds in computing that a 
Crore of Rupees will not clear it to the End of Oftober* 

“ The March of a Detachment from the Coalt, and another from Bombay, to ftrengthen 
General Goddard, has yet produced no EfFeft that we know of, but to raife their Pay to a Level 
with that orthe ^ngal Troops, which, of iifelf, is no flight Inconvenience. 

“ The Detachment under Major Camac which was ordered about the Beginning of laft Year 
to join Colonel Goddard, after cofting the Company Current Rupees 4,36,793, returned without 
Effect. 

“ Many Advantages were promifed from the Treaty with the Rana of Gohud ; particularly that 
of dividing the Strength and Attention of the Marattas:— If it has really produced that or any 
other that dclerves titc Name of Advantage, or that can be placed in Comparifon with the 

Expcnce of the Mcafure, we wilh to fee it ftated. 

“ We arc informed by the Commiflary General, that the total Expence of Captain Pophant’s 
Detachment to the End of April laft, amounted to C'R* 5,55,953 ; at this Rate the prefent Ex* 
pence mod amount to C' R’ 7,41,171. 

“ With thele difeouraging Experiments in our View, we are called upon to embark in another 
Enterprize for the avowed Purpofe of fupporting that of General Goddard •, yet die Governor’s 
Expedlaiion of Succefs from this new EfForr, cannot be greater than thole which he profefled to 
entertain of the former. Even after tFe Delay in Bundiccund, he always confidcred Colonel Lel- 
lie’s Detachment as capable of accomplifhing the Ends of its Formation, and protcircd the ftrong* 
eft Conviclion, that, under a proper Conduct, rhe Effcfls would ftill anfwer his moft fanguinc 
Hopes. 

“ It is true that t! c Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War, belongs to the 
Governor, and that we have no Shaie in the Refponfibility attending it; but it is equally true, 
tliat in the future Meafures of this Government we muft take our Part. We cannot iranifer the 
Rtfponfibility, though we might relinquifh the Powers incident to our Station. In many Cafes, 
we may find ourfclves compelled not to interrupt the OpcMtion of Adts already refolvcd on againft 
our Opinion, rfpecially when the Government, or its Rcpicl'entativcs, are once engaged in the 
Execution of them. In fuch Circumftanccs we have no Choice. But a Defence of this Sort will 
not apply 10 new Meafures or new Plans, which cannot be refolvcd on without our Confent. For 
thefe and their Confequenccs, we muft, of Ncccirity, be anfwerablc jointly' with the Governor, 
therefore cannot divert ourfclves of the Right of judging of both. If on the prelent Occafion we 
arc miftaken in our Judgement, it will not add to the Load with which the Governor General 
may be charged : Wc rather think he derives a vifible Advantage from the Part we arc forced to 
take in this (^u-ftion. There is no Difficulty in diiplaying the poflible Benefits which miglit have 
refulted from a Mcafu.’-e untried, while the Burthen of proving that fuch Benefits were unattainable, 
together witii the ideal L.ofs of them, will be thrown upon the oppofitc Party. 

“ We have as little F.iilh as the Governor can have in the Sufficiency of official Argument, to 
overcome decided Opinions. What we have faid is meant to ftand for our Vindication at Home. 
Wc heartily wifh it might have more Weight than wc fear it will have in this Place. Wc wifh to 
co-operate heartily and (inccrely with tlie Governor General, in cfftdling a Peace on reafonablc 
Terms, Means of Negotiation are in his Power, which are not within ours. To accomplifh a 
Peace ourfclves agaii.ft his Inclination, wc know to be impofliblc. Till very lately, our Hopes 
neatly amounted to ConvidVion that wc were all agreed on tliis Point, and that the Seafon of the 
Rains in which Hoftilitics muft ccal'eon both Sides, would have been employed in tffcifting a Paci- 
fication. On this Principle we confented to the Propofition for accepiing the Mediation of 
Moodajee Boolla. We wifh to know if any, and what Steps have been taken in cunfequence. As 
this Mcafure has no Connexion with the propofed Expedition, we hope it will not be dcfertcd. 
Without making improper Advances to the Marattas, other Means might be taken to the fame 
End i but wc arc perfectly fenfiblc that none can fucceed, in which the Governor General will 
not take an aftivc Part. If after all a formal Peace is not to. be obtained, we do not think it 
follows, that an ofTcnfivc War muft neceflarily be continued, a general Outline of the Plan we 
allude to has been fuggefted to the Governor General. Wc do not think it advifeablc to enter it in 
this Place, but wc are ready to iubmit our Thoughts to him on the Subjed, whenever he thinks 
proper. r

“ Mr. Francis. — I beg Leave to add a fitw Words to the preceding Minute, in Reply to the 
perfonal Appeal made to me by the Governor General. I perfuade myfclf he would not propofe 
an Alternative to me which he thought I could not accept of with Honour j but as I underftand 
it, there is no Point of Honour in the Queftion. I think it belongs to the Governor to propofe 
and recommend fuch Meafures as he thinks fit, to the Approbation of the Board ; and circum- 
ftanced as we now are, it muft jbe fotne very eflential Confideration that can induce me to oppofc 
him. I would neither attempt to take that Lead out of his Hands, nor yet engage implicitly. to 
fubmit to his Opinions. Every View to my own Ealfe and Happinefs would incline me to wifh 
that the Conllitution of the Government permitted him to didate, or to rcfolve and ad without 

me. 
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me. Bot I am vefted with a Publick Tnift, from the Dudes of which 1 cannot be exempted while 
I hold the Station that creates it. 

“ I believe the Governor General yielded to my Opinion, in refolvlng to recall and reduce 
Captain Popham's Detachment, but this was a ConceOlon to which he did not long %dhere. 

“ That he ihould have ‘ laboured to accommodate his Sendments to mine, by a ftudied Attcn- 

* tion to my Opinions, in every Meafure which he had ventpred to propofc in the Courfe of 

* the laft Fifteen Months,' is a Faft with which I declare moft folemnly 1 was utterly imac* 
quainted (a).

** I had the Honour to addrefs you the 27th ult. acquainting you with the Enemies Forces 
having defifted from further Attempts to make any ImprelTion upon the Guzernt Province, and 
that from every Intelligence I could learn, it was Scindia’s Intention to rcIinquHh the Country 
altogether, and march either towards Eugein or the Dccan. A few Days fubfequenc to the Date 
of that Letter, my Hircarrahs brought me Accounts of Scindia's having moved with his whole 
Army towards Ugein. Thefc Reports have been fince confirmed, and it is now generally and 
confidently believed that he has laid afidc the Defign it was fuppofed he had formed, of vifiting 
the Dccan, and propofes to pafs the Rainy Seafon at Ugein. Holkcr has accompanied liim, and 
will refide at Indore, a principal City in the Neighbourhood of Eugein, and the cliicf Rcfidencc 
of his Family. 

" In conrequence of the Departure of Scindia from the Neighbourhood of Guzerat, and the near 
Approach of the Rains, which did not admit of any Delay, I rc-croffed the Narbuddee, and diredltd 
my March to Surat, where 1 arrived with the greateft Part of the Army the 8tli inliant. (i)

" As you have been ordcredj^ Col. Morgan to proceed from the Station at Futtygur with a 
Detachiwnt of the Company’s Troops, confilting of Two Regiments of Cavalry, 1 hree of Sepoys, 
and a (lompany of Artillery, to the Afilftance of Lieutenant Colonel Camac, on Application 
made by the latter for that Purpofe ; we have fuppofed, that before this Period, the Forces under 
your Command muft have joined thofc heretofore commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Camac, and 
under fuch Suppofition we dircAed you on the 2d inftant to take the Command of that Detach- 
ment, at the fame Time ordering Lieutenant Colonel Camac to deliver it up to you. 

" As the colleifted Force of Infantry and Cavalry of ilie Two Detachments when joined muft 
greatly exceed the Service remaining to employ them, and the Artillery certainly fo beyond all Pro- 
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portion, wc dlieiLT: tliat you diftnifs fuch Part of your Force in Infantry and Artillery as the aflual 
or probable !■ xigency may not require you to retain, and order their return to the Douab. We di- 
rca alfo, that you dilmifs the ad Regiment of Cavalry, retaining the 3d. 

“ We diredt, that you make it your Objeft to obtain PodeiTion of Ugein and its Dependencies, 
and for iliis Piiipofc wc order you to proceed thither, demanding the Affiftance of fuch a Body of 
the K ana’s Troops as you may chink requifitc, and the Rana’s Prefence with them. 

« If the Rana Ihould refufe or evade Compliance with the Rcquifition made of him, you are to 
deliver to him in Wridng, a Proteft againft his Conduft, declaring him Guilty of an lofra&ion of 
his Treaty with this (Government, of which a Copy is enclofcd. 

In the Couiie of your March you will take fuch Advantage of the Enemy as Opportunities 
may offer to you, but for the Sake of fuch Advantage you muft not be diverted from the Object 
which wc have prcfcribcd, but keep it invariably in Profpeft until you have accomplifhcd it. 

“ Our Inftrudlions to you are intended to be general, and rather to mark the Objefts which we 
wifh to attain by the Operations of the Troops under your Command, than to fix the Means of 
their Accomplilhmcnt. Thefc Means we leave to your own Judgment and to the Exigency of Cir- 
cumftanccs, of which we cannot be aware or advifed in fufficient Time to inftrii£f you particularly 
on them j and wc have fo great Reliance on your Aftivity and Experience that we cannot fiilfer 
ourlelves to hefitate in leaving this Power in your Hands, convinced that you will never adopt a 
Meafuie, without a full Confidcration of its probable Confequcnccs, nor abate from the Profecution 
of it when once undertaken, uniefs compelled by urgent and evident Ncccffity. 

“ We think it neceflary to recommend to you in the ftrongeft Manner to keep your Force entire, 
making no Detachments from it but fuch as arc abfolutcly neceflary and unavoidable-, and in order 
to give Elfed to this Inftrudion, and to remove the Neceflity of your cllablifhing Garrilbiis for the 
Places which may either furrender to your Arms or require our Protedion, we dired and empower 
you to aflign them to the Charge or abfolute Pofleflion of fuch of the neighbouring Zemindars as 
arc bed qualified to receive them, cither by natural Right or by Situation, added to that of Service 
and approved Attachment ; excepting only fuch as lie contiguous to the Dominions of the Rana of 
Gohud, and appeitain to him in virtue of the Treaty. 

“ With thclc E-xplanations we give you a full Diferetion for Difpofal of all conquered Places 
and Territories in your Route, hoping that you will be able to make fuch Stipulations with the 
Proprietors as may obtain cither a prefent Aid in Money for the Relief of th« Expcncc of the Ex- 
pedition, or a future and permanent Income in the Way of Tribute.

“ Extrad of a Letter from Colonel Camac to Mr. Malet, dated near Holaries, apth 

March 1781. 

“In refped to my Operations, I had penetrated into Malva as far as the Town of Scronge, 
when being difappointed in the Afliftance 1 had Rcafon to exAd from the Nabob of Bhopaul 
and the neighbouring Rajahs, being unable for Want of Cavalry^ prevent the Defolation of the 
Country, and Scindia’s Army with a Train of Artillery, Field ani Battering, arriving at the fame 
Time, I found my Stock of Provifions foon exhaufted, and hat^ig' taken the Opinion of my 
principal Officers, determined on a Retreat. The Enemy had ^nonaded us for Seven Days ; 
thereby attempting to draw us from the Town, which was our |nly Refource for Provifions. It 
was on the 7th at Midnight that wc moved otF, and with fo much SccrcCy that the Enemy did noti 
come up with us till near Day Break. They then attacked us from all (garters, but^were as- 
often n pulfed. They purfued their Attack on the Second Day, and on the Third I reached a' 
Town called Mahaulporc, which I forced to fupply me, and then marched out, and in vain 
attempted to bring on an Engagerncnt. Wc halteci there fcvcral Days to rcfrelh our People and 
relieve our wounded, of which we had a great number. The orderly Retreat, that was made before 
fo able a General as Scindia and fo numerous an Army, docs the higheft Credit to the Troops t 
they behaved like Heroes. On arriving at this Place, finding that the Enemy encamped within 
'Three Cofs, and kept their Baggage Seven Cofs in the Rear, 1 determined to beat up their (gar- 
ters on the Night, of the 24th. Wc accordingly fuccceded to Admiration, furprized and routed 
their firlt Camp where Scindia was, purfued them to their Second, drove them Three Cofs further, 
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ind acroft the Sind, where we overt^k their Artillery, and bjr Nine o'clock were Mafters of Ten 
Pieces of Cannon, all their Tumbrils, Two Elephants, and the greatcft Part of their Stores, and 
Ammunition and Baggage } we took the Guns yoked, otherwife we could not have brought them 
off. The Enemy are |n the utmoft Diforder, and I troft that this Succefs will have the beft 
Influence on our Concerns in every Part, but particularly on your Side of the Continent.

To prove that the produced hy the Malva Expedition, was fuch as Mr. Haftings 
had uniformly predi 61 ed, viz. ta withdraw Madajee Scindia from the War in Guz- 
zerat to the Defence of his own Country, to detach him from the Maratta Confede- 
racy, and to accelerate the Conclufion of the Maratta War in India, 

Read, the following Extraft from the Appendix to the printed Evidence, begin- 
ning at Page 259 of the fame. 

It is obfervable, notwithftanding what has fo often been faid rcfpefbing the Gencrolity of Scin- 
dia, in the Affair of Worgaum, and his early Defire to cultivate our Friendlhip, that our Go- 
vernment does not appear to have manifefted any ftrong Senfe of Obligations to that Chief, or 
Inclination to meet his Wilhes, till the l ime wHcn he ncgociatcd the Treaty at prefent fubfifting 
' between us and the Maratta State. Prior to this Period, he was perhaps of all his Countrymen 
the one who fuffered moft from our Arms, during the Courfe of the War j he it was who was 
chiefly harraffed by the Operations of General Goddard’s Army, and Colonel Cama'c’s Detach- 
ment was erpecially deftined againft his Country. 

Our prefent Coijnedion with Scindia is one of the Fruits of this laft Mcafurc, which it was 
forefeen would certainly difengage him from the War in Guzzerat. It was alfo, or at leaft might 
have been forefeen, that it was no lefs calculated to bring about a Peace between us and the Ma- 
rattas. "fhe Operations of our Iroops in Malva convinced Scindia that there was no Safety for 
him but in a IpeedyAccommodation, and fortunately he poffcffcd the Power, as well as the In- 
clination, to accomplilh an Objedt that could not be lefs defirable or neceffary to him than it was 
to us.” (a)

me to aflent to the Plan j and, in confcqucnce of that, to raife 30,000 new Horfemcn. It is noW 
Fourteen Months that we have laboured under incxprefliblc Diftrefs, and been loaded with an 
Expcnce of Crorcs of Rupees for the Pay of thefe Troops % but without endangering the Friend- 
Ihip and Alliance of the Englilh Gentlemen, I was defirous to negotiate a Reconciliation at any 
Rate between them and Pundit Purdhaun, in fuch a Manner as to enfurc the Perpetuity of the 
antient Alliance of this Quarter with both Sides. During thefe Fourteen Months, I have therefore 
continually informed you of all Matters and have chearfully fubmitted to all Difficulties and Dif- 
trefl'es, but when, the firft Opportunity having been loft, a Treaty is at laft received, even in 
that, the Concerns of Ragonaut Row arc exprefled in a doubtful and ambiguous Manner i befldcs 
which, in the Affairs of Gwalior, Futty Sing, Guicawar, and the Ranna of Gohud, there is great 
Room for Difputcs. The Particulars of all thefe Points arc treated at large in the Perffan Letter, 
and are long and too tedious to be repeated here. There is a Diftance of 900 Cols between us, 
and a confiderable Time in fending Letters and receiving the Anlwers is loft. From 
unlucky Events and Circumftanccs, I have been compelled to fend an Army under the Command 
of Rdjah Chimnajec Behadre ; but how long am I to labour under the Difficulties and Diftrefles for 
the Pay of the Soldiers which is immenfe? Though Two or Three Lacks of Rupees have been re- 
ceived, of what Afliftance can that be, or how docs that relieve us from the Weight of the Ar- 
rears? Wc have entered into Engagements with Pundit Purdhaun, and the Nabob Nizam ul 
Dowlah, but that has not tended to the diminiihjng our Difficulties, nor can they be rciriovcd till 
Pundit Purdhaun and the Englifh Gentlemen arc reconciled. The Maha Rajah has accordingly 
exerted and employed his utmoft|Abilitic8 for this Purpofe, and has written to you on the Subject ; 
but the Event has not turned out as he wiihedor hoped for; and now that the Treaty is arrived, 
even in that there is great Room for Alterations. Wcare without Refource and Remedy, God knows 
and is Witnefs whether I am the Friend or the Enemy of the Englilh’, but the Earth is hard, and 
tlic Heavens arc far removed. The Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah is prudent and forefeeing, and all the 
Difficulties of every Mcafurc arc well known to him ; at any Rate he will not blame me. I am 
without the fmalleft Refource, and can fee no Remedy. Had the Englilh Army under General God- 
dard never arrived at Holhangabad, what was then done would not have given Umbrage to the 
Dccan People, and wc (hould not have been compelled to fend an Army to Cuttack, and to lubmit 
to fuch a Weight of Expence, but wc (hould have been free and at Libtrty in all Points, nor 
would any Difficulty have come upon us. From a Period of Twenty Years our Friendlhip has<been 
daily cncreafing, but from the Plan determined on by the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, which has oc- 
cafioned all thefe Diftrefles, I am fallen into great EmbarraflTment. Had Peace been concluded be- 
tween Pundit Paudhaun and the Englifli, I was in Hopes that from the F'riendlhip of the Nabob I 
might have requefted fome fmall Affiftance, on which Subjeft 1 accordingly wrote before, and the 
Nabob has kindly granted us Three L*acks of Rupees. I alfo hoped that Pundit Paudhaun would 
likewife have given fome Share, and that the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah would have contributed his 
Share, while wc ourfelves would have repaid the Reft out of the Country of Hydcr Naig ; but on 
the contrary this ProfpC(ft has not been realized, and the Negotiations are extended to an unforefeen 
I .ength. The Will of God is fuperior to every Thing. As yet, what Advantage has accrued to 
this Quarter from the Name which the Maha Rajah has adopted, and from all the Pains and Exer- 
tions which 1 have taken during the laft 14 Months, and from the many Letters I have written, in 
which I continually ftilc myfelf the firm Friend, the Friend, the Friend. Fourteen Months have 
now elapl«l fince we railed 30,000 Horfemen. If there were only paid 300 Rupees, what a large 
Sum it would make •, but the Allowances eftablilhed in this Country are 4 or 500 Rupees for each 
Horfeman, and fome have even more than that •, befides which, there are large Allowances to the Je- 
tnedars and other Officers. Confider then well how great the Expence of the whole mult be. Having 
fully underftood this Matter you muft explain it to the Nabob ; for 14 Months we have fuppurted 
ourfelves, and how much longer muft wc wait in Expeftation.” («)

You were informed, in our Letter of the 29th November, of the llefolution which 
we had taken to detach over Land towards Madras a Company of European Artillery, and a Body 
of Six Battalions of Native Infantry, under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Pearfe, to aid 
the Operations of our Troops on the Coaft. This Detachment having been collctlcd near 
Narainghur, in Midnapore, marched from the Place of Rendezvous on the 2 ill: Janry, and crolfed 
the Soubenzeka River on the 9th February. 

“ 20th. Although the low State of the Country through which its Route lay, the long Continu- 
ance of the Rains, and the uncommon DilBcultics which, after the Exertions made to turnilh our 
firft Aids to Fort St. George, prefented themfclves in the Equipment of this Forte, were fufficient 
Impediments to an earlier Movement of it i wc had befides a political Motive for not urging it 
fooncr, in the Dcfire of waiting for Replies from the Government of Berar, to the Difpatches 
which wc had fent thither in September with our Olfers of Peace to the Mahratta State, left, by 
a precipitate March of the Detachment into the Borders of Cuttack, before Time had been allowed 
to the Commanding Officer of the Bera Troops which lay there, and in its deftined PaflTage we 
might expofe them to mutual Hoftilities, and defeat the Ends of our Negotiation with that Go- 
vernment 5 but when the expend Replies arrived, and contained a total Rejeftion of our Pro- 
pofals, founded, as wc hadevcr/Kcafon to believe, on an Opinion that our Affairs were reduced 
to fo defperate a State, as migjn render it too hazardous for them to take a decided Part in our 
Favour, and afforded them ntofriope of Succefs in the Mediation which had been preferibed to 
them } we then deemed it ^nSambent upon us equally on the Principle of maintaining the Credit 
of our Power, and on the funftantial Grounds on which the Expedition had been originally 
planned, to order its iaftant Commencement. Orders to this Effect were accordingly and im- 
mediatny ilTued j but that wc might at the fame Time provide for the unmolefted March of the 
Detac^^nt through the Province of OriflTa, and mark that Attention which was due to the 
Relation in which we had till that Time flood with the Government of Berar, wc chofc to depute 
a confidential Perfon to Raja Chimnajee Boofla, the Chief of the Berar Army, who Ihould notify 
to him the Order which we had given to Colonel Pearfe, to requeft him, in our Name, to caiilc 
fuch of his Troops as might yet be in the Road through which the Detachment was to pafs, to 
remove at fuch a Diftance from it as might prevent Individuals on either Side from engaging in

or its Followers, which could lead to Hoftilities with the Government of Cuctac or the Berar 
Army, they direfied him in the Kvent of his Progrefs being obftrufled to make his Way againft 
all Oppofition. The Event has fully anfwercd our ExpcAations as will be (hewn in the 
Sequel. 

“ 22d. Mr. Anderfon mining Rajah Chimnajee Booda, who was engaged in a remote Expedi. 
tion, and the Communication being ftopped, was ordered to return at the Solicitation of the Ma- 
ratta Chief. He was a Second Time deputed to him, and foon after returned, bringing with 
him Rajah Ram Pundit, the Naib of Cuttack v with whom an Engagement was formerly con. 
eluded in the Name of his Maftcr Raja Chimnajee, by which it was ftipulated, that a Body of 
2,000 clfeftive Horfe ftiould be detached from the Army at Cuttac, and placed under the Com- 
(iiand of Colonel Pearfe, their Pay to be iflued by our Paymaftcr, at the Rate of One Lack of 
Rupees per Month ; and that a Party of the Company's Forces Ihould aflift the Government of 
Berar, in aflerting its Pretcnfions to the Diftrldl: of Gurra Mundela, a fmall 'I'erritory lying on 
the Banks of the Nerbudda, and under the adlual Pofleflionof the Pcilhv/a. Major William l^p. 
ham, a moft deferving Officer in. your Service, whom we have before had the Pleafure to diftin- 
guifti to you for his fpirited and gallant Conduift in the Capture of the Fort of Gwalior, as welt 
as on other Occafions of Military Duty, has been accordingly ordered on this Service wlih the 
Regiment of Native Infantry, and the other Troops which had been in Gwalior to garrifon that 
Fortrefs. 

“ 23d. It was at the fame Time refolvcd, that a Gratuity of 13 Lacks of Rupees, being the Re. 
maindcr of the Sum of 16 Lacks of Rupees propofed as a Contribution for the Relief of the 
Forces in the Province of Cuttac, in the Event of the Acquicfccnce of the Govertmitnt of Berar 
in the Fropofals which were tranfmitted in Oftober lalt to them, fliould be grained and delivcicd 
to Rajah Ram Pundit, in the Behalf of Chimnajee, for the Relief of the Army, reprefented to Le 
in tlie greateft Dilirefs -, and as an Acknowledgement for the paft and feafonable Inilanccs alToiiled 
of the Friendffiip of that Government, it was alfo refolvcd, that a Loan of Pen Lacks, requi'fted 
for the fame Purpofe, fhould be granted to Chimnajee, on the Part of the Government ol Berar, 
on the Security ot Hajah Ram Fundit for Payment. 

“ 24th. As the Detail of this Negotiation contains many Particulars which arc improper to be 
entered in the Body of our Confultations, we have therefore judged it expedient to form a detached 
Narrative of it, and to tranfmit it, in 4 feparate Copy, to the Secret Committee of your Honour- 
able Court. 

“ 25th. Wc fl.all briefly obferve, that we have laboured, and we think with a Succefs now de- 
cided, to detach tlie molt powerful Member of the Maratca State, and in its Relation to Bengal, 
the moft capable of any in India to do it cither Service or Hurt, from the general Confeder.icy 
which has been formed againft us, and have converted it, oftenfibly at Icaft, into a Party to our Caufe. 
The Event will ftioitly prove the Truth of our Conclufions. 

“ 26ih. During the Courfe of this Tranfaction, the Detachment under the Command of Colonel 
Pearfe proceeded by a quiet and unmoleftcd Progrefs to Ganjain, where it arrived on the lych ulr, 
accomp.anied to the Boidcrs of that Diftrift by a Perfon of Rank, deputed by the Order ofR<ji 
Chimnajee, and abundantly fupplied with Provifjons, and every other Aid and Accommodatiua 
it required. Some of the Plunderers of Cbimnajee’s Army made an Incurfion on our Frontier, 
which he fevcrcly relented, inflantly caufing the Offenders to be feized and punilhed in a public 
and exemplary Manner. This is the only Inftance in which otw Provinces have fuffered any real 
Injury from the fulpicious Situation of the Berar Army, durinAfo long a Time in our Neigh- 
bourhood. It is now on its Return to Nayporc. \

Then the Witnefs produced a Book numbered 566. 

The fame was delivered in and read as follows : 

“ To the I lonblc. the Committee of Secrecy of the Honble. Court of DirciRors for Affairs of the 
Honble. United Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft Indies. 

“ Honble. Sirs, 

“ In our General Letter to the Honble. Court of Direftors, bearing Date^he 27th inftartt, 
wc have acquainted them with our Intention of tranfmitting to you, in a feparate Addrefs, an 
Account or Narrative of our Proceedings with rclpeft to the Berar Government, and the Army 

of 
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of ihe Bcrar Rajah, Rationed for a long Time in the Province pf Orifla, which contained Matter 
of too fetret a Nature to appear on the Face of our Records, and we have now the flonor of com- 
iminicating the fame to you. 

'po render the Subjeft of the Narrative clear and intelligible, it will be ncccflary to revert to 
fome Circuinffances which happened a few Months ago, and to unfold the Dilpofitions and Views 
ot fume of the principal Powers of Hindoftan. 

Ill the Month of September 1780, Advices were received here from the Governor and Council 
of Madras, of the melancholy Fate of Colonel Baillic’s Detachment, the Retreat of the Army 
umler General Monro, and the defperate State of our Affairs on the Coaft of Coromandel. It was 
jmmtdiatrly rcfolved, that the moft vigorous Meafures fhould be taken to aflift the Prefidency of 
Madras with Men and Money from Bengal. Accordingly Tranfports were fitted out with all Ex- 
pedition, and General Sir Eyre Coote was fent round by Sea with a Supply of 15 Laaks of Rupees, 
and a ftrong Detachment of European Infantry and Artillery, the Flower of our Army ■, and it 
was agreed that a further Reinforcement of Five Thoufand Sepoys fhould be aflembled atMidna- 
pore, and fvnt afterwards by Land under the Command of Col. Pearfe. 

At this important Period we )verc enga^d in a War with the Marattah Government at Poonah, 
which had lattcd for fome Years. Much Expence had already been incurred j and notwithllanding 
a conftant Train of Succefs which had attended all the Operations of our Army under the Command 
of General Goddard, we had ftill no immediate Profpeft of terminating the War. 

It was at this Time known that Moodajec Bhofila the Kajah of the Maratta Rate of Berar, and 
Nizam Ally Cawn the Soobah of the Dccan, had united in a Plan of Confederacy againR the 
Englifh, with Hyder Ally the Nabob of Myfore, and the Miniflers of the Pcihwa’s Government at 
Poonah. Moodjjee was to invade Bengal, and tl^e Nizam was to enter the Company’s Circuit of 
Cicacole, whillt ilydcr was to pafs the Gauts and lay waRe the Carnatic. The Government of 
Poonah, prelfcd in their own Territories, could only contribute to this Plan of offenfive War by 
Grants of Lands to its Allies. ^ 

The Rajah of Ikrar had ncvcrthelcfs, on many Occafions, given the moR evincing Proofs of his 
pacific Dilpofition towards the EngliRi, and had even given us early Intimation of this Confede- 
racy •, alleging that he had been compelled to enter into it from a Dread of the Rclentmtnt of 
his Afiociates ; and aflTuring us, that whatever Appearances he might be conflrained to aflume, he 
would nut involve the Berar Government in a decided Enmity with the Englifli. In conformity 
to this Plan uf Policy, Moodajec had fent from 30 to 40,000 Horfe under the Command of his 
Second Son Chimnajee Baboo. They received their Difmilfion on the Day of the Duflerah, or the 
nth of Augurt 1779.* The Plan of Operations preferibed to them by the Confederates was, to 
mardi into Bchar, which they might have reached in two Months ■, but inRcad of following this 
Plan, they took a different Road, and by Rudied Delays had only reached Cuttack in the Month 
of May following, being about the Time when the periodical Rains ufually fet in that Province; 
which of courle ferved them as a Pretext for deferring the Profecution of their profeffed Defign, 
and they were at this Time Rill laying at C uttack. * 

The Nizam had committed no open Hoftilities againR list though there is every Reafon to fup- 
pofe (and he has even himfclf avowed it) that he was the Projedtor of the Confederacy, and had 
kcretly fupplied the other Powers with Money to carry on their Operations againR us. 

The Advices from Madras proved but too fully the Adtivity and Spirit with which Hyder 
had begun, to perform his Part in this alarming Confederacy. 

Such was the PoRure in which we Rood, with refpcdl to the Powers of this Country ; our Ad- 
vices regarding our European Enemies were uncertain. It was, however, firmly believed, that 
an Expedition would be attempted by the French in the Courle of the Seafon againR fome of 
the Company’s Settlements in India, though it was impolEblc to forefee whether it would fall on 
Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, though the latter was moR probable. 

Under thefe CircumRanccs, it became expedient to contradl as much as poflible, the Sphere of 
our Military Operations, fo that, without endangering the Safety of our own Poffeffions in Bengal, 
we might be able to adl with more Force and Efficacy in our Endeavours to recover the Car- 
natic, and to revenge the Injury ^.which the Englilli had fuftained from Hyder Ally Caun. The 
Government at Poonah had long borne an inveterate and avowed Enmity againR Hyder, and 
though temporary Policy had Eow united them in one Caufc, yet his great and uncxpcftcd Suc- 
ceffes might naturally revive Hicir former Jealoufy, and alarm the MiniRcrs of Poonah with Ap- 
prchenfions for the future Safety of their own Territories. The Opportunity therefore kerned 
favorable for propofing to them Terms of Reconciliation from this Government; and as 
Moodajf'e Bhofila had always profeffed the RrongcR Defirc of cffciRing a Pacification betwixt us 
and tlw Maratta States, it was thought ncccffary to engage him as a Mediator in the intended 
Negoefation. With thefe Views a Treaty was drawn out by us, and fent to Naugporc, and VideConruI- 
Moodajee was defired to get it executed by the Pefhwah and his MiniRcrs, and to fign it himfelf ««iion of ad 
as the Guarantee, for the punctual Obfervance of it on both Sides. 

WhilR this Negociation was in fufpenfc, it was agreed to poflpone the March of the Detach- 
ment dcRincd by Land for Madras, bccaufe its Route lay through the Territories of Moodajec 
Bhofila, and it muR neceffarily pafs by that Part of his Army wbjeh was laying at Cuttack tin- 
c)cr the Command of Chimnajee v Circumftances whichi without having obtained the previous 
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Concurrence of MooclajcCi might, in the unfettlcd State of our Conne^fion with that Prince, 
not only cxpolc the Detachment to Difficulties and Oppofition in its March, but lead it into Ope. 
rations very different from the Intention of its Equipment, and draw on us the decided Entnity 
of Moodajee, whole Power, when exerted againft us, would prove an important Acquifition to 
the Strength of Hyder and the Minifters of Poonah. The great Exertions which had already 
been made by this Government, required alfo fome Time before the ncccffary Arrangement could 
be made for fitting out a new Detachment which was to perform fo long a March, and be cm* 
ployed in Service of fo much Importance. 

VideAppen- On the 9th January 1781, Anfwcrs were, at length, received from the Rajah of Berar and his 
dix, No. I, ^liniftcrs, which contained, however, fo many ObjeAions to the propofed Treaty, that little 
Room was left to hope for an immediate Accommodation with the Government of Poonah : And 
befidcs the Points which came into Difeuffion from their immediate Connexion with the Treaty, 
-thefc Letters contained a Variety of Claims and Propofitions afferted by Moodajee on his own 
Account, which, though they were not wholly new, were recapitulated in a Style that impreffed 
us with Doubts regarding the Sincerity of Moodajec’s former Profeffions and Affurances. 

The Seafon for Action was now far advanced. Col. Pearce’s Detachment was almofl ready, and 
the State of our Affairs on the Coaft would not admit of longer Delay. It was evident alfo from 
the Anfwers which had been received from Moodajee, that he conceived that our Affairs were 
reduced to a State more defperate than they really were. To remove therefore this Impreffion, as 
well as to afford the mod fpeedy Affiftance to the Prcfidcncy of Madras, it was refolved that the 
Detachment ffiould immediately proceed and make its Way through the Province of Oriffa againft ' 
all Oppofition. To reconcile Moodajee however to this Meafore by every Mark of Attention in 
our Power, and to prevent if poffible a Rupture from the Meeting of the two Armies, it was 
agreed to depute a Gentleman from this Government to Chimnajee Baboo at Cuttack. Mr. An* 
derfon was fcledcd for this Service, and the following Inffru^ions were given to him : 

Sec' Dep'. “ To Mr. David Anderfon. 

« Sir, 

“ We hereby appoint you our Special Minifter to Rajah Chimnajee Bhofila, the Commandcrof 
the Army of the Government of Berar, now in the Province of Cuttack, and we dirc£l you to 
proceed thither with all poffible Expedition for the following Purpofes. 

“ Firft, You will produce to the Rajah your Credentials, and dclives- to him and to the 
Dewan Bowanny Punt Appa the inirodudory Letters which you will reepive from the Governor 
General. , 

“ Secondly, You will notify to them in Form that Orders have been given to Lieutenant Colonel 
Pearfe, the Commander of the Army lately formed at Midnapore, to march into the Carnatic by 
the Way of Cuttack, its only pradicable Routes apprizing them that this Information is given 
them in confidcration of the ancient Friendihip which has fubfittcd between our Forces in the 
Carnatic and the Government of Naugpore, and for the Prevention of any Caufe which might 
eventually difturb it. For this Reafon we have inftrufted you to requeft them in our Name to 
caufe fuch of their Troops as may yet be in the Road through which our Army muff pafs, to 
remove at fuch a Diffancefrom it as may prevent the Individuals on cither Side, and particularly 
the Followers of the Camps, whole Licentioufners is the moff difficult to be reffrained, from 
ei^aging in mutual Broils, which might imperceptibly lead to I'erious and alarming Confequcnce.s, 
affefting the Union of the two States •, and to acquaint them, that the ftrifteff Orders have from 
the fame Motives been iffued to the Commandcrof the Englilh Army, who is a Man of Undcr- 
ftanding and Prudence, to obferve all the Duties of Friendihip with the Rajah and his People, 
and to avoid whatever may tend to create a Mifunderftanding with either : That the Force has 
been fome Time fince alTcmblcd and ready to march, but Letters having been before Tent to 
Naugpore containing the Subffance of a Treaty propofed for the Guarantee of Rajah Moodajee 
Bhofila, and the Acceptance and Ratification of the Minifters of the Pclhwa, with other Subjefts, 
tending to draw the two Governments of Berar and Bengal into a clofer and firmer Conneffioii 
of Friendihip and Intcreft, the March of the Army was therefoVe withheld till an Anfwcr Ihould 
be received from Naugpore : That an Anfwer has been received, but not conclulive, many 
Points remaining for Adjuftment, which may be the Work of Time: That we are affured of the 
inflexible Determination of the Rajah to maintain the ancient Frienduiip of the Bhofila Family with 
• this Government, and to unite with it in one common Caufe, whenever the Terms and Objeefts of 
it can be fettled to our mutual SatisfaiSion > but that we cannot fuffer the neceffary Plans and 
Mcafures of Government to remain fufpended in the Expeiftation of this Conclufion, tior our 
Armies to lofe the Seafon of Action, while thole of our F.nemies arc employing it againft iJh } and 
that having acquitted ourfcives of the Obligation impofed upon us by our Senfe of the l^latioa 
fubfifting between the two Governments, the Reft remains with them, and they muff be anfwcr- 
able for the Confequenccs, if they do not conform to our Example. You will be careful to make 
them underftand that the Orders to Colonel Pearfe are pofitive to profecute his March, and make 
his Way againft all Oppofition. 

“ Thirdly, If you find the Rajah and his Dewan difpofed to take a more decided Part in o«r 
Favor, of which indeed we have no Expeftation, wc dcfirc that you will foHcit the Aid of aooo 
3 I cffccuve 
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efTcftive «nd chofco Horfe, or any lefs Number which they may be willing to contribute, to ac- 
company Colonel Pearfc, and to aft under his Command, and receive their Pay from the Com- 
panjr through their Paymaftcr i the ^ode and Rate of which we empower you to fettle by written 
Stipulation. 

“ Fourthly, We expeft that this Application will draw from them other Demands } but thefe 
we direft you to tranfmit to us, and wait our Anfwers to them, not judging it cither ncceflary or 
expedient to give you more pofitive Orders upon other Points. 

“ It is our Order that you correfpond with Lieutenant Colonel Pearfc, tranfmitting to him fpeedy 
and regular Information of all Matters proper for his Knowledge. 

“ Fort William, 

the 14th January i;8i. We are, 8ec.” 

Mr. Anderfon having received thefe Inftruftions, proceeded on his Journey towards Cuttack: 

On his Arrival at Ballafore, he found that Chimnajec had marched with his Army againft the Fort 
of Dhekanall, which is fltuated among the Hills ; and that it would be impolTible at that Time to 
penetrate through the PalTes which were in the Pofleffion of the Mountaineers. Mr. Anderfon 
communicated this Difficulty to the Governor General in the following Letters : 

“ To the Honblc. Warren Haftings, Efquirc. 

“ Honblc. Sir, 

** I arrived here this Morning. The Maratta Army is, I find, engaged in the Siege of Dhecka- 
nal, which lays amongft the Hills a confiderabfe Diftance to the Weilward of the Cuttack Road. 

The Communication is, I am told, almoft entirely flopped, as there is a thick Jungle of near 17 
Cofs in Length betwixt the Road and Dheckanale, which is fo much infefted by the People of the 
rebellious Rajahs, that fomc Days ago a conflderable Body of Horfe, which attempted to penetrate 
to the Army with fomc Supplies from Cuttack, were obliged to return. 

” I forefee therefore a great Difficulty in reaching Chimnajee’s Camp in Time to carry on any 
Negociation before the Arrival of Colonel Pearfe’s Detachment-, and what will, I fear, confiderably 
augment it, is the Abfence of the Phoufdar of this Place, for whom I brought a Letter from Bcny 
Ram Pundit. I have delivered the Letter to his Naibs but having no previous Notice, he feems • 

undermined • how to aft until he fliall receive Direftions from the Subahdar at Cuttack. This •Sici» Crig, 
would require a Delay of four or five Days $ but you may be alFurcd 1 Ihall endeavour to find 
Means of proceeding fooner. 

“ Whilft I regret cxtreamly this Delay, it is wi^h fomc Pleafure that I remark that the fame 
Circumftance which is the Caufe of it, renders the Objeft of my Deputation lefs important than it 
would have been had the Army of the Marattas been unemployed, and on the high Road to 
Cuttack. 

“ If I can get the Naib Phoufdar’s Permiflion, and a ftw of his Servants for my Proteftion,' 

(which 1 find from Experience is abfolutcly neceffary,) I (hall fet out To-morrow for Cuttack, and 
there wait until I can hear from Chimnajec, or until I can get an Efcort to conduft me through the 
Hills. 

“ Ballafore, I have the Honor to be, with much Refpeft, 

aid January 1781. Honble. Sir, 

Your, &c.” 

“ Honblc. Sir, 

“ I had the Honor to write you Ycflerday, I have now determined to fet out for Cuttack To- 
morrow Morning at all Events. The Naib Phoufdar has promifed to fend two or three of his 
Sepoys along with me, which will, I hope, prevent any Delay from my being flopped by the 
Chowkedars on the Road. BilTumber Pundit is, I find, with Rajah Ram Pundit at Cuttack. 

I Ihall confult with him about my future Operations 5 and if the Road to Chimnajee’s Camp is 
imprafticable, I Ihall wait at Cuttack until I mall receive your Orders, or until I can find Means 
to convey a Letter and receive an Anfwer from Chimnajec. I do not underfland that there are 
many Troops in this Part of the Country j they arc moflly gone with Chimnajec into the Dhecka- 
nale country. The few that,arc left, are, I believe, under the Command of Rajah Ram Pundit, 
who is a Man of high Rank, and much refpefted amongfl the Marattas. I think it is probable, 
that the chief Objeft of my Deputation may be anfwered by an Interview with him } I qiean the 
Declaration which you havj enjoined me to make with refpeft to the March of Colonel Pearfc. 

But if you (hould think it at all Events ncceflary that I Ibould find Means of waiting on Cnimnajee 
to purfw the remaining Objefts of my Commiffion, viz. to perfuade him to take an aftivc Part 
and join us, or to enter into fome Engagement to remain palTive, it will be necelTary to fend me 
more particular Inftruftions, becaule thefe Propofitions will, as you have obferved, lead to 
Demand on his Part that I fliall be unable to anfwer, until 1 can write to the Board and receive 
their Orders, which (hemmed in as Chimnajec is atprefentby the rebellious Rajahs) would be 
vciy difficult, and if effefted, would be attended with fo much Delay, as to render my Negocia- 
tions with the Marattas, either regarding a Junftion or remaining paffive, of no Ufe with refpeft 
.to Colonel Pearfe’s Detachment. Lbeg Leave to fubmit thefe Circumflances to your Confideration, 
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and to requeft your Orders, which, as far as I can judge at prefent, may reach me before it will 
be in my Power to leave Cuttack, 

“ 1 have the Honor to be with the utmoft Refpefl:, 

“ Balaforc, Honble. Sir, 

23d January 1781. Your faithful, Sec." 

The Governor General laid thefe Letters before the Board, and as there appeared fo little 
Probability of Mr. Anderfon’s being able to effeft an Interview with Chimnajec, and that Gen- 
tleman’s Prefence was wanted at the Prelidency for the Duties of a very important Station to 
which we had lately appointed him, we agreed to dircA him to return to the Prefidency, and to 
leave the Subjeft of his Commiffion with Kajah Ram Pundit the Naib of Cuttack. The follow- 
ing Letter was accordingly written to him by the Secretary ; 

“ Mr. David Anderfon, 

“ Sir, 

“ I am direfted to convey to you the Orders of the Honble. Governor General and Council, 
that you immediately return to the Prefidency, delivering the Subjeff of your Commiffion to 
Rajah Ram Pundit the Naib of Cuttack, to be by him communicated to Chimnajee Baboo. 

" Fort William, I am. Sir, 

Council Chamber, Your molt obedient humble Servant, 

the 29th January 1781. (Signed) Edward Hay, 

Ading Secretary." 

Mr. Anderfon, in the mean time, proceeded on to Cuttack, and during his Stay there wrote 
the following Letters to the Board : 

“ To the Honble. Warren Haftings, Efq. Governor General, &c. Council. Fort William 
» Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

“On my Arrival here three Days ago, I was informed that the Rajah Chimnajee was encamped 
with his whole Army amongft the Hills, about twenty-four Cofs from this Place ; that the 
Mountainers were, in general, up in Arms againft the Maratta Government j that they had for 
fome Time entirely cut off the Communication betwixt this Place and the Rajah’s Camp • but 
that it was then again, in fome Mcafure, opened by the Redudion of the Rnjah of Dhecka’nale' 
who had been one of the principal and moft aflivc Leaders in the Rebellion. I immediately difi 
patched Letters to Rajah Chimnagee and his Dewan Bhowanny Pundit, informing them of my 
Deputation from you, and of my Arrival here, and requefting to know if it would be r»rceabre to 
them that I fhould wait upon them in Camp. It is with Concern I am obliged to acq^uaint you 
that the Hircarrahs who carried the Letters, havornow returned and informed me, that it is^ ut- 
terly impoffiblc to pafs through the Hills, even confidcrable Bodies of Horfe, who have auempted 
to join the main Army, being obliged to return. This Information is confirmed by the Voice of 
ail thofe with whom I have had an Opportunity of converfing. 

“ As there has been no Intercourfc whatever betwixt this Place and the Camp for fome Days 
it is impoffiblc to fay where the Army is at prefent. All the Inhabitants here concluded, frotn a 
Variety of Circumftances, that it is in motion. But different Opinions and Reports prevail re- 
garding its Deftinationj fome allcdgc, that it was Chimnagee’s Intention to march againit the 
Rajah of Sumbclporc, who had refuted to fubmit to the heavy Exaftions impofed by the Maratta 
Government •, whilft others conjefture, that he is now aftually on his March towards the Weftern 
Paffes of Bengal. Though this is merely Conjeaure, yet the well-known Diftreffes and Impor- 
tunities of Chimnajec’s Army, and ImpOibility of finding any further Refources in this 
exhaufted Country, give it an Appearance of Probability that will not allow me wholly to 
rejeft it. ^ 

“ I think it ncceffary to inform you, that there arc few or no Troops at prefcnt in this Part of 
the Country,

“ I had Ycftcrday Evening the Honor to receive your Secretary’s Letter of she aoth 
Ultimo. \ “ 

“ Raja Ram Pudit being at prefent with Chimnagee Babd», and it appearing the Intention of 
your Order that I Ihould communicate the Subjeft of my Commiinon to the Perfons who for 
the Time being, inighi be confidcred as the Reprefentatives of the Maratta Government at Cut- 
tack, I this Morning waited on Manoojee Pundit and Hurdy Ram, the former of whom as 
Phurnoveeffe, poffcflcs great Weight in the Councils of the Bcrar State ; and the latter, as Dewan 
of Cuttack, holds the Executive Authority of this Soubah in the Abfence of Rajah Ram Pondu. 

‘ ’ Ihad' 
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I had, at a former Interview, opened to them the Intention of my Deputation, and this 
Morning entered on the Subjeft more fully, explaining it to them nearly in the Words of mv 
InUrufiions. During the Courfc of our Converlation, Manoojee and Hurdv Ram at (i.ftex 
prefled fome ApprehenGons from the Refentmcnt which the Pelhwa and his Minifters would en 
terrain at their Matter’s fufiering Colonel Pearfe’s Detachment to pafs. They enlarged much on 
the tteady Attachment Ihewn by Moodajee to the Engl.fli, even whiitt all the other Nations were at 
Enmity with os ; and obferved, that he had fent his Son to command the Troops, who notwith- 
ftanding the prefling Inftanccs of the Pcfliwa and his Minifters, had thus long avoided an Invafion 
of our Territories, and had even now, under Pretence of reducing fome petty Rajahs, removed 
his Army to a confiderable Pittance, on Purpolc that our Troops might the more eafily palS This 
was a Proof of Friendihip which had not occurred to them at our flrtt Interview. I was how- 
ever, * to And it adduced, and readily admitted it. I purfued the favourable Difpofition which it •SidnOiig. 
difeovered, and I have the Pleafure to inform you, that Manooje and Hurdy Ram promifed that 
Orders Ihould be fent to all the Tanadars afd OfHcers on the Road, not only to avoid doing any 
Thing which might be produftivc of Difputcs, but to affift as far as pofliblc in fupplymg the 
Detachment with Provilions in their Route. The Performance of this Promife mult, however 
I am fcnfible, depend on the Intentions of the Maratta Government, and the Orders which may be 
received from Chimnagec. At the Requeft of Manoojee and Hurdy Ram, I delivered to them 
the Litters of Introduftion which I received from the Governor General for Chimnagec, and fome 
Difpatches which I had brought from Bcny Ram Pundit to his Brother, and they promifed that 
they would immediately forward them to Camp under a ftrong Efcort, ■ together with a Letter from 
themfclves to Ra;ah Chimnajee, informing him of the Subjeft of my CommilGon. 

« I learned from Manoojee and Hurdy Ram, that Chimnagee, with almott.thc Wiiole of his 
Army, was at a Place called Khond, on the Boundaries of the Cunjer Country, about thiny.fivc 
Cofs from hence. It lays, I am informed, nearly N. W. from Cuttack ; and no Inference cL be 
drawn regarding Chimnagec’s Intentions from the fuppofed Situation of the Army, as it is faid to 
be almoft equally convenient for marching to any of the Plates for which Report varioufly 
deftines it— to Sumbcipore, to Great Naugporc, on to the Wettern Frontiers of Bengal. ^ 

« In obedience to your Orders of the a9th Ultimo, 1 ftiall fci out To-morrow on ’my Return 
to Bengal.

Mr. Anderfon afterwards left Cuttack, and let out on his Return to the ReGdcncy. On his 
Arrival at Ballafore, he overtook Bifllimbcr Pundit, a Vakeel whom Chimnajee Babtx) had fent 
through the Hills, underattrong F.fcort, with Difpatches to the Governor General. Mr. Anderfon 
agreed to travel hi Company with Biflumber Pundit to Calcutta j but, before he left Balafore, he 
heard that Chimnajee, with all his Army, was come down into the open Country, which was con- 
firmed by a Letter which he received from Chimnajee’s Miniftcr, Bowanny Pundit, expreflimy a 
great Defire to fee him, and requefting him to return from Balafore to Chimnajec’s Camp, whfeh 
was then in the Neighbourhood of Jaageporc. But as the Order of the Board of the 29th January 
was poGtiye, and Mr. Anderfon knew not on what Grounds it was iflued, he thought he could 
not take upon himfclf to deviate from it; he excufed himfelf thercfofc to Bowanny Pundit in the 
beft Manner he could i and having written all the Circumftanccs to the Governor General, he pro- 
ceeded by flow Journies towards Calcutta, expefting to receive on the Road further Orders for his 
Conduct. The Governor General accordingly did write to him three Letters, directing him to 
comply with Bowanny Pundit’s Defire j but as they were fent by one Road, and Mr. Anderfon 
proceeded by another, they did not reach him till after his Arrival at Calcutta. 

In the meantime Colonel Pcaric’s Detachment entered the Maratta Territories j and Chimnagec 
Baboo, whofe Army was now within a few Miles of the Road, not only fuffered him to pafs without 
Oppolition, but direftcd one of his principal Officers to attend the Colonel, and fupply the De- 
tachment with whatever they might want. The Colonel’s Letters afforded daily Teftimonies of the 
Care with which the Officer executed his InftruCfions; and the Detachment, during the Whole of 
the March through Orilfa, had the moft plentiful Supplies of Grain and every Kind of Proviflons. 

Repeated Difpatches wefe about this Time received from Chimnagec and his Minifters, (vide 
Appendix, N» 5, 6, 7. 80.) jprofcffing their friendly Difpofition towards the Englifli, and de- 
claring their Rcfolution to.a fiord Colonel Pcarfe every Afliftanre during his March tlirough OriflTa, 
ut all of them complaining at the fame Time of the Hardfliips which their Friendihip for the 
tnglilh^iad brought upon them, and the Englifti had brought upon them t, and the Difficulty which 
they found in pacifying their Troops, who complained of their Want of Pay, and loudly called out

mien throws tome Light on the Views and Policy of the Court of Bcrar. 

The Meflage which Biflumber Pundit conveyed from Rajah Chimnagec Baboo, contained fcvcral 
roTOlitions of great Importance j and as the Rajah had exprefled fome Chagrin at not feeing Mr. A n- 
aerlon on bis ffilt Deputation, wc agreed to fend that Gentleman back to him. 1 he Governor Ge- 
neral alfo fen* Biflumber Pundit back at the fame Time with Anfwers to the Rajah’s Propofitions. 
s It Dccamc neceflary to inform Mr. Anderfon of the Propofitions conveyed by Biflumber Pundit 
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and todircft him to found the Dlfpofitions of the Rjjah and his Minifttr regarding fcveral Objeds 
of a fccret Nature, it was thought advifable to iffuc his Inlfruflions from the Governor General 
only, without minuting the Particulars of them on the ufual Records of the Council. The foU 
lowing is a Copy of the i.etter, which, being agreed on by the Board, was written to him : 

" Sir, , 

*' For the better Accomplilhtrent of the Views of this Government in the general Commifilon 
witli which you have been charged, I think it proper to furnilh you with the following Materials 
of Information and Indruclions for their occafional Application. 

“ The immediate and profeded Defign of your Deputation is, as it originally was, to reconcile 
tht Governn ent of Naugpore to the PalTage of Colonel Pearlc's Detachment through the Pro- 
vince of OrifTa, and to afford it the mod public Mark of Attention and Refpeft, It may, however, 
be produiflive of other Confequcnccs ; and thefc 1 proceed to explain. 

“ The Caufe afflgned by the Government of Naggpore for (ending fo large a Force to our 
Frontier is, the Nectfliiy in which it found itfelf of complying oftenfibly with the fudden ReqoiG- 
tions which were made to it by the ruling Adminiftration of Poonah and the Nabob Nizam Ally 
Caun, and the Danger to which a Refulal would have expofed it from the Power of the ConMe- 
racy in which they had recently engaged. This Intention was early notified to us with Iblemn Pro- 
fefTions of Friendffiip, and a fixed Refolution to ntaintain it. Hitherto 1 have no Reafon to'doubt 
thefc Affuranccs, for they have been verified by Fafts. Chimnajfc received his DifmilTion, and U 
faid to have begun his March on the DuflTerra, of the i ith of Augull of the Year 1 779. He pro- 
ceeded by ftudicd Deviations and Delays, and inftcad of entering Bahar, which was the prcfcribed 
Scene of his Operations, he kept the Road of Cuttack, where he arrived in May laft, and has con- 
fined himfelf to that Province, though greatly diftreffTcd ever fince. In the Month of Odober I 
fecretly furniffied him with three Laak of Rupees to relieve the prefTing Wants of his Army, 
and gave him Expedations of a larger Supply, if the Anfwer to the Letters then tiifparchcd to 
Naugporc were luch as I required j that is, if Moodajee accepted the Guarantee of our Treaty 
offered to the Pcilhwa, and iffued Orders cither for the Jundion of the Army under Chimnajee 
with our’s, or its Recall, He has done neither, but captiouffy objeded to every Article of the 
Treaty, propofing fuch Amendments and Additions as he muft have knnwh would be rejeded, 
and declined to (end the Orders required to his Son, but ftill profefllng an inviolable Attachment. 

It is polTiblc that thefc Declarations were made only to favc Appearances, as the barren Exped;tion 
againft Dakkanaul, at the prccifc Inftant in which Colonel Pearce was preparing to march into 
Oriffa, can only be reconciled with any Principle of rational Policy, by the Suppolition that it was 
calculated to remove it from the Line of his Route. He has bten permitted to pafs without 
Interruption, an Officer of that Government appointed to condud him, and he has to this Time 
been plentifully fopplied with Provifions, cither by the Command or the Connivance of the Rajah, 
You will be yourfelf a competent Judge whether theconfcqoent Condud of the Rajah is anfwer- 
able to theConclufion which I have dated of the Authority which has prcfcribed it. 

“ It can only be aferibed to two Motives j one, that which I have fuppofedi the other, to profit by 
the Departure of fo confidcrable a Part of our Force, and to invade the * of Province of Bahar with 
Icfs Hazard of Rcfiftance. -I have no Sufpicion of the latter, bccaufc it is inconfiffcnt with my 
Belief of the Policy of that State, and with the Scafon of the Year, which is already too far fpent for 
fuch an Undertaking. 

“ TheObjed of this temporizing Syftem is to obtain the Acknowledgement of the Claim of the 
Government of Berar to the Chout of Bengal; and I have no Doubt that this Con ocEfion alone 
would inftanily purchafe their Alliance and their decided and open Declaration in our Favour. I 
know that is their Objed, although it has never yet been declared in Form: Poffibly you will be 
queftioned upon the Subjed. If Chimnajee has Authority to treat upon this or any other Subjed, 
receive his Propofals, and tranfmit them to the Board. If he has not, you will wUh Propriety refer 
him back to his Principal, with whom it ought to originate, fince he muft ratify whatever is concluded 
refpeding it. Profefs yourfelf unqualified to talk upon any Point not included in your Inftruc- 
lions, but hear and report whatever the Rajah or his Miniftcr may fay to you, and rather encou- 
rage than check any Hope which they may entertain of our Compliance with their Pretenfions endea- 
vouring to learn from them what Advantage they aredifpofed to offer for fo important a Conccflion* 
whether they will engage to unite with us in the Profecution of the War againft Hyder to his final 
Extirpation ? whether they will accept an Equivalent, or even more than an Equivalent, in any other 
Quarter for the Chout, either the Portion acquired by General Goddard of Guzeraot and loncan, 
or fuch Conquefts as may be made by Colonel Camac in Malva or Khandeffi, or any other which 
they may fuggeft ? Be careful not to put Queftions to them dircdly by which they may conftrue 
a yielding Dilpofition in this Government, or an Eagernefs to court their Fricrtdlhip by too great 
Sacrifices; but rather endeavour to lead them to the Information which you may want, by Qjeltions 
of Explanation, and by fuch Obfervation and even Mifapprehcnfions as may be moft hkely to 
produce the Difeovery of their real Sentiments and Expedlations. In the mean Time it is poffible 
that fome Advantage may be made of the particular and perfonal Views of the young Rajah himlelf* 
As the immediate Heir of his Father he has Pretcnfiqns to the Succeflion of the fovereign Autbo- * 
rity of the Maratta State, and it feems to be f^nJy Provifion which can be made for him to fecore 
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liis future Independency t without this, bis Father’s Death will leave him at the Mercy of hU Bro- 
ther, and without a Rcfourccj for it is not likely that his Brother fliould expemi the Wealth, or 
hazard the Power the Power* of his own State, to promote his Inicrert.and railc him to a Di«Tnity 
fuperior to his own. Neither is it improbable that Moodahjec would be glad to fee the • Rcron-- 
pliflimcnl of fuch an Eftablifliment for both his Sons. The Policy of the Dewan is, as I am told, 
more direfled to the Elevation of the Family and Government than to the Eftablilhmcnc cf any 
individual Intereft in it, except perhaps that of Rajojec, the eldcll: Son by Blood of Moodajee, 
but the Son and Succeflbr of Janoojee by Adoption. Benram and Biflumber Pundit arc properly 
his Servants, and llrongly attached to him. Bowanny Pundit is in the fame Interelf, and was 
chofen to his prefent Truft by Dewagur Pundit. Thefc • there Petfens would take Alarm at any •sicInCrir 
Suggeftion of a feparare Iniereft of Chimnajee, and on this Account, you will cautioudy avoid 
tduching on any Subjeft tending to it with them. But 1 recommend that you feck an Opportunity 
to foundlChlmnajce.himfclf upon it. lam told, that though young and unexperienced, he 
does not want Underftanding } that he is ambitious, fpirited, and impatient of Controul. Seek an 
Opportunity of converfing with him alone i he will perhaps aflford you one without any Contri- 
vanceon your Part, and this will be better. Avail yourfclf of it to inipirc him with Hopes of the 
Rauje, Afk him what is his prefent Objeft in the Command alligncd him ? Is it the Attainment 
of any Settlement in Bengal ? This, if accomplilhed, whatever it be, will become the Portion of 
his Brother, and his own Dependance more confirmed by it t and to efleft it, he may lo.'c tlie 
Friendihip of the Englifli, by which it may be in his Power to raife himfcif to a Condition of 
higher State and Splendor than any that his Family have yet known. There is no Power in the 
Maratta State which can oppofe his Pretcnlions, if immediately afierted. If deferred beyo.nd the 
prefent Crifis, it may be too late. This, his own precarious Situation and future Vaflalage, and the 
Prudence of endeavouring to obtain fomc Provifion during his Father’s Life, are Arguments which 
may likewile be fuggefted with Effcft. The Subjedt is delicate i break it to him wanly •, firll try 
his Difpofition, proceed as you find him afTcded by what you have laid, but do not go beyond 
the Encouragement which he may give you. The Effccl will at Icall be to gain l ime, and to ren- 
der him Icfs lolicitous for the Profccution of any MeaCurcs which may involve him in a decided 
Enmity with the Englifli; and if you Ihould be able to make fuch an ImprelTion on bis Mind as to 
induce him to become a Party with his Father for our Caufe, it is as much as 1 can exped from it, 
unlefs he fliould at orfee refolve to anticipate his Father’s Concurrence, and join a Part of his Forces 
to Colonel Pearce's Detachment. 

“ Biflbmbcr Pundit has received his Difmiflion from me, and will immediately return with 
Anfwcrs to the four Propofitions which he brought from Chimnajee Baboo. 

“ Thefc you already know, I fliall therefore only ftatethem in fliort Heads, which will be fuf- 
ficient to mark the Relation of my Anfwcr to each. 

Preliminary: Moonfefee. This Word, which Biflumber Pundit has conftantly repeated by itfelf 
88 comprizing the Whole of the Rajah s Meaning, I do not v’ery fatisfadorily underftand •» but lup- 
pofing It to require my Advice for his future Condud, I have given it in the following Terms: Tl,c 
Government of Bcrar has already aflforded fo many and fo public Inftanccs of its Difpolition to favour 
our^ that It can no longer anfwer any ufeful Purpofc to temporize ; and why fliould it tem- 
porize f The Reply to this Quellion is for their Imaun, that is, for the Credit of their Faith. To 
this I have anfwered, that the Faith of the Confederacy, if ever binding on them, having been 
ongmally irnpofed by Violence, has been long fince diflblvcd by every other Party compofing it. 
lit. By Hyder Ally Cawn, in foliciting and obtaining from the King, a Firmaun for the Suba- 
dari7 or Deccan, to the total Exclufion of the Rights of the Nazim, and to the Injury of the 
Pcilhwa himfelf, who poflcITes a Part of the Territory which is included in the Grant; nor is 
nife^' by k extenuated by the Incfficacy of the Patent, the Difpolition being equally ma- 

“ adly. By Nizam Ally Cawn, who promifed to fopport the projeded Invafion of Bengal by a 
limilar Attempt on the Circars of Seecacole, &c. as foon as Chimnajec’s Army was on its March, 

Which Promife he has neither performed, nor has ever made the lealt Movement towards it. 

3dly and 4thly, By the Peilhwa himfcif, or the Minifter acting for him. Firft, in ordering 
Becfa^e to take poffcflion of the Diftrid of Gurrah Mundclah, which but a few Months before 
had oten granted in Jaghifer to Moodajee, as one of the Conditions for his engaging in the 
V-onrcdaacy : And fccondly. In failing to lend the ftipulated Supplies of Money for the F.xpcnces 
ot the Dcuchmerit dctlinqd for the Service in Bengal. A Breach of Faith in any one of ihe con- 
cderatcu Powers in any one of the Inflances which i have enumerated, except the laft, which may

with the whole; but in thefe the Forfeiture is complete on all Sides, except tha° of Moodajee, 
r therefore to chufe what Line of Policy or Connedion may henceforth belt foit his own In- 
terelts. As to his perfonal Attachment to the Peilhwa, let him retain it. We bear no pcrfonal 
fnmity to the Peilhw8,.nor feck for any Objed in the War with him but the Means of bringin'^ 

K to an honourable Conclufion. Our Wilh is, to eflablifli a firm and lading Fricndfliip with the

would Oecomc a fatal one to all his prefent Aflbeiates. Let the Government bf Bcrar declare 
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itfcif in oor Favor-, its Influence will not fail to draw after it the Pefliwa's Adminiftration, which 
lubfifts only by the Powers of its Hies and nominal Dependants, for it has neither Wealth nor 
Kefourtes left, having yielded a Territory of Eighty Laaks to Hydcr, the Province ofCandcfh to 
Sindia, Aurungabad (if I millake noi) to Nizam Ally, and loft both Guzerat and Concan to the 
Englilh. Moodajee has frequcntlv ticclaicd that he will not fuffer the Rauae, which is his Patri-

This Queftion can only be properly treated with his Father | but as foch 
a Reference might imply a Hefitation which would be dilhonourable, I have plainly told BiflTum* 
ber Pundit that, in no State of our Affairs, will 1 ever confent to furrender Ragonaut Row to any 
Power or Perfon upon Earth, although I fhould think it allowable to break off all Connedion 
with him if that fhould be required as the Condition of any future Engagement whether with the 
Government of Bcrar or Poonab. 

“ ^d. To retreat by the Way of Gya, and burn a few Villages, fora Pretext or Shew of Hoftility,' 
in the Way. This I have treated as a Subjefl of Ridicule, not of Argument. Befidcs 1 have 
faid that it is too late to temporize. The Line once palfed, it would be diftkulc, perhaps impof* 
fible, to ftop or ret: eat ; and the Road to Bahar is at this Time impradlicable, unicfs he would 
force the PaflTes of which our Troops have PolfelCon, and 1 will never difgrace our Arms by 
ordering them to give Way to him. ' 

“ 4th, Chout. This is a Subjedk upon which I can make no Reply but to his Principal, if he 
fhall ever exaift it. Bene Ram urges it with uncommon Earneftnefs as the Point which muft decide 
the Union of the Boofli Family with Bengal, and propofes that it be granted as the Condition of 
their Alliance and Fealty under any Xitle that may exprefs the Tenure by which it is to be fo held, 
•nd efface the Odium of the prefent Name. I have rather difcooragcd than countenanced this 
Idea, but not fo as wholly to preclude it from future Difeuffion ; and 1 now mention it, that, con* 
nesting it with what I have before written upon the general Subjeiff, you may accommodate your 
Language to mine upon it. 

“ 1 recoiled nothing further to add. You will regulate the Time of our Continuance with 
Chimnajee by your own Dilcretion, provided he fhall folicit it. But fhould he not, or fhould you 
fee no good Realbn for flaying, I fhall wifh you to return early, as your Prefence will be much 
wanted for the Bufinefs of the approaching Settlement.

Letter from the Governor General. 


‘‘ Dear Sir, Baraflet, ift March 1781. 

“ I now fend you my private Inftrudions 1 they arc fuch as could not properly or prudently be 
given in public Orders, and expofed, as of Courfe thefe would be, to'our official Records.* Mr. 
Wheeler approves them, and authorizes me to declare his Approbation of them. They appear 
rather longer than the Matter of mere Converfation needs to be 1 but .1 fhould have made them 
Hill longer, had they been addreffed to a Perfon Icfs informed, or lefs capable of drawing the Con- 
clufions from known or foppofed Fads, than you are, for I think much will dependxon the 
Temper and Inclinations of the young Rajah, and therefore I have been fo particular in ftating the 
Points which arc moft likely to influence his Mind, and even to preferibe the Manner in which 
you may moft fucccfsfully urge them. 

“ I recommend to you to take Minutes of every Converfation with himjthey will be ufeful not 
only for Reference, but by conneding the Sentiments of the Rajah exprefled at different Times, 
they will afford you a better Clue to his real Views and Intentions. 

“ Refpeding the Connexion of the Government of Bcrar with Nizam Ally Cawn, I would 
rather refer you to Biffumbcr Pundit, who can give the fuJlcft Information concerning it. I will 
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only fay >n * Words, that I eoafider them as natural Enemies, although they are on Terms of 
outward Friendftiip. I can perceive that Moodagee (or rather his Dewan, whofe Dilates the 
Rajah implicitly follows in all rolitici^ ^afures) ftands in fomc Awe of Nizam Ally, and I have 
fometimes intimated the FolUbility of ottf 6 eihg driven to the NectiTity of courting his Alliance iil 
the Manner in which 1 have hitherto foiieht that of the Government of Bcrar, if the latter Ihould 
continue to procraftinate. He was the Frojeclor of the prefent Confederacy, and is faid to be at 
this Time detached from it by the Report of Hyder’s having obtained a Grant from the King of 
his Dominions. The Report is certainly true. 

Do not fail b make my Acknowledgements to Chimnagee for the liberal Manner in which he 
has a ftfd to Colonel Pearfe, of which the Colonel writes his daily Teftimonv. He has a Claim to a 
grateful Return, and on that Footing I would yield him Advantages, which Ihould be withheld from 
him for ever if he employed the Meant of Hoftility or Menace to obtain them. 

** Rajah Ram Pundit has been very ufeful to us by bis IriQuence arid Counfels. Let him know 
that I know it, and am fenfible of tti If you fhall judge it ncceflary to enfure either his or 
Bowanny Pundit’s Friendlhip by Gifts of Money, or to make fimilar Prefents to others, you 
have my Authority to draw oh me for any Sumit, and to diftribute them according to your Dif- 
cretion. 

“ If any Thing that I have faid (hould require further Explanation, and fuch as can only be con- 
veyed effeClually by Converfation, as I lhall of courfe return to Town fur a Day, in a Day or two 
hence, let me know, and I will go earlier to fee you.

Mr. Ariderfdrt liaving expreited fome DdubtS regarding the Intention of fomc Parts of the pre- 
ceding indrufkions, the Governor General thodght it neceffary to cSplain them niorc fully in the 
following Letters. 

Dear Sir, “ Barrafut, id March 178 r. 

“ To remove every Ambiguity in the Conftruftion of the Paragraph concerning which you have 
exprelTed your Doubts, I defire you will read it with the following Correftion : 

‘ You may engage to fupply them with twelve Lackk of Rupees. This is the Sum which I for - 
‘ merly promifed my Intereft with this Government to grant them, in the Event of the Rajah’s 
* (that* this Moodajec’s) Compliance with the ReqUifition made to him in Oftober lall.’ 

‘i This Requifition was, that he (hould execute the Treaty which was propofed to him, and order 
his Troops at Cuttack either to return or to join us. The Requifition has not been complied with } 
I now offer the fame Sum to Chimnagee Babioo, with the Condition only that he will return, or 
folemnly promife not to employ the Forces under his Command againif us. 1 limit the Condi- 
tion to no Time, but to the Forces which are actually under the Command of Chimnagee Baboo; 
Thefe muft never be employed againft us. * 

“ Here I think it neceflTary to dillinguilh between the Motive of this Bufinefs on the Condition 
for which it is granted, and the Condition en which it is granted ■, and 1 defire that you will mark 
the Diftinftion in all your Difcourles upon the Subjeft. It is this j 1 confidcr the Government of 
^rar as a Sufferer by the many Inftances which it has given of its Attachment to ours, and there- 
fore entitled to fome Retribution from us. To the World the Appearance of its Forces fo near to 
our Borders, and their profelled Deftination againfi; our Provinces, will be conftrued an Hoftility. 
To me, who know the Compulfion under which this Meafure was undertaken, and the Pretexts 
which have been ufed to elude the Purpofc for which it was profeffediy formed, to whom both its 
profeiTed Deftination and the intended Evafion of it were early notified, and the latter verified by 
the flow PrOgrefs of the Army, its Inafkivity, its Diftreffes ; and, above all, by its Forbearance with 
an Englilh Army paiTing in their Route, and through their own Territory •, it is an Evidence of the 
pacific Difpofition of the Government of Berar, and its Attachment to ours, equal even to the Hof- 
pitality (hewn by it to General Goddard’s Detachment. We cannot repay the Expence which 
they have incurred by fo long an Employment of fo large a Body of Cavalry in Inaflion, and in a 
remote and deftitute Country } but I deem it incumbent upon our Government to relieve its prefent 
Wants, and to afford it the Means of a Retreat. It is a Debt of Honor, Juftice, and even of 
Policy t for I doiibt whether the Rajah could return with them unlefs he could either Difcharge a 
Part of their Arrears, or lead them to plunder. It is therefore as a Compenfation for LolTcs luf- 
tained on our Account, as an Acknowledgement and Return for paft Kindnefs, not the Purcliafe 
bf future Forbearance, that we confent to grant them the Aid which you are intruded to tender to 
them./ At the fame Time we have thought it proper to give it with the obvious Precaution that it 
be not employed to our own Hurt, nor the Right forfeited on which it was granted, by future 
Hoftilitiea. 

“ You muft not exceed the Sum of two Lacks ih private Diftributions j even that you will 
doubtlcfs confidcr an Excefs unlcls fome very fubftantiai Benefit can be purchafed by it. 

V I dear Sir, 

“ Yours aflWkionately. 
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« P. S. I am not yet fatisfied with the preceding Explanation!, complete as they may appearj 
they want their dirc<S and poiitive Application, which I now add : If Chimnagee, in his Acceptance 
of the Sum preferred to him, lhall infift on any Relervation of the Right to employ his Forces 
againft us in the next Seafon, or at any Period before their Return to Naugpore, you muft 
declare to him, that his Claim to this Supply will become forfeit by fuch a Refervation, and that 
it will put it out of our Power to granf it; in a Word, that we will not grant it.” 

With thefc Inftrudlions Mr. Anderfon proceeded to the Maratta Camp, where he held 
feveral long Conferences with the Rajah and his MinifterS. The Subject of thefe Conferences 
will beft appear from the following Papers, which were fent by Mr. Anderfon to the Governor 
General. 1 hey were originally intended by that Gentleman to have been conlidered only as pri* 
vale Information, previous to his finding Leifure to deliver in a regular Report of his Proceedings 
to the Board i but as thefe Papers were written almoft at the Moment in which the feveral Con- 
ferences related in them adtually pafTed, they will afford the bed Inflght into the Views of the 
Parties, and probably be more acceptable than a Relation more leifurcly and methodically 
digcflcd. 

“ Honble. Sir, “ Camp, 13th March 1781. 

“ On my Arrival Ycflerday Evening, I was received in Camp with every Mark of Attention 
and Refpedf, I was introduced to the Rajah and all his principal Officers affembled. I delivered 
to him and his Dewan Bowanny Pundit, the Letters which I received from you. I took Occafion at 
this Interview to inform the Rajah, that you had'fent him fome Prefents of Silks, which, together 
with all my own Baggage, had been left at Beercool, the Coolies who carried them having run 
away terrified at the Reports of the Depredations committed by a Body of Maratta Hurfe which 
had entered the Province of Tcllaforc. The Rajah aifured me that thefc Outrages on our 
Territories were committed in Oppofition to his Orders, and that the Moment he had heard of 
them, he had fent to rccal the plundering Party, and to punifh the Perfons who compofed it. I 
deemed it ncceflTary to obtain this AiTurance before I entered on the Subjedt of my Com- 
niiffion. 

“ This Morning I again waited on the Rajah by Appointment, and had a very long Conference 
with him, or rathy^ith the Dewan Bhowanny Pundit, in his Prcfcncc. fjlaving produced my 
Credentials, I explained the profclTcd Objedls of my former and of my prefent Deputation. Ouf 
Converfation afterwards turned on the Propofitions which had been made to'you through BifTum- 
ber Pundit. I was called on for the Anfwers, as BifTumber Pundit had referred them to me, 'and 
had affedlcd an Ignorance of your Sentiments, even on thofe Points which you have replied to in 
the clearcft Terms. The Dewan, in difeuffing the Preliminary Article of thefe Propofitions, en- 
deavoured to involve under it the Nature of our Situation with refpeft to the Pcfhwah} and it was 
with Ibme Difficulty that I could confjiv: the Queftion to the Point of View in which you had con- 
fidercd it, and which, at the Time of dating it, was certainly the Point of View in which it was 
intended you (hould confider ir, being an Appeal from the Rajah to your Juftice. I went through 
all the Arguments which you have fo fully laid down in my Ihftruclions; and as the Dewan feemed 
inclined to combat every one of them, the Converfation was carried on to a great Length. The^De- 
wan at lafl in lome Meafurc concurred in the Propriety of the Advice which you had given to the 
Rajah j but he reded every Thing on your Compliance with his Expeftations relpecting the fird 
Article of the fropofuioris, nam-ly, the Lxpcncc of the Troops. I then proceeded to inform the 
Rajah of the Oder which you had empowered me to make him, of the Motives which induced you 
to grant him that Supply, and of the Promife which you had direfted me to exaft from him. The 
Rajah, his Dewan, Rajah Ram Pundit, one or two of the M’lnidcrs who were prefent, and even 
Biifumber Pundit, affeCted much Surprize at the Smallncfs of ttic Sum : They obferved, that near 
two Crorcs of Rupees had been expended on Account of their Attachment to the Englilh j they 
expatiated on their prefent DillieflTes, and remarked that the Sum which you had tendered was 
fcarrcly adequate to difcliargc the Arrears of a fingle Jcmmauldar, and infiriuatcd the Confe- 
qucnccs to which they might be driven by Hunger, Dilappointinent, and Dcfpair. I acknowledged, 
in the fullcfl; Degree, the Senle you entertained of their Attachment, and admitted the Reality 
of ilicir Uiflrclfes. 1 requcltccl, however, that they would confider allb the Sitiiation of our Go- 
vemmentj that we were engaged in Vicars with feveral powerful Stages; that although we bad 
indc.d latterly been luccclsful, yet that thefe SuicclTcs had been obtained at a vaft Lxpence of 
I rcalure, and that much more might ttill be neceflary ; tluu .as thefc Troops had not come thus 
far at our Kcquell, nor ever been employed in our Service, it was not to be expefted that we 
could defray the whole of their I'.xpencc : All that could be looked for was, that we fliouVj affift 
in relieving them from their prefent Dilhelfc.?, of which their Attachment to our Government had 
partly been the Occafion j and this, I allured them, you had attended to in as full a Degree as 
our own Situation could poffibly admit. In fliort, much Argument palled on the SubjetSt •, and as 
the Dewan feemed to rejeft the Oiler wiih a Kind of Slight, which 1 deemed inconfillcnt with the 
Connc6lion which has Jublillcd betwixt the two Governments of Bcrar and Bengal, I thought 
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it my Duty to turn to the Rajth, and aik whether this was a ^Gcive and final Anfwer, or 
whether it would be agreeable to him, before he gave me my DiirnKTion, to take fome Days to 
weigh all that I had faid in his own Mind, and then give me an Anfwer. 

I proceeded to communicate your Anfwcrs regarding the remaining three Propolkions. I 
was permitted to go through^ thofe which relate to Rogonaut Raw, and the Faffagc of the Troops 
through Goyah, without being interrupted, or •recovering a Reply. When 1 came tot he laft Article, and • sk inOni. 
when I queftioned whether the Rajah was authorized to treat upon it, the Dewan informed me that he 
was } and on my telling him-that I Ihould in that Cafe hear and tranfmit to you whatever he might fay, 
he replied, that too much Delay had taken place on that Subjeft already. He ran through the whole 
Story of the Manner in which theChout had been acquired; faid, that theExaffionof it had beenfuf- 
pended on Account of the Troubles which had happened in the Bcrar State, but that the Riglnftill re- 
mained, and that the Troops who had acquired it were ftill the fame. I fatisfied myfelf with replying, 
that the Troops of Aliverdy Cawn and thofe of the Englifli were different i and we foon afterwards 
imperceptibly pafled from this Article without my having an Opportunity of fully founding their 
DilpoGtion in the Manner which you have enjoined. The Article of the Expencei feemed to 
engrofs the Whole of their Thoughts. They faid ihcyf willing to engage hcrealtcr in any of our +«!«•» 0'!t* 
Views, particularly to unite with us againft Hyder Ally, if he had aflually folicited Sunnuds for 
the Dcckan ; but the Arrears of their Troops muft firft be paid, without which it was impofliblc 
for them to do any Thing ; that it was with the utmoft Difficulty they could now prevent them 
from mutinying, by buoying up their Hopes with Promifes of Relief from Bengal > and that if a 
Mutiny fliould happen, it might prove very fatal to the Rajah and them all -, that their Diftrefftrs 
and Apprehenfions were now fuen, that if I went away without fulfilling the Hxpedtations of the 
Troops, the Rajah muft go alfo, from Ncceffity, and throw himfelf upon you for Relief at Cal- 
cutta. On the whole, you will not imagine that I had much Reafon to be fatisfied with the 
Expedlations fliewn by the Dewan in this Day’s Converfation. 1 am not, however, entirely dif- 
couraged, as I icribe it chiefly to the Idea with which Biffumber Pundit has imprefled them 
of my being poflefled with full Powers to fettle any Sum which I may think fit ; and it is natural 
for them to try every Method of raifing it as high as pBflible. I am endeavouring to remove this 
Idea ; and I would fain hope, that when this is effcAed, the Dewan will change his Opinion re- 
garding the Offer which you have made to the Rajah. You will obferve, from the Manner in 
which this Converfation has been carried on, that I have little to expeft from an Attention to the 
particular Difpofition of the young Rajah. He Ihewed a Kind of complacent Indifference during 
the whole Time, and it? was in vain that I endeavoured to engage him in the Difeuffion by frequent 
Appeals to him on Points where the Dewan and I differed, f am again to vifit him To-morrow 
Evening, to deliver your Prefents, which, I underftand, are arrived at Balaforc. I fhall then confine 
our Converfation to Subjefts of lefs Importance, and endeavour to obtain a more thorough Infight 
into his Temper and Charafter, and to acquire his Good-will and favourable Opinion. 1 (hall 
be in no Haftc to leave his Camp, whilft there remains the Ijnallcft Hope of my Stay being pro- 
duftivc of any Good. Rajah Ram Pundit, who has frequently vifitcd me fince my Arrival, has 
particularly implored me to reprefent to you their Diftrefres, and entreat you to prevent them by 
a more confiderablc Supply. It is in vain that I have repeated to him, and indeed to all the reft 
who have fpoken to me, that you have fixt a Sum, and that I was certain that you would on no Ac- 
count exceed it. Under the prefent Appearances, I have thought it would be to no Purpofe, and pre- 
mature, to try the Mode which you have authorized of private Diftributions. Notwithftanding 
the Length of this Letter, 1 have been obliged to omit many Things which I could wifh to have 
mentioned. I muft make an Apology for this hafty and inaccurate Manner in which I have writ- 
ten, and requeft that you will confidcr it as a private Letter, addreffed to yourfclf only. 

“ I am, &c. 

“ Poftfeript, 14th in the Morning. 

“ Biffumber Pundit has juft now been with me with a MefTige from the Rajah. He has 
flicwn me your Letters to him, to evince that I have a dilcretional Power to increafe the Sum, 
tendered as I may think fit. I have explained to him, that although you have referred the Rajah 
to me, yet you have communicated 10 me your utmoft Intentions, and I mull- abide by them. He 
defired, in the Rajah’s Name, to know whether he ffiould march forwards To*day, and whethrr 
he ffiould give n,c my Difmiflion. I have told him, that 1 wiffi him to weigh well tlic Views 
which I had luggeikci Ycfleitiay, and to ad accordingly ; that it is not my Dcfire to leave him fo 
foon; that, on the contrary, it is my Wifh to ftay fome Time with him, that I may obtain a 
Knowledge of all his Sentiments and Wiffies, fo th.it on my Return I may be enabled to explain 
tliemtoyou; bin th.at on both the above Points it mull reft with him to ilcterminc; that I could 
not give ifiim any Expedations whatever of a larger Sum. I do npt imagim; he will give tre my 
Uilmiruon, though poffibly he may make a Shew of marching. 1 am to vifit Bhowanny Pundit 
this Morning. 

“ On a further Confideration of my Inftruftions, fome Doubts arife in my Mind, which, as 
they may Hill have their Application, I beg Leave to ftate in Ihort Queftions: 

“ ill. Shall the Rajah’s Promife to return, pr not employ bis I roops againft us, be in 
or wi l a verbal Promife be enough ? 

, “ 2d, Shall it either in Writing or verbally be required to on Oath? , 

3 “ 3d, Shall 
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“ 3d> Shall the Word never be pofitivcly expreffed, or will it be enough if the general Tenor 
of the Rajah’s Difeourfe fhews no Inclination to employ his Troops againft uSi and in hU 
formal Promilc will the Word «ff/, inflead of ncver» be in foch Cafe fufficient? , 

“ If you think any of thefc Points of Confequence, 1 beg you will be pleafed to fend me Anfwert 
to them, as they are not particularly expreffed in my InftruAions, and 1 wilh to adhere clofely to 
your Inclinations in every Thing.” 

“ Minutes of fcveral Conferences on the 1 4th and 1 5th Match; 

“ 14th. I received fcveral curfory Vifits in the Courfe of the Day from Biffumber Pundit, and 
Rajah Ram Pundit; but as little paffed, excepting Expreflions of the Apprehenfions which they 
entertained of the Confcqucnces which would accrue to both Parties from our not ^ing able to 
come to an Agreement on the prcfcni Occalion, I forbear to minute at full Length the Particulars 
Of our Converfation. , 

“ In the Evening I went with them to pay a Vidt to the Pewan. The Converfation was be^ 
gun by his afleing me if I had confidcrcd the Particulars of Yefterday’s Conference, and what Ad- 
vice I had to offer. I replied, that my Advice, in conformity to that of the Governor, was for 
them to accept of the Sum which in regard to their Attachment had been proferred for the Relief 
of their prefent Diftreffes, and either rcfolvc to join us when Circumftances would admit in carry- 
ing on the War againft Hydcr, or in profccuting the Objeft which I had oointed out to them, of 
acquiring the Rauje of the Maratuh State for the Bhofilah Family. The Dewan replied, that 
Supplies were neceffary. To this I anfwered, that when they Ihould refolve to join in the former 
Objedt, the Terms of our Union would ncceffaHly be fettled ; but that if they Ihould embrace the 
latter Propofal, the Objedf would be more for their Benefit than for ours, and that I imagined it 
could be effedted without their incurring much Expence ; that our Troops done had already re- 
duced the Government of Poonah to the greateft Extremity; but that, when joined with theirs, or 
fupported with the Sandlion of their Name, they could not fail of Succefs; that the Rauje was now 
vacant, in fo much that even the Name of if was fcarcely preferved ; that (as they themfelves muft 
be fcnfible) it was their known hereditary Right; that there was probably no Power would be in- 
clined, and none, I was certain, would be capable to oppofe their Pretenfions ; and that on the 
Whole, therefore, I thought the Acquifition would be eafy and infallible. The Dewan replied, 
that their engaging in this Objeft was a Matter which muft depend on the Councils at Naugpc j 
that this therefore would require fome Delay, and that in the mean Time what were they to do to 
relieve the Diftreffes of their Troops which had come thus far, and which had for Sixteen Months 
depended on their Expeftations from our Government. I replied, that for this Purpofc the Sum 
was now tendered them. He anfwered, that the Sum tendered was fcarcely a Mouthful ; that the 
Rajah had remarked to him, that the Governor had ftiled him in his Letters Yeazaz-az-jaan, 
Dearer than Life ; was this a Proof it? Was this all that he would do for one who was fo dear 
to him ? It would appear that he regarded Money as more dear, I informed him that 1 had not 
had an Opportunity of knowing the SubjeA of all the Conferences which had paffed betwixt the 
Governor and Bcnyram Pundit and Biffumber Pundit, or of all the Letters which had been written 
to and from Naugpore, but that I never had underftood that any more than what was now proffered 
had ever been required or promifed; that I had feen one Letter from Dewagur Pundit which, though 
it mentioned high Expectations in cafe of a Junction againft Hydcr Ally, yet it implied no higher 
Expectations for the Relief of the Troops fent to Cuttack. I alked him if any higher Promife had 
ever been made. He acknowledged that no exprefs Promife had ever been made of a larger Sum, 
but that the Governor had always promifed him his Friendihip, and in promifing tbaty had given 
them Rcafon to expeCt a Supply adequate to their Ncccffiiy. Rajah Ram Pundit obferved, that 
the Letter to which I alluded from Dewagur Pundit, related to a particular Occafion, when the 
Supply wanted was only for one or two Months. 1 think it here neceffary to remark, that Rajah Ram 
Pundit Ycftcrday obferved at the Conference held in Prefence of the Rajah, that the Sum now ten- 
dered was only equal to what was in Agitation at the End of the Rains, when the Treaty was firft 
offered to the Poonah Government, and that eight Months Expcnces had fince been incurred. 
I then replied, that the fubfequent Delay could not be aferibed to us, but to their own Govern- 
ment, which had returned the Treaty with Fropofiiions which could not eafily be acceded to. — To 
return to the Conference of To-day ; The Dewan afked what mighty Matter it would have been 
if the Governor, confidcring their hereditary Claims on Bengal, and from a Regard to his Friend- 
ihip to Chimnajee, as well as to prevent the Confequences which may arife to our own Territories 
from their Diftrefs and Dcfpair, nad made each of the Zemindars contribute to raife a Sum to re- 
lieve Chimnajee, and enable him to return to Naugpore. He laid fo much Strefs upon^his Me- 
thod of raifii^ a Supply, that I thought it neceffary to inform him that Money paid by a Contribu- 
tion by our ^mindars, or Money paid from our Treafury, was to us much the fame Thing, or 
if there was any Difference, the latter was preferable, 

** Biffumber Pundit having declared to them that he knew not the Extent of the Govemor|s 
Intentions ; that he had only told him that he would affift them with a Supply in Proportion to hit 
Abilities, and that he had deputed me with full Powers for this Purpofe ; I thought it neceffary 
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to rf peat to them again and again, that the Intention of my Deputation was chiefly to afford a oubiic 
Teftunony of the Acknowledgments of our Government for the Friendfhip (hewn by Chimnaiee 
in regard to Colonel Pearfe’s Detachment : That the Governor had, however, for my Infor- 
mat ion, communicated to me the Anfwcrs which he had delivered to BiflTumber Pundit to the 
Fropolitions conveyed to him from the Rajah j and had inftrufted me, in conformity to his An- 
I'Acr regarding the EJtpences, to engage to fupply the particular Sum which he had cxnrcflcd • 
that it was not in my Power to deviate from it: That however, if they chofe, I fliould ccr’ 
tainly write to the Governor, and communicate to him all that had pafled but that I could eive 
them no Hopes that this would be produAive of a larger Supply. They did not require me to 
write, but left it to me to do as I pleafed. We afterwards mutually regretted the Interruption 
which, from prefent Appearances, was likely to take place in the Friendlhip which had fubfiftcd 
betwixt the Englilh and Bcrar Government-, and which, if preferved. we agreed, might have 
tended to the mutual Bcneflt of both States. This is almoft Word for Word all that pafled at 
this Interview. I ftudioufly avoided Argument, becaufc I had obferved a Captioufnels in the 
Dewan, which, notwithftanding frequent Profeflions of Friendfhip, gave our Yefterday’s Con- 
ference more the Appearance of Difputc than I thought confiftent with calm and friendly Dit 
cuflion. Nothing, However, of this Nature paffed at this Interview : Every thing was faid in a 
cool and deliberate Tone; and due Attention was paid by each to whatever was faid by the other. 

I afterwards went and paid a Vifit to the Rajah, and delivered to him the Governor’s Prefents* 
which he accepted with much feeming Complacency. Nothing paffed at this Interview relating 
. to Bufmefs, I endeavoured to engage the Rajah in ordinary • Troips of Convcrlation ; but cither • sJcioOrie 
owing to a natural Shynefs of Difpofition, or to the Diffidence of a young Man Unaccuftomed ^ 

to converfe with Strangers, or, perhaps, to the Rcftraint impofed upon him by his Minifters 
he flawed little Inclination to enter into any Difeourfe. His Anfwcrs were always fliort and* 
his Qiicftions very few ; but his Silence Ihcwed no Want of Affability. BiflTumber p’undit 
'tame to me afterwards, and informed me that Rajah Ram Pundit would fhortly come to me with 
a Meflagc from the Rajah, to afk me whether he Ihould march on To-morrow. The Effca of 
his March, we both agreed, would be the letting loofc all thofc plundering Parties who had 
hitherto with fo much, Difficulty been reftrained j and BilTumbcr Pundit acknowledged that 
v^hen a Fire was once kindled, it was not eafy afterwards to extinguifh it. BilTumbcr Pundit 
faid, that the Rajah’s Expeftation were about fifty Laaks ; he has fmcc talked of thirty or 
twenty-five. About ten at Night, BilTumbcr Pundit came again, and informed me that Raiah 
Ram Pundit was coming to alk me about the March of the Troops : I defired he would tell 
Rajah Ram Pundit beforehand, that I had no Right to objeft to the Rajah’s marching to any 
Part of his Territories; but the Manner in which this March was propofed, immediately after 
our Conferences, would to all the World carry the Appearance of a Threat, as it really was • 
nnd that, as 1 was inftruaed to offer a Supply from Motives of Gratitude and not from 
Motives of Fear, I fhould not, if the Rajah marched, think myfelf authorized to repeat the 
.ec which I had made to him : That 1 had now done every Thing in a public Capacity that 
..y in my Power, to prevent a Rupture ; but that there was, indeed, otic Thing of a private 
Nature, wnich I could take upon myfelf to do; and that was, to make Prefents to the Amount 
'•r I, at.., or one and an Half, or thereabout, to Bowanny Pundit, Rajah Ram Pundit, or any 
• .n - Rajah ? Miniftcrs ; and this he might mention to Rajah Ram Pundit. 

‘’The fame Night, about Half paft Eleven, BilTumbcr and Rajah Ram Pundit came to me. 
ah Ram undic laid, that Biflumber Pundit had mentioned to him all that I had told him 
oblerved, that in fettling Farms of Purgunnahs, or Bufinefs of fuch a Nature, Prefents to the 
,.l utfuddies tmp oyed, were ufual and proper j but that this was a Matter in which the Lives and 
Happinefs of 1 houfands were eventually concerned j and that in fuch a Negociation, fuch Pre- 
Icnts could have no Place. I excufed myfelf to him : I reminded him that the Idea had been 
iuggcltcd by himfelf the Evening before, when he had infinuated to me, that if my Objcfl was 
to obtain any 1 hing for myfelf, the Houfe of Bhofilah could cafily give it. I repeated to him 
what I had faid to Biffumber Pundit about the March of the Troops, and the ImpolTibility of my 
continuing after It. the Govcmor;s Offer. He then drew fo ftrong a Pifturcof the Diflrclfes 
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*4 X , mud 
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muft promlfe to ufc mjr Endeavors in perfuading the Governor j and that we (hould, in thf 
tneatime, leave Mr. Redrearn with the Rajah. 

“ I objcfled to leave Mr. Redkarn after I (hould go myfelf j but I faid that I would fend Mr 
Redfcarn with them, and (lay with the Rajah myfelf that their going however would, I wa* 
certain, be to no Purpofe, if the Army moved any nearer our Provinces after what had pafTed* 
as the Governor would not afterwards confer on the Subjeft j that as to my perfuading the Go* 
vernor, BilTumbcr Pundit could tell him that the Governor did every Thing from himfclf • that 
his Reafon and Judgment were much fuperior to mine •, that it was my Duty to regulate mine bv 
bis, and not to attempt to influence his ■, that I could not even promife to advife j that I wilhed 
to preferve Peace, and had a Regard^or the Rajah j but all that 1 could engage was, to repre. 
' fent all that I had feen and heard ; and concluded with telling him, that I could give bim^no 
further AlTorances or Expedations of better Succefs with you, 

“ It was agreed by Rajah Ram Pundit and BiflTumber Pundit to reprefent what had pafled to 
the Rajah. ^ ® 

15th. Early in the Morning Biirumber Pundit cameto me, and told me that the Rajah had approv, 
•SicinOrig. cd of * Rajah had apprcved of Ram Pundit’sgoingwithBiflbmber Pundit, Mr.Rcdfearn, and ine' 

to the Governor ■, and that the Rajah had defired him to apologize to me for any Want of AfFabilitJ 
which he might have IhcwnYcftcrday: That I muft make Allowance for his Feelings asaSoldicr, hurt 
at being (topped in his March, from what 1 had faid in the Morning. Rajah Ram Pundit faid 
that he was hurt at fomcihing that paflTed betwixt him and fomc of his Jemmautdars.” 

“ S'*'* Fort William, iith March 1781. 

“ A Letter is received from Major M‘Phcrfon, which reports, that on the 7th Inftant a larce 
Party of Marattas crofled the Soobaureeka, and came fo near to Fort Knox, that the Officer 
ftationed there (ircd upon them, and that they moved off, as he fuppofed, in fearch of Plunder 
He adds, that Dumdarcca with a confidcrablc Force was cxpcdlcd in the fame Quarter, on that 
Evening, or the next Morning. ^ 

“ I dcfire;ihat you will remonftrate with Chimnagee Babbo on the Impropriety of this Con- 
duft, and require his inftant Orders for the Retreat of his Troiops frem our Neighbourhood • 
declaring, that we (liall conflder their paffing our Frontier Line, and. even their Continuance 
near ir, as a decided Hottility, fmee neither can be attributed to any other Dcfign. It is alfo mv 
Order, that you forbear to make the Tender to Chimnagee Baboo direfted in my Inftr'uflions- 
or if you have made ir, that you formally rctraft it Until he (hall have recalled all his Forces of 
every Denomination to a Man, to the fouihward of Ballafore, 

» Mr. Wheeler authorizes me to notify his Concurrence in thefc Orders, which you will there- 
fore regard as equivalent to thofc qf the Board delivered in the cuftomary Form.

»**!.?* ^ Letter fince received from Mr. Pearfe confirms the Intelligence of Major 

• iv '■‘“'V rv * the Confcquenccs which this 

indiicrcct Act, if it hath not received the Authority of the Rajah, is likely to produce.” 

“ I vifited afterwards the Rajah, and Communicated to him the Purport of the Governor’s 
Letter. He defired me to afluie the Governor that he had already iffued the Orders which the 
Governor requited. 1 (hall minute the Particulars of this Interview hereafter : Suffice it for the pre- 
fent to lay, that the Rajah dilmifled me pleafed with the Marks of Attention which he (hcw'ed to 
me, and with the good Inclinations which he difeovered towards our Government.” 

“ Honble. Sir, 

• “ J not Leifurc to fend you a regular Detail of my Proceedings in the Form of an Ad- 

drefs, 1 have taken the Liberty to fend you inclofed a Copy of the Minutes which I have taken, 
agreeable to your DireCIion, of every Thing that has palled fince my laft Letter. They arc in- 
correct; but will perhaps communicate to you a more clear Idea tf the State of Opinions here, 
tlian 1 could poffibly convey to you in a ftudied and regular Addrefs. * 

It is now fettled that Rajah Ram Pundit, BilTumbcr Pundit, and I and Mr. Redfcarn, are im- 
mediately to proce^ to Calcutta, and that in the meantime the Army is not to move from this Place, 
u that Rajah Ram Pundit’s Vifir, and the Reprefentation which he will mal& to you of 

fSiciaOrig. the DiftrelTcsofthis Army, will put f/n your Feelings as an Individual to a fevere Trial. Butconfider- 
aa pol't'cal Light, Rajah Ram Pundit’s Propofal of vifiting you feemed fo much to our 
Advamage, that I could not poflibly objcCl to it. It will transfer the Appearance of a fuhmiffive 
Dilpofition from us to them : It will prevent an immediate Rupture if there was any Danger of if, 
and wdlfo long protract Negociation, that you will have the Power to diftate Termsf without 
Regard to any other Confidcration but thofeof prefent Commiffion or Gratitude, and aView to future 
Advantages from an Alliance between the two States. This .Army will then depend almoft enr 
' tirely 
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til’d/ on your Mercy •, for the Seafon will be too far fpent for them afterwards to be able to do 
any Mifchicf : A Confideration which I doubt not molt have its Weight with you, though I have 
conftantly and invariably in all my Conferences maintained the contrary. It is probable, I think, 
that Rajah Ram Pundit will be inltrudted to converfe with you on the more important Views which 
I have logeefted of a Junftion againft Hyder, or the Acqulfition of the Rauje. Their Faith to- 
wards the Pcfliwa, or their Connexion with Hyder, has fcarcely been mentioned t and I have no 
Doubt but fomething of Importance would be ftruck out betwixt you and Rajah Ram Pundit, if 
the prefent Emergency could be got over. 

“ I am thoroughly convinced that nothirig but Diftrefs will ever induce the Rajah or his Mini- 
fters to break with the Englilh. Whatever has paffed of a different Tendency flnee my Arrival 
here has proceeded from the miftaken Notion that it might work on mC to augment the Supply 
that I had proffered. The young Rajah, who received me To-day without Reftraint, has de- 
fired me to implore you to take him and his Army under your Proteflion, to confider them as 
much your own as General Goddard’s Detachment, to enable them to return to Naugpore, and 
to command their Services afterwards as you may think fit. We fhall travel by daily Journies 
to Naraingur, and from thence I have dellrcd Mr. Pearce to relay Bearers to Colbarcah, I have 
written to my Correfpondent at Calcutta to fend down a fufficient Number of Boats and Budge- 
rows to Colbarcah, lo that there will be no Occafion for you to take any Trouble about our Jour- 
ney : But I beg Leave to fuggeft to you the Propriety of fending down fome Gentleman of your 
Family to meet Rajah Ram Pundit. This will be a Mark of Refpedf, to which his Rank, and 
ftill more his Attachment to the Englilh, entitles him *, and it will be only a Return for a fimilar 
Mark of Refpeff which was (hewn to me.

“ P.S. The Raj*ah hascxprelTcd fo much Anxiety for my fpeedy Return to you, that I have 
been obliged to rccciv'e my Difmillion without finding the Opportunity I wilhed for of fpeaking 
to him in private. It would have given much Sufpicion if 1 had defired that his Minifters and 
Biffumber Pundit fhould withdraw, and he has always been furrounded by them,’’ 

On receiving the two firft of thefe Letters the Governor General wrote the following Anfwer to 
Mr. Anderfon ; * 

David Anderfon, Efq. 

“Sir, Fort William, 1 8th March 178 r. 

I have received your Letters of the lotli and nth. 

** Inform the Rajah that the Offer which you have been authorized to make him was purely 
gratuitous, not intended for Negociacion but Acceptance, and decline any further Difeourfe upon 
It as improper. 

” The Rajah’s Promife to. return, or not to employ his Troops againft us, may be expreffed 
either in Writing or verbally j but the Requifuion muft be verbal, and not in Writing. 

“ It is indifferent whether the Word “ w/” be ufed, or “ never." 

“ 1 am perfeflly fatisfied with the Care which the Rajah has taken to reprefs the licentious Spirit 
of his People, and to publifh his Difapprobation of the lace Inilance of it } of which 1 defire you 
will give him an Aflurance, 

“ I am, with Eftccm, Sir

Whilft Mr. Anderfon wa# at Ballafore, Letters were received from Dewagur Pundit, the Ml- 
niflcr of Moodajee Bhofilah, repeating the Circumftances of the Embarraflments under which his 
Connexion with the Englilh had drawn him, and ftrongly urging the Ncccflltyof our fopplying y^jy^-pen- 
the Troops under Chimna'gee with Money. dix, N»ii. 

Mr. Anderfon, on his Return, delivered to the Governor General the following Letter : 

“ Honble. Sir, 

*' In the Minutes which I had the Honor to fend you from Ballafore, I had ohly Leifure to 
mention in a few Words my lift Interview with Rajah Chimnagee. I fhall now beg Leave to 
mention it now circumftantially ; The Rajah early in the Morning fent me a Mcffage that he 
^ wifhed Mr. Redfearn and 1 would come and dine in his Tent before our Departure ; and we 

15 accordingly 
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accordingly went, and found the Rajah fitting with little Ceremony amongft a few of hii Officers. 
He received us with a frank and cheerful Air. All that cold Relcrve, that anefted IndifFerence which 
1 had remarked at our former Meetings, was now changed into an open and animated Behaviour. 
We talked of indifferent Subjects, wch as the Cuftoiiis of Europe and Alia, with much good 
Humor I and his Officers, who had at our former Interviews preferved a formal and refpedful 
Silence, now mixed in our Converfation with eafy Familiarity. At length our Difeourie turned ' 
on my Departure for Calcutta ; the Rajah then changed his Mien, his Didrelles rulhed full into 
his Mind, and he defenbed them with a Degree of Energy that excited Compaffioni then taking 
hold of my Hand, he in a Tone of Supplication begged that as I bad been an Eye Witnefs of his 
Diftreffes, I would reprefent them to you b their real Colors j that 1 would put you in Mind that 
they were drawn upon him by his Defire of preferving a Friendfhip with the Englilhi and that I 
would in his Name implore you to take himfelf and his Army under your PrMeftion j to confider 
them as much your own as Colonel Goddard’s Army, to make as great Exertions for their Relief^ 
and to enable them only to return to Naugporc, and afterwards command them as you pleafe. 
He infilled more than once on my promifing to reprefent all thole Matters in the ftrongell Manner^ 
and carneftly entreated me to become his Advocate with you. I could only repeat to him that 1 
Ihould faithfully report every Thing to you. 

" When the Servants informed us that the Dinner, which the Rajah had ordered to be prepared 
for Mr. Redfearn and me, was ready, we retired to a feparate Tent ■, the Rajah however foon 
afterwards followed, and Handing at a DiHancc,,preired us to eat in a Manner that (hewed the 
(IrongcH Defire of pleafing. I mention this Circumdance, though apparently trivial, becaufe it 
was a Kind of Condefeenfion which to me marked the Difpofitioo of the Rajah’s Mind more 
llrongly than the mod exaggerated Profeffions. 

“ We afterwards returned to the Rajah’s Tent, and paffed more than an Hour with himi before 
he would confent to give us our Difmiffion. Bowanny Pundit in the mean Time joined us, but 
he took little Parc in the Converfation, being chiefly employed in dilating to the Moonlhee Anfwers 
to the Letters which I had brought from you. 

“ Before we received our Difmiflion, the Rajah infilled on our accepting of a Horfe, a Turban, 
and a few Pieces of Cloth i and then having repeated his Requed thatl would join Rajah Ram Pundit 
and intercede in his Behalf with you, he took Leave of us with a Degree of Warmth and Emo* 
tion that (hewed both how much he was defirous of my reprcfencing his Condudl in a favourable 
Light, and how much he confidered his future Welfare as dependant on your Determination,, 

“ 1 have the Honor to be with the created RefpeA,

2 6 ch March 1781. Obedient humble Servant.** 

Rajah Ram Pundit arrived at Calcutta on the 25th March, and the next Day waited on the 
Governor General. 

During the lirft two Vifits Rajah Ram Pundit drew a drong Piflureof the Didrefles of Chim- 
nagee’s Army > and to prove how incumbent it was on us to relieve them, he expatiated on the 
Fncndlhip which had been (hewn by the Berar Government towards the Englilh. He enumerated 
a Variety of Indances •, their ConduA towards General Goddard’s Detachment at Holhungabad $ 
their delivering up Monf. Chevalier who had taken Refuge in their Country j their forbearing 
to invade our Territories notwithdanding the Remondrances of all their Allies ( and ladly, the 
Aflidance which they had afforded to Colonel Pearfc on his March through Oriffa. He difculTed 
with great Ability the Intcreds of the Maratta States v and (hewed that he was very fenfible how 
much it would be for the mutual Advantage of the Englilh and Moodajee Bhofila to unite 
cordially in a dole Alliance ; dill however his Obfervations were general, and he feemed to avoid 
any clear or particular Propofitions : It was agreed therefore, for the Purpofe of bringing the 
Negociation to a fpeedy Conclufion, that the following Propofitions (hould be dated in Writing, 
and communicated to Rajah Ram Pundit by Mr. Anderfon : 

“ That as a Return for the Proofs of Attachment (hewn by the Berar. Government to the 
“ Englilh, and to relieve the Troops from the Didrefles which riiey at prefent fuffered, and 
“ which were in fome Mcafure occaiioned by their amicable Inclinations towards this Govern- 
“ ment, we would give them 12 Lacks to complete the Sum which. we had formerly promifed 
“ to them.” 

“ That we defired to know what was afterwards neceflary to be done to effeft the defired Union 
‘‘ of the two States ? Would Chimnagee refolvc immediately to fend 3000 or even 1500 of his 
“ bed Horlctojoin Colonel Pearfc, and a£l with him againll Hyder ? would he return with the 
“ Red of his Army to Naugpore? and would he promife to Intcred himfelf with his Father to 

engage in Alliance with us, and to fend a Perfon from Naugpore to fettle finally the Terms of a 
“ Treaty ? That the following might be the Grounds of the Plan : — That we Ihould engage to 

alfid them with a Part of our Troops in taking poffelfion of the Forts of Burhampore atid 
" AflTur, and the Country of Khandeilh, which had been lately alfigncd by the Pelhwa as an , 

“ Annexatioii 
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Annexation to the Jagheer already poflefled by Ma^ajce Scindia ; that if it ibodld be advifable 
« to purfuc further Conquefts, we would affift on a Plan of Participation j and that they on their 
« Parts Ihould engage to unite with us in effefting the total Extirpation of Hyder Ally Caun 
« But that if fuch a Plan could not be fettled, we defired to know clearly what they would do 
“ on their Parts to merit any further AlTiftance from us.“ 

The next Day Rajah Ram Pundit returned an Anfwcr to the following Purport : “ The De- 

« mands of Chimnajee’s Army amount to two Crores of Rupees, in Part thereof, fifty Laaks 
” have already been paid. Let the Englilh pay fifty Laaks morej the Troops will then have 
« received one Half of their Pay, with which it will be in Chimnajec’s Power in fomc Mcafure 
« to fatisfy them, and in this Cafe he will fend 3000 Men along with Colonel Pcarle, and will 
*« march thd Reft to Naugpore. If it is defired that a more clofc Connexion Ihould take place, 

« let a trufty Perfon be fcnt from hence to Naugpore, and a Treaty may there be concerted and 
fettled for the Eftablilhment of a permanent Alliance betwixt the Englilh and the Marattas 
« and the Extirpation of Hyder Naig j or the * let Mr. Anderfon be feht immediately with 50*s!c:nOr:» 
*♦ Lacks to Chimnajee to fatisfy the Troops, and bring Kowanny Pundit to meet the Governor at 
the Subunrccka, or in cither of the Englilh Climps at Dantoon or Narraingur, to fettle with him 
a Treaty containing the Terms of an Alliance. If this is approved, the Sum of 50 Laaks mud 
be fcnt immediately, becaufe it will uot be in Chimnajee’s Power to leave the Troops until he 
“ has faysfied them : If the Governor will give feme Alfurances that thefe Propofitions will be 
** Ihortly taken into Confideration, Rajah Ram Pundit will accept of the twelve Laaks tendered 
** for the prefent as a Part of a Treaty, and will caufe the Army immediately to march to a 
« greater Diftance from Bengal : Butunlefs fomc Afliiranccs of the Kind arc given, he mull decline 
receiving the twelve Laaks, will repay the Sum of three Laaks which was formerly font to 
“ Chimnajee, and defires to receive his DifmiflSon immediately.” 

. Thefe Propofitions feemed fo highly unrcafonable, that the Governor General immediately fcnt 
Mr. Anderfon to Rajah Ram Pundit with a Meffage*, the Subftance of which was as follows: 

“ That he would fend the 12 Laaks, if Rajah Ram Pundit would accept of that Sum in the 
“ Name of Chimnajeej that no more would be given : That the Rajah, on the Acceptance of 
« this Sum, muft return to Naugpore, and not Hay any longer at Cuttack : That if he would 
« fend 2000 Horfc with Colonel Pearle, their Charge Ihould be defrayed by us : That the Go- 
“ vernor General mull decline a Meeting with the Kajah, unlefs the Grounds on which they arc to 
meet are previoufiy*fettled, as he cannot poffibly think of meeting to treat about Money : I'hat 
« Rajah Ram Pundit may ftay here if he pleafcs’} but that he need not Hay in Expedlation of 
“ more Money, as that Sut^edt muft now be dropped.” 

This McfiTagc being accordingly communicated to Rajah Ram Pundit, he defired Mr. An- 
derfon would return to the Governor General with the following Anfwcr: “ He confents to fend 
“ aooo Horfe with Colonel Pcarfe, who may receive th^ Pay which lhall be agreed on. He 
accepts the Supply now offered as a Return or Kindnefs i but to prevent a Mutiny of the Troops, 
requefts that a Loan of a further Sum of 25 Lacks may be given, fo that he may be enabled to 
« quiet them. It does not fignify, although a Delay of 12 or 15 Days fhould take place in pro- 
“ curing the Loan, if it is only agreed to by the Governor} he will immediately fend off the 
“ Twelve Laaks, and Caufe the Troops to remove towards Naugpore } he propofes- that the 
Loan fhould be obtained eitiver in his Name, or in that of Syna Behadcr (Chimnajee) from 
** Merchants, and that the Company fhould be Security. It may afterwards be repaid by means 
“ of Conquefts of Countries on a Plan which may be fettled. It is requefted from Ncceffity, be- 
** caufe Syha Bahader has no Means of fatisfying his Troops. He defines that this may be accepted 
“ as an Apology for his repeating with fo much Importunity the Subjcift of Money} he begs that 
“ the Governor General will take Syna Bahader under his Proteftion, and relieve him in his prefent 
“ Diftrefs. If this Loan is not acceded to, Rajah Ram Pundit wiflics to be difmiffed as loon as 
“ the Governor General pleafcs } and in that Cafe nothing can be fettled, as the Sum tendered 
“ cannot be accepted, and a Mutiny muft be the Confequence amongft the Troops in 
“ Areffa.” 

The above Propofitions being laid before J the following Refolution was pafied: “ It is nccef- isicinOrig, 
“ fary to bring, this Ncgociation to a Conclufion. We cannot comply with cither of the Propo- 
“ fitions made by Rajah It'am Pundit, We cannot advance the Money required. We cannot 
" give our Security to the Loan, becaufc we know it to be impracticable at the Rate of Iniereft 
“ allowed by our Bonds,*and to allow a higher Rate will deftroy our own Credit, btfides that 
“ fuch a Security will be conftrued and will be in EffeCk a Payment. If the Government of 
“ Naugpore is willing to concur with our Views for its Aggrandizement and a Connexion of 
“ Intcrcfts in the Manner which has been held out to it, we are ready to affift it with our Forces } 

“ we will endeavour to give them the PoffcfTion of Burhampore and of Affur, which will 
“ yield a Revenue of 80 Lacks, and of Gurrah Mundela, of which the Amount is unknown, but 
“ valuable. If the Government of Naugpore looks only to the Acquifition of ready Money, 

** we have it not to give, nor will their Friendfhip be an Objeft to us on fuch a Footing. J.et 
** this be underftood to be our final Anfwcr.” 

*4 Y , Rajah 
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Rajah Ram Pundit, on being infornned of the above Refolution, returned a new Sett of Propo^ 
fitions, the Subftance of which was as follows: 

“ That the Sum formerly tendered to the Governor of Naogpore was i6 Laaks, and that only 
” three have yet been paid j that he will accept of the remaining thirteen Laaks, which he will 
“ difpatch to Syna Bauaer for the Relief ot his Army } that he will caufe the Army to march 

immediately to Dhckanaul on the Way to Gurrah Mandelah } that he himfclf will (lay here for 
“ fome Time longer, on this Government’s giving him Aflfurances that they will afterwards affift 
“ him in procuring a Loan of ten or fifteen Laaks, to be repaid in two Years from the Money 
“ to be acquired from the Conqueft of Gurrah Mundelah, and for which he, as Naib of Cuttack, 
•SicinOrig. “ will be Security. That he will, for the prefent, engage* offend 2000 Horfe to join Colonel 
“ Pearfe, and to affift in the War againft Hyder Ally j and that Dewagur Pundit will afterwards 
■“ come from Naugporc and fettle more lully the Terms of an Alliance betwixt the two 

States.” 

Thcfc Propofitions were declared to be final. The Point on which our Negotiations binged 
was now reduced to an Objeft which appeared of little Magnitude when compared with the vaft 
Importance of turning the Scale of the PowefS of Hindoftan, by detaching the Berar Government 
from the Confederacy formed againft us, and engaging it on our Side. When the Propofitions, 
therefore, were laid before the Board, it was immediately refolved to accede to them. Accord> 
ingly the Sum of 19 Laaks was advanced to Rajah Ram Pundit t and, on the 2d of April, 
he attended us in Council, and laid before us the following Articles of Agreement, which he 
defired to be confidered as Preliminary to a Definitive Treaty betwixt the Engliih and Berar 
Government. 

“ Account of the Monthly Expence of the Troops to be fent along with Colonel Pearfe, 2000 
Suars or Horfe, at 50,000 Rupees per Month for each lOoo, making altogether one Laak 
of Rupees per Month. 

Dated 8th Ribbcc ul Sanec, in the 22d Year of the Reign.' 

“ The faid Allov/ancc fliall comirtcncc from the Time of the Troops leaving Cuttack} and when 
they (hall have finilhed the Service, and (having received their Difmiflion from the Commander 
of the Engliih I roops) they (hall return to their own Country, their Pay (hall be continued 
according to the Number of Munzels, or Days Journies, which there mayl)c from the Place of 
their Diliniftion to the City of Cuttack. ' 

“ Whereas a h’liendfhip is firmly eftabliihed betwixt Maha Rajah Moodajee Bhofila and the 
Englilli, the following Articles are accordingly fettled by Syna Behader through Rajah Ram Pundit : 

“ ill. That Rajah Syna Bhcader (hall lend 2000 good and effedive Horfe along with Colonel 
Pearfe, to aifift the Engliih in the Wdr againft Hyder Naig } that the Officer commanding them 
(hall aifl under the Orders of the faid Colonel, or the Officer who (hall cotnmand the Bengal 
Troops in the Carnatic; and that they (hall receive from the Officer who (hall command the 
Bengal 1 roops in the Carnatic, an Allowance for their Support at the Rate which hath been 
fettled in a feparate Paper by the Governor General and Council and Rajah Ram Pundit, 
Month by Month, in the fame Proportion as the Engliih Troops (hall receive their Pay. 

2d, rivat the Arcr y of Rajah Syna Behader will immediately leave OriiTa, and march on an 
Expedition againft Gurrah Mundelah: Let the Governor General and Council of the Englifh, 
from a Regard to the Ericndflaip which fubfifts betwixt the Family of Bhofila and the Engliih, 
give Orders that an Engliih Officer, with a Body of the Troops now ftationed in Hindoftan, may 
march from that Quarter to aifift the Rajah in the above-mentioned Expedition } and having 
reduced Gurrah Mundelah, eftablifti immediately the Rajah’s Garrifons there. 

“ 3d, That in order that the Eriendfhip betwixt the Family of Maha Rajah Moodajee Bhofclah 
and the Engliih may daily be ftrengthened and augmented, let the Governor General and 
Council, for the prefenr, fend a trufty Perfon to Naugpore, and hereafter the Dewan Dewagur 
Pundit will come from that Place and have an Interview with the Governor General, when, with 
their mutual Advice and Approbation, the Defires and Demands of both. Parties will beadjufted 
and fettled. h 

“ 4th, That ifitfliould happen from particular Circumftances, that an Interview betwixt Dewa- 
* gur Pundit and the Governor General cannot take place, in that Cafe,, the Deflres and Demands 

of both Parties may be fettled at Naugporc by the Intervention of a trufty Perfon, and the 
Bounds of Friendlhip flaall be fo firmly eftabliihed betwixt the Family of Bhofilah ^d the 
Engliih, that no Infradlion or Injury can tvety by any Means, happen to them.” 

'I hcfc Papers being figned by us and Rajah Ram Pundit, with the Tefttmony of Beny Ram 
Pundit the Vakeel of Moodajee Blofelah, Copies of them were mutually interchanged. An 
Order has fince been iflued by us to the Sub-Treafurcr, to advance fuch Sums, on Account, of 
the intended Loan of ten Laaks, as the State of ourTreafury will admit} and Rajah Ram Pun*, 
dit has delivered to us an Engagement to the following Purpofe : 

* ‘ « Whereas 
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« Whereas the Governor General and Council of the EngHfli have promifcd, that In order to 
afljft in fupplying the Expenccs of the Troops of Maha Rajah Moodajee Bhofila, which arc arrived 
with the Rajah Syna Behader in Orifla, they will procure the Sum of ten Laaks Of Sicca lUipces 
from Merchants of the Province of Bengal, and deliver it as a Loan through the Hands of Beny 
Ram Pundit j and accordingly an Order has been delivered to the faid Pundit for the faid Sum on the 
Englilh Treafurer; in confideration thereof it is ftipulated and written On Behalf of the aforefaij 
Rajah ^na Behader by Rajah Ram Pundit, that he will difeharge the faid Sum within the Term 
of two Years, and will pay Intereft at the Rate of 8 per Cent, per Annum; to be calculated from 
the Dates of the feveral Payments, which will be afeertained from the Receipts of Beny Ram Pun- 
dit. In cafe the faid Loan and Intereft fljould not be punftually repaid by Maha Rajah Moodajee 
Bhofelah and Rajah Syna Behader, Rajah Ram Pundit, who is Naib of the Province of Orifla, en- 
gages on his own Part, that he will pay; in the Term above limited, the laid Sum with Intereft at 
the Rate above-mentioned, either from his own private Fortune or from the Revenues of the Pro- 
vince of Orifla. 

Written the 6th April 1781* or nth of Rcbbcc ul Sanee, 1170 of the Hegyra.” 

Rajah Ram Pundit has fince taken his Leave, and is gone to Chimnagee’s Camp to make the 
necelTary Arrangements for the March of the 2000 Horfe which arc to join Colonel Pearfe, 

We have thus fully given a Narrative of this Negociation, becaufe we think the IlTuc of it may 
be produiftive of an important Change in the political State of Hindoftan. We lhall now beg leave 
to clofc with a few Obfervations. By acceding to Rajah Ram Pundit’s Propofitions, we have 
efle6lually detached oneof the moft powerful States from the general Confederacy againft us, into 
which it had apparently entered j we lhall by this Meafure add therefore to ourfclves in Proporiion 
as we diminilh that of the Confederacy. The Separation of the Berar Government will doubtlcfs 
excite Diftrgft amongft the remaining Powers, and probably the Example will be followed. The 
Nizam, who has not yet entered into open Hoftilities againft us, and the Minifters of Poonah, 
who already tremble for their own Exiftcnce, feeing the Confederacy begin to dilTolve, will natu- 
rally be defirous of fecuring themfelves by an early Peace. The mere Fame of an Alliance be- 
twixt the Englilh and the Government of Berar will have a great Effect. We lhall no longer be 
ronfidered as finking under the united Weight of every State in Hindoftan •, the Scale of Power 
is evidently turned in our Favour} and this is of more importance than could be well imagined in 
Europe, where the Policy of Nations is regulated by Principles the very reverfe of thole which 

S reyail in Alia. There, in Contefts betwixt Nations, the weaker is held up by the Support of its 
Feighbours, who know how much their own Safety depends on the Prefervation of a proper 
Balance. But in Afia, the Delire of partaking of the Spoils of a falling Nation, and the Dread of 
incurring the Refentment of the ftronger Party, arc the immediate Motives of Policy t and every 
State wilhes to alTociate itfelf with that Power which has a decided Superiority. 

It is true the Alliance which is held out in Rajah Ram f^undit’s Propofitions apparently relates 
to Obje6ls of a very limited Nature. But it is not to be doubted that when once the Marattas of 
Naugpore are fairly involved with us in the Profecution of thefe Objedts, it will not long reft with 
them to fet Bounds to our Connexion. The Afliftance which is to be given to us in the War with 
Hyder, is as full a Declaration of Hoftiiity againft that Prince as if they had lent their whole Army; 
And their employing our Forces to allift them in recovering Gurrah Mundelab from a Tributary 
of the Pefliwab, will probably lead to a complete Jundfion of their Strengh and ours againft the 
Government of Poonah, or reduce the latter to the Neceflity of becoming a Party with them 
and us. 

We will now confider what would have been the Alternative if we had refufed to accede to Pro- 
pofitions which were evidently fo deflrable. Whatever might have been the real Inclination of 
Chimnajee, or the Didlates of his Father Moodajee Bhofllah, bis unpaid Troops had long been 
kept quiet only by the Hopes which were held out to them of acquiring Wealth from the Plunder 
of Bengal. And if no Supply had been granted to them, it is probable that extreme Diftrefs would 
have compelled them to feck for Support by an Invaflon of our Frontiers. It would be little Con- 
folation to us to know that their own Dcftru6tion would be the certain Effeft of fuch a Mtafure. 
We know that before they could have been totally deftroyed, or even expelled, much Mifchicf 
would have been done in <he Provinces of Burdwan and Midnapore by their Depredations, and 
ftill more by the Alarm which they would have excited amongft the Inhabitants. The Revenues 
and Inveftments muft navebcen put to a Stop from the Defertion of the Roycts and Manufacturers. 
The immediate Lofs would have confldcrably exceeded the Sum now requefted} and the fatal 
Confequences of fuch an Irruption would have been felt throughout thefc Provinces, and par- 
ticularly in the Manufactures for many fucceeding Years. We can mention on the belt Information, 
that the Defertion of the Manufactures for only three Days from the Aurungof Radnagur alone, 
would have occafioned a Lofs of Four Laaks of Rupees, as the Silk Worms muft have been wholly 
deftroyed, and their Lofs could not have been recovered for many Years. If the Troops of Chim- 
n^ee had been driven to this Extremity, a War muft inevitably have enfued with the Government 
of Berar, more dangerous to our PolTeflions in Bengal than any in which we have ever been engaged 
fince our Acquifitioa of the Dewanny.

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Nor arc the Advantages to be derived from the prefent Agreement merely fpeculativc or negative. 
The creat and almoft the only Defca of the Detachment fent under the Command ot Colonel Pearfc 
to the Relief of the Carnatic is, the Want of a Body of Cavalry. The prefent Offer of 2000 of 
Chimnaice’s Horic will amply fopply this Defeif. They will be f^ully fufficicnt to the 

Detachment from being harraffed on the March, or fufferingfrom Want of Provifions, and though 
little can be expefted in the Field of Battle from the Difeipline of Maratta Horfe, yet as much 
may be expeaed from them as from the Horfe which will be oppofed to them by Hydcr Ally. 
The Junftion of this Body will prove therefore of real and immediate Service. ... 

We are aware that Men who arc inclined to objeft will not fail to employ the moil fpecious 
Arguments to draw Cenfure on this Negociation. They will avail thcmfclvcs of Maxi^ms whltA 
have already obtained the popular Opinion •, they will, without Hefitation, afenbe our Conduu in 
funplyinr^Chimnaiee with Money to Weaknefs or Want of Forcfight} and they will declaim that 
thcHWry of all Ages, from the remoteft Period down to the prefent Century, (hews, that to Pur- 
ch^fc the Forbearance of invading Enemies ferves only to tempt them to return with cncresfiKl 
Numbers. It is in vain to attempt to anfwcr every Objeftion which Ingenuity may devife. Wc 
mud rely on your Candour to impute our Conduct to more honorable and judicious Motives# Ic 
cannot cfcapc your Attention that the Negociation for Money began at a Time when we could 
have little to apprehend, though much to hope, from the Government of Naugporc } that it waa 
held out as an Inducement to obtain their Affiftance in effefting an Accommodation with the Go- 
vernment of Poonah, and that the profeffed Objeft of it was a Retribution for the heavy Fxpence 
which they h.id incurred from their Dcfire of prcfcrvitig Peace with the Englilh : When their 
Anfwers from Naugporc affeilcd a higher Style, and [indicated a Change of Diipofuion, Mr. An- 
derfon was fent to Cuttack without any Authority to treat on Money, Colonel Pearfc was ordered 
to proceed through Oriffa in Defiance of all Oppofition, and an Army was affcmblcd under the 
Command of Colonel Ironfidc for the Defence of our Frontiers of Burdwan and Midnapore. 
During all this Time the Negociaiion for Money was dropped, nor was it renewed until Colonel 
Pearfc had paffed without Oppofition clofe to the Maratta Army, and until new Proofs were given 
us of an amicable Difpofition. The Governor General’s Letter of the 2d March to Mr. AnJerfon 
will fully explain to you that though we thought it in Prudence necefiary t6 ftipulate the Return of 
Chimnagec’s Army as a Condition on granting the Supply, yet the Motives or the Conditions 
for which we were willing to grant it, were different i and the Governor General’s Letters of the 
nth and 18th March will flicw that, when Motives of Gratitude ccafcd, ‘and HolUlitics were 
expeifed, we inftantly direfted Mr. Anderfon to retrad our Ofier and to decline any further 
Difcourle on the Subjed of the Money. At length the affeding Manner in which the Rajah opened 
his Dillren'es to Mr. Anderfon at his laft Interview, and threw hinifclf*on our Mercy for Relief, 
induced us to refume the Subjed with Rajah Ram Pundit. Thcfe Circumrtances have not elcaped 
the Attention of the Maraitas thcmfclvcs j and wc are (atisfied that they, in whofc Opinion the 
Public is perhaps moll intcrclled, have’ not millakcn the Motives of our Condud. Nor need wc 
apprehend that the Supply which they have received will ever tempt them to return to theie Pro- 
vinces. They bell know the extreme Dittrefles which they have fuffered, the heavy Expcnccs 
which they have incurred, and the Mifery which they have entailed by this Expedition on their 
Province of Oriffa ; and it is not to be fuppofed that they will ever again attempt to fit out an 
Army of 30,000 Horfe, at an unavoidable Expcnce of more than a Crorc oT Rupees, to march 
a thoufand Miles through a hilly Country, in the Expedation of acquiring a Supply of 12 Lacks 
of Rupees. On the whole, whatever the deligning or uninformed Part of the World may fay, 
we flatter ourfelves that you, in whofe Approbation wc are moft particularly interefted, having all 
thefc Circumftances fully before you, will be pleafed not only to approve of the Motives which 
have influenced us in thclc Negociations, but alio of the favourable Iffue to which we have happil/ 
brought it. 

It remains only for us to obferve, that Letters have lately been received from Chimnajec con- 
firming every Thing that lias been fettled by Rajah Ram Pundit; and wc have the Pleafurc- to 
think that he has now engaged fincercly and cordially on our Side.

All the Forts, Towns, and Places belonging to Pundit Pcilhwah which may have been 
taken or ftiall be taken by the Englilh Army, from the Beginning of the War ’till the Ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty, ftiall be delivered over to the Pelhwah, except the Fort of Ahmcdabad, and 
the Sh.tre of the Coonliy of Gir^eraut, which lhall remain in the Polfcinon of Futty Sing 
Gucewarc, and the Fort of Gwalior, which lhall remain in the PolfcHion of the Ranna of Gohed, 
and no one fhall oppofe it. 

“ This requires Ibme Confideration, and I requeft you will reflcfl: with Juftice on what I fay. 
When a Town and Fort has been from Time immemorial in the Polfeinon of the Family and 
Chiefs of Pundit Perdhaun, and Futty Sing is one of the ancient Dependants of the Family of the 
Rauje what Conneftion can we have with the Englifli Gentlemen ? The Nature of his Connec- 
tion was this— that when General Goddard arrived in the Province of Guzeraut with a rclpcffablc 
Army, Futty Sing with his whole Family was in Bedodah-, but having no Power or Strength to 
oppo'c his Enemies, or defend his Property, he being remedilefs joined himfclf with General God- 
daid-' ami at this Time has tent fevcral Letters to Poonah, that having no Rcfourcc at that Time, 
except the Pi oteflion and Alfiftance of the Englilh, he had therefore unjtcd himfclf ' with them. 
Before this, rcipcdling the Reconciliation of the two Brothers, who had^ begun Difputcs and Hofti- 
lities about the Divifion of their Talooks, I wrote in the Articles of the Memorandum, that, as Futty 
SintT had t.ikcn Part with you, it would be neceflary for both Sides to ejfert chcmfelves for the Rc- 
atnciliation of the two Brothers, when their Talooks might remain to both of them in Security. 
You murt therctorc write refpefting them in the Treaty, tliat Futty Sing is a Chief and Dependant 
of the other Party, and had joined you lolcly from the Ncceffities of the Times j that as Peace and 
Alliance h.as taken place between the two Parties, it is incumbent on Friendlhip to forget all the 
paft- ami that the two Brothers, having been reconciled, muft be made to remain peaceable and 
quiet as before on their Shares of Jaghiers, which will be greatly to your Satisfaftion and to the 
Completion of your Willies. The lame muft be written refpefting the Rannah of Gohed, who has 
always been a Dependant and Expeftant on the Pelhwah, and who has now, by the Affiftance ®f 
^ the 
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the Englilh, got Poflcflion of the Fort of Gwalior, which is of fuch Strength, that the Minirtcrs of 
Poonah can never permit or fuffer it to remain quietly in his Hands. Therefore, towards procuring 
Peace, it is neceflary that both Sides, for the maintaining of former Articles, reftorc all the Places 
which they may have taken, of whatever Strength they may bej and let it be mentioned, that on 
theSubjeftof the Rannah, no further Mifunderftandings fliall remain, fincc the Friends of one 
Side are likewife the Friends of the other Party. 

The fccond Article. 

« Towards the Support and ftrengthening the Peace and the tntcrefts of both Sides, that on fu- 
ture Occafion no Dilputes or Mifunderftandings may arife, it is agreed, that in cafe the Fort of 
Baflein (hall have been taken by the Englifti Army before the final Ratification of the Treaty 
fliould Pundit Purdhaun chiife to exchan'^c it for the Mahals, which have been given up to the 
Company, and are in their Poirefiion agreeable to the 3d and 7th Articles of the Treaty of 
Poorunder, conformable to the former T reaty entered into by the Governor and Council of Bom- 
bay with Fotty Sing Guiewar*, but (hould Pundit Purdhaun not chufe to exchange, we will then, 
agreeable to your firft Article of this Treaty, deliver up the Fort of BaOcin to I^undlc Perdhaun, 
and the Country delivered up to us by the Treaty of Poorunder (hall remain in oiir Poflcflion. ’ 

“ The Cafe is this j that I frequently have feen the Treaty of Colonel Upton, and have 
often wrote the Particulars of it, but never yet heard that the Treaty of Poorunder was made 
conformable to a former Treaty entered into by the Governor and Council of Bombay with 
Futty Sing Guiewar, that it fliould now be mentioned. What has the Treaty of Futty Sing 
to do with the Treaty of the Pefhwa ? or what Conneftion can Dirt have with a Perfon 
of Diftinftion ? Futty Sing is one of the Dependents and Chiefs of the Rauje j if he chufes to 
deliver over by Writing to any one the Towns and Forts belonging to the Rauje ; how can it be 
agreed to, or what Authority and Voucher is that, that it will be alTented to ? Whatever the 
Owner and PofTclTor of the Country gives in Writing, that alone is binding. In this Cafe there- 
fore it is nccelTary that all Mahals and Places in the Province of Guzeraur, Conkin, and other 
Parts which formerly belonged to Pundit Purdhaun, and which have been taken in the prefent 
War, fliould all be delivered ud} and befidcs, if the Fort of BalRin fliould be taken, that alfo 
niuft be reftored to jlie People of Pundit Purdhaun. But do not inlift upon thele Points, which 
are difficult to be alTcntcd to j for thefc being with them a Breach of former Treaties, and can 
never be agreed to.* Abide entirely by the Engagements of Colonel Upton, and reftore every 
Thing which has been taken in this War, or may be taken before the final Ratification of the 
Treaty, that the Tree of Friendfliip may bloflbm with the Flowers of Sincerity, and that the 
Thorn of Enmity may be removed. It is not wife to add a little to a large I'rcafure, 

“ Third Article. • 

“ After faying that Ragonaut Row (hall be allowed for his Expcnccs during his Life according to 
the former Agreement, you write, that what was fettled in the former Treaty refpefling the Place 
of his Refidence (hall be void 5 that he (hall refide wherever he may chufe, except in Bombay and 
Surat*, that you will never afllft him in any Claim on the Maratta Government, unlels all the Chiefs 
who fign the Treaty Ihould agree to it and defire it. 

“ The Cafe is this; When he had been taken Pril'oner in the Bombay War, at that Time no Nc- 
glc6k or Deficiency was found in the Refpctft, Attention, and good Treatment of him. As » pre- •SicinOrlg. 
fent, that he comes under the Protedion of fo great a Chief, what Kcfufal can they make to fupply 
his neceflTary Expcnces, but giving him Power to refidc wherever he likes, which would be cer- 
tainly attended with Lofles and Damage to all Quarters, can never be admitted of j and in what 
Light can your Letters on this Subjedl be confidcred f At the Time of making Peace and Treaties 
the Door of Difagreements is clofcd and not left open. How can the former Treaty be rendered 
void?— From his having this Liberty, great Damage may be cxpedcd 5 for fliould he ever, under 
the Protedion of Hydcr Naig, join himfelf with a French Army, it would be attended with great 
Inconveniences to both Sicles •, the greateft Circumfpeftion is rcquifitc. Nothing more need to be 
mentioned refpeding Ragonaut Row, except the Delivery}- him up to the Poonah Minifters, fSiemOrig. 
agreeable to the former Treaty. The Article relating to the Afliftance of him, in cafe all the Chiefs 
who may fign the Treaty/fhould defire it, is likewife unnccelfary.

“ The fourth Article. 

“ Pundit Pcfliwa, and the other Maratta Chiefs, fliall enter into an Alliance with the Englilh, and 
(hall, in conjundion with their Army, attack Hyder Ally Khaun, both for the Protedion of their 
own Country, and for the Conqueft of his. They (hall invade his Country with the Englilh 
Army, and (hall mutually join for his Deftrudion. Whatever Portion of Country may be con- 
quered from him (hall be equally (hared in fuch a Manner that they (hall take what borders on 
thgir Country} and the Englilh (hall poiTcfs what lies near theirs and the Nabob Wallah Jah’s.

and to reduce his Violence; but that when General Goddard bad aiilxJ. at Sur.it, .ind Ragouauc 
' Row had reiurntd to him, and was preparing to renew the War, at tha. 1 imc, how could Cney 
Iiopc to be able to oppolc tv;u futh powerful b'.ncmies, and rnanuain tlu inklves ng dnft two 
luch Violent Attacks? Ihe Pundit told them in Anfwcr, tliat they Hi uld enter into a tricndly 
Correlpondencc and Conixilion with the one who was an iMiglilh Chief, li.prcnie over all tie 
PoUlfhons ot the P'.nglifb, and who was unequalled in his Prudence, horciight, Faith, Sincerity, 
and Obfervance of t reaties, (namely, the Nabob Ainaud id Dowlah,) and then engage in vigor- 
ous Meafurcs againll the oilier, (Mydcr Naig,) and either entiicly dcliroy him, or take from him 
the M mey, 'Malooks, which they want, l‘hc Minillers ai;ree;fig to this Advice, lent l.ettersand 
confidential Pci tons to (jcixral Goddard fuccelTively on the Subjedt of Peace and Alliance : And 
iic that l ime Lcitcrs from the General were likewlfe received, full of Fx[)ieinons and Promifes of 
Frlcndfliip, and la}ing, that they ought to aferibe Ragunaut Row’s being adinified to refidc with 
him to no other Ueaion but his (the General’s) Frieiuifliip lor them, to prevent Ragonaut’s ap- 
plying to any other Quarter; that if they wiflicd it, he wcu'd come in Perfon to meet them, and * 
fettle every Thing in a perfonal Conference. At that Time, certainly, this Matter would have 
been leitled to mutual Advantage, and many Points of Confcquence would have been properly 
adjulled by perlonal Agreements and Conlultations : But of every Thing which the General had 
written, not one came to pals; for neither did he find Leifure to come himlVlf to Poonah, nor 
did he enter into Negociation with the confidential Agents lent to him, nor did he pay any Acren* 
tion to the L.ettcrs of Dewagur Pundit. In fliorf, Affairs at lad ended in open War and Hol- 
tilitics, and it became neceffary for them, having loft fo fincere a Friend, to unite themfclvcs with 
their old and cftabliflied Enemy *, and they, after mature Confideraiion, agfeed to this delpcraic 
Remedy, and having entered into friendly Connedions with him, fettled every Matter agrre.ible 
to his Plan and Propofals. As the Oppoitunity, which is once fuffered to cfcape, can never be 
recovered, it is Matter of great Sorrow, that now, when Peace might be made with the Engbfh, 
an Army cannot be fent into the Pofieflions of Hydcr in Company with the Englifh without Uriug 
treacherous to him, and without being guilty of fuch a Breach of Faith and Engagements as to 
deter any other in future from trufting to or believing their moll folcmn Promile. 1 his, how- 
ever, can never be admitted by the Hbufc of Pundit Purdhaun, nor will it ever be admitted. As 
the Difpolition of lI)derNaig is bent on Treachery and Difputcs, there is no Doubt but that 
in a Ihort Time, he will be guilty of fome Breach of Treaty, fuch as uniting himlelf with the 
French, or conceiving lome hoftilc Schemes, when immediately, in confcqucncc of fuch Breach, 
they may join in the dellroying him; but ’till he takes off tfie Malk and difcovers fuch Difpo- 
fition, they c.uinot think of any T hing contrary to their Engagements, l^cavc this therefore 
to Time, and do not mci^tion it in the Treaty, but wait to lie when it may happen. 

The fifth Article. 

Should Pundit Pc Aiwa not agree to form an Alliance againfl ITvdcr Naig, ncverthelcfs Peace 
flaall be made on this Condition, that both Sides lhall remain in Pollcniun ot what they have gor, 
and a Ceffation of Holldities (ball take place for one Year from the Date of this Treaty, during 
which Time Peace may be fettled on fuch Terms as to enfurc its perpetual Stability. 

In Anfwcr to this, what I learn from it is, that at any Rate Peace and Friendlliip is your 
Wifii. T his is very proper and fatisfaftory; but a Ceffation of Hoftilities without a final Completion 
of Mcace, is not the Cullom of this Country. The Praftice of Europe is this, that two Kin^rs 
will fit clown on the fame Carpet and will play at Chefs together, an?’^ their Armies will remam 
peaceably together, while they receive continual Accounts of each other's-lnxentions ; and if they 
Tnould put an End to all ITollilicics they agree to a Ceffation for a certafn Number of Years, after 
which they renew their Attacks and Hoftilities: But this is not the Method in Dccan, for whatever 
Engagements are entered into, thefe arc lading and pcrperual ; you mull therefore write this much, 
tliat it they will join their Army with that of the Englifii, it is well; and if nor, it will make no 
Dillcrcncc ; iliat you will with yuur Tingle Force attack the Enemies, but chat at any Rate you are 
Uefirous ot I'cace wiih the Poonah State.

»• The State is thisj that I am, without l>6ubt, tbelfed»P^bf your Quarter, and llkewife am a 
WeU'Wilher of Pundit Purdhaun, ih conformity b ti^ Attaehment ^ to the Family of the 
Rauje, and have taken upon me this Trouble and ExertiOei mebty for the Sale of the People and 
from my Rcg^ to T ruth and Sincerity, and my Knowfctte Of the Rights arid Properties of every 
one. I likewife hoped that, umh the taking place of the Peace.and AlHante, I Ihould attain the 
Completion of my Views, and Ihould, by the AflRftancc of both Parties, be relieved from the Diffi- 
culties incurred by the Expences of the new-railed Sepoys: I therefore agreed to become Guarantee 
and Security to both Sides, and whichever IbOuld havfe failed in hii Thirt of the Obligation 1 
Ihould firft attempt to make him fenfiblc of his Faulty and if that failed, I Ihould then to the utmoft 
of my Abilities punilh him for it, and not be reconciled to him till fuch Time as he rctarncd to his 
Duty. But what you have wrltMp in the Treaty, that you have agreed to this Peace to give me 
Satisfaftion, is by no Means nedefflu-y. This only need be mentioned, that I am Guarantee and 
Security of this Treaty to both Parties » and that, Whichever Side (halt be guilty of any Breach 
of it, I (hall continue his Enemy till he has made Atonement for it, and has remedied fuch Breach 
of Treaty.-

and Hoftilities may immediately ceafe, and every Matter be finally fettled. Should this Peace be 
flnilhcd and the Treaty agreed to within five Months from the Date of it, it is well x otherwife it 
lhall be altogether void.

go to Calcutta, where, being honoured with an Interview with you, I might inform you of gveff 
Thing which from a long Time has been upon my Mind refpefling the true political Meafuttfc ,; 

“ But afterwards refleding that it was not advifable for me to be in fuch Hafte before Iliad ^ 
fully underftood all the Contents of the Papers, I opened them in the Prefence of the.Maha' 
Raja, when all the Kharetas, Letters, Copies, and Treaties, were perufed with the greateft 
tion and Care ; Firft, they convinced us of your great Truth and Sincerity, and that you never, , 
from the Beginning to this Time, were inclined to the prefent Difputcs and Hoftilitica i' and next, 
that you have not included in the Articles of the Treaty any of your Wilhes or Inclinations •, and 
in Ihorr, the Garden of the Treaty appeared to us in all its Parts green and flourilhingj but though 
the Fruit of it was excellent, yet they appeared different from tnofe of Colonel Upton’s Treaty, 

(the Particulars of which I have frequently written.to you,) and upon tailing them proved to ^ 
better, and very different when compared to the former Articles. How can any of the old and 
eftablifhed Obligations be omitted, and new Matters agreed 'to, which it is plain that they will 
produce and damage ? Some Points which you have mentioned under the Plea of the Faith and 
Obl'ervance of Treaties arc of fuch a Nature, that the Poonah Minifters can never affent to them. 

In all Engagements and important Tranfaflions in which thejWjprds, But, and Although, and Be- 
fides, and Whereas, and Why, and other fuch Words of Doubt, arc introduced, it gives an Opening to 
Difputcs and Mifunderftandings. A Treaty is meant for the entire Removal of all Differences, not for ' 

the Increufe of them. My Departure to Poonah has therefore been delayed, and the Rajah, my 
Mailer, likcwife having put off the affixing his Seal, faid, that although he was determined to 
fign the Treaty as Guarantee, agreeable to your Letters, yet he could not foffer that after his Seal 
fliould have been affixed, it fliould be rejcAcd by the others} that he mud therefore conftder 
maturely before he figns the Treaty, that no one may afterwards make Objedions to any Part of 
it V and after having laboured to explain it to them, to facisfy them and bring them over, they 
fliould in any Manner not comprehend it, or join in it, we may then make ufc of that as a fufficienc 
Reafon to adl againft them. But before we can be able to anfwer all their Qiicftions and Doubts, 
wc muft firft comprehend thoroughly ourfeivcs. Although thefe Lines which you have written in 
your Kharetas with the greateft Truth and Sincerity, that fuch Hafte was not your Quellion ; but 
that from certain Circumllanccs you have, agreeable to the Advice of this Quarter, difpatcbcd 
a Treaty with all Expedition, in which you have rcllorcd every Thing taken in this War, and 
placed all Matters on the fame Footing they were before the War, arc very proper and friendly, ’ 
and entirely conforming to the Articles of Colonel Upton’s Treaty, inconfillent with prefcoc 
Intercft and future Advantages, and will enfure the Perpetuity of Fricndfhip, and rentier the 
Guarantee of my Mafter the Maha Rajah more fccure } yet there is no Remedy for the Variations , 
of the Times, which always produce a Hundred fucceffive Events of the fame Kind, and in thft. 
Settlement of all Affairs caufes fo many as to endanger the Peace of the People, and. t^t. 
Security of the Property and Poffcinons of both Sides. Time does every Thing whibh he fhafo,; 
and there is not the fmallefl Controul over him. But your Prudence and Wifdom has ondeitakeii: 

♦JicinOrig. this Matter with a thorough Knowledge of the Influence of Circumflances. I entertain 

great Hopes that you will on all future Occafions attend to every Thing which youf pldandfincet^j 
Friends may write to you from the Sincerity and Fricndfhip of their Heart, and wU^Oiit^h^fm^left!^ 
Partiality to the other Side ; and by the Bleffing of God our Alliance and Intitiiipy will gjo on en-‘ 
creafing. But the great Diftance of 800 Corfe from Calcutta to Nsigpore, and ffom Naigporc to 
Poonah, which makes two Months, and to Poonah three Months, ncccflary for the gQihg and re- 
turning of Cofitls, c.innot be remedied— -What can I do? I am a Man, and have neither Feathers 
nor Wings, the Ground is hard and the Heavens arc far offj I am unluckily far removed from 
the Prefence-, had I been near you, I fbould before this have informed you of every Particular re- 
lating to this Bufincfi, and have adjufted every Thing to your Satisfadtion -, the Treaty would have 
been prepared in the bell Manner, and great and many Advantages would have been derived firom 
it, and I fliould have acquired univerfal Praife: Even at prefent I am exerting myfeif to the Qtmoft 
of my Power in promifing what is incumbent on my Attachment, ans^ am defirous of fpccdily 
bringing to a Settlement whatever Pundit Purdhaun may propofe conducivt-y-a a thorough, Recon- 
ciliation. I have therefore kept the Treaty with the greateft Care and Caution in my Poffeflion, 

^d having taken a Copy of it, | have added to each Aft'clc another, which appeared to me pro- 
ifcr and advilable, and without any Lofs or Difadvantage to the Englifli, or any Thing more in 
favour of the Pundit Purdhaun, than what was contained in the former Treaties. This I have 
fent to you, and hope that ybu will prepare and fend a Treaty conformable^t^ flia|^ jiyi^hoot; apy 
Bcfidcs, or If, or Why, or But, and Whereas, that as loon as it arrljit^-l mwJiJebai't' 

Poonah} and having united with me Row Madajec Scindiah, and having b^Oght pvw.^^;l^blb^ 
Nizam ul Dowlah to this Bufinefs, I may fettle and adjuft all Mattcftiv^iich' 
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Situation. As foon as I have received my Difmiflion from thence, I would fet off for Calcutta, 
and reprefcnt to you every Thing which foi-.f Iona While I have had on my Mind; and by this 
Tranfa£tion creft to the View of all the World the Standard of the Grcatncfs and Goodnefs 
of the Englilh, and of my Mafters, and extinguilh the, Flames of War with the Waters of 
Friendfhip. The compaffing all thefe Advantages and happy Profpcfts depends entirely upon 
your Will and Confent, and the Power of bringing them to an llTue is in your Halids alone. 
Further Particulars you will learn from my Letter to Beneram Pundit.”

Tranflation of a' Letter from Maha Rajah Modajee Bhofila to Beneram Pundit, dated the i6th 

Zehudja. 

“ I have lately received eight Arzies from you *, the firft two which arrived informed me 
that the Nabob had told you he rcfolved to enter into a Treaty with Pundit Purdhaun under my 
Guarantee and Security; but that the Articles which you had propofed did not meet with his 
AlTtnt : That Dewan Dewagur Pundit need not take the Trouble of coming to Calcutta, and that 
you were at Liberty to come or go as you might chufe. After this, one or two Letters arrived, 
acquainting me that the Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah had held a Council, at which he told you that he 
was determined on Peace. Three other Letters ,1 received with the Treaty. As you had at firft 
written that you were greatly affefted by that Converfation, and wilhed to retire to Benares I 
wrote in confequence of that to Hyderabad, to Poonah, and to Cuttack. About ten Days af- 
terwards I received your Letters, informing me that Peace had been determined on, and all 
Doubts removed; and I learnt the Contents of the Treaty from the Pcrfian Copy of it. In the 
firft Place, what regards Ragonaut Row is written in an infincere Manner. Where Friendlhip is 
wilhed for, and is under Difeuffion, no Word admitting of Doubt or Infincerity ought to be 
ufed, and every Article ought to be written without the fmallcft Obl'curity. I have theicforc not 
thought it advifable to fend my Minifter Dewan Dewagur Pundit to Poonah with the Treaty; , 
But if every Article of the Treaty had been plain and free from Doubts, the Dtwan would cer- 
tainly have been fent to Poonah to employ himlclf for the Completion of Peace. This could not 
however be done ; and the Length of Time which, from the great Diftance of the Way, is requi- 
fite, for the arriving of Letters and the receiving the Anfwers cannot be remedied. But God is 
Witnefsof the Friendlhip and Affcdlion which from my Heart 1 entertain for the Nabob; yet 
there is now no Remedy except the Execution of the Plan which the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah and 
Pundit Purdhaun has lettied. For thefe laft fourteen Months 1 have continually written every 
Occurrence and Trtlnfaffion without omitting the fmalleft Circumflance ; and in the Karcetan 
which I have now written to the Nabob, I have mentioned every Thing wliiuh was incumbent 
on my Friendlhip, and have alfo included all the Particulars of the Treaty. All other Matters 
you will learn from the Letters of Dewan Dewagur Pundit, who has written more fully to you.”

Ti^hlmion of a Letter from Dewan Dewagur Pundit to Beneram Pundit, dated the i^th Zc- 

hedja, 13th December 1780.

“ I have received your focccfllve Letters, dated the 17th, 19th, 2 ad, 24th, and 29th of 
f Ramfaun, and the ift, 7th, 21ft, and 23d Shawal, and the aad of Zekaida. — Firft, two Letters 
' arrived to.the following Purport; That the Nabob Amaud-ul-Dowlah had told you that he was 
defirous of concluding a Treaty of PeSCe and Alliance with the Chiefs of Poonah under the 
Guarantee of the Maha R:ijali, but that he could not aflent to the Conditions propofed by us : 
That he had forbid my coming to Calcutta, and had told you were at Liberty either to ftay or 
go ; that you had accordingly for the Departure prepared. After that another Letter was received, 
in which you wrote, . thay the Nabob having held a Council, told you that he was refolved to 
make Peace;, and hayjilg called you into the Council, held a Confultation with you on all 
Matters, and after^^a faid to you in private, that as the Maha Kajah had, from his great 
Friendlhip, written to him Letters containing all his private Secrets, which were more facred to 
him than his own Life, it was therefore incumbent on him to exert himlclf for the Completion of 
Peace, and that he had accordingly prepared a Treaty with Pundit Purdhaun, under the Guaran- 
tee of the MaM Rt|ji|ht which he was dil'patching, together with Karectahs from hiinfclf. Three 
; J^lM’tetahs ind Letter^ Accordingly arrived, and were fully underltood ; and wc learnt from them 
bwd ftAt to Rajah Chimnajee Bahadrc, with many other Particulars. As wc firft 
acquainting us of the Treaty and Conditions not be ing approved of,

Days fhc Treaty will be prepared and difpatched. Accordingly, four Days after we received 
Treaty, with three Letters.-This Treaty was written on one Side of the Paper Engh^, ^ 

•SieinOng. the other Side in Pcrfian; and ‘one of thefc Treaties there was a Sealt .the otiw 

were Copies without Seals.— After them arrived three more Copies of the fame Treaty, a^ . 
thrt^e Karfctahs adclrcfled to this Quarter to Pundit Pordhaun and to Sindia. 

« The Contents of the Treaty we learnt from the Perfian Side of it, and were folly obmpre- 
t,pnHf>ci bv US The Anlwcrs to every one of the Articles have accordingly been written to the 
Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah. Where Peace is really and nocerely wiOicd for, it is ptoperw write 
;„trrArticle without Obfeufity : Had this Treaty been plain and finccre. and without Doubts in 
!ints Parts* I Ihould then have inftantly fet off for Poonah, where I Ihould have explained and 
fatisfied them on every Foint.-Firft. the Opportunity was fuffered to efcape. name^, when I 
went to Poonah, and wrote niyfclf to General Goddard and received his Anf^- Had at that 
TimV an Interview taken place between the General and Nanna Purnavecs, all Mifunderftandings 
wS have been cleared up. and by this Time Hyder Naig would have been fo entirely ruined, 
that neither his Name, nor any Time of his having exifted, would have remained; and Pundit 
Purdhaun and the Nabob would have been one Soulin two Bodies : That Opportunity was loft, 
and as Matters were referred to the Decifion of Arms, Pundit Purdhaun readily confcming fo hia 
Ln Difadvantages, enured into Alliance with Hyder Naig on this Agrcemenr, that they IhouW 
emv Ruin and Oclolation into the Country of the EngUlh; and the Nabob Nizam ul ^wlah 
wrote to Pundit Purdhaun, and having with him fettled a Plan, brought us into this Diftreft 
acrainft our Inclination and WiOics. Had I not agreed to this, HhouTd have been blam^ for 
the Misfortunes of the Rajc; and I. who am a Wcll-wiftier and faithful &rvant the Raje, 

• Ihould have fuficred every Reproach and Accufation. As General Goddard had arrived at Holhun- 

0 abad and Mr. Weatherltonc had cometoNaigpore. and they had been foppli^d from th s Quarter 
with Bullocks for their Artillery, and all other Duties of Friendilhp had been performed, this was 
made ufi of as an Argument for blaming and accufing us; and Pundit Purdhatin openly affirmed to 
me that we had a dole Alliance and Friendlhip with the Englilh Gentlemen; and at the fame 
Time Monf. Chevalier the French Chief, having efcaped from Calcutta, had come to Cuttack 
in Hopes of Frotedion ; and Mr. Elliot, who was coming to this Quarter, having arrived at 
Cutuck, requefted him, notwithftanding that in political Affairs it is very Blamc-worthy to for- 
fakc a Pcrlon who has claimed Refuge with you, yet, in confcqucnce of our Friendlhip, we de- 
livered him up. And although all the Inhabitants of this Country were difpleafed and blamed 
me vet I conlidcred folely my Friendlhip, and by this I had bccotrc obnoxious and fofpefted. 
Having no Remedy, I found it abloluiely ncceffary for me to alTent to the Plan, and in confequ^c# 
of that to raife 30,000 new Hoifcmen. It is now fourteen Months that we have liboure^^at^ 
incxprcffiblc Diflrds, and been loaded with an Expence of Crorcs of Rupees for the Pw 
Troops but without endangering the Friendfliip arid Alliance of the Englifli Gpnflem#<:'T:f?9'; 
dcfirous’ to negociate a Reconciliation at any Rate between them and Pundit PordliiUn; in«"t 
Mannex as to cnlure the Perpetuity of the ancient Alliance of this Quarter with ,botn*lSloe». 
During thefc fourteen Months, I have therefore continually informed you of' si^M^tter6,’WMi 
have chearfully fubmitted to all Difficulties and Diftreffes. But when the firft Opportunity having 
been loll, a Treaty is at laft received, even in that the Concerns of Ragonaut Row are expreffed j 
m a doubtful and ambiguous Manner; befides which, in the Affairs of Gwalior, Futty Sing Gui-# 
cowar, and the Rannaof Gohed, there is great Room forDifputes. The Particulars of all thefe 
Points arc hinted at large in the Pcrfian Letter, and are too long and tedious to be repeated here. 
There is a Dillance of nine hundred Corfe between us, and a confiderablc Time is loft in lending 
Letters and receiving the Anfwers. From unlucky Events and Circumftances I have been con> 
tKllcd to fend an Army under the Command of Rajah Cbimnajce Bahadre ; but how long am 1 
to labor under the Difficulties and Diftrefles for the Pay of the Soldiers, v^ch iaitttmenfe? Though 
two or three Lacks of Rupees have b«n received, of what Affiftance t^gjhat be, or how do« 
that relieve us from the Weight of the Arrears ? We have entered into Engagements with Pundit 
Purdhaun and the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah; but that has not tended to the dkninilhing out 
Difficulties, nor can they be removed till Pundit Purdhaun and the Englifli Gentlemen are reconciled. 
The Maha Rajah has accordingly exerted and employed his utmoft Abilki« for this Purpoie, and 
has written to you on the Subjeft ; but the Event has not luiticd eOI<« 
for ; and now that the Treaty is arrived, even in that there is j^eat RoOl^llo’AT 
arc Without Refource and Remedy. God knows, and is Witnels, wtMtC^ I 'am 
the Enemy of the Englifli; but the Earth is hard, and the Heav'#ft> ^ 

Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah is prudent and forefeeingy and all the 
are well known to him : At any Rate he will not blame me. 1 am MR 
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and can fee no Rciwedy. Had ihe Englifli Army under General Goddard never arrived at Ilol 
hungabad, what was then done would not have given Umbrage t«f the Decan People, and we 
(hould not have been compelled to fend an Army to Cuttack, and to fubmit to fuch a Weiaht ot 
Expcncc; but wc fliould have been free and at Liberty in all Points, nor would any DitncuUv 
have come upon us. Prom a Period of twenty Years our P'ricndftiip has been daily encrcalitirr • buc 
from the Plan determined on by the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, which lias occafioned alf thefc 
DiftrclTcs, I am fallen into great Embarraflmcnt. Had Peace been concluded between tlio 
Englilh and Pundit Purdhaun, I was in Hopes that, from the Friendfliip of the Nabob 1 mivhc 
have requeued fome Imall Affiftance (on which Siibjeft I accordingly wrote before, ’and the 
Nabob has kindly granted us three Lacks of Rupees). I alfo hoped that Pundit Purdhaun would 
likewile have given Ibmc Share, and that the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah would certainly have con- 
tribuied his Proportion, while wc ourfcives would have confented to fuffer one Part of the Lois 
and would have repaid the ReR out of the Country of HyderNaig. But, on the contrary, this 
Profpeft has not been realized, and the Ncgociaiions are extended to an unforclcen Length ’ Tlie 
Will of God is fuperior to every Thing. As yet, what Advantage has accrued to this Quarter 
from the Name which the Maha Raja has adopted, and from all the Pains and Exertions which 
I have taken during thefe laft fourteen Months, and from the many Letters I have written in 
which I continually Ryle myl'df the firm Friend, the Friend, the Friend? Fourt’een 
Months have now elapfed lince we raifed 90.000 Hoifcmcn. If there were only paid 
three hundred Rupees, what a large Sum it. would make? But the cltabliftcd Allowances 
of this Country are 4C0 and 500 Rupees for each Horfeman. and fome have even more than 
that; befides which there are large Allowances to the fematdars and other Officers; Cun- 
fider then well how great the Expcnce of the Whole muR be. Having fully underRood this 
Matter, you muR explain it to the Nabob ; For fourteen Months we have fupported ourlclves 
and how much longer muR we wait in Expcdlation ? It is incumbent on me to do any Thino that 
may promife a Relief from thefc DiRrefles; and if I am ncglcftful and dilatory in executin'^ n, the 
whole State will be brought into Danger. I have never been guilty of the fmallcR Neglcd,’antl 
yet I am without Rcafon blamed and accufed, and I have continually written all Particulars- buc 
the Will of God is fuperior to every Thing. The Nabob muR read with Attention ’every 
Syllable of the Perfiab Letter which I have written to him, and muR write back his Intentions. Ac 
this Time it is not advifable to fend the Army into Cantonments, and Rill more imprudent to 
recalj it, as nothing but Lofles can be expciRcd from ading contrary to the Plan wliich was de- 
termined on ; Something muR therefore be done. Should the Nabob think me incxcufable for 
writing in one Manner, and ading in a different Manner, DiRrefs for Money is my Excule, and 
for that I have no Remedy But if I was efcaped from this Whirlpool, and was able to keep my- 
fclf alive, my (ble Attention and Endeavors would certainly be employed in cultivating the Friend- 
ihipof the Nabob, which I hope never to lofcj or Ihoulff the Nabob, forgetting this, give me 
the Name of Enemy, it is my Misfortune, nor can I remedy it; but Rill 1 never give up my 
Friendfliip for him. The Expcnces of the Army have rendered me without Refource. War an I 
HoRilitics arc going on in two or three different Quarters ; from one of thefe it is ncccffary to be 
free, and at the fame Time Faith and Truth arc to be obicrved. All thefe Particulars you muR 
fully eitplain. Like the common Story of the Villager, ‘ If I mention it, my Mother dies; if 
« I conceal it, my Father will cat an * cmilan Dog.’ Both Cafes arc difficult: In the fame Kind of 
Dilemma, which I could not forefee, am I fallen; and this the) Nabob, who is unequalled in 
Wildom and Prudence, muR refled upon with JuRicc. I write from the Didates of my 
Friendfliip ; and fhould the Nabob conceive different Ideas of what I write, I am remcdilcis. 
Had the Treaty been written without Ambiguity, there would have been noCJccafion for all this. 
But it can never be coniented that Ragonaut Row fliould remain in full Liberty to ad as he 
pleafes ; For this Rcafon— -that Madho Row Pefliwah, at the Time of his Death, putting the 
Hand of his Brother Narain Row into the Hand of Maha Rajah Janooiec Bhofila, made them 
iwcar eternal Friendfhipj and that they would by all Means in their Power prevent the Connee- 
tion from being broken : And Maha Rajah Janoojee Bhofila procured the Rckafc of Ragonaut Row, 
who was at that Time in Confinement. The treacherous Condud which Ragonaut afterwards ob* 
jdved towards Narain Roi^ who had a thoufand Rights vcRed in himfclf, is well known. After the 
Murder of Narain RoWy. 4 mcMaha Rajah entered into new Engagements, that though he could not 
ad in any hoRile W^y againR Ragonaut Row, yet he would never fuffer him to be at Liberty 
to^as he fliould pleafe. This, therefore, never can nor will be agreed to ; and as it was ..wC 
^mble|jp be Security for Rich an Article, the Treaty has therefore not been lent to Poonah, but 
ws withXetters been carefully kept here, and (hall be difpatchcd on the Receipt of your Anfwcr. 
How can Pundit Purdhaun at this Time ad inimically againR Hyder Naig? if he fliould, no one 
m the whole World would ever again confide in him ; But in the Family of the Pcfliwa there is no 
Want of Faith, that they (hould break their Engagements with a Pcr(bn who foliciicd their Fricnd- 
P Si, ®^^“^*** this Time Hyder Naig has, in confequence of his Connedion with the 
ciowa, exerted all his Abilities : They muR wait till Hyder is guilty of fome Infringement of 
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his Engagements, which at prefent he faithfully obferves. The Opportunity of this Attack, 
which I informed you of ihthe Month of Cautick, upwards of fourteen Months ago, and which 
perhaps you recoiled, or have Letters rcfpe£fing it, was fuffered to efcape. If the Flan had been 
executed agreeable to my Information, by this Time no Mark of him would have temained ; but 
at prefent, that to maintain their Friendihip he has exerted himfclf in this Manner, how can they 
adt with Enmity againft him ? All this has proctScdcd from the War, and no Advantage has been 
derived from it. The Chief of Bombay gave Rife to thefe Hoftilities and Enmity, and has brought 
Matters to this Pafs. No Fault laid in the Nabob. The Nabob was compelled to proted the 
Honor and Reputation of the Englilh ; and had he not attended to that, it would have given 
Occafion to unlucky Events. All the prefent Circumftances are owing folcly to his Wi?h to 
maintain his Honor. If all thefe Mifunderftandings can be removed through the Mediation of the 
Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah or Sindiah, it makes no Difference. 1 am certain that Nabob Amaud ul 
Dowlah will now not write me any Letter } fur this Reafon, becaufe Rajah Chimnajee is on the 
Borders of Bengal, and perhaps feme Damages have been done by him, and which have given the 
Nabob fomc Difplearurc. Let the Nabob think what he pleafes, 1 am (fill his finccre Friend -, but 
Misfortunes have no Remedy.” 


In the Hand Writing of the Dewan. 

“ God knows what Diftrefs I have fuffered, and how great have been the Expences of 25,000 
Men, which we have raifed within thefe fourteen Months. I am now within Remedy, and am in 
Embarraifment from two Quarters. On one Side there are Treaties and Engagements, and on the 
other a long and cftablifhcd Connexion of Fricndlhip. I know not what to do. I he Nabob is 
wife, and is well convinced of the Variation and Ficklencfs of Times and Circumllances.” 


Poflfcript written in Perfian. 

“ You write in your Letters of the aad and 3cth of Ramaan, regarding “ A Ncgociation 
“ taking place for Peace, the Conferences with the Council, and that after much Difpleafure the 
“ Governor had approved, and come into a favorable Difpofition to make;a Treaty, to abide by 
“ the Engagements entered into by Colonel Upton, to withdraw entirely from Guzerat, the De- 
“ pendencies of Surat, Conkan, and the other Places which have lately been taken poffcflio'n of, 

“ and until a Treaty can be cfFcftcd, to flop all Operations.” All this is extremely right and 
laudable, and tends to perpetual Advantages. The Anfwcr which you gave in the Conference 
with the Council, and to the Governor, was extremely proper— A hundred and a hundred 
Piaifcs. The Wifhes of my Heart fo eftablifh Truth and Sincerity, and what tends to evince 
my Dcfire of promoting the Welfare of the Englifh, have been flrongly demonftrated, and will 
continue to be fo in your Meafures and Obfervations, which were equally prudent and wife. 

•SicinO.ig, True it is, th.at * Expence is the Touchflone which difeovrreth the Value of a Man. All is very 
proper, provided that the Treaty from that Quarter is concluded with Candor and Truth, and 
with regard to former Treaties j and that the Places which have been taken poffeflion of be given 
up, great and fmall ■, that Favor be not ihewn to Ragoonaut Row, and that he be delivered up 
to the Row Pundit Purdhan. I have the fulleft Confidence that the Governor, without further 
Stickling or Debate regarding any of thefe Articles, will pay a Regard to the future, and coin- 
fulting true Wifdom, will fend a Treaty concluded with a fincere Difpofition ; fo that I may have 
no Doubts or Difficulties in fpeaking or writing to the Pundit Purdan and his Minifters, that I 
may take a determinate Part in enforcing their Acquiefccnce, and that I may difpofe the Nabob ' 
Nizam ul Dowlah and Scindia with Unanimity, both in Terms and in Meaning, to join in pro- 
moting thefe Meafures. But it is above all Things nccclTary that Letters ihould be fent to mif, 
addrelTcd to the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, and alio to Scindiah,che Pundit Purdan, and Balajce Row 
Jemarder. And it is highly requifitc that the Satisfadlion of Nizam ul Dowlah, and the fettling 

his juft Pretenfions, fhould be effefted through the Channel of this Court i fo that with the 
Affiftance of the faid Nabob and Scindiah, 1 may take Meafures to lay a proper. Foundation for 
a I’reaty with Pundit Purdhan. It muft not depend entirely on th\^egociation of Mr. John 
Hollond i for if that Gentleman is employed, it will not be in our Pow!»-dicr€ to make furc of 
the Affiftance of the above-mentioned Nabobs he will be drawn another Way *, and this will 
be the Means of interrupting the whole Bufinefs. As that Gentleman will write in oj^ Style to 
Calcutta, and 1 in another bence, a Difference will arife which will occafion Doubts A Sufpi* 
cions. It is particularly neceffary to be careful to prevent this •, for the Nabob is the firft and 
moft diftinguifhed of the Chiefs of the Dekan •, and he is in fome Meafure fatisfied with the 
Englifh Gentlemen on the Reftoration of Murtoznagur. It is therefore very advilable that be 
fhould be conciliated by Civilities and Profeffions, and the Settlement of his juft Pretenfions, 
and thereby brought over to co-operate in promoting the defired Objeds. You write, that .the *

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QovcrnOFt tfwr cxprefling many Doubts and ObjeAions about fupplying the Expenccs of the 
TrO'jps which are arrived at Cuttack, and after you had fatisfied him, faid, “ The Gentlemen of 
the Council will not agree t for my own Part, 1 approve of it. Fnr the prefent I will give thus 
much Money t but the Troops of this Place are going to Madras : Let near 3000 Horlc of 
“ the Troops which are at Cuttack accompany them, fo that they may arrive in fafety at the 
piaceof theirDeftinationt but let nothing be faid of the Chout ofBengal ^ for this would draw great 
Difcredit on me with the Council and the Englifh j and where Advantages of Crorcs and Lacks 
“ arc in Contemplation, it is improper to look to fuch inconfiderablc Objeds. Some Compen- 
“ fation will be found for it.*’ The Cafe is this: In all the Corrcfpondence winch has pafTed 
during two Years, not a Word has flipped from my Pen that h.is had the lead Relation to 
Avarice or Self Intercfl: : But I am embarrafled on account of the Troops which are arrived at 
Cuttack, from my Fricndfhip to both Sides; namely, the Pundit Pordhaii and the Englilh. 
They arc prevented from ravaging any of the Englilh Territoties from a Regard to the latter; 
'and they are prevented from returning /raw returning* from a Regard to the I'ian which has been • 
laid down by the Pundit Purdhan. lam perplexed, therefore, betwixt a Regaid to my Friend- 
fliip : I had no other Motive in what 1 wrote. But two pofitivc Conditions aie propoied by the 
Governor before he will agree : The one is, to relinquifli the Chout of Bengal, out ot the Fricnd- 
fliip to the Englifh : The fecond is, to lend 3000 Horfe along with the Officer who has been de- 
taeVd to Madras. The Cafe Js this : The Exertions which were made by the 1 itc Rajah to 
obtain the Chour, the Labors he went through, and the V.'ilor he difplayed, are as apparent as 
the Sun. In thefe Wars, Worlds were overriirncd. Multitudes we re trampled under the Feet of 
■Horfe— the Treafures and Goods of Merchants, Bankers, and Inhab.tants of that Co ntry, 
were plundered and deftroyed ; and iwo-and-twenty of the nioft dilfinguilhcd Chiefs of this 
Country, together with many of their Companions and l iicnds, from the Tieachcry of the 
Soubah of Qengal, fell in the Service of their Matter; till at Icngih, oui hereditary Kiglit and 
Property of the Chout was fully cftabliflied and confirmed. Although an Union wi.h the 
Englifh, the greateft Advantages can be obtained, yet how can we relinquilh thefe Rights anti 
Intentions which commemorate the Fame of our Anceftors, without toitciiing at the lame Time 
our Dignity and Rank as Princes ? In the fame Manner as the Governor lays Diferedn would 
be drawn upon hity with the Council, fo would this draw upon us the Contempt ot all our 
"Neighbours. What therefore is written regarding the Relinquilhment of the Chout of Bengal, 
is rjo ways proper. ’ It is advifable that our Name fliould be preferved in that Sonbah ; but ex- 
cept this, mention any other Difficulties which occur, fo that they n^ay be obviated, in pre- 
ferving the Name of our Chour, great Advantages will be derived to the Englilh. Every one 
will be afraid to invade their Country : This will be a great Advantage. If Troops were to be 
put along with the Officer of the Englifh, Intelligence thereof would doubtlefs be carried to the 
refhwa and Nizam ul Dowlah ; and they will fay with Ce/tainty, that Bhoofil..h and the Englilh 
have in their Hearts been fccretly united, and now it is dilcovcred. He is in fadt, therefore, one 
'of the Englifh, and we mutt: concert Mcafures and provide againft him. All that has then been 
writt^ to Pounah and to the Nabob, regarding Peace and the Treaty which is coming from 
Ealcu'ua, will be rendered incffcdual, and a War will be occafloneJ with the Chiefs of the 
Dckah. Then at Icatt 50,000 Horfe, befides the neceffiiry Stores and Ammunition, mutt be 
got ready before any thing can be done. By the Blcffing of God whenever my Letters arrive, 
as many Troops as are wanted can be procured, but 1 am without Money. As the Courage 
and Bravery of the Family of Bhoofllah is well known, great Revenues would be nccellary. 

, Although with the Spirit and Ability of the Englifh, the Affiftance of Crores and Lacks is not 
fo very great a Matter ; and Men who accumulate Treal'ure, accumulate it for fuch Days as 
thefe : Yet when lo many Objeiflions are made to aflill in paying the Expcnces of the 'Troops at 
Cuttack, how can I place niy Expeiffations in obtaining larger Hcaj)s ! — If lb much Spirit be fliewn 
from that Quarter, I am ready, and I know well that this will not be done by the Council. As the 
Fricndfhip of the Englifh is at all Events the firttand moft neceflary Conlidcraiio.n, I will therefore 
exert myfclf in ettablifhing Peace: For the Power ot making Peace with all is the bell Objedf. 
To this, all other Mcafures arc fubfervient ; and this will certainly be done by them (the Englifli). 
You write, that after having laid the Foundation of Peace with the Pundit Purdaan, it is rcqui- 
fuc that fome Troopsftould be put along with General Coote againft Hydcr Naig, and 
take Pofleflion of iys,^Cfountry, when all thefe Engagements and Propofjls may be afl'ented to. 
My Reafun is confoundt^j indifeufling this Suggettion. At a Time when Hydcr Naig is in every 
Refpeft in Alliance with the Pefhwa, and has affifted with his Soul and Life to repel the Englifh, 
for us A unite our Troops with thofe of the Enemy, and endeavour to extirpate him, would not 
this fix the Stamp of Infamy upon us for ever ? Would any Prince, for Generations to come, 
ever after affifl or unite with the Pefhwa? Be youifclf the Judge; and whether fuch a Conduft 
would beconiye a Prince or not? Why then do you mention it ? Why do you write it ? The 
Cafe is as follows ; At firft there was the utmott Enmity betwixt f lydcr Naig and the Pundit Pur- 
aaan, and there was thefullcft Intention of fending Troops into Hydcr Naig’s Country ; and after 
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tlie Conclufion of t’-.c War with Bombay, and the Capture of Ragonaut Row, it was firmly re* 
folvcd to lend I roops into that Quarter, and a Reliance was placed in the Treaty which was en- 
tered into by the Gentlemen of Bombay before the War •, but when Ragonaut Row again went to 
them, and General Goddard was ready to commence Hoftilities — when no Regard was paid to the 
friendly Fropofals made by us and the Fondit Felhwa — when they defifted from coming to Poonah 
agreeable ro their Fromife, and a categorical Anfwcr was given to the Deputies from Poonah ) 
the Miniftcrs of Poonah then confultcd amongft thcmfelvcs, and having advifed with the Nabob 
Nizam 111 Dowlah. they confidcred, that as Enemies were appearing on both Sides, and it would 
be difficult to cope with both, what was to be done? Peace molt be made with one of themj 
. and War mufl be carried on with the other. They wiftied above all Things in their Hearts to make 
Peace with the bnglifls Gentlemen, and Unite with them to puniffi Hyder Naig. But thele 
Gentlemen had plainly refilled to enter into any Terms of Reconciliation j it was therefore ad* 
vilable to accommodate Matters with Hyder Naig : Although he had long been an Enemy, what 
clfe could be done ? Having nothing elfc left for it, they were compelled to enter into an Union 
with Hyder ; But as the innate Dilpofition of that Prince is compoled of Ingratitude and Infide* 
lity, and he can never ccafc to err, it is certain tiiat he will violate the Treaty, and yield a Pre* 
tence that will render it advifable for us, in Conjonflion with the Hnglilh, to take Vengeance 
without incurring the Imputation of a Breach of Treaties. We muft therefore wait for an Op- 
portunity when he (hall commit Tome Fault, and doubtlcfs he will commit one; but the Time 
and Opportunity are (lill to come; and this is the Way: After the Treaty, formed with Sincerity 
and Candor, arrives (rom your (garter, I will fit out for Poonah to conclude thefe important 
Matters, and will accomplifli every Thing as wiflicd for; I will unite Sindiah with me, and I will 
fatisfy the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah ; and as the utmoft Difgull iubfifts in the Hearts of the Mint- 
(lers and Nizam ul Doulah againft Hyder, yet, for the Sake of Appearances, as fome Pretence 
is neccHary, we mull: conlult together — find out fome Accufation againft him. We muft fix all 
our Thoughts on this. But fome little Delay is necefTary to effeft ail thefe Objefts. This you 
will well underftand ; and be not impatient. Things which at firft can eafily and fpeedily be 
accompliffied, from the VicilTitude of Affairs, may afterwards be difficult. At prefent the Efta- 
blifhment of Peace between the Englifh Gentlemen, the Pundit Purdaan, and the Nabob Nizam 
ul Dowlah, is highly expedient; and, as I formerly wrote, theLofs which each Party has fuftained 
from keeping up their Armies, may be indemnified from fome Operations carried on by them in 
Conjundion. This is certainly true. In former Times it might have been done immediately : If 
now a Delay of fome Days muft take place, it docs not fignify. What comes (lowly edmes 
well. The Root and Exiftcnceof Hyder Naig will in Progrefs or Time be extirpated. To con- 
clude— Formerly a long Corrcfpondcncc of this Kind took place with Lord Clive, which arofe 
• from a cordial Friendfhip on both Sides. After that no Correfpondence was kept up, till knowing 
the diftinguilbed Character of the prefent Governor, and finding that he was capable of compre- 
hending all thefe Objedls, an Intercourfe and confidential Communication has been eftablifhed* 
God, whofecth the Infide of all Hearts, is a Witnefs whether this procceejs from Intereftedncfs or 
from the finecreft Friendfliip. The Event will infallibly evince, that it would be difficult to find 
throughout the whole Extent of the Deckan, and of India, a Friend fo truly attached as the Ra* 
jah my Mafter. 

“ Poftfeript. 

“ To the Letter which you wrote to Bowanny Pundit to this Effcft— that if Pundit Purdaun 
(liould not be fatisfied with the Treaty, on account of the News of Hyder Naig, is proper that 
* SicinOrigO'tfw Jhould not be fatisfied with the Treaty^ on account of the News of Hyder, Naig*, it is proper that 
you Ihould cultivate the Friendlhip of the Engliih, becaufe many Advantages may arife from it, 
and the Governor reckons you his firm Friend. 1 hope that all thefe Advantages, agreeably to 
my Inclinations, will be brought about. This is the Anfwcr : That after the Arrival of the true 
and undilTcmbling Treaty from Calcutta to this Effcft, to forfake Ragonaut Row, and to deliver 
him up to Pundit Furdhaun, and to reftorc all the Places in the Konkun and Guzerar, and the 
Talooks of Hind, I will go to Foonah, and will get it confirmed in Perfon, and will get a Treaty 
on his (the Felhwa’s) Part; and whatever is in my Heart, I (hall get cftablll^d in the Treaty. But if 
the Feilhwa does not agree to this equitable Treaty, and peremptorily renatb9«it, 1 will write to you 
(agreeably to your Letter) whatever is proper to be written. To keep an Army, much Money is 
required; but I (hall in no Rcfpeift be neglc 61 fol in preferving Friendlhip with the Engliih; and 
withdrawing from all others, will adhere to them.”

Tranflation of a Letter from* Rajah Seena Bahadrei to l^neram Pundit, dated the 23d Suffer; 
and a Duplicate to the fame Purport. Received the 26th February. 

" Having committed many Particulars verbally to BilTumber Pundit, I difpatched him to your 
Quarter. All thofe Particulars you vill have uoderdood, as alfo the Letters which have unco 
been written to you. From the Friendlhip of the Nabob Amaud ud Doulah, we are loaded with 
the Reproaches of Pundit Purdhaun, and Nizaum Ally Khaun t and out of Regard to the Friend- 
Ihip of the Nabob, no Obje^ion or OppoRtion has been made to the March of Cdonel Pearfe. 
But how will the Event of this appear ? The Maha Rajah formerly wrote to mej that he was at a 
great Di dance, but that the Nabob was near me; and that Ulrbatever was proper, I Ihould write to 
the Nabob, and aft agreeable to his Advice. Accordingly, to this Time, I have afted in that 
Manner; and it is therefore incumbent and neceflary for the Nabob, in conRderation of his 
Frienddiip, to think of and fettle fome Plan for the Relief of our DidrelTes. You muft now ex- 
plain fully to the Nabob this Letter, and fatisfy him, and inform me of its Succefs. Atter the 
DidrelTes of the Army lhall have been removed, and the Foundations of our Friendlhip ftrength- 
ened, great Advantages will accrue, to this Time. From an Attention to my Friendlhip, 1 have 
readily fubmitted to thefe Expences and Reproaches which have been thrown upon us by Pundit 
Purdhaun, and Nizaum Ally Khaun. The Nabob AmaUd ud Dowlah iS wife ; it is necellary that 
he pay Regard not to the Money, but to the Friendlhip of the Maha Rajah, and that he perform 
what ought to be done. This Friendlhip will be of great Utility. I difpatch this Letter under 
> Charge of two ColTids. Return them with an Anfwer fpeedily.’* 

In the Rajah’s Hand. “ 1 have faid to BilTumber Shu Bheder, whatever was proper to be 
faid. He will have made every Point known to you. Send him back hither foon, and return a

From Rajah Ram Pundit to the fame; 23d Suffer. 

I have before this written to you all Particulars, which you will have underllood. BilTumber 
Pundit having obtained Pcrmifllon from the Prefence, fent for me from Cuttack. When I arrived 
at the Army, by the Advice of the Pundit, and agreeable to your former Letters received atCut-< 
tack, I explained every Particular in a proper Manner to Appa Sahib, and reprefented them like- 
wife to the Rajah. 1 alfo fpoke, at Biflumber Pundit’s Defire, refpefling the March and Stations 
of the Army ; and got it iMtled that Colonel Pearfe Ihould march, without any Molellation, with 
his Army, fuch Days Jp!:«<ues as he may cbule. Accordingly all the Requells of BilTumber were 
agreed to, and xhe Pu^ai^ has been difpatched to the N^b and to you. Do you now exe- 
cute whatever Plan may brine Things to an ilTue. ^ I am the leall of the Servants of the Sirkar. 
Out of regard to the Friendwip of the Nabob, we, for ten Months, to {prevent the frsiallcll In- 
jury being done, detained the Army Cuttack ; and to the Extents or our Abilities to bear, 
brought into thefe Dillrellcs, not only ourfelves, but our Relations, Friends; and Allies, and at- 
tempeed to defray thofe Expences. BilTumber Pundit is well acquainted with the Sentiments, 
Views, and Wilhes of this QiiarCer, and will have explained them to yooi I have, to complete 
the Point you propofed to me, Ipoken to the Appa Sahib, and by procuring a free Paflage for 
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the Battalioni, have, with my Eyes open, fubmitted to a heavy Reproach { and leaving only the 
ftbpricty of this Matter to you, I have executed it, as .this was for the Interell and Advan- 
tags of both Governments : But how long is this Friendihip to be maintained through the In- 
tervention of others ?— The Nabob, from his Wifdom and Prudence, having conquetrd the 
whole Country, has for thefe twenty Years fent to Europe large Sums of Money, and it « 
well known that for thefe twenty Years the Maha Rajah has never once fent an Army towards 
this Country •, and as he for ten Years did not think the Friendihip of the Nabob advilable, the 
Nabob remained in Peace, attending to the Management of his Country, and to raifing his Glory. 

If 1 was to make an Account of the Chout, to how much would it not amount ?•— But Fear of 
God is neceflary. For a whole Year an Army of 30,000 Horfe has remained with their Eyes 
towards that Quarter, and continued within their own Limits, and did not commit the fmalleft 
Injury in the Country of Bengal, to tlie Damage of even a dry Leaf. * Much Money will be 
received i but it is difficult for this Scafon, and the Advantages of Friendihip, to be attained. 

I am now releafed from this ; the Blame of it belongs to the Nabob. I performed the fame 
friendly Offices at Holhunj^abad, and enabled them to go on in Safety to Surat ; and in this 
Place what could be my Motive for delivering up the Frenchman to the Nabob ? God is Witnefs 
that it was to give Pleallire to the Nabob. It is now univerfally known, that I procured a PalTage 
for the Battalions : Should the Nabob at this Time alter his Sentiments, God will bear Witneu. 
This Time is diftrclTing ; The Soldiers pray that they may be led to Battle and Plunder } and 
daily and nightly make this Requell. You will explain all thefe Particulars to the Nabob in a 
proper Manner •, and having fettled it, write ftie Intelligence of it. The Seafon of Opportu- 
nity is gone j this may be of great Confcqucnce and Advantage. If he is inclined to maintain • 
and Support his Greatnefs, let him remain firm in his Friendihip for the Nabob : Refledl on this 
maturely. As I am fatisfied as to the Pay of the Army, I will do every Thing which may be for 
the Interclls of the Nabob. Having fettled this fpeedily, inform me of it.'*

A Second Letter from Rajah Ram Pundit to Bcneram. 

“ Whatever I and Biflcmber Pundit together reprefented to the Rajah and Appah Sahib, will 
have been made known to you by the Pundit who has been difpatchcd from hence. Colonel 
Pearce has had PermilTion to march, and ftrid Orders have been given to the Beoparies to furnilh 
him with Provifions ; and having fent an Agent from us with him, he has been forwarded to the 
Southward from the Neighbourhood of Cuttack. BilTeibber PundifhM the Time of his Depar- 
ture, petitioned from the Prefence, that they would not leave CuttacKlML.he Ihould addrefs an 
Aizic to them after his Arrival at Calcutta. The Troops here compfain greatly that they came 
in the Hopes of enriching thcmfelves in the Country of Bengal j and that to this Time they had 
heglcdlcil all thole Hopes of acquiring Money and Goods; that they had now, for the Sake of 
Friendihip, given a free PalTage to Colonel Pearce; thk they mull now either give them Intel- 
ligence where to get their Money, or elfe fufftr them to Ihcw their Courage and Adlivity. How 
long arc thefe Dilcourfcs to laft ? We are anxioully expcdling, Letters from yoor Quarter: We 
have performed the Doties of Friendihip. To this Time, yo'u and 1 have, in all Cafes and Scafons, 
exerted ourl'clves in reprefenting all Matters, and pointing out the Opportunities. The Execution 
of every Thing depends upon the Nabob. He will do whatever is right.

« Your Letter, dated the 6th Zcheidja, arrived on the 9th Mohurrem, under Charge of the 
Coflids of Teekehunder Meerdha, together with Hindoftanny Letters addrelfed to the Maha Rajah 
my Mailer and the De\^n, and. the Receipt of it made me acquainted with all Particulars, and gave 
roe the greateft Satisfadion. You write, that at firft you could not agree in any Point of your 
Converfations, till alter the Arrival bf the Letters from the Prefence, and from Dada Sahtb, when, 
on the contrary, every thing was iifianimoufly alTcntcd to ; and the Paper of Advice and Requefts, 
and all the other Points were approved of agreeable to what they had written. That upon thefe 
Parttculars being determined on, Kareetahs and Letters from the Nabob, with a Treaty under the 
Seal and Signatures of the Council, written in Englilh and Pcriian, and with Letters from you, 
were difpatchcd by the Way of Benares, and by that of CuttacK, and that the. Letters from hence 
were returned by the fame Conveyance j that as yet no Anfwcr had arrived to ariy one of them, 
which Circumftancc had thrown you into the greatcll Terror and Apprehenfions, left thefe Pauers, 
containing Secrets of fuch Importance, ihould not have arrived fafe at the Pre'.'cncc, but fhiuld 
have been loft in the many Dangers of the Road. That you requeft the Receipt of them may be ac- 
knowledged as fpecdily as poflible, in order to reftore I ranquillity to your Mind. That you have* 
agreeable to the Contents of the Letters from the Prefence and L)ada Sahib, dated the ioth of Ram- 
zaun, leprcfcnted to the Nabob the iSjeans of fuppprting the War on all four Sides which requires 
the Prefence of an Eng'.ilh Army in every Quarter, and will be attended with < confidcrablc Expence i 
and that you enquired of him, in cafe he (houtd not adopt this Plan, and (houKI not chufe to 
incur fo great an Expence of Money, in that Cafe, what Advice and Refoluiion he would take, 
and what he would determine on for us *, and if he does not a6l in that Manner, what other Plan 
he has adopted. That the Nabob is accordingly meditating on the above-mentioned Points, and 
has begun to fettle about the Money, which would be entirely adjufted after the Arrival of the 
Anfwers from hence. That the Nabob declares, that he has given up the aflifting of Ragonaut 
Row folely out of Friendlhip for the Maha Rajah, for, that otherwife, there are many Chiefs and 
MiniRers in Decan who are ambitious, and who would give Money and Treafure for AfTiftance. 
That at this Time Kccl'o Butt, a trufty Servant of Ragonaut Row, is come for this very Purpofe, 
on the Part of feveraf Pcrlons of Credit and Diftindion, and promifes Money on Condition of 
Ragonaut’s being placed on the Throne; but that he pays no Attention to fuch Promifes, being 
refolved to maintain the Friendlhip of the Maha Rajah, and never to alTift Ragonaut Row; and 
that now he has fent the Treaty, he can never think of giving any Afllftance; and that he is anxious 
for the Receipt of the Anfwers Irom hence. That you faid in Anfwcr, that the Maha Rajah alfo was, in 
every Situation, attentive to his Friendlhip, and would, without Doubt, a£l agreeable to what the 
Nabob had written. That it is advifabic to fend an Anfwer as fpcedily as poflible, bccaufc, in Ihort, 
to this Time, every Converfation and Negociation has been founded on a Dcfirc for Friendlhip and 
Alliance; but what is Icafnt from the Letters of Bowanny Pundit BukIhy being of a contrary Nature, 
and Rajah Chimnajee Baboo * ofatonlrory Nature, and Rajah Chimnajee Bahoo having left hisCanton- 
ments and encamped, and intending to enter the Englilh Dominions, Colonel Pcarfe, an Englilh 
Chief, has been ordered to march with eight Battalions by Land: That they are waiting in Expedla- 
tion of the Anfwers from hence; if thefe arrive foon, it is well ; if not, they will not long remain pa- 
tient, but will march forwards and begin Hoftilitics ; and the Valour and Courage of the Englilh, 
which is iiniverfally known and extolled, will give a bad IITuc to the Matter, the Receipt of the Mo- 
ney will be prevented, and Plunder and Rapine mull be expefted in the Room of it. That it is therefore 
molt advifabic to remain on friendly Terms with the Englilh, and to enter into Alliance and intimate 
Counedion with them, and at all Events to efted a Reconciliation between them and Pundit Purdhaun. 
That you have, agreeable to the former Letters from hence, fci on Foot a Negociation refpeding the 
Money, of which there arc requiied feveral Lacks, and that you will inform us of whatever may be 
dctcrniined after the Arrival of ilie Anfwers from hence. What you write conformably to the Letter 
from hence, dated the zd Zekaida, that although the Favors which the Nabob Ihews to you cncreafe 
daily, and although he has a finccrc Aftedion for you, yet, if it is the Plcafurc of the Prefence that 
you Ihould remain, you muft be informed of it, otherwife you will go to Benares. All thefe Parti- 
culars arc pctfcdly un;kTftood ; and from the Newfpapers of the Royal Durbar the Manner 
and Method ofalltiTc 5vffairs at the Durbar, and the open and undiftinguilhed Proceedings in 
tranfading all the Concerns of the Sultanut and Country, were like wife fully learnt; and the 
Pa(>cr containing the Preparations of the Englilh in colleding I'roops at Benaies, Illahabad, 
Fizcabad, the Neighbourhood of Gwalior, and in the Carnatic, was perufed, and the full Parti- 
culars of your Letter, together with the Abftrad and Abridgement of Icvcral lecret and important 
Points, were, in a proper and complete Manner, explained to the Maha Rajah and his Miniilers, 
and the inforn)ipg us of all Occurrences, and of the Situation of Affairs, which you, at this Dil- 
tancr, fend continually and repeatedly, the explaining the concealed Parts of all Matters, the 
Difevvering the Whole of our Views and Wilhcs, the forcfccing the End of every Thing at the very 
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Commencement of it, the holding faft in your Hand the Chai(^ of Caution and Circumfpeftion 
for the Intmfts and Advantage of your Matter i the being from your Heart and Soul employed 
in maintaining Truth and Faith, and in oblttving the Duties of Gratitude; your keeping up at the 
Durbar of the Englilh, a Diftindlion and Superiority above all the Reft, have gained you the Favor 
and Aflcaion of the Maha Rajah and his Minifler j and the Advantages to refult from that will, 
by the Blcfting of God, Ihortly appear to the utmoft of your WUhcs, Knowing it to be incum- 
bent on my ^icndfhip to give you the earliett Intelligence of this lucky Event, 1 have written it 
to wu. 

The Kareetahs and Treaties which were Cent in Duplicate by the Way of Benares, are all ftfe 
arrived, and Letters from you were received accompanying them, befidcs a feparate Letter con- 
formable to what you wrote; but, by the Way of Cuttack, no Kareetah or Letter was received. 

In Anfwer to thefe, Kareetahs and Letters were difpatched at two different Times, under Charge 
of theCoflids which came from your Quarter, accompanied by others from hence, firtt, from Ram 
Teez the 15th Zeheidja, and afterwards from Naigporc the ad Mohurrem. Doubclefs, they have 
arrived in fucccflivc Order, and have made you acquainted with all the Contents. You need not 
be under any Apprehenfion refpefting the Arrival of the Letters of the Nabob and Nizam Aliy 
Khan, which you fent back, as they were fafely received at the fame Time as the Letter for Zuffer 
ud Dowlah ; but two Papers of News, written by Kifhin Row Billall remain with' you ; thofe 
likewifc you will without Doubt fend. The Letter which I wrote to you under Date the 6th 
Mohurrem, and difpatched under Charge of Coflids belonging to the Sirkar, was written conform- 
ably to the Orders of the Maha Raja, and the Direflions of the Dewan, and was free from all Ob- 
feurity and Dilguifc i was full of Truth and Sincerity, and bad not the fmalleft Degree of Doubt, , 
Excuie, or Uiftimulation : And at this Time alfo, whatever I heard from the Maha Rajah my 
Mafter, and from his Minifter, I have written in the fulleft Manner : It is as follows y that what 
the Nabob has faid, namely, that notwithttanding the Englilh Forces are ftationed in all Quarters 
from Benares and lllahabad as far asGualior, and from Cokun to the Carnatic, for the Settlement 
of the War, and Difputcs from the four Quarters, and for the Recovery of their Military Reputa- 
tion, and for fupplying the Expcnccs required by thefe Meafures ; and that notwithftanding that 
many of the Chiefs and Minifters are inclined towards Ragonaut Row, and promife to fupply 
large Sums of Money in cafe of his being reftored to the Throne ; yet he |)as, lolely with aView 
to pleafc the Maha Rajah, fent of himiclr a Treaty, and has dcfiftcd from all Affiftancc of Rago- 
naut Row, for that otherwife, to this Time, he had no Inclination to enter Into Peace and Alliance 
with them; that he is anxioufly expeitting the Anfwer of the Maha Rajah. The Cafe is thisy that 
in the Commencement of War, the Event of it, which mull be cither Defeat or Victory, is known 
only to God, who fees the Inward as well as Outward, It is firft neceffary to quit the Guard of 
one's own Country before one can carry Fire into the Dominions of another ; and while the other 
does not commit any Breach of his Engagements, to bind on without Caufc the Girdle of Enmity, 
and to aft in Oppofition to all Faith and Treaties, is contrary to the Opinion of all wife Men, and is 
the Height of InBdelity ; bcfides this. General Goddard’s being at Hoihungabad was confideied 
and pointed at through ail Parts of Decan, as a Proof of the Friendihip and Alliance between 
thefe two Countries : For this Rcafon, in the Letters from hence, it was advifed and requefted con- 
formable to our Fricndfhip and good Wilhes, that Peace and Reconciliation be effected; and, in 
confequence of that not being approved of, a Kareetah was fent to you containing the Means of 
fupporting this arduous War. In Anfwer to this, the Nabob wrote, that be had dropped that 
Intention, and wilhed for nothing but Friendihip. From this you mutt refleft, that if the Letters 
from this Qiiarter to that Qiiarter had had any Weight, out of thole two Propofals, one would 
certainly have met with his Approbation. Enough of this. When after the Bombay Defeat the 
Dewan went to Pooiiah, and Hydcr Naighad no other Kind of Conneftion with Pundit Peilhwa, 
except the fending an Army into his Country, and General Goddard fromhimfelf had propofed Peace 
and FriendOiip; and when his declining toaffift Ragonaut Row, and his promifing to come to Poonah, 
waslbldy for the Purpofe of a Reconciliation ; at that Time, although the Dewan in Perfon exerted 
and employed the molt powerful Arguments for this Purpofe, yet they had no Effeft. Having no 
other Rcfouicc, the People of Poonah entered into an Alliance with Hyder Naig; and whatever was 
to be done in conlequence has been done, and is ftill doing. At that Time why did not the General aeft 
for the Maha Rajah’s Satisfaftion ? It is now become abfolutcly ncoftTary for us to approve the 
Plan and St heme, and to raife an Army, and fend it into Oriffa; othciWc^we Ibould never have 
lud Occafion to Idid an Army, or to fubmit to an Expence of Lacks and Crores of Rupees. 

Ail tliis has been the Confequence of General Goddard’s coming to Hoihungabad, and our Wilh 
to mainuin the Friend.aiip of the Englilh. You mull be juft, and conftdcr well from what have 
proceeded the Difficulties of this War, and the prefent Alarms. Afterwards, when the Dewan 
returned to Naigpore, the Army which is arrived at Cuttack was put into Cantonments, folcly 
for the I'lk ndlhip of the Englilh Gentlemen, Kareetahs and Letters were fent from hence, con- 
taining many political and friendly Sentiments, and advifing that, as Peace was a thoufand Times 
preferable to War, and as Obfervance of Treaties and Engagements was the Standard of Faith, 

Peace 
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Pracc (hould be cfTeflcdj or that if this was not agreed to, then the Profecution of War oft the 
four Quarters, the ftationing of Engliih Battalions on all Sides, and the providing Money for the 
pxpr^nces, mud bethought of. When Letters from hence to this Purport were repeatedly rc« 
ceived in that Quarter, yet the Nabob, rcjeiling all the Rights of Friendfhip and AfFeftion, faid 
ID you, that we were partial to Pundit Purdhaun, and wifhed for his Friendfhip and Alliance j 
that he would decline our Alliance — that it was of no Ufc for you to remain with him, but that 
you might return Home. Refletft, what Wifh to give Satisfaftion to this Quarter was there in fuch 
Exprefiions? It would have been right in him to have faid that he had not the fmallcft Intention 
of making Peace with Pundit Purdhaun. That we arc his Friends, and are pointed at by all the 
People of Dckano.i account of our Friendfhip with h.m, who are not amicably inclined towards 
us, and wifh to fee no other Intercourfc between us than that of Difputcs : have therefore 

ft nt an Army into Orifla, and that it was necefTary for us to unite ourrelvcs,»vith him ; by which 
Means the Army at Cuttack would become his : That as for the oppofing his Enemies, a large 
Force was requifitc. It was therefore ncceflary for him to collcft Troops j and that for that 
Purpofe he would give us fuch a Sum of Money, and would pay us *fo much a Sum, <r"rf wcx/c/tsicinOrig. 
pay us fo much for the Suppoit of the Army of Cuttack. If he had fpoken in this Manner it 
would have let our Minds at Eafe, and we fhould, in I lopes of A (Tillancc from him, have determined 
on Plans and Mcafures to be purfueJ. But he rejefling ihefe Words, which would have been 
confident with the Advice required by the Circumftanccs, faid to you only this. That you might 
return Home. At that Time where was his Wifh to give us Satisfadlion, which he now’ writes 
has alone prompted him to make Peace, and to fend the Treaty? As in Friendfhip and Alliance 
fuch a Difputc is not proper nor becoming, we have therefore adVntcd and approve ! that he makes 
Peace f merely to picafe us, but only in Cafe the Treaty is made conformable to the former En-|sicinOrig. 
gagements. This will be an Obligation conferred on his Friends, and will redore Tranquillity to 
the Inhabitants, will extinguifh the Flames of War, and will cdablilh the Reputation of our true 
Friend the Nabob Amaud ol Oowlah. But when wc have aflumed the Name of A maud ul 
Dowlah, why fhould he render it abortive and of no EfFcfl, on account of thefe lixprcdions about 
our Satisfaction ? What wc do for him we do for ourfdves, but only cn Condition that the 
Treaty be plain and undifguifed, and conformably to former cltablifhed Enga;^emcnts. When 
the Articles of it had bten maturely confidered, in the Point of Ragonaut Row’s being at Liberty 
to rcfide wherever he may think proper, in that of the Fort of Ahmedabud and the Share of Gu-* 
jeraut being and maintained in tlie Pofreflion of Futty SingGuicowar agreeable to your Engage- 
ments* and in the like Article fecuring Gwalior to the Ranna of Gohed, there appeared a Varia- 
tion from former Treaties, and a NcccfTuy for an Alteration, bcfidcs the Article engaging to attack 
and ruin Hyder Naig in Concert-, all which Articles, as we knew, could never be aflented to by 
the Poonah Minifler : We therefore wrote in Anfwer whatever was right, and was required by 
Faith and Oblervance of Treaties, with the greateft Sincciityand Truth, and dilpatchtd the Ka- 
rcetahs and Letters to your Quarter, where I have no Doubt but they arefafe arrived. If Truth, 
and Faith, and Obfervance of Treaties, and Peace, and Reconciliation fliSuld be their Wifh, they 
will then give their Aircni to every Thing which has been written from this Quarter, and 
will confidcr it to have been didated by Friendrtiip, Whatever they may have determined 
upon will be beft} but I fwear by the Almighty and by my holy Religion, that the Maha 
Rajah my Mafler and the Dewan, notwithftanding their Plans and Counfcls above written, 
have not availed or been approved of, have no other Thoughts or Views but the Interefls 
and Advantages of the Engliih Gentlemen, and the Glory of the Nabob Amagd ud Dow- 
lah ; and how. great and of what a long Standing muft their Friendfhip be, which, notwith- 
flanding repeated Denials and Contradictions, has received no Injury ; this will by Degrees be 
tried and plainly feen by the Nabob. At prei'ent many Things veil it and keep it under Dark- 
ntfs, as a Cloud docs the Sun i but at laft the Light of the Sun breaks forth by its own Vigor. 

As the illuQrious and noble Family of Bhofila arc famed for their Obfervance of Faith and Sin- 
cerity, and have been brought into the Plan and Mcafures of Pundit Purdhaun, they are there- 
fore without Remedy and Relource, and arc wilhing to extricate then-.fclvcs from their Fmgagc- 
mems with the Poonah Rulers. The Maha Rajah had, for this Purpofe, imagined and fettled 
a Scheme which he explained to me himfclf, and ordered me to write it to you in my Letter of 
the 6th Mohurrein ; from wlfich Letter you will have thoroughly comprehended it. In this Cafe, if 
the Dependencies of tkc'tipghfh have fuffered from the Army at Cuttack } or if, from the Dread 
of the Engliih Battalion, the Provinces of OrifTa have received any Damage or even if any 
Imall Hofliliiy has happened between them, it makes no Difference} bccaufe wherever the 
Hearts arc fincerely unanimous, no outward Appearance of Mifunderftanding can be of any 
Effcd : From that a Plea may be procured for feparaiing ourfelvcs from the Connedion with 
Pundit Purdhaun, but it muft not be looked upon as an Ad of Enmity. This you muft explain 
to the Nabob, and convince him that the foie End propofed from this Meafurc is, to feparate 
ourfelvcs from Pundit Peilhwa } and that after extricating ourfdves from our Engagements to 
hiov and from this diflreffing Plan of his, every Meafurc will be fettled with the Affillance and 
Advice of the Englifh Gentlemen. But the Means of fopporting the Expences of the Pay to 
• 25 D , the 
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the Army at Cuttatk, and to the new Troops which this Plan will require to be raifed, depend 
altogether on the Afliltance of the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah. Having fettled this Point in a 
binding Manner, you ir.uft write us fo. 

“ 'I he Rcafon of determining on this Plan is as follows: When Copies of the Treaty had 
been fciit to the Poonah Minifters after two Months j when Baflein had been loft, and War had 
commenced in Boreghaut with the Englilh, they lent Anfwcrs to this Purport; That they 
could place no Kind of Dependence on the Promifes and Engagements of the Englifti, who had 
repeatedly entered into Treaties, and as often broke them : That we ought to examine what 
Want of Faith they had ever (hewn, that the Englilh fliould commence fuch Hoftilitics againft 
► them, and ftiould employ thcmfcives for the Aftittance of Kagonaut Row, and then fay that any 
Breach of Treaty which happened was committed by the Chief of Bombay; but after the Defeat 
of the Bombay Arnfy, from what Side have the prefent Hoftilitics and Devaftarions arifen ? That 
the prcl'ent Tre aty therefore can be no more relied on ; that it is therefore ncccflary for the Army 
at Cuttatk to lol'e no more Time in ufelefs Delays, but to enter the Englilh Dependencies. The 
Maha Raja therefore, to extricate himfcif from thefe Meafures, has of hinifclf imagined this Plan, 
and has made me wi ite it to you, that you might reprefent it in a proper Manner. 

“ Poftftript. While this important Plan is under Difcullion, it is advifcable and ncccflary that 
you remain with the Nabob, who, doubtlcfs, will willingly and with PJealurc retain you. Why 
do you tlicreforc mention any Thing refpeding your coming to Benares? You muft exert your- 
fclf in the Service of your Matter, and in youj; Attachment to the Nabob, for the profecuting the 
Points now in Conftdcration, and the other important Concerns, to the promoting the Fricndfliip , 
between the Nabob and the Maha Rajah, that it may derive inwardly Advantage from tlicic 
feeming outward Con traditions. To write more to you who arc wife, would be ufelefs. 

“ Poftlcripr. This is the Scafon to fix ultimately the Plan propofed, that from the four Quar- 
ters, Armies be fent to the Englilh Dependencies, and War be commenced ; and fhould Peace be 
thought advifcable, let it be by the Intervention and Knowledge of every one; namely, the 
Nabob Nizam Ally Khan, Pundit Peiftiwa, and the Maha Rajah; and, at this Time, in confe- 
qucncc of his Conftetion with Pundit Purdhaun, Hydcr Ally Khan has entered himfelf into this 
Negociation, and like the Elephant at Chefs, has claimed this Plan on the four Sides ; that one 
of them without the others cannot ad in the Meafure : But this Connedioh, and the Conditions 
of the Engagements between Hydcr Ally Khan and Pundit Pcifhwa were entered into without 
the Knowledge of tlie Nabob Nizam Ally Khan, for which Reafon he has conceived Dif- 
pleafure and Enmity againft Hyder; and Hydcr, f^rom the Pride of having a large Army, and 
a confidcrable Treafure of feeing his Country in Security, and of having effeded a fmall Part of 
his Scheme in an Attack on fome Englifti Battalibns, conceived Thoughts very far diftant 
from his Situation and Rank ; and fent a Vakeel to the Prcfence, to the Vizier Ncjif Khan, 
and reprefented that as he had fhewh fuch Courage and Condud in the War againft the Eng- 
lilh, he hoped from the Royal Favor, that he might receive as a Reward the Sunnuds ror 
the Soubahs of Dican ; and that if he obtained fuch his Defire, he would lay at his Majefty's Feet 
every Thing which his Loyalty and Obedience could require. Accordingly the Vakeel was 
admitted to his Majefty’s Prcfence and to an Interview with the Vizier ; and a Firmaun containing 
the Praifes and Virtues of Hydcr, and promifing him his Requeft, together with a Turban from his 
Majefty’s Head, and a Khcllaat from his Wardrobe, were fent to Hyder. We (hall foon fee what 
more his Ncgociations there will effed. As this fame News muft have been contained in the 
Papers lent to your Quarters, any more on this Subjed would be fuperfiuous. In (hort, the Nabob 
Nizam ul Dowlah being enraged at thefe Tranfadions, is watching for an Opportunity to revenge 
himl'clf. It is therefore moft advifable for the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah to exert himfelf by all 
Means to give Satisfadion to the Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah and not to refufe fending him Prefents 
and Gifts, but at any Rate to gain, thro’ Mr, Hollond, the Fricndlhip of fo great a Chief, who is 
the Support of the Throne and is poflefled of fuch Armies and Rcfourccs : And when this fliall 
have been firmly fettled, and this powerful Chief has been gained over, befides the Maha Rajah 
and the Nabob Zuffor ud Dowlah, who arc finccrely attached to the Englilh, and likewife united 
with Nizam ul Dowlah both in Schemes and Counfcls, and in the Management of War and Hofti- 
lities, what Power or Ability would then remain to the Chiefs and R\flefs of Poonah to ad Hof- 
tility againft the Englifti Gentlemen, without the Permiflion of the N^b and Maha Rajah ? On 
the contrary they would certainly be reconciled, and would ad in cvc*jr'’Thing by the Diredions 
of the Nabob and Maha Rajah ; and at that Time, Treaties and Engagements, fuch as are wiftied 
for, will be cfleded. 

The Abftrad of this long Letter is that, by this prudent Management and Condud, the Iron 
Chain, which is ftrongly bound on the Feet ol the Elephant, will be removed ; and what remains, 
which is only the Chain from Hyder’s Foot, muft be leparated by the Strength of the Sword, and 
he muft be deflroyed by the combined Force of the others, and his Country fliared according to 
Agreements which will then be made; and being relieved from all Dangers by the Guarantee of 
the Nibob and the Maha Rajah, they will then remain in Peace and Security at Home,

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Vou will therefore thu* in a proper Manner, reprefent the above Written Particulars to the Nabob tsich, Ong. 
Amaod od Doadah i but till this important Point can be adjultcd and finally c(Fe( 5 lcd, you mull 
MV rite to us in an explicit Manner from Calcutta. Till that Time the feeming Preparations on both 
Sides to enter each other’s Dominions, fome fmall Hofiiltties, and even a Degree of plundering on 
both Sides, is to be recommended as advifable, and as a Veil over the Plan. This mud be con- 
Cdercd as fwcet to the Talle, and muft not be looked upon as better, as a bitter Medicine is 
of the moft Service to the Body j you will therefore exert your otmoft Abilities to clTcdt this Plan, 
and will at any rate fjtisfy and convince the Nabob that all what 1 have written are Secrets en- 
trollcd to me by the Maha Rajah and his Minider, and I take God to witnefs that u is true : You 
mud confider this as a Secret more precious than your own Life, and mud tear the Letter, as it 
would be of the greated Detriment Ihould any one clfc be acquainted with it. For the keeping 
of this Secret, you are bound by your molt binding of all Oaths, your Duty to your Mailer. 

1 need write no more, the red depends on yonr Management and Condud. 


Tranflation of a Letter from Dewan Dewagur Pundit to Beneram Pundit, dated the 20th 

Mohurrum — Received the 8(h March. 

“ Your Letter has been received, and the Concents underftbod. You write that the Nabob 
Amaud ud Dowlah has difpatched a Treaty, full of Oaths and Engagements, with li'piirate Karce- 
tahs, adilrcired to Row Pundit Purdhaun, to Nanna PurnaveeS, to the Maha Rajah, to the Nabob 
Zuffer ud Dowlah, and to me *, but that as yet no. AnfWcr has been received to any one of them, 
which he is anxioofly looking for. You further mention that a Karcetah has been fent from Cal- 
cutta to the Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah, which, with other Contents of your Letter, is untlerllood ; 
and the Treaty and Kareetahs have been Carefully and atttntively perufed > and agreeable to what 
the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah wrote, we havi kept with us the original I'rcatics and Kareetalis, 
and have written the Particulars and Contents of them to Pundit Purdhaun. What was written 
refpedling the Oath to prevent any Deviation from rhe Treaty, that it Ihould be neither cncrcaled 
nor'diminilhed, has been fully comprehended i the Cafe is this: That in the firft Place the chief 
Article for Pundit Purdhaun, namely Ragonaut Row, is not written in a plain Manner, neither arc 
the Articles refpetling Gualier, Gujeraut, the Guiewar, and the Forts, and many other Points 
which ought to have been rendered fatisfaAory, written with any Plainncis j otherwife I Ihould have 
gone in Petfon, and exerted myfelf to adjuft every Point. I have therefore not fent the Treaty, 
but have kept it earcfully in my Poffeffion. At the Beginning the Opportunity was fufFcretl to 
efcape i that is to fay, the Time when I was at Poonah, when I wrote Letters to General Goddard, 
and Anfwers were received, if at that Time an Interview had taken place between Pundit Purd- 
haun and (leneral Goddard, all Mifunderdanding would have been cleared up and reconciled, and 
the Englilh and Pundit Purdhaun would have become of one Mind and one Soul, and would have 
ruined Hydcr Naig, and conquered his Country. But this did not take place, and the General 
and Sindia prepared for War j and Pundit Purdhaun entered into Alliance with Hydcr Naig, and 
gave him a Country of 80 Lacks of Rupees on the other Side of the Kedina, with this View, 
that might carry Dcfolation into the Country belonging to the Englifli. Engagements were 
entered into agreeable to which the Nabob Nizam ud DowUh fettled a Plan, and, having written 
to Pundit Purdhaun, forced me into thefe Difficulties. Had I not agreed to the Plan, it would 
have caufed Injuries to the Rauje and great Damage to me, who am united with the Rauje. It 
being therefore ncceflary for me to affent to the Plan propofed, I was compelled to raife 30,000 
Men, and to fend them under the Command of Rajah Cheemnajee Sahib towards Bengal. A Year 
and a Half have nearly elapfed j during which thcle Troops have brought us under a Load of Ex- 
pcnces, amounting to li- Crore, and have remained all the Time on our Confines without afting 
in .any Manner. My earned Wifh is, that at any rate Peace and Friendfhip may be cfFcdled be- 
tween the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah and Pundit Purdhaun, and that our Fricndflilp to both 
Parties may remain entire. With this View I have taken all thefe Pains ; and the M.iha Rajah 
h.as adopted the Name of Amaud ud Dowlah, and has continually written that be is the Friend, the 
Friend, the Friend, and he has determined to effcdl and compafs the Point. But Rajah Cliecmna 
Sahib is in great Didrefs for the Expcnccs of his Army. My Wifh was, that in cafe of Peace 
taking’ place, Pundit^Pmdhaun would contribute fomething, that fome Pan might be procured 
from the Nabob Nizarnbd Dowlah, and another Share from the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah, which 
we Ihould have fubmitted to bear the Remainder, by which Means all our Difficulties would have 
been removed. 1 had great Dependence on thi-s; but Peace docs not take place between the 
Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah and Pundit Purdhaun. How long am I to wait in Expedation ? Great 
Difficulty is come upon me from the Plan which had been fettled ; and Rajah Chemnajec Bahadre 
from the fame Plan is fallen under great Didrefs $ fo t!»ai we mud do whatever appears likely to 
remove thefe Difficulties. I am a ftnccre Friend, and never omit any Duties towards him with 
whom I enter into Friendfhip. From the Want of Reconciliation between the Nabob Amaud od 
Dowlah and Pundit Purdhaun, am I fallen into this Dilemma. Be ponvinced chat this is true. 1 have, 

to 
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to prtfrrve my Fricndfliip with the Nabob Amaud ud Dowlab, been backward in the Profccuiion 
of the Peace which had been fettled. I have readily fobmitted to whatever is come upon me, and 
(blely from iny Dcfire toeffeft a Reconciliation between the Nabob and Fundit Purdhaun have thefe 
Difficulties arifcn; Yet notwithllanding all this, he is not my Friend. I am fallen into the DU 
lemn a ot that Plan, and have no Remedy. The Nabob Amaud ud Dowlah is juft, and will re. 
fled on this with Jufticc: How long muft I repeat the fame Thing? What has happened muft 
neccllarily have happened from that Plan, and we muft fubnnit to it. The Maha Rajah is con- 
nedted by Treaties with Pundit Purdhaun, and the Familyrof Bhofila is known for their Faith and 
Oblci vance of Engagement j they never did nor never will vary a Hair’s Breadth from any Treaty. 
Many Powers have attempted to injure them, but their Government has remained firm, and gains 
daily Strength, folcly from their exalted Faith and remarkable Fidelity. The Nabob Amaud ud 
Dowlah is wife, and will be convinced that to this Time 1 have never been guilty of any Neglcft 
in the Duties of ir.y Friendlhip, in which it is neefeflary to explain every Thing finccrely and 
plainly, and to avoid all Appearance of Diftinftion.” 


In the Dewan’s own Hand : 

“ I am convinced and fenfible of the great Zeal and Conduft which you have fliewn in the 
Maha Rjjah’s Service, and in promoting the Friendlhip and Alliance of the Englilh. I have ac* 
cordingly before written to you in Perfian on thv Subjeftj and now the Moonlhy will inform you 
of every Thing which the Maha Rajah faid rcfpeaing it. You will reprefent to the Nabob that 
his Poircfllons and thofc of Maha Rajah are one, and have no Kind of Diftinflion ; but there is a 
Tieaty and Engagement which circumferibes us, and from which it is neceftary we ihould be rc- 
Icafcd. This alone diftrefles us ; for there is no other Caufe. There is already one Crore of Ru- 
pees due to the Army, and it is daily increafing. The Caufe of all thefe Difficulties is the Arrival 
of General Goddard at Hofnungabad, and our performing the Duties of Friendlhip and 
Hofpitality to him, which it is unnccclTary to write or reprefent*, by this we are become 
the Mark fo revery one to point at, and by this. Affairs are brought into this State. The Nabob 
Amaud ud Dowlah is wife, and is thoroughly convinced that we have never been forgetful or 
negligent. There is no Remedy againft the Ncccffity of the Times, In* future no Variations 
fhall ever happen in our Friendlhip, in which we arc firm and ftedfaft.

« (jueftion put— Whether the Fafts alledged by Cumul ul Dicn, particularly that of his having 
taken 26,000 Kopecs from him eollufively, is al'ccrtaincd by the Anfwer made to it by Gunga 
Govind Sing. 

“ Mr. Francis. — He has acknowledged the having deducted 23,379 Rupees from the Advances 
made to Cumul al Dien on Account of the Salt Farms. Admitting that this Money was applied to 
make good a former Balance due on Account of Rent from Cumal al Dicn Cawn for a Land 
Farm (which 1 by no means believe to be the Cafe), ftill I conceive that his with holding any Part 
of the Advances was unauchori2ed, and muft be highly prejudicial to the Company’s Intcreft, as 
it tends to deftroy the Source of future Produdion of Revenue t and I fee no Relation between 
Cumul al Dien’s Engagements as a Salt Contrador, and his Leafe as a Land Farmer i the Kents 
’ Ihould have been exacted as the Monthly Kills became due. 

“ Mr. Barwell.— The l,and Revenue and Salt is different at Hidgilee from any other of Bengal, 
and have been united for Agesi Whether the Government obliges a Man to pay its Dues by 
compelling it out of his Hands, or by Hopping a Payment to be made to fuch a Debtor, I can 
conceive it is the fame, and that no Interefts can be facrificed by it. The Claims arc mutual j one 
demands on one Account, the other on another ; and if the Rcvrtiue run behind Hand, as it 
appears that it has done, 1 conceive Gonga Govind Sing fully acquitted of any Charge againft him 
on this Account. Bbt I do not underfland the Petition before the Board in the Light of a Charge 
againll Gonga Govind>Sing — It is brought before usagainll the Intention of the Petitioner, of the 
Perfon whole Name is annexed to it, and his declared Oppofuion to its being carried before the 
Board. To enter into any Enquiry, or to take up Complaints that are dropt, in my Opinion, mult 
needl^lly engage the Time and Attention of the Board, as well as carry with it an Appearance of 
fomc partial Aim. The Board* by adopting the Petition in the Manner they have, make it in faft 
their own, and they arc equally the Profccutors and Deciders upon the Point j for the Man, whole 
Name is written at the Foot of the Petition, has pofitivciy aveircd he has no Complaint to make, 
nor did he ever authorize the Prefentation of the Petition to the Board. 

“ Mr. Monfon. — Gonga Govind Sing acknowledges he has withheld upwards of 23,000 Rupees, 
for Advances ddk to Cumal al Dien Cawn on his Tuka Collieries, which Sum he lays was due to 
the Company from the Farmer of his Malguzany Rent. — By his having transfer! ed the 
Company’s ■ Property in this Maiiher from one Account to the other, in order to make the 
Balpcea appear Icfs on the Revenue Department, and to increafe them on the Salt Farms, is 
fubjeCling the Company to a certain Lofs ; for unlefs the Advances arc regularly made to the Salt 
Farm, it i.s impolTible for the Farmer to deliver the Quantity of S.ilt which he has contraded for, 
by which means a confidcrable Deficiency is made in nis Deliveries, on which the Company arc 
conhdcrablc Lofers, and the Balances arc irrecoverable * as is now the Cafe with the Renter being 
in Arrear to Government on his Salt Farm, upwards of 1,47,000 Rupees, as appears by the 
Account fent in by the Calcutta Committee. I think this Proceeding of Gonga Govind Singdelcrves 
Rcprehenfion and Ccnfurc. With regard to the Petitions now before us, by which this Tranfadtion 
is made known, I think they come in a regular Method before the Board. Cumul al Dien Cawn 
delivered them to the Perlon who fent them to the Board, with the Intention that they Ihould 
Come to the Knowledge of Government, as appears from the Evidence of Radachurn, to whom he 
delivered them. The Motives that induced him to rciraft tlicfe Petitions arc btll known to him- 
felf ; but I have Realbn to believe his Intentions were altered by having more flattering Prol'pcdls 
held out to him, than the Recovery of fo inconfidcrable Sum from Gonga Govind Sing. 

‘‘ General Clavering.-n^muft confefs 1 am very much dillrellcd in forming my Judgment on the 
Petition before us, and the Anfwer to it. The Petitioner Cumul ul Dicn Cawn is a Man of dcl'perate 
Fortune, whofc Declaration before this Board has already been contradicted by Three pofitive Wit- 
nefles upon Oath. From the Accufations which he has fcparatcly brought ag.ainft fcveral Perfons, 
and for fomc of which he is now bound over to profccute at the next Afiizes, it appears that he has 
changed his PiofcITion, from being a Salt Farmer to that of a more lucrative one, of becoming a 
public Accufer. With regard to what he has advanced againft Gonga Govind Sing, I can there* 
l^ore only admit it as far as it is confefied by the other Party j and as this PraCticc of deducting 
from the Advances of the Salt Farmers, to benefit Perfons in high Stations in this Government, 
admitted, and proved by more than one inftance, 1 am rather inclinable to give him 
Credit for what he has therein faid. The moft profligate Liars may fometimes fDc.2k the Truth. 
His Intention of prefenting tliis Petition «o the Board has been confirmed by me Evidence of

“ Governor General. — I do not underftand that the Matter of the Petition in (^eftion has under- 
gone fuch an Inveftigation as can enable the Board to pafs any Judgment on the Charges con- 
tained in it. 

“ Mr. Francis. — [I move that Gonga Govind Sing be difmiircd from his Employment in the 
^ Company's Service. 

“ I pay little regard to the Evidence of Cumul a Dien Cawn. The Confeflion made by Gonga 
Govind Sing convids him of a fpccific Offence, for which, in my Opinion, he ought to be diii. 
mifled from his Employment. His general Charader, as I am well informed, is infamous in an 
uncommon Degree. That Reafon alone, independent of any particular Charge, would induce me 
to exclude him from any Office of Truft in the Company’s Service. 

“ Mr. Barwcll. — During my long Refidencc in this Country, this is the firft Time that I have 

• SicinOrig. heard * the Charadcr of Gonga Govind Sing being infamous. No Information I ever received, 

though I have lieard many People fpcak ill of him, ever pointed to any particular Ad of Infamy 
committed by Gonga Govind Sing. I have no intimate Knowledge of Gonga Govind Sintr, 
What I underftand of his Charader has been from Natives as well as Europeans. I am againll 
his Difmiffion. 

“ Mr. Monfon. — Cumul ul Dien Cawn I underftand to be a Man of an equivocal Charadcr j 
1 therefore ffiould not regard his Charge againft Gonga Govind Sing, if I had not heard, fince my , 
ffiort Refitlcncc in this Country, that Gonga Govind Sing is a Man of a moft rapacious Difpofition ; 
which Charader, I think is confirmed by the Wealth and Affluence he now enjoys, being eftcemed 
one of the moft wealthy Inhabitants of Calcutta. I think a Perfon of an avaricious Difpofition and 
high Ambition is not proper to be intrufted in the Company’s Service, cfpecially with that Degree 
of Influence which I am told he poirclTcs over the Minds of many principal People in this Country ; 

I therefore think he ffiould be removed from his prefent Employment. 

“ General Clavering. — The Caufes of the Decreafe of the Revenue, and the great Increafe of the 
Balances, I haVe endeavoured to account for, in my Minute on the Petition of the Rajah of 
Rajelhaby. I ffiould be wanting in the Performance of that Truft and Confidence which the 
Ixgiflature placed in me, when it appointed me one of the Council of Bengal, if I did not ufe my 
bed Endeavours to remove thofc Caufes to which the Company are to attribute the Lof» they 
have fuftained in the Revenue ; a corrupt Duan of the Province is the great Channel through 
which all thofc Evils have pafled of which I have fpoken •, and I think it incumbent on me to 
declare, that in this inftance, and every other where I have Proof or Sufpicion that a Duan is 
corrupt, I will give my Vote to rc.movc him. — On the Evidence therefore before me, I think 
Gonga Govind Sing Ihould be removed from his Place of Duan of the Calcutta Provincial 
Council. « 

“ Governor General — I am againft the Queftion, becaufe I know of no Fault that he has com- 
mitted, and have very good Reafon to believe that he by no Means merits the Charader which 
has been reported of him to Mr. Francis. — He had many Enemies at the Time that he was pro- 
pofed to be employed in the Company’s Service, and not one Advocate among the Natives, 
who had immediate Accefs to mylclfj I think, therefore, if his Charadcr had been fuch as 
has been dcfcribed, the Knowledge of it could hardly have failed to have been afceriaincd to me 
by fpecifick Fads. 1 have heard him loaded, as I have many others, with general Repioaches, 
but have never heard any one exprefs a Doubt of his Abilities. 

“ Refolved he be difmifled from his Station of NaibDuan to the Provincial Council of Calcutta; 
and the Council .idvifcd accordingly (<»).] H 

“ Mr. Francis. — I beg Leave to recommend Roy Rarochundcr Scin to fill the Office of Naib**^ 
Duan. He is a Man of whole Talents and Charader I have heard a good Account, and 1 have 
been particular in my Enquiries ; at the fame Time 1 will not pretend to anfwer for him, or any 
other Black Man. — If, upon Trial, he (hould be found to follow the Steps of his Prcdc- 
cciTors, I (ball be the firft to move for his Difmiffion. I do not in general think, that the Ap- 
pointment or Difmiffion of the Black Officers in the Civil Company’s Sei vice is a Matter about which 
wc need be over and above delicate. The Charadcr of the Natives of Bengal in general, cl'pe- 
cially of thofe who have been employed under Governmenr, is not fuclf’lis obliges us to confider 
any Thing in their Appointment or Difmiffion, but the immediate Service of the Company.

The Counfel fpr the Defendant Informed the Houfe they fliould next read an Ex- 
traa from a Plan of Mr. Francis refpeaing the Colleaion of the Revenues, the 
Adroiniftration of’ Juftice, and the Rights of the Zemindars or Landholders, dated 
Fort William, aad January 1776, being Part of Paragraph 64 of the lame. 

Then the Witnefs produced a Book endorfed, “ Plan of Governor General, Mr. 
“ Barwell, and Mr. Francis, relative to the Syftem to be adopted in letting or dif- 

poling of the Lands in Bengal.” 

The fame was delivered in, and an Extrad read from the fame, as follows : 

“ With refpeft to the prefent Provincial Councils, I am of Opinion that the Inftitution was 
fundamentally wrong. There fliould be but one deliberative Council in the State. The Powers 
delegated by that Authority Ihould be purely miftiflcrial. It feems contrary to all Principle to 
unite Execution with Debate. It looks like forcing Two Powers, moving on Principles diame- 
trically oppofitc in their Nature, to keep Pace with each other. A Government fo conftituted will 
neither deliberate nor diijjatch. Setting afidc the obvious Confidcration of an inevitable Slownefs 
of Proceeding, tedious Difpu'tes, and voluminous Confultations, one great and fatal Objcaioii 
to Provincial Councils is generally felt and acknowledged by thcmfelves. Their local Situation 
makes them unable from their own Knowledge to judge of the State of the diftant Diltrifts, or 
to hear Complaints, or to yield timely Redreu, or in fhort to enter into the Detail of Govern- 
ment. (b) . , ,

The Governor General delivers in the following Minute on the Subjeft of his Staff. 

The Governor General. — It is with great Reluftancc that I call upon the Board for Affill- 
ance in a Matter which may be confidcred as of a private Nature, although infcparable from the 
Station of every Member of this Government, and more cfpccially from that of the Chief Ma- 
giftrate. The Objcfl which I allude to is, that of Patronage in the Military Line, which the 
Members of the Board can only exercife the Piivilege of colledlively, and that not in many 
Inftances, or individually by their Influence with»the Commander in Chief, in Proportion to the 
De<^ree of Cordiality which may fubfill between them. I do not mean to cenfure an Inflicution 
which has been judged expedient by our Superiors*, I (hall only rcquell the Attention of the 
Board to my own Situation. Called upon continually by Perfons of high Rank and Station, both 
in the national and in the Company’s Councils, to protedl and prefer their Friends in the Army, 
and by the Merits and Services which have come under my pcrfonal Knowledge and Obfervation, 
I fuffer both Pain and Humiliation at the Want of Power to reward the Meritorious, or to Ihew 
a proper Attention to the Wilhes of my Superiors, without having Recourfe to Means which mud 
be confidcred as incompatible with the Dignity of my Station. 

“ The (lender Relief which I intreat of the Board from this State of Mortification, is the Au- 
thority to augment the Number of my Staff, which will enable me to (hew a marked and parti- 
cular Attention in Crrcumftances fuch as above dated, and will be no confiderable Burthen to the 
Company. This Power 1 am willing to flatter myfclf, that the Board will not think me inclined 
to abufe, and it is my Intention to confine it within as narrow Limits as poffible. 


“ Agreed, that the Governor General be allowed to augment his Staff, in fuch Manner as he may 
think proper.

“ The Governor General lays before the Boafd^the following Minute. 

“ Governor General.— In the Month of SeptertibCr 1780, a Petition was prefented to me by a 
confiderable Number orMuflclmcn of Credit and Learning, who attended in a Body for that Pur- 
polc, praying that I would ufc my Influence with a Stranger of the Name of Muged O’dcn, who was 
then lately arrived at the Prcfidency, to perfuade him to remain there for the Inftrudion of young 
Students in the Mahometan Law, and in fuch ocher Sciences as are taught in the Mahometan 
Schools, for which he was rcprcicntcd to be uncommonly qualified. They reprefented that this 
was a favourable Occaiion to cftablilh a MadrilTa or College, and Muged O’den the fitted Perfon 
to form and prefide in it. That Calcutta was already become the Scat of a great Empire, and 
the Refort of Perfons from all Parts of Hindoftan and Dccan ; That it had been the Pride of every 
polilhcd Court, and the Wifdom of every well regulated Government, both in India and in 
* Perfui^ to promote by fuch Inftitutions the Growth and Extenfion of liberal Knowledge : 7 'hat in 
India only the Traces of them now remain, the Decline of Learning having accompanied that of

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the Mogul Kmpire : That the numerous Offices of our Government which required Men of 
improved Abilities to fill them, and the Care which had been occafionally obfcrved to fcleft Men 
of the firft Eminence in the Science of Jurifprudence to officiate as Judges in the Criminal, and 
Affifors in the Civil Courts of Judicature } and (I hope this Addition will not be imputed to me 
as Oftentacion, on an Occafion in which the Sincerity of what I lhall hereafter propofc for the 
public Patronage, will be bell evident by my own Example), the Belief which generally prevailed 
that Men fo accomplifited ufually met with a diftinguilhed Reception from mylclf, afforded them 
particular Encouragement to hope that a Propqfal of this Nature would prove acceptable to the 
adual Government. 

“ This was the Subftance of the Petition, which I can only repeat from my Memory, having 
mifiaid the Original. 

« I difmiffcd them with a Promife of complying with their Wilhes to the utmoft of my Power. 

I fent for the Man on whom they bellowed foch Encomiums, and prevailed upon him to accept 
of the Office defigncd for him. He opened his School about the Beginning of Oftober, and 
has bellowed an unrcinittcd Attention on it to this Time, with a Succels and Reputation which 
have juaified the Expeiflations which had been formed of it. Many Students have already finilhed 
their Education under his InllruAions, and have received their Difiniffion in Form; and many 
difmined unknown to me, the Mailer fuppoling himfclf limited to a fixed monthly Sum, which 
would not admit a larger Number.

“ I am alFured that the Want of fuitable Accommodation alone prevents an Encrcafe of the 
Number, for this Rcafon I have lately made a Purchafe of a convenient Piece of Ground near the 
Bcita Connali, in a Quarter of the Town called Pudpoker, and have laid the Foundation of a 
fquarc Building for a MadrilTa, conflrudled on the Plan of fimilar Edifices in other Parts of 
India. 

“ 'Phus far I have profecuted the Undertaking on my own Means, and with no very liberal Sup- 
plies *. I am now conllraincd to recommend it to the Board, and through that Channel to the 
Honble.

AlTiftance ‘ aftbrded.’ The other is a Miftake of my own, in confounding Two Interviews which I 
had with Sir Eyre Cootc, and making them appear but One. It is in the fame Page. 

The Managers for the Commons objefted to the Witnefs being permitted to explain 
his Teftimony, after the Evidence on that Article had been clofed and fummed up 
by the Counfel. 

The Counfel for the Defendant were heard in Anfwer to the fame Objeflion. 

The Houfe informed the Managers for the Commons, that the Witnefs might be 
permitted to explain the Matter in Queftion. 

Then the Witnefs faid, 

A. It is immaterial to the Cafe ; but, upon better Recolleftion, I have confounded Two Inter- 
views with Sir Eyre Cootc as One. It makes a Difference as to the Time. 1 have laid, ‘ I 
‘ went down in the Lively Packet, I believe it was in April or May 1781, and vifited Sir Eyre 
‘ Coote, who was then in Command of the Army at Cuddalore; that he told me the Army 
‘ had then only Three Days Provifions -,* after which I will beg Leave to add thefe Words, ‘ but 
the Succefs Galley, an armed Ship, arrived about this Time with a frclh Supply from Madras. 

I failed in her to the Southward to mcct.the Fleet then in its Way to Bombay, and was received 
by Sir Richard King, on Board the Exeter, in which Ship 1 came back to Cuddalore. The Flee: 
anchored off the Station of the Army, and affiftcd in moving the heavy Artillery and Stores tu 
Madras ; At that Time I had a Second Interview with Sir Eyre Cootc Then Ihould follow the 
Words, ‘ He marched out, I believe, the next Day or the Day following, and gave Battle to Hy- 
dcr Ally.’ 

From what Time to what Time was you Secretary to the Board at Calcutta ? 

A. From Aiyjuft 1775 to December 1783. 
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n Is it ofual to enter the Oath* ttkeh by the Governor General atid the MembcH of tlic 
CoiScil in any particular Book ? 

A. In the Secretary’s Office there is a Book of Oaths; that is to fay, there is a Book contain- 
ing the Form of the official Oaths % which Book is not fent home to the Court of Direflors, be- 
caofc it contains nOthin'g clfej but upon the Acccflion of any Governor or Member of the Board, 
the Oaths are invariably, I belieVe, admtniffer^ to them, and they fign the Book with the Day 
on which they take thetn. 

(V What are the ufual Oaths ? 

A. The Oath of Allegiance, of Office, the Oath of Secrefy, and, I believe, it was formerly the 
Praflice to adminifter the Oath of a Jutticc of Peace. 

Q. Was the Book eVcr in your Pofleflion, containing the Entry of the Oaths at the Time that 
MnHsftings fucceeded Mr. Cartier ? 

A. It was the fame Book, and.remSined in the Secretary's Office both before my Appointment 
as Secretary and afterwards. 

Q. Are you able to fay, from your Recollection, whether or not it appears from that Book 
thatVf. Haftings took the ufual Oaths dpbri lucceeding to Mr. Cartier ? 

A. As wdl as I can recolleCt a Circumftance, at fo great a Diftance.of Time, which I did not 
particularly note for future Atteftation, I thinkjte certainly did. 

The Managers for the Commons objeCled to the Evidence. 

Q. (iy a Lord.) Have you any diftinCl Recollection of it ? 

A. I have. I was in the Office of Secretary from the Year 1770. I do not fpeak from the 
RccolIeAion about the iTime, but from a pollcrior Recollection. There were not many Names 
figntd to the Governor’s Oath, and I have a pretty certain Recollection of feeing the Name of 
Mr. Haftings upon his Acceffion to the Prefidcncy. 

Q. Managtrs.) In wh.it Office in the Secretary’s Office was you at that Time ? 

aT I was appoint^ an Affiftant in the Secretary’s Office foon after my Arrival in India in July 
1770. 

Whether or no you do not know, that it is the Courfe of the Service, that whatever pafTes 
in Council fhould betrntered upon the Confultation f 

A. Undoubtedly. 

Was not the Oath taken in Council ? ^ 

A. Invariably : And if not minuted, it mull have been from the NegleCl of the AITiftant’s Se- 
cretary who drew up the Confultation. 

Do you believe that fuch Ncglcd took Place in the prefent Inllance ? 

A. I have not feen the Confultstion, and therefore cannot tell. 

It is not in the Confultation. 

A. Then I fhduid ptefume it was from NcglcCl ; I am pretty certain that the Book of Oaths 
was figned with the Date ctf Mr. Hafttngs’s Acceffion to the Chair. 

(iy a Lord.) Do you mean to ftate your RecoIleClion of the FaCl that you faw the Oath 
taken ? 

A. No; I was not prefent. 

Counfel.) Are you acquainted with the Nature of the Governor General’s Office i 

A. Yes. 


Q. Do you know what is the Bufinefi ufually tranfaCled in that Office i 

A. There is a great Variety of Bufincls. 

Q. The Examination is, of the Nature of the Bufinefs of that Office, of the Charges incurred 
in \^ich, an Account (a) is fent in Mr. Haftings’s Letter to the Court of Direftors of the 21ft 
February 1784 *, is it of a public or of a private Nature ? 

A. It is or a public Nature undoubtedly ; tite Bufinefs tranfafted, I believe, was chiefly co- 
pying the Minutes ^nd Papers, either for the Board or for the Court of Dircilors; and for co- 
pying other neceflary Papers, dependant on the executive Officers of Government. 

Do you know that a confiderable Number of Perfons were employed in that Office during 
the^vernment of Mr. Haftings ? 

A. Tfitfe were a coofid^ble Number of Perlbns fo employed.

Then a Lift was ftewn to the Witnefs ; and he iiud» 

A. Mr. Henry Griffiths, Mr. Bird, Mn Brian Glover, Mr. Pleydcl, Mr. Peter lowers, Mr. 
Thomfon, and there arc fevcral other Names that I do not know } but I was not acquainted with 
the inferior European and Native Clerks, employed in the Governor’s Office, though I have often 
ficn them. 

Were there a Number of Perfons employed in that Office befides tbofe whole Names you 
can at prefent rccollcfl;? 

A, 1 have mentioned that there were* 

Have you examined the Account of the Charges incurred in that Office, made out by Mr. 
Larkins, .and tianTmittcd to the Court of Directors} and, confidering the Nature of the Bufinefs 
done in that Office, as it confifts with your Knowledge, do thofe Charges appear to be rcafonable 

and juft? 

A. I have looked over the Account, and do not think the Charges excelnvc. 

CL Do you remember whether Colonel Ironlide as Military Secretary to Mr. Halting f 

A. I remember Colonel Ironfide’s Appointment as Military Secretary to Mr. Haftiogs, which 
took place loon after his Acceffion 10 the Government in April 1772 1 and I believe he continued 
lb about a Twelvemonth. • 

CL Wliat Rank did Lieut. Colonel Ironlide then hold ? 

y\. He was a Lieut. Colonel in the Company’s Service. 

CL What at that Time was the Pay and Batta of a Captain in the Compwy’s Service ? . 

A. It varied according to the different Situations of the Army t I cannot at this Moment fay 

prccifely what it was. 

(L Prom the Year 1778' to the Year 1783, did the Aids dc Camp to the Governor General 
rclidc in the Government Houfe, or in feparate Houfes hired for them ? 

A. In teparate Houfes — there was no room for them in the Government Houfe. I remember 
Two different Houfes which were hired for them. One of which was hired from my PredcceBbr in 
Office, Mr. Stewart. 

(L Do you know any Thing of any Pundits having been maintained and employed in Calcutta 
in compiling a Code of Hindoo Laws L 

A. I know that there were PunditWmployed in compiling a Code of Hindoo Laws, which 
were tranflated into Englilh by Mr. Halhed, and it is now in Print. 

Q. Cilan you ftatc how long thofe Perfons continued in Calcutta, or nearly how long, in the 
Courfe of that Employment ? 

A. I know it took fomc Years from the Commencement of the Meafure to its Conclufion, but 
I cannot exadly fay how long. 

CL Do you know whether any Profellbrs of the Mahometan Law were employed in the fame 
Manner, in tranflating, from the Arabic into the Perfian, the Hcdaya? 

A. I believe there were, but I am not certain upon that Point. 

CL Do you recolle<ft the Eftablifhment of an Academy for the Study of the different Branches 
of the Sciences taught in the Mahometan Schools ? 

A. I rccolle^f the Ellablilhment of the MadrilTa, or Mahometan School. 

CL Was that during the Adminiftration of Mr. Haftinga ^ , 

A. It was eftablifhed by Mr. Haftings bimfclf during his Adminiftration. 

(L Does it dill fubfift at the Public Charge ? 

A. I believe it does. 

(L Arc Charges ncccflarily incurred by the Governor General, in the Execution of his Office, for 
Boats and Budgerows made ufe of upon different Public Occafions f 

A. To complete the Anfwer to the laft Queftion— There was an Order of the Board that the 
Expences fhould be borne by the Company, while I was Secretary. 

The Witnefs defired the Queftion might be read. The fame was accordingly read 
as follows ; . * 

CL Arc Charges neceffarily incurred by the Governor General, in the Execution of his Office, 
for Boats and Budgerows made ufe of upon different Public Occaffons ? 

A. Certainly whenever he had Occafion to move from the Prefidcncy. 

Do you know whether Mr. Haftings had any Budgerow which belonged to himlelf? 

A. I rccollefb Two Budgerows, pne which Mr. Haftings bought, and another which was built for 
him by Captain Gumming, and coppered. ^ 
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(X Do you know whether the Budgerb^t whieh beteoged to Mr. Haftings were left by him tot 
the Public Ufe, on his Departure from Calcutta ? 

A. I left Bengal before Mr. Haftings, but I underftood that w be his Intentioii, to leave them 
for the public Die j and t believe he did fo. 

Q. Did you at any Time in the Year 178a receivb a Letter from Mr. Larkliis for the Purpofc 
of being put into the Packet of the Lively, to be by that Veflel conveyed to England ? 

A. I remember pcrfeftly well, while I was in the Council Chamber fuperintending the Arrange- 
ment of the Papers that were to Be fent Home to the Court of Diredors by the Livelyj early in 
December 178*, that a Packet, addrefled to the Secret Committee of the Court of Dirctlors, was 
delivered to me by a Servant of Mr. Larkins, with a Dcfire that it might be included among the 
Papers to be fent to the Court of Direftots by that Veflel : It was a feakd Packet, and conceiving 
it to be from an Officer, or fome Individual Perfon in the Company’s Service, I returned it to 
Mr. Larkins, with a Note aetjuaiOfibg hirb that it Was Contrary to Rule to admit fcalcd Packeu 
to the Court of Direftors to go Home in the Company’s Difpatches > becanfe it was ufual for every 
Company’s Selvant, addrefllng the Court of DtreftorS, toi leave their Addrefles open for the 
Remarks and Explanations of the Board t and conceiving this Packet to have come within that 
Defeription, I lent it back to hjm. — Had I known that |t was from the C^vernor General, I fliould 
have admitted it of Courfe, becaufe it was ufual for the Governbr General to fend fealed Dilpatches 
in that Way.— -I heard nothing more of the Matter till fome Time afterwards, when Mr. Larkins 
told me it was from the Governor General, and that being too late for the Packet, he had fent it 
Home to England in a private Letter. 


# Crofs^etcamined hy tbt Managers yir the Cummeki. 

Q. Whether it is not the Pradice for the Governor General to enter his public Charges periodi- 
cally in the public AccoQnts, monthly, quarterly, or annually ?<-.whcther it is not the Cullom of 
the Service ? 

A. It is the Cuflom of the Service for the Governor General to enter his Accounts of Expences 
periodically i but I believe no Man was ever lefs attentive to his own perfonal Expences in India 
than Mr. Haftings. I always thouchc that moft of the Charges mentioned had been paid by the 
Company as they occurred — I now believe they were paid by Mr. Haftings’s Sircars by his Orders, 
and charged to him. 

Qj The Queftion is not, what Mr. Haftings’s private CEconomy was, but the Line of the 
Enquiry is concerning public Expences, — and therefore fay diftindly, whether or no Mr. 
Haftings was in the Pradice conformably to the Rule of the Service, and entered his public Ex- 
pences periodically, or not i 

A. The Expences of the Governor General were ufutlly kept in the Calh or Durbar Accounts, 
but a long Period of Time pafled, when thofe Accounts, 1 ’ Miieve, were not regularly kept and 
delivered in— I mean a Period in which the AflMlant, whofc Duty it was to keep them, was not 
upon very good Terms with Mr. Haftings. 


Qi Who was the Afliftant ? 

A. .Mr. Richard Jobnfon. 

Q. WHfether it is the Courfe of the Service, that when a Governor General has fome particular 
Difpieafure with the Secretaiy of the Council, or the Affiftant Secretary to the Council, it is the 
Cuftom of the Service for him to change his public Account into a private Account ? 

A. I believe not -but 1 beg Leave to add, I haveexprefled that the Governor General wad 
inattentive to the Circumftances of his private Expences, meaning to fay, that his Time was 
wholly engrofled by his public Duty. As his Secretary I attended him almoft daily, Sundays as 
well as other Days, and know that he had very little Ti.me to look into Accounts — into private 
Accounts t and I have often received bis Diredions upon public Duty from a fick Bed. 

Why did you call thofe Expences public Expences a while ago, and now call them 
private ? 

A. I call them private now, in as much as I believe them to have been paid ^ Mr. Haftings’s 
Sircars, and not by any public Officer.—! did not mean that the Nature of the Expences was, in 
my Opinion, altem. , 


Q. Do you not conceive that Mr. Haftings entered them in his public Accounts ? 

1 thought that tijey had been paid by the Civil and Military Paymafters, in confequence of 
Mr. Haftings’s Counter Signature or the Officers Bills. 

^ ^hen you do not know whether they were fo paid, or not< of your own Knowledge ? 

A. I do not. 

^ ^0 you know that thw were paid at all by the Sircars ? 

A. I thlpk I haVc faid, or iheant to wy, 1 coUcIuded they were. 

• ^ You do not know it ? 

A. I certainly do not know, either one way or dhe other, of my own Knowlcdgci 

‘ 6 j Q:. Whether 
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Whether federal of thofe Perfons whom you mention, u facing Open the Lift, were Perlbn* 

wha received monthly Salariea from Government ? -rei- -juiiir 

A. They received monthly Salaries, but I now believe thofe Salaries werp paid by Mr. 

Haftings. 


Q, Why do you believe fo ? 

A. From feeing the Charges for them in the Account. 


In whofc Account ? 

A. Mr. Haftings’s Account, 

Q_^(by Counfel.) You mean the Accounts made out by Mr. Larkins ? ^ 

A. Yes. 

(X (by Managers.) How do you know it ? Do you know it any otherwile than from fome 
Ground I'urnifhcd to you by Mr. Haftings, or his Agent ? . /•••!•• 

A. I do not know that the Account was made out by Mr. Larkins. I never law it till tc ap. 
peared here. 

Q. Then you do not know, of your own Knowledge, that Mr. Haftings made any Part of 

that Expenditure? , „ . 

A. I know that the Expenditure muft have been made either by the Public or Mr. Haftings j 

I did not know which till lately. 

Q. By what Means is it that you know by which now ? 

A. By Iccing the Accounts prepared by Mr. Larkins, and concluding that Mr. Haftings would 
not have charged it again, if it had been before paid Jay the Company. 

Q. 1 hen you know it no otherwife than by a Conclufion of your own Reafoning upon Mr. 

I1.4lHngs’s Charadlcr ? 

A. Certainly not. 

Then, was you acquainted at Calcutta with Mr. Larklns’S being employed to keep Mr. 
Hallings’s private Accounts, as his Sircar ? 

A. Mr. Latkins was not M% Haftings’s Sircar.— His Sircar was a Pcrfon of the Name of 
Canto ) Bib.o, but I know that Mr. Haftings did intruft the keeping his private Accounts, to 
Mr. Larkins. , 

Are you to be underftood that Mr. Larkins was concerned in a joint Commiflion with 
Cantoo Baboo, to keep the Governor General’s private Accounts ? 

A. By no means. 

Q. Then in what Way arc you to be underftood ? * t i • l l_ 

A. I meant that the Sircar, of courfe, reported his Expenditure to Mr. Larkins, probably by 

the Governor’s Orders. 

Q. Then, you arc to be underftood, that Mr. Larkins afted as Auditor of Cantoo Baboo’s 
Accounts of Mr. Haftings’s private Affairs ? 

A. I have ftated in what Manner he adted— I did not confider him as Auditor. , 

■ Q. In what Light did you confider him as concerned in Mr. Haftings’i private Tranfafliom? 

A. I confidcred him as a Friend of Mr. Haftings i taking that Trouble off his Hands which he 
had no Time to attend to himfclf. 


Pray is not Mr. Larkins himfelf a public Officer in the Treafury ? 

A. No i he is Accountant General. 

Q. Is not that an Office of a pretty good Deal of Employment ? 

A. It is. 

Q. Is it not an Office of a very great Deal of Employment ? 

A. It is a very laborious Office. 

Qi Whether there was not another Perfon concerned in Mr. Haftihgs’s pnVate Rettipts and 
Expenditures, bclidcs Cantoo Baboo— another Native ? 

A. Upon my Word 1 cannot fay. 

Whether his Perfian Moonlhy was not ?• 

A. I really do not know. 

Do you rccollcdb the Name of the Moonlhy ? 

A. 1 do not. 

Q. When Mr. Larkins kept thefe Accounts now referred to, did. he keep them in his Charadter of 
Accountant General to the Company, or that of Auditor, or in fome other Capaaty fupenntcn * 
ing Mr. Haftings’s private Affairs ? ^ ,,*.£* a../ 

A. I have npntioncd that he kept them m ft PrlQDd of Mr. Hftftingi, employed by him for oia 

1 ' q, Which 
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Q. Which, the public Expenccs or private ? 

^ I believe all Mr. Haftings’s private Accounts. 

Q. Did he keep them as the private Accountant, or private Auditor of Accounts of all Mr. f laf- 
tin^s Expenccs with Relation to the Public, fuch as you juft now called public Expenccs and 
Expenditures ? 

A. He certainly did not keep Mr. Haftings's private Accounts in his official Capacity of Ac- 
countant General, but in the Manner I have mentioned before — whether he confidcred them as a 
private or public Expence, I cannot fay. 

Q. You know the Courfe of Service ; What is your Opinion of the Conlequencc of the 
Accountant General of the Company keeping the public and private Accounts of tlie Governor 
General, and transferring them from public to private, at his Pleafure ? 

A. The Accountant General certainly had no fuch Authority, and could not have done it had 
he been fo inclined i for he could not charge to the Company that which had not been paid by the 
Company, and it could not be paid but by a public Order. 

Qj^ How do you know that ? 

A. ikeaufe I believe no Money was paid from the Treafury, but by the public Order. 

How do you know it ? 

A. Bccaufe I iflued all the Orders on the Treafury myfclf. 

• 

Q. How do you know that no Money was ever paid or received as accounted for, but by Or- 
der of the Board ? 

A. 1 do not underftand the latter Part of that Qiieftion. 

The Queftion was read by the Clerk. 

The Managers for the Commons faid, that inflead of the Word ‘ received,’ the 
Queftion ftiould have been ‘ entered’ as accounted for. 

A. I really do not underftand the Queftion. 

Mr. Larkins was the Accountant General. Whether you know enou<;h of Mr. Larkins’s 
Tranlaftions, to be certain that no Money could ever be entered as accounted for by him, that was 
not ifllied by an Order from tlie Council ? 

A. No public Money palled through Mr. Larkins’s Hands as Accountant General. Mr. 
1 .arkins’s Duty was only to receive the Accounts from the Treafury and other public Offices, and 
to enter them in the General Account Books. 

Q. Do you know, from your Knowledge of the Office, ‘whether or no, if Mr. 1 ladings had 
dcfircd him to enter thofe as public Charges, he would or would not have done it ? 

A. I cannot conceive that he could have entered thofe as public Charges winch were not fo; bc- 
cautc the Books would not have correfponded with the official Documents. 

Were there not Times when Mr. Haftings was folc in Council f 

A.'l believe not. 

Q. Do you know who was in the Council when Mr. Haftings propofed the Payment of the 
Charges of the Mahometan School ? 

A. The ConfuUation will tell ; but I think Mr. Wheler and Mr. M'Pheiibn wen- ar the I’n li- 
dency j whether they attended the Board or not, I cannot fay : I am not ccitain .vhcLinr Mr. Sta- 
bles was there at that Time. 

When Mr. Haftings propofed to the Board to enter On* of thofe Articles upon the public 
Accounts, and to give liim a Bond for his Expenditure upon that Onafion, l;o.' came he .if- 
terwar(i.s to enter it in his private Accounts, and after that, to atccnpi. to ie-elub!ilh u m a pub- 
lic Account ? 

A. 1 really cannot anfwer that Qiieftion, I know nothing about it , 1 remember an Application 
for a Bond. 

Q^ Who' her he diiV not call for that Bond as for a public Service ? 

A. 1 underftood the Bond to be applied for in coniequence of M-..ney paid inio tl.e iVe-ifury. 

hei ,er you did not confider the Madrifta as a public Expence for wliicli lie ilemandcd a 
Bi 'd, as you h.ive laid ? 

a. Me Haftings incurred the Expcnce of his own Authority, and upon it.s (ning approved and 
a.h.pnu ijy the Boaril, it became a public Mattel ; and Mr. Haftings w.is lo be lennburkd ti;e 
Exper.u- he hail incurred, and I think he did apply for a Bond for it, but I am u u lure. 

Q. Vhen Mr, Haftings applied at that Time to the Council for a Bund, or other r.iyn;e.it of 
tins Money, it was not confidcred as a public Hxpcncc ? 

A. I have ftated it became fo.

Q. The 
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The Qiieftion is, whether or no, when Mr. Haftings applied for it, he did not confidcr it at 

for a public Service? , , r • , 

A. It was incu'rcd privately, and it would not have been a public Service unlcfs it had been 

approved of by the Board. 

Then you are of Opinion, that no private Service becomes of a public Nature until it is 
approved of by the Board ? 

A. I believe that goes rather beyond my Meaning. 

The Queftion was read by the Clerk. 

A. I think an Oificer in the Command of a Detachment, may fail in his Operations from Mif- 
conil'ua, which would not be approved of by the Board, and yet would be a public Mcafure. 

O. The Queflion is, whether the Foundation of a College is or is not, a public or a private 
fovii^lation at the IMcafure of the Board ? 

A. It is private when inftituted by an Individual, and becomes public when taken off his Hands 
by tlie Government. 

'I'hen the Expence laid out upon it, previous to its being taken off his Hands by the Go- 
veiiuiienr, is a private Expence? 

A. I conceive the Board, in adopting the Undertaking, meant to relieve Mr. Haftings from 
all tlic Expence of it. , 

1 1<jw came it then into Mr. Haftings’s private Accounts again ? 

A. I lannot tell that. 

Wiiethcryou have not ftated it to be One of the Articles kept as a private Account by Mr. 
Larkins, or eontrouled as a private Account by him ? 

A. It .appeared in the Account kept by Mr. Larkins. 

As Accomptant General, or as a private Accomptant of Mr. Haftings ? 

A. As adiag for Mr. Haftings. 

Q. Then upon what Principle was it brought forward again, as a public Account, or as a public 
Charge ? • 

A. Becaufc I believe Mr. H.aftings thought himfelf intiticd to a lleimburfement of it. 

O. Had he not demanded a Rcimburl'cment of it before ? 

aT Not that I know of, except in recommending the Undertaking to be at the public 
Ex pence. 

Are you perfeaiy fure that Mr. Haftings did not demand Payment for it from the Company 
previous to the Appearance of Mr. Larkins’s Account? 

A. What I am lure of I will ftate.— Mr. Haftings mentioned to the Board in a Minute his Ef- 
tablifhment of the Madriffa, and I believe he propolcd it Ihould be patronized and lupported by the 
Public as a public Undertaking, and that he Hiould be reimburfed the Expcnccs he hat) laid out 
upon it. This, as well as I can recolKcf, was the Purport of his Minute, and the Board by adopt- 
ing the Me.ifurc and refolving that he fhould be reimburfed, took all the Difburfements upon the 
Company, and it he was not repaid the Whole of the Money laid out by him in the firft inftance, he 
certainly h.id a fublcquent Claim. 

q. The Qiicftion is not as to the Juftice or Injuftice of the Claim, but whether you know that 
the very fame Account, of which Mr. Haftings demanded public Payment at a preceding I'eriod, 
came to be demanded again a Second Time as a private F.xpcnditure ? 

A. 1 do not know whether that Sum in Queftion was expended previous or fubfequent to the 
Firll Lemand •, it previous, the Omiffion then might be re6lilied afterwards i if fublcquent, it could 
not be included in the Firft Demand. 

Q. Then you know nothing of this but hypothetically ? 

A'T I have llatcd all 1 know. 

(T As it has been ftateti that Mr. Haftings did make a Demand publicly 9 f the Court to be rc- 
iinburied tlie Isxpenee of this School, and afterwards enters it as a private Expenditure of his own, 
and then comes to the Court of Dircitors to be allowed for it as a Second Account — How do you 

reconcile thel'e Two Things ? _ .ir.-n.iA 

A. I conlider the Second Demand to be for an Expence not included in the Firft Demand, but 

originating from the fame Eftablilhment. 

Q. H(nv do you know that ? 

A. Bcvaule it is ftated lo be laid out upon the Madriffa. 

CL Whether, from your Knowledge of the Praflicc of the Service, you have Reafon to fuppofe the 
Sal^y to the Monthly Writers employed by Mr. Haftings, would at once have ccafed to be paid from, 
the I'ublic I re.ifury, for the Purpofe of being reimburfed out of Mr. Hiftings’s private Purfe ? 

A. I have ftated they muft cither have been paid by the Public Paymafter or by Mr. Haftings.. 

That 
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Q, That is no Anfwer ? 

^ Then I really do not know how to anfwer the Qwftion.

A. They were not rerfons in the Company's Service, they had no Salaries of any Kind before he 
employed them. 

Q. All of them ? 

^ I believe all the Names I haVe mentioned. 

Do you know de failo that they never did receive any Monthly Salary from the Company 
before they were employed by Mr. Haftings f 

Then the Lift was again (hewn to the Witnefs, and he faid, 

A. Mr. Griffiths was not in the Service ; Mr. Bird was not-, Mr. Glover was not } Mr. Pleydcll 
was not i Mr. Bowers was not j I believe none of them were in the Company’s Service at that 
Time. 

Whether you are quite fure they did not receive Monthly Salaries upon the Company’s 
Account ? 

A. I believe they had no public Salaries, but what they received from the Governor General. 

Q. Did you know any Thing of Mr. Haftings’s private Receipts, as well as his private Expen- 
dituies ? 

A. No. 

Did you know of One of 58,000 Rupees given to Mr. Haftings by a Peifon commonly 
called Nundoolol, i« 1781 f 

A. I know nothing of it. 

Do you know who Nundoolol was ? 

A. 1 have tieard the Name fiequcntly in India, but I do not rccollcift the Perfon. 

You do not knyw he had any Eaim of Lands ? 

A. I am not certain who he was, or whether he bad a Farm. 

Q. Do you know any Thing of Two Lacks of Rupees given by Sadanund, Cheit Sing’s Buxey, 
to Mr. Haftings in 1781 ^ 

A. I do not know dircdly of that, but indiredtly from the Minute of Mr. Haftings which has 
been delivered in Evidence. 

CLT hen you have no Knowledge of your own upon the Subjeft ? 

A. None at all. 

What Minute did you know it from ? 

A. The Minute which I believe has been read or alluded to. 

Whether in that Paper to which you allude there is any Mention of the Perfons you ftate. 

The Queftion was objefted to. 

Then the Queftion was read by the Clerk. 

The Queftion was altered by the Managers for the Commons as follows ; 

Whether in that Paper to which you allude there is any Mention of Sadanund ? 

The Queftion was ftill objefled to. 

Do you know of any Sum paid from Nudea privately to Gunga Govind Sing, or to any 
other Perfon tor the Die of Mr. Haftings? 

A. No, 1 do not. 

Q, Whether you know of ido,oooI. given by the Vizier to Mr. Haftings in the latter End of 
the Year 1781, of in the Beginning of 1782 ? 

A. No. 

Do you know of any Bills or Jaydaads for 100,000 1 . fent down from the Vizier to Mr. 
Haftings m 1782? 

The Courdel for the Defendant objefted to the Queftion. 

A. I do not know of any Jaydaads. 

Do you know in 1784 of a Sum of Money privately given to Mr. Haftings by a Perfon 
commonly called Rajah NobkilTen? 

^A. I left India in 1783, and I do not. 


Q. Did 
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Did you hear any Rumours of a Prefent from Kellcram to Mr. IlaRings ? 

A. 1 do not recoiled to have heard fuch a Rumour. 

Q. Did you not in June 1780 hear mentioned in Council, when Mr. Haftings was there, of a 
Prefent whiili Kelleram was authorized to make to Mr. Hadings, for a Farm a Part of Bahar to 
Cullian Sing, on the Part of himfelf and Kelleram, or one of them P 

A, 1 do not think I did. 

Then do you remember any Proceedings in the Council General, rerpeding Mr. Bright, a 
Member of the Patna Committee in June 1780 ? 

A. I was ill Part of June 1780, but I remember fomething of an extraordinary Letter from 
Mr. Bright, which was Ipokcn of, I believe, about that Time j I do not know the Purport of the 
Letter now. 

Was not Mr. Bright difmifled for bringing Charges of Corruption againft Mr. Hadings ? 

T he Counfel for the Defendant objefted to the Queftion. 

Tlie Queftion was read by the Clerk. 

The Counfel for the Defendant perfifted in their Objedion, 

The Managers for the Commons were heard in Anfwcr to the Objeiftion,

A. I never heard of any Pclhcufh privately received by Mr. Haftings from Dinagepore while I 
was in lotlu.

A. 1 have attended during the Courfc of this Trial, and have heard of all the Preftnts Mr. 
Haibngs is alletlged to have taken. 

Q^ Do y<ju not know it was in a Letter of Mr. Larkins, concerning whofc Accounts you have

A. The Lively was a Packet which Was l?^t In Rcadinefs from June 1782, and I think a 1 ctrer 
was writtcn.to go by her in the Middle of July 1782, but fiic was not ultimately dilpatclicd from 
Bengal till December. • 


Q. When you received the Letter from Mr. Larkins by his jemntadar, was not Mr Larkinc 
then abfent from Calcutta on account of ill Health ? 

A. I believe Mr. Larkins Was ill, and made a Trip upon the River for the Benefit of his 
Health. 


Q. Was it about that Time you received the Letter ? 

A. I believe it Was about that Time. I think it was done on the Eve of his Departure •, I cannot 
fpeak pofitively. 

Managers.) Whether you recoiled the Day on which the Packet was brought to you 
from Mr. Larkins, the fcaled Packet ? ^ 

A. I believe the public Difpatches were dated about the 9th of December, and this Letter 
was brought to me while the DifpatCheS were preparing to be made up ; they generally take a Day 
or two, as there are fo many Papers. ^ 


Q. How foon after did you return an Anfwer to Mr. Larkins with the Letter ? 

A. I returned it immediately by his own Servant. 

With the MclTage you mentioned ? 

A. With the MclTage I mentioned. 

Qj^ How foon after did Mr. Larkins diTabul*c you of the Millakc relative to that Letter ?

Have you any Recolledion of the precire^Ti..)e when this Letter was delivered 
to you from Mr. Larkins, except that, as you have ftated, U was about the Time that Mr. Lar- 
kins was taken ill, and that he fent you the Letter on the Eve of his Departure fiom Calcutta i* 

A. What marks it to me mod particularly is, that I recoiled I was making up or preparing tlie 
Difpatches of the Lively, which generally takes a Day or two, and therefore 1 fuj)pofe i” was 
about the Date of the Letter, or a very little Time before it. 

Q. <r Lord.) If an immediate Anfwer had been returned by Mr. Larkins to the Mefiagc 
fent by you, and the Miftake had been explained, and Mr. Haftings’s Packet returned, whether it 
would or not have come in Time to go by the Lively ?

Q. 1 he Managers have given in Evidence an Account of Remittances made by Mr. TLiftings, 
between the Years 1772 and 1786, by Bills and by Diamonds, to the Grofs Amount of 
238,0001. and a Eradion 1 have you feen that Account? 

A. I have feen that Account. 
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CV Did you, during the Period between the Years 1772, and 1786 or 1785, aft as Attorney 
to mr. Haftings in England ? 

A. I did. 

W.1S you in that Charaftcr jointly with Sir Francis Sykes and other Gentlemen in the Re* 
cci^of all the Remittances made by Mr. Haftings in that Period, to the belt of your Knowledge 
and I’clicI ? 

A. Sir Francis Sykes was not the whole Timei Mr. Waller, another Gentleman, was with me 
firft, and after him Sir Francis Sykes. 

How much of this grofs Amount of 238,757 1 , was remitted on the Account of other Per- 
fons than Mr. Haftings i 

A. There were Forty odd thoufand Pounds more, I believe, by the Bills I examined at the 
India Houfe. I do not know the Sums, I did not take them down. 

Then an Account was ftiewn to the Witnefs, and he was alked, 

Is that the Account ? 

A. Yesj this is the Account V here is 66,422!. 148. 96. There is another Charge ihade to Mr, 
Haftings of 14,880!. which there were no Vouchers for, nor nothing that 1 faw at the India 
Houfe relative to it, and another Sum of 2,500!. 

You arc underftood, therefore, to deduft thofe Sums of 66,472!. 14s. 96. 14,880!. and 
2,500 1 . from the Sums belonging to Mr. Haftings during the l ime you adled as his Attorney ? 

A. Thole Sums never came into our Hands. • 

CK What was the Balance, beginning in the Year 1778, and fo down to the Period of Mr. 

J laftings’s Arrival in England, in each fucceflivc Year ? 

A. At the End of every Year we fent out a Statement and Account of Mr. Haftings’s Receipts 
and Dilburlemcnts upon a Sheet of Paper, and that was marked Number i •, we had another 
Piece of Paper marked Number 2, by which we lent an Account of the whole Property in 
our Hands, figncd by the Three Attornics. On the i8th December 1778. 67.774 1 . was the 
Balance of the Property in our Hands; the i6th of May 1780, 72,657!. j the nth of February 
1781, 73,285 1 . •, the 4th of February 1783, 65,890 1 . ; the 25th February 1784, 64,513 1 . •, and the 
25th of June 1785, the Time of Mr. Haftings’s Return, the Account •delivered to him was 
72,463 1 . i I have not mentioned the odd Shillings; and at the End of the Year 1785, or January 
1786, the Sum of 65,322 1 . 

Q. Do you know of any other Remittances during that Time made by Mr. Haftings, or for 
his Ufe, than what formed a Part of feme one of the fcveral Accounts made out in the lucccf- 
livc Years refpefting which you have al cady given Evidence ? 

A. I do not know of any. 

Do you know of any other Perfon who, during this Period, afted as Attorney for Mr. 
llallings in any of his pecuniary Affairs ? 

A. 1 do not. 

Arc you a Relation of Mr. Haftings ? 

A. By Marriage, 

The Managers for the Commons ftated, that they had no Queftions to afk this 
Witnefs. 

The Witnefs was dlreftcd to withdraw. 

Then Mr. HALHED was again called in, and examined as follows : 

Q. Have you examirved the Account given in Evidence of the Sums difburfed by the Go- 
vernor General for the Diet and Charges of the Pundits employed in compofing the Code of the 
Hindoo Laws, and of the Salaries of the Perfons employed in tranfl.uing Books of the Mahome- 
tan Laws, and the other Charges incidental to the fame ; and the Wages and other Expenccs of 
the Madriffa or Mahoniedan Academy ; have you examined that Account ? 

A. I have. 

Q. Did fuch Payments, as in that Account arc ftated to have p.iffcd tKrough vour Hands, in 
Taft fo pafs ? 

A. They did. 

Q; Have you any Rcafon to know or believe that the other Sums charged in that Account as 
having been paid to oihcr Perfons upon ftmilar Accounts were in Faft paid and difburfed ? 

A. I prefume they were paid. 

Q. Were the Charges therein ftated, rcafonable Charges for the Purpofes on Account of which 
they purport to be paid ? 

A. I conceive them to have been rcafonable.

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(J. According to the beft of your Judgment ? 

A. It is. 

Crofs- examined by the Managers. 

Do you know who it was that gave you the Money to pay thofc People ? 

A. I only paid a Part of them, fuch as arc ftated in that Account j for that Purpofc I received 
the Money of Mr. Larkins. 

As Mr. Haftings’s Money ? 

A. As Mr. Haftings’s Money. 

Then Mr. Larkins appeared to you to be the Perfon that paid Money for Mr. Haftings ? 

A. When I had received Permiffion of Mr. Haftings to charge the Account to him, 1 went 
diredly to Mr. Larkins. 

The Witnefs was direfted to withdraw. 

Then Mr. WRIGHT was again called in and examined as follows : 

Q. Have you feen the Account of the Expences in the Office of the Governor General, inclofcd 
in the Letter of the 21ft of February 1784, from Mr. Haftings to the Court of Diredtors? 

A. I have. 

Are the Expences therein ftated as having been incurred in that Office charged any where to 
^the Company except in that Account? 

A. I do not find they are. 

Q. Have there been any Charges made to the Company of a fimilar Nature, th.at have occurred in 
the fame Office, by Lord Cornwallis? 

A. A confidcrablc Charge of that Kind has been made for Writers affifting the Governor (icnc- 
ral during Lord Cornwallis’s Government, at leaft as far as the Particulars of the Accounts are 
received. 

Q. Do thofc Charges upon an Average appear to be more or lefs each Month than thofc made 
by Mr. Haftings ? • 

A. More. . 

Q;^ How much more ? 

A. The Expences of a private Secretary, and Writers charged on Account of Mr. Haftings from 
April 177a, to December 1783 inclufive, independent of the Charge m thcA(u)iint arconii anying 
the Letter of February 1784, is 97,025 Current Rupees, which for the whole Ihru d, b.ing 141 
Months, is at the Rate of 688 Current Rupees per M mth^; the .Amount chaiyed m the Acuount 
I. before mentioned in the printed Evidence, is 149,871 Rupees, or 1,063 ui^on the Avtr.ige 
per Month. Thofc Two amount to 1,751 Rupees a Month. Expences of the pnvai,- Srciiij’y .md 
Writers for Lord Cornwallis, from September 1786 to Apiil 1790, being the hutil lAuo 1 to wlui.h 
the Particulars of the Durbar Account is received, amount to 95,983 Rupees, or at the Rate of 
2, 182 , Rupees a Month. 

Crofs-examined by the Mana^rs. 

Q. Have you an Account of Lord Cornwallis’s Charges compared wltli Mr. Hafting ’s for 
Houfes for his Aid de Camps ? 

A. No I have not. 

Q. Whether Lord Cornwallis’s public Charges do not appear in his periodical Accounts tnon hly. 
or oiherwife ? 

A. I believe all the Charges made by Lord Cornwallis will appear either in his Durbar Accounts, 
or thotc for his Military Secretary in the Military Paymaftcr’s Accounts. 

Did they appear in his monthly Difburfements ? 

A. Certainly. 

Are thofe remitted to the Court of Diredors in fuch a Manner as that tlicy may excrcife their 
Judgment upon them? 

A. Certainly, for the Period I mentioned ; that is, to April 1790. 

The Counfel for the Defendant informed the Iloufo they had now clofcd their Evi- 
dence on the Defence to the 6th Article, and to thofe Paits of tlie Seventh and of the 
i-ourteenth Articles upon which the Managers for the Commons had relied. 

The Counfel for the Defendant ftated, they would now, in Conformity to the 
Communication made to the Houfc by the Defendant when the Iloufe laft met, ini- 
nicdiatcly proceed to give Evidence in his Defence to the Fourth xAiticIc of Charge 

rcfpcctlng 
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hjfpe^'ling Contrafls, without opening the fame} as to the Eleven firft Paragraphs of 
whiclt they Ihoulcl not trouble the Houfe with any Evidence at all, the fame contain- 
ing no Matter of Accufation : That the Two next Paragraphs related to the Subje^^ 
of the Opium Contradt, as to which the firll Evidence produced on the Part of the 
Profccution was a Part only of a Confultation of the 23d of November 1773, 

1303 of the pi intcd Minutes, beginning in the Middle of a Sentence, and leaving out 
all that preceded it ; 

They lliould proceed therefore to fupply the DefedV, and to (hew, that inafmuch as 
the Mono[)oIy of Opium was to exift, Mr. Haftings only transferred the Benefit of it 
from Individuals to the Company.

TiieRutMtaor “ Refuming the Confideration of the Governor’s Letter, entered in Confultation of the 15th 
regarding the Ophium Trade in the Province of Bahar, Mr. Vanfittart delivers in the 
eU. following Minute : 

jvir. Vir.nt. " b^ver fince the Eftablifbmcnt of our Influence in Bengal by the Battle of PlafTay, almoft the 
t.iu » M.auie. wl.olc Opium Trade of the Bahar Province has been in the Hands of the Gentlemen lefiding at 
Patna. Through different Gomaftahs being employed, frequent Difputes arole, .and fometimes 
Lives were loft in the Frays which happened between them, as has already appeared upon the 
Company’s Records. Since the Year 1765, it has been uninterruptedly carried on as a joint 
Concern under the Charge of a Angle Gomaftah. I believe the Quantity received in the Year of 
the Famine, inclufivc ot what was delivered to the Dutch, was lei's than 800 Cherts ^ it incr^fed 
the next Year to near 1,400, and the 'Year after to upward of 1,800, although Perwannahs were 
each Year circulated thiough the Province, and inforced with all pofliblc Attention, that no Ryot 
Ihould be obliged to cultivate the Poppy againft his Will, whether he had formerly cultivated it 
or not. I mention this Circumftancc as a Proof that the Mode of carrying on the Trade was not 
opprcITive to the Ryots : — Indeed the Price which is now paid them is more than they ufed to 
receive before the Eftabliftiment of the Englifli Influence in the Country. It does not appear to 
me that, in the prefent Situation of Things, an Attempt to lay the Trade open, would be either 
advantageous to them, or beneficial to the Commerce of the Ptovince.— Had every Merchant 
free Liberty to make them Advances, tliey would receive Money in Abundance, they would 
dilFipate a Part of it, they would be unable to manufadure Ophium fuflicient to complete their 
Engagements-, at the Seafon of Delivery every Merchant would be anxious to fecurc the Quan- 
tity for which he cqntraded Battles would be fought, as was the Cafe before the Year 1 765 ; the 
Ryots would be I'cized and imprilbneU ■, and each Farmer would dilcourage the Cultivation, to 
jirevcnt his Diftrid from being a Scene of Difturbances: — By this Means the Produce would be 
diminilhed ; moreover the Ryots would adulterate their Ophium to compenfate for their Dcfi- 
cienccs, and both thefe Circumftanccs would materially injure this Country, by having an imme- 
diate 'I'endency to the Deftrudion of an advantageous Branch of its Foreign Commerce. Were 

Adv.inccs prohibited, none would have the Power to make them but the Gentleman at Patna, 
or the Farmers themlelves, who arc immediately under their Authority, and the Trade would in 
conlcquencc continue on nearly the fame Footing as it is at prefent 5 or were it pofliblc to take 
etl'edual Mcal'urcs to inforcc the Piohibition of Advances, the Cultivation of the Poppy would 
be almoft eiuiicly prevented, and tlic Ryots have not Subltance fu/ficient to undertake it at their 
own I'.xpcncc. 

“ G. Vanfittart. 

“ The Board having fully debated and confidcredYhe Subjed, arc unanimoufly of Opinion, That 
the 1 rude could not be laid open at this Jundurc without being produdive of evil Confequences 
to the Ryots and to the Country, and if it be continued a Monopoly, they think it had better be fo 
avowedly, and for the Advantage of the Company, than in a cUndeftinc Manner for the Benefit of 
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t fingle Faftory. It is therefore ^ [refolved, That an exclufive Privilege be given to Meer Mannecr, 
the Succcflbr of Meer Alhraf, for providing Ophium in the Bahar Province : That he fliall engage’ 
to deliver in Calcutta all which may be produced in the Bahar Province at 320 Sicca Rupees, 
and what he may procure from Garypore, or any other Diftrift of the Nabob Shuja ui 
Dowlah, at 350, agreeably to the annexed Writing, which lhall be fent to Patna for him to execute ; 
that he (hall deliver to the Dutch the ufual Quantity with which they have been fupplied, at the 
cuftomary Price j that Halt the Money fball be advanced immediately, and Half on the Delivery 
of the Ophium ; that the Quantity delivered to the Company (Irall be fold on their Account by 
publick Auaion, and that what may be required for the Settlement of Balamgangan fliall be 
referved for it, and invoiced at the medium Price of the Sales at the Audion.— The Board arc 
induced to give this exclufive Privilege to Meer Manncer in Preference to any One ellc, bccaufe, 
being the Perfon who has for fomc Years been employed by the Gentlemen of Patna in this 
Bufinefs, he is the bed acquainted with the proper Mode for managing it, and will account with 
them for any Advances which they may have already made.— As the Succefs of the Ophium 
Trade depends much upon its Quality, and the Exportation of any which is bad renders the 
Malays lufpicious of the Whole, and thereby diminiflics the Demand for it, and is injurious 
to this Branch of the Commerce of Bengal, the Agent fliall be required to be particularly attentive 
to this Objed j and as conflderable Quantities of a bad Qiiality have of late been imported from 
Ncinpar, and other Parts of the Nabob Shuja ul Dowla’s Country, it is refolved. That as a Dif- 
couragement to fuch Importation, and the manufaduring of bad Ophium, an additional Duty of 
One Sicca Rupee per Seer be levied upon all Ophium not provided by the afoielaid Agent, and 
that Orders be in due Time ifllied accordingly] {a) ^ to the Cuftom Houfes. 

“ Be it known to the Mutfiddics, Canoongoes, and Zemindars of the Soub.ih of Behar. — Whereas 
the Management of all the Ophium in that Soubah is fettled on Meer Manncer and Kam. hund 
Pundit, Account the Year 11 81 Fufilly : It is therefore ordered, That you do alTifi them in the 
Management of that Bufinefs, and on no Account fufFcr any other Perfon to interfere in it ; and 
they, on their Parts, will make their rtirchafes of Ophium to the Saiisfadion of the Cultivators, 
and by no Means be girilty of any Oppreflion.

« Th?Corp«Uions which had begun to take Place for Purchafe of (^lum in Province of 
Bahar, induced me to make fomc Enquiries concerning the State of the Trade, and the Mode 
condudinc it. I learn, that from the Firft Introdudion of the Culture of Opiurn into B^har, or 
at lc.ift for a long Series of Years, it has always been a Monopoly, and of Courfc always in the 
Pofl'tmon of Power or Influence ; This is the Footing on which it now ftands. You arc aftcady 
informed, that Mcer Monhicr contraded to furnifli the Quantity required for the Company s Ule, 

EfFcd he is in Poflcfllon of the whole exclufive Trade, in virtue of the Poiwrs granted to 
him by the Chief and Council at Patna; bcfidcs the Quantity delivered to the Compnj^ the 
Dutch Fadory is allowed about 400 Chefts annually, and the trench Refidcnt puts in his Claim 
for 100 more. Thcfc may both be confidcrcd as Indulgences, as it is optional in the Gentlemen 

of the Fadory to permit or difallow them. , ,, , • l r* • u.,f 

“ Many Individuals alfo among the Englifli, who cither hold Employments m that Province, but 
do not belong to the Fadory, or who relide there on the Footing of mere Adventurers, allure 
by the Profits of this Trade, have attempted to participate in it, and the Oppofition which they 
have met with from the Power of the Contrador, Mcer Monhicr. has been exclaimed againft w a 
grievous OppreflTion, every one conceiving himlclf to be equally entitled to Benefits ot a Tra 

From which they are not excluded by any authentic Ad of Government. run'- 

« It is with Rcludancc that I introduce any Subjed which the Prejudices of the Times may 
convert to the Injury or Difreputation of the Servants of the Company. I Icc ^ch a Tendency m 
that which I now fubmit to your Confidcration ; therefore, to obviate us Eflfcd, it is my D h 
in Truth, to add, that this Pradice is in no wife imputable to the prefent Members of the Cou 
cil of Patna ; they only tread the Path which has been beaten for them by their Prcdeccflbrs for a 
long Courfc of Years. I have a perfonal Knowledge of its having exifted lo long ago as tjf 
Year 1761. I believe the Gentlemen who are now in PoiTcflTion of this Privilege cxcrcilc it w 
the greateft Moderation.

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« The only Alternatives which occur to me for the Regulation of this Commerce, arc the fol^, 
lowing, viz. 

“ ift. To authorize and declare an exclufive Property in it, on fuch Conditions as lhall 
deemed a proper Compcnl'ation to the Company for foregoing the Advantages which it might yield 
them, if poffefled by themfelves. 

‘‘ 2d. To take it into the Hands of Government for the whole Emolument of the Company. 

“ 3d. To free it from all Rcftridlions, ancl lay it open to all Men indilcriminatcly. 

“ By the Firft Plan the Company would receive an ’annual Income, as a Confidcration for the 
Grant, and a cheap Rate for the Provifion of the Qiiantity required for their own Ule-, it would 
not bcconfidered by the Ryotts as a Hardfnip, becaul'e they have been long accurtomed to it, and 
the Rates arc fixed t neither could it be attended with Opprefiion, if proper Care were taken by 
the Chief and Council, that the Ryotts were not compelled to cultivate the Roppy any longer 
than when they find their Account in it. I am aflured that Rurwannahs have been repeatedly if- 
fued by the Chief of Patna, ftridly forbidding the Pradice, and declaring the Inhabitants free to 
employ their Lands in whatever Culture they thought proper. 'I'his Liberty affords them an eafy 
and effcdual Remedy againft new Exactions, and makes it ihe intereft of the Merchant to fatisfy 
the Ryott, as an oppolite Condud would Icflcn the Quantity of the Produce, by forcing the People 
to apply their Lands to other Ufes. 

“ The Objedions of this Mode are thofe which occur againd Monopolies in general, that it 
prevents the Incrcafe of this Produdion, and that it prevents its obtaining its due Value which 
would prove a Benefit to the Circulation of the Country, befides the Detellation in which the 
Word itfelf is univerfally held, even by thofe who do not onderftand the Meaning of It. 

“ The Second Plan would be attended with a certain immediate Profit to the Company. It is 
liable to the fame Objedions with the Firft as a Monopoly ; it is alfo to be feared that the Profits 
would foon fall to Nothing, as the Company’s Agents would not give the fame Attention to 
it when it was the Property of the Company as the prefent Proprietors do ; bccaufe it is their own, 
and of Courfe it would be adulterated, a'nd in Time grow wholly unfit for the foreign Markets. 

“ In Support of the Third Plan, it may be argued, that it would incrcafe the Produce (as h.as 
been before obferved),, that the Multitude of Competitors would raife the Price and bring Money 
into the Country, which would ultimately find its Way through the Land Revenue or Cuftoms 
into the public Treafury ; that it would contribute to the general Benefit of Trade, which always 
langutfhes under Confinement, and that it is conformable both to the Commands of our Ho- 
nourable Mafters, and the Spirit of all our late Regulations for the Liberty of Trade in every 
other Inftance. 

“ On the other Hand it may be urged, that the Incrcafe of any Produiftion not necefiary to 
Life is not an Advantage, if fome other Commodity equally valuable mull be given up to make 
Room for it; that it is not a Neceffary of Life, but a pernicious Article of Luxury, which ought 
not to be permitted but for the Purpofes of foreign Commerce only, and which the Wifdom of 
Government Ihould carefully reftrain from internal Confumption ; that the foreign Commerce will 
take off but a certain Quantity, not much exceeding perhaps tlie prefent Exportation, and the 
Surplus muft of Courfe cither find a Sale at Home, (which ought not to be permitted) or would 
lower the Price of the Whole, which would defeat the principal End of this Regulation ; that the 
immediate Effcfl would be an Incrcafe of the Price, which would raife the Price of that provided 
for the Company, and be an immediate Lofs to them, which ojay be placed againft the Advan- 
tages of an incrcafcd Circulation ; that this would laft but for a fliort Time, and as the Qiiantity 
encrcafcd, the Price would fall in Proportion -, that the Extenfion of this fingle Article ot^Tradc 
would not prove a Benefit to 'Trade in general, with which it has no Connc< 5 lion, but in Effcft 
only take the Profits of it from thofe few, who now folcly poflefs it, and divide it amongft as 
many as may chufe to (hare it ; that neither the Commands of our Honourable Mafters, nor our 
own Inftitutions will be more hurt by a Monopoly of Opium, than by an exclufive Manufafture 
of Salt Petre, or by the Farms of Salt, which have no Influence on the Produftion, Manufac- 
tures, Purchafe, or Sale of any other Articles of Commerce, bccaufe they have no mutual Con- 
nexion with them j that the Multitude of Competitors, while the Trade continues an Objed of 
Competition, will create numberlefs Diforders in the Country, which it is much to be feared 
will occafion a dangprous Abufe of the Courts of Juftice, fince it will be difficult to devife 
any Form for them in which the Members of the Fadory (hall not poflefs a principal Authority, 
and will thereby become Judges in their own Caufes. 

“ I muft add my own firm Perfuafion, that it is not in the Power of this Government, conftituted 
as it now is, to abolilh the Monopoly altogether, but that it will fubfift by fccret Influence; 
the Efieds of which will be much more than thofe of an allowed Monopoly under proper 
Regulations. 

“ I leave the Subjed at large for the Deliberation of the Board, declaring, that whatever Way 
o’y. Opinion may feem to incline, I rclerve it free and unbialTcd to be guided by the Reafons which 
» fuller Difeuifion may produce. The Subjed is not of much Importance in itfelf, but it may prove 
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ot great Importance to our own Charafters in the Decifion which (hall be palled upon it, which 
mull be my Excufc for the Length to which I have drawn it.

They Ihould therefore proceed to flicw, that the Contraft made with Mr. Sullivan was 
made upon prccifely the fame Terms, and thofe the beft that had ever been made 
with any Perfon antecedent to that Period.*

“ Read, the following Letter from the Provincial Council at Patna. 

“ Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

“ In Compliance with your Orders to tranfmit to you our Opinions what Mode it will be moft 
advifcablc to adopt for the future PKivifion of the Ophium ; we take the Liberty of fequefting 
your Attention to the following Remarks, which we flatter ourfelves contain every requifitc 
Information. 

“ We lhall begin with obferving that we by no Means think it an eligible Plan to oblige the 
Farmer to deliver his Ophium in Kind, as Part of his Rents. In the firll Place, we (hould find a 
great Difficulty in prevailing on him to advance fo large a Sum of his own (would his Circum- 
llanccs admit of it, which is fcldom the Cafe) for the Purpofe of manuring the Grounds, which is 
abfolutely ncccflary, and this would arife from his Apprehenfion of an inclement Seafon, that 
never tails to dellroy the Plantj and fruftrate all Hopes of any Advantage he expefted to 
reap from its coming to Maturity •, but, lliould he waive this Objedlion, and cultivate the Poppy, 
what Security can be had for his delivering in the Produce of it, when fo much greater Advantages 
would rclult to him from telling it clandellinely, whereby the Company's Revenue would be en- 
dangered, and the Profits of the Ophium loft likewife*, befides, we efteem the Truft already 
lodged in the Renters of the Revenue fufficient without this Addition of Trouble and Rilk. 

“ t hrowing the Trade open, we conceive, will be produilive of ftill more dangerous Contequen- 
ces, as tending to involve the Country in continual Diforders from the Difputcs that will inevi- 
tably arife among the Number of Purchafers of this Article, and be a ftrong Inducement to the 
Farmer to adulterate it with a View of enlarging the (^antity, which muft of Courfe Icflcn the 
Eftimation of it at the foreign Markets, and occafion a great Redudion in the Price, which will 
ultimately operate to the Prejudice of the Country and the Revenues. 

“ The Advances arc made by the Contractor from the Beginning of Odober to the End of 
January, in order to enable the Cultivators to prepare the Ground, which is done at great F.X- 
pence, and the Opium collcded in from the Beginning of March to the End of May. 

“ The Ryott or Cultivator pays to the Farmer ftom Six to Ten Rupees per Begah for the 
Land, according to its Richnefs, and delivers his Opium to the Manufadurer at the Rate of from 
60 to 65 Rupees per Maund for the inferior Sort, and from 70 to 75 for the bell, and the Dif- 
ference in C^iality is entirely owing to the Soil in which it is produced. The Additions to the 
original Price given by the Contrador are very confidcrablc •, he receives the Opium in its mpift 
State, as it is drawn from the Head of the Poppy, and it muft undergo a Preparation of Six 
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Months before it is merchantable. The.Procefs confifts chiefly in drying it in the Air^ whereby 
it incurs a great Expencc, as well from the conllant Attention that muft be given to it, as the 
Number of People employed in the overfeeing it. h fuftains likewife a confiderable Lofs in 
Weight from being thus expofed generally about One*flfth, fo that before it is made into Cakes 
and chefled, we may prefume it flrands the Contraftor from 90 to 110 Rupees per Maund, after 
which are to be paid the Charges of Tranfportation and Duties. The Gauziporc Opium is col- 
lected in at a (till greater Expencc, and (lands the Contractor about Fifteen Rupees per Maund 
more than what is produced in this Province*, to this we muft add, that the Contractor is liable 
to Lolies from the Bankruptcies and Villainies of the Farmers and Ryotts, who often abfeond with 
the Money advanced, or difpofc of the Opium furreptidoufly, which is a Pradticc they arc much 
given to, and is encouraged by the Number of European Interlopers who arc fettled here he is 
alfo fubjc£t to a Lofs of his Advances by a Failure in the Seafon and Deflcicncy in the Pro- 
duce. 

“ Thcfe Obfervatiofts are the Rcfult of the ftrifteft Inquiries, and there arc many Gentlemen in 
Calcutta, who can do Juftice to the Candour we have manifefted on the Occafion. We fliall 
now proceed to tell you in what Manner we think it will be moft advantageous to provide the 
Ophium in the enfuing Year % and, we hope, you will favour us fo far as to fuppofc wc are di* 
vefted of all Views of any private Advanttige to ourfclves in what we are going to propofc, 

“ The palpable Impropriety of receiving it in Kind from the Farmers has already been Ihe-.vn, 
as well as the ill Confcqucnces that, we apprehend, will arife from laying the Trade open. Wliat 
we have now to offer is in Favour of a Monopoly of the Whole for the Company j and to fecure 
that, wc will * promife, that the Cuftom-Maltcr be invefted with Authority to fcarcli all Bu^ge- 
rows and Boats of whatever Kind going to Calcutta ; as it is notorious that great Qiiatnities have 
been finugglcd down. by Europeans of all Denominations for Want of fuch a Licence ; that we 
have full and abfolute Power to feize Ophium wherever we find it, that (hall rum out, upon 
Enquiry, to belong to Individuals; to conflfcate the famcj and to punifh the Pykars and yMfam- 
niies dete^ed in the Sale. 

“ Tl-.efc Conditions obtained, we have not the lead Doubt but It will be in our Power to fecure 
annually to the Amount of 3,300 Chefts of genuine unadulterated Ophium, provided the French, 
who received this Year, too Chefts, and the Dutch 450, arc excluded from the Trade. 

“ Suppofing that it can be contra£ted for here at the Rate of *30 or 240 Rupees per Cheft, 
we need not mention what a prodigious Advantage would accrue to the Company, by withholding 
the Sale of it in Calcutta, and ezpofing the Whole on their Account as a Supply to China. The 
foreign Merchants would foon find the Difference between that and the fpurious Stuff they have 
fo*long been accuftomed to meet with, and confequcntly buy it all up annually at a Price 
inconceivably beyond what has been hitherto given for that Commodity, when every Grain of it 
was probably mixed by the Purchalcrs, and confounded with fomc other Subftance. Before wc 
conclude we will juft mention that the lead Mixture of any other Article wiili the Opium debafes 
the Whole t and this wc are induced to think has not been fufficiently attended to by the Manu- 
faifturers, from the bad Accounts that have been lately received from China, though in future it 
(hould be our Buflnefs to fee that no fuch Practices are adopted. 

“ We (hall not prefume to determine what Effed, continuing this Article of Monopoly, will 
have on the Revenues; but it is certain that laying the Trade open will in a (hort Courfe of Time 
diminilh the Price of it, and render the Ophium Lands confiderably of lefs Value than what they 
are at prefent.

this Difference, that more Confidence can be repofed in the Integrity of the former than in the

“ 2. In the 1 8th Paragraph of our Letter of the 3d Auguft, we informed you of the advantageous 
Propofals which had been offered for the Provifion of the Opium the enfuing Scaibn. We have 
accordingly accepted of thofe prefented by Mr. Griffith and Mr. Wilton, the former one of your 
covenanted Servants, for the fpccific Quantity to be produced in Bahar, &c. of 2,980 Che^ at 
180 Rupees per Cheft, and 2| per Cent.

The Counfel for the Defendant (fated, that the Subjcft upon which they were giving 
Evidence, on the laft Day of the Trial, was the Contraff with Mr. Sulivan for <^i- 
um j and that the particular Allegation of the Article to which they were addrefling 
their Evidence, was that which accufed IVIr. Haftings with having “ taken away 
“ fundrjr Reftriftions ufually and providently impofed upon the Contractor in Con- 
tracts of that Nature, and among other Things, that he did abolilh the Office of 
“ InfpcClor into the Quality of the Opium." That, in Addition to the Evidence of- 
fered on tlie laft Day of the Trial, to Ihew that the Plan of InfpeCtors at the Place of 
Delivery, inftead of at the Place of Manufacture, was better calculated as a Check upon 
the Purity of the Manufacture} they (hould refer to the Teftimony given by Two of 
the Witneffes who were examined upon this SubjeCt on the Part of the Profecution, 
namely, to the Teftimony given by Mr. Young in the printed Minutes of Evidence, 
Page 1325-6 j to the Evidence of Mr. Benn, Page 1320, and alfo to the printed Evi- 
dence, Page 1315-16, for an Inftance adduced on the Part of the Profecution, to 
piova that every one of the InfpeCtors approved of the Practicability of the Plan 
fubltituted by Mr. Haftings.

1785, beginning at Page 33 of the fame Book.

“ Having fully examined the Two former Modes, the laft is to be explained, viz. a Monopoly 
of the firit Purchafe of the Opium from the Ryotts, as is now praftifed. I entertained my Share 
of the gentral Prejudices which prevail at Home againfl: every Syftcm that bears the Appearance 
of Monopoly. — Much has been laid againft the Monopoly of the Opium ; nor does the immediate 
apparent Gain upon it as a Monopoly, appear of Magnitude enough as an Inducement to perfift 
in it. But the Value of the Commodity to thefe Provinces is a difl^rent Confideration, and 1 
very much believe that it never was and never can be fecured to this Country on any Footing 
but that of a Monopoly of fome Kind or other; fuch are the Difpofitiohs and Habits of the 
Natives, and the peculiar Cuftoms of the Country. 

“ It is a Miftake to imagine that Monopolies were not pradifed under the old Country Go- 
vernment — they always did cxift in various Degrees. It is well known that the Salt Collaries ot 
Bengal were adually farmed out to a few fubftantial Merchants, who, on agreeing for the Rents 
and to pay a certain Duty at the Cuftom Houfes, had the entire Salt Trade in their own Hands; 
and the whole Opium and Salt Petre at Bahar was held for many Years by. a Merchant named 
Fokir ul Toojaar, who had the cxclufive Privilege of fupplying the different European Com- 
panies with thole Articles, for which he paid an Annual Ptlnculh or Rent to Government.

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« Monopolies were of the earlieft Date in this Country, and a principal Means of railing tli 5 
Revenue long before it came into the Company’s Poflclfion. — It was upon the Principle of Ivio- 
nopolies that Foreign Com'panics were firft admitted in thefe Provinces and protected in particular 
Branches of Trade. The farming of the Hevenue to particular Zemindars and Renters was a 
Part of this Syftcm, and I fear that it will be found in the End that it is only by fome Species 
of Monopoly that the Opium can be made any certain Source of produtfivc Revenue. If this 
Dodtrine is admitted and followed. Government mull referve to themfelves the firft Purchafe of 
the Opium from the Ryotts, and then manufadlure it on the Footing of a Contradl or Agency 
in its own Hands. The former Method has been followed for thefe Thirteen Years pad, and with 
evident Succefs. The Improvement of the Qiiality of the Commodity is cftablilhcd by the ready 
Sale it always meets with •, the Price has progrcfrivcly rifen at the Company’s Sales from Year 
to Year, while the Quantity has almoft doubled : An evident Proof that it is cither become an 
Article of more general Confumption than formerly, or that r.ew Markets have been opened for 
it. 

“ An Opinion has prevailed that the Cultivation of the Poppy is opprefilve to the Ryot, who 
would rather cultivate any other Article. 1 have endeavoured to afeertain the Truth of this 
Opinion, and I find it is ill founded. Every Ryot is glad to grow Opium, becaufe a Degree of 
Protection is derived from it againft undue and unauthorifed ExacTons, but too frequently niiide 
on them in the Rents of their other Lands. It is the Intcreft of the Opium Contradloror Ar-ent 
to fupport the Ryot and reprefent their Grievances, which muft excite the Jealoufy of the Col- 
Icdors of the Revenue, 'i’he Ryot who cultivates Opium docs not apply hirnfelf to that Article 
alone; perhaps for One Begah (or Third of an Acre) of Opium he fows Ten with other Articles. 
Originally indeed it was the peculiar Occupation of a particular Caft of People, called Quiries, 
but fo beneficial has it been found of late that even Rajepootsand Bramins now apply themfelves to 
it, which may be conficicred as the principal Caufe of the great Increafe of the Quantity. The 
whole Qiiantity of Land fown with the Poppy is after all but inconfidcrable ; for the laft Four 
Years, it has not exceeded Forty thoufand Begas, the Rent of which varies from Four to Ten 
Rupees a Begah, according to the Quality of the Soil, to which the Produce bears a Proportion. 

The fame Lands ufually produce another Harveft of Grain, during the Rains, for which no ad- 
ditional Rent is paid. •One Pergunnah has been mentioned to me as an Example to fiicw how 
far the Cultivation of the Poppy can be fuppofed beneficial or opprefiivc to the Ryot. The fol- 
lowing is given to me as an cxacl Detail. 

“ Ih Pergunnah Foolwarry in Behar, the Firft Year of the prefent Opium Contratft, 1895 
gahs (or Thirds of an Acre) were cultivated, the Produce was 324 Maunds of 80 Sicca Weight, 
for which the Contrador paid 29,297 : 8 Rupees; the Second Year 1856 Beg .ihs, the Produce 
was 379 Maunds, which coft Rupees 37,183 ; 15 the laft Year the Quantity of Land cultivated 
was 1287 Begahs, which produced Maunds 352, for which 34 ,t 31 ; 8 were paid. The whole 
Pergunnah is computed to contain 30,000 fquare Begahs of Land, very little of which is uncul- 
tivated. The Revenue paid to Government for the fame Period has been about 34,000 Rupees 
at a Medium ; and it will appear from this Statement, that the Ryots receive for the Article of 
Opium alone a Sum of Money equal almoft to the Whole Revenue of the Pergunnah. 

“ If the Board are of Opinion the Company ought to referve the Cultivation of the Poppy 
and preparing the Opium in their own Hands, for the Purpofc of realizing a'Publick Revenue, 
there aie but Two Modes of conducing thcBufmefs; an Agency or a Contrail: Whichever 
Mode is adopted it ought to continue under One Management for more tli.in One Year. 'This is 
cflcntially neccfl.iry in order to give the Managers Weight and Confcquence in the Country, and to 
ftcure the Confequcncc of the Ryots, on which the Succefs of the Bufinefs depends. If a Contrail

“ foy. The Quantity propofed to be annually exported is at lead 3,500 Cherts. If no better Terms 
could be obtained, we Ihould feel great Sati^faftion at parting with the fame at the medium Price 
of current Rupees 477 : 6 per Chell, to be paid for at Canton, at the ufual Rate of Spanilh Dollars 
41 per 100 current Rupees, which would furnifh a muft fealonabic Supply to our China Trealury of 
Spanilh Dollars, 685,033 (Six hundred and eighty- five thoufand and thirty-thiec) without any Rifk 
to the Company. 

“ 2o3. The Second Propofal is liable to the Objeftion already ftated, as it engages the Company 
in an illicit Trade with the Inhabitants of China, which on no Account would wc wirti to be con- 
cerned in. Were we once poflefTed of a firm Hftablifhment to the Eaftward, there woi’.d be little 
Doubt of the Succefs of the Undertaking, wc might therefore nieet with a Market lor the whole

“ 211. Having thus given you our general Ideas upon this Subjciff, and having acquiclccd m 
the Principle that the Proceeds, except in the inftance before mentioned, fhould be applied exclu- 
fively to the Benefit of the China Trade •, we hereby give you a Latitude to adopt fuch a Han as 
in )our Ertimation will beft anlwcr that dcfirablc Purpofe, and at the fame 1 ime be moft ad- 
vantageous to the Company in other Refpefts. /-in.

“ Honble. Sirs, 

“ Par. 40. The Contraft concluded with Meftrs. Young and Heatly, for the Provifion of the 
Opium in Bengal and Bahar, expiring on the 31JI of this Month, we took early Steps for obtain- 
ing fuel) Information as might enable us to adopt fuch Meafures for the future Provifion of that 
Article, as might prove equally advantageous to Government, and the Cultivation of the 
Poppy. 

“41. With this View, fo early as April 1788, we ftated fundry Queftions to the fcveral 
Collcdors, .ind alfo to the Rcfidcnt at Snares, whole Replies, together with the Opinion of 
the Board of Revenue on the Subjeft, arc recorded on the Proceedings referred to in the 
Margin. 

“ 42. Before, we proceeded to the Difeuflion of the Two Syftcms of Provifion by Agency or 
Contrad, wc thought it neceflary to confider a Third Qucllion, viz. Whether it would be expedi- 
dient to to rclinquifli the Provifion of the Opium altogether, and to throw open the Trade in that 
Article. ' ^ 

“ 43. Although wc cannot, upon general Principles, but difapprovc of all Monopolies,* cfpe- 
cially when in the Hands of Government, many Confiderations induced us to reject the Abolition 
of the Monopoly in Qiteftion : Of thefe the following are the principal. 

“ ift. Were the Trade to be laid open, we are of Opinion, that the Quality of the Opium 
would loon be fo much debafed, as to*deftroy the Reputation of the Commodity in the Eaftcrn 
Markets, and thereby lelfen the Demand for it, which might ultimately affect the Cultivation ot 
it in Bengal and Bahar, to the Detriment of the Revenues. 

“ 2d. Tlie Relinquilhment of the Monopoly woukl occafion an immediate Defalcation in your 
Rcfourcco, equal to the Amount of the Profits now derived from it, nor could the Lofs be made 
up by any other Means ; but a very fmall Part of it could be recovered by impofing an Incrcafe 
of Rent upon the Poppy Lands, without opprdling the Cultivators, who would, in confcquence, 
relir.quini the Cultivation altogether j and the late Arrangements made in the Cuftoms, render the 
impofing any Duties on the Exportation of it lei's pradicable than heretofore. 

“ 3d. I hc Opium now ferves as a Remittance to China, to aniwer the Bills drawn on Canton 
for the Piovifion of your Invcllinent. Were the Trade to be laid open, it is probable that this 
Rcfource miglit, in fbme Mcafurc, fail, and occafion the Exportation of large Sums in Silver 
from this Country, already too much drained of its circulating Specie. 

“ 44. Thefe Confiderations may, in a Courfe of Time, have Icfs Weight ; but in the prefent 
State of your Affairs, they appeared to us of fulficient Importance to induce us to give up all 
I’houghts of rcliiHjuilhing the Monopoly, more efpecially as we had little Doubt, but that by in- 
creafing the Price to be paid to the Cultivators, aboliffing the Lolfc-s impofed upon them by former 
Contraftors, and defining the Rights of the Ryott.s, and limiting the Authority of the Contrac- 
tor, the Cultivation of the Poppy would be rendered equally advantageous to the Ryotts, as any 
other Article of Produce, 

“ 45. The next Citieftion to be determined, regarding the Opium, was the Mode in which it 
ftiould in future be provided, wlnther by Contrad or by Agency. After duly confidcring the Icve- 
ral Papers and Information before us, we determined in Pavour of the Former j our Rcafons for 
which are recorded on the Proceedings referred to in the Margin. 

“ 46. You will obferve alfo, that we have extended the Principle to the Zemindary of Benares, the 
Opium in whicii, for the Yc.ir 17H7-8 and the Current Year 1788-9, has been provided with 
much Succf'fs, und.er the immctliate Superintendance of the Refidcnt. From his Letter recorded 
on our Piocceihngs above relcrred to, you will perceive that the Cultivation ot the Poppy has 
been greatly extended, in confcquence of his good Management. Could wc always be certain of 
tl'.e Services of a Perfon polfcUing equal Zeal and Ability with Mr. Duncan, we might poffibly 
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have pitferred the Mode of Provifim hitherto obferved in Benares* but as this cannot be ex- 
pcAcd, ii»e, upon the Whole, thought it preferable to provide it by Contract, taking Advantage 

Mr. Duncan’s Prefence upon the Spot, and his intimate Knowledge of the Bufinefs, to define 
and fix the Rights of the Ryots and the Contraftor, and to adopt fuch Meafures as might effec- 
tually prevent any future Encroachment or Deviation by either Party, (a)

« Since our Addrels to your Honble. Court of a5th March, in the Secret Department of In- 
fpe(5tion and Retrenchments, a Copy of which is fent a Number in this Packet, our Attention has 
been principally engaged in endeavouring to form Arrangements for the permanent Support of 
your Trade and Credit at Canton, and to eftablifh fuch a Syftcm on the folid Principles of 
Commerce as would ultimately relieve you from the heavy Burthen of your Bonded Debt, at 
your different Prcfidcncics in India, retain the Current Specie in thefe Provinces, and fccurc to the 
Parent State lafting Advantages from the Trade of Afia. 

“ 2d, In confidering the bell Means of maintaining and improving your Trade with the Chi- 
nefr, we have fuppofed that the Meafures which were lately adopted in England for the Reduc- 
tion of Duties upon Tea, will inevitably lead to the Encrcafe of your Sales in that Branch of Com- 
merce, and that you will of Courfc deftine a greater Number of your Ships than ulual to the 
Port of Canton-, and it follows, as a natural Confequcnce, that your Credit in China will demand 
a more enlarged Support, nor is there any Quarter from which that Support can be had more 
obvioufly than from your Government of Bengal. 

“ 3. Your Supra Cargoes at Canton have only made to us a general Reprefentation of their 
Wants. We unclerftand from private Information, that the Native Merchants in that City are in 
Advance to them in no lefs a Sum than 290,000!. Sterling. It is therefore eflential for your In- 
tcreft that the Credif of the Company fhould be maintained completely in the Eftimation of the 
Chinefe Merchants, A further Exportation of Specie from thefe Provinces can on no Account 
be attempted, nor can any of your other Prcfidcncics afford to fend the Aid of Commercial Sup- 
plies to your Fddlory at Canton *, and we have Rcafon to apprehend that private Remittances, 
which have hitherto futnilhed a very confiderable Fund for the Support of your China Trade, have 
of late been very infufficient for that Purpofe. 

“ 4th. Having taken all the Circumflanccs into our particular Confideration, and being finccrely 
anxious to enable you to realize your F.xpcdlations from your Commerce with China, and with 
a view to preventing heavy Drafts upon your Treafury in Europe, we have iffued a Publication, 
and circulated it through all your Settlements, offering the Opium of November next for Ca(h 
paid into your Treafury at Canton, to fupply the Cargoes for your China Ships of the approach- 
ing Seafon. 

“ 5th. How far this Propofal, and the Encouragement which it holds our, will be produffivc of 
the Relief intended by them, wc cannot yet venture- to pronounce i but we are determined, in 
cafe you fliall approve the Mcafurc, to apply the Proceeds of the Opium Manutadure, in future, 
to the cxclufivc Benefit of your China Trade. 

“ 6tli. Wc have the Honour to enclofe a Copy of a Minute, which your Governor General 
has delivered on this Subjed, with Copies of the Plans inclofed in it, and to recommend them to 
your particular Attention, Our Opinions on them will attend you with the next Dilpatch. 

“ yih. The next Objed that has claimed our Attention, and been already meniioned in the 
Firft Part of this Addrefs, is the Eftablifhment of fuch a Syfiem on the lolid Piim iples of Com- 
merce, as would ultimately relieve you from the heavy Burthen of your bon> cd Debts at your 
different Prcfidcncics in India, retain the Current Specie in thefe Provinces, and fccurc to the Pa- 
rent State lafting Advantages from the Trade of Ana. 

“ 8th. We are clearly of Opinion, that bjr funding all thefe bonded Debts, if the Bond Hold- 
ers will agree to this ’Meafure, and by applying the Amount of the intcreft, with a Part of the 
Principal annually, for the Purchafe of an Inveftment of Goods properly fcledcd, and provided 
at the cheapeft Rates, the whole Debt may be gradually liquidated in Fforopc on a reduced Inte- 
reft, and with infinite and equal Advantage to Great Britain and this Country. 

9th. You will find this important Subjeft fully difeufled in a Second Minute, which is en- 
clofcd from your Governor General, and which wc (hall take into our early Confideration. 

“ loth. On Plans of fuch Importance, it is neceffary to proceed with Caution, to colled the bed 
commercial Information, and to weigh the Difadvantages, together with the propoled Advan- 
tages of the fevcral Parts. The Principle of each Plan is evidently good, yet the Obftrudlions 
which will of Courle arife in carrying them into Execution, arc but too maniteft, but the bed 
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Pibfotfl (br owreeming ihofe Obltriiftiolit. U prticiiml by ihe abiblute political Ifeceffily ihx 
preflTcs for the Adoption of decided Meafures, toconneft the Maintenance of your Credit, twith 
the Extenfion and Improvement of your Comtttercc. 

nth. In regard to the Opium Plan, iheObje^ions that will naturally be made to it as a 
Plan of Monopoly, are Obiefiioiu which can never be obviated, while any conflderable Revenue 
is deftred to be derived from it. The Opium, like the Salt, muft be manufadiured in thefe Pro. 
vinces on a Footing of a Monopoly, or the Revenue muR fail. It will be obferved that the 
Sale of the Opium might be exempted from the unfavourable Checks of a Monopoly Syftetn, 
and left open for every Bidder at the Calcutta Market. Had we poflcITed a Port to the Eaftward, 
to which Opium, fold by public Sale to the Bengal Merchants, might ba carried, and fecurely 
difpofed of, to the trading Inhabitants of the EaRern IQands, it would certainly ^ more confo. 
nant to the Advantages of an open Trade, that the Opium, if evea manufadtured by Contraft, 
Riould be fold to the higheR Bidder at Calcutta, but the Want of tome fafe and certain ERab- 
lifhment to the EaRward, as an Emporium to the Merchants of the Place, expofes every private 
Adventurer in the Article of Opium, to the greateR Kifques, and renders it nccelTary to concen- 
trate a general IntereR, to give as much Security as polfible to the Succefs of our Opium Sales 
in the EaRern Seas. 

“ nth. The Kifque to which private Adventurers in Opium are lb much expofed, oblige them 
to export, fccrctly, a conflderable Quantity of Specie, tr^cthcr with their Opium, to make good, 
at all Events, their Engagements to pay Money in China. — This is an Evil which we wilh to 
obviate, in every Degree — Indeed we confider th^ further Exportation of Specie from thefe Pro. 
vinces, as public Credit now Rands, in fo alarming a Point of View, that we imagine it would be 
more for your IntereR to transfer the Opium intirely to the Dutch, on the Condition of paying its 
Value, in Money, into your Treafury at Canton, than to have it on its prefent uncertain 
Footing. 

“ 1 3th. We (hall endeavor to coAcert Meafures with the Governor General and Council of Ba* 
tavla, for the Security of the Opium Trade>-In conlidering this SubjedI, we are induced to ex- 
prefs our Wi(h, that it were poiTible to exchange Negapatnam for the Fort of Malacca. A fecure 
ERablilhment, in fd favorable a Pofition, would give a real Vigour to our EaRern Trade, and 
throw within the Command of Bengal, a regular Supply to your Treafury at Canton, with every 
Advantage to this Government, w&lc it would procure to the Company a permanent Superiority, 
in Europe, in the China Commerce. 

14th. The Exchange of Negapatam for the Fort of Malacca can be effedled only by Negpeia- 
tion, and by the Authority of his Majedy’s MiniRers. The Objedfc is important, and we earncRly 
recommend it to your ferious and immediate Conflderation. We think it nccelTary at the fame time 
to hint, that if the Exchange be not elTedted fpcedily, and before the States General are fully in- 
formed of the Confequences it might have relative to their EaRern Trade, Difficulties would pro- 
bably encreafe to prevent their according to the Meafurc : They confider Negapatam of mucti 
greater Importance to them than Malacca ; but their PolfelTion of Negapatam could be of little 
Detriment to our IntereRs upon the CoaR, and the Fort and Town of Malacca would be a moR 
important Acquifition to Bengal. 

“ In regard to the Second Plan, that relative to your Bonded Debts in India, it may be juRiy con- 
fidcrcd as intimately connected with the Plan for fupporting the Trade with China. It will give 
new Life to the valuable Part of your Commerce from the CoaRs of Coromandel and Orixa, it 
will furnilh Supplies for the Mocha, Surat, and Malabar Returns, and fecure fome valuable Car- 
goes from the CoaR of Sumatra. But the whole Succefs of it depends upon the Integrity and 
judicious Sclcdtion with which the Goods for the encreafed InveRment and a proper Attention to 
the Employment and DeRination of your Charter Party Ships, for receiving Goods in India, and 
tranfporting them to England in proper Seafons. 

“ In 1781*2, when this Government found it neceflary to draw Bills upon the Company, to 
purchafe what has been called the Subfeription InveRment i the evident Neccifity which appeared 
for making the Produce of that InveRment in England equal, amidR all the Rifques of War, to 
the full Amount of the Bills drawn, produced that Redudlion in the prime CoRs of the Goods of 
that InveRment which has fo juRly merited your Approbation, may be darned a moR valuable 
Saving to the Company ; a fimilar Neceffity will produce limilar and improved ElFefts, and we 
truR that Rich precautionary Meafures may be adrated for lowering the Prime CoR, and improv- 
ing the Quality of an incrcafcd Bonded Debt InveRment (to deferibe it by a*particular Name) as 
will anfwer the moR fanguine Expectations than can be founded upon the Plan. 

“ It will naturally occur to you, that almoR all your your Servants, and every BritiRi Subject 
connected with the Company, have a general IntereR in the Succefs of this Undertaking, and 
ought to be watchful of evc^ Step leading to that Succefs. We (ball fay no more upon the 
Subject at prefent, but fubmit the Whole to your Difeuflion and Determination; we doubt not 
but his MajeRy’s MiniRers will pay every liberal Attention to Propofuions which, on the clearcR 
Grounds of Public and Commercial Advantages, open fo favourable a Profped to the State at 
large, and to the local Profperity of thefe Settkments.

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The Counfcl for the Defendant infprmcd the f^bufc, that it having been dated that 
this Contraft was made in Time of War, they (hould next fliew, that it never had 
been deemed advifablc, even in a State of Tranquillity, to confine it to a finglc 
year : That Eight Years had elapfed fince the Expiration of Mr. Sulivan’s Contract, 
which had been divided into Two Contracts, of Four Years each.

The Counfel for the Defendant further dated, that thc*next Allegation in the Charge 
refpebled a fuppofed fmuggling Adventure to China, and alfo to a Loan of Money in 
the latter End of the Year 1781, and charged to be * in Order to favour certain Indivi- 
duals j’ a Lid of whom inctofed in a Letter from Mr. Hadings, from Banarcs, dated 
2ad Oftober 1781, ‘having been given in Evidence by the Managers for the Commons 
in Page 1330 of the Printed Minutes, they fhould flicw that the Loan was publicly 
advbrtifed for in the Month of July preceding, and that it was general for all the 
Servants of the Company, Civil and Military, Who Were willing to partake of the Remit- 
tance $ for which Purpofe they fliould rely upon the Confultation of the 30th July 
lySx, already given in Evidence in the printed Minutes, Pages 1330 and 1331, in Ad- 
dition to which they fliould read the Red of that Confultation which applied as well 
to the Adventure as to the Loan,

“ Mr. Wheler. — The above Letter and Plan offer Two Points to the Confidcration of the 
Board ; viz'. 

“ The Difpofal of the Company’s Opium, and the Means of remitting a confulerable Sum to 
the Supercargoc in China. With refpefk to the Firft, there is little ProfpcA of felling the 
Opium here at a reafonable Price : the Endeavours of the Board to difpofe of it even fo low as 
at 400 Rupees have been in vain •, no Purchafers have offered, and there is little Profpedt of 
any offering. Opium is purchafed by Individuals for the Purpofe of exporting it to Batavii, the 
Eaftern Iflands, and China. The War which has lately broke out with the Dutch puts a Stop 
to the Exportation to Batavia, and the Voyages which arc undertaken in fmall Veflcls .with 
Opium to the Eaftern Iflands, are become, from the fame Circumftance, fo very dangerous, that 
few or no Individuals will engage in them. 

“ Thcfc Two Channels of Export being ftopped, it is but natural to fuppofe that the Price of 
Opium will fall, from the Demand being leffencd. 

As to the Second Point which Mr! Thornhill’s Plan offers to the Confidcration of the Board, 
the Supply for China, it appears to be a very advantageous one. The ufual Supply has been by a 
Remittance of Bullion to China. The great Aids that -this Government has afforded to the other 
Prcfidencics have already been a very confiderable Drain to this Country of its ready Money i it 
therefore becomes an Objeft of the firft Confequcnce with the Board to put a Stop, as far as they 
arc able, to a Method of Supply fo ruinous to thefe Provinces. It is evident that it is much 
eafier for this Country to export its own Manufaftures than its Specie, and when pradicable, it 
fhould always be done when Supplies arc to be lent to the other Prcfidencics. Upon the Whole, it 
appears that Mr. Thornhill's Plan furnifhes the only Means that can be thought of for dirpofing 
of the Company’s Opium to Advantage, and of fending a Supply to China chat will be lefs felt 
by this Country than the ul'uai Remittance in Bullion. With refpeft to the Exportation of a Second 
C^antity of Opium in January next, the Board do not think it neceffary to determine therefore for 
the prclent.

Snow and Sloop alfo were coming in, 1 went albore mylelf to the King, who was at his Fort, and 
acquainted him of this Circumftance i at the fame Time told him, that as he would not let us 
pafs the Boom, 1 intended to go along Side of the French Ship, and engage her (this we could 
eadiy have done, being then juft high Water), that I thought we could not expert to do * from all 
the Three. His Anfwer was, that I muft by no Meant do (b, for if 1 did, he would look upon 
me as the AggrelTor in his Port, and turn his Guns upon me accordingly, and at the fame Time 
afllired me he would do the fame by the French and the Dutch, Ihould they Are hift. This, in- 
deed, both him and matw of the principal People of the Place had told me before, and that they 
would by no Means fuller the Ship to be taken in their Port. All this I thought appeared 
very rcafonable, had they only been as good as their Words. Thev had by this Time got all the 
Guns in the Fort loaded and ready, and not lefs than Fifteen hundred armed Men in it, befides 
about Fifteen Prows with Two great Guns each. All thefe Preparations and AlTurances led me 
to believe that they were in earned. I had then no Remedy but to moor the Ship to the beft 
Advantage where fte was (which I did acrofs the River, within a Stones Throw of their Fort) and 
trull to their promifed AlTiftance, which I think they had in their Power to give us very ef- 
fedually. 

“ In this Situation, we continued until the Morning of the Fourth, by which Time, the Ship, 
Snow and Sloop were moored in a Line a-breaft of us within Gun-lhot, (I mean their Gun-lhot, 
the French Ships being Nine and Twelve Pounders, and the Snow and Sloop was fupplied with Two 
Eighteen Pounders each and Men allb from the Dutch Ship, which continued in the Roads). 
They being thus prepared, the French Ship began to fire, which we immediately returned, and 
continued Four or Five Broadfides, but finding that none of our Shot reached them, being inoftly 
Four Pounders, whillt their's either (truck our Ship or went over her, (though they luckily did not 
kill any of our People) *, and finding that the Mallays did not ofier to fire a Gun or give us the lead 
Aflillance as they had promifed, I ordered our Firing to ccafe, it being of no Ufc at the Dillance they 
had chofe to engage us, and called the Officers, &c. upon Deck and alked their Opinion, which coin- 
cided with my own, and was, that we had it not in our Power to injure the Enemy. The Ship was 
moored with Four Anchors down, and could not be moved in the Face of their Firej indeed, had 
there been no Enemy, it would have been difficult, it being then low Water and the River fo 
narrow that Two of our Anchors were high and dry in the Mud, One on each Side the River. 
We thought it therefore expedient to ftrike our Ctdours to fave the Lives of the People, many of 
which muft have been loft had we perilhed, * without a Probability of the Lofs of a Man on their 
Side, and it was evident that we muft give up the Ship at laft to fo fuperior a Force j |nd it 
would be but a poor Confolation, after throwing away the Lives of a Number of People to no 
purpofe, to have had the Vanity to fay we fought them fo long. In Ihort, to have held out longer 
at Inch a Difadvantage, I prefumc, by the thinking Part o? Mankind, to have been next to 
Madnefs. The Behaviour of the Officers, Europeans, and People in general was fuch, that 1 have 
great Rcafon to believe, (had there l>ecn a Profpefl, even a very diftant one, of Succefs,) would 
have done their Duty to the very laft before they would have given her up. All thefe Circum- 
ftanccs confidcred, the fuperior Force againft us, and the perfidious Behaviour of the Mallays tQ- 
wards us, &c. will, 1 hope, induce my Honourable Employers and yourfclf not to cenfure my 
Condufl for giving up the Ship ; and you may reft alTured, it would not have been the Cafe had 
there been a Probability of faving her ; and, if I may prefume to give my Opinion, with due 
SubmilTion to their and your fuperior Judgment, I think tne Honourable Company may with the 
created Propriety demand Reftitution of the Port of Rhio for all the Damages fuftained by the 
Lofs of the Ship Betfcy and Cargo, for they undoubtedly bad it in their Power to have faved her 
from the following Circumftanccs, which we have learnt fince the Capture. In the firft place, 
had we been permitted to pafs the Boom, they would not have attempted to follow us nor at- 
tack us even where we were, or come into the River at all, had the King only faid he did not 
choofe they fliould. We find there was a Conference carried on between them from the Time 
of thtir firft Arrival, and that there was a Promife made to the King of a certain Share of the 
Prize for his Neutrality, if not Affiftance. I have likewife procured a Copy of the Letter fent to 
the King, figned by the French and Dutch Captains after the taking the Ship, wherein they return 
him Thanks in the Name of the Dutch Company for his giving them Permiflion to take the Ship 
in his Port, afluring him that they would not have attempted to do it without •, and that the 
Dutch Company will reward him accordingly; alfo One of my Officers who went on board the 
French Ship to endeavour to procure us fome of our Linen, &c. in difeoUrfing with the Second 
Mate of her, afkcd him their Rcafon for being fo long in the River before they attacked us, 
his Anfwer was, that the King had not given them Leave before, and that he had then fent to ac- 
quaint them that he was now ready, and that the Engliftt Ship could not now efcape, fo that they 
might attack her. From this I really believe all his Preparation was to affift them (not us) had 
wc been likely to extricate ourfelves.

Bengal, which ought, as far as poffible, in all Cafes to be avoided.

Army, I am afraid it is impoftlble that the Com- 
P f'y ould ever be furnilhed with fuch as arc fit for the Service, at the very low Rates that 
given for them j which it is well known are not fufficient for the Contra^or to provide 
goM ones, arid feed them properly, without being a confidcrablc Lofer by his Contract : The 

equence is, that the Army is always fupplied with bad Cattle, (at Icaft not with fuch as 

. *5 ^ 
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ihc Importance of the Service they arc entertained for requires), which are as badly fed ; and 
this muft always continue to be the Cafe, till Government js pleafed to take the Matter into 
Confidcration, and allow fomething more for the Provifion of them, and till the Contraftors 
are tied up bv fuch Penalties and Forfeitures as will oblige them to fulfil the Articles of their 
Contrafls, — Another Rcafon why the Company have for fomc Years part been fo ill ferved in the 
Bollock Contraft, has been giving it away at the Expiration of every Twelvemonth, for the Term 
of one Year only, which is too fiiort a Time for any Contradlor to hold it, fo as to do Juftice to 
his Engagements. Accordingly, inftead of taking the neceflary Meafurcs for procuring Supplit, 
of good Cattle, and for laying in Magazines of Grain for their Support, from the Countries 
where they could be bell or cheapeft had (which it cannot be expedted any Contraftor will do, 
when he is liable to lofe his Contraft in a few Months, and docs not know that his SuccclTor will 
■ take them off his Hands), it has been too much the Pradlicc to truft to getting both from the 
Bazars, and Diftridls whcie they have been immediately wanted. The Difadvanrages, and often 
Diftrefles, which this muft occafion to the Scrvice,^rc too evident.— The Caufe of thefc may 
however be laid to be now removed, by the prefent Contraift being granted for Three Years j 
but that alone, I am perfuaded, will be found not fufficient to remedy our having bad Bullocks, 
which nothing can cffedtually do but encreafing the Rates given for them. The Executor of 
the deccafed Contradlor, I am told, though I have no Authority to fay it from himfclf, is fo fenfi- 
blc of the Difad vantages and Trouble of this Part of his late Brother’s Contradf, that he would 
readily give it up to any Peribn who would take it off his Hands ; in which Calc, 1 think it would 
be very proper to have it feparated from the VidUialling Contraa, and given to fomc aftivc Perfon 
who has Time and Leifurc to attend to the proper Management of it. 

« Should the Board, from what I have here reprefented, think it expedient to allow an higher 
Sum for the Provifion of the Bullocks, 1 would advife that a Standard Ihould be fixed for the Size 
of them, under which none fliould be admitted, and that were not ftrong and bony, free from 
Defedts, and in all Refpedts fitting for the Service j that none alfo Ihould be admitted under or above 
a prelcribcd Age j and that, previous to their being received and muftered at the Stations where 
they are required, they lhall be examined by the Commanding Officer, the Officer commanding 
the Artillery, the Affiftant (Quarter Mailer General, and Commiflary of Mutters, and all Inch as 
do not anfwcr to thofe Particulars rejcdled.— That thofe received into the Service lhall, at the 
Time of Examination, have the Company’s Mark put upon them ; and that the Contradlor lhall 
incur a Penalty for marking any Bullock, or any Perfon doing it for him, for the Ufc of the 
Army, without Authority.— That a Survey lhall be taken regularly every Three Months of the 
State of all the Bullocks, at the different Stations of the Army, by the fame Officers, and all 
that may be found unfit for Service difeharged.— That Reports of thefe Surveys, and of the Ifi- 
fpcdlion of all that are received and marked for the Service, lhall be tranfmitted to the Com- 
tnander in Chief, and a Copy of the fame to the (garter Mailer General, to be lodged in his 
Office.— Thefe Meafurcs adopted, I think will fecurc the Provifion of ftrong and able Bullocks 
for the Service j at Icaft, I know of no other fo likely to do it. 

“ That they may always be well fed, and in good Condition to perform the Services required of 
them, the Contraflor Ihould be obliged by his Contraft to give the Draft (Rattle Two Seers and 
an Half, and the Carriage Two Seers of Grain each per Day and when Grafs and Forage is fcarcc, 
fuch a further (Quantity, not exceeding Three Seers and an Half to the Draft and Three Seers to the 
Carriage, as it may be found necefiTary for the Commanding Officer of the Station whete they 
arc kept to direft. At prefent the Allowance given by the Contradlor to the Draft Cattle is Two 
Seers, and to the Carriage One Scerj which, when Grafs and Forage art very plenty, and they are 
not worked, might be fufficient ; but at other Times, and when they are wrought, it is evidently 
not fo j and if the Bullocks are once allowed to fall off in Flclb, and get poor, from a Shortnefs of 
Food, it takes fomc Months to recover them, and the Service muft on fuch Occafions, when 
they arc wanted, fuffer from it. But this would not be felt fo much as what it is at particular 
Scafons, were the Cattle to get regularly the Quantity of Grain the Contradlors have made it 
a Rule to fix as their daily Allowance j which, from the plundering of the Banians and their Under- 
lings, all of whom muft have a Feeling out of them, it is very certain they do not. By the 
Contradlors being obliged by the Articles of their Contradls to give the Draft Bullocks as far as 
Three and an Half Seers, and the Carriage as far as Three Seers, of Grain per Day each, whenever 
they fall off in Flclh, and it may be found ncccflkry for the Commanding Officer of the Troops 
to order it, to keep them in good Condition, it will become their immediate Intcrcll, when they 
know they are liable to fuffer from not doing it, to look better after their People than they now 
do, and lee that the Cattle are taken proper Care of, and not defrauded of their due Allowance. 
Indeed this Bufinefs is too much left at prefent to Banians, who, Nobody I believe can doubt, 
will make every Advantage of it that their Arts can contrive, and point out to them, and that 
lies in their Power. But befidcs the Intcreft which the Contradlor is hereby made to have in 
taking Care that the Cattle are properly looked after and fed, it will be neceliary that the Com- 
pany Ihould allow 20 or 25 Rupees per Month to a good Scijeant of each of the Brigades to 
overfee them, under the Diredtion of the Commanding Officer of Artillery, where there arc Artillery

“ And it is further ftipulattd, That every Draft and Carriage Bullock^hich lhali be found in- 
fufficient to perform this March as above fpecified, only Half Pay lhall be drawn for fuch Bullock 
for that Month by the Contradtor, although fuch Bullocks may be of the proper Standard and 
Age, and in good Order: Should any Dilputcarirc with rePpeft to the Sufficiency or Infulficiency 
of the Bullocks, it lhall be fettled by Three infpeftors, as ftipulatcd in Article the 4tli. 

» And it is further ftipulatcd, That the Contraftor lhall be allowed Three Months to train and 
form his Cattle. From the Beginning of the Contrad this Claufc lhall become in Force.

The Counfcl for the Defendant ftated, that in Anfwer to the next Matter of the 
Charge, viz. that the Number and Rate of the Bullocks was improper, and exceeded tliat 
which the Commander in Chief had declared fufficient for the whole Ai my, they 
ftiould proceed to fliew, that the Number of Bullocks contradlcd for was that which 
the Commander in Chief Hated to be neceflary ; for which Purpofe they would firft 
refer to the Regulations contained in the Document laft read N® i and 1 5. 

To flicw, that the above-mentioned Regulations had received the joint Rccotnnicncla- 
tion, of the Provincial Commander in Chief, and of the Commanding 0 ,'Mccr of Ar- 
tillery 5 the Counfcl for the Defendant Hated, they Ihould refer to the Conluluitioii 
of the 15th July 1779, in the printed Minutes of Evidence^ Page 1346; and as to the 
Rate of Payment, they (Irould refer to the lame Regulations to lliew, that it was in 
all Refpefts conformable to what the leveral Officers above-mentioned had determined 
to be neceflary for the Good of the Service. 

Then the Counfel for the Defendant requeHed, that fo much of tlie Evidence of 
Colonel Duff, adduced on the Part of the Profecution, as related to the Article of the 
Bullock Contrail, together with the Evidence given by hkn on the Ciofs*Exami-i 
nation, might be here entered.

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* Cj. bo you remember the Number propofed to be furnilhed by that bontra^l ? 

‘ A. Not cxaflly, I cannot carry it in i1iy Mind. 

* The Number was 6,700? 

‘ ^ 1 believe it was thereabout, but I cannot ch*gc my Memory. 

‘ Whether, conridering the Nature of the Service, and the Period at which that Contraft 
Vvas made, that was an exceflive Number, or a proper Number ? 

‘ A. 1 conlidered it to be of fuch elfential Service to the Operations of an Army, that it was 
highly proper and incumbent upon Government to fupply a proper Quantity of proper Cattle 
to anfwer any Contingency that might happen. 

* Do you conceive that Number to have been too great, taking into your Confideration 
the Circuinftances you liave ftated ? 

‘ A. I b;licve that thole who argue upon a Certainty of Peace, or upon Principles of drift 
Ecor.-omy, miy luppofe that the Number was too large; but I, who have often feen the great 
Dirticfs that the Army has been put to for Want of a fufficient Supply of Cattle, do not think 
that the Number was more than in many Cafes muft be employed. 

‘ What Number of Cattle had Lord Cornwallis in his Army in the Courfc of the lad 
War? 

‘ A. It is impodiblc for me to anfwer particularly, I know he had confiderably above 25,000 at 
fome Times. 

‘ Q; Period when he had 25,000 (Tattle, what Number of Men were ncccflary ? 

‘ A. 1 luppofe between 15 and 20,000 Men; I mean KingS and Company’s Troops — But I • 
cannot be fuppolcd to be particular, for 1 do not know exaftly, not having an Opportunity to fee 
the Returns ; and if i had feen them, I might not remember. 

‘ Is it neceflary for the Good of this Service to have a regular Edablifliment of Bullocks 
trained and exercilcd, and fit for immediate Service at a Moment’s Warning ? 

* A. Mod certainly it is. 

* Qc, What Sort of Cattle were furnilhed in Point of Size and Strength under Mr. Croft’s Con- 

traft ? . . _ 

‘ A. The Cattle were all large, and good Cattle; there was a Standard, I, believe, of Forty-two 
Inches, I cannot be certain ; but I know it was a very high Standard, and none were received that 
were not above that Standard, and fixed by the Contrad ? • 

‘ Were the Checks that were impofed by the Terms of the Contraft dridly inforced upon 
the Contraftor ? 

* A. They were. 

‘ Qc From what Country mud Cattle of that Size dipulatcd by the Contraft be furnilhed ? 

‘ A. I'hc Cattle of that Sort are generally brought from Pornea, or Toroot, there being none of 
that Size, or near that Size, in any ocher Country in India. 

‘ 'I hcfc Places arc in the Bengal Dominions ? 

‘ A. Yes ; on the Right of the Ganges, up the Country. 

‘ (^ Is the Contraftor in this Article during the Period of War expofed to confiderablc 

Rif-lUC? 

‘ A. Very great Rifque certainly. 

‘ State the Nature of thofe Kifques? 

‘ A. From Difurders among the Cattle ; from their being killed in Battle, or carried away by 
the Enemy ) epidemical Diforders get very often among the Cattle, 

‘ Q. Have you remembered Indances of great Numbers of Cattle being dedroyed by Slaughter 
in Battle, or by epidemical Difeafes ? 

‘ A. I have ; I have known many Hundreds of Cattle die in One Day. 

‘ Q. Is it of Importance to have Cattle ready to fupply that Lofs immediately ? 

‘ A. Certainly it is. 

‘ Can the Army be fupplied from the Country, if they have not a regular Edablifliment of 
Bullocks ? 

‘ A . At all Times they cannot ; if they are very near large Cities, they may have the Opportu- 
nity of being fupplied with Cattle from the Draft Cattle that are generally employed there. 

‘ Do you recolleft any Lofs happening from the Want of a proper Supply of Bullocks in 
Lord Cornwallis's Army ? 

‘ A. Many very heavy Lofles j One of them was a Lofs of our whole battering Train at Serin- 
gapatam.

‘ A. No, it is not ^ — I even thought myfelf hurt by Mr. Hadings’s ConduCt when in India, but 
that did not hinder me from joining, in a (trong Letter, with all the Red of my Brother Officers, 
acknowledging the Senfe wc had of Mr. Hadings’s ConduCk .

1 have wticcen for Maps and Guides, 'and for an Account of Provilions, and the Places where laid up, 
if any were, that when I arrive attheKeRna I may take my Meafures accordingly. Our Exj^nccs 
daily are 700 Mauniis. If there are nunc laid up on the Route, 1 really do not fee how it wilt 
be poflible to fubfiR on the Road, as I hear Hyder has detached a Fbrcc to lay waRe the 
Country. To c.arry 700 Maunds, 200 Bullocks arc requifite j to carry Food for thefe Bullocks 
21 : — Therefore to carry One Day’s Provifions 221 Bullocks. Admitting therefore, ObRrudjons 
included, Thirty Pays from the KeRna to Madras, we muft fet out with 6,630 Bullocks lo^ed 
with Provifions. In all the Route they will not get a Bundle of Straw, and hardly a Blade of 
Grafs } therefore moft inevitably live on Grain only ; — but this is not all ; their Driven mult be 
had alio, and their Provifions and thofy of the Bullocks will require 25 a Day more — 750 for the 
March ; therefore we ought to fet out with 7,380 Bullocks for Provifions only. 1 take the Liberty 
to fubniit all this to you, that I may be honoured with your Commands, or, that Meafures may 
be taken to furnilh Supplies by other Means.

I defired my Agent at Cawnpore to take 
particular Care not to draw for more Bullocks than were allowed by the Eftablilhment, and that 
thofe with Captain Popham were to be confidcred as a Part of it, and that of courfe the Number 
at Cawnpore and Futtygur *muft be reduced. I was acquainted by him, that the Commanding 
Officers of thofe Stations would not allow the Number witn them to be reduced without a public 
Order, which did not arrive till late in July, when a Letter was received, dated 20th of that Month, 
from the Commanding Officer at Cawnpore, which explained the Matter j and then 445 (the 
fame Number as with Captain Popham) were ftruck off from the Station at Cawnpore. The Ex- 
cefs arifes from this Mifunderftanding refpeding the Bullocks with Captain Pupham, and from

“ On my Perufal of the Regulations for the Agent, it was obvious to me that One Driver to 
Six Bullocks was infulficient i but I refrained from noticing it to the Board until the Matter Ihould 
be reprefented to me by the proper Officers. Had my Opinion been afkcd before the Board en- 
tered into the new Engagement, I fhould have given them fuch Information as might haye 
' cnted them from falling into this Miffake, and alio have pointed out to them iome othCr Omif. 
fions. 

“ By the late Contradt, as well as by thofe preceding it, there were allowed to every Twelve 
Bullocks, One 8ird.ar and Six Drivers, and I am convinced from my own Experience, that Icis 
will not fulfice to nunage Draft Bullocks, whether employed or not ; finccif unemployed they muff 
be conftantly praflifed, which they cannot be without a proper Number of Drivers. The Num- 
ber of Drivers allotted may, as Colonel Duff fays, anfwer for Carriage Bullocks, but there Ihould 
even to i certain Number of thofe be allowed a Sirdar, at Icaft One to every Six Drivers. The 
Beaftie Bullocks require no Drivers, as the Beaffie takes Care of the Bullocks. 

“ In the Hel<)lutions of the Board, transferring the Feeding of the Cattle from the Contractor to 
the Agent, no Mention is made of the Manner in which the Cafualties among the fidllocks are to 
be replaced ; if by the Agent, the Terms on which he is to provide them ouglit to be fpecified, as

The Counfcl for the Defendant further ftated, that as to the Duration of the Con- 
trail not being confined to One Year, they would fhew the Opinion of the Court of 
Direilors to have been, that if the Terms of the Contrail were reafbnable, it might 
not be for the Good of the Service in Time of War to renew the Bullock Contrail 
every Year. For this Purpofe they fiiould refer to the lad- mentioned Letter of the 
Court of Direilors in the printed Evidence, Page 1373, and alfo to prove that they 
allowed in future that the Contrail for Bullocks might be extended for Three Years*. 

The Counfel for the Defendant then ftated, that in Anfwer to the Allegation * that 
this Contrad was giantcd to Charles Crofles, the confidential Friend of Mr. Haftings;’ 
they would next fhew, that that Circumftance did not operate in the leaft upon Mr. 
Haftings in fcttling'thc Terms of the Contrail, becaufe they were fettled before Mr. 
Croftes had any Thing to do with it j for which Purpofe they fhould refer to a Con- 
fultation of the 9th of Auguft 1779, in the printed Evidence Page 1347, to fliew 
both that the Plan of the new Contrail was recommended by the Commander in 

Chief, and that an Offer of it was made to the then Contrailor.

The Counfel for the Defendant then ftated, that in Anfwer to the Ncgleil imputed 
to M/. Haftings in not having given Notice of the Intention to put an End to this 
Contrail at the Period preferibed, they fhould give no Evidence; but merely refer to 
the Evidence alieady produced by the Managers for the Commons, to jirove it an 
accidental Negleil of all the Board in common with Mr. Haftings. 

For this Purpofe they would refer to the printed Evidence, Page 1377. 

The Counfcl for the Defendant then ftated, that, as touching the next Subjeil, the 
Agency of Sir Charles Blunt for the Provifion of Bullocks for the Army, ftated to be 
a Mode of conduiling the Bufinefs condemned by the Court of Direilors, they fhould 
proceed to fiicw Mr. Haftings to have been juftified in putting this Bufinefs upon

Admitting the Fa£t, it was certainly a great 
Ncgleft on the Part of the late Government to fuffer the Contract to expire without taking Mea- 
furcs for afeertaining (when they knew they were upon the Eve of a War) whether better Terms 
could not have been procured, or whether the Provifion of the Bullocks necelTdry fur the .^rmy 
Upon the Agency SyBem as in 1782, would not have been preferable ; but as it was the 1 2th Fe- 
bruary before they came to any Refolution herein, perhaps, under all CircumBanccs, the renewing 
the Agreement with the former Contraftors (who were Gentlemen of known Reputation) at that 
critical Period was the likelieft Mode that could then be adopted for enfuring the neceflary Supply 
of Bullocks ( not that vire mean to fanflion a Departure from the Rule that has been repeatedly laid 
down for advertizing for Propofals, except upon Occafions of the moft evident NccciTity, or upon 
the moft fubftantial Reafoos being ailigned for fo doing.

“ The Account of the Money that you have ordered to be fent to Vellore is very fatisfaftory, 
and will enable me to fulfil my Engagetiients to our Allies. 

“ I (hall not enter, into a Detail ot the DefeQs in the general Principles of the Bollock Con- 
trafl, but only mention that One of the moft ftriking is, that it never has either in Peace or War 
(and in my Opinion it is impofliblein War) been performed by the Contradlors thcmfclvcs, but 
by Mairtries, who, I have found, have always been the Proprietors of the Bullocks, and by that 
Means without the Confent or Knowledge of Government, and without being bound to a direft 
Rcfponfibility to the Public for the Performance of their Engagements’, thole Maiftrics are the 
real ContraQors, wh^lft the nominal Contrivers in FiV only adt in the Capacity of Agents. 

“ But in pointing out the DefeVs of the Syftem, it Was by no Means my Intention to caft 
any Hefleftion upion the Charadlers of the Gentlemen who hold the Contradf, and I think it in 
particular a Juftice due to Mr. Cockbuinc to declare that I entertain fo high an Opinion of his 
Zeal and Ability, that if it was pofliblc tO execute the Bufincfs of the Bullock Department by 
ContraV, he would, I believe, be the Perlbn moft likely to accomplifli it. 

• “ The late Exertions that you have been forced to make to colledl the Number of Bullocks 
that will be nccellary on the prefent Occafion, moft be confldcred as evident Proofs that the above 
Remarks are Well founded i for I cannot admit, that the ContraVors have a Right to claim a 
Merl|‘for the ProduVion of Cattle, which have been procured by the direV Influence of Go- 
vernment, and I- do not think that Cattle thus obtained ftiould be allowed to become a Source 
®f Jtmolument ro thole ContraVors. I am likewife convinced that, under the ContraV Syftem, 
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there would be no Chance that fuch Refponfibility would be impofed upon the real Owner* of 
the Cattle, as would in any Degree fccure the Public Service from the moft mortifying and ruih- 
ous Difappointments j but as I am perfuaded that the Contr«£kor* have made great Exertions, it 
is by no Means my Wilh to difticfs them-, and I therefore entirely approve of your not preffing 
them for Payment of the Bills drawn upon t^m in favour of the Revenue T.reafury for Money 
advanced by the Company’s Colledors for the Purchafe of Cattle. 

“ I'he Two I'mall but difaclvantagcous Contrafls which 1 entered into, the Agencies that I 
cftablilhcd in the Beginning of June, and the Purchafes that I ordered to be made on account of 
the Public fincc that Period, which Mpafurea Mr. Cockburne in his Letter of the lathinfUnc 
calls Countcraaions of the Contraft, were not Afts of Choice, but of abfolutc Neceflity. 

“ At that Time, our Diftrefs for Cattle was fo prefling, that moft of the Field Pieces were 
drawn, and a confiHerablc Part of the Camp Equipage was carried,' by the Tioops, and a large 
Pioportion of tlic Commiflary’s Stores were conveyed upon the Heads of Lafears. 

« The Sicknefs which the Change of Seafon, added to this extraordinary Fatigue, occafionedin 
the Army, called for the Application of immediate Remedies; for, after one March, no Icfi 
than Forty Lafears were fent to the Hofpital. 

“ Thofe Remedies could only be foundj by the Means that I adopted for I am forry to be 
obliged to fay, that there was a greater Inattention to the Performance of the Contrail on that 
critical Occafion than I had ever before obferved ; as, to my Knowledge, Bullocks were obtained 
daily from the Mahratta Camp at reafonable Rates, both on the public Account and by private 
Officers, whilft the Contradois Agent in Camp4id not, during that Period of Difficulty, procure 
a fiiiglc Bullock for the public Service to which I muft add, that the Exertions which I was 
obliged to make in the Manner that I have ftated, ought not to have been confidcred by the Con- 
tradors as Countcradions of the Contrad, bccaufe no Infringement was made on tlic Part of i .e 
Public on any of its Conditions; and I then declared to one of the Contradors in Camp, and to 
the Agent for the Contradors, that I cxpcdcd tljey would do every Thiii^ in their Power, both at 
that Time and in future, to provide the utino!l, pi.liible Number of Bullocks for the public Service 
on the Terms of the Contrad. 

“ We have no Reafon to complain of tlic Defertion of the Dooley Bearers, and I believe they

“ 26. Having communicated to Mr. Cockburnc, one of the Contradors, the Opinion enter- 
tained by L'.rd Cornwallis of the Contrad, and the confequent Arrangement which had been 
made, he aildrtffed us on the Subjed, Rating the Situations in which the Contradors feel them- 
felves, owing to the Diffitisfadion which his Lordfhip had exprefled, and the heavy Lofs they mull 
fullain it fomc Relief were not afforded them j and fticwing, that the Failure of the Cattle during 
the March of the Army to Scringapatam did not proceed from any Inattention on the Part of the 
Contradors, but to Caufes that could not be provided againfl, viz. the Want of Forage, the Seve- 
rity of the Service, and the Inclemency of the Weather. 

“ 27. We trani^mitted to Lord Cornwallis Copies of Mr. Cockburne's Letters, and obferved 
that we (hould be wanting in Juflice to that Gentleman if we omitted to notice, that the Zeal and 
Adivity which he had manifefted in Aid of dur Exertions to procure Bullocks for the Army, 
were deferving particular Approbation. We informed his Lordfhip at the fame Time, that, as the 
Supply of Bullocks now preparing was to be conlidercd the Company’s Property, we (hould dif- 
burfe the Sums which the Contradors had advanced, or were to be anfwerable for, on that Ac- 
count.

or if his Competency fliould be privately doubted, how is private Knowledge or Sulpicion to be 
made a Ground of public Proceedings: Thcfc arc not iinaginaiy Difficulties j they have occui red 
but too often. 

“ But admitting the Penalty to be realizable in every Cafe •, admitting that by preffing the Secu- 
rities at the Hazard of overthrowing, or at Icaft of fhaking it to its Foundation, the whole Eabrick 
of Mercantile Credit (and thereby perhaps multiplying the llifks of tlic Company) no adual 
pecuniary Lofs be incurred, how will the Account ultimately (land. The Advances illucd for the 
Eredionof an Hofpital, or the Repair of a Road, may be recovered, the Penalty annexed to a 
Failure in fuch Engagements may beexaded and received. It may happen, even that a Contrador 
may gain more by paying this Penalty, than by performing his Covenant. Dilappointmcnt in 
thcfc Cafes is followed in a certain Degree by Compenfation : but what Puniffiment, what Forfeiture, 
what Money can compenfatc for a Country depopulated by Famine, or for an Army lolt, or an 
Expedition fruftrated, by the Avarice of a Bullock, a Grain, a Viftualling, or a Ship Contradior. 

“ Failure however, it ought to be obferved, may not always proceed from abfolutc Avarice or 
Rapacity in a Contrador. His Engagements were perhaps concluded in the midft of a profound 
Peace, and his Calculations framttl accordingly. If under luch a Circumfl.\nce a War brc.iks our, 
he may poffibly be rfduccd to the Alternative of ruiningeither himfclf or the Service, i his is furcly 
a Situanon in which no Man ought to be placed j this is a Foundation on wliich certainly no im- 
portant public Intcrells ffiould reft. 

“ It is not the Intention of the Board to contrail with the enormous Evils liable to arife from .an 
Adherence in this Country to the Contrad Syftem, the Advantages derivable in certain Circuin- 
ftanccs from a well regulated Agency. They will be fatisfied if the preceding Refledions (which

“ The Army having been entirely fupplied with Provifion from henc^ and the Confumption 
of this Sctilerncnt fo encreafed by the Fugitives from the Cruelties of Hyder, we now, notwith- 
flanding the great Importations of Grain from Bengal and the Circars, have not 1000 Bags in 
Store-, there are about i8,oco Bags in divers Vclfcls in the Road. From the Lift you fent 
us of Ships faid to be bound from Calcutta with Grain for the Account of Company and 
Individuals, there remains 70,000 Bags of Rice to arrive yet here; but by a Calculation of the 
Confumption of that Article, reftrained as it has been by the high Price it bore, and by Regula- 
lations in the Vent of it, it is evident that nothing lefs than a Supply of 1^0,000 Bags will pre- 
vent, before the End of the Year, a Famine here, of the Approach of which there appears 
already fome moft aflfefting Symptoms. Our Letters from the Circars, though they mention 
Abundance of Grain, declare alfo, the Impoffibility of fending it to us through Want of Tonnage, 
We have indeed taken up the few Ships that could be had here to bring us Provifions from thence, 
but the Whole is inconfiderablc, comparatively to the Profpeft of our Wants, and it is from 
your Hands, whofe Liberality in furnilhing us Troops, Money, and Provifions, we have fo 
long and fo much experienced, that we muft cxpefl our chief Support. 

“ We mi ll obferve, that we had no AfTiftance of any Kind from the Southern Parts of this 
Coaft ; many of the Ports are in Poffefllon of our European or Indian Enemies, which has greatly 
interrupted the Communication •, and the Seizure, by fame of his Majefty’s Squadron, of Vcffcls 
l.tden with Grain for this Market, as belonging to Black People refiding under the Proteftion of 
the Dutch, is thought to have deterred many others in their Neighbourhood from venturing out 
with Supplies for us. 

“ To the Continuance of thefe Evils we are not yet able to forefee a Termination; for though the 
Bravery and Difcipline of our Troops, and the Ability and Experience of Sir Eyre Coote, have 
been attended with repeated Vidories, yet fuch are the Difficulties that obftrudl his Progrefs, fuch 
is the Facility the Enemy pofleflTes of overrunning and defolating the Country, that the General 
entertains but little Hope of enabling Vis to draw any Supply of Food or Treafure from it. He 
has not been able hitherto to penetrate far into the Country, citlier to the Relief of our remote 
Garrilons, or to the Attack of the principal Forts held by Hyder. 

“ As the whole Condud of the War has been entrufted to him, in confequcnce of a Refolution 
of the late Adniiniftration here, we have applied to him for a Communication of his Intentions, ab- 
foKuely ncccflary to be known to us now, though hitherto we have contented ourfelvcs cither with 
exerting our Authority in the Manner he defired, or transferring it to him for the Purpofe of for- 
warding liis Meafures. He is now engaged in an Attempt to relieve the Garrifon of Vellore, and 
poffibly to attack Arcot, of which the Event will no Doubt determine his future Plans ; on which, 
anti on the Neceffity of our Situation, the Rcfolutions of this Prefidcncy will be founded. If the 
Enemy fiiould ftill continue his Depredations in the Carnatic, thereby depriving us in Fail en- 
tirely of the Benefit of it, we muft, with regard to all cfFcdlual Refource, confldcr ourfelvcs as 
immured within the Walls of Foit St. George ; and were even the Enemy to withdraw from our 
Neighbourhood, fo clfedlually have all Traces of Cultivation difappeared, fo deftroyed are the Vil- 
lages, (b ruined and difperfed are the Individuals who were employed in Tillage, that the Inhabi- 
tants of the Town* can, during Part of next Year, as well as in the End of the prefent, be by no 
other Means preferved from Famine than by external Refource, moftly from your Government, (a)

« Mr. Barwell. — I move that the Services of Captain David Cummings, as Agent Vii'ilualler, 
and Agent for Supplies fwr Marine Stores to the armed Veflcls, under the Command of Commo- 
dore Richardfon, be accepted j and that he be accordingly appointed Agent Vifluallcr and Agent 
of Supplies for Marine Stores, and that in lieu of all Charges of Salary, &c. to be allowed .1

“ Governor General.— I propofe as an Amendment, that the Terms ‘and Agent of Supplies for

“ Mr. Barwell. — I did not underftand that the Marine was fupplied from any of the fixed Store- 
houfes, it was only with Intention that the Iflues of Stores for the Service of the Marine might 
proceed from fomc fixed Office, and proceed from fome regular Office, that I propofed giving the 
Supplies to Mr. Cummings, agreeably to the Oft?r he made the Board of his Services. I agree en- 
tirely with the Governor General, that the Naval Storekeeper ought to fupply fuch Stores as may 
be required for the Marine, I agree to the Amendment. 

“ Mr. Whclcr.— I agree to the Motion as it now ftands with the Governor General’s Amend- 
ment. 

“ Mr. Francis. — I have no Objeftion to the Appointment of Mr. Cummings Agent ViQ:uallcr, 
provided the Prices of the fcveraUAriiclcs, which he is to furnifh, and by which the Allowance 
to him is to be regulated, is firft afccr-tained : I think that the Board ihould alio be informed in 
what Manner he propolLs to conduct this Service. 

“ Governor General. — I agree to the Motion ; It is probable that the Lift of Viflualling Stores, 
provided by Mr. Belli, which is the only Table of eftablilhcd Rates, may not contain all the Arti- 
cles required for the Marine, it will be proper therefore to draw up a complete I'able •, taking this 
with* the Rates of Stores comprized in it, and adding fuch others as the Marine Service may re- 
quire, with the Current Prices affixed to them. This the Secretary may perform, taking the Affift- 
ance of Mr. Richardfon, for the Articles of vitftualling Stores required. Mr. Francis very properly 
remarks, that the Board Ihould be informed by what^Mcans Mr. Cummings propoles to conduit 
this Service. •

« Governor General— As a Doubt has been fuggefted refpefling the Rcf(X)nfibilicy of the 
Viflu.illing Stores provided by Mr. Cumming, I think it neccllary that that Doubt (liould be 
folvcd btfoic wc proceed to the other Points of Mr. Cumming’s Letter, Ihe Uclolution of the 
Board, by which Mr. Cummings holds his Appointment, exprefi-'S that he fiiould be Agent 
V’lAi! dl r of the ariued VdTcls under Commodore Richardlbn-, and that in lieu of all Charges 
of Sal .t v, &rc. he was to be allowed a Commiflion of 15 f' Cent, on his new Purchalcs of Stores, 
aixrcc.ibli to thfir fixed Rates. 'Fhe Doubt now fuggclled is, whether the Rifks of Lolfcs and 
TVeays 10 the Stores provided by Mr. Cummings is to lie on him or on the Company. I beg

Mr. Wbeler.— Mr. Gumming though termed an Agent Viaualler is in the ftriaeft Senfe of 
the Words a CJohtraftor for Provifions, and as fuch, in my Opinion, he moft either take upon 
himfclf the Rifle of the Provifions hr Ihsil fomifh being found and fit for ufe, from the Time of 
Delivery to certain Periods, fay Six or Twelve Months, or fubmit the fame to the InfneCtion of 
fome Perfons as fliall be appointed by Government to receive them, and to the Lof$ of all fuch 
Part as (hall be regularly condemned within the fixed Periods. 

« Mr. Franch — Mr. Gumming, in his Letter recorded the yth September, propofrs ' to fupply 
whatever Stores or Provifions might be wanted at the ufual Advance of i$ f' Cent.’ He had alio 
an Eftablifliment allowed him to enable him to conduA this Service with greater Eafe and Security 
to himfclf. The Coft of the fcveral Articles is fixed by Rales, conrequcntly it is pofiiblc he 
maybe a confiderable Gainer on the Piirchafe. The Commiflion of 15 per Cent, I underftand 
to be in heu of all Charges and Rifques whatever} if not, I cannot conceive what Service 
he performs that fhould entitle him to that Allowance, if he is not to be anfwerable for the Qua- 
lity and Frefervation of the Articles he furnilhcs. It may happen that his Supplies may p^ilh 
within a Week, or even within a Day, after they arc delivered, and the Company mu(t bear the 
Lofs without a Remedy j and the fame Perfon who fupplied thefe bad Provifions will have the 
Advantage of replacing them, confcqucntly Wc make it his Intcreft to deliver Provifions of fuch 
a Quality as may keep, not the longeft but the (horteft Time poflible. For thefe Rcafons, as 
well as the others afligned by Mr. Wheler, I entirely concur in his Opinion. 

‘‘ Mr. Barwell. — I fee alfo the Weight of the Objections that havjs been already urged j but I 
think them rather ftrained, and a particular Diffidence exprefled of this Gentleman’s*" Integrity, 
which had not Place before, when the Market Rate of Stores for the different Store Offices at the 
Prcfidcncy were fixed, and a Commiflion allowed to the Storekeepers and Commiffioners of 1 5 
per Cent. Amply for their Trouble in buying Stores upon Indents, deliverable immediately on 
their Purchalc,‘“and for keeping the Accounts. That it may be Mr. Cumming’s Intereft to pro- 
vide bad Stores, or fuch as will almoft immediately perilh, to give Occafion for the Purchafe of 
other Quantities, is poflible, but not more fo in his particular Office than any other. By his Ap- 
^intment he is fimply an Agent for the Purchafe of ViSualling Stores for the Armed Vcffcls, 
and the Commiflion was propofed in lieu of Salary, The:c is no Contradf cxifting between the 
Company and him ; none was ordered to be drawn, of rourfe both are at Liberty to recede. I 
have no Objeftion to an Offer being made to Mr. Gumming on Behalf of Government, that he 
fland *to all Lofs, and of converting the Agent into a Contraftoi'. If the Offer is not agreeable 
to him, the Secretary at the lame Time he communicates it (hould be inflrudlcd to call upon Mr. 
Gumming to propore the Conditions on which he will contr.i’ft. 

“ Mr. Wheler, — I fhould be very (brry to have it thought that I meant in any Degree to reflcift 
on the Interity of Mr. Gumming. The Regulations 1 propofed Will, I believe, when duly conli- 
dcred, be found too uniform and general to bear any fuch Conftruflion. I have myicif been 
concerned in Very extenfive Contrafts for the Provifion of Part of his Majefty’s Forces in Ame- 
rica, and chcarfully fubmitted to the Regulations which I now preferibe, viz, an Infpedtion of 
the Provifions when delivered, and likewife an Engagement tiiat the fame fhould remain found 
and good at various Periods and Places as fpecified in the Agreement. 

“ Mr. Francis.-i-I do not think there is the fmalleft Refcmblance between the Cafe of Mr. Gum- 
ming and that of the fcveral Heads of Offices, who are allowed to fupply Stores in their rcfjicc- 
live Departments on certain Terms, and under certain Regulations. Thofe Gentlemen arc entitled 
to fome Emoluments in virtue of their Offices, as they have no Salary, and, I firmly believe, that 
confidering the Nature of the Truft inevitably repofed in them, a more fafe and prudent Method 
could not be chofcn of giving them ihofc Emoluments. If they are not allowed fair and open 
Profits, they will have others. On the other Hand, the Stores they fupply are not of a perifh- 
able Nature like Provifions, they are not called for in large Qiiantities for the poflible Supply of 
long Periods, but indented for monthly as they arc wantw, and prccifcly according to the 
Quantities which are immediately required. They arc anfwerable for the Qiiality of their Stores, 
which are applied and expencleii in the Service as foon as they arc delivered. Mr. Gumming is 
not in this Predicament. He is not the Head of an Office, nor has he any Connedlion officially 
with the Bufinefs he has undertaken. H» Offer to us was a voluntary one, and fuch as wc might 
have received from arqr other Individual. I do not queftion his Integrity, but in the Tranfadlion 
B'ffmcfs, I will not truft to^ that Principle of Action whenever it is in my Power to place an 
official Check over tire Execution of any Engagement between Government and Individuals. 

“ Governor General. — AU the Arguments jiift urged by Mr. Francis prove that the other Agen- 
m derive a certain Profit from their Supplies with no Rifle. Their Stores arc not of a perifhable 
Nature, therefore the Refponfibility cannot affeff the Agentf, but they are all purchafablc in the Ba- 
zar from which they may be taken as they arc wanted, and immediately delivered without any pof- 
fible Chance of their perifhing by the Way j and the Rates on which the Commiflion is taken, are, 
f am afraid, a Source of conlidcrable Profit not intended by the Board i nay, if I miftakc not, 
of the Articles fpecified by the Bookof Kaics, are firft taken from the Company’s Stores at 
»n Advance of 25 per Cent, bn the Prime Coft, then again fupplied to the Company at the Rates 
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prefcribed by the Book, with the Coitttniflloa' of 15 per CcBt. added to them. Thcfe ase neither 
fair nor open Profits, if fuch exift, as I believe they do. Mr. Ctimtning is fuppofed to gain by the. 
eilablKhed Rates of his Stores. I believe he is as likely to be a Lofer by them, as 1 'know mat 
they were taken from the a£lual Coils of thofe Articles in the Market at the Time in which, the. 
Rates were formed. Mr. Barwelhhas introduced a Propofal to tl\e Board which has prcvciued mine, 
which would have been to place Mr. Cumtning's ^ency precilely on the Footing of nIi;. Belli’s. 
which is to allow him 15 per Cent, for his Agency in the Provifion of the Stores, and 15 per Cent, 
for his Rifk in LoiTes and Decays, and then to throw the Riik on him. Thia i think would havar' 
been a rcafonable Allowance, and would free theExpance from Contingencies ( but for the pitfcutl' 
agree to the Motion introduced by Mr. Barwell. 

“ Mr. Francis. — 1 am forry to be obliged to continue this Debate, but fome Words which have 
fallen from (he Governor General make it necclfary. The Rates pr^ciibed by the Book to the fc* 
veral Heads of Offices were fixed in thtt Manner in order to limit and afeertain the Company’s £x. 
pence, and to avoid the Inconvenience of compelling Individuals, in Matters purely of Contrad and 
Bufinefs, to determine between their Honour and their Intereftt but it never was underllood, to my 
Knowledge, that the Agents ihould not be at Liberty to purchafe their Stores on the moft favour-, 
able Terms to themfclves. In the Prices of fome Articles fixed by the Book of Rates I know they 
are Lofers ; in others, I doubt not they arc Gainers. It is natural that they Ihould endeavour to 
gain upon them all, nor is it of any Moment to us whether they do or not. 

" The only Way by which they cs^n gain on the Purchafe Price, is by contradting for large 
Quantities on which of courfe there mi^R be .a Hilk. They muR judge very ill for thetr own In- 
terefts, if they go to the Buzy, for every Article they may occafionally want. With refpedt to the 
Fadl intimated as Matter of Belief not aflerted by the Governor General, viz. ‘ That many of the 

* Articles fpccified by the Book of Rates, arc firft taken from the Company's Stores at an Ad- 

* vance of 25 per Cent, on the prime Cod, then again fupplied to the Company at the Rates pre- 

* feribed by the Book, with the CommiflTion of 15 per Cent, added to them,* I am of Opinion 
it is a Point that dclerves immediate Enquiry. For my own Fart, I am convinced 'tbe Governor 
is midaken. The Storekeepers are not allowed to fupply any Articles already in the Company’s 
Stores, nor do I know of any Indance in which the 1 5 per Cent, is charged on the Book Price on 
Articles purchaled at the Company's Warchoufes. In the troublefome Office which 1 hold, 1 do 
my utmod to prevent Frauds of this Kind-, and 1 (hall hold rnyfeif indebted to the Governor Ge- 
neral, if he will be fo good as to point out to me a Fadl. or the Means o( dilcovcring a Fa^ of 
fuch a Nature. 

“ Governor General. — We have wandered fo far from the Subjeft of Debate, that thougif I am 
compelled to reply, my Reply (hall be (horr. The Book of Rates dpes not contain the Rates at 
which their icl'pcftivc Articles arc to be purchafed at the Market, but arbitrary Rates, greatly ex- 
ceeding in every capital Indance the highed Market Prices. As to the Indanpc which Mr. Francis 
defires me to produce, I will mentiotuone which has accidentally come to my Knowledge within 
thefe few Days, and leave it to Mr. Francis, as he has defued it, for a Subjcdl of his Enquiry. 
Canvas is an Article of the Book Rates, and 1 underdand it has b^n taken out of the Company’s 
Warehoufe, with the Advance jtllowed, as an Indulgence to the Company’s Servants at the fame 
Office from which it is ilTued, at an Advance of 15 per Cent, upon the Price prefcribed by. the 
Book of Rates. I (hall here beg Leave to clofe this di(agreeablc Subjeft, which, as I before ob- 
I'crved, has no Relation to the ^edion before us, althoi^h a proper Subjefk of Coafideration by 
itfclf. 

“ Mr. Francis. — I have no Sort of Objeilion to reform the Book of Rates, if it (hould be fount! 
necelTary : With refpeA to the other Matters. 1 (hall make the drifleft Enquiry 1 can into 
them. 

** Agreed to Mr. Barwell’s Fropofition •, and ordered that the Secretary do communicate the fame 
to Mr. Cumming.

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Vcficls which u(icl to arrive here at this Scafon from Muflulipatan, Cozinga, and Gainjan, are 
now laid up at thofc Places, 1 fent Direftions feveral Days ago to Mr. Turing, Chief of Gainjan, 
and Mr. Hamilton, Refidcnt of Ingcram, to engage a Snow for carrying Thirty thoufand Bags of 
Rice from hence to Madras in December and January next. I have not limited them as to the 
Terms of Freight, and have dcfired that the Vcflcls be dilpatched in Ballaft for this Place by the 
20th next Month at furtheft. 

“ I have now a Ship here called the Union, and dailv.expeft the Ships Neptune andNarlipore, 
for which 1 have already purchafed 20,000 Bags, and I hope to dil'patch them for Madras by the 
End of the next Month, which will be an immediate Supply. 

“ Having no Defire of further Advantage from this than a reafonable Compenfation for my 
Labour and Rillc, 1 beg Leave to fubmit the following Propolals : — I will engage to deliver at 
Madras, in the Month of Odober, 20,000 Bags of good Cargo Rice, agreeable to Inch Mufters as 
may be approved here, and in the Courfe of January and February next I will deliver 30,000 
Bags more, the D.ingers of the Seas and Enemies only excepted, at the Rate of Sicca Rupees 
6 : 8 per Bag, of Two Bazar Maunds of 82 lbs. each j One Third the Amount to be paid t)nc 
• Sic m Orig. I'hird * in Ailvance, another Third when the Whole of the Rice is Ihippcd here, and the Remainder 
to be paid when I produce Certificates of its Delivery at Madras. Or I will engage to lupply 
'Tonnage here before the Firft of January for carrying 40,000 Bags to Madras, at the R.atc of 
'Three Sicca Rupees per Bag of Two Bazar Maunds, and if any of thefe Vcflcls (hould be thought 
in an unfit Condition for Sea, the Amount of fuch Cargoes fhall be infured at my Expence, and 
the Policies depofited with your Honourable Board, 

“ Such Supply will cffcaually prevent any great Scarcity at Madras, and will be a Remittance of 
Sicca Rupees 3,25,000 to that Prefidency in an Article that will relieve their Wants, and which they 
can immediately convert into Money. 

“ I beg to be favoured with an Anfwer as foon as may be convenient, and if either of my Pro- 
pofals (hould be accepted, I will give fuch Security for the Peitormance as your Honblc. Board 
may require,

« I have been honoured by the ofikial Receipt of Copies of the 410-, 42d, 43d, and 44th 
Paragraphs of the General Letter from the Court of Diredors, dated 12th July 1782, concerning 
my iate Agency. 

“ 1 cannot help being ftruck with the deepeft Concern, at finding that I have been the Inftiu- 
nicnt of an Appointment, which ftands annulled by the Honble. the Court of Dircdlors, with 
luch fcvcrc Epithets of Difapprobation •, and I beg Leave to exprefs my Acknow ledgements to you 
for affording me a further Opportunity of endeavouring to remove their Objections, which appear 
to have been obvioufly taken up from the Premifts then before them, unoppoled by I'uITk icnc 
Explanations or Teftimonics of its good Effcd, which I truft the prefent i{xpericnce of it will juflify. 
The Commiffion was undoubtedly very high before your Honble. Board thought fit to reduce it, 
and the Honble. Court of DircAors pafs their Judgement upon it in its original State. They 
were naturally ftruck with the Sum, becaufe it is certain that the Grols, &c. undimlnilhed 
Amount of any Commiffion, fixed at a fpccific Rate lb ftriking to the Obfervation, while the 
Drawbacks upon it, and the Inftances of its Utility are various and imperceptible, until pofuivcly 
pointed out and defined. This is the chief ObjcCb of the prefent Letter. 

“ At the Time when the Appointment was made, it was hoped and cxpcClcd that the moft ma- 
terial Duties of ir, being the Supply of the Frcfidcncy of Fort St. George, would be of fliort 
Duration, and of no very confidcrable Extent. I muft declare, for my own Fart, that this was my 
Opinion of ir. The Rate of Commiffion had many Precedents, both of old and recent Eftablilh- 
ment, to warrant it, which I could enumerate, aijd, I believe, was founded on the fame Princi- 
ples with them i yet it has always fuftained fcvcral Deductions from it, cfpccidlly before you re- 
duced it. I beg Leave to enumerate the following. 1 have maintained a conftant Eftabliftunent 
of Clerks and Agents at my own Expence. 1 have, at different Times, fent down European 
Overfeers, entertained at high Wages, to fuperintend the Lading of the Euiope Ships, and other 
Services which required fuperior Management and Attention, at my own Expence. The Number 
of Agents of different Kinds employed by me was neccffarily great; but 1 have charged only for 
inch as were immediately ftationed at the Company’s fixed Golahs, or cafually employed in weigh- 
ing off and (hipping particular Invoices, according to the ordinary Ciiftom of Merchanis ; and as 
long as the original C ommiffion was allowed me, I never made any Charge for the Com- 
iniffion of FaClors or ‘Agents whom I employed in diftant Parts. Mr. Hamilton at Coringa, 
(or Inllancc, fecured a’largc Qiiantity of the Country Tonnage for me at that Place, charging me 
with 5 per Cent. Commiflioii on the Amount, for his Trouble in the i irrt Scaloii, which, while 
my own Commiffion would bear it, 1 confidcred as juftiy allowable out of it. For the prefent 
Scafon 1 agreed to pay him Commiffion upon fuch Tonnage only as he could procure under a 
certain Price. This I have thought it neceffary to charge to the Company, becaiill- my own Com- 
niilHon liad been reduced. 

“ 'I'he above Circumftances (hould be weighed in the general Scope of Reafoning upon this 
Subject ; but a dill n^rc important Confidcration ftarts up, which the Honble. Court of Direc- 
tors could not have been acquainted with *, I mean the heavy Charge of Intcreft which 1 liave (uf- 
tained to prevent the public from fuffering at Times gi cater Loffes and greater Inconvcnicncies 
than any poffible Amount of my Commiffion. If it be urged that, by dilburfing more than my 
Advances from the I'real'ory, I fecurf^an ultimate Benefit to rnyfelf, I reply, that with pofitive 
Iiijundions to carry my Supplies to an unlimited Extent, it was impoffible to confine myfclf to 
ir.y Advances, without a manifeft Ncglcft of the public Interefls, becaufe both the Periods and 
Sums cf my Advances weic always uncertain, while iny Engagements wcie ncccirarily fixed and 
polidvc. Had I omitted to take early Meafures through proper Agents cn ilie Coaft, to make 
limtly Advaiucs to the Owners of Veftcls, on Account of Freight, in order to lecure as much 
Tonnage as poffible to be brought to me here, and had I waited the Arrival c f thefe Vcllcls, 
wliich would have come under F-ngagements to others, or have been lent on Speculation lor 
F'tight, 1 might, indeed, have been' guided in the Amount of my Difburlemcnts by that of my 
Advances; but I ftiould have paid a much higher Rate for the fame Articles, and very fcamily 
have fulfilled the Objcdl defigned by my Appointment. In (liort, with all iny ftrenuous and pofi'i- 
blc Exertions, it does not appear that the Prtfidency of Madras was ever abundantly lupplied 
with Grain, but continually craving for more. 

“ No Agent, without an adequate Compenfation to anfwer the Intcreft of Money b-orrowed by 
him, and ihe Kilk of*Failure in the Difcliargc of his occalional Loans could afford to Itrain his 
own Credit for ihe public Service in Default of regular Advances from the I’realury, yot, if I 
had declined this Alternative, the Settlement of Madras might ant! probably would liavc lufiercd 
ih'* molt tlifmal Effedts of a Famine (which, as it was, could hardly be kept from raging), the 
Company’s and other Ships engaged for their Service would have lain tipon Dcmuiiage for 
'Cant of Cargoes to load tliem, and fcvcral of them muft have loft the Scalon for Want of ;.ii 
< s editious Dilpatch. In Fa£k, I muft repeat that, befides all the Property which 1 could command 
of my own, I have continually taken up Loans from my F'riends to the otmoll LAtent of my Credit, 
tne Whole of which was invefted in the BufincTs of my Agency, ahhougli the full Aiiujunc docs 
'•ot appear by the monthly Balance of my Accounts. I'o form a jult Idea of ir, at any Ipecilic I’e- 
•■■•'d, the Sums paid by me for the Freight of Veftcls, or for Grain not invoced (all Grain both 
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here and al Bu .kergunge being purchafed only for ready Money), ought to bemadded to the Ba- 
lance of my monthly Account, or fet againft it, and will then Ihew the aflual Sum which I was 
in Advance i but to afcercain this regularly for fuch a Length ot Time, would be an arduous if 
not impradticablc Talk, confidcrinp the Magnitude of the Concern, the infinite Variety of Pur. 
chafes made, the multifarious Diftributions of them on VcfTcl?, and the numbcrlcfs Cafualties 
which happened in fuch an extenfive Bufincls from the Return of the Vcflels, and many other 
Caufes. However I am happy to hear that the Honourable Board have ordered the Accountant 
(lencral to report to them a State of the Average Price ot my Supplies^ the whole Period of my 
Agency, as the fureft Tell of Comparifon to prove the Advantage which the Public has derived 
from it. 

This Advantage will be the more apparent when meafured by the Scale of private Merchants 
here, who, if they employ Agents or Fadlors, mull: fubniit to pay a CommiJfion of 5 per Cenr. 
according to the Cuftom of the Place, upon tiie Dilpatch from hence, and a further Commilhon of 
5 per Cent, upon the Sale at Madras •, which laft Commiflion is drawn upon a much larger Sum 
than the Amount of the Invoice, being on the Amount of the*gro!s Sale, the net Produce of 
which, after deducing that and all other Charges, fiill leaves fuch a Profit to the Owner, that 
every Individual who has engaged to any Extent in the Grain Trade to the Coift is known to have 
gained confiderably by it. 

The Company have not only derived a great Profit by the immediate Difference of Value, 
from having had a more extenfive Concern than any Individual, but in a political Light thiy 
have fccured Refources for the Pay and Subfift^nce of their Army, and evidently provided tar 
the Salvation of the Country, both by prderving their Forces from Defertion, and Inhabitants 
from Famine, in a greater Degree (1 think this Letter will evince) than they could have done by 
the Means of Contrads. A public Agent for the Company, infiead of raifing the Maikct by a 
Competition with Individuals, poflTefles an operative Hand, which gives him this Advantage over 
them : His Office being the greateft Mart in Town, is the Place where the Firft Mullers of 
Gran, and the Firft Offers of Freight, arc generally produced; and the Current Piice (though I 
ever cautioufly avoided being the Firft to raife it) was in fome Menfure regulated by his Standard. 
Thefe are Fads which Experience has fully proved, I never gave more for the Freight of Rice 
to Madras than 5 S* R* Bag ; and Individuals, though the y found it anfwrr their Purpofe 
fometimes to pay a higher Freight, generally confined themfelves to that Rttc. Since my Aijenry 
has ccafed, the Price of Freight is confiderably increafed, notwithftanding the Number of Com- 
pany’s Ships now laden for Madras, and the Qiiantity of Rice already imported there. The 
Caufc of this Increale is not wholly to be afenbed to the Dellrudion committed by the French 
Fleet in the Bay, that having been very trivial, although at the Time alarming, but it is owing 
to the Competition of private Merchants, who. feeing that the public Supplies have ce.;fed to be 
lent, and knowing that the Exigencies which they tended to relieve muft be fatisfied, conclude 
that the Wants at Madras will be the* more urgent from this Caufe, and that Grain will bear a 
Value in Propc)rtion to them. 

“ For the Sake of the diftreffed Natives at Madras I fincerely hope that?*^this Rage for prcffirg 
• a beneficial T'radc will glut the Market wiih Grain; but I really apprehend that it will produce 
no fuch Confcqucnce. The Merchants, though notin One Cohibinaiion, aie in One Piaiicamenr, 
and will naturally afk the Profit they exped. — Rice is an in8ifpen!able Commodity, and mult be 
had at any Rate. If Government fix the Price to prevent Extortion, they muft hive an equitable 
Kigcird to the Advantage of the Owner, who (as I have obferved before) has paid high for his 
Concern. 

If the Board had thought proper to accept of my Offer fi^r a ContraLT:, and concluded it with 
me accordingly for any Length of Time, I muft have thrown myfelf upon the Indulgence of 
(jovernment, as the only Means of faving me and my Securities from the ruinous KflVcfts of per- 
levering in it ; for the Price of Freight rofe fo fuddenly and fo high that it woukl have been 
impolfiblc for me, by any Exertions of my own, to have fulfilled my Engagements. I am the 
more grateful therefore that the Board did not accept my Offer in this Light. 

1 believe it has been an invariable Rule for all Contracts made in India to contain Stipula- 
tions for Advances of Money previous to the Performance of Services, which, cnnfidenng ilie 
luccllitous Stale of many Contradlors, and the high Intereft of Money, is a moft material Object 
for them to I'ccure, Indeed, without it their Terms muft be proportionably higher; the Contractor 
might juftify a Failure in his Engagements if neceffary by the Want of h;s regular Advances, 
which are leldom paid to tlie Day, and being thus exempted from the Penalty of the Contradl by 
• Sic in Ofig. kirll Breach ot it laying ^ in the Company, would polfibly continue to execute it no longer than 

while it proved advantageous to him, — Dif'ppointments would enfuc, and the Service be con- 

rr.krahly injured before a frcih Contract could be formed. Bcfides, in a Bufinefs which is liable 
to great Muctuntion, the Contradtor, in his Propofal to fccurc himlelf from Contingencies, mult 

t Sic in Ori^^ include laige original Profit upon the actual a Circumftance which might in any invent prove 

clH.idvantagcous to the Company, on the One Hand, by Dilappointments as above fiippofcd in cafe 
tlie Puce flK;uld increafe ; and on the other, by an enormous fupcifluous Expence, in cafe it 
tall. I mean not to apply this Obfcrvation in any inftance to the Company’s Orders ; I mention 
it (imply as it occuis on my own Calc ; for although I ihould have confidcrcd myfelf bound ia 

Honour 
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Honour to continue the Serrice, a toft, while my Refources wofald cfiabie me •, thefe 

muft very loon have dried and an unavdidable Failure enfued, had my Contract been accepted 
and the Execution of it infined dn. ^ 

“ Such probably would have been the Cafe with the Contra^, which the Prefidency of Bombay 
informed the Honourable Court of Directors they could have concluded for Rice deliverable at 
Bombay, at Ruows 5 : 3 Time when my Confignmcnt to them was fo much 

higher : At leaft it is clear the.Contraftor would have been a confidcrablc Lofcr by fuch a Bargain • 
for only the Freight to Madras, which is Icfs than Half the Diftancc, was Four Rupees per Bag* 
and the Price of Grain then about Nine Rupees per Bag. I very much doubt whether the Contract 
which was entered into afterwards by the Prefidency of Bombay^ and advifed of in their Letter of 
17th Auguft 1781, for 50,000 Bags of Rice, was ever fulfilled by the Contradtor. Indeed, 1 have 
good Keafiii to Wieve it was not } but the only fair Way of drawing a Comparifon is, from the 
current and rcUtili.Erices at each Place at the fame Point of Time! I wifli I could fay with Pre- 
cifion what was the Price of Grain at Bombay when the Confignmcnt from hence arrived there. 
At Madrasi am fure there was .ilways a Profit upon them, and fometimes a high one, I mean the 
Difference between the Invoice and the Market Price, which I ftated particulaily in my Letter of 
the 2 iff January 1782, and which is fince greatly increafed. 

“ If the Prefidency of Bombay have it in their Power to make Contrafts fo much cheaper than 
the Supplies which they received from this Government, I muft confefs it appears extraordinary to 
me, that they (hould have lately indented to you for 40,000 Bags of Rice. It is proper alfo to take 
Notice, that my Accounts are in Current Rupcci?, thofc of Bombay, in Rupees of a much higher 
Denomination. 

“ Conceiving that the Calculation which appears in the 42d Paragraph Of the General Letter 
has been made by I'omc of the Officers under the Honblc. the Court of Dircdlors, I cannot help 
taking upon me to correft it, as I fear it has tended to miflead them. The Sum of 1 5,92,500 O R* 
effimated to be required in 1781-2, was to include Commiffion, which in that Cafe ought not to 
have been computed upon it, but deduced from it, and in faft would have amounted to no more 
than Current Rupees 2,07,717: 6 inftead of Current Rupees 2,58,875; and the Exchange of 
2s. od. per Current Rupee, at which the fuppofed Commiffion is converted into Pounds Sterling, 
is a Rate higher than js ever allowed. The Company’s prefent Exchange for Bills, payable at 
Twelve Months Sijgh^, is only Two Shillings, but at the Exchange fixed for the Salaries of the 
Members of the Board and the Judges, which is the proper Rate for its immediate Converfion, 
the above Commiffion would yield only 18,292!. 16s. 5d. inftead of 26,873!. * 

“ I acknowledge that the original Commiffion was high, and the unexpected Amount of the 
Supplies on which it was drawn, made it an ObjeCl of Importance; but this did not cfcape the At- 
tention of your Honourable Board, fince you confidered and thought fit to reduce it, and the Re- 
duction accordingly took Place upwards of 12 Months before the Arrival of the Commands from 
the Honourable the Court of Directors, now tranfmitted to me. 

“ In my Letter of the 24th ultimo, I meant not to fuggeft an Oppofition to the Orders of the 
Honourable the Court of Directors for conducting the Bufinefs by Contract, but only to offer my 
Services voluntarily and gracuitouQy, with the Benefit of the Experience I had acquired for the 
public, Welfare, at a Time it feemed moft to require them, and by that Means to extinguifh any 
Impreffion or Idea, that my Advantages had exceeded my Deferts. It is painful to plead my 
own Prctenfions, but I have feen many Peffons fince my Rcfidcnce in India with lefs official 
Truft, lefs arduous Attention to their Duty, and lower Standing in the Service than myfclf, de- 
rive greater Fortunes from their Stations in it, than the uimoft which I can fay I am pofiefled of. 

I lliould never have thought of murmurring at this in the common Chance of Things, but it 
makes my Situation the more unlucky in being fingular for Difapprobation or an Idea of uncom- 
mon Favour. 4 

“ I foal! conclude with requefting, that you will be pleafed to order a Copy of this Letter to be 
fenc a Number in your next Packet to tlie Honblc. the Court of Directors, with fuch Remarks of 
I'-ludications as you m.iy think proper to make upon it. (a)

The Counfel for the Defendant ftated, that as to the Two next Allegations of the 
Charge, namely, tha; the Provifions delivered by Mr. Auriol were of a bad Quality, and 
that Mr. Haftings being informed of itdifeouraged all Enquiry touching thcTame, they 
(hould give no Evidence, they being abandoned by the Profccutors. As to the re- 
maining Subjea, viz. Mr. Auriol’s being to account upon Honour, though not made 
an Allegation in the Charge, yet, having been made Matter of Evidence, they fliould 
proceed to flicw that in other Cafes of a (iniilar Nature, it was the Courfe for the 
Agent to account upon Honour.

• The Counfel for the Defendant defircd Mr. Auriol might be called in. 

Mr. AURIOL was accordingly again called in, and examined as follows : 

Was the Commifllon of 15 per Cent, the ufual Commtffion paid to the public Agents ? 

A. It was i bcfides the Inftanccs which have been mentioned, I believe there are many more. 
There were Commiflaries of Supplies to all the Brigades on the Bengal Eftablifliment and to the 
Prefidency of Fort William. I was Commiflary of Supplies to the rrefidency of Fort William, 
in the Year 1775, before I was appointed Secretary, and drew a Commifllon of 1 5 per Cent, upon 
my Diftjurfemcnis, as did all thofc other Commiflaries. 

Were the Supplies furniflicd by you uniformly of the beft Qirality as far as you could pro- 
cure them to be of that Quality, and charged upon the lowed Terms ? 

A. They were. There was a Complaint from Madras of the Quality of the Rice fent to tl>em 
in the Year 1782 j but 1 beg' Leave to explain in a few Words how that arofe. Early in Oftober 
1782, I believe I addrefled the Board reprefcniing to them a probable Scarcity of Grain, and that 
I had a large Quantity on Hand, and requefted Orders in confcquence regarding the Supplies of 
Madras. A Ihort Time afterwards there came very prcfllng Letters from Madras, which mentioned 
that in Confcquence of a Gale of Wind they were deprived of the Supply of almoft all the Grain 
then in theRoads, and that they were in a ftarving Condition. The Board immediately ordered that all 
the Grain which I had, and which I could procure, (hould be fent off immediately, and that the 
Commanders of the Vcffcls fliould be rewarded for their fpeedy Arrival. At ^is Time a Quantity of 
Rice had been ordered by the Board from the Diftrifi: of Rungporc, and was fent down by the 
Colledor. On its Arrival the greatcR Part of it proved to be very bad, and it was rejefted at my 
Infiance as unfit to be fent. All the Grain which I had, or could procure in the Markets was ladtn on 
Board the Veflels, and not being fuificient to complete their Cargoes, I was under the Neceflity of 
difpatching them with incomplete Ladings, or of filling them up with the Rice from Rungpore, 
which not being purchaied by me I drew no Commiflion upon, and therefore could have no Intereft 
in fending it *, but I did fend it, and I believe that was the Caufe of the Complaint from Madras. 

Q^ Were the Accounts of your Dilburfcincnts which you delivered in upon Honour, fuch as you 
will now verify upon Oath ? 

A. To the beft of my Knowledge I believe them to be true and juft Accounts, rather difadvan- 
tageous to myfelf than the Company, becaufe I made the Purchafes long before they were charged 
to the Company from the Neceflity of the Cafe, and there could be no Vouchers, becaufe the Grain 
was purchafed as it could be got in the Markets, and paid for with ready Money. 

Q. At the Time when you was firft appointed to this Agency, was it forefeen that it would be 
neceffary to fend Supplies to fuch an Extent as afterwards happened, or during fuch a Length 
of Time? 

A. I believe nor. I did not expedt it. 

Q^ Was there, from the Time of your firft Appointment, a qfknfiderable Rife in the Freight ? 

A. The Freight rofe more than double when I made my Propofal ; I think the Freight was about 
Two Rupees a Bag, and role to 5 J in the Courfe of the Service. 

Q^ What Proportion did the Freight, when at the bigheft, bear to the original Coft of the 
Grain ? 

A. The original Coft of the beft Grain was about Two Rupees a Bag, anJ never varied 
very much, except in the Inltancc of the Scarcity I have mcmioneii. , 

Q. Was you li.iblc to various incidental Charges which you did not receive from the 
Board ? 

A. I wasj after my Return from Madras, 1 allowed my Brother for his Afliftance in the 
Service, a (garter Part of my Commiflion i befidcs which, I employed Clerks and Agents, 
which I did not charge to the Company, and other Charges before the Commiflion was reduced, 
which 1 have fpecified in my Letters to the Board. 

Q. Was you often cotjfiderably in Advance on the public Account ? 

A. Almoft continually.

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Was you obliged to raifc Money on your own Credit to make fuch Advance ? 

A. I was; I had my own Bonds omftanding againft me, bc-ring an intereft of 10 per Cent 
for Money fo borrowed, at one Time to the Extent of near 50,000 1 . bcfides the Amoiint of my 
own Fortune. 

Was this at thfc Time that the Company was in the greatefl: Diftrefs for Want of 
Money i 

A. It was on Account of the Company’s great Diftrefs for Want of Money. 

Crofs-examined by the Managers for the Commons. 

Q. Whether you was concerned in the Corn Trade, or in what Trade, at that Period of 
Time ? 

A. I was not concerned in any Trade at the Time of my Appointment? 

What other Offers were made for fupplying the Grain at the Time you had your Commif- 

fion i 

A. At that Time I did not know of any. 

0^ Whether, or no, you had any Converfation relative to the Terms of the Contract with Mn 
Ilaftings before it appeared at the Board ? 

A. There was fomc Converfation paffed at the Board upon my fuggefting it ; in confequence of 
which Converfation, I believe the lait Paragraph of my Letter, offering to fopply by Agency, 
was added : All the Members of tlic Board were ^leafed to pay me fome Compliments, and to fay, 
they preferred an Agency in my Hands to a Contradf. 

Q. Whether they paid you that Compliment on the Prefumption of your Knowledge in that 
Article of Dealing ? 

A. I believe not j but upon their long Acquaintance with and Experience of my Services. 

Qi Of what Services ? Were they in the Way of Contradt or Agency ? 

A. Chiefly as Secretary to the Government. 

Q. Then you got that Agency as a Reward for thofe Services 5 are you to be fo undcr- 
ftood ? * 

A. I conficlercd it Ss a Reward, but in this Light, as giving me a Preference to any otlicr 
Perfoji, not giving me any Advantages which another Perfon in fuch a Situation would not have 
had. 

How came you to fay, ‘ to give you the Preference’, when there was no Competition ? 

A. Bccaufe, as the Service was to be performed, I did fuppofe fome Pei Ion mnfl be appointed 
to execute it, and any Perfon fixed upon would probably have undertaken the Ollico. 

Is the Office of Secretary to the Council a Sinecure, or an Office of a great deal of Em- 
ployment ? 

A. It was certainly an Office of very laborious Employment ; but a Circumftance happened 
regarding myfclf, which I lhall take the Liberty to Itate. My PreJcccffor, Mr. Stuart, when 
appointed to the Office by the Government conlVituted under the Ad of Parliament, was al- 
lowed 2,500 Siec.a Rupees a Month, and that y\llowancc was referred to the Comt of DircTors, 
who tacitly approved of ir. When I was appointed, the Allowance was reduced to 1,800 Rupees 
a Month, and I never drew any more. Latterly, I uiidcrlland that it lias been cncieafed by 
Lord Cornwallis, to about 5,000 Rupees a Month. 

Who reduced ir, when the Court of Diredors had approved of a larger Salary to Mr. 
Stu.irt ? 

A. I faid, ‘ tacitly approved ;’ it was reduced by the Board* 

q. What Board ? 

A. The Governor General and Council. 

0 ^ What Governor General and Council ? 

A. Confilling of Mr. Mailings, General Clavering, Colonel Monfon, Mr. Harwell, and Mr. 
Francis. 

q^ Did Mr. Haftings objed to the Uedudion ? 

A. I believe he did ; but I am not quite pofuive at this Diftance of Time ; I think he did. 

q. Did Mr. Haftings reduce or confent to the Redudion of all the Salaries, wliole I'.xiftcnce 
at a higher Rate had been tacitly approved of by the Couit of Diredors f 

A. No ; I believe nor. 

q Do you not know that Mr. Haftings adually augmented Salaries, without any tacit or other 
Approbation of the Court of Directors ? 
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The Counfcl for the Defendant defired the Managers for the Commons to ftaw to 
Vvhat Part of the Charge the Qiiellion applied. 

The .Vlnnagcrs for the Commons made Anfwcr, ‘ to no Part of the Charge.’ 

Then the CounPl for the Defen.lant ohjeaed to the Queftion. 

Then all the preceding Qiieftions and Anfwers upon the Crofs-examination, except 
the Two fiilt, were react by the Clerk, (c?) 

The Counfel for the Defendant waived their Objefllort. 

The Witneis faid, 

. A. I fear I am not iindciAood as to the Meaning of the Word ‘ Reward.’ 

The Managers for the Commons defired the Witnefs might firft anfwcr the Queftion. 

The Witnefs faid, 

A. Mr. Haftings and the Council augmented many Salaries. I mentioned the Reduftion of 
my own as a Circumllancc which made me conlider the Agency as a Reward. It was never 
mcniioned by tlic Board as a Reward tor the Kedudion of my Salary. Tlie Rcalon they gave me 
for their .ippointing me, was the Confidence they placed in me. 

Q. Whether do you know that Mr. Haftings* gave it to you cxprcfsly upon the Idea of the 
former or prelent Incompetence of it to your .Services f 

A. I cannot really lay what Motive might operate upon Mr. Haftings’s Mind, but I am con- 
fident that he never mentioned my Salary at the Time. 

Q. Whether you are quite fure of that ? 

A. I think I have CitI, 1 am as pofitive as I can be of any Thing at this great Diftance of Time. 

Whether any Converfation pafled between you and Mr. Haftings upon that Subjed, pre- 
vious to your having the Agency or Contr.ad ? 

A. I have mentic^ned that Ibmc did pafs, which I have ftated, • 

Q. When, where, and what ? 

A. At the Board : I have ftated it. • 

Then the following Queftion and Anfwcr were read by the Clerk, viz. 

* Q: (/>) Whether, or no, you had any Converfation relative to the Terms of the Contract with 
‘ Mr. H ilUiigs before it appeared at Jthe Board? 

* A. 'rhere was ibmc Convcrfaiion pafted at the Board upon my fufigefting ir v in confequcncc 

* of whic h Corivei ration I believe the laft Paragiaph of my Letter, offering to fupply by Agency, 

* was aJdal. All the Mcmbcis of the Board were pleafed to pay me Ibmc Compliments, and to 
‘ fay, that they preferred an Agency in my Hands to a Contract/ 

The Witneis defired his Anfwer might ftand the Members’" not ‘‘ all the Mem- 
bers of the Board/’ as he was not fare whether all the Members were prefent at the 
Time. 

Q. Whether tliere was any previous Converfation before that which took Place at the Board ? 

A. I believe I mentioned to Mr, Haftings my Intention to oftbr Propolals if he had no Ob- 
jection, and he did approve of it — nothing more. 

When you fay that fomebody elfe mull have had the fame 15 per Cent. — how do you know 
tli.it no Merchant or Trader of the Bazar would have undertaken it at a lower Commiflion? 

A. I do not recollect I have faid fo. 

Then the following (^eftions, before put to the Witnefs, and his Anfwers to the 
fame, were read by the Clerk : 

* (r) Of what Services ? Were they in the Way of Contract or Agcnqy ? 

‘ A. CineHy as Secretary to the Government/ 

‘ I'hen you got that Agency as a Reward for thofc Services ; — are you to be fo underftood? 

* A. 1 confidered it as a Reward ; but in this Light, as giving me a Preference to any other Per- 
‘ fun i not giving me any Advantage which ancther Perfon in fuch a Situation would not have had.* 

Then the Witnefs faid, 

A. If any Perfon had been appointed Ageot, it would of Courfe have been a Company’s Servant, 
n'')t a Merchant who was not in the Service. I cannot tell Upon what Terms a Merchant would 
have undertaken it.

A. Not that I know of. 

Q. What is the Amount of the Value of the Grain fiipplled by you ?

Who was Accountant General ? 

A. Mr. Larkins. 

How did you account with Mr. Larkins ? 

A. I lent my Accounts in to the Board, not to Mr. Larkins. 

Q. Whether in this Bufmefs Mr. Larkins had no Audit of your Accounts, nor,, made any 
Obfervations upon them f 

A. Mr. Larkins had an Audit by Order of the Board, and made fome Obfervations wliich are 
upon Record. 

Q, Then you are to be underftood contrary to what you faid,< — that you did account with Mr. 
Larkins ? 

A. I fent my Accounts monthly to the Board, and the Board referred them to the Accountant 
General’s Office. 

When the Accountant General pafled your Account, did he demand, upon every Particular 
of thefe Accounts, Vouchers f • 

A. He did not demand Vouchers *, and for the greateft Part of them no Vouchers exifted, as 
1 have already explained, bccaufe tlie Purchafes were madealmoft daily in the Market for re.rdy 
Money -and the Grain purchafed was the only Voucher. 

Q. Had you the Vouchers to identify that fo much Grain was purchafed with fo much ready 
Money ? 

A. Mufters or Samples of the Grain were regularly brought to me or my Brother, and if we 
approved of the Qiiality and Price, we ordered the Purchafe to be made, and the C^iantity weighed 

off by our own People. 

« 

The Queftion was repeated. 

A., I had no Voucher but the Grain itfclf ; that is what I meant to fay. 

The Queftion is not what Voucher you had, but what Voucher was produced to Mr. Lar- 
kins when he made up the Accounts f 

A. 1 have faid, none. 

Q. Then you arc to be underftood that Mr. Larkins m*ade up your Accounts without feeing 
Vouchers ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Whether you believe tliat Mr. Haflings knew that your Accounts were made up by Mr. 
Larkips without Vouchers? 

A. I think Mr. Larkins, in his Report of Audit, mentioned that he had not called for Vouchers, 
Such Vouchers ns 1 could Iiave produced, I was always ready to have produced ; I mean the Sums 
p.iid for f reight, for Sloops and Demurrage, and thofc incidental Services which admitted of 
them. 


Did Mr. Haftings fee that Report, ftated to be without Vouchers? 
A. I believe he did. 


Whether it was ufual in Mr. Ilaftings’s Government to receive Accounts without feeing the 
Vouchers ? 

A. I believe not j it is according to the Nature of the Office; there arc different Offices and 
different Departments. 

Q. Whether you abfolutely executed the Bufinefs yourfelf? 

A. I fuperintended the Execution of it by my Brother and my own Agents. 

Qi Whether you ^id not purchafe at Calcutta, and in the Country, a very toiifiJerable Pait of 
this Grain ? 

A. I purchafed it almoft all at Calcutta, except fome few Articles that could not be procured 
at Calcutta, and for which my BroUicr wrote to an Acquaintance at Patna, but they were very 
triflintf. 


Q; When you purchafed any Grain by your Agent, did you not check or controul the Ac- 
couiu.s yourfelf in any Way ? 

A.^ 1 have mentioned the Manner in which I checked and controuled them ; I faw the Mufters 
«nd S.imples and agreed to the Prices. 

q. Did 
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Q. Dill r’ fv I R'chico no V(,nch^‘r‘j to vou cl. at ti.ry had aflgally purcliafcd chat Grain for fuch

A. 1 he A ci;/,mrrj’s Account of C c t^iunr'ty weighed off duly, was the only Proof I had 

Q. ! !(.'.v ^ainr you not to produce thole Proofs which you had from your Agents when you 
accuunfLu \^rh Mr. I.-ukins? ^ 

A. Ml. LarkhJb callcvl upon me for no Voucliers. 

Y(^u have faid of your Accounts, that they were made up rather to your own Prejudice than 
to that ot the Company ; wh t do you mean by that ? 

A. I have in Pa;t ex|daine(i: 1 meant that the Grain was purchafed by me f^metimes aeon 
fuler.ibtc while Ipctore it was ch irged to the Company, and the Wallage and Lois in the intcrmc- 
diate i ime was mine, bccaufe I charged them only for the Qiianiities adtually lluppcd. 

What Vouchers had you for that? 

A. d'lio Bills of Lading. 

Q. Did you produce thofc Bills of Lading to Mr. Larkins ? 

A. 'riic 7 were lent iti to the Board and forwarded by the Veflels to Madras, and Duplicates 
afrerwaids lent. 

Was you not appointed Agent for Supplies to the other Prefidcncics as well as Madras ? 

A. 1 was. ^ 

At thofe Prefidcncics was there any Fartiinc, or any Necefiity for any very extraordinary 
Supply ? 

A. I never fent more to thofe Prefidcncics than they adually indented for. 

That is not the Qiicrtion a(l<ed ? 

A. It appears to me to be an Anfwer. 

Then the Qiicftioii and Anfwer were read by the Clerk j and the Witnefs was alked, 

Were they in the Diftrefs which Madras is dated to have been in ? 

A. I believe not i but they who were bell acquainted with their own Wants did write for thofe 
Supplies to Bengal, • 

The (^icdion is not, whether they were demanded, but whether there reigned that Ne- 
cciruy which txilted in Madras? • 

A. I have laid, not. 

Whether you do not know there were Complaints from Bombay of the Supply ? 

A. 1 know that there were Complaints from Bombay of the high Rate of the Supply, but I 
• know that alter making thofe Complaints they wrote to have it continued, 

Q. Did not the Court of Diieftors cenfure that Supply and the Terms of it? 

A. I'hey did *, and after the Receipt of their Letter, the Agency was abolilhed. 

Q. But not before the Court of Directors had teftified their extreme Difapprobation ? 

A. I'he Agency was not abulifhed before-, but ihc Governor General and Council wrote to 
Madras that they were willing to abolidi the Agency, and to adopt any other Mode which they 
ihouglic might lend more cftcdually to their Relief j and this was a confiJerable Time before it 
was abolillicd. 

Q. Do you not know that the Court of Diredtors confidered it as an unncceflary Expenditure 
of the Com{)any's Money ? 

A. I can only tell or only judge how the Court of Diredlors confidered it from the Terms of 
their Letter, 

Did not you charge Seven Rupees a Bag for this Supply of Rice fent to Bombay ? 

A. I do not recollcdl cxadlly what the Charge was. 

Ck Whether you do not believe it came to that ? 

A. 1 fancy it did. 

Whaiier Five Rupees a Bag were not charged for Freight alone ? i 
A. 1 leldom paid lo much fur Freight as private Merchants for their own Account; and I 
know that private Merchants paid Five Rupees and a Half and upwards, I believe, to Madras 
only, which is not above Halt the Diftance. 

The Qiiellion is, whether or no you did not charge Five Rupees per Bag for Freight only 
above the Seven ? 

A. No; 1 did not certainly. 

Q. The Qiu'ftion is, whether the Whole of the Charges did not amount to Seven Rupees the 
Bag? • 

A. I ima^iinc the Cod mud have been about Two, and the Freight Five. 

7 Q. Did 
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(V Dill not yoo charge a Commiflion as well upon the Freight and the Charges as upon the 
Prime C<ift of the Commodity you bought at Bengal ? 

A. 1 did, until it was reduced » that was my Rule until it was reduced. 

<y Did Mr. HaAings reduce it of himfelfj and upon his own Motion? 

A. Ii was rctluced by the B.)ard. 

Did Mr. Haftings propofe the Reduftion of it, and carry the Reduftion of it or not, of his 
owii Ac'ord, from the Scnic of the Impropriety of fo enormous a Charge ? 

A. If he did, it will appear upon the Record. 

The QucAion is, tie fetSa., you being Secretary of the Council and Contraftor, whether 
Mr. iLAings did lediicc the Agency himfclf ? 

A. He did not move the Reduction of it, I believe j I believe it was reduced in confequence 
of a Letter which 1 addrefled to the Board while Mr. HaAings was up the Country, and it 
was taken iniO Confideration after Mr. HaAings’s Return. 

Q. ^^'hy did you charge it fo high firA, and reduce it afterwards ? 

A. 1 charged it according to the Rule cAabliAied for me } and fuggcAed the Redudion foon 
after my Retuin from Madras, in confequence of the great Increafe of Freight, and 1 believe 
from lomeCunveridtion I had With Mr. Macpherlbn upon the Subjefl. 

What was your Converfation with Mr. Miepheribn upon the Subjefl ? 

A. Mr. Maepheribn told me tb£ Commiffion was confidered as high, and upon Charges partU 
cularly. 

Then it was Mr. Maepheribn that fuggcAed to you the Reduction, and not Mr. HaAings ? 

A. 1 came in the Ship from Madras with Mr. Maepherfon, and I chink it was either on Board 
the Ship, or foon after our Arrival s Mr. HaAings was at that Time up the Country. 

When was any Complaint received from Bombay relative to thefe exceflive Charges ? 

A. 1 do not recullebi the Date when, but I believe it was in 1781. 

^ Was not the Company in very great DiArefs for Want of Money at that Time ? 

A. The DiArefs for Money was very great at that Period of Time. 

Q. Was there no Complaint from any of the Prcfidencies of the evil Quality, of the inferior 
Quility of the Rice ? 

A. i have Aated it and explained it. 

Q. Do you rccolledk, whether or no, Mr. HaAings did not perfdnally declare to you, that this 
P. tl was incrnded as a Reward for yuur long and laborious Services which had hitherto been unpro>- 
fita! Ic to you, as your Income fell Aiort of your neceffary Expence in this former Period; and that 
when )ouobtainrd the Plai-c of Secretary, the Board reduced the Salary from 2,500 Rupees per 
Menl'em, to 1,800 Rupees, which was a Sum fcarcely fuAicient to maintain you in it with Credit ? 
Did Mr. HaAings declare that to you ? 

A. ,1 hat feems to be a QiicAion from a Letter from me to the Board. 

Did Mr. HaAings ever declare fo to you, or not ? 

A. 1 conclude he muA have fo Aated it, if I have faid fo in that Letter ; I do not at this Mo- 
ment reculIcA the CircumAances particularly, or the Time. 

Q. Do you recollc(A whether or not Mr. HaAings ever had Converfation with you to this 

A. 1 believe he muA have had Converfation to that EATcA with me, becaufc I Aated fomething 
of that Kind when the CircumAance was more recent. 

The QueAion is, whether you mean to fay you do, or not, recolledt whether Mr. HaAings had 
fome luch Converfation with you, or not? 

A. 1 cannot at this Moment recoiled when that Converfation took Place or the CircumAances 
of it. 

Then the followipg Queftion and Anfwer Were read by the Clerk. 

* Q. (<») Whether you do not know that Mr. HaAings gave it you cxprcfsly upon the Idea of 
‘ the tormer or prefent Incompetency of the Salary to your Services ? 

‘ A. 1 cannot really fay what Motive might operate upon Mr. HaAings’s Mind, but I am confi- 
dent that he never mentioned my Salary at the Time.’ 

The Witnefs added to his former Anfwer as follows : 
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Qi Whether, when you wrote to the Board, you wrote ‘ that the Members of the Board at 
‘ the fame Time perfonally declared to you, that this Poll was intended as a Reward for your 
‘ long and laborious Services which had hitherto been unprofitable to you, as your Income fell 

* Ihort of your neceflary Expence in this former Period j and that when you obtained the Place of 
‘ Secretary, the Board reduced the Salary from 2,500 Rupees per Mcnfem, to i,8oo, which was a 

* Sum (carcely fufficient to maintain you in it with Credit ?’ Do you recollcft writing to that E f&ft ? 

A. I do recollect I did write to that Effedt. 

Q. How do you reconcile that which you then wrote, with the Confidence you now profefs, that 
Mr. Tiaftings did not at that Time mention any Thing with refpeft to the Salary ? * 

A. Bccaufc 1 believe fome Converfation to that ElTcd muft have taken Place foon after I received 
the Appointment; I am pretty certain it ilid not take Place at the Board, bccaufc the Bufiacla 
of the Council palled regularly without any Converfation of that Sort. 

The L.ettcr being “ The Members of the Board at the fame Time perfonally declared to 
me this Poll was intended as a Reward” — Why did you write, if you did write, that the Members 
of the Board at the fame Time did perfonally declare fo to you ? 

A. I certainly wrote fo, and I think it might have been after Council, when Converfation was 
general. I am not certain as to that, when it took place. 

(By a Lord.) You faid it was agreed you was to account upon Honour, and that has been 
the I'raClice lince; is it ufual when a Perfon is to^account upon Honour to demand Vouchers, and 
whether that would not totally change the Nature of an Account upon Honour? 

A. I believe it is not ufual, and it is generally underllood for thofc Offices where Vouchers are 
difficult if not impofilble to be had for all the Expenditures. 

The Witnefs was dire£led to withdraw. 

To flicw a fimilar Inftance of accounting upon Honour in Lord Cornwallis’s 
Time, 

Read, from Book 524, the following Extraft of a Confultationpf the 6th November 
1790, beginning at Page 135 of the fame Book.

“ As it is an Objeft of the firft Importance to provide for the Draft of our Artillery, in the 
completed Manner, I propofc to colled all the trained Draft Cattle from the dif^renc Stations 
within our Reach, cither by Land or Water Conveyances, and to authorize the Purchafe of any 
good, ferviceable, and well-trained Hackney Bullocks that may be procurcable, either at the Pre- 
fidency, or at Muxadavad, My Objed will be to obtain, at lead, i,ooo Head of the belt and moll 
efficient Cattle, but, as we hardly hope to accomplilh it, I propofc, that any Deficiency lhall be 
made up by young and new Cattle, to be purchafed by Mr. Biddulph, who is now on the Spot 
at Purneah ; and tho’ I am aware they will not become immediately ufeful, I am Hill in hopes, 
that by Exertion and Care in training them, they may be made ferviceable in a Ihort Time. 

I propol'e to make ufe of the Agency of Mr. Biddulph the Contrador at Purneah, and that 
he Ihould employ his Agent Mr. Ritfo at Berhampore. The Contrador’s Agency will be made 
ulc of at the Prefidency, but as the Cattle procured by Mr. Biddulph, over and above what he ob* 
tained to complcat the Eftablilhmcnt, will not fall within the Terms' of his Contrad, it will be 
proper, that fome Gratuity Ihould be given to the Contrador for his Agency in the Bufinefs, 
the Amount of which may be determined, when his Accounts, tttefted upon Honour, are given 
in. (a)

T H E Lords being in their Places, the Houfe refumed, the ufual Proclamations 
made, and the Defendant appearing at the Bar, the Lord Chancellor informed 
the Counfel for the Defendant, they might proceed in his Defence. 

The Counfel for the Defendant ftated, that the next Article of this Charge was the 
Contract made with Mr. Belli, alledged, to have been a new Office or Appointment 
created by the Defendant, namely, the Appointment of an Agent for the Supply of 
Stores and Provifions for the Garrifon of JPort William in Bengal, for which Ap- 
pointment no adequate Neceflky did then exift ; and that, in the Spirit of criminal 
Partiality to his own Favourites, he nominated and appointed to the faid Agency 
Mr. Belli, who at that Time was, and did continue to be, his confidential and pri- 
vate Secretary 

As to which they (hould firft fhew, that a Dcp6t of Stores and Provifions for the 
Ganifon of Fort William was a Meafure proper at all Times, and under all Circum- 
ftances, and particularly fo at the Time, and under the cxifting Circumftances, when 
it took Place, in tlje Inftance in Queftion. 

And fhc Firft Evidence they fliould produce would be a Document as early as the 
Year. 1711. 

Read from a feparate Paper, indorfed as follows, “ Draught of General Letter to 
Bengal, 28th December .711, per Mary Marlborough Kent,” the following Extraft, 
beginning at Paragraph 8 1 of the fame Letter. 

“ London, the 28 ih December 1711. 


“ Our Prcfident and Council of Bengal. 

“ 81. It had been wrote us that ffort W" lying in the Belly of the Country, the Natives, if in 
open floftili y. might ilarvc you out ; but wc know not how to think it, fince, by lying on the 
Ed,;e of the Kiver, you have that always open. The Natives have no Maritime Strength, and 
Pii'viiions might be drought by Sea*, but to prevent this, wc would have you always well llorcd 
w.li hi. «*, Sec . * Previfions for your own Occalions, as well as w' is annually required for 
fior. S' Qgprge, and w"* you muft fend them as often as you can, anti as much as they write 
for ; but at y' lame l ime be very careful that y* Salt Provifions you provide be good of their 
Kind, and well taken care of, for we hear fome lately fent thither proved bad, and was, the 
greateftParc of it, forced to be thrown away, of w'*' you will hear more from Madrafs.

The Counfel for the Defendant ftated, they fhould next refer to the printed Mi- 
nutes, Page 1410, to fliew, that, at the Time of the Appointmertt of Mr. Bflli, Mr. 
Francis agreed “ that it was proper in all Circumftances, and more* particularly perhaps 
at that Jundure, that a Store of Provifions iliould be depofited at Fort William.”* 

To fliew, that in 1785 the Direflors and Board of Controul agreed in the Necef- 
fity of keeping a regular and continued Supply of Provifions at Fort William, to 
anfvver any paiticular Emergency, 

Read, from Book 560, the following Extract of a General Letter, from the Court 
of Direftors, to the Board at Bengal, dated 27th March 1787, beginning at Paragraph 
y6 of the fame Letter. 

“ 76. We have taken a View of your Proceedings fince the Expiration of the Contraft with Mr. 
Belli, relative to keeping up a Depot of Vidualling Stores in the Garrifon of Fort William i and 
molt heartily concur with you in applauding the Conduft of Mr. Belli, whofe Fidelity and Ai* 
fiduity in the Difcharge of his Duty is fully proved by the Circumftances brought forward to our 
Notice in the 63d Paragraph of your General Letter of the loth December 1784. 

“ 77. We agree with you in the Ncceflity of keeping a regular and continued Supply of Provi- 
fions at Fort William, to anfwer any particular Emergency *, at the fame Time we wi(n to render 
the fame as little cxpenlive as pofiible. We conceive that the Frugality or Exorbitancy of that 
Expence depends in a great Meafurc on the Mode in which thofc Supplies are provided. We fee 
no Realbn to doubt that the Meafures you have, taken, as ftated in your different Letters and 
Confultations, have been direfted to that Objed i but as you obferve that a Redudion of the 
former Expence in fupplying Fort William with an annual Store of Provifions, can only be made 
by regular and gradual Experiments, we exped, now that you have had the Benefit of more Ex* 
perience, and have examined the Subject to the Bottom, you have come to a Dccifion upon itt 
and will, with your firft Convenience, report it to us, together with the Reafons which have in- 
duced you ultimately to form that Decifion. 

“ 78. One Obfervation it is impoirible for us not to make, upon the Whole of what you 
have laid before us.— The Garrifon Storekeeper is not only to receive a Commiflion of Eight 
per Cent, on furnilhing the neceffary Articles, but alfo a like Commilfion on fuch Stores as it 
may be deemed neceliary to difpofe of } we are therefore naturally led to afle, wherein is the 
Check eftablifhed, either to prevent his not urging you to purchaie, frotn Time to Time, a 
greater Quantity of Stores than may be really neceffary, or in the proper Care of the Stores when

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porchafcd* fo « that they may not be again difpofcd of on growing unfcrviccable, before it would 
be otherwife neceffary fo to do. 

“ 79. By this Obfervation, we do not mean to caft the moft diftant Reflexion on the Con- 
duft ot your prefent Garrifon Storekeeper, Mr. Plowdcn. We only wifli to draw your Attention 
more clofely to the Subjedt, which we hereby dircdl: you to revife, with a Reference to our former 
Sentiments thereon, as contained in our General Letter of the 23d December, 1778: And, as 
the keeping a conftant Supply of Provifions, fufficient for the Support of 3,000 Europeans, and 
n,ooo Native Troops for Three Months, muft unavoidably be attended with no incoi.fidcrable 
Fxpence, fuch a Mode muft be adopted, whether by Contradt or otherwife, as will confine that 
Expcnce within the narroweft Bounds, confiftcntly with the Good of the Service to be per- 
formed.

To fliew the Fitnefs of Mr. Belli for the Office, the Counfel for the Defendant 
ftated, they (hould again refer to Mr. Francis’s Minutes, in Page 1410 of the piinted 
Minutes of Evidence, and alfo to the Minute of Sir Eyre Coote, in Page 144^ of the 
printed Minutes. 

To fliew, that the Provifions purchafed by Mr. Belli fold for more than Mr. 
Belli had charged, 

Read alfo, from Book 527, the following Extrafl of a Letter from the Governor 
and Council at Bengal, to the Diredors, dated loth December 1784, beginning 
at Paragraph 62 of the fame Letter, and Page 288 of tlie fame Houk. 

“ Par. 62. The Contradt for vidlualling the Garrifon expiring on the 4th Odtober laft, we 
adverted to the Necedity of appointing a proper Perlbn to receive Charge of the Depot ; Mr. 
Belli was engaged thereby to make out the refpodlive Periods on which the feveral Branches of it 
(hould be deliverable, and accordingly invefted Mr. R. (J. Plowden with this Charge, allowing him 
a Commiflion of t-iglu per Cent, on fuch Purchafes and Sales as he might herealter think proper 
to diredl.

The Managers for the Commons defired to know from whom the Documents came. 

The Counfel for the Defendant Rated, that they came through the Channel of the 
Court of Direflors, being Part of a Communication made to them by the Govern- 
ment of Bengal. 

The Managers for the Commons Rated, that they made no ObjeeSlion to the Pro- 
duftion of them, but deAred to know how the Signatures were obtained. 

The Counfel for the Defendant informed the Houfe, they would firfl read an 
Extraft of a Letter from the Governor General and Council at Bengal, dated 6th of 
November 1788. 

Read, from Book 672, the following Extrafl of a General Letter from the Governor 
General and Council at Fort William in Bengal, to the Court ot Dirciflors, dated 
6th November 1788, beginning at Paragraph 309 of the fame Letter. 

“ Par. 309. Four feveral Addreftes from the principal Native Inhabitants of Benares, to your 
onourable Court, declaring their Sentiments of Mr. Haftings, were fubenitted to us by Mr.

It appeared from the Tenor of this Corrcfpondence that a Deputation of the Inhabitants 
of Benares had exprefled their Wilhes, through Ally Ibrahim Cawn, to wait upon your Refident 
Mr. Duncan with thefe Addrefles, as the regular Official Channel of Communication, but that 
Mr. Duncan had declared it was unnccelTary for the Inhabitants to attend him with the Addrellcs, ai$ 
they did nut concern the Company’s Affairs. — Under thefe Circumftances they were forwarded to 
Mr. Thompfon, as the Attorney and Friend of Mr. Haffings, with a Kequefl; that he would lay 
them before the Governor General in Council, and take the neceffary Steps for their being tranflated 
and tranfmitted to Europe. 

“ 31:. In Compliance v/ith Ally Ibrahim Cawn’s Solicitation, Mr. Thompfon fubmitted thefe 
Papers to us, as before recited, requefting that they might be tranflated and forwarded to you 
in due Timci a;ui under a Suppofition that the Company would not be averfe to receive, from 
its Native Subjects and Allies, the publick Declaration of their Sentiments, upon a Quettion of 
lb much Inrportance to their Happinefs, and to the Credit of the Englifli Nation, as the Con- 
duit of Mr. Hallings, during his long Government, Mr. Thompfon further requefted, that 
he might be permitted to receive the Suffrages which the Native Inhabitants of the Company’s 
Poffeffions were defirous of conveying to the Court of Direitors, as their Senfe of Mr. Haftings’s 
Merits; and that the Judges, Collectors, and Rcfidcnts might be informed that he had obtained 
fuch Permiflion, or that they were themfclvcs at Liberty to receive and tranfmic to 11$ any 
'reftimonics lelativc to Mr. Haftings, that mi"hi be tendered to them by or on the Part of 
the Native Inhabitant,s. 

“ 312. With tliele Requefts from Mr. Thompfon we complied, having qualifled our Orders td

The Counfel for the Defendant ftated, that independant of- other Grounds they 
tendered them upon the Ground of a Confent given by the Managers for the Commons, 
by a Promife made fo long ago as the Year 1789, and fubmitted whether it would b{ 
proper for them therefore, to argue upon their Admiflibility. 

The Managers for the Commons ftated, they had no Objedion, and would leave it 
to the Houle.

All we, refiding, born, or on a Vifit at Benares, whether of the Hin '00 Religion, or FoU 
lowers ot Ma' qmet, hac^e heard that the Gentlemen in hngUnd aic difpleafcd with Mr. 1 lad- 
ings, on Sulpicion that*he opprelfed us Inhabitants of this Phicc, took our Money by Deceit and 
Force, .and ruined the Country, therefore we, upon the Strength of our Religion and Ktligious 
lenets, which we hold as a Duty upon us, and in order to aA conformable to the Decrees of 
God in delivering Evidence, relate the prailewiwthy Adions, full of Prudence and Rectitude 
Friendflaip and Politencls, of Mr. Haftings, poflefTcd of great Abilities and Underlfanding; and 
by repreleniing Fads, remove the Doubts that have poflelf^d the Minds of the Gentlemen in 
England, that Mr. I ladings didributed Protedion and Security to Religion, and Kindncl's and 
Peace to us all.— He is free from the Charge of Embezzlement and Fraud, and lus Heart is void 
of Covetoulhefs and Avidity ; during the Period of his Government no one expcrienicd from 
him other than Protedion and Juflicc, never having felt Hardfliips from him nor did the i'oor 
ever know the Weight of an oppreffive Hand from him. Our Charadt-rs and Reputations have 
been always guarded in Quiet from Attack, by the Vig.lance of his Prudence and Fordight, and 
preferved by the I'crror of his Julfice. — He never omiticd the Imalldl Inflante of Kindnels and 
Goodnefs towards us and thofe entitled to it, but always applied by Soochings and Mildncls the 
Salve of Comfort to the Wounds of Afflidion, not allowing a finglc Perfon to be overpowered by 
Dclpair.— He difplayed his Friendfliip and Kindnels to all.

— He rc ellabiillud the 
rouiKiation of Jufticc; and we at all Times during his Government lived in Comfort, and pallid 
our Days in Peace. — We are many many of us fatisfied and plcafed with him.— As Mr. lEdtings 
was ptrfedly well acquainted with the Manners and Cuftoms of thefe Countries, he was always 
elirous of performing that which would tend to the Prefervation of our Religion and of the 
utics of our Seds, and guard the Religious Cuftoms of each from the Efi'eds of Misfortunes and 
Accidents —In every Senfe he treated us with Attention and Refped. We have rcprdciucd 
without Deceit what we have ourfclvcs feen, and the Fads that happened from him.

—We, who are Inhabitants and Relidents in the Country and City of Benares, declare. That wc 
arc pleafed and fatisfied with the ConduA and Kindnefsof Mr. Haltings Firft, For bis Exertions 
for the Profpemy of Caalhy (^naris) the Refidcncc of Bilhclherjee, and the principal Place of 
Worfliip of all ihc Hindoos of Hindoftan*— *Sccondlyi For the Eafc and Crodit vtc experienced 
during nis Government.— 'Thirdly, Becaule formerly there were great Oppreflions committed by 
Gunga Puthan (Brahmins who officiate in the Duties of Religion) on the Pilgrims, on which Ac- 
count few Pilgrims came: Thcfc he removed, and confcqucntly the Number of Pilgrims is now 
encreafed from all Parts of Hindoftan ; this Treatment was never before experienced •— Fourthly# 
He appointed the Nawaub Ally Ibrahim Cawn for the Protcdlion and Adminiftration of Juftice in 
rtis City, bccaufe this Magiftrate poflefled Abilities, is juft and difintcreftcd. He inlertcd in the 
Regulations delivered to him, that thcDeciflon of Difputes between Hindoos or Mahomedansmuft

FifthJy, That during the Time he refided in Benaris, Mr. Haftings treated us all on a Vifu to 
him. with Kindnefs and Refped: according to the refpeAive Rank of each » and pleafrd every 
one with hi8 beft Ability, and at all Times was anxious for our Happinefs.— Sixthly For It 

his own Expence, a Nabut Khana (a Place for a Kind ot Drum) at the Door of the TemoS of 
Bifliclhur, which is the Place of Worlhip of all Hindottan.— Seventhly, That at no Time did he 
omit any Particular tending to the Proteftion of the Inhabitants of this City $ with refpeft to us 
that he never was intereftcd, nor ever was defirous of Detriment or Injury towards us. Wc have 
reprefented, wth Sincerity and Truth, what pleafing and proper Conduft Mr. Haftings obferved 
towards us. The Fame of the King and Company are fpread through Indoftan j and wc, who have 
experienced Ct^fort and Eafe, offer up our Prayers for the Profperity of His Majcfty. and the 
Soccefs of the Company.

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Papers received i6th February 1788, and tranflated, purfoant to an Order fronuhe Governor Ge- 
neral in Council, dated 27th April 1788, nnarkcd F. 

It is written for the Information and Knowledge of the Gentlemen in Power under the Kinjr 
and Company of England, that we have at this Time learnt by the News from Europe, that a few 
Perfons, not being fully acquainted with the real State and Cuftoms of this Conntry, have reprc- 
fentcd Matters with rel'peft to Mr. Hallings contrary to Truth and Fa£f, have thrown the Minds of 
the Minifters and People of England into a State of Doubt, and having injured Mr, Hallings, 
and afpcrfcd his Charader. As Mr. Haftings, from the Time of his Arrival until his Departure* 
adminiftercd the Affairs of this Country with great Propriety and Splendour t always fought the 
Profperity and Welfare of the Family of Nawaub Mccr Mahomed Jrffier Khan, deceafcd, accord- 
ing to the Puri'ort of the Treaties and Engagements j laboured for the Satisfadion, for the Pre- 
fervation of the Charader and Honour of every one, according to his Rai)k and Station*, ind 
avoided every Circumftance which could occafion us Diftrcfs or Indignity,, wc were and are pleafcd 
and fatisficd with him. It is therefore incumbent on us to write, without Diminution, and accord- 
ding to the Truth, what wc have feen and heard of the Particulars <jf Mr. Haftings’s Condod. 

Firft. The whole Period of Mr. Haltings’s Kclidence in this Country exhibited his good Con- 
dud towards the Inhabitants. No Oppreflions nor Tyranny was admitted over any one. He ob. 
ferved the Rules of Refped and Attention to ancient Families. He did not omit the Performance 
of the Duties of Politenefs and Civility towi^s all Men of Rank and Station, when aii Interview 
took place with them. ^ 

Secondly, In* Affairs concerning the Government and Revenues, he was not covetous of other 
Men’s Money and Property *, he was not open to Bribery. He reftrided the Farmers and Officers 
in their Oppreflions, in a Manner that prevented them from exercifing that Tyranny which Mo- 
tives of Self-intereft and private Gain might inftigate them to oblcrvc towards the Ryotts and 
Helplefs. 

Thirdly. During his Adminiftration, no War or Commotion arofe in this Country. No 
Man’s Property was plundered, but every one of every Rank lived in perfed Eafc and Se- 
curity. 

Fourthly, When from the great Want of Rain there were Appearances of a Famine, and it was 
on the Eve of happening, when Thoufands would have perifhed, he laboured witfi evenr Exertion 
to prevent itj he brought Grkin from the Inland Diftrids, and, in order tol-elicve the People, he 
abolilhed the Duties on Grain. He feVerely threatened the Dealers in Grain, that no Hardihip 
might be felt by any one. 

Fifthly. He eftablifhed the Civil and Criminal (Dewanny and Fouzedarry) Courts upon pro- 
per Rules, fo that the Lives and Properties of Men were proteded from the evil Ads of Thieves 
and Murderers. He regulated Punifhments according to the Rules of Koran, and ordained that 
each Sed Ihould be tried according to us refpedive Laws laid down in the Shafter and Koran, 

Sixthly. He ufed great Exertions to cultivate the Country, to increafe the Agriculture and 
Revenues. He tranfaded the Bufinefs of the Country and Revenues without Deceit, and with 
perfed Propriety and Reditude. 

Seventhly. He refpeded the learned and wife Men *, and in ofdcr for the Propagation of 
Learning, he built a College, and endowed it with a Provifion for the Maintenance of the Stu- 
dents, infomuch that Thoufands, reaping the Benefits thereof, offer up their Prayers for the Pro- 
fperity of the King of England, and for the Succefs of the Company. 

Eighthly. He was not haughty in Temper, nor was he fond of State and Luxury. He did 
not feck his own Eafc, but at all Times laboured for the Profperity of the Country, and the Se- 
curity of its Inhabitants. 

Ninthly. So great was the Strength and Power, and Grandeur, and Fame, and Magnanimity 
of the Government of His Majefty, of the Company, and the Englilh Nation throughout all 
Hindoftan, during his Adminiftration, that no one could cftablilh the Standard of ifebellion.

As Mr. Haftings from the Time of his Arrival until his Departure admi- 
niftered the Affairs of the Country with great Propriety and^Splendour, always fought the Pro* 
fperity and Welfare of the Family of Nawaub Meer Mahomed Jafficr Khan, dcccafed, according to 
the Purport of the Treaties and Engagements, laboured for the Satisfaflion, for the Prefervation 
of the Charafter and Honour of every one, according to his Rank and Station, and avoided every 
Circumftance which could occafion us Diftrefs or Indignity, we were and are pleafed and fatisfied 
with him.

From the Reports of all Ranks of People, ^nd from the News-papers, the Inhabitants of Hin- 
dol>jn, but patncul.irly thole of Bengal and its Dependencies, have learnt, that after the Arrival 
of Warren Hartings, Efquirc, in England, an inveftigation into the Conduft he obferved in 
Mindortan while Governor of Calcutta has been commenced before the High Court of Juftice 
of tin;- land ; and that the Parliament, who arc defirous of Juftice, and permit no improper A& 
to palf, are determined to make a thorough Inveftigation into every Matter, and feparate Right 
fiom Wrong: In confcquftncc, all Clafles of the Inhabitants of Hindoftan have unanimoufly 
agreed, that as tliev all live in Eafe and Peace under the kind Influence of the Proteftion of His 
Majefty the King of England, and the Parliament, and that on Account of the Care taken of them 
bv the Parliament, they arc daily more and more attached and zealous, and as Mr. Haftings 
during tlic Period of his Adminiftration always (hewed great Kindnefs and Proteflion, and 
obferved ftriift |ulVice towards them, and in confcciucncc of his good Qualities, his Care, and 
luftice, has great Claim upon thc:n, and that it is incumbent on them for ever to keep in 
Remembrance this Obligation ; — Therefore it is necefTary for them to reprefent every Particular 
which they are acquainted with, of fuch Matters as the Juftice of the Parliament is about to 
inquire into, in ftich Manner as that their Reprefentations (hall be noticed, and in a Ihort 
Space of Time bellowed thereto the Truth of every Matter be known.

Inhabitants of 
Zillah Boglepoor, and Chuckla Akbarnagur, have heard that a ftw Perfons, totally ignorant of 
the Particulars relative to this Country, have made falfc calumnious Reports regarding Mr. 
Hadings thereby throwing the Minds of the Minifters of England into Doubt, and injured 
Mr. Hallings, and al'pcrlcd his Charaftcr ; This has much aftonifhed us, as all the Inhabitants of 
this Country lived in perfeft Eafe and Quiet, by the good Conduct which he followed from the 
Time of his Arrival until his Departure. Mr. Hallings tranfafted the Affaits of the Country in a 
proper Manner, at all Times fecking the Profperity and Happincl’s of the Inhabitants, and pre- 
ierving the Rights and Charadkrs of every One according to their refpedtive Rank, and avoiding 
every A6t which could occafion Diftrefs or Diferedit to us.

We, the Zemindars,'Chowdries, and Talookdars of the Mhals of Zillah Momenfing, &c. in the 
DiftriA of Dacca, have heard that the Gentlemen in England are difpleafed with Mr. Hatlings, on 
Sufpicion that he opprefifed us Inhabitants of this Place, took our Money by Deceit and Force, 
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ind ruined the Country: Therefore we, upon the Strength cf our Religion and Religious Tenet': 
which we hold as a Duty upon ua, and in order to ad conformable to the Decree: of God in d. l/ 
vering Evidence, relate the prailc-worthv Aftions, foil of Prudence and Reairude, Fr’iendl’aip md 
Politenefs, of Mr. Haftings, poflcTed of great Abilities and Underftand ng and, by rei relem-'.r 
Fafts, remove the Doubts that have pofTelTed the Minds of the Gentkmen in Fnydand. Tlu'c 
Mr. Haftings diftributed Proteiftion and Security to Religion, and KindncS and I'. ace to us all 
He is free from the Charge of Enib«zlement and Fraud, and his Heart is void < f Covetouliuli 
and Avidity. During the Period ct his Government, no one experienced iro n hioi odi-i than 
ProteAlon and Juftice. never having felt Hardftiips from him i nor did the Poor ever know the 
Weight of an opprcfTivc Hand from him.

habitants of this Country by various Frauds and Artifices, he ruined the Government of the Com- 
pany Therefore we, the People aforefaid, with a perfedt Unanimity both in Exprcllion and 
Meaning, do from our Hearts, and according to what we know and have heard, lay before the 
exaltfed Gentlemen aforefaid, for the Purpofc of difpelling their Doubts, a true Reprefentation of 
the Charadler of Mr. Haftings, from the Time that he was appointed to, and became invefted, 
with, the Government of Calcutta till the End of his Adminiftration.

We, the greatcfl and principal People, Merchants, and others, Men of different Se6ls and Perfua- 
fions. Inhabitants of the City of Calcutta, Parc of the Territories of the Englifh Company, (whom 
may God long preferve in ProTpe^rity !) having heard that the exalted Rulers of England, and they 
who prefidc over the Courts of Juffice, have received Dirpleafure in their humane Hearts againlt 
Mr. HalVmgs, upon a Sufpiclon that he took the Money and Eflfcfts of us the Inhabitants of 
this Country by Fraud and Treachery, and entirely ruined the Government of the Company; — 
Therefore we, the People aforefaid, with a perfeft Unanimity both in Exprelfion and Meaning, ac- 
cording to the Precepts of our fevcral Religions and Cuftoms, ‘the Obfervance of which we always 
riKike the Objefts of our Hearts, do, for the Purpofc of dilpelling the Doubts of tlic exalted Gen- 
tlemen aforefaid, bring from behind the Curtain of Concealment, and place upon the public Scat 
of Notoiiefy, Inch a Reprefentation of the Charafter, and idch a RcPtion of the Words

Members of the Greek Church. 

Tranflation of an Addrefs from the principal Members of the Greek Church in Bengal, to the Ho- 
nourable Couit of Diredors of the Eaft India Company. 

We, the Offspring of Hcllafs, called by Europeans Greeks, now redding for Commercial Pur- 
pofes in Calcutta, and other Places in the Kingdom of Bengal, all and each of whom, except only 
one or two, came into this Country fince' the Commencement of the Adminiffration of Warren 
Haftings, the late glorious and exalted Governor of Bengal, and of all Eaft India, trading in and 
about thefe Parts free and unmoleftcd. — We, the faid Greeks, during the happy Days of thefaid 
late Governor Warren Haftings, having often been proteded, and juftly fupported, by him, and 
having all'o been encouraged by his noble Succour and Affiftance to 'raile, in this City, a holy Tem- 
ple, in Honour and Glory of our Saviour’s T fansBguracion in Mount Thabor, to the End that we 
might be fixed in this Country, and that this our Church fhould remain as the Foundation of an 
Eftabliftimcnt for us, and for our Succelfors, being of the fame Nation and Religion. We, at the 
fame Time, confidering ourfeivcs lawful Subjeds of His moft high, powerful, and facred Majefty 
the King of Great Britain, for whofe Permanence, Profpetity, and Happinefs, wc, as by our Duty 
indiipenfably bound, do offer up to the Almighty God our daily Prayers : Forafmuch as we have 
heard, with deep Regret, that the faid late Governor General Warren Haftings is profccutcd; and 
being, on our Parts, moft perfedly and heartily fatisfied with his wife and upright Government, as 
well as gratified by the pious and great Works which he renderrd to us with his ufoal Benevolence 
— do take the Liberty of teftifying and declaring, by this humble Reprefentation, his Chriftian and 
univerfal Charader, his beneficent and charitable Difpofition towards alt Mankind, his juft and 
impartial Love for all the Native Inhabitants, whether high or low, of this Kingdom, and his fer- 
vent Zeal for the Profperity of the Country in general, and of every Individual, manifefting to all 
and every of them Marks of paternal Affedion, and ftretching forth his Hand to thofc whom he 
found in indigene Circumftances, and dcftiiutc of the Ncceflarics of Life. He was a zealous Pa- 
tron for the Difpenfation of Juftice to every Indivklual, and a faithful Balance of Equity.

That the Natives, taking Advantage of what they luppofed a divided Government, entered into a 
Confederacy to deftroy the Influence of the Englilh in India, and to fet up that of the French, who 
lecrctly promoted the Union, and afterward joined in League with them : That all thefe Efforts 
were bafllcd, and India preferved to us, by your Firmnefs and the Vigour of your Government, 
from which an Expedition, planned by yourfelf, was fent forth, and an Army under General God- 
dard travetfed Regions unknown from the Fall to the Well of India, and, in Spite of the Difafters 
wliich befcl thofc who were to co-operate, reached the Coafts of Surat, and conquered Provinces 
from the Powers at War with our Nation. 

It is allb well known, that in the Midftof this Scene of Trouble, the French and Spaniards, and 
afterwards the Dutch, joined to attack us, and were aided by the late Hydcr Alice, who, before 
tlie Dutch War, invaded the Carnatic, defeated the Englilh in Battle, and reduced to his Obe- 
dience the Whole of that Country, except Madras and Vellore, and fome few paltry Forts in the 
Neighbourhood of the Prcfidency : That when all Men confidered the State of the Carnatic to be 
defperate, you rofe to refeue them from impending Ruin; and though Bengal was threatened with 
Invafions, nobly relolying to meet the Enemy at a Diftance, you fent out two Detachments which 
gave Strength and Vigour to the Army under Sir Eyre Coote, thereby faved the Britifh Foffef- 
lions in that Part ot India, and reduced the Enemy to conclude an honourable Peace without the 

a fmallcft 
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fmallcft Lofs of Territory : And laftly, that the Armies ferving at a Diftance were paid fed 
clotheiVi and arnied, tiy the Exertions af)id Kefources of your Government. * 

Thus, Sir, under your Adminiftration, have the united Efforts of our numerous and powerful 
Enemies been fruftrated j and India, by the Conquefls there made from the European Powers 
has afforded the Means of redeeming what the Nation loft to them in every other Part of the 
Globe. 

We therefore entreat you to accept this juft and grateful Tribute of our Praifes, and our 
warmed Thanks for having opened the Paths which led to Glory, and afforded to the Bengal Army 
the Means of acquiring Honour, and of being fcrviccable to the State at large. 

Permit us now. Sir, to exprefs our Feelings on your Departure. Time, and the Contemplation 
of your illuftrious Art ions, created an Eftecm which is deeply rooted in our Hearts } and our Sor- 
row at lofmg the Man whom wc confidcred as the Father o( the Settlement, is, as it ought to be, 
great and poignant; wc muft therefore feck for Confolation in our Hopes that you are going to 
receive thofc Honours and Rewards which arc due to fuperior Merit ; and with united Voice wc 
pray that fuch m<*y be the Event.

At Six o’clock the Glafles being Bnatty clofcd, were delivered to the Scrutineers. 

And about Seven the fame Evening, Nathaniel Smith, Efo. in the Chair, Jofeph Hurlock, Efq. 
Chairman of the Scrutineers, brought in their Report, which was read, being as follows, viz. 

Eaft India Houfe, 31ft Oft. 1782. 

“ We whofc Names arc hereunto fubferibed, being appointed by the General Court of the 
** United Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft Indies, to examine the Votes 
" delivered in this Day for the Determination by Ballot of the following Queftion, vix. 

That it appears to this Court from incontcftiblc Evidence, drawn' from the Records of the 
“ Company, and fupported by the unanimous Opinion of the Houfe of Commons, that the 
** War in which we are now engaged with the Mahrattas, wa$ evidently founded on the Senpimentt 
“ of the Court of Direftors conveying Demands on the Mahratta Adminiftration, greatly ex- 
“ cecding the Conditions of the Treaty of Poorunder; which Sentiments of the Court of Di- 
*' reftors opened the Brft Defign of fending a Detachment from Bengal to the Malabar Coaft, 
•' and that confequently it would be the Height of Injufticc to lay the Blame of that War, or 
“ the Evils which have flowed from It, upon Mr. Haftings, when it appears, that the Diflatif- 
“ faftion of the Court of Direftors, exprelTed at the Treaty of Poorunder in their Letters to 
“ Bengal of the 5ih of February, and to Bombay of the 16th of April 1777, gave the 
“ ftrongeft Encouragement to both Prcfidcncies to feizc the fli^teft Pretence of Provocation 
" ftom the Minifters of the Mahratta States, to renew their Eogagemenu with Rogobah} 
“ neither have the Mcafurcs adopted by Mr. Haftings, in confequence of fuch Inftruftions,’ 
“ ever received the flighteft Cenfure from the faid Court of Direftors. In confldera- 
“ tion whereof, it is now recommended to the Court of Direftors to refeind their late Re- 
folution rtfpefting the Removal of Warren Haftings, Efquire, Governor General of Bengal*, 
“ more cfpccially as it appears to this Court, that according to the laft OiHcial Difpatches from 
“ Bengal, dated the 8th April 1782, the Profpeft of Peace with the Mahrattas was then propi- 
tious, becaufe it feemed to be wilhed for by all the Mahratta States, becaufe Hoftilities with 
“ them had ceafed for many Months, and that a Peace has aftually been concluded with Madajee 
“ Scindia, one of the principal Chiefs of that Confederacy i and farther, that the Government 
“ General of Bengal were ufing every Means in their Power to effeft a general Pacifleation; 
“ and that the Conduft of the laid Government Genera), tending to produce n general Pacifica- 
“ lion, or to unite and fupporr, by powerful Refourecs, a general Confederacy of the Country 
“ Powers to defeat the Combination of Hyder Ally and the French, (fuppoflng the faid Hydcr 
“ Ally ftiall not accept of the reafonable Terms of Accommodation which have been offered to 
“ him in confequence of his Propolah for Peace,) merits the warmeft Approbation of this Court j 
“ and that therefore it would be evidently injurious to the Intereft of the Company and the 
Nation to remove any of thofc principal Servants of the Company now difeharging their Duty 
“ with fuch uncommon Exertions, Ability, and Unanimity, or to (hake the Authority repofed 
“ in them by the Legiflature and the Company at a Period fo critical; upon the Profperity of the 
« Britilh Interefts in India will depend in a great Meafure on the Confldence which the Native 
“ Piinccs of the Country may place in the Government General of Bengal."

Par. 38. The General Court of Proprietors on the 7th November 1783 came to the following 

Refolution, viz. 

Refolyed, That it is the Opinion of this Court, that Warren Haftings, Efquirc, Governor 
General of Bengal, and the other Members of the Supreme Council, have difplayed uncommon 
Zeal, Ability, and Exertion in the Management of the Affairs of the Eaft India Company during 
the late Hoftilities in India*, particularly in finding Refources for fupporting the War in the Car- 
natic under fo many preflTir.g Difficulties, when that Country was in Danger of being loft through 
the fuccefsful Irruption of Hyder Ally Cawn, aided by the powerful Affiftance of the French •, and 
alfo in concluding the late Treaty of Peace with the Marrattas, at a Period fo critical, and on 
Terms 'fo honour^le and advantageous to the permanent Interefts of the Company. 

Rcfolved therefore. That the Thanks of this Court be given to Warren Haftings, Efquirc, 
Govemof General, and the other Members of the Supreme Council, for the above fpccified great 
and diftinguilhed Service: And further. That this Court doth requeft the faid Warren Haftings, 
Efquire, not to refign the Station he now holds until the Tranquillity of our Pofteffions in India 
ihail be reftored, and the Arrangements ncceflary upon the Rc-cftabli(hment of Peace (hall have 
taken place. 

39. It was the Wifli of the Court of Directors to have tranfmitted immediately to Bengal thefe 

S ateful Acktwwlcdgmcnts of their Conftituents to Men who had fefved them fo cflcntially *, but 
c Direftors were reftrained, by a Letter from his Majefty*s Secretary of State, on the Ground 
that the Affairs of the Eaft India Company are to be laid txfore Parliament.

Whether thofe Perfons, whofe Tcllimuiii,ds aic here produced, can^e of themfelves to Cal- 
cutta to give this Teftimoiiv ? 

A. It will appear by the Letter how they came ; I do not recoliefb at prefent exactly. 

Whether it appears upon Record whether any Perfon accompanied Mr. Thompfon (Mr. 
HallitMs’s Attorney) in the Cnilcftioit of thofe rcllnnonials ? (Looking at a Paper.)

The Witnefs was direded to withdraw. 

•Then therHoufe adjourned to the Chamber of Parliament.

T il E Lords being in their Places, the Hoiife refumed, the ufual Proclamations 
made, and the Defendant appearing at the Bar, the Lord Chancellor informed 
the Managers for the Commons they might proceed in Reply. 

The Counfel for the Defendant informed the Houfe, That though it was the In- 
tention of the Defendant to have refted his Cafe where it was left the lafl: Sellion, yet, 
as the Marquis Cornwallis was juft arrived in England, it was the Wi(h of the De- 
fendant to examine the Noble Lord when he fhould be in his Place, and therefore 
requefted the Permiflion of the Houfe for that Purpofe ; and that, fubjeft to this Re- 
ferve, the Defendant had clofed his Evidence. 

The Managers for the Commons protefting that the Defendant, in this Stage of the 
Proceeding, was not intitled ftriflly and of Right to go into fuch Examination, faid, 
That neverthelefs, if the Defendant thought it material, they jliould not objea. The 
Managers for the Commons further informed the Houfe, That there was another 
Pcifon, namely, William Larkins Efquire, who had alfo arrived in England fincc the 
laft beflion, and that if the Defendant chofe to call him as a Witnefs, they ftiould not 
object to his being examined. 


Then the Houfe adjourned to the Chamber of Parliament,

T H E Lords being in their Places, the Houfe refumed, the ufual Proclamation^ 
made, and the Defendant appearing at the Bar, the Lord Chancellor faid, 

“ Gentlemen, Managers for the Iloufe of Commons, I am commanded by the 
Houfe to inform you that Mr. Haftings waives the Benefit of the Teftimony of the 
Marquis Cornwallis, and you may now proceed in your Reply.” 

The Managers for the Commons informed the Iloufc, That, when the Iloufe lad 
met, they had no Objedlion to the Counfel for the Defendant examining the Marquis 
Cornwallis j and that if at any Time, before the Clofe of the Evidence whieh the Ma- 
nagers for the Commons fhould produce in Reply, the Health of the Noble Lord would 
permit, the Managers for the Commons would confent to his Lordihip being exa- 
mined if the Counfel for the Defendant fliould require it : And further dated. That 
they now again offered the Counfel for the Defendant an Opportunity of examining 
William Larkins Efquire before the Managers for the Commons proceeded in their 
Reply. 

The Counfel for the Defendant dated, That when they made Aj^j-lication to the 
Houfe for the Tedimony of the Marquis Cornwallis, they claimed it as a Matter of 
Right, and therefore they would not accept, as a Matter of h'avour from the Managers 
for the Commons, that which they had received fiom the Jidtice ot die 1 Ionic ; and 
that, as to the Tedimony of Mr. Larkins, they reltcd on the Cafe aheady made lor the 
Defendant as lufficicnt for his Judification. 

The Managers for the Commons dated, They fliould call Mr. r.aiMns, l)ut vvotdd 
defer his Examination till that Period of their Reply in which his Tedimony would 
apply more immediately to the Subjccl then under Difeuflion. 

Then the Managers for the Commons informed the Iloufe, They fhould proceed to 
give Evidence in Reply on the id Article of Charge, beginning with their wriitea 
Evidence: And Fird, Tliat the Counfel for the Defendant having, in Pago 14 67 of 
the printed Minutes, produced a fhoit Extracf of a Minute of Loid t:orn\vallis, from 
a Confultation of the nth April 17; 8, to dicw that Bulwant Sing was only an 
Aiimil under the Father of Sujah Dovvlah, they fliould rc;ul a inbfeipient Pail ol the 
fame Minute to explain that Pafiage.

but Rated, that the Counlel for tiie Defendant had relied upon the Confent of Mcllis. 
Wilder and Rrancis in their Arguments in his Defence. 

The Counftl for the Defendant fubmitted, That it was not competent to the Mana- 
gers for the Commons to anfwcr ^he Arguments of the Counfcl for tlic Defendant by 
Cvider.ee in Reply. 

The Managers for the Commons infiRed, That they not having made the AfTent or 
Dilllnt of Mr. Wilder and of Mr. Francis any Bart of their Cale, and the Counfcl for 
tire Defendant having relied in Defence ujion the b ircumilancc, that if the Defendant 
was guilty, Mr. WheV'r and Mr. Francis wcic equally lb j this miift be confidcred as a 
new Cale made out for tlie Ddendant, which tlic Managers for the Commons wcie 
therefore entitled to anfwcr by Fvidence. 

The Counfcl for the Defendant were informed that the Fvidcncc propofed by the 
?vTan:u’Cis lor tlie C'ommons did not feem liable to Objection, bcinj; only in Kxpla- 
n.itioirof t!ie Bait of tiic fame ConfuUation alrcaily read on Behalf of the Defendant.

Francis, to fliew what had been done by Mr. Haftings ; and had ftated that, in Fa< 5 t, 
it was His Letter : That the Counfcl had made ufe of this Letter in the Defence for 
a different Purpofe j namely, to fhew that it was written at a Time when Mr. Whekr 
and Mr. Francis formed a Majority of the Board; whereas, in Fa6t, Mr. Baiwcll was 
then in the Council, and adlually figned the Letter, as would appear from the original 
Letter, which they now tendered in lieu of the Letter which had been read, which was a 
Triplicate, and which had been put in by Miftake. 

The Counfcl for the Defendant faid. That, upon the Statement made hy the Ma- 
nagers for the Commons, they had not the leaft Objeaion to admit that the Letter 
was figned by Mr. Barwell, as well as by the other Three Members of tlie Board.

The Managers for the Commons ttated. That the Defendant having produced a Va. 
rietv of Evidence to Ihew the Badnefs of the Police cllablilhed in Benarp, ai^ particii- 
larly a Letter of Major Eaton’s, in the Appendix to the Benares Narrative, they would 
ne« produce a Letter of Major Eaton's, to Ihew he did notconhder the fuppoled Irrc. 
gularities worth enquiring into. 

The Counfel for the Defendant obje6^ed to the Evidence. 

The Managers for the Commons were informed, That thft %Vhole of the Bennies 
Narrative, and the Papers annexed, having been given in Evideiice originally by the 
Managers for the Commons, the Evidence tendered was not admiifible. 

The Managers for the Commons next ftated. That a Part of the original Cafe made 
by them was, that the Country of Benares, according to Mr. Haftings s Account of 
it, was in a State of Devaftation in the Year 1784: That in the Defence, the Counfel 
for the Defendant had produced a Letter from Mr. Duncan to Lord Coinwalhs, dated 
cth November 1790, to flrew that the Country was at that Time capable of yielding 
the Revenue ; they fliould now therefore produce Evidence of the intermediate ^atc 
of the Country between thofc Periods, and particularly of the State of it m the Year 
1788; for which Purpofc they dcfired a Letter and Report of Mr. Duncan to Lord 
Cornwallis, upon that Subject, mjght be read. 

The Counfel for the Defendant objected to the Evidence. 

The Houfe informed the Counfel for the Defendant, That it appeared from the 
Printed Minutes, Page 1664, that the Letter of Mr. Duncan, which they hadoiigi- 
nally given in Evidence on the Part of the Defendant, to ihew the flouriiliing State of 
the Country in the Year 1790, ftated, “ That he meant to have annexed to his Letter

included in the Three Years Leafe, but added fome others, ^which he accounted for to me at 
the 'Pime, and obtained my Confent to, on Plea that he had* aiflcd on Grounds of Expediency, 
as he could not, he confefTed, have obtained equivalent Terms for all the Mehals thus rentec 
to Kulb Ali Beg, had he let them feparatcly •, but he obferved that Kulb Ali’i Profits on tb< 
Whole svould make up for the poffible Deficiencies in feme particular Diftridls i and as, bott 
from my own "Want of local Knowledge at that Time concerning the Affairs Of this Country 
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or the Rcfponfibility of the Farmers, and with a View to promote the declared Objefi: of Govern- 
ment in making the Raja his own Manager, I left the Formation of the Settlement entirely to 
him, only rtferving my ultimate formal Confirmation of the Whole of it ; I accoiain-'ly 
acqiiiefccd in this Meafure, although even at that Time with fomc Degree of Hefitation arilm- 
as well from the Magnitude of the Charge thus committed to Kulb Ali of about lo Lacks of 
Rupees, as from my Apprehcnfions in regard to the Effcdls of the latent Enmity, and only 
apparent Fricndfhip that cxilled between the contrading Parties.

[“ '1 he Settlement thus concluded, the firft Accident that occured rcfpcdling it, w.is at the 
Colledion of the Firft Kill or Inftallmcnt, when Mchundy Ali Khan, above-named, being called 
upon tor the Payment of Iiis Kill, which was wholly in Balance, and the Peons threatening to 
carry iiim to the Raja’s Cutcherry, to anfwer for his Failure ; his Pride luflcred fo Icvcrcly at the Idea 
of L)egr.idation, in being in this Manner fiibjeft to the Rajah’s novel Authoiiiy, that combming, 
petliaps, with the Idea of the high Settlement he had entered into as above intimated, he, latlier than 
iubmit^to appear in the Ciuchcrry of Raja Mchipnarain, whither he was about to be carried, f wal- 
lowed a confiderable Dole of Arlenic, ffom the EfTcds of which he was, when reduced to a Con- 
dition the moll hopelels, recovered by the medical Aid of Dodor Boyd, who then hapjrcneci to 
be with me at Benares •, and as this Circumftance led me to make a more paiticular Enquiiy into 
his Situation, I made the Raja grant to him a Remiflion c»f Rupees 25,090 o o, on liis Farm 
of the Purgunnah of Shadccabad, as that which was over-rated, whilft he ielinc|uiflied the more 
equally aftcHed Purgunnah of Ghazeeapoor Proper to the Raja, who has fincc kept it Amanee 
thiooghout the Year.

“ This Accident was foon followed by very ferious and alarming Pleas, fet up by KulborCulb 
Ali Beg, who came and declared to me, that he had entered into Engagements with the R.ijah lb 
far bc7ond the Ability of his Diftridt to yield, that nothing but his involved CiicumlUnces with 
the Bankers from the Tran fad ion of the byc-paft Year, or 1 194, could have induced him to accede. 

I’o the fe Remonftranccs, followed pretty tlolely the Affair of Mehently Ali Khan, and the Raja 
llrongly objeding to my attending to Culb Ali’s Pleas, left it Ihould bring all the other Aumils 
upon him, I therefore, at firft, temporized; about which Time the Rajah fell ill, and continued 
confined to his Houfe for a I'criod of nearly Two Months, during which Culb Ali renewed and 
enforced his Proteftations about his Inability to fulfil his Engagcnicnts ; and I now found much to 
my Difquictude, that he was, in fad, or at leaft generally confidercd as, a Bankrupt, as to Perfqnal 
Wealth, which he is luppofed to have dilTipatcd or milpent in Ways not cafily to be accounted for ; 
fothat being at the dole of lafl: Year greatly indebted to the Bankers, who had advanced Mo- 
ney tor his Kills, they had, it feemed, urged him to enter into the Current Year’s Engagements, 
in the View of extricating thcmfelvcs in the Courfe of it from all Connedion with him. When 
the Rajah had recovered from his Indilpofition, I queftioned him clolcly on his Motives fortrulling 
lo large an Amount of* the Public Revenue in Hands fo dciperate; upon which he pleaded (as 
above noticed) partly the Three Years Leafe, and partly the Circumftance of the decayed State 
ot Tome of the Diftrids, which, from Policy, as he thought it, he had joined with thole of which 
the Ixafc was unexpired, and thrown into Culb Ali’s Hands ; but when I afkcd him what he would 
do now that Culb Ali had publick^y declared his Inability, lie fometimes urged that Engagements 
• were binding and that, if I allowed thofe to be given up, all the other Contradors for the Revenue 
would make fimilar Pleas, in Hopes of obtaining Remilfions ; whilff, on other Occafions, when 
Urged on the Subjed, he uled to lay, he would, rather than allow Culb Ali any RemifTion, take

Zemaneah, and'Ncrwah, in each of which there has hcen a Neceffity of lowering the Jumma for 
jome Years part, as there will no Doubt be in the enluing Settlement in many others: Atul to 
this Principle is alfo to be aferibed the Rajdh’s having been obliged this Year to keep lb many of 
Ids Pc'gunnahs in his own Hands, as above noticed on the Subjed of tlic (general Settle-

(“ Whillt on this Circuit, Kulb Ali Beg adviftd both the Pvajah and niyfclf of a very fevere 
*« Lois he had fuftained by a Storm of Hail that happened in his Pergunnahs near to Jiunpore; 

but the Raja appeared by no Means im. lined to liftcn to his Reprefentations, on the former 
“ Plea, that his doing io would attrad other Claimants on thisSubjed; and thus the Affair 
“ reffed till we arrived at Juanp re in March, where the Rajah informed me, that he had learnt 
“ Culb Ali was meditaung his Elcape from tlic Company’s Dominions, after colleding the 
“ Rubby Ciop then unreaped, anil was befidcs in a Sort of Delpair, which the Raj.ih of courlc 
“ attiibuted to the word of Moiivcs, Inch as Diunkennefs, &c. whilft Culb Ali, who Icemed to 
“ me deeply penetrated with a Senl’c of his forlorn State, with Tears in his l yes declared to me,

“ affjied the Rajah, that I would fully fupport all his Afts, whether he j-rcierred fending 
“ Sezawuls to f.curc the Crops then upon the Ground, or to eompromife with Culb Ali, by 
“ making him lomc adequate Allowance, in Confideration of tiie original higli I erms of his

« tion indeed, bv the Rajah’s oeclimng to fend Sizawuls, and conferring a Khelaut on Kulb Ali, 
“ by Way of reftcring Conlidence to the Bankers, who Ivd e no red rnto Phigagements to pay 
“ Kulb All’s hill Kill, which tlic Rajau feared they would not peiform if he then proceeded to 
“ dipolfcls that Farmer, who proceectid with his CollciMions till fhoitly alter my Return to 
“ Benares, when, in contequciicc no Doubt of Difficulties and Troubles excited between him and 
“ the Zemindars, from the .Stiidlnefs lie was obliged to ulc in his Colleflions, Mr. Ncave was, on 
“ his Application to the Rajah, and the Rajah’s to me, deputed with fomc Military Force, to 
I’edire the Peace of the DiftriCts belonging to him in the Vicinity ot Juanporc, and to affill in 
“ ti'ie Realization of the Revenue; and Kulb Ali Beg being foon afterwards called into Benares 
“ for his Balances in the Pergunnahs of Kheiecd and Belecah, which lie in the Ciicai ot 
“ Ghazipoor, and confined by the Raja on that A- count to his own Houle, where he llill rem.iins, 
“ the Collc6lions of the Juanporc Diflrifls were thereby neceflarily left to Mr. Ncave, by whole

“ The Difeuffion which Culb All’s Failure has led to of his Accounts having in the Firft 
“ Inftance occafifined a Difeovtry that ihc Bankers had appropnaicd to thcmfclvcs to the Amounc 
“ ol Rupees 17,084 14, on Plea of repaying Kulb All’s Debts to them on Account of the 
“ preceding Year 5 I was thence ituluccd at tlie earncil Entreaty of the Rajah to pals an r 
“ that they Ihould refund this Amount to the Publick Revenue, bccaulc I believe it to e 
“ conformable to the Ideas and Pnaflice of India in fimilar Calcs to prevent all luch unauthorized 
“ Appropriations of the Current Colkaions, more erpccially as in the prelent Inltancc, where me 
“ fiiling Renter is an avowed Bankrupt; but how much foever 1 was in my own Mind 
“ to the general Jullicc of fuch Relumption, yet it gave fuch Offence to the Bankers at

“ a.ul I am lurry to find that this firft ordered Kclumption conftitutes but a fmall Part of 
“ funil.ir IVI ifa[)piopriations, fince, from a later Difeovery made by Kulo Alt Beg, he dates the 
“ Amount ot them to exceed 70,000 Rupees, the Ricovcry of which will prove a Matter of 
“ great Dilliculty, becaufe from the Sydem hitherto cftabhflitd in this Countiy, the Shroffs or 
“ IJaaktTs can in Fadl in a great Mcalure command the Raja and Crovernment iilclf, with refpedl; 

“ to the Realization of the Revenue ; the L'uftom being lor each Kid to be realized not in Caih 
“ but by their IJakhillahs or Notes, payable in a certain Number ot Days from the Dates thereof, 

“ and as the Renters are generally in Arrears to them, they of courfc exact their own Terms 
“ from the latter for thefc Dakhillas, as well as fometimes from Government, before they will 
“ give in thole of the enfuing Kids : After all which, the Realization of^ thefc Dakhillas becomes 
“ lometimcs a Second Difficulty to the Raja, or rather to mylelf, who am thus obliged to yield

“ einbarralliiig, 1 have not allowed myfclf ferioully to regret, in Hopes of promoting the grand 
“ and declared ObjeCt of my Inilrudions, namely, the Redoration of the Raja ‘ to the fulled 
“ podible Exercile of the Funftions of his Station yet fuch is the undignified Idea entertained 
“ of him, owing perhaps to his former deprefled State, and Inch the Unwillingnels of People 
“ in gencial to lobinit to, and dill Icfs to promote his Aggrandizement, or to place Reliance in 
“ his .Acts, that Time alone can, if ever, effectually confirm his Reipcttability or fecuie the 
“ Colltdions made under his Authority ; I’ruths which have been feverely experienced during 
“ the Cuurle ot the picfent Year, to the Rifk of entailing upon mylelt the Odium ot his 
“ Failure •, in refpedt to which I will however be candid enough here to own, that even the EffeCts 
“ of my Inurference may in lome Indances have operated in a certain Degree to his Diladvantage, 

“ from the Natives dill widiing to adhere to the Refidency in every thing, and to him in nothing, 

“ andfiom the natural Confequences of a divided Authority, the Limits of which, on botlr Sides, 

“ have during this Year remained unafeertained and fluduating, between my earned Dcfirc to 
“ cdablidi his Authority, and a very confidcrablc CounteraClion of the Natives to fubmit to

[“ I have, however, never yet ulti/nately dcfpaircd of efieding the Board’s Wifhes, rnore efpe- 

cially in regard to the Regulation of the Country at large, fo as, if poflible, to edablifii luch a 
Sydem as may leave but little to the Rajah’s own Ad, or even to thole of the Refident ; but to 
render the Security of the Inhabitants depending on tlie Operation of permanent Regulations, 
trulUng as little as may be to tl.c Will of the immediate Ruler : In this View, and as the Com- 
mencement of a Sydem of Law and Regularity, fo eflcntially requifite to the Well-being of a Domi- 
nion lo didant even from the Scat of our own Indian Government, I originally propolcd the In- 
ditution of the Three new Courts ofjiidicei the future Extention, ami further Regulation of 
which, will form a lubiequent Part of this Addrefs. The Trade and Commerce of the Country 
have been regulated by Government itfelf in a Manner which, though highly beneficial in other 
Rcipeds, has proved tor the prclent Year an additional, and to the Raja a heavy and unexpeded. 
Curtailment of his Rcfources, and ought, perhaps, in Equity, to plead for a larger RemilTion in 
the Payment of this Year’s Revenue than he has yet obtained •, but by far the mod material Re- 
formation remains to be effeded, namely, that in the Colledion of the Revenues. To obtain 
Information into the real State of the Country in this Refped was the main ObjeCl of my Circuit, 
and I now mean to fubmit the Refult of my Invcdigations. 

“ It IS proper 10 premife that there arc Two general Modes for the Payment of the Revenue in 
this Couniry; One, by a dipulated Rate of Money Rent j the other, called Bcttay, which is alfo 
generally paid in Calh, but the Amount whereof is rated according to the Market Price of the 
actual Produce, afeertained by Mealurcmcnt, and an F.dimatc of the Abundance or Deficiency of 
the Crop. Some Articles, fuch as Sugar Cane, Opium, Tobacco, and Vegetables, are always 
paid for according to tlie Fird Mode, which is called Nekdy, whilft the general Crops of Bafley and 
other common Grain arc paid for in the Mode of Bettay j which lad I have found to conditute, 
in its prclent State, a fruitful Source of Contention throughout the Country in general, from the 
Renters being tempted by their natural Avidity to over-reach the’Ryots, by ufing Ihort meafuring 
Rods, and otherwile over-valuing the Produce ■, and by the Ryots on their Part making ufe of every 
Device, luch as dealing the Grain and other Artifices, to enable them to cope with tneir Adverfa- 
ries the Renters. Nor are the Nekdy Lands free from equivalent Inconveniences, which p*’**'^*" 
pally arilc from the additional Articles of Aboab, which the Renters have, fmcc the Expulfiuf* of 

8 - Cheyte 
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Chcyte Sing, been gradually accumulating under various Denominations upon the Rent as it then 
txifted. A particular Account of all which additional Aboabs is herewith fubmitted, together 
with an Abllraft, marked N® 12 and 1 3, as already referred to in a former Part of this Addids ; of 
which Statements the Rcfult is, that fincc Cheyte Sing’s Expulfion, the Article of Aboabs has, on 
the Whole, cncrcafcd from the Sum of Rupees 1,33,310 15 9, at which they flood in 1187, to 
Kopecs 2,53,258 I, at which they flood in 1194, making a real Encreafe of Rupees 1,19,947 i 3 •, 
to raife which Sum Taxes or Aboabs have been impofed under various new Denominations, not 
even fuppofed to be known at Benares, but very diftreffing to the Pergunnahs in which they cxifl, 
as much, perhaps, for their Uncertainty and Want of Limitation, as from the pofuive Bui then 
impofed by them •, added to all which, the Mode prevalent in this Country, as above oblcrved, of 
raifing the Revenue aflefled upon each Pergunnah by additional Aboabs upon the Lands that 
leir.ain cultivated to make up for thofc which have become waftc and deferred, has, with the pre- 
ceding Caufes, confpired to tender the Situation of the Zemindarry of Benares in general ex* 
iremcly critical, and to make the Realization of the Public Revenue a conllant Exertion over 
and upon almoll all Ranks of the Society. The Truth of the preceding Remarks may, 1 think, 
appear evinced merely from confidcring that, although the Sum of the Rajah’s annual Colledions 
and the Cultivation of the Country have both moft certainly continued in general to decline ever 
fincc the Period of Cheyte Sing’s Expulfion, yet the MofufTil Rental, or the Sum of the annual 
AfTcfTment for the Colledlions, and even the Collcdlions as realized by the Aumils from the '/c- 
mindars and Ryots, have, on the Whole, cncrealed to nearly a Lack of Rupees beyond what was 
collected in the lafl Year of Cheyte Sing's Management, cxclufive of the large Encreafe that has 
taken place in the feparate Article of Aboab.— How can fuch a Confcquencc flow fr;m fuch Pic- 
mifes, except by the feveral Means of undue Exaftions .above pointed out, and by piadtifing what 
is too well known in this Country by the Term of taking both Shares of the Crop; by which is, 
however, only meant the taking much more than its fair Moiety, the One Half bring the pub'ic 
Due of the Aumil from the Ryot, though in fomc Pergunnahs fomewhat mote than this equal Pro- 
portion is, by Ufage, auihorizcdly taken by the Aumil of Government, under tlie Denomination 
of Zabitanah or Precedent ? — I do therefore believe that iinicfs the prefent numerous Mofunil 
Irregularities be correded, and a regular Syftcm be inllitutcd as it were de novo, a very few Years, 
perhaps even the next, would difeover the latent Inability and reduced State of the Country at 
large by an .alarming Failure in the Receipt of the Government’s Revenue: To Ihew that I 
have not adopted thclc Sentiments upon Hearfay, I have colleClcd, in the Voucher N*" 26, a Series 
of the Complaints preferred to me during the Courfc of the prefent Year j which will, 1 think, 
fully juflify the Means I have taken to remedy the Evils therein fubftantiated •, of which Means 
I can, alter this Introdudion and Reference, hardly afford a more explicit Account, than by the 
following Infertion of the Paper of Inftrudions iffued to the Rajah on that Head under Date the 
25th June laft. _ , 

Tranflation of a Perwannah to the Rajah. 

“ With a View to promote the Cultivation which is to take place in this Month of AfTar, for 
the Year 1196, and to begin to introduce fuch a Settlement of this Country as may remain perma- 
nent, it is proper, and this is now the Time, to put a Stop to all the Irregularities which have 
crept into the Syftcm, of the Public Colledions, more cfpecially fincc the "1 ime of Raja Cheyte 
Sing; and as it is neceffary to begin with this Reformation, from the Period of the Cultivation of 
this Month of AfTar, I have here inferted, in the under-mentioned Articles, feveral of the Irregu- 
larities thus referred to, with the Means of correding them. 

“ ill. As in every Pergunnah, Pottahs are delivered to the Ryots in a Variety of Forms, and 
under fuch Specifications as the Aumil, forthe Time being, thinks fit, it is neceffary that a new 
Form of Pottah be eftablifhed, and fent by the Rajah into every Pergunnah, with Orders, that 
whoever lhall give Pottahs in a different Form, or with other Claules than fliall be therein fpccificd, 
the lame fhall be binding neither on the Ryot or the Aumil, but be altogether invalid. 

“ 2dly, In the laid Pottah, when it is for Revenue Land that pays in Kind (Bettay ), let it fpccify by 
what Rod, and of what Length, fuch Bettay Land is to be mcalurcd, when the Ryot’s Crop comes at 
the proper Seafon to be afeertained by the Mode of Kunkoot, or the Eflimatc made thereof known 
under this Denomination ; and it is clicntial that the Pottah fpccify the Name of the Rod, and its 
Length, whatever thofc may be. ' 

“ sdly. As in manj Parts where the Revenue is paid in Kind, Difputcs occur between 
the Ryot and Aumil about the Money Value to be put on the Ground or natural Produce 
of the Soil, Jet it be a Claufe in the laid Pottahs, that the Rates of the faid Valuation 
fhall be I’wice in the Year, or for each Harveft, feparatcly fettled by the Rajah, with the 
Approbation of the Refident for edch Pergunnah, and 'a Notification thereof iffued accordingly, 
’ tinder the Raja’s Seal, which will effcftually put a Stop to the Objeftions both of Aumils 
and Ryots, and let it be fpecified in the faid Pottah, that the Valuation or Rates of the Khereot 
Harveft fhall be fixed in the Month of Maug, and thofc of the Rubby Harveft in Jeyte, according 
to the real Rates then current in the Country, which fliall be adhered to on both Sides by the 
Aumil and the Ryot. 
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“ 4^1, Let not any Pottah authorize Agorc Bettay, or • taking the Government Half of tlj^ 
Produce, aficr the (jrain, &c. is reaped ; but let all the Pottahs exprefs that the Bettay Re- 
venue lliall be afeertained by Kunkoot, or Computation made with the Privity ot the Canongoes 
according to the Mcafurement to be made by the Rods that are to be Ipecificd in the Pottalis, and 
which lhall lor that Purpofe be fent to the Canongoe of every Pergunnah. 

“ 5th, Lee it be Ipecificd in the Pottahs for Land paying in Kind (Bettay )< whether the Pio- 
duce, or tlie Value thereof, is to be divided between the Aumil and the Ryot, according to d.c 
Cullotn of the Pergunnah, in exaft Halves, or with what Difference. 

» 6'th, In the Pottahs for Land, paying according to a Nekdy, or ready Money ScttlemcMU, let 
the Name and Length of the Rod be alio mentioned •, and as, fince the Time of the Expulfinn ot 
Cheyte Sing, iundi y new Articles of Aboab and Charges have been introduced into every Pei gun- 
nah, according to tlic Dilcretion, or rather the Avidity of the Aumils, which have become a Bur- 
then on the Ryots, and have reduced many Parts of the Country to its prclent State; it is thcrc- 
lore neceliary to infeic a Claufe in the prclent Pottahs, that all new Aboabs and new Charges, in- 
irodiiced fince the FulTuly Year 1187, (hall, from 1196, be prohibited, and totally given up ; 
and that whatever Mai, or original Rent and Aboab, or fubfidiary Taxes, exifted in that Year, viz, 
1187 Fufiuly, lhall be joined together; and that the Aboab being thus incorporated with the 
Mai, and forming only One united Sum, lhall become the united and Angle Rate which the 
Nekdy Ryots arc to pay per Bigah, in fuel; Manner, that over and above this united and finglc 
Sum, no other or larcher Aboab or Charges lhall be payable or dcmandable from the Ryots. 

“ 7th, In view to all the above Circumftancys; and whereas, as appears from the Petitions of 
Complaint prdeincd fiom many Places by the Ryots, their diRrefled Condition, and the probable 
Deloiation of the Country, on account of the various Kinds of Pottahs, the Breach of theStipu- 
laiions therein contained, and the Addition of further Aboabs, and the Dilputes about the Divi- 
lion in ti’.e Bettay Leaks, &c. as praftilcd by the Aumils Zemindars and Tceckadars, in the Mo- 
rulTil, arc impending; I have therefore prepared, and fenc to you, the Draught of a Pottah, for 
the Fneouragement of the Ryots, and to inlpire them with Confidence, lb as thereby to promote 
lire Cultivation. It is neceliary that you do publilh tlie Draught of the faid Pottah to the Chow- 
dties, Canongoes, Zemindars, and Ryots of the Divifions under you, and to caufe all Zemindars 
.iiul Teeckadars to give Pottahs to the Ryots, in the Form under fpccificd ; and the Officers of the 
Annul are allb to give fimilar Pottahs to the Ryots of all thole Villages which arc Khauni; that is, 
where there are no Zemindars or Teeckadars. The Rates of cultivated Land to be according to 
the FuHily.Year 1187, to which is to be added the Aboab of that Year, which, being incorpora- 
ted with the Mai or Rent of that Year, is to conftitute One Sum, or general Ra:e, per Begah, lo 
as that the Pottali may contain no feparatc Aboab. The Rates of Waite Lands arc to be fettled on 
according as the Ryots may be willing to agree to the fame ; but to be ail without Aboab ; and if 
any Pottahs to a different Purport from the prefent be given to the Ryots, or any Breach be made 
in the Condition of the Pottahs, as licre laid down, the Offender lhall, on Proof, be puniHied.”]

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“ jift* I fixed on the Fufiily Year 1187 as the Standard to which the Rates of the 
Rental of the Country is in general to be rdtored, becaufe it was the lad complete Year of 
Cheyce Sing’s Management, and bccaul'c it was on its general Amount (being nearly the fame as 
that of It 8+ and n88, the Accounts of which were exhibited to Mr. Hidings) that the 
perinaneiit Settlement was made for 40 Lacks with the prefent Raja. The Blending of the 
Abo.ib and fubfidiary Taxes with the Mai or original Rent, fo as to conftitutc but One aggregate 
Rate per Biga, I confidcr as of the highelt Importance to the Security of the Ryots j for it is the 
Opemng thus left to the Native Collectors all over our Provinces, that enables them to tyrannize 
over the Ryots, becaufe Government can never know, or enter into the numerous Devices 
praftifed by the Zciiiindars anil Collectors to extend thelc Articles which they encreafe, dccrcale 
and alter every Vear as they think fir.” j ^ 

1 need not add, that the Sydem contained in the above Regulations appears to me well 
“ ad.apted lor the Situation of tlris Country-, but it is much more difficult to carry it into Effift 
“ than to piopofe it. The Inicrclh or Prejudices of all Clafics of Men employed in the 
“ Collections are ag.iind it, and the Difficulty is enhanced by the Neceffity of my employing the 
“ Rajah and his Aumeens, to carry a Plan he teitainly does not heartily wiffi well to intoEtFcitl: 

” Confidcring all ihcfe Circumdances, I am fenfible that 1 may incur the Imputation even of 
“ Temerity in the Undertaking, more cfpccially as the periodical Rains having this Year been 
“ backward, fome Parts of the Khereof or Fird Crop of the enfuing Year will be lod, and the 
“ l ui.ds for the future Revenue thereby fo far ciiminillicd but notwithdanding every Difeourage- 
“ innu, whether arifing from natural or artifiaial Caufes, I was fo drongly imprefled, from a 
“ View of 'Things before me, with the Idea of the Neceffity of beginning a Reformation that 1 
“ have rilktd it; and, if prelent or future Good in any Degree rclult to the Country from the 
“ Attempt, I (hall be fully requited for the Trouble, and even the Danger of Failure, It 
“ cannot be expefted that Regulations of this Kind, can all at once be completely received in 
“ tvciy Pergunnah and Subdivifion ; but by the Means hereafter propofed, and by an alTitiuous 
“ Attention on my own Part, I trud they may be prevalent throughout all the Country by the End 
“ of 1196; and when the great Body of the People come to be well acquainted with the Syllcm in 
“ all its Parts, it is 1 think impoffiblc that it fliould not produce the happied Effeds, as well In 
“ regard to their own Eafe as to the Cultivation of the Country, and ilie confequent future Security 
“ of the Government Revenues. 

“ Thefe Profpcids had however no Effcft on the Rajah, who made great Objections to thefe 
“ Regulations, upon Plea principally that his Collection of the Balances of this Year would be 
“ impeded thereby ; and he continued fo obftinatcly to objeCt to them, that 1 at length thought it 
“ my Duty, if he would not confent, to refume the Management into my own Hands both of the 
“ Collections and the iffijing of the new Pottahs ; and I at length offered explicitly on that 
“ Condition, to take the Refponfibi^ty of this Year’s Revenue on myfelf, if the Raja would not 
“ both to carry the new Plan into Execution, and to be and remain fully anfwerabic for 

“ the current Revenue, to both which Articles he at lad gave his formal and repeated Aflent, as 

will appear at length in the Papers contained in the ExiraCt N* 27 ; yet I have but too much 
“ Reafon to fear for his Realization of this Year’s Revenue under his Collection, which 1 do not 
“ think there would have been Room for, had I taken the entire Management on myfelf, even at tlic 
“ late Period of the Year when I propofed it to him. The Ground for this Belief will appear in the 
“ Extract lad referred to ; it certainly implies that I depended much on my own Influence having

true Spirit and Meaning of the Regulations ; and that I (houid have Reafon to be fatisfied therc- 
0 A declared to the Rajah (as will be feen in the Sequel of the Ex- 

trade, N 27) that both the Odium of Failure in the Meafore, and its Expcnce, Ihoulcl fall 
“ upon him.

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I have ventured to put the Honble. Cdmpaliyi on this Occafion, to a further Expence, of 
«* rather Outlay, to promote the prefent Cultivation for the next Year, by advancing Takavy 
in fome of the more defolatc Pergunnahs, and where I believed It moft wanted. I Hnd the Whole 
will not exceed Thirty or Forty thoufand Rupees, and probably not amount to fo much j and as 
«• it will be received back in the Courfe of the enfuing Year iig 6 , with Intereft at the Rate of lo 
« per Cent, per Annum, and as the Rajah could not himfclf afford thefc Advances, which arc 
« effential to the due Cultivation of 1196, I truft your Lordfhip will not difappfovc of the Li- 
« berty I have thus taken, as it is evidently, and in Truth, an Outlayi for the Benefit of the 
Company’s own Eftate, and for the Security of their beneficial IntereRs in this Country. 

« The 9th Article of the preceding lnfi:ru«ions to the Rajah, promifing that fome other Mode 
« (hall be eftablifbed for the future Payment of the Canongoes, 1 lubmit that it fliotffljjj^futurc, 
«< if I can get thd Canongoes to agree to it, be paid to them in ready Money fr^ttii^Bearury, 
caufing uie Aumils to pay the Amount dire^ly to the Refident, to be to the 

« Parties. Till my Arrival here, they were paid by the Aumils, who collefteJ^^^^Krre them- 
« fclveS, certain Articles of Aboab from the Ryots j but as this kept them id^^^H^ntire Dc- 
** pcndance on the Aumils, over whom they are, in Fa£t, intended as cot^^^^d Checks, 1 
« got, in the Courfe of this Year, Lands affigned to them in each PergunnahlHmicnt to the total 
“ of their former Allowances ariling from the Aboab, leaving to the Aur^s to compenfate the 
« Alienation thus made from the Lands of their refpeftive Rentals, by the Articles of Aboab, 
«* which (till continued to them to realize. I think that for next Year fuch a Settlement may be 
“ made as will enable them to pay their Revenue, and alfo this additional Money Charge (in lieu of 
“ the Land now alienated), without the Aid of tHfc Aboab in quefiion, which is a new Burthen on 
the Country, in which, I confefs, I wilh to fee all the Collcdlions under that Denomination 
** (that is, of Aboab) completely done away and abolifhed. It is a great Misfortune, that when 
*» Mr. Fowke reftored the Canongoes, he, on the Principle of the Office being an hereditary 
** one, admitted in general all the Defeendants of the aniicnt ones, and granted Sunnuds in 
their various Names, fo that there are fo many People and fuch numerous Families to be 
maintained from the Fund affigned to them, that thofe who are in the executive Part of the 
“ Bufinefs, have no adequate Reward for their Labour. I have difcouriiged as much as poflTiblc 
“ this Idea of the Canongoefbip’s being hereditary, or any Thing more than a Service liable to 
” terminate at the Plcafurc of the Ruler; and it is I think very eflential for the due Execution of 
« the Office, that this Idea ffiould be confirmed, and even that a new Regulation and Appoint- 
“ ment of Canongoes ffiould take place all over the Country ; for the Sum at prefent allotted for 
“ the general Support of the Eftabliffiment is inadequate to a Provifion for fuch numerous 
“ Families many of whom cannot be ufcfully employed in the Duties thereof, and arc rather in 
the Nature of Pcnfioners than of Officers. At the fame Time the retrenching from the 
** Efiabiifliment of fo many Men, Women, and Children, who now each derive fome Support 
*• from it, would no Doubt be produiSlivc of Clamor and Diftrefs. The Error lies as above 
obferved in the Firft Eftabliffiment or Reftoration of thia Body of Men in the Fuffily Year 1192, 
or 1784-5. If the Bo.ird are plealcd to authorize it, I will proceed to ifluc new Sunnuds fo as 
“ to render the Canongoes Eftabliffiment really efficient on the Footing of the general Outline 
“ pointed out, or with fuch Alterations as the Government may prefer to adopt.”) 

[“ By the 12th Article of the Regulations, the Aumeens are direfted to report on the 
Allowances to the Cauzees and Civil Judges, and to the Chowdries (a Kind of Revenue Officers, 
fomewhat fimilar to the Canongoes), throughout the Country, that fome Means may be adopted 
for regulating thefe Eftabliffiments in Time to come, Thefc Officers are at prefent, efpccially the 
Cauzics, in the moft forlorn Condition, having for many Years pad had little more than a nominal 
official Authority, and many of them no fettled Allowances whatever ; I ffiall confidcr what is ^ft 
to be done in refpeft to thefc Eftabliffiments, as foon as tnc Materials arc colledlcd, and my 'I ime 
will admit. 

“ The Adminiftration of Juftice throughout the Country, excepting in the Four Towns of 
Benares, Gazeporc, Juanporc, and Mizapore, is and has long been m a deplorable Condition, for 
the Rajah’s Moolly Adalut is hardly adequate to the general Adminiftration of Juftice throughout 
the Country, were the Influence of the Rajah and his Officers over it propitious to that End : But 
this can never be the Cafe ; and whilft it remains in its prefent Situation, it is of the leaft poffiblo 
Ufc that any Court can be. 

“ Your I.ordibip having in my Inftruflions direfled me to report my Opinion on the Circum- 
ftances and Charader of the Nabob All Ibrahim Khan as Judge of the Adawlut of the City of 
Benares, I think it my Duty to obferve that, as far as regards himfclf and his own Mind and 
Afts, he is, I believe, a highly worthy and juft Magiftrateand Judge: If he has any Fault, it is 
perhaps in a Want of fumcient Decifion and Difpatch, and in leaving rather too much to the 
Officers under him. However, both, thefc Circumftances are afcribable in a confidcrable Degree to 
others that do not entirely depend on him ; for in this Country the Inhabitants have been lo long 
habituated to Tettle all Caufcs by Arbitration, and to terminate all Difputcs to what they call the 
mutual Satisfadion of both Parties, that I am perfuaded our more dccifive, and what they would 
think abrupt, Mode of adminiftering Juftice and executing Dccifions fo pafled merely upon the 
Proofs exhibited, within a certain and fixed Time, perhaps by only One of the Parties, would

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fuit ibc Way of thiiiking of the Majority of the Inhabitants of Benares.”]^ § 

‘‘ v;ill no Doubt become gradually fitter to alfimilatc to our Policy in this RcipeCt j but as the 
Firft Judge of our Firlt ellablidied Court in tins Country, I cannot but think that the 
Moderation (even if thue be a little Excels in it) of Ibrahim Ali Khan’s Condudt is happily 
“ adapted to the Situation he was placed in. As to the Second Circumftance above noticed, ic 
is to bo obferved, that by the Conllitution of the Court as framed by Mr. Hallings, the Nabob 
“ is himulf only Chict Magiltrate, having urtder him a Criminal and Civil Department, at the 
‘‘ Mead of which there are dilhnd Judgc^o^ his Appointment in Fadl, and whofe Ads he muft 
landiDn, and who indeed try all Caiiles under his Infpedion and with his Approbation in the 
“ hiine I loule or Court where he liimiclt rclides ; which Degree of Dilbndion or Delegation of 
“ Authority, may probably have given Rife and aflordcd fome Caulc to the Idea of his leaving 

‘‘ too much to his Olfi ers, who arc certainly not lo trull* worthy as himlclf. As far therefore as 

this may, and it muft in Jbrne Degree be a Vice, it anies out of the Nature of the luftitution 
of his Court-, but on the Whole, 1 do not think it probable that a better, or perhaps in all 
Refpecls lo good a native Magiftratc could be piovided in his Stead *, and on the Footing his 
Adawlut now Hands, fubjeCt to an Appeal, I trull the imputable Djefts above itUimatcd will 
“ be obviated, bccaulc (he Idea ot an Appeal will make the Magiftratc pay ftridlcr Attention to the 
Proceedings ot the Court under him.”) \ 

[“ I’he moft material Delect in the general Adminiftration of Juflice in this Country, is in 
relped to Revenue Caufes, tor which there is properly no Court, the Rajah’s Moolky Adawlut 
being principally for Caufes of private Property, excepting that in fome Inllances he does refer 
the Caufes of a Revenue Nature to it, when the Dccifion nnill of courfe be according to liis 
OIFncrs Good- will, but it is wholly inadequate to fuch a I'aik as the hearing and deciding on 
Rcvciiue Caufes. The Olficers or Judges arc Muffulmans, unacquainted woth Maticis of 

Revenue, and whole Habits and Studies bear no Affinity to luJi Dilquifuions. The Ryots have 

therefore no regular Jurifdidion to apply to; and v;hen they do complain, it is (as I have h;id 
abundant Expeiience of in the Couric of this Year) with the greart il Difficulty that they obtain, 
after numeious Delays, References, and I Fdf-enquiries, fome Kind of qualified Relief, by an 
Order to the Aumil againft whom they have complained ; winch Order in iheir Favour is, after all, 
hardly ever more than half carried into bixecution, and the Whole is in Fadl nugatory, and forms 
a coiuplete State of Uncertainty and Confulion.”] ^ 

§ To remedy thefe IWils in the Adminiftration of Jufticc in regaul to the Coll..dion of the 

‘‘ Revenues, and the Rajah’s Moolky Adawlut, I fubmit the following Heads of Regulations to 
“ the (lonfideration of Ciovernment:

“ and to pafs their DecKions thereon according to Juftice, ado[)tingfor its Ciuidance the Principles 
‘‘ of the Regulations in the Perwannah to the Rajah, contained in the Body of this Letter, — that 
this Couit be compoled of Two ^native Judges, On.c on the Part of the Rcfident; the 
othei, on that of the Rajah; and that, to give Weight to their Dccifions, they lhall fit in the 
Rdulent’s OlRce, and their Pioceedings and Dccifions lhall ^ under Ins Controul, and all 
“ their Oidcis ililied under his Official Seal and Signatuic for One Year at lead; after which it 
“ may be confuleied, if tliouglu necefiary, how far they may be left to tlie Rajih; but for iigb 
“ it is cftlntial that this Court fliould be held under the Refident’s immediate Inl'peCtion, were it 
“ only for the full and due Ellabliffimenc of the new Poctah Regulations, 

“ 1 he Inftituiion of tins new Couic will no Doubt hurt the ILjah, whofe Dignity, and even 
Prejudices, I am in all Caies as willing to fupporc and conlult as he can himfclt defire, where I 
think them at all compatible with our national Honour and Intcicft ; but thus far I am free to 
“ own, that 1 deem them very irrecont ileable. 

“ 2 ci, 'Fhat the Name, Eltabhffimenr, and O/Ticers of the Rajah’s Moolky Adawlut be

Ir^tention was to have propofed the eniirc Abolition of this Court, and to have fuggefted the 
Fartitiini ot it^ Duties among ihc Four Cximpany’s Courts ot Bcnaies, Gazeepore, Juanpore, 
‘‘ arid Miizapoie, wlv.ch arc veiy well fituated tor the Djftribution of Jullice throughout each 
‘‘ of the hour Siikars of li/narcs, Ciazcepore, Juanpoie, and Chunar, at the Capiials of each of which 
they are rcipeclively placed ; and with a vciy Imall Addition to the Eftablilhments of the Three 
hiit mentioned Courts, t!uy would he adequate to all the additional Duty, I have however 
‘*",Jxen deterred from Rating this Arrangement as a Mealure to be adopted, at leaft immediately, 
from my Belief that the Abolition of his Moolky Adawlut would greaily initate the Rajahy

p [“ Before I clofe this Addrels, I think it proper to obferve to your Lordihip, tiiat however 
clcliious I have been of difeontinuing the llleot Sepoys in the Collccliuns, I have found it during 
the Couife of this Year impraflicable ; thougli I bchtve fo many have not been employed as in 
former Years. The Zemindars and Ryots of this Country have all a Military Spirit, and fume

1 have therefore no real Caufc to regret the Confcqucncei of either of thefc Two Inftances; 
for though the Sepoys afted in both without my Knowledge or dircft Authority, yet as they 
« were driven to fire in their own Defence after being attacked Sword in Hand, the Confequences 
arc fully juftifiablc and even indifjMrnfablc. I am in much greater Doubt that of a Party of 
Sepoys who, on the Complaint and at the Inftance and Recommendation of the Magiftratc of 
“ Shahabad, Were fenc feme Time ago into the Pergunnah of Khereed and Beluah to feize the 
Thieves there, with which thole Pergunnahs arc particularly infclled, in the Courfc of which 
♦* they fired upon and killed a foppolcd Thief, whom they were in the Ad of apprehending, 
without (as appears to me) any NecejTity or Expediency, as he did not refift, but only 
attempted to cfcapc ) and as in all Cafes I have inculcated it as a general Rule to every Party 
of Sepoys fent out, that Self-defence alone is to authorize their making ufe of their Arms, I 
have written on the Subject of this unfortunate AfFjir to the Commanding Officer, that the 
“ Sepoy who thus fired may be brought to a Trial, and acquitted or condemned as Military Law 
“ and Juftice may dired ; and in the mean Time I fubmit in the accompanying Extradt N°3o, all 
the Proceedings hitherto held on the Subject, as far as regards the Sepoys,”) ^ 

[“ Whilft 1 am on this SubjeCt, I may here add, that towards the Nabob Vizier’s Frontier of * 
Azim Ghurr, and particularly in theDiftriCls between that and Juanpore, where Mr. Neave lately 
was employed, he found the greatell Difficulty in realizing the Collections from the Zemindars 
in thofc Parts, more efpccially j3eing all Hill poffefled of numerous Mud Forts to which they retire 
and bid Defiance to all Civil Authority. This is an Evil which ought not to cxift under our 
Government •, but perhaps it can be only gradually corrected. It is fo far fortunate that thefc Mud 
Forts in Three-fourths of the Country were dcmolifficd by Bulwunt Sing » fo that in all my Circuit 
whic h extended through that Proportion of the entire Zemindarry, 1 found hardly a Fort in the 
Pofleffion of any Zemindar, but many evacuated and in a State of rapid Decay. Thofc that Itill 
remain arc therefore moftly toward the Vizier’s Frontier beyund Juanpore, and it would be well 
were they all levelled. The Two principal Jaguirdars of the Company, B ncram Pundit and 
Baboo Ouffan Sing, have indeed within thefe few Years each of .them creCled a Kind of Fort or 
Stronghold in the refpc^live Jaghiers which adjoin to each other; a Circumftance that has very 
recently occafioned an open and hoftilc Contention between their relpe(itivc Ryots about a 
Boundary Difpute, in which fome Lives have been loft ; and I found my Interference neceffary to 

P revent more Blood being fhed, as the Principals arc exceedingly exafperated on both Sid' . 

'hefc Kinds of fudden Conflids about Boundaries and difputed Ground are very frequent in 
Country ; the fmalleft imputable Offence will occafion them ; and to my own Knowledge nothing 
more than a Cow breaking into a Sugar Cane Plantation, or the like, has been fufficient to arm 
Half a Vilbigc againft another, and to occafion their proceeding on the Spot to open Hoftilities, 
which not u ifrcqucntly end with the Lofs of Lives, and always with the Effufion’ of Blood. Nor 
are fuch Onfets thought much of in this Country j their Frequency and Affimilation to the 
Habits of the People, making them be viewed in a confiderablc Degree as Matters of 

Courlc.”3 4

“ This being the 13th of Kantuck, or One Day previous to the Period for the Raja’s paying 
in bis Kill for the preceding Month of Roar, or Allln,* the Refident defired Gour Rukeh, 
the Rajah’s Agent, this Forenoon to wait on him in the Evening, with a Statement of how much 
was received, and what remained. He came about Eight o’Clock ) and, after mentioning the 
Particulars, he obferved, that Mchudy Ali Khan, the Renter of Ghazepore, had not yet delivered 
in his Dakhub, or Merchant’s Certificate, for his Kill:, amounting to io,oco Rupees* proving 
unable to get any Merchant to deliver it in * and having been To-day (which was the firft 
Intimation the RcGclenc had of his having come back from Ghazepore) in fcarch of Credit » 
that Effeff, and that having been unfuccefsful, and afraid, as he faid, of his Diftionor, he 
had declared that he had rather fwallow a Potion, and put himfclf out of the World, than run 
that Rifle i and Gour Rukah added, that it was faid nc had or would take it. The Refident, 
alarmed at this Intelligence, but uncertain whether there might not be fomc Artifice in it on 
the Part of Mchudy Ali Khan to avoid the Payment of his Kift, font immediately his Jemadar to 
go to the faid Khan’s Houfe in Benares, and tell him that the Refident wiflied on the Morrow 
to fee him, thinking that this Kind of Intimation would ferve to afeertain the real State he was 
in, and alfo prevent his taking any violent Refolution, if he had not already done fo. In * 

Time the Jumadar returned with Notice, that Mchudy Ali Khan had in the Evening Iwallowed 
a Poorea or Potion j but that Reza Koolikhoor, a native DoAor, had been immediately ienc 
for, and had adminiftered to him fomething to make him vomit, and that he had v^ited once 
before the Jemadar got there, and twice in his Prefence, and that the aforewid Doctor and the 
others there had very good Hopes of his Recovery. The Jemadar added, that having *0

•< and buyning about h‘i« Stdmaeh: I'ho flefident, on diis very alarming Part of this Intelligence, 
« thought proper to fend Doftof BOyd (who happened to be at his Houfe) to adminiftcr ali the 
“ AlTiftanie in his Power to Mehudy Ali Khan \ and he was accompanied at the Refideot's Defire 
«» by Mr. Grants who is an old Acquaintance of this laid Khan’s. Thofe Gentlemen returned 
about T wo tiic^e Morning with InteHigencf> that, when they went in, Mehudy Ali Khan feenred 
** very low, h.kl the Fain in his Stomach, and a great Difficulty of Breathing t to eafe which laft, 
“ Doftor toyd tot)k fomc Blood from him, ibhich gave him great Relief, and procured for him 
** fonre Kiu’s Broth, as (he faid) he on this Occafion complained that he had not been allowed 
“ to take Sullenance foe 'I hree Days by the Rajah’s PcOns, which did him alio great good, both 
“ as Suftenance, and proving, when mixed wish Oil, as an Emetic when the Pain came on himi fe 
•• rhaty when i^y (MelTrs. Boyd and Grant) kft him, he declared the Pain in his Stomach quite 
“ gone V and they- left there the Refidetu's Jemadar, with Orders to come to Oodtor Boyd if 
“ Mehudy Ak Khan IhuukI be taken worfe in the Remainder of the Night, and with In- 
“ ftruftion-v as well as to the. People of the Houfe, to adminiftcr the Medicine of the Broth 
with Oil, he having already fwallowed a great Quantity of Milk before they went in as often 
** as the' Pain returned after ; and feeing again the Jemadar, and hearing that the Pain had not 
“ rcttimed, the Relidcnt retiredfor the Remainder of the Night. It is here proper to mention that 
“ when his Jemadar, returning from his firft Vifit to Mehudy Ali Khan about Supper Time, the 
“ Refidenf, in Conlequcnce of the laid Khan’s having queftioned the Jemadar whether no Repre- 
“ lentation of his had bcctv received, was led allb to enquire of Gopee Kunt, One of the publick 
“ Native Officers then in attendance, whether he knew of any? whereupon Gopee anfwered in 
“ the Negative*, but laid, he had juft learnt that Mahudy Ali Khan had that Day written to Mr. 
“ Granr, who now lies in the Refident’'s Houle *, and to whom the Rcfidcnt, having accordingly 
** immediately applied, then for the firft 'rime learnr, that Mehudy Ait Khan had in FaA applied 
“ by a Letter to Mr. Grant, of which she following is a Tranflation.”) 

[“ Tranflbtion of Mehudy Ali Khan's Letter to Mr. Grant. 

“ 7th November, 

“ On the Night of the 3d of MoburrrrB, the Maharaja Saheb called on me to give a Cabooleirfdr 
the Part of laft Year’s Concern. It ftruck me, that in the fame Manner as the Bufintfs was laft Year 
tranfaded with the Ryots, during which I had paid a Lofs of 4,000, I was this Year to take it 
in the fame Way from the Ryots, and to pay it to Government v therefore I gave the Cabooleit. 
It is now y or 8 Days ago that a Regulation was iflued by the Rciidenr, from a Confideration to 
the ’\Vclfare of the Ryot.*, and the Cultivation of the Country, that every Aumil who Ihould exad 
fioni the Ryots any Thing over and above Amil Mamool, or eftablifhed Pradice, Ihould be con- 
fidcred as punifliable by Government. In this Way the Amil Mamool, for 500 Years, of that 
I’ergunnah i.s 55,000 Rupees, and the Guzifhlapeyvviftake, or Settlement Two Years ago, only 
40,000 Rupees, whilft it is neccITiry for m? to colled One Lack of Rupees, inclufive of the 
Aboabs of Government, the Intereft to Merchants, Ryots, Nuncar, and Charges of Eftablilh- 
ment j how, there.'^orc, can I find Funds for 30,000 or 40,000 Rupees Deficiency, being help- 
Icfs ? I h.ave now tMofniitted to the Maha Raja, fetting forth that I cannot this Year make good 
the Revenur, and dtfiring him to commit the Charge thereof to whomfoever he pleafes, becaufc 
this Regulation has been iffued after the Writing of my Cabolcit t and I alfo wrote, that if he 
thought I had, during the laft Year, collcded more than I had paid to Government, 1 was ready 
to deliver in the oiiginal grofs Accounts i beficics which, I have written that To-day nw only Ob- 
jed is my Honor, and tfiat whatever ready Money an’d Goods of every Kind I pofteiled in this 
Country from this to Calcutta- and to Pchli, that could be found out by any 00c, and Ihewn 
to Sc my Property, I would make the Whole a Prcfcnt to the Maha Raja, and would enter into 
written Kng.igemcnis accordingly, begging only to be allowed to depart with any Life, my Son of 
Four Years old, and my p’amily, with the old Clothes that might I'crve them for a Covering, and 
that all my I’loperty Ihould bfc that of the Sircat*, further fpecifying, that till theprefent Time I 
lij<i not touched upon the Country, and th.it he might therefore give his own Country to whonifo* 
ever he pie.iicd. '1 his Petition has been fent: If he Ihews Compalfion to my Situation, and ap* 
proves tiiercof, it is good j oihciwife your Friend will not be dilhonored. Now' the Anfwcr is 
arrived, and iJilhonour is again impef>din^ This Day I will take a Dofc of Poifon, and fet itif 
Soul at Liberry. Fioin you I have Two Requefts to makei the Firft, that now, whilR I am y« 
alive, you Ihoul-i apprize the Refident of all the above Circuthftances, or of the Purport ibetBof,

« I his Morning early the RefiJcnt's Jemadar rctUrited from Mehudy Ali Khan with Notice, 
«« that he had continued much better, and indeed very cafy ever fincc he had becrtbled in the Night 
by Dr. Boyd, wiio again went to vifit him this Morning, and found him W as favoufabfc a 
State as reported by the Jemadar, as will appear by the following Letter from that Gentleman ta 
« the Refident. 


“ Benares, the 8th Novembef i^Sy. 

“ Dear Sir, 

“ Agreeable to your Dcfirc, I fend you a Narrative of the State in which I found Mehudy 
« Ali Khan when I.vifitcd him laft Night, and 'ro-day early in the Morning. When I lirft y'u 
*• filed him, about Midnight, he was fitting on a Cott, wreathing his Body, and (cemingly in 
great Pam , his Pulfc was very weak and very frequent, he complained much of Thirit, and 
of an. acute Pain in his Loins, of Pain in his Stomach and in the Nape of his Neck, but 
mod of all he complained of a great Difficulty of breathing, which greatly interrupted his 
« Speech in attempting to tell me that he had fwallowcd Four Maffia of Simulear (or Arfnic) 

« about an Hour after Sun-fet, and that although he had followed his Doftor’s Freferiprion, and 
drank a Quantity of Milk with Gliec in it, and had vomited ^our or Five Times, he was not in the 
“ fmalleft Degree relieved by the Operations. In this Condition I gave him a Bowl of warm 
“ Water mixed with Sweet Oil to drink. He took a large Draught, and immediately after vomited 
** very freely* I had Hopes this would give him fome Relief, but I was difappointed. You 
“ know Mehudy Ali Khan, he is a young, and when in Health, an a^ive, vigorous, little 
“ Man , therefore, although his Pulfe was now very quick, and fo weak I could fcarccty feel it, 

“ his Hands weic growing cold, and his Feet likewife, although wrapped in Plenty of warm Bed 
*' Qoatbs, the Pain in his Stomach not abated, and the Difficulty of breathing continuing to cn- 
“ creafe, to relieve him from thefe alarming Symptoms, I refolved to bleed nim. By the Time 
*' he had lofi Twelve Ounces of Blood he became giddy and fainr, and was laid on his Back, 

" his Pulfc foon beat falter pnd • lefs frequent, and whenever he was able to fpeak, be told me *sic!nOrit. 
" the Pain in his Stomach was greatly abated, and that he breathed with Eafe. When 1 vifited him 
“ in the Morning, I found him pretty well , he had followed my Inilrudions, and drank warm 
“ Water mixed with Sweet Oil, likewife a Quantity of Soup through the Night, and that, after 
** having vomited twice or thrice, he had flept towards the Morning. He complains a little of 
“ Hcad*ach, of Pain in the Nape of the Neck and Loins, and of a Twitching in his Legs and 
” Arms : 'i‘o remove thefe I have ordered him to drink an Infufion of Caffia Fifiutions, and di- 
** lace freely with weak Soup. It affords me great Satisfadion to ice the Khan in a fair Way of 
'* Recovery , and I know this Account will be highly pieafing to you.

*• The Rcfident*s jemadar hiving, on his Arrival this Morning from Mchody Ali Khan, 
, ** intimated the faid Khan’s Requeif that a public Radgepeon might proceed to bring up his 
** Family from Ghazepoor, Orders were immediately given accordingly, and the Refident's Peon 
“ wa» difpatched with a fealed Letter which Mehudy Afi Khan had written and tranfmitted for the

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fatd Peon to tarry <» this OecaBoni but although it waa thus ienr iealed, yet tonfidcring the 
‘‘ Situation in which Mehody Ali Khan appeared, from hb Letter of Yefterday to Mr. Grant

** Refolutioh by the Narrative which Mehudy Ali Khan was now lending them, the Refident 
“ thought it his Duty, under fuch Circumftances, to get the Letter withdrawn by his own People

The faid Gentleman exerted 
himfelf in every Refpedl with the Doftor in giving me Medicine to expel the Poilbn, and they 
thought it nweflary for the Situation I Was then in to draw Blood from me-, fo that, by the Grace 
« of God, and the Guardianlhip and Attention of the Refident, the Poifon has been expelled, and 
*! my bodily Difotders cured^ and! declare to God that I am now in pcrfcA Health j fo that 
* 51c in Orig. • you are let ket'ped to be objected or difquieted, a Calamity indeed fell on me, but it has 
it paited otf in Happing) j be thankful therefore to God that my Honor has been preferved in the 
« World. The Refident has declared that I am not to be attendant on the Rajatf s Officers, and 
*« that he will do aU that may be ncceflary to fettle ray Affairs. By the Favour of the Almighty, 
** my Mind is in every RefpcA at Eafe, fo let no Difquictude attend on you. To-day, which is 
«« Thurfday in Ihe Morning, the Doctor was again fent, and ordered a Dofc of Phyfic, wliich I 
** have taken. 

*■* P. St In Mehudy Ali Khan’s own Hand-writing. Having before this intended to fend for the 
« Light of my Eyes Mirza Jaun with his Mother, you will fend him on a Carriage with hil 
« M^r, and difpatch fome People along with them, to guard and take Care of them on 
4* the Road, and to bring them here. You will no Doubt have aflcd as I write you by Nazer 
«< Hircarra 1 and now, through the Favor of God, every Thing will be profperous. But you will 
♦4 bring ArceKcnant to ferve for the retting Place at Syedpore, and the neceffary Clothes and 
4‘ Eatables for the Road, all which you will throw into a Cart and come away with the Carriage. 
<4 Aka Mahomed will come on the large Horfc, and Mahonsed Ali Beg will mount the Tattoo, 
<4 and you, my Brother, will take Care of every Things and I alfoi having, in Ten Days Time,

« On the 4th November 1787, I received an Arzee from Mehudy Ali Khan, reprefenting the 
«* dlfireffcd Situation he was in, owing to the cxccITive high Rent he had farmed of the Pergun- 
44 nah of Shudrabad, and declaring, that if he did not meet with Relief, he (hould deftroy himfelf 
with Poifon. On the 5th, he lent me Three Englilh Petitions, addreffed to Lord Cornwallis, 
« Mr. Duncan, and myfelf. The Contents were to the fame Purport as above-mentioned. I rc- 
“ turned for Anfwer, that his Amanuenfis had been fo incorreft in his Style, Contents, and Spel- 
«» ling of the Englilh, that 1 could not poflibly prefent them as direfted, and earnefty recom- 
*4 mended him to give up the Purgunnah in Queftion, and by that Means to avoid all future Oc- 
4* cafjon of Difguft to himfelf, and what he confidered as Oppreffion from the R^ah, who, m all 
44 Cafes which concerned the Revenue, was the Matter. 

Not conceiving Mirza Mehudy to be of the refolute Dil^fition he has fince proved, and 
*4 knowing how commonly ufed thefc Affertions were by the Natives, my Forefight never could 
“ have anticipated the Calamity he has brought upon himfelf s and I was flattered with the Hopes 
“ of having given the beft and only Advice pofiible.

“ lafiYcor; but that the Ryots objefted to being afiTeiTcd on this Footing, allcdging that their 
« Grain had fufifered by Inundation during the Rainy Seafon.

and Daan, and that they would take upon themfilves to make up in that Manner the full Sum

*' Bigah by Defire of the Zemindars, as the Rye or common Rate \ and as by that Rye or Stand, 

•* and alfo there was not a Profpeft of paying the ftipulated Revenue, he (Sherf Ali) again had Re- 
“ courfe to the Zemindars, who thereupon mted 2 An* per Rupee, to be collefted as Keroh. In 
“ that Year there happened a Storm of Hail j the Revenue was not fully colleflcd. 

“ In 1 174 the Hail Scones of the preceding Year having great]y reduced and injured the Coun- 
try, Mcer Scef Ali made the Settlement of each Village feparately, fixing Ageu Betay for P*)^ 

“ ment in Kind, in many Places, and annexing the CoUcdlion of many Spots to the Purgunnah w . 
** Bebeah, and others to the Oeory. In that Manner he made fuch a Settlement as tenJra to the* 
“ Happinels of the Ryots. In that Year he paid the Aboab of the Purgunnah at 1 9 A* per Cenft 
** &c. up to the End of tigi Fuffuly ^ the fame Aboab remained current in the Mofuflil, and 
V nothing more was claimed.

The R fidcnt, referring to the Proceedings of the ill of March laft, finds that the Rye, or 
general Rate per Bigah, was then fixed by Confent of the Ryots of Pueboter at 2 4 perBigah, 
which is 4 Armas lels than it ftood at in 1173, 22 Years ago. The Aboab was not then iiidtcd 
fettled, but left to the Canongoes to fix t and as they have fixed it at 2 A’ pr Rupee of the

*' On the 23d of laft Month, Mirza Saduch, Renter of Mirzapoor, &c. informed me that the 
*'■ Zemindars of Bynfa and Bajah were refradory, and requefted I would fend a Chupraffie with a 
“ written Injundion, to command their Appearance at the Cutchery, and to fettle their Accounts : 
“ This I immediately complied with. On the a7th ultimo the Chupraffei returned, and reported 
“ that the Zemindars refufed to acknowledge either mine or the Aumil’s Authority. Mirzah Sa- 
“ duch came to me and delivered theenclofcd Ijctter (No. i.) from Roy GocuJ Naut, his Naib ac 
“ Muzwar, under whofe Government arc the Vrllagcs of Bynfa and Baja, requefting at the fame 
” Time that 1 would grant a Guard of Sepoys to enforce Obedience j my Addrefs to Majo*- 
“ Macdonald (No. z.) will inform you that I conceived it highly neceffary to fend them forthwith. 

“ Goreeh Pandcli, Brother to Buffunt Pundeh, prefented me an Arzee (No. 3.) on the loth 
‘‘ Inftant, which gave me the Firft Intelligence of the killing of One and wounding Two Men by

(hall, on my Return to Benares, or as (oon as thofe wounded Men recover, think it incumbent 
« on me to make particular Enquiry into the Circumftances, and an Example of thole who 
« attempted the Refeue; for whatever may have been the Circumftances that cxnttd them to do I0 
“ daring and an unjuftiflable Attempt, it cannot be paftedover without Notice •, and I think that 
“ Notice will come with more Weight from me, as the foperior Officer of Government, than if 
you were yourfelf to proceed in it. All, therefore, that 1 wilh you now to do, is to promote 
“ the Prefervation of the Peace and the Payment of the juft Revenue in the Place where ilic 
“ Difturbance happened, and to keep BulTunt Pandah in the mean Time in fafe Cultody ; and

Wc, at about 12 o’Clpek Nighw 
fet out from the Prefence of the Amil, and in the Morning we reached the Zclladar, and alkcd, 
where arc the Zemindars ? upon which the Zclladcr Ihewed the faid BuflTunt Pundch, and laid, 
take this Man away i we, taking the faid Buffunt Pundcr, fet off from that Place ; and we wcie 
about a Cofs and Malf Diftance from that Place, when about 200 Villagers alTcmbW, armed 
with different Inftrumcnts, and came; the Chupraffy Vo»«<^ed in the Name of the Comuany, 
favintr, that none may come neat} they not minding it, came running, and One of them » ruck 
the Chupraffy with a Stick at his Waift or Loin : That, as I law the Chuprafly fo bun, t 
acain icpcatcd Proteftation. which they took no Notice of, but ftruck me with a Surk upon 
niv Neck, by which I, being fenfelcfs, fell upon the Ground ; my 1 urban and Mulket fc I 
apirt As 1 fell on the Ground, the Man with a naked Cutlafs came to cut off my Head, 
feeinc/ which, I took up my Mufket, and fired at him, and he became wounded j my Sepoys 
leein” my Situation, came near' me, and I laid, that now my Life is going, do you ftrikc diem. 

As the Men were too many, the Sepoys at once fired, by which One Man was kilted and Three

There were about Fifty or Sixty Zoonadars, and on the Part of Mirza Saduk Beg, Five of 
the Company’s Sepoys, and Five Men of Mirza’s Sebundy : At that Time BuITunt Pandeh came 
and faid, that no One fhould quarrel or fight with the Sepoys : The Sepoys and the Zemindars, 
together with the People who had come to the Afliftance of the latter, having on both Sides 
drawn their Swords, came along the Road, making a great Uproar. The Difpute had com- 
menced in the Road between Dcapoor and the faid Kurdhana, near a Garden at the faid Village 
of Kurdhana. It was known th^ vrere fighting, from the firing that was heard. On that Ac- 
count we went to fee the fighting, and we (aw fcvctal Perfons were wounded, that is. One with 
the Bayonet, and Two with Ball, making in all, Three. This, feme People of the Burr Calf, 
who were under a Tree near the Sugar Milli came up to the Sepoys, and (fruck a Sepoy with a 
Lowbundah (or a long Stick, ftrengthened with Iron Hoops) trom the Neck to the Shouluers, 
which wounded him, and he fell on the Ground.

“ The Situation of the 2leniindart of Pitchepetty, in the Pui^unnah of Mahommedabad, of 
Purharbury, in the Sircar of Ghaaeepoor, has been this % that from the Year 1 1 86 , to the End 
of 1 194 FulTdee, they have, .according to the Tulhkhees, or Settlement made by the Amil for 
the Time being, and by the Chowdrics and Canongoes, entered into a Cabooleat, and paid ac- 
cordingly. This Year, irv 4 he Month of AlTar, they applied to the Amil for Bettay Pottahs,.or 
Agreement to pay accordii^ to the Produce ; and they took frpm the Foujdar, under his Signa- 
ture, Bettay Pottahs, for all the Villages of the Pctchteppy Oivifion. In the Month of Maiig, 
the Amil of the Pergunnah prepared to make the Mealurement, to fettle the Grain Produce 
on hearing of which, the Zemindars went to the Keltdent to complain, and got an Order, ad- 
drefled to us, lignifying, that th^ Petitioners complained that the Amil demanded more of them than 
was juftihable by the Pottah, and that they tequefted to have the Kunkoot (Ellimate or Af- 
certainment) and Danje (Proof of fuch) Eftimatc feuled, which wc were ordered to fee done. 
Accordingly we wenrto every Villase, and fixed every Begah and Cbttah, and the PruduCt 
thereof, according t 6 the actual Produce % but the Zennindars did not adhere to this, and argued 
deceitfully about the Danjoor Proof of the Ellimate. In Confequence of this, a Meafurement 
and Gowro, or Arbitrator, were fixed on, and taking us along with them, they Went to the 
Ground to make the Danje<f, W Proof required j but the Zemindars of Pctchteppy would not 
agree, and fled, and wc came back tp Mahammedabad with the Jareeb and Gowroo, and all 
thofc People returning in the Evening to their Villages, fell to cutting up their Grain, without 
paying any Thing to the Amil, even according to the Grain Produce. Some Villages have paid 
One hundred, or a Hundred and Fifty Rupees. The Period for making the Collcfkion is ex- 
piring : They domoi apply either to the Payment of the llcvcnuc, or to their Duty as Ryots » 
and they even call the Chuprafly, who come with a Dolluck from the Prefence, a Fabricator, 
and that he has been lent from others. 
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“ The Refident thinks it neceflary here to obferve, that foon after his Return from the late 
Circuit, or ftnee the latter End of laR Month, the Raja did, and has thereafter at dificrenc 
Times, verbally reprclented to him the Applications which bad, he oblerved, been urgently 
to him by Sheoperfun Sing for military AlTillance in Mobammedabad, with which the Refident 
having always explicitly declared that he would not comply, as being extremely ^vcrlc to ufe 
Sepoys at any Time or Place in the Colledions, Ufd more efpccially in Mobammedabad. the 
Tenure of which Purguonah in Farm has continu^ for fevcral Years in the tamily of Shw- 
perfun Sing, as being One of the Raja’s own Relations s whence the Refident thought he 
might very well leave the faid Sing and the Parties (who moreover bear among thcmlclyes a 
family Affinity, Sheoperfum’s Father having been born in Petchpetty), to come to an amicable 
Adiullmcnt, which he had no Doubt would foon happen, without the Neceffity of any, and 
Hill lefs of the military. Interference of Government-, y«. on ‘he renewed Inftan^ot 
Shcoperam, which were in the prefent inftance all madeto the Refident through the Rajah, he 
(the Refident) agreed, at laH, to grant. to Sheoperlun Sing the Affiftancc of a Chupraffy, or 
public Peon, to which the laid Farmer had, as the Raja mentioned, reduced his Requeft i and 
the Refident (not then knowing that Mr. Ncavc bad, jujl before his Amyal, fent a fimilar 
Chupraffy to the Place) did accordingly order fuch Peon to go to the Raja, to be thence 
fent to Sheoperfan, who a few Days ago returned the laid Peon, without making ulc of him, 
from which the Refident concluded that the Difpute was terminated, and certainly never 
fufpeacd that Sheoperfun was at that very Time meditating Iccretly to call into Mohammedabad 
the^cw Sepoys who had been granted to him. on the 3 d ot January laR. to lupport his 
Authority m Kola AQah ; for which vide that Day’s Proceedings.

Clubs in their Hands. In this Interval the Sepoys fired their Mufquets, and my Sbrt’^dof the 
Wound of a Shot tlience received. Jt being obfcrved to the Deponent tlvN •» the ip>miW y 
Sepoys do not fire without Caufe, he Ihould cxt^lain why they had done fo j he pn^er^v . ‘ 
know not i but this I do know, that the Sepoys fired at the "* 

Zelladar. Mankover, the Mother, of Ram Chund deccafed, being afked, if 
Caufe of the Affray, ard of her Son’s being killed? Ihe anrwered, Ihe did not Jnow a y 
Thing about the Affray, being in her own Houle.; bat that this much foe knows, that « lJi»- 
putc tppened with the Sepoys m which her Son was k^cd. for which Reafon foe 
[omplain to the Refident. Dclfop Sing of the Kcnwaiir Caff, ^ Zemindar pf the, fomc.y 
reprefenis, tli^t the Affiil gave them a cet»y Poiuh in ibc. Month of AflV i that, at thcT 
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•« the Crop or Harveft, the Fowjedar faw that, according to the Bertah Proportion, the former 
ic Jumma could not be made up, and he wanted the paft Jutnma \ that they therefore came to 
«« the Prefence in the Month of Faugun to complain, and brought from thence a Perwannah to 
<♦ the Canongoes of Mahommedabad. Upon hearing of which the Koujedar increafed his Ani- 
“ mofity } and firft, not approving of the Bettay Pottah he had given, he afterwards lent 
“ Ham Sahay Capragoes and Ram Laul Kinwaur to make the Kuiikoot i adding, we would 
“ have agreed to the KunkoOt on Afcertainment of the Produce, but as we law that there was 
in the Kunkoot Injufticc or Violence, we therefore obicdcd, and dcfired that the Kunkoot 
might be tried in' the Manner called Daunjee and Tehaunjee, or that, of One Part of the 
« Crop the Foujedar’s People Ihould reap One Cottah and we another ; and that whatever (hould 
« thence turn out to be the Refuit of the Whole, we would agree to t but the Officers who went 
*< to make the Kunkoot not agreeing to this, came away. Afterwards Fring Sohay the Foujedar 
“ wrote us, that wc might rcll at Bale in our Minds, for that he would himfclf come to the Village 
“ and fettle the Kunkoot. He did accordingly come, after the Space of One Week and faid, to 
“ us, do you nowcaufc the Ground to be meafored. To this we agreed. He afterwards ordered, 

“ that there Ihould be Three Mcafuring Lines on Three different Sides, To this wc • objeds, defir- ‘ 
ing that One Meafuring Line only might be ufed, becaufe the Ground was (hared out into fepfr* 

“ rate Fields or Spots, which Fields or Spots had not, however, been divided into feparace con- 
neded Plots, but lay intermixed, ThePhoujedar would hot agree to our Words, fothat, being 
“ helplefs, wc agreed alfo to his Propofal ; but as, at the Time of mcafuring, there was fomc 
“ Ground on the Eaffern Limits, which is an Objed of difputed Boundary, wc law that the Fow- 
jedar wifhed that, between our Village and the other, a Warfare Ihould enfue. To afeertain 
“ this, we fclit a Man of ours, who came back with Intelligence, that Fring Sahay was getting 
« ready, as well as the Zemindars of that Village. On hearing this, wc (lepped afide from that, 

« and proceeded to another Place, and ftood (fill, and Fring Sahay getting up, returned to Mo- 
<* hammedabad : He ordered his Zelladar, or Deputy, to make the Agore of the Lands, that is, 

“ to take meafored to fecure the Produce in Kind : Afterwards the Zelladar took a Mochulka from ' 
“ us, that we would not embezzle any of the Grain or Produce, which we entered into accord- 
“ ihgly, and he, the Deputy Fowjedlr, having appointed Watchmen, the Crop was cut j after 
« that, the Fowjedar ilTued a Duirock, requiting us to payaBehry, or Proportion of Rent: We 
« objefted that we wetv enabled to pay Money, and that as he (the Foujedar) had adopted the 
Mode of Agore, he (hould take the Hklf of the Grain, but that wc could not furnilh any 
« Behry, or Inftalmcnt*, he (the Fowjedar) afterwards fent us a Chitty, defiring us to come to 
« the Hozoor, or to him : We objedfed, defiring that a Bank (that is. Mediator or Guarantee) 
« might be appointed, fo that we might come to him, and as the Fowjedar did not give a Bank, 
we allb did not make our Appearance t on which Account the Fowjedar wrote to us another 
<‘ Chitty, defiring us to aflcmblc ti^ther, and to confult among ourfclves, and then to come. The 
“ Zellahdar fent for us } and having aflembled us all together,* the Sepoy of the Company ap- 
« peared at that Time j and when they came to the Zelladar, they faid, wc ate going into the 
Purgunnah of Belnah, do you provide us with Firewood, Pots, and NccelTarics i upon which, 

“ fundry of our People going to fupply the faid Articles, and fevcral of the principal People 
“ amongft us, who had not before arrived, then came in *, after which, the Sepoys of Govern- 
“ ment confined Five Perlontf, and the People of the Zelladar ^gan to beat all thofc who were 
prefent, and tying the Five People's Hands who had been feized, behind their Backs, the 
“ poys carried them o(F. Bjr this Means an Uproar took place in the Village ; the People, Inhabit* 
“ ants thereof, made a Nolle j and Ram Chund, and Gomaun Sing, and others of the Village, 
“ came, and (aid, wc will go along with the Sepoys, and they accordingly were following behind 
“ the Sepoys and the Prifoners i on which Account jefwant Sing the Zelladar, gave Orders to the 
« Sepoys to (hoot at thofc Perfons with their Mulkets, which they did accordingly. I' wo People, 
» Ram Churn and Gooraaun Sing, • who were wounded, the Firft were killed, and Three others were 

“ wounded. • ~ . tr n 

“ This Deponent being alkcd, whether the People who had thus alTembled from the Villages, 

“ had any Arms with them ^ he anfwcrs, certainly, they were People of the Village i why (hould 

“ not they have Arms with them ? 

Serdha Sing, Zemindar of Kirumedienpoor, declares as follows : 

“ Heretofore, in the Time of Bhay Ham, during the Rajalhcys of Raja Chyte Sing, the Jumma 
of the Village was ^>900 in the Time of Muncar Sing, that is, in 1 188, it amounted up to 
“ 4,100 Rupees i and in the Year 1189 it was 4,100 Rupees; and in the Year 1190 it was 4,^0 
“ Hupecs : After that, in the Fuffilly Year 1 191. the Aumil demanded an Encrcalcof us, which 
we did not agree to; at laft the Rent was fettled by the Mode of Agore Bettay, by which Mt^e, 
“ by reatbn 01 the Dearth, the Rubby Harveft amounted to Rupees, and Two thouland 
“ Rupees were paid by us on Account of the Khercef Harveft, and in Behry, m^ing in all 5, zoo ; 
“ and in the Year 119a Baboo Ajaib Sing took a Cabolcat from us for 4.400 Rupees, and gave 
. ** us a Pottah: In 1193 the fame Jumma continued: In 1194 Writings were taken from us for 
“ a Jumma of 4, 100, and 300 Rupees were allowed us as a Deduaion on Account of the low 
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“ Price of Grain. When the Time came for carrying on thc'CuItivation of 1 195, we, from the 
“ Heavinefs of the Jumma, not feeing the Means of making good the Revenue, therefore gave 
“ up the Cultivation} when at lad Fowjedar gave us Agore Bcttah Pottahs, which we are pof. 

“ fefll'd of at the Time of the Harved •, he however wanted the former Revenue, and did not ap- 
“ prove of the Pottah of the Month of Alfur; we therefore went to the Refident to complain; 

“ from him we brought a Perwannah or Order to the Canongoes in the Month of Faugum, but 
“ Fring Sahay did not approve of the Perwannah, and obferved, you have brought a Perwannah 
“ to the Canongoes, what is that to me, and who am I ? We therefore intended to have fet out 
“ again to the Refident to complain ; after which the Fowjedar lent us a Man, defiring we would not 
“ go to the Huzoor again, and that he would underdand and fettle our Bufinefs •, he then ap. 

“ pointed Ram Sahay and Kerval Kilhen as Salifs or Arbitrators, and they went to the Spot 
“ and made the Kunkoot of the Bungucr or Low Grounds, to which we agreed •, when we came 
“ to the Kurail or Swampy Ground, they began to make the Kunhoot by Kittabundy or feparate 
“ Plots i we objedted that the Mode of Kettabundy was not agreeable to us, becaul'c each of us * 

“ Madcr of his own Kid or Spot of Cultivation ; but the Arbitrators, at the Indance of the Fou- 

jedar, would not attend to our Words: We at lad faid, that if they would fatisfy us by the 
“ Mode of Dauije and Tehaunje, we would agree thereto} that is, that One Begah Ihould be 
“ reaped by the Foujedar, and, another by us, and that whatever Ihould be the Rcfult of this 
“ Trial of I'wo Begahs, Ihould be the Rule for afeertabing the Whole •, but this they would not 
“ agree to, and removing, went away : The Foujdar afterwards told the Zilladar to make the 

Agore of the Crops, that is, to fccure the Produce in Kind } Nine Peons were appointed for 
“ the Agore } the Crops were reaped ; after which a Cbitty came to us defiring us to attend, and 
“ that our Bufincis would thereby be fettled fome how or other : In reply we wrote, that if he 
“ would give us a Bramin as Security (Bank) we would attend, but that without a Bank we 
“ could not come : In reply another Chitcy came from the Foujedar, faying, that if we came it 
“ was well, and that if we did not we were the Matters } we again anfwcred, that if he did not 
“ give us a Bank or Guarantee we would not attend ; The Zelladar then told us to come all of 
“ us in a Body and deliver an Anfwcr •, we did ib, and appeared in that Way before the Zelladar, 

“ When the Sepoys arrived there, faying that they <yerc Travellers, and defiring to be lupplied 
“ with Fire Wood, Potts, &c. and as the Zilladar applied to us to furnilh the Sepoys with what 
“ they wanted, the Foujedar fent his Peons to us, dcuring us all to unite, and give an Anfwet 
“ to his Letter} we were there afiembled before -this } whereupon the Sepoys came and drew up 
“ as a Guard, and the Peons of the Foujedar and Zelladar began to beat us } upon this I ran 
y away, and 1 know not what happened afterwards. 

“ Tanjc Khan, a Chuprafly or Badgepeon employed under the Rcfidency, declares as 

* “ follows : 

** Baboo Shcoperfun Sing complained to the Head Afiittant againft the Zemindars at Patch* 

“ teppy - - - - at that Time when the Refident was at Merzapoor, at the Inftance of the 
“ faid Sliopcrfun, Mr. Neavc difpatched me with a Duftuck addreifed to the Zemindar of Fetch- , 

“ teppy, and I ftill am in Pofieflioh of the Duftuck I carried. 

“ The Peon here exhibiting the original Duftuck, it appears to be dated the 10th of April 
“ 178^, and to be addrefled to the Zemindars of Pctchtcppy aforefaid j and it ftates, that as it 
“ appears from the Reprefentation of Shcoperfun Sing that they make undue Delay and Evafion 
“ in the P.ayinentof the Revenue of Government, and as fuch Gondudt is improper, therefore a 
“ Duftuck with a Government Chuprafly is fent to them, and that it is heceffary that immediately 
“ on the Arrival of the Duftuck, they do attend on the faid Baboo and pay the Government Re- 
“ venue, according to the Tufkkees or Settlement of the Chowdries and Canongoes, or that 
“ otherwife the Rcfult would not be well for them. 


“ Tonje Khan continues his Declaration, as follows : 

“ When I fet out from Benares I met Baboo Shcoperfun Sing at Ghazapoor} the Baboo defircti 
me to proceed into the Pergunnah of Mahemmcdabad, where I was to caufc the Zemindars of 
Pungeteppy to appear before Fring Sahay the Aumil. On my Arrival in the Pergunnah of 
Mahemmcdabad, I went firlt to the Village of Outchy, which is a Part of the faid Penjeputty } 
but the Zemindars of that Village had before my Arrival attended on Fring Sahay, and had 
fettled their Bufinefs and returned, wherefore they brought me, as far as’regardcd thcmfdves, a 
Letter of Recall from Fring Sah,'and returned to Fring Sha*, who told me to go next to the 
Village of Kerumeddienpoor, and to take the Zemindar of that Village, and bring him to the 
Prefence : When 1 went to the faid Village, the Zemindars gave me for Anfwcr that thc-y 
would not go to Fring Say hay but to the Refident. I was fbr Six Days in the Talook, and 
for my Subliftcnce they dcfircd me to be fupplied with Flour from a Shop, faying that I would 
pay when 1 went away. On the Seventh Day all the Zemindars alfcinbling came to me and 
(aid, (heW us the Duftuck which you have brought, that we may fee whether it be come froni , 
the Refident or not ; I (litwed it to them, and on inl'pefting it, they faid it was under the Seal 

of Baboo Sheoporlun Sing, and not under that of the RclKknt. They then dcfircd me to pay 

• . . the

*« the Price of the Flour I had ufcd} upon which (wing that the Zemindars did not fet any 
« Value on the Order of Government, and being helplcls, and having only an Older but no 
At ID y to enable me to feize them and bring them in, I came thcrctorc away and went to the 
« Zclladar. When all the Zemindars alfo were affembled, and their Tubhmund, a Seyed Inha- 
bitant of a Village adjoining to Kerumdienpoor, being there, faid to the Zemindars, this Fcr- 
•* wannah iflues from thcEnglifh ; and the Zemindars, by way of Anfwcr, faid to me, let it be an 
“ Englifh Order or nw, do you go to Heaven ? I replied, well, you and I will afeend to Heaven 
“ together. After this the Zemindars got up, faying they would go to the Rcfident, and I alfo 
« accompanied them i after a few Steps the Zemindars faid to me, we will aik the happy 
« Moment of the Bramins ; faying which, they went to fix on it •, and in about an I lovir and a 
“ Half’s Time they again came to the Zelladar, and faid they would take away their SerOiuft' or 
« Muftand Sud i to which Jeflurunt anfwercd, I do not know. I afterwards afleed the Zemin- 
“ dars, whether they meant to go to the Huzoor, or not; upon which they anfwercd tliat they 
“ would hot go. I therefore remained there, becaufc without an Order 1 could not remove. 
“ On the next Day, Tuefday, the Sepoys arrived there and put up, and alfo went to fee whence 
» they (the Sepoys) were coming and where going. The Zelladar then dcfircd me to give him 
“ the Douraha or Conduftor, who was placed along with me, that he might colled the Firewood 
“ and Pots, &c. wanted by them, addirtg, that no other Perfon for this Purpofe was then with 
« him ; I did accordingly give my Douraha, and removing from that Place came to my own 
“ Abode. I afterwards went to the Sepoys Encampment to fee how Things were. At that 
« Time the Zelladar faid to me, Foujc Khan, do you take a written Anfwer from the Zemindars 
“ in return, becaufc the Zemindars do not agree to the Orders of the Government. I again went 
“ thence to my Houle or Lodgings, and taking with me my Neceffarics, I went back, and was 
“ Handing before the ZelUdar to take my Leave of him, when I law that llrong Words were paffing 
“ between the Zelladar and the Zemindars about their Revenue, and that the Zemindars did not 
“ agree to what the Zelladar propofed. At this Time the Zemindars girt their Loins, and rc- 
“ maincd Handing, by which Time the Sepoys being prepared, took the Zemindars in among 
“ their own Body that they might not run away. 

Deponent being here alked, whether the Zemindars were then armed ? anfwercd in the Ne* 
« gative, but that they girded their Loins. 


“ The faid Peon then continues his Narrative as follows : 


« In this Manner an Uproar and I'umult happened in the Village, and One Man run away 

“ from the Zemindars Party into the Village, and upbraided them for their • LilllciTncfs, and dc- • sk in Oii{. 

fired them to prepare, for that the Sepoys were carrying the Zemindars away as Prifoners. I he 
“ Sepoys feeing the Tumult, tied the Hands of the Five People^ they had laid hold of, that they 
“ might not cfcapc by taking to Flight ; and the Villagers a’flcmbling, Ihut up Two of the 
“ Roads, One only, or the Third, remaining at the Will of the Sepoys at that Time. 1 law 
“ the Zemindars coming on the Sepoys with naked Swords, calling out, that as they were the Se- 

“ poys ot Sheoperfun Sing, they' would put them to Death. I fled to fome Diftaiice, and there 

“ flood, to fee what would happen ; during which. Two or Three People Hruck at the Sepoys 
with their Swords, who received the Strokes on their Mufquets and Bayonets ; the Sepoys 
‘‘ called out to the Havildar, afking why he did not give Orders that they might put the Zc- 
“ mindars to Death I and afking, when he would give the Orders ? The Havildar gave Orders 
“ to Five of the Sepoys, and the remaining Sepoy remained to guard the Prifoners. Whin the Sc- 
“ poys fired, Four of the Zemindars Party were wounded, and One Sliot did no Execution. 

“ From that Place the Sepoys brought on their Piifoners to the Village ofBctliora, and I run after 
“ them i and the Zemindars following alfo in a Body, made a Stand near that Village, while the 
Sepoys carried on the Prifoners. 


“ Tanjc Sing Peon is now fent back into the Purgunnah of Mdiamniedabad, with an Order oti.i-rZcmin. 
“ to Fring Sah or Shahee, the Naib of Sheoperfun Sing, in that Peigvmnab, to lend to Benares 
“ the Five Zemindars of Kerumeddanpoor, whom the Sepoys appear, by the Documents above re- 
“ corded, to have made Prifoners, and delivered over to the laid Shahee, who i.s alfo defired to 
“ fend with the faid Zemindars as many Sepoys as may be requilite for their fate Cuftody, 

“ with Perfons to give Evidence, and among the Rcfl, JeflTwant or Jelu Sing the Zelladar, bc- 
“ fore the Affray happened. 


" An Order is alfo fent to the Canongoes of the Purgunnah of Maliammadabad, that fiich 
of their Body as went to make the Kunkoot Kerumeddunpoor Hiall alio icp."iir to Benares. 

“ The Rcfident not having yet received any Anfwer from the Raja to the Orders of the lyth in- 
Hant, fent to him on the Subjea of Sheoperfun Sing’s Behaviour, relative to the Affray at Molium- 
medabad, the Subjea of which is now under the Relkicnt’s Conlidcration^ and Enquiry, a fui- 
ther Letter is written to him, to know why he has not fent the l.iid Anlv/cr. 

“ The Zemindars of Kerumedunpoor Mahamadabad, who were fent for on the 17 th, being 
arrived, they were this Day called before the Rcfident, and their Declarations have been taken, 
as will appear recorded at Length in To-moirow’s Proceedings. 
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** They arc now ordered to be committed to fafe Cuftotly in the Refident’s Guard, together 
with thofc who arrived as recorded in Proceedings of the 17th Inftant. 

“ The Peon, who went into the Perguonah of Mohummedabad, by Order of the 17th Inftant, 
“ to bring up the Five Zemindars of Kerumeddunpoor, who had been made Prifoncrs, having 
“ returned as eftimated in Yefterday’s Proceedings with Four of them (the other being fo old as 
“ not to be able to walk), the Refident, on their Arrival under Guard of the Havildar and Se- 
“ poys, with whom the Affray happened (as noticed in the Proceedings of the 17th Inftant), ap. 
“ pointed Omrow Sing to take down their voluntary Declarations, which, having been fince 
“ tranflated, together with the Examination of the Canongocs of the Pergunnah Interfpcrfed 
“ therewith, the Whole is here recorded as follows : 

“ Tranflation made of the Zebaunbundy, or Declarations delivered by the Zemindars of Kerumud 
« Dienpoor, when brought up Prifoncrs on the a4th May 1788, Saturam, Zemindar of Kcrum- 
“ medianpoor, declares, as far as regards the Arrival of the Sepoys, and their calling for Sup- 
« plies of Pots and Firewood, to the fame Purpofe as appears already in the Evidence of the other 
“ Zemindars, recorded in Proceedings of the 27th Inftant. 

“ Being afkcd how the Hoftilities were occafioncd ? he anfwcred as follows : Gormaun Sing and 
“ Ram Chum, our Brethren, had come to afk a Horfc from the Zelladar, for a Marriage Procef- 
“ fion, where, feeing me in the Guard, they ftaid with me, When the Sepoys having phiced me 
“ in the Guard, had begun to beat and mal-treat me, my Brethren followed us at the Diftance 
“ of about Fifteen Gattas, or Cottas , there were alfo Three or Four more People with them. 
“ When the Sepoys had taken me away about a Mufquct Shot Diftance, at that Time feme Peons, 
the Servants of Shcoperfun Sing, who were ftationro under Jcflwunt Sing the Zelladar, came 
“ from the Village with naked Swords, and One of them faid, that the Villagers were cbfning in 
" a tumultuous Manner, by which the Sepoys knew or conceived that the Peons were the Zemin- 
“ dars who were coming with naked Swords. At that Time the Sepoys afkcd the Havildar whe- 
“ ther he would give Orders after the Villagers cpming in this tumultuous Manner had killed 
them •, wherefore the Havildar gave Orders to fire, whereby Two were killed, and Two 
♦* wounded. 

“ The Defendant was then afkcd, what Proportion of Revenue they (the Zemindars) had 
« paid this Year up to Byfaack •, to which he anfwered, to about Seven hundred Rupees. Af- 
“ ter that he was afkcd, what Proportion they had paid laft Year to the fame Period ? and an- 
“ fwered, about Nine hundred Rupees. He was then afkcd, why he had not come along with 
“ the ChiiprafTy, who had been font with the Duftuck ? to which he anfwered, that the Duftuck 
“ required them to appear before the Fowjedar, which they did not approve of, but; wanted 
“ them to go to the Prefcncc, to which the ChuprafTy fent his Negative, defiring to praecd to 
the Foujeilar, in which Argument Seven Days elapfed, when the Guard arrived. 

“ The Canongocs Kcwil Kifhen and Ram Sahahy and Shco Laul Chowdry, were then afked, 
« what Sum thefe Zemindars had ufually paid up to Byfaack ? they anfwered, that the Agice- 
“ ment has ufually been to pay Two thoufand Rupees up to the preceding Month of Cheyte, 
and that they had aClually paid as much up to the End of Cheyte j but that by the Wad’d 
“ Baky of this Year, they nad paid off their Jumma, which amounted to Four thoufand one 
“ hundred and one, only Four hundred and three Rupees, Ten Annas, and Three Pice, the 
” Balance being 3,697 5 9. 


“ Bundhoo Roy, another, of the faid Zemindars, declares as follows : 

“ A Peon of the Zclladars came to call mej I went thither, and faw Sepoys ftanding there, 
on which I conceived that they were come to feize me ; I therefore faid that they might take 
me whenever they liked. In this Interval Luckman, a Hircarrah belonging to Shcoperfun 
Sing, came, and flapping Seetaram on the Head, obferved all the Strife is of the Zemindars 
making ; upon this, we who were there aflcmbled, got up, faying, carry us wherever you like. 
“ The Sepoys put mein the Guard j One of my Brethren ran off to the Village $ on the Sepoys 
feeing that One Man had fled, they began to beat and maltreat Seetaram, who thereupon 
made a Noife, crying out, that the Sepoys were killing him, and afking whether his Friends 
would come after he was killed ? About this Time the People of the Village aflemiMed ; and 
when the Sepoys had carried us near to a Tank, at the Diftance of about a Mufquct Shot, 
Rhaufa Roy, the Uncle of Seeteram, afleed the Sepoys why they were beating and maltreating, 
and dclired them to carry us to the Hakim, where, whatever was to* be, would take pbce. 
One of the Sepoys threatened thereon with his Bayonet, at which Time Four People appeared on 
the Mound of the Tank, and a Peon coming then from the Village, and faying, that the Fcoplc 
were coming in a tumultuous Manner from the Village, aqd that Four of them (as might be 
1 ‘cen) were alre.idy got this Length, the Sepoys afleed the Havildar whether they fhould fire . 
iijion which I afleed tlictn why they fired i they anfwered, it was only to frighten ; but when 
One Man was wounded, I knew that the Sepoys had (Iruck. r L 

“ Being afkcd whether the Four People on the Mound of the Tank had Arms ? he anfwwed, 
that One Perfon, Ram Churn, had a Sword in his Hand, but that the others had no 

Arms. . „ . 
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« Being nikfcl whether he knew what Revenue they (the Zemindars) had paid i he anfwered 
that he did not know, but that Seetaratn, their Serdar or Head, knew. ’ 


“ Gunderp Roy, another of the faid Zemindars^ declares as follows ; 

« A Letter from the Fowjedar came to us, requiring our Attendance j we all alliiTibling, told 
« jeffwunt Sing, that the next Day we would all aflemblc and give our Anfwcrj being next 
« Mornjng.aflerabled, according to the Requifidon of the Zemindars, the Government Sepoys 
came, and afking who Jeflwunt ^ing was, and defiring to be fuppiied with Bukaul and Victuals, 
** I afleed the Sepoys what Time of Day that was to afle for Viftuals ? At laft they were lup- 
M plied according to their Requifuion. I wanted to get up and come away, but the Sepoys 
“ would not allow us i Seeteram allb wanted to get away, on the Plea of a nccefiai y Occalion. 
“ Kilbo Roy faid that he was going, becaufe there was a Marriage at his Houle i but the Sepoys 
<• would not allow him to go i and we then perceived that they had come to make us Priibners and 
Luckman, Hircarrah, a Servant of Baboo Sheoperfun Sing, conung there, fat down \ 1 afkcd 
him whence he came ? he anfwered, from Beleeah. In about Twenty Minutes the Hircarrah 
got up, and flapped Seeteram in the Face, faying, you arc the Malick, or Manager, come along 
i* with nje. The Sepoys perceiving this, took ocetcram and us into the Ciuard } having carried us 
“ near to a Tank, at about a Mufquet Shot Diftance, there Five People were coming in a Body 
from the Village. 

“ Being hereupon afleed whether thofe Perfons were armed ? he faid, that Ram Cliurn had ft 
** Sword in hii Hand, but that none of the others had any i adding as follows : 

“ One of the Peons of the Zelladar came from the Village, and faid to the Sepoys, what arc 
“ you looking at ? the Zemindars are coming in a Body •, but thofe Perfons fo coming were the 
" Servants or Sheoperfun Sing. The Sepoys on feeing the People coming from the Village, and 
fome of them (Servants of the Foujedar) having naked Swords, the Sepoys conceiving thefc 
“ People to be the Zemindars, aflted the Havldar to authorize them to fire, and did fire accord- 
inelv, by which Four Perfons were wounded, Two of whom have died, and the Two other 

remain. i , , • i 

“ Being alkcd what Revenue they had paid ? he anfwered, that up to Aughcen, they had paid 

*♦ off the Current Year’s Produce, Six hundred Rupees, towards former Balances, and that 
about Six hundred Rupees moremuft have been paid in towards this Ycai’s Revenue. 


« Serdah Roy, another of the faid Villagers, declares as follow : 

*» Four Peons were lent by the Zelladar to call me ( I went thither and fat down ; in Itfs 
« than an Hour’s Time I wilhed to get up and go away, but the Sepoys would not .allow me to 

«'^The^Sepoys' put alfo Seeteram and the others into the Gua'rd among the others ; I perceived 
« that Scheffa Roy was coming with a Club io-his Hand •, and One of the Peons of the Zt llular came 
** and faid, what are you looking at? the Villagers are coming to their Afliftance. This much 
“ I heard and faw, and nothing more to do I know ; the Sepoys carried me beliind, and [ know 
« nothing of the Manner in which the Hoftilities happened i which did not come to my Know- 
« ledge oil after they had happened. The Canongocs declire, that it is the cftablifoed C ultom ot 
“ thePergunnah of Mohammedabad, that, in Calcs where the Zemindars Iwving given a Caboolc.it 
“ (that is paid on a Money Settlement) for the preceding Year, and obtained a Biitay Pottah, to 
« pay according tp ihc Produce . for ifie Current One, the Cuftom being, that upon the Uiboly 
« Crop, Eight Annas per Bega are to be paid as a Behry or proportionate Payment ol the 
« whole Year’s Revenue, Four Annas whereof in Poos, and Four Annas in Motigh, the Roy- 
raur Vegetables, &c, and Sugar Cane being paid for feparately by Monthly Inftalmaus, 
« and that where the Land is Taal, or low and fwampy, the Behry is only Pour Annas. 


“ Ram Sahahy Kcwil Kiflicn, and Shco Laul Chowdry, arc examined as follows ;

" Kind between the Amil and the Ryots), which Kitta or Spot was about Four hundred Bcgah,, 
our Kunkoot or -Eftiroatc of vyhigh ww One thoufand Eight hundred Maunds.

“ Oft Why, when you went to make the. Kunkoot, did you come away, on the Objeaions raifed 
“ by Che Ryots ?

« A. The Ryot* CbjcAiori* were, that after we (hould have made the tlaongc Tehaftge ciF the 
« Whole of the hrft Ketted or Spot we had made the Kunkoot of, we might then proceed m 
i‘ make in like Manner all the others. 

Do you know whether the Zemindars demanded a Rank dr Security from the Fowjedar, 
“ and why he did not give it ? 

“ A. Wc know not. 

“ Do you know why there happened Hoftilites between the Zemindars and the Sepoys ? 

“ A. We know nothing on that Subjeft. 

“ Q;^ Do you know whether the Zemindars made in 1193 *be ObjeftioM as noticed by Serdha 
“ Sing, as recorded in the Proceedings of the 17th Inflant? 

“ A. That lleprcfentuion isfalfe; but in the Year it94, at the Time the Crop was ready, 
** Three hundred Rupees were given as a Deduction on Account of the Deftruaion made by 
“ infefts. 

“ When in the Month of Maug the Ryots went to Fringe Sehay to complain, did the &id 

Sah or Saliays confeni to maintain the Aflar Pottah or not f 

“ A. The Subjeft was never difeufled before the Foujdar, and we arc unapprized thereof. 

“ Q. When the Ryots carried the Perwannah to you, what did you do in Compliance 
“ therewith ? 

“ A. Wc received the Perwannah 5 upon which we applied for the Aumeen, who according to 
“ the eftablifhed Cuftom of the Pergunnah was to go with us. 

“ Did the Fowjedar furnifh the Aumeen ? 

A. He appointed Sheo Laul Sing Chowdery as Aumeen. 

“ Why the Ryots objefted to the Kunkoot made by Kittabundy or diftinft Divifions } did 
“ you adhere to that Plan ? 

“ A. When we were ready to make it according to each Perfon's feparate Cultivation, at that 
“ Time the Zemindars difappeared. 

“ The Ryots reprefent that they deAred that the Crop on One Biga might be reaped on 
“ their Part, and the Crop of another on the Part of the Hakim, and that the Refult of thofe 

Two Reapings might be afeertained, which is what is meant by Dunge and Tehaunge ■, you 
“ arc therefore defircd to declare whether that be the Cuftom of the Pergunnah or not ? 

“ A. That is the Cuftom > but the Ryots did not confine their Objeftions either to One Begah 
“ or One Cottah. 

“ Q. Why did you commence* Three Meafurements at Once, inftead of One, which was whal 
“ the Ryots requefted ? 

“ A. Three Meafurements were fixed for Three Pottahs or Divifions for the Sake of Difpatch, 
“ becaufe by making ufc of only One meafuring Line at Once, a great Length of Time would 
» have clapfed. 

“ Q;^ The Ryots reprefented that the Meafurement (hould begin from the Weft ; and why did 
“ you go and begin it at the Eaft ? 

A. Bccaufe the Kunkoot or Eftimatc by the Eye was firft made there. 

“ Do you know whether any Summonfes from the Foujedar ever went to that Village were 
** difobeyed and fet at naught by the Ryots ? 

<* A. Such has often happened, that the Ryots refufed to attend at the Command of the 
“ Foujedar. 

“ Do you know whether Fring Sahay himfelf went to the Village of Kerutneddien* 
“ poor t and why he did not bring the Ryots along with him to fettle their' Concerns f 

** A. Fring Sahay did go to the Village, and the Zemindars attended One Day, but on the Se> 
** cond difappeared, fo that he could not bring them along with him. 

« Q. Do you know that it was bccaufe they would not attend at the Foujedar's Reqttilicion 
** that ne fent the Sepoys ? 

“ A. They would not give their Attendance for Fring Sepoys own Peoplp. 

“ Why did not the Zemindars agree to your (the Canongoe and Chowdry) Adjaftment i 
“ it would thence appear that you did not do them Jufticc ? 

“ A. We afted according to theUfage from 1179 to ii8», in which Years the faid Village 
« was alio on a Grain Settlement, but the People would not confent' thereto. 

** Has Fring Sahay any Enmity to thefe Zemindars ? . 

“ A. None. 

" What was the real Caufe of the Zemindars being difpleafed ? . • j 

‘‘ A. From the Ryots it appeared to us, that they wanted the whole Produce to divided 
“ in the Manner of Agore Bettav, giving One Half of the Grain to the Government, and keeping 
** the other to tbemfclvcs, and their Intention w|i to do lb from the Beginning of the Year. 
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« 'tbeCanoAgMs add^ that the fame Village having a Bettay Settlement in 1179. the Kuri< 

H knot or EBimate on which they paid was Three Maunds Thirty Seers per Biggah and in 
t> itSi FuiTily Four Maunds Fifteen Seer per Biggah ; and in >195 the fame Land was cAimatcd 
(< per Biggah at Four Maunds Nine Half Seer, as follows : 

** TaUl 6r Swamp Ground Maunds Seers 

•* In 1179 — — 3 30 per Biggah. 

“Ditto 1181 — — 4 15 per ditto. 

“ Ditto 1 195 (Current Year) — 4 9 i per ditto. 

“ The Catinongoes add, that ia 1195 they had made the Kunkoot of Four hundred and Five 
‘‘ Bigahs of Taul Land, in which, according to the above Rate of Four Maunds Nine One-half 
“ Seers per Biggah, they calculated One thoufand Eight hundred Maunds to be contained. 

“ Q. To the Canongoes.— -When the Zemindar applied to you, in order to afeertain or provo 
“ the Juftnefs of your Kunkoot to eRablilh the fame by the Mode of Daungc Tchaungc, why 
“ did not you do fo ? 

“ A. Wc then faid to the Zemindars, that we would make the Daungc Tcliaungc, as far as - 
“ from One Cottah to a Biggah, and that if they defired the whole Ketta or Riot to be tried in 
the fanie Manner, they Ihould proceed with us to the Foujedar, from whom wc would get Per- 
“ mKTion to have it made Agorc. The Zemindars did not One of them come along with us to the 
“ Fowjedar, nor did they approve of the Kunkoot. 

“ The Canongoes (late the Jumma WalCl Bakcy, or Rental Colleftions and Balances of Ke- 
“ rumeddienpoor for the Current Year 1195, as follows ; 

** Jumma as per laft Year without Aboab — 4»*ot 

“ Collcftions up to the 9th of Shaeban, or 1 5th May 403 1 0 3 

' “ Balance 3,697 5 9 

“ Seeteram, the head Zemindar, acknowledges and figns to the Juftice of the above Statement. 

The Canongoes have already reported, in a former Part of their Evidence, that up to the 
** End of Chyte (the Month preceding Shaebaan), thefe Zemindars ufed to pay a Proportion of 
“ their whole Year's Revenue, equal to Two thoufand Rupees, and that they adfually did lu till 
« the End of ii 93 ; adding, that in 1194 they paid up to Chyte about laoo Rupees. 

“ The Rcfidcnt's Officer Gopeckunt having been in like Manner, and at the fame Tirnc with 
** Omrow Sing, appointed to take down the Evidence of the Havildar and Sepoys engaged in the ,i,r..miS(p..y» 
“ Affray, (the faid Havildar and Sepoys having been firlt cautioned that they muff, when their 
“ Declaration (hould be reduced into Englilh, fwcar to the Truth of the fame), the following 
« Tranflation thereof is here recorded : 


“ Declaration of Dommer Sing, Havildar, on the a4th May 1788. 

« I was in the Fergunnah of Chundoke with the Four Sepoys } Baboo Sheoperfun Sing fent 
for me, and I came to Benares to the faid Sing with the Four Sepoys. The Baboo faid to me, 
do you go with your Four Sepoys and other Nine, which you will take from this into Moham- 
medabad, to Fring Saky, the Fewjcdar of that Pergunnab, and aft as he tells you. Accoid- 

^ ingly, land Hurry Sing Almdar, and 12 Sepoys, in all 14, went to the laid Fowjedar, 

‘ At Night Fring Sahy had an Interview with me, and faid, that the Zemindars of Kcree- 
' muddienpoor did wickedly withhold their Revenue, and did not appear or attend, and that I 
‘ (hould therefore proceed to them (the laid Zemindars), and feize and bring them in luch Man- 
I ner as that they (hould come. I (aid, if there happen any Difpute there, what am I to do ? 

' Frine Shahy faid, the Zclladar there has Twenty Peons ftationed with him ^ when you g» 

‘ the Zclladar will feize the Zemindars* and commit them to your Charge according to the De- 
‘ fire of the faid Fowjedar. We went to the Zclladar called Jcihun ^otherwife written jeffwunt) 

‘ Sine, who finding his People, brought Nine of the Zemindars, and committed them over to 
‘ us. Luckman Sing, a Hircarrah belonging to Sheoperfun Sing, and Sheonaut Sing, Sepoy, 

‘ came to me, faid, that many People had affembled in the Village with Arms j I (aid to the 
* Zemindars, why do you create a Tumult ? the Zclladar has committed you to me j do you 
‘ come along with it\c to Mohammedabad, and fettle your Bufinefs •, if it be not there fettled, 

‘ you (hall |o to Benares to the Ref, dent. At that Time the Nine People that were there fettling got 
“ up, and wanted to run away ; upon which Jefhun Sing, the Zclladar, and Luckman bmg, 
Hircarrah, faid, that now thefe Zemindars would run away, and 
‘‘ them in the Guard, and carry them to Mahammedabad. I then called the Sepoys, who w^e 
“ fitting at feme Dillance, and laid to them, the People of the Village are affembled m great Bo- 
“ dies oe vou therefore on your Guard * and when the People of the Village attack you, after 
“ they (half have given you One or Two Wounds, you will then be aftive. We then, who vvere 
“ Fourteen Men rogethcr, with Twenty Peons belonging to the Fowjedar, put tlic Zemindars 
“ SGuarTand?S^ for Mehommedabad , .there were at firff Nine F^r of 

“ whom Bot off through the tumultuous Proceedings of the Villagers ; the other Five People be* 
“ r.g 7 ugd b we cL out ol.thc Village. The People of the Vtllagc. to the Num- 

7 
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“ her of nearly 400 People, furrounded us*, at firft Two or Three Blows were ftruck upon tn» 

“ Sepoys, which they parried with their Bayonets, Two of which were thereby hacked. The 
“ Sepoys then called out and faid, O Havildar, we arc now in the laft Extremity, yo« have 
“ brought us to loofe our Heads ! what Orders do you give ? I anfwered, in fuch Manner a$ 

" your Heads may remain ; do you alfo preferve your own Lives. At that Time the Sepoys fired 
“ by which the People of the Village were wounded, and fled thence, which leaving us at U* 

“ berty, I proceeded in all Hafte with the Five 'Zemindars to Mohammadebad, and delivered 
“ over the 'Zemindar to Fring Shahy j about which Time an Order came from Baboo Sheoperfun 
“ Sing to (end the hacked Bayonets of the Sepoys with the Havildar, &c. to Benares, and 
“ Three of us came accordingly, and ftated the Cafe to Baboo, and the remaining Eleven Sepoys 
“ have arrived to Day. 

“ Qi When you were going from Mohammedabad to Kernmeddienpoor,- What Converfation 
“ had you with Pring Shahy ? 

“ A. When Fring Shahy fent for me at Night, and faid, do you go and bring the Zemindars 
“ of Kernmeddienpoor ; I anfwered that I had heard the Zemindars were prepared for War, and 
“ that if they did fight, what was I to do ? upon which Fring Shahy anfwered, you are a Com- 
“ pany’s Servant, it is not proper for you to fight, but if fuch a Crifjs happen that yOur Life 
“ lhall be in Danger, you arc then to a& as you think fir. 

“ I.ikemun Pary, Sepoy, clepofes to the fame Purport, as to their being fent to bring tire Zemindar^ 

“ as the I lavildar whole Uepolition has been above recorded j after which he continues as follows : 

“ jelhen Sing, 'Zelladar, feiacd Nine Zemindars, and put them into our Charge. By reafon of 
“ tlie Apprehenfion of the 'Zemindars, about 300 or 400 of the Villagers afiemWed. When in the 
“ Morning, we fet out with the Zemindars in our Guard for Mahommedabad^ Four of them got off 
“ through the tumultuous Proceedings of the Villagers j with the remaining Five we produced 
“ the Havildar, faying to the Zemindars, do not you have any Uneafinefs, I am carrying you to 
“ make your Settlement •, if it docs not take place at Mohammedabad, 1 will take you to the Rc- 
“ fidcnt at Benares. When we got out of theVillagc, all the Villagers raifing aTumult, followed us, 

“ and Fouror Five of them came among us with naked Swords,Threc Strokes whereof were made upon 
“ me, which I received upon my Bayonet, and SheoNauc, Sepoy, did the fame, and laid to the Ha- 
vildar, now our Life is going, what Orders do you give ? the Havildar anfwered, in fuch Man- 
“ ner as your Lives may not be loft •, do you alfo purfoe them. Being exceedingly preflTcd, we 
“ fired, by which all the People run away, and this giving us Liberty to proceed, we went on as 
“ fall: as we could to Mohammadabad with the 'Zemindars. How many People were wounded I 
“ did not fee perfcftly well, but the Tudiulc was to th* higheft Pitch, and we thought it very dif- 

“ ficult to prel'erve our own Lives.

“ Shudilht, Sepoy, depofes to the fame EfTeft as the above, only fpccifying, that after the Four 
“ Zemindars had run away, Sooty Ram, One of the Fivewho were ftillinCultody, abufing the People 
“ of the Village, afleed them what they would do after the Sepoys had carried them, the Zemin- 
« dars, off? and that it was by Scetaram’s thus executing the Villagers that between 3 or 400 of 
“ them came with Arms j and that when they had ftruck the Sepoys on their Bayonets with their 
“ naked Swords, the Sepoys obferved to the Havildar, that after their Lives were loft, he would 
“ give Orders for firing, the Havildar told them, that they might preferve their Lives in what- 
ever Way they thought beft, upon which they fired, &c. 

“ Faikoo Sing, Sepoy, depofes to the fame Purport as the laft Witnefles, particularly fpeci- 
fying Sutaram exciting the Villagers*, and the Fadts of Lckcman and Shewnaut, Sepoys, having 
“ received the Stroke ot a Sword on their Bayonets before they fired. 

“ Tekemun Sing, Sepoy, cxadlly to the fame Purport as the above. 

“ Anund Sing, Sepoy, depofes as above, except that be dees not fpecify Seeuram exciting 
“ the 'Fumult. 

“ I 'roont Sing, Sepoy, depofes to the fame Purport with the above ^ and further fpecifics, 

“ that he heard the Havildar afk Fring Sahay what he was to do if the Zemindars forcibly refilled 
“ and fought ? upon which Fring Sahay faid, you arc the Servant of the Company, there is no 
Authority for figliting-, but il you are helpicfs, and that the Zemindars attack you, you will 
allb do what you think proper adding, that Fring Sah further obferVed; that the 2 miadar had 
' alfo 'Fwenty Peons with him. 

“ Bundhoo Sing, Sepoy, depofes to the fame Purport as the general Tenor of the above Evidence. 

“ Shco Naut, Sepoy, depofes to the fame Purport and particularly fpecifies Seetarum’s cx- 
“ citing the Villagers, by aflci^ what they would do when they (the Zemindars) were carried * 
“ away i and that it was this ^citing on the Part of Seetaram that made Four or Five, with 
• Sii irt o.iiT. “ naked Swords, come and • ftrick Three Strokes upon Lekeman, Sepoy, which he received on ^ 

“ his Bayonet, befides Two Blows aimed at this Deponent, which he, in like Manner, received on 
“ his Bayonet. Lekeman and Sheo Naut, Sepoys, Ihew their Bayonets, which are dented plainly by 
“ the Stroke of a Scymetar, or fomc fuch inftruments, as dtferibed by them.

Chowdry who went to make the Kunkoot or Meafurements for Arcertainment of Grain in the j"-''* 

Village of Keeremeddetnpoor, Ram Sahay the faid Canongoe, and Sheo Laiilthc Chowdry. arc 
again afked m his (Stccteram’s) Prclcnce, what it was that flopped the going on of the Kiinkoor 
when they firft went to make it ? whereupon they both declare, that it was becaufe Sceiinm and 
the Zemindars would not reft fttisfied rwith iiying the Accuracy of their Eftimate by the Opera- 
tion of Damage Tehaunge on a Bcgah or fo, but wilhed tliem to try the Whole 400 Bcfrihs of 
thf real Land-tbey had madcdhc Kunkoot of by the fame Detail. Upon hearing which Dccl.t- 
ration, Seetatam denies. this, alledging, that he. would have been fatisfied if they had proved the 
Accuracy of the Eftimate by the Qperation of Daunge Tehaunge, even on One Begah : And be- 
ing alked, whether be,can,prpYe this ? he refers to their Evidence on Oath which beieg accord- 
ingly required of them, they again confirm the above-mentioned Declarations. The Zclladar 
Jelhun, or JelTwunt Sing, Is queftioned as follows : 


« Q. The Zemindars having fet forth in their Uecjaratiqn, that you at laft concluded to 
« take t^ir Grain in the .Mode of Agore, or to take Half the Grain when ripe, and for that Pur- 
“ pofe appointed Peons to take Cate of the Crop— What have you to fay to this ? 

‘‘ A. It is entirely erroneous i the Fa£l being, that Sectaram and Gunderp Roy came to 
roe, and fiud that all the Crop was fpoiling, and that, with my Permiflion, they would cut it 
“ down and put it up in the Khermen, and therefore go to the Eowjtdar and fettle their Bufinefs : 
“ And as they had hcfpte that, without my Pcrmifllon, cut up the Grain on the Bhanguir Land 
“ (the Kunkoot of which had been made), 1 feeing mylcif helpicfs, told the Seinas (or Watchman 
“ of .the Crop), not tooppofe their cutting down the Grain, Thus much palTed between me and 
‘‘ ihtftTi, and npthing more. JBeing afkcd, whether he had not taken a Mochulka from tl rm ? he 
“ anfwcred, that nothjng.had been taken in Writing from them at the Time of cutting or reaping 
“ the.Crop : JBut that, in the Month of Phalgun, when they go to colleft Ahery from the Fields 
” to feed their Horfes and RuHocks, it is the Cuftom of the Pergunnah to take at tliat Time a 
“ Mochulka from the Zemindars and Ryots, which was then accordingly taken from them in 
“ Form, aiid ftipulaling, .as ufual, not to cut down the Barley at the fame Time with the Akcy. 
“ The Canongoes declare, that the above is the Cuflom of the Pergunnah, and that the Zemindars 
** of Kunkoot Villages do give fuch a Mochulka. Sectaram being alked, whether the Zclladar 
“ had agreed to the Mode of Agore? he anfwcrs, that fo far he did fo, as to agree to their cutting 
“ down the Grain, and to give Orders to the Seinas accordingly. The Zclladar folcmnly denies 
“ having ever agreed 10 the Agore otberwife than as he was forted to in the Manner above mcn- 
“ tioned. 


“ The Rcfident remarks to both Parlies, that it is of no great Moment whether the Agore was 
“ agreed to or not (though he does not believe that it was), iceing that, admitting it to have been

“ mating the Quantity of the natural Produce on which a Money Price is calculated and paid by 
“ the Renters j and onlefs the Pottah exprefsly fpccify and flipulate Agone Betay (which means, 
“ that the Half of the Grain when reaped, and no Money lhall be paid to the Amil), the faid 
“ Modes of Agene (which is otherwife in itfcif, in moll Calcs, the next to imprafticable with any 
“ Safety to Government) cannot be laid Claim to, 

“ Tauje Khan, the ChupralTy Peon, bcin^ this Day next called before the Refident, is fworn, 
“ and confirms upon Oath the Truth of the Relation contained in his Zebanbundy, committed to 
“ Writing on the i6th Inftant, and recorded on Proceedings of the 17th.

“ The Refidcnt taking into Confidcration the Whole of thii Caufc, as recorded in his Proceed- 
“ ings of the lyth Inftant and of this Date, is of Opinion that the Condudt of the Zemindars of 
Kcremitrnddienpoor is highly culpable in all Refpens, as well according to the CuRoms of this 
" Cooniry, as from a View to the intrinfic Merit or Demerit of the Aftions they have been guilty 
“ of. It icems indeed highly probable, that when they applied in the Beginning of this Year for 
“ a Bcttay Pottah (by which they were to pay according to the Grain Produce), they had in View 
to pradlife all the evafive Line of ConduA they have fincc invariably purfued, and that they 
“ chofc and infilled on that Mode of Settlement, although not what they nad generally been ufed to, 
becaufe from its Nature it would afford them fomany Opportunities of defeating all the Attempts of 
** the Collciaor, however jullifiablc and ncceflary to compel them to a fair Settlemcnr. In feme of 
*' iliel'e Zemindars Declarations, particularly that of Sowun Sing (entered in Proceedings of the 
“ lytli Inftant), he affefts to con>plain that the fame Revenue was demanded of them for this 
“ as lad Year-, whereas they were, by the Terms of their Bittay Settlemenr, to pay only accord- 
“ ing to the Produce; but although this Allcrtion of Soodhun's is by no Means proved, or that 
“ any Thing more was demanded than according to the Produce, yet had fuch a Demand bedn made, 

“ it would neither have been unrcafonablc or unjull, fince all Bcttay Pottahs arc neceflarily onder- 
“ Hood to be given on Condition that the Cultivation lhall be kept up as before ; as otherwife the 
“ Government’s Revenue might, according to this Mode of Settlement, dwindle to nothing ; and 
in the prefent Inllance the Pottah exprefsly provides in the Body of it, that they arc to pay on the

“ the Refidcnt to merit no Attention : And on the other Hand, thejr evading to all Appearance, even

“ Sakay, the Colledlorof Pergunnah, unlefs he would give them a Bramin as Security that they might

were (hot: Arid this Witncfs being allced, whether the People who bad thus aflcmblcd from 
the y illage had any Arms with them? he anfwcrs, certainly i they were the People of the Vil- 
lage, why Jhould not they have Arms with them ? When to all this is added the lividence on 
Oathot Faugc Khan, the Chuptaffy, who was an Eyc-witne(s of the Attack of the Zemin- 
dars People on the Sepoys, what Doubt can there remain of the Truth of the Sepoys 
Declaration to the fame ElFea ; the more cfpccially as is to be remarked, that this Plea of the 
Sepoys taking their Friends for their Foes, and thence firing on the innocent Zemindars, 
IS not thought of, pretended, or at all fet up by the Two firll of them, whole Examinations were 
taken on the 17th Inftanti whence, and from the other concurring Circumftances of the 
Cafe, it may be fairly inferred to have been fince invented by Scetcram and the other im- 
prifoned Zemindars laft brought up, who have been fully fenfiblc of the Danger they have 
brought thcmfelves into, and are defirous of warding off as much of the Criminality they have 
contraiSled as pofliblc j and yet from the further Evidence delivered by fome of the Zemindars on 
the fame Day as Sccieram’s, particularly that of Bundoo Roy, it appears plain enough how the 
Affair happened, as well as that Scetcram was the principal' InHi^ation of all the Milchief that 
enfued. 

“ The Rcfident being on the Whole fully fenfiblc how necelfary it is to dlfcourage and punidi 
fuch Aifls, would have the Parties, who fo audacioully attacked the Sepoys, brought to an 
immediate Criminal Trial, were the Sepoys able to point them out, which they declare they 
arc not j befidcs it is more than' probable they are the fame as were killed and wounded by the 
Sepoys Fire, and have therefore already met the Ponifhment of their perfonal Demerits : In 
regard to the Zemindars, theFour who have been laft brought up in Confinement, viz. Secteram, 
Buhdhoo Roy, Gunderp Roy, Serdha Roy, have been confined in the Prefidcnt’s Guard fince their 
Arrival on the 24th Inftant, and the Three who came firft, viz. Soodhun, DilToo, and Sudha Sing, 
were alio committed on the Day thereafter, as they are all nearly equally concerned in their 
unjuftifiable Conduff, in withholding their Revenue, as well as in their criminal Refiftance to, 
and Attack upon, the Officers and Soldiers of Government ; with this Difference, that Secte- 
ram being looked on as their Head, appears to have had the principal Share in exciting them 
to their prefent MifconduA. Frorti a View to the above Circumftances, a Letter of Encouiage- 
ment was written Yefterday to Fring Sehay, defiring him to collctft the full Revenue and Due 
from Kerumeddunpoor, by fcqueftring all the Grain of the Zemindars chereof, and taking 
therefrom what juft belongs to the Amii’s Share, and to fend up the remaining rcfraiftory Ze- 
mindars of that Village to Benares. 

“ A Summons was alfo Yefterday ilfued for the Attendance of Syhed Mccr Tatchmand, the 
** Perfon mentioned in the CupraOies Evidence, recorded in the Proceeding of the ayth Inllant. 


Read a Letter from the Raja, of which the following is a Tranflation: 

“ Rsja to the Refident. 

“ 1 have received your Letter of the aSth May, calling on me again for the Anfwcr of Baboo 
** Theopernen Sing. Sir, in refpeft to the Affair of the .Sepoys, I minutely communicated to the 
faid Baboo in like Manner as 1 had explained to you, verbally, before the Receipt Of your Let- 
” ter, and notwithftanding all my Urgency, the faid Baboo will not write an Anfwcr according 
“ thereto •, once that he did write, fundry Parts were quite wide of the Objeft inquired after, 
** I therefore returned it. 


♦‘ Ordered, That. the Raja be dircifted again to call on Theorperun Sing for a direft Anfwcr to 
“ the Queftion put to him, and to report what Reply he makes. 

“ The Rcfident, taking into Confidcration the Situation of the Eight Zemindars of Keremud- 
“ dienpoor in Mahomedabad,* who have been in Confinement fince the 24th of May, on account 
'* of their ill Behaviour to the Sepoys, determines on the faid Perfons agreeing to lign a written 
“ Engagement, acknowledging their Fault, and promifing to behave better in l ime to come, and 
“ to pay the Balance of this Year’s Revenue, to releafe them : From which the Refident only 
“ excepts Secteram their Principal, who, as the chief Inftigator of the whole Affair, muft folfer 
" a larger Confinement and more fcverc Pur.ilhment. The other Seven agreeing to the Terms of 
“ the keleafe, now execute the Paper in Queftion, and are fet at Liberty.

« The Situation of the Places under me, particularly in regard to the Zemindars of Bcalfee, 

« who are negligent in the Payment of the Revenues, and where more or lets Half of the fettled 
Revenue is yet to collcfl, I have repeatedly reprefented to you j and on tnc 30th of 
“ at Night, a Letter arrived from the Manager there, that unlefs he went, the Bufinefs would be 
« crcatly prejudiced. Wherefore, having a View to the Concerns of Government and the Pay- 
“ mentof the Revenue, I have fet out for the faid Pergunnah, and have not been able to have 
“ the Honour of again vifiting you. I have reprclcnted this as being retjuifitc or necefiary. 

« A Perwannah is written thereon to Sheoperfom Sing, highly difapproving of his leaving Rc- 
« nares without the Raja's Confent } more efpecially as the Raja is not only his Superior ,m a 
“ public Light, but the Head of his Family : Wherefore he is ordered to apologize to the Raja 
for this Mifeonduft, on Pain of the Refidcni’s ftrongeft Difplcafurc. An Anfwer is written to 
“ the Rajah, informing him of the above Order.

Roopchund, having a Cootey or Fadory there, led the faid Jevooh 
and his Wife to l^s own Houfe. After this, the faid Zemindar conducted me and the Sepoys 
to the Saltpetre Faftory, at the Door of which a Perfon named Bulcah was fcaied, but who, 
u^n feeing the Sepoys, went into the Fadory Houfe. I followed him, and perceiving fome 
Cloatlis under a large Earthen Jar or Tub, I laid to the Sepoys that there were Men concealed 
under the fiarthen Jars, and detired them to be feized } upon which the Sepoys having lifted 
the Jar, took Boleah and two others with him Prifoners, and confined them. I then called 
for Roopchund, and faid to him. that this Zemindar declares that Jwoc is Security to you for 
Seventy Thieves, therefore deliver him up. Roopchund anfwcred, do you remain here, I Ihall 
fcarch for Jwor, and 1 will bring him to you j the faid Jwot’s Security Papers for the Thieves 
are in my PoirelTion, and I will give them to you. I Raid there two Days, but he did not de- 
liver Jvot’s Papers to me. Meanwhile, an Order from the Prefenefe having been ilTucJ to 
order my Return, I, in Conformity thereto, left the Place, and came back with the Sepoys. 


“ What is the Reafon of the Saltpetre GomaRahs having taken Tevoi’s Security for 
Seventy Thieves ? ' 

« A. The faid Zemindar declared, that a Hookah belonging to the faid GomaRah had 
« been Rolen j on this Account the GomaRah Icjzed Bulooah and other Thieves, and upon 
“ this the faid jevot became Security for Bulooah and others, to the Number of Seventy 
** Men, to the faid GomaRah. During thefe two Tears he has not been able to receive the 
« Price or Value of his Hookah. The faid Bulooah, a Thief, declared, that the faid GomaRah 
“ had iak« looo Rupees from them, through the Medium of the aforefaid Jwotj let him therc- 
“ fore deliver up the laid Jwot, or return the looo Rupees. He farther added, that it appears 
“ by the Nagree Papers delivered in by Biflcn Sing, the Zemindar of the Village of Setoor, and 
« Rung Laul in the Pergunnah Khureed, that tlic Sum of laoo Rupees in Money, Two Swords, 
“ and One Parr of Shawls, and Twenty Pieces or One Gorge of Cloih, were taken from the Thieves 
“ by the faid GomaRah through the Medium of the faid Jwot. 


" Farther Declaration made by Kewul Ram. 

“ WhilR I Raid in the Village of Durjunpoor, I inquired of fundry Perfons what was become of 
" Sootar DoRad, or Choheydar, who lived there? Two or 1 hrcc anfwcred, that he was at the 
“ Village Two Days ago. The Brother of Mur Mutchus, who is Zclladar here, received fome 
“ abufive Language from the faid Sootcr, who reproaching him, faid, that be had given him a 
“ Hookah, a Sword, and other Articles, and alfo Salama (or a pecuniary Picfent), notwithRand- 
“ ing which he did not afford him (Sooter) an Afylum. Having heard this, 1 lent Girjoo Pandali 
“ to the faid Murmutchum’s Brother, to tell him to fend me the Hookah and Sword that Sootcr 
“ had prefented to him. The faid Renter anfwcred to Gujn, That he had not received any Sword 
“ from Sootur, but that a Hookah had been given to him, which he defired Gujoo to take away ; 
“ Upon which it was given to me, and I applied it in the (iuard, Biihen Sing, and Rungboard, 
“ Zemindars in the Village of Sitwar, declared, that the Thieves taken in the GomaRah’s Coolev 
“ had delivered two Swords to him, one of which had been fold to a ChuprolTe Hircarrah, whofe 
“ Name they knew nor, for 42 Rupees.

“ Aii Buklh ChopraRe’s Declaration » dated the 3d March 1788. 

“ After the Departure of Kewul Ram and the Sepoys from the Camp, I arrived at Durjunpoor, 
“ and faw that Two Sepoys, with Articles belonging to the other Sepoys, were Rationed there. 1 
“ inquired where the other Sepoys bad repaired to. They (the Two Sepoys) anfwered, that the

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Other Sepoys bdd gone in Search of the Thieve^. In a few Minutes, Kewul Ram and the Se- 
“ poys, with two Women belonging to the Thieves, arrived \ upon which, I afleed the Seppys, 
where arc the Thieves ? Who anfwcred. That all the Thieves have fled •, iwo Women bc- 
longing to them, who had abreonded from Durjunpoor, we have taken and brought with us. 
After this, Kcwul Ram faid, the Thieves, ii^earch of whom I repaired hither, have run away ; 
let us flay here Two or Three Days, till my Mcflenticr difeovers the Place of their Retreat, and 
returns here. Some Time afterwards Kcwal Ram’s Mclfcnger brought Intelligence, that the 
Son of the Thief Buflunt, and others, being Four or Five I'hievcs, arc in Achulgud. Upon 
‘‘ hearing this, I accompanied the Sepoys and Kewal Ram to that Place, and went into every Houfc 
pointed out to us by Kcwal Ram’s Meflenger; but we did not find any Perfon except Doflad 
Roy, whom we feizcd and brought with us. .1 have not yet heard him acknowledge any Par- 
ticular refpefting the I'hicves or thieving. We then repaired to Mohun Chuprah. God 
knows whether the faid Kewal learnt from the Rcpreicntation of the f^id Doflad, or from her 
“ own Meflenger, or from fome one elfc, that there were Thieves in Ruitty, when he told me 
“ we muft repair to that Place in Search of them : Whereupon 1,1'wo Sepoys, and Kewulram, ar- 
rived at Ruitty about Four Ghurrys before Day-hghi. Kewulram led us lo the Houfc of the 
“ DolTad (or Chowkeydar), but we did not find any Per Jon there. Thence we repaired to the 
Door of the Zemindar’s Houfe: 1 he fdd Zemindar is a Bramm j and when he faw us, he went 
upon the Chopper of the Houfc, and callc 1 out, who arc ye that commie nightly Murders ? Kc- 
wulram anfwcrcd, we have not come here to feize you, but wilh to a(k yuu fome Particulars. 
W'e arc in Search of the Doflud, who is a Thief. Upon this ihe Bramin replied, my Brother 
is the Zemin (or Security) of the faid DofTad ; end all the D >llad.i-an (oi Chokeydars) have, 
“ during thefc Four or Five Days been in the Siltpetre Cootcy (or Fadory) ; do you come along 
with me. Whereupon, when the Day-hght came, we acccnnpanied the laid Brartiin, with One 
“ Doflad, When we arrived at Ruitty, perhaps the faid DofTids received Intelligence thereof, 
and concealed thcmfclves under large Jars. When we caiue to the Door of the faid Cootcy, 
“ Kewulram went in, and we (laid at the Door. We heard that he difeovered fome of the 
Cloaths of thefc [loflads under a Jar, upon which Kewulram and Bhohum feized the Thieves, 
and brought them to us. Then Kewulram applied to the Cootcy Gomaftah, and faid, I have 
** found thefe ThieVvS in your Houfe, deliver up to me alfo Jwoi, who is a Thief. He anfwcrcd, 
that the faid Jwot is not to be found in that Manner •, do you flay here, that I may march for 
“ him. I have not got his Zemance (or Security). If I prove fuccefiful in my Search for him, 

I will deliver him up to you according to your Defire ; otherwife, how can you procure him from 
me ? After this, although Rowal Ram flrongly urged the Gonjaflah, yet the latter was not 
able to find faid Jwot. Upon this Kewulram faid to him, If you like, 1 will communicate thefe 
“ Particulars to the Kefident. Whereupon we brought Bramin, and the faid Doffad that accom- 
panied him, and the three other Doffades feized in the Cootcy, and one DofTard taken at Achul- 
gur, in all Six Men, toRuftyj and the Two Women was fent for from Darjenporc. When they 
“ arrived, Kcwclram having taken Security for both, releafed them; and one Goldfmith that 
Kewrelram had feized, we brought along with us to Ruitty and Kcwfulfam declared, that the 
faid Goldfmith had in this March acknowledged his having purchaled two Sheers of Silver from 
** the Thieves. Kuratram alio faid, that the afurefaid Goldfmith offered him 50 Rupees to be 
“ releafed j and I faw a Hookah in Kcwculram Shovoovi •, I afleed him to whom it belonged i He 
‘‘ replied, that he brought it from Meer Mutchum’s Brother, and it wasftolen Property. The 
People of Rutty laid, that the Thieves were already giving abufive Language to Weer Muc- 
chum’s Brother j that he rook Bulfooms (hers) and UiJhaut (Bribes) from them, notwiihftand* 
“ ing which he did not dllow them a Place of Refuge or an Alhiin, Whereupon 1 went to the 
Houfe of Mur Mutchum’s Broiher, and c^iked him, how did the Hookah come into your 
Pofllfllon ? To which he anfwcrcd, a Perfon brought it to me for Sale ^ 1 inquired the Price, 
and the Perfon replied, that he would aflc the Owner, and then inform me; but he never re- 
turned. Upon this, being ordered to leturn to the Prefcncc, 1 left that Place in Conformity 
thereto. 

Kurrcalram feized Three Men and Two Women, the latter he releafed upon their giving Secu- 
“ rity for their Appcaramc. In Buicypoor, one Bramin, four Dolfaids ^ in Achulgur, one Dof- 
‘‘ fard. • 

Moreover, a Hircarrah who was traveling along the Road, but of whom I have no Knowledge 
or perfonal Acquaintance, find, that a Chuprafle Peon had purchafed a Sword from a Man in the 
Saltpetre Coorey, for which he had been paid 42 Rupees •, and.that the faid Cbupraflce belong- 
cd to the Cootcy, 

‘‘ In Moondah Dah,Onc Doflard, who is now prefent, was taken. Kewulfum’s Meflenger, and 
‘‘ Sepoys along with him, went to that Place, feized and brought him wilh them. But we never 
heard him acknowledge any Particular rcfpcdling the Thieves, &c.

If it pleafe 
God the faid Amount will be recovered within the Time ; and as to the Rupees, 200 remain- 
ing, in Three or Four Days they will alfo be provided for.

As there dwells in the faid Talooka a great Number of Thieves, and 
that -tBWiy People have received ftolen Goods, (cveral Parts ot which have appeared to be with the 
Kfaan s own Servants, and as Gunga Dult Koyt fays, that in thefe Seven Years the Sum or 
Value of Rupees 45,000 has been obtained by thieving, if you are pleafed to order me to 
fend the Khan up to you, I will come and prove the Theft. I have nothing elfe to reprefent 
but what is for the good of Government : This Cauie I have well underdood from the faid 
Koyt, and it is proved and folid, wherefore I have thought it neccU'ary to make this Reprefen- 
tation to you •, I am hopeful that you will iflue an Order for Gonga Duit and the Khans aforcfaid, 
that having come to the Prefence, and having proved and concluded the Bulinefs, the Amount 
of the ftolen Property abovementioned may be realized. 

3dly, I have to reprefent that the full Brother of Goodry Pondeh, the Security of Bclooali 
Watchmen, has been feized by the Gomaftah of the Salt Petre Factory. The faid Bclooah 
Pafsbaan or Watchman has provided for the Amount of the Bond, and is attendant on the Go- 
maftah aforefaid, but keeps himfelf hidden from me. I hope you will order the Gomaftali 
of the faid Salt Petre Factory to pay in the Amount of the Bond ■, joo Rupees have been 
collected.

Kewulram who was fent (as per Proceedings of the 
1 6th April, and other Duties) to difeover the Thieves and robbed Goods in Beliiah and 
Khcrccd, attending, delivers in a Reprcfentation, of which the following is a Tranllation, hav- 
ing himfelf come up to and being now at Benares. 


“ Tranllation of a Letter from Kewul Ram. 

“ The Tnftru£lions to me and Orders to the Amils have been received, and I have attended to 
the Contents. It firlt appears that 140 fmall Diamonds of' ftolen Goods were found at the 
Houfe of Manick, a Goldfmith in the Purgunnah of Bcleah, from which anewher Goldl'mith 
named Chuttro brought a6 Butties which he owns. It will be afterwards known who is the 
Thief: Further, the Cloth that was ftolen from a certain Perfon is proved to be in the Pofleflion 
of Gonga Dutt, an Inhabitant of the Talook of Mirza, the Jaquir of Sherunt Ulla Khan I 
have fully enquired, but 1 cannot charge or proceed againft him witiiout an Order from the 
Pretence ; One Piece of the abovementioned Cloth has been fold by Sungut a Goldfmith in 
the Villages of Bufunda. 1 therefore requeft that an Order may be lent relative to the above 
Man, that I may feize him, and after proving the Theft, recover the Value of the ftolen Goods. 
Should an Order not be fenr, I requeft you will fummons Gungoc Dutt to the Prefence, and 
enquire into it yourfcif. My Protciftor, wherever I underftand the ftolen Goods are depofited, 
1 have fent for them, and made the People in whofc Houles they were found give Security for 
their Appearance 1 whatever may be ordered, 1 am ready to execute. 

“ jdly. The State of raifing the 400 Rupees, which 1 rcprcfcntcd to you, is as follows:— Having 
taken a Hazer Zamin, and the Zaniin or Security for the faid Sum, from Goodci7 Panda, 
Zemindar of the Village of Oda in the Talook of Ruity, and a Kiftbundy for a certain Period 
from Bclooah, Dofs and he went in order to provide for the abovementioned Sum. Having taken 
his Security, I, conformable to Mr. Brooke’s Rcquifition, went to wait on that Geiitleman, and 
having feen him I came back } upon my Return I underftood that a Zemindar of Ruity, by 
the Name of Ram Bux, had advifed Goodcry to conceal himfelf. The abovementioned Zemin- 
dar Ram Buxth ha,ving given 600 Rupees for the Thieves, on Account of the Goods ftolen from 
the Subhadar, he caulcd them to be relealcd, and took Charge of them himfelf » and the Caufe 
of the Subahdar is well known to you. Now he docs not produce thefe Thieves, Booluab, &c. 
to me, but having taken Hazirzaminy or Bail from them, he has made them abfeond *, Bul- 
wa, &c. having joined, are now in the Jungles of Gopaul Nagur, I for want of Force cannot 
attack them. I have afked Afliftance from the Fouzdars or Amils, but they don’t attend to 
what 1 fay. The Particulars of the Complaint of Shumker the Beparry, and the Proceedings 
thereon, it appears that he (Shunkcr) took from Belooa 80 Pieces of Cloth, of which he himlclf 
confelles ^2 Piecesj therefore the Whole is proved on himi I have taken 5oRupcec$ from himj 
and as Ram Dofs, the Gomaftah to the Cooty of the Salt Petre, is going to the Prefence, I 
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am hopeful that he may be ordered to caufc Juoot to attend, as he before agreed to do, fq| 
the Par^ticulais rclaiiog to the Diamonds were alcenatned from ham what flialT 1 fay more?

From Kewulram. 

“ The Order for my coming up having arrived, I reverenced and refpefted itj and having 
obeyed the Order I fet out from the Place, and having apprehended Ten or Eleven riiieycs, 1 
am coming along with them, and am on the Road. If it plcafe God, having got through the 
Wav I will have the Honour of waiting on you. 1 have further to reprclent, that, for 
the Apprchenfion of Thieves, Four Sepoys and One Amldar marched to the Village of 
Gopaul Nagur : At length the Thieves made a united and ludden Attack, and attacked the 
Sepoys with Swords j wherefore the faid Sepoys fired, and at laft One '1 h.ef was killed, and 
another is wounded. 3dly, The Thieves being in Irons cannot walk faft; T wo or I hree Cols a 
D.ty is as far as they can go, and that with Difficulty. 

“ A Letter is written to the Canongocs of the Pergunnah of Khereed, with a Copy of the 
laft Part of the above Letter from Kewulram, and an Order to them to enquire into the Par- 
ticulars of the Attack faid to have been made on the Sepoys by the Th.wcs at Gopaul Nagur, 
as therein mentioned, and to report thereon the real Circumftances of the Cafe as they may 
have happened. 

“ Mohun Sing the Amldar of the Sepoys, who has returned. as above Rated, and the hour 
Sepoys who went with him on the Occafion of the Affray at Gopaul Nagar, now deliver the 
following Declarations, which are here tranfiated and entered from the PerfiM Record thereof, 
as taken down from the verbal Information of the Amldar and Sepoys by One of the u 
Mohirs. 

“ Mohun Sing, Amldar, ftates in writing as follows About Fifteen or Sixteen Days a^, the 
“ 'Gomaftah of Kcwul, Hircarrah, by Name Gopaul Parch, told me • me, that in 
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mere was about 100 Dekoits, that Thieves and Robbers. According to what the GomaHah 
Midnight tro.n Ruity, together with Biryar Sing, Ram Dum, Kindoo Sing, 
.and Ghend Kan, Sepoys, and Gopal inarch tor Gopaul Nagur. Gopaiil atorcfaid told us to hafe 
our birelocks in Readme is, becaule there being Dckcits they would attack us, and that he and 
we would be cut off. I laid, it is not now neceffary to prepare our Firelocks, but that when 
we come to the Robbers, if they Ibould aflail us we would then prepare our Mufqucts t he 
defircd us again lo prepare them, which we did. In the Morning we arrived at Gopaul Naaur, 
where we law that about Seventeen or Eighteen Dekoits were fming and drinking Liquor i a 
Dog that was with them Iceing us made a NoiF, and they leeing us railed a Cry and attacked 
os with Swori, 8 and Spears V Ram Deen Sepoy had a Stroke ot a Spear made at him, which 
he received on his Mulquet : We being by their Affaolt rendered hclplefs, fired all together at 
once, by which One ot them died ct the Wound nt a Bailee, and iailiog remained there, and 
One was wounded with a Bayonet ; and as to the Man whom we have brought along with us 
lie was between us and them, but I do not know whether he be a Thief or a Robt^r or not ■ 
but thole who attacked us with Arms fled to. the Jungles, and we have now to produce the 

Things as undermentioned, which we found there belonging to them : A Pot— a Goor- 

gort — a Lotah— a Sword— Three Pieces of Selim Cloth—Two Godafles or Si>ears. 

“ Hindoo Sing and Beryar Sing do not, in their Kcprelcntnion, mention the Names 
of the Articles you fay were found there i were they therefore prefent when you found the 
Articles in Queftion ? 

“ A. The Man whom we have brought up had gone on before with Beryar Sing and Hin- 
doc Sing. I came afterwards with the Things perhaps they may not have feen them. 

“ Ram Deen Sepoy committed to writing the following Declaration: 

« We, at the Defire of Gopaul Parch the Servant of Ke.wolram, went from Rinty to Gopaul 
Nagur to apprehend the Dekoits. In the Morning we arrived at the Village ; we there law 
that in one Houfe there were 17 or i« People. When we got there a Dog made a Noife j upon 
which, leeing us, they got up, and all of them attacked us with Swords and Spears, One Spear 
was ftruck at Ram Deen, which he received on his Mulquet. At that Time we all fired by the 
Order of the Amldar : One of them died of a Mufquet Bullet j and One being wounded with a 
Bayonet run away. They run into the Jungle } and he who was (hot dead by the Bullet, re- 
mained lying there j and he whom we have brought hither, fell into our Hands there, after the 
Affray, lb that I do not know whether he belongs to them or nor. The Things we got arc as 

follows : — 4. Pieces of White Cloth— 2 Spears— i Sword or Scymetar—i Tuffclah — i Lotah 

1 Goergoore. 

“ Hindoo Sing the Sepoy’s Relation is exaifliy to the fame Purport as that of Ram Deen in 
.ill its Parts, excepting that he only mentions their having found '1 wo Spears and One Sword. 

“ Guind Khan Sepoy’s Relation is alfo to the very fame Purport in all its Parts i and he alfo 
(hies the Things found in the fame Way as Ram Dun. 

“ Beryar Sing Sepoy’s Relation is exadlly to the fame Purport j only he fay-s, that when the 
Thieves or Robbers perceived thcnifelvcs furrounded by the Sepoys with fixed Bayonets, they 
(the 'I'hievcs) then, with whatever they could lay hold of, and with Swords and Spears, attacked, 
tlie Sepoys, and that as to the Things found, * who is totally unacquainted therewith. ' 

“ The Sepoys, whofe firll Declarations were taken Yefterday, now add the following Particulars : 

“ The Amlar Mohun Sing declares as follows: 

“ When the Affray happened between us and the Watchmen, we took Two of them Pnfoners, 
btrfidcs the One wounded with.the Bayonet. Kewul Ram laid to them, write a Kazeynama, or 
Deed of Satisfadion, and 1 will rclcafe you. Their Names arc. 

The Son of Kewrea, named Rodova, 

Sejooa, * 

Meherbaun.

“ Thefe Four People we brought away Prifoners t and as all the Watchmen faid to Kewulram, 
tint Kowrea’s Houle was defolate, and that he (Kewulram) Ihould therefore relcafe his SonRo- 
dova, Kewul Ram anlwcred, if he will not complain agamfl me, and will give a Razynama, I 
will fet him at Liberty : And they giving a Razynama accordingly, Kewul Ram fee them at 
Liberty. 

“ Ram Deen Sepoy declares, that when the Affray happened, three Fcrlbns, vise. Sejooa the 
Son of the Kowrea, and Meherbaun Doffaud, were made Prifoners and brought to Beluahj and 
that there, he docs not know upon what Agreement, but ujwn fome Ground or other, Kewul 
Ham took a Razynama from, and releafed them.

“ Read the following TranHation of theReport this Day received from the Canongoe of Kherced,

“ Tranflation of the Canongoe of Kherecd's Report on the Refident’s Order of the ajd July. 

“ Your Order, requiring me to report on the Subjedl of the Village of Gopaul Nagur, where the 
” Sepoys of the Prefence had a Difputc on the Occafjon of attacking Thieves, together wuii a 
“ Copy of the Araee ot Kewul Ram, have arrived. 

“ The Cafe is, that, according to the Command of the faid Kewul Ram, the Sepoys came into 
•* the Talooka of Riuty in Khereed, and-halied there { they were carrying on their Bufinefs with 
“ the Thieves. One Day, having prepared themfclves, they went near to Gopaul Nagur, to a 
“ Place where there were Four new Houfeseredlttl, in One ofwhich ibcfc Four Palsbans, orWatch- 
“ men, newly fettled, who had been there about Three Months, and who were fleeping in their 
“ Houle Without Apprehenflon. From Riuty, about Two Col's from the faid Place, the Sepoy <

Bcechuck ChopralTy, who carried the Order to the Conongoes of Khereed to enquire into the 
“ Circumftances of the Death of the Man aa above-mentioned, declares as follows: 

“ 1 went to the Canongoe with the Order. He fent Gomaftah along with me to Gopaol Na- 
“ gur. We alked the Neighbours, upon Oath, what they knew of ihc Quarrel between the Sepoys 
and thefe People. They faid they knew nothing about it; but that when very early in the 
“ Morning they heard the Noife and Crying of the People, they came and faw one Man lying 
“ deadj but that they did not fee the Sepoys; And that the Milkmen who were tending the 
** Cattle cried out, and faid, don’t any of you come here*, the Sepoys of Government have been 
“ here \ wherefore they (the Neighbours) faid they had returned. 

“ After that the Man who had been wbonded with a Bayonet being Cent for and queftioned, he 
“ anfwered, that they Four People were afleep when the Sepoys, when about three Ghurrics of ilie 
“ Night remained, alTailed and feized themi and that One of them, who had a little Opportunity 
“ to run away, was (hot, fo that he died j and that he (this Declarant) had been wounded with a 
“ Bayonet ; That the Three remaining Perfons were then brought in to Beluah to Kewnham, when 
“ Kewnham took a Razynama from the Perfon whofe Father had died, and reiealed him and this 
“ Declarant, and carried One along with them. 

" The ChupralTy farther adds, that when he went to Rcwiy, the People were bewailing and 
“ complaining that they had been haralTed out of their Lands by the People of Kewnbram, and 
*' that he had plundered and robbed them*, and that the Bukauls, or Shopkeepers there, laid, that 
“ a Woman had come into the Bazar, from whom Kewubram’s People bad feized and taken away 
“ one Neck Ring, a Nofc Ring, and one Kurra*, and that the Bariev of a Zemindar, which had 
“ been buried under Ground, had been taken up by the People of Kewulram, and fold in the Ba- 
“ zari and that when the Zemindar intended to fet out to complain, they returned his Property ; 

« and that * this much he had there heard. 

“ On this Day, before having intimated to the Refidcnt, thro’ Imaun Bukhfh his head Jemedar 
“ or Nazir of the Peons, that if they were admitted toi'peak feparatcly and pcrfonally toihe Refi- 
“ dent, they would difclofc the real Truth concerning the Affray at Gopaul Nagur ; the Refidcnt 
** accordingly fent for them this Morning, when they verbally declared to him, that the People tliey 
“ feized at Gopaul Nagur were only Four; and that the Almdar Mobom Suig and Ram Deen Se- 
“ poy, had, without Refiftance on the Part of ihofc they went to feize, killed One, and wounded 
“ the others and that although they had, on their firft Arrival here, given, from a Confideration,

«• and let the Mohuir take down their written Declarations according as they can (wear to the * 
Fa^s, whereupon they committed the lame to Writing accordingly, and refpciftively lignor af- 
fix their Marks on the Ptrfian Documents, of which the following is a Tranflation:

They remained Three Days in the Village of Riuty, whence we brought on the Three 
“ Prifoners to Kewal Uam and Hura Nayk, where we gave the Doay in the Name of the Com- 
pany to Kcwul Ram and Flura Nayk, declaring, that Mohun Sing Havildar, and Ram Dun Se- 
u poy, had killed One Man With a Mufquet Shot, and wounded anuihef Man with a Bayonet ■, all 
the Prilbncrs, and Sepoys and Prtlbners, came thence to Beluah. Of the Three Prifoners, Kewul 
“ Ram releafcd Two, upon feme Agreement which we know not the Particulars of, and One he 
“ has brought up here a Prifoncr. When we went behind the Houfc of the Prifoners, the Havil- 
“ dar in queftion gave os the Word or Command to prepare our Pieces, and keep them in Readi- 
“ nels j and that, when the People appeared, wc fhould fire. We anfwercd, that when they 
wounded us wc wuuld then fire. 

“ Kewulram, who has been coufined fince Yefterday that he may be forthcoming to anfwer for Kewuinm’i 
“ his Conduft in this Affray, fends me a written Declaration, of which the following is a Tranf- Account, 
laiion : 


Declaration of Kewul Ram. 


“ For the Sum of aoo Rupees, for which Bukhfli, Inhabitant of Ruity, had entered into a 
" Bond, the faid Bukhih took along with him, when I was at Bughy, Four Sepoys and One Chu- 
« prafTv, and Gopaul Parch my Servant, and halted in the Village of Ruity, and faid to his Bro- 
thers, and to the FowjedarOf that Village, whom he aflcmbled, that he had entered into a Bond 
“ for 2 25 Rupees, wherefore he defired they would afford him the Means of making it up. His 
“ Brethren, and Phaar Mull Foujdar, anfwercd, that as he had written a Tcep, and as the 
“ Thieves remained under his Proteftion, it was his Bufinefs to pay the Amount, they having no-

“ Part of Kewulram, with a View of recovering fume ftolcn Property, the Value of which had 
“ been agreed to be there refunded, to rejoin, that they might proceed altogether to Benares. 

“ When they had thus rejoined, and fet out altogetncr from Beluah with a Number of reputed 
“ Thieves, Kewuham wrote me a Letter, of which a Copy is inclol'cd in the Papers (No. i.) f;;:- 
“ ting forth, that there had happened between Mohun Sing and his Party aforefaid, an Affiay 
“ with a Number of Thieves who had attacked the laid Party Sword in Hand, and had thereby 
“ forced the Sepoys to fire on them in their own Defence, whereby One Man had been killed. 0 1 
“ this firrt Intimation of the Affair, Idifpatched an Order to the Canyngoes of the Pergunnah, iin- 
“ dcr Date the 2 jd ultimo, to afeertain and report the real State of the Cafe •, and before his An- 
“ fwer had been received, Kewulram and the Sepoys arriving here on the 4th Inffanc, I madetlie 
“ latter (that is, the Amidar and Four Sepoys of his Party) commit to Writing, on the 4th and 5;!! 

“ Inffant, the Particulars of the faid Affray, in which they all concurred in declaring, that they had 
“ been violently attacked by 17 or 18 Pekoits with Swords and Spears, in fuch a Manner as 
“ would, in my Opinion, have fully juftified thus firing in their own Defence, as you will obferveat 
" large by the accompanying Copy of their wrictoo Declarations in the Enclofurcs, marked No. 2, 

“ and 3. 

“ I had therefore little Doubt of the Truth of the Subftance of their Declarations, till I received 
“ alfo, on the 5th Inftant, the Report of the Canongoes of Kherced, in which Pergunnah the Af- 
*•* fair happened, ftating, that in Truth there had been no Rcfiftanccj but that the Sepoys hiv.ing 
“ apprehended Four or Five Perfons, whom the Canongoc docs not even deferibe is Thieves, and 
One of thole Perfons, having attempted torurt away, had been Ihot dead when at the Diffance of 
about two Cottahs from the Sepoys, aS pc'r Copies of the faid Information, No. 4, 

“ This Information, and fomc other corroborating Circumftances of Sul'picion leading to doubt 
“ the Veracity of the Sepoys Declaratibri, 1 defired fmaura Bukhfli, my Head Jemadar, tocndca- 
“ vour to find out the Truth among thofc who had come up*, and the next Morning, vrr. 6th In- 
“ ftant, he informed me that Three of the Four Sepoys who had been on the Party, were ready to 
“ difeover the real Truth if I would admit them to a feparatc pcrfonal hearing; which having 
“ done, they declared tome, that although they had, when their Declarations of the 4th and 5th 
“ were firft committed to Writing, in Confideration of Mohun Sing the Amidar being their 
“ Commanding Officer, corroborated his Story, yet it was what they could neither (land norlwcar 
“ to ; for that in Fadk Mohun Sing, and theothcr Sepoy Ram Dun, had wantonly or wilfully killed 
“ the Man by a 'Mufquec Bullet, after he had been taken Prifoncr and his Hands tied, and was 
proceeding along with them ; and that the faid Amidar and Ram Detn had alfo wounded ano- 
“ thcr of the Prifoners with a Bayonet in the like Manner (as they verbally declared to me) in 
“ cold Blood, and when there was no Refiftance, or any Circumftances whatever to cdhftitute or 
** aftbrd even a Colour of Pretence for the faid AAs being committed, as Mohun Sing has all alon^ 
afferted in Sell Defence; in which Cafe alone the Sepoys are, I apprehend, juftifiable in makin;; 

“ Ufc of their Armsagainft the Natives; but from the written Declaration delivered by the faid 
Three Sepoys (whole Names ate Benyar Sing, Hindoo Sing, and Guind Khan), it would feem, 

“ if Credit can be given to their Affirmation, that Mohun Sing was, at the Period in qucllion, 

“ feized with even a Degree of Phrenzy, fince he is faid to have ordered them from the firft to fire 
“ upon the People they were going to apprehend, when they Ihould firft come in Sight of them; 

“ to which the Three Sepoys in queftion ftate, that they anlVvercd by faying they would only make 
“ Ufc of their Arms when adtually affailed by the oppofite Party : And ihty add, that it was by 
“ them Three feparately chat the FoUrw Five Men in ail feized, were without Refiftance made Pri- 
" foners ; and that, after they were marching off withthem with ihoir Hends freured, the aforel-iid 
Amidar and Ram , Dun followed or came behind (as the Depofition expreifes), and killed and 
M wounded Two of the faid Prifoners Js above mentioned ; all wh'iih will appear at large by the nc- 
“ companying Copy, No. 5. herewith tranfmitted. 

On this Ground it is my Duty do charge the Amidar, snd the Sepoy Ram Duo, as I now pub- 
** Ikkiy do, with having murdered, in the Manner above dcicribed, One Man named Kourea, and . 
“ wounded another called Sejooa. The Evidence tn Support of this Charge arc the Three Sepoys 
above named; in Addition 10 whom Sejooa and the of Kewrea can be produced; and i may 
“ perhaps procure others before the Trial can come on, which you may tliink tt proper to caule 
** them to be brought to in the Mode to which they a:c as Sepoys lubjeit.

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« tor my own furtlier Satisfaflion, In refpca to the contradiaory Rcprefcntation of the Sepoysf 
and with a View to get at the real Truth of the Matter, if polfibie, for the fuller Information of 
*• the Court, (hould they hereafter require it, I have written to the Company’s Opium Agent, nov^ 
in the Pergunnah of Khcrecd, and who is a Man 1 place great Reliance in, to procure further 
and, if pofliblc, more exaft Evidence in this very unaccountable and extraordinary Tranfaftion $ 
and as Gopaul Parch, the Servant of Kcwul Ram, at whofe Dcfirc it appears to have been that 
“ Mohun Sing went with the four Sepoys to apprehend the Party ol Men amonglt whom this 
Murder has happened, has, without coming to me, difappeared imntcdiatcly on his Arrival at 
Benares, 1 have fent in Search of him, and have written to Mr. Brooke, the Collector and Ma^ 
giftrate or Shahabad, in whofe Diftritft he is a Refident, to fend him up as foon as pofTible.

The Managers for the Commons next Rated, That it appeared, from Page 1573 to 
1583 of the printed Minutes, that the Coiinlel had produced Evidence of the diltrclleil 
Situation of Madras, as a Ground of exa£ling Money from Cheit Sing in the Years 17H0 
and 1781; they would therefore now produce a Letter from Mr. liaftings to Lord 
Macartney of the 23d July 178 to fliew that if it was- a Ground of Juftification at 
all, there were other Perfons upon whom the Demand might more properly be made. 

The Counfel for the Defendant objefted to the Evidence.

(•• IiftheYetwr which I have already had the Honour to addrefs to your Lordfh.p, I expre(U-d rny 
Regret that I had not known of your Appointment in T.me, to have furn.fiied you with Expla- 
nations on fome particular Points, of which I, expeft that an Advant^c ^ 54 " 

prejudice your Mind with injurious and dangcrousJJpmions ot the Ueligns ot this Governn^ent 
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“ with Relation to yours. From the Candour which your Lordlhip appears to poffefs, 1 have no 
“ Doubt that 1 fhould have found it an cafy Point to fatisfy you of the Propriety and P'airnefs of 
“ our Afts, and even of their Ncceflity. But as it has happened you will have taken your Line> 
“ and any Thing which I can write upon paft Subjefts may arrive too late to produce their EfFcfk 
“ I feel the Difeouragement of this Refledion, but fliull not yield to ir, irufting that you will have 
♦» had the Caution, under whatever ImprclTion, to avoid fo decided a Condud as may difable you 
“ from yielding to the Influence of better Information, or (which I rather exped; that you will have at 
“ once refolved to adopt our Principles, and heartily to fupport and carry the Mcalures formwl 
“ upon them into Effed. 

“ Let me premile that our Government has a Weight of Bufinels of its own, already as great as 
“ it can fuftain, and a Refponfibility fufficicntly hazardous and delicate in itfelf to make u dread 
** any Addition to it ; and my Lord, 1 fancy that you have found the Affairs of the Carnatic in a 
“ State which could afford little Temptation to us, wete we ever fo vacant of Employment, to 
« afiome a Participation in the Condud and Events of its Adminiftration. I'his may Icrve lor a 
“ General Proof that it was not from Ciioice that we have, in any Inftance, interfered in the Con- 
“ cerns of that Province or of your Prcfidcncy. I dcfirc your Lordlhip to look back on the I'ranfac- 
“ tions of the lalt Twelvemonth, and weigh by your own Judgment the ipany Things that we 
“ have done for the Relief and Prefervation of Fort St. George. Tnat which was undeniably 
good has been accepted as a rightful Claim, the Reft, as 1 -am told, either treated with Derifton, 
or relented as injurious. I allude particularly to the Treaty propofed to the Dutch, a Meaftiru 
“ extorted by the Cries of Dcipair, and judged in the Elation of a fudden Return of Succefs, 
4 nd to the Agreetnent lately concluded with the Nabob Waula Jaw. To this 1 fttall confine thu 
Sequel of this Letter. , „ 

“ The Letters from the Prefident and Seleft Committee of Fort St. George from the ^ginning 
“ of the War with Hydcr, has invariably reprefented the Relburces of the Carnatic as loft beyond 
all Hope to them, cither from the Nabob’s Inability to colled them, or his Determination to 
“ withhold them. We exprefted it as our firm Opinion, that every Rupee of the Carnatic ought 
“ to be primarily and exclufivcly applied to its Defence i that as our Force alone maintained it, we 
“ had a Right to demand Aflignments of the whole Revenue, and even to take it, if refufed. In 
“ the mean Time they had made the Demand, and the Nabob had refulcd it > but the Demand and 
“ kefufal were, in One Inftance, fo myfterious that we could not comprehend the latent Caul'cs 
“ of cither. The Circars of Ougole, &c. had been affigned to the Nabob’s private Creditors, but 
“ as they had gained nothing by the Aflignmcnt, they propofed to transfer it to the Company, on 
“ the Condition that Credit (hould be given them in the Company's Name for the Receipts, that 
thefe might be employed in the mean Time for the Expenccs of the War. The Comrhiuec 
“ demanded the Aflignmcnt, but took no Notice of the Condition, and the Nabob naturally 
" refufed it, bccaufc he had already granted it to his Creditors ; and with this State of the Cafe, 
“ both Parties referred it to us, the Creditors ttmonftrating'agalnft the Mode in which the Demand 
“ was made, as fubjeAing the Nateb to‘ a- Rejeflion of it, by which all muft be Lofers ; and the 
“ Committee ftating it as a confirmed Proof of the Nabob’s Difafftflion. 

“ At the fame Time the Nabob’s Dewan, Afliam Cawn, and Mr. Richard Sulivan, arrived in 
“ Calcutta, charged with a Special Conftmiffion from the Nabob, to conclude a Treaty with this 
“ Government, of which the Firft Condition, and the Firft apparent Objeift of their Deputation, 
•• was, that we would accept an Aflignmenc of his Revenue, and employ them in the public .Ser- 
“ vice; And this Condition was not offered for our Benefit, but folicitcd, as if his Intereft alone 
“ was likely to be promoted by our Aflent to it. 

“ This was the Foundation of the Agreement; and as it promifed a moft feafonable Relief to 
“ the Carnatic, which we could not eafily afford, having already exh.'iuftcd both our Ktfources 
“ and Credit in that, and other emergent Occaffons of the Company’s Affairs, we readily and 
“ gladly accepted the Oiler, guarding it with fuch Provifions as appeared to us ncccffary to prevent 
“ its being defeated, or perverted to other Purpofes. Your Lorviftiip will not alk why wc thought 
“ our Intervention On this Occafion neceffary, and why we did not rather refer the Accommoda- 
“ tion to the Prefidency of Fort St. George, which was the regular Inftrument of the Company’s 
“ Participation in the Government of the Carnatic. — But I will fuppolir the kiucllion. — 1 might 
“ properly anfwcr it by another. — Why did the Company withdraw their Confidence from the 
lame Mmiftry, to beftow it on your Lordfliip i And after all, what have Wc done ? For otltcrs 
“ every Thing; for ourfclvcs nothing; unlefs it be fiippofcd we refeued the Nabob from the 
“ Thraldom, in which he was held by others, to exercile the fame lucrative Species of Opprcl- 
“ fion on him ourfclvcs, an Imputation which I know will be Juggefted, anft the World will be 
“ ready to give it Ciedit ; but which 1 (hould abhor myfdf, if I thought that any Manwho knew me 
“ would admit but with a Moment’s Hefuation. Had I known that a Man of your Lordihip’s 
“ Charader had been chofen to adminifter the Affairs of that Government, I believe th.it 1 ftjoulJ

The Managers for the Commons informed the Houfe they had clofed their Evidence, 
in Reply, upon the FirR Article of Charge. 

The Counfel for the Defendant Rated, That although they had been induced, on a 
former Day to waive the Benefit of the TeRimony of the Marquis Cornwallis, on 
Smfof his Lordlhip’s ill State of Health, yet. as the Managers for Commons 
had then confented that his Lordlhip Ihould be examined at any fubfequent Peuod of

T he Lords being in their Places, the Houle rcfumed, the ufual Proclamations 
made, and the Defendant appearing at the Bar, the Lord C'hanccllor informed 
tlic Managers for the Houle of Commons, they might proceed with their Reply. 

The Counfcl lor the Defendant informed the Houle, That in confequcnce of the 
Pcrmillion given to tliem by the Houfe on the laft Day, they requelled Leave now 
to put a few (^elfions to the Marquis Cornwallis. 

The MARQUIS CORNWALLIS was accordingly fworn at the Table, by the 
Lord Chancellor, and thui examined in his Place as follows :

Q. Whether yonr Lordfhip recollcds that in the immediately following Paragraph (the 19th) 
you wrote to this Efied: ‘‘ In this Dcfcription,” namely the foregone Defcription, I mud 
even include almoft every Zemindar in the Compai^^s Territories, which, though it may have 
been partly occafioned by their own Indolence and Extravagance, I am afraid muft alfo be, in a 
great Meafuic, attributed to the Defeds of our former Syftcm of Management.*’ — Paragraph 20, 

The Settlement, in Conformity to your Orders, will only be made for Ten Years certain, with 
the Notification of its being your Intention to declare it a perpetual, an unalterable AffclTrnent 
of thek Provinces, if the Amount, and the Principles upon which it has been made, fluould meet 
with your Approbation/* — Whether your Lordfliip recolleds to have written fomething to the 
EfTcd of thtle Two laft Paragraph, as well as of the Firft? 

A, 1 do recoiled that I did write it; but in that 1 .etter I alluded to the former Syftem of 

Annual AlTeftments. 

Whether your Lorchliip recolleds that you wrote, on or about the i8th of September

perhaps by that Time he will hardly be repaid.” — Whether your Loidlhip recolleds a Minute to

A. I pcrfedly recoiled to have written that Minute. 

Q. Now with refped to a Letfcr, dared November tlic 3d 1788, Paragrapli 38, contain- 
ing die following Sentiments : “ I lhail therelore only remark in general, that from frequent 
Changes of Syftcm, or other Reafons, much is wanting to eftablifti good Order and Regulation 
in the internal Bufinefs of the Country •, and that, from various Caulcs, by far the greateft Part 
of the Zemindars, and other Landholders and Renter?, are fallen into a State much below that of 
Wealth and Aftluencc. This Country, however, when the Fertility of its Soil and dielnduftry 
and Ingenuity of its numerous Inhabitants are taken into Confidcration, muft unqueltionably 
be admitted to be One cf the fineft in the World; and with the uniform Attention of Govern- 
ment to Modeiation in F.xadion, and to a due Adminillration of Juftice, may long prove a 
Source of great Riches, botlv to the Company and to Britain.” — Paragraph 39, I am per- 
fuaded, that, by a Train of judicious Meafures, the l.and Revenue of thefe Provinces is capable 
in Time of being incrcafed ; but, cunfiftent with the Principles of Humanity, and even thole of 
your own Inrerefts, it is only by adopting Meafures for the gradual Cultivation ^rnd Improve- 
ment of the Wafte Lands, and by a gentle and cautious Plan for the Refumption of Lands thuc 
have been fraudulently alienated, that it ought ever to be attempted to be accomf>lifh^d. Men 
of fpeculative and fanguine Difpofitions, and others, either from Ignorance of^ the Subject, or 
with Views of recommending themfclves to your Favour, may confidently *hcld forth fpecious 
Grounds to encourage you to hope that a great and immediate Acceftion to that Branch of your 
Revenue might be praftkable: My public Duty obliges me to caution you, in the moft ferious 
Manner, againft liftening to Propofiiions which recommend this Attempt ; becaule I aui clearly 
convinced that, if carried into Execution, they would be attended with the moft baneful Confe- 
quences. — ’’Paragraph 40, “ Defperate Adventurers, without Fortune or Charafter, would undoubt- 
edly be found, as has already been too often experienced, to rent the different Diftiids of the 
Country at the higheft Rates that could be put upon them •, that the Dclufion would be of a Ihurt 
Duration, and the Impolicy and Inhumanity of the Plan would, when perhaps too late for 
cftl\ftiial Remedy, become apparent by the Complaints of the People, and thP Difappointments 
at the Treafury in the Payments of the Revenue, and would probably terminate in the Ruin and 
Depopulation of the unfortunate Country,” — Whether your Lordfliip rccollcdls to have written 
any Idling to that Eficeft about that Time? 

A. 1 pcrfedly recoiled having written the Extracts that have been read.

The Counfcl for the Defendant objefted to the Queftion. 

The Managers for the Commons were heard in Anfwer to the faid Objeftion ; and 
defired a former C^eftion, put by the Counfel for the Defendant to the Marquis 
Cornwallis, and his Lordlhip’s Anfwer thereto, might be read. 

The fame were accordingly read by the Clerk, as follows : 

“ Q. In what Efiimation did your Lordfliip find the Character and Government of Mr. Haft- 
ings to be held by the People who had been under his Government for a Period of Thirteen 
Years ? 

A. Mr. Hafiings was, I believe, much efteemed and refpefted by the Native Inhabitants in 
general, in the Provinces under the Bengal Government.” 

The Counfcl for the Defendant waived their Objeftion. 

^ Whether your Lordfliip received a Reprefentation from Mr. Kirkpatrick to the following 
Effect : — “ Such is the Ichpreflion which our former Character and rolicy have left on the 
Minds of the Natives, that notwithilanding the many Proofs which our more recent Conduct has 
furniflied of our being at prefent direded by a very different Spirit, I am perfuaded that neither 
he nor any other Hindoflan Potentate, gives us Credit for Sincerity in the Declarations which we 
have latterly made on this Subieft. Time, no Doubt, might lubdue this obftinate Incredu- 
lity, but who can certainly fay that we rtiall adhere long enough to our prefent moderate Syftem 
for the Purpofc of enforcing this Belief.”— Did your Lordfhip receive fuch a Reprefentation 
from Mr. Kirkpatrick f 

A. I do not immediately recolleft the Circumftances i I dare fay the Letter was received t it 
was a long While ago •, about Seven Years ago. 

Does your Lordfliip believe that fuch was the Imprcffion which our former Charaiflcr and 
Policy had left on the Minds of the Natives of India ? 

A. I believe that thefe were the Sentiments of Captain Kirkpatrick i but I cannot take upon 
myfclf to fay, upon Oath, whether thefe Sentiments were well or ill founded. 

Whether, from your general Obfervation, you have any Reafon to doubt that that Repre- 
fentation was well founded i 

A. I apprehend I have already given every Anfwer that can be given to that Queftion. 

Whether your Lordfliip did not find it neceflary, on your going to India, to tranfmit to 
feveral of the Foreign Powers an Aft of Parliament, or the Subftance of it, in order to quiet the. 
Minds of the Natives with regard to the Difpofitions of our Government with refpeft to them ? 

A. I do rccolleft having inftrufted the Refidents at the Courts of the Native Powers to afllirc 
them, that the Policy of Great Britain was altered, and that their Governors had no Power to 
make offenfivc War, or to that EBeftj I do not rccolleft tranfmitting the Aft of Parlia- 
ment. 

Q. Whether your Lordfliip, while in that Government, rccollefts that Gunga Govind Sing 
has ever paid into the Treafury, by Way of a Difchargc of Arrears, certain Sums of Money re- 
ceived by him, upon Account of Mr. Haflings, but for which he had not accounted cither with 
Mr. Haftings, or the Government, before Mr. Haftings’s Departure ? 

A. Gunga Govind Sing had been out of Office fome Time before I arrived in India, and I 
really do not rccolleft or know any Thing of thefe Payments. 

Q. Whether your Lordfliip rccollefts that he did pay in any fuch Sums of Money ? 

^ I really do not rccolleft j I do not rccolleft that there was any Balance due from Gunga 
Govind Sing. 

Q. Whether any Money was paid into the Treafury to your Lordfhip s Recollcftion by Gunga 
Go^nd Sing, under the Defeription of Monies fo had and received, as before deferibed ^ 

A. 1 do not rccolleft. 
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ke-examhted iy tht Counfel fcr the Defendant, 

Qi Your Lordfhip has faid, that« in you do nor know of any Demands upon the Zc» 
mindars of the Nortliern Sircars during the late Wat; — Whether, during the late War, large Sup- 
plies of Treafurc were ‘tranfmitted from this Country fo carry on the Exigencies of the 
War ? 

A. Five hundred thoufand Pounds were lent out in the Year 1791. 

Your Lordihip has fpokcn of the Evils of the former Syftems of Revenue, and named ihc 
Annual Settlements — Whether the Power dF making a Dccehnial Settlement Was not given for the 
firft 'lime in the Year 1786, to the Government of Bengal ? 

A. The Orders for it were certainly given, for the Firft Time, then} I am not certain as to 
the Power •, a Settlement having been made before for Five Years. 

Plcafe to ftate when thc^c Ocdcrs.were carrkdmfio Execuoon-^How bog was it before they 
could be carried into F.xecution f 

A. It was the latter End of 1789, or the Beginning of 17904 it was not all carried into Ex- 
ecution at the fame Time ; it could not be.

Q. ffiy Managers.) Whether your Lordihip apprehends, that, previous to receiving the Orders 
from the Eaft India Company, giving you a Power of forming Decennial Settlements, your Lord- 
ihip knows that the Company bad actually limited the Governor to a Settlement of but One 
Year, and that he had not at the fame Time made a Settlement for Five Years ? 

A. I think 1 mentioned that CircumRancc in my former Anfwer 4 there had been a Settlement 
of Bahar for hive Years before. 

Qr Whether your Lordihip recollects to have heard, that even a perpetual Settlement had been 
made by Mr, Hallings of the Province of Patna with cenain Farmers called Kclleram and Culian 
Sing? . 

A. I certaihty have heard of the Settlement with Culian Sing and Kclleram ; but I did not 
know that it was perpetual. 

Q. Or whether your Lordihip has heard of any fuch Engagement ? 

A. I have heard of the Engagement with (Julian Sing and Kclleram^ certainly. 

Was it for a perpetual Leafe of the Province of Patna ? 

A. The Leafe had been broken long before my Arrival 1 and I really did not think much 
whether it was perpetual or not. 

Whether your Lordihip has heard of a Perfon called Rajah Nobkiffin, a confjdcrable.monied 
Man in Calcutta ? 

A. I certainly know Rajah Nobkiflin. ' ' 

Whether Rajah Nobkiffin does not fpeak the Euglilh Language ? 

A. He does, in feme Degree, fpeak Englilh. 

Whether he informed your Lordihip of a Prcfcnc of Three Lacks of Sicca Rupees which he 
had made to Mr. Haftings ? 

A. I never had any private Converfation with Rajah Nobkiffin whatever; I never faw him but 
at the publick Durbar 4 and he never informed me di any fuch Circumllancc. , . 

Q^(By a Lord.) When the Decennial Settlement was made in 1786, whether it was alfo 
accompanied by any Order directing that no Zemindar in future Ihonid be called upon to 
pay any additional Aid in Time of War, beyond his ftipulated Rent or Tribute ? 

A. 1 fancy nothing was faid about it} we never thought of calling upon. them within the 
Provinces j the Zemindars had an Eflablilhment of armed Men for the Purpofe of Police : This 
the Government have now taken the Management of, if that is what is meant by the Quef- 
tion. 

The Queftion means, as to any Aid to be given to Government beyond a ftipulated 
Rent ? ^ 

A. It is certainly imderftood that no fuch Aid could be required. 

Q. Has that been underftood from any particular Time, in confequence of any particular 
Order from the Court? . , , . 

A. I really do not recollect 4 I do not remember aiiy Stipulation of the Kind in the Lands 
that were held immediately under the Company’s Provinces.

A. I really do ntit know any Thing about kj it palled long before I went to Indian and 
I made no Enquiry about it.

A. I ceitainly read a great deal before ] went to India relative to the Origin of the Mnratta 
War ■, bu 1 beln ve m> ft of the noble Lords here received the Information in the fame Man- 
ner as 1 did, and know quite as much about it as I do. 

Then the Managers for the commons defired William Larkins Efq. hiight be 
calk'd in. 


Wm, LARKINS Efq. was accordingly called in? and being fworn, was CKaminsd 

as follows ;

The Counfel for the Defendant obferved. That the Queftion laft put feemed to fall 
under the fame Head of Objedlion as the Houfe had already decided upon i but to 
fave the Houle and the Managers fome Trouble, they begged leave to ftatc, That when 
the Objeftion was taken by them to the Examination of Mr. Larkins, it was in the 
confideiit Hope that no pofllble Doubt could be entertained refpedling the real and 
foie Objeft and Motive for making that Objeftion j but that fo much had been faid, 
and induftrioufly circulated, refpeaing the Nature of Mr. Larkins’s Teftimony, if it 
were adduced, and the Motives operating upon Mr, Haftings if he refiftcd it, that, 
any longer to forbear bringing thofe AlTcrtions to the Teft of Proof, might perhafis 
Iccm to juftify the Infmuations which had been caft out againft the Defendant, of 
lliiinking from Enquiry, and dreading the Rcfult of it : Under thofc Circumftances 
therefore Mr. Haftings did not hcfitatc upon the Part he ought to take, anxious as 
he was for the Clofe of this long Trial ; but more anxious for the entire Vindication 
of Ills Honour and Charaiftcr from every poffible Sufpicion that might be caft upon it •, 
at the fame Time lelying on the Juftice and Humanity of the Houfc to prevent this or 
any other Proceeding fiom having the Effcft of poftponing the further Continuance 
of the Trial for another Year, Mr. Haftings waived any further Objection to the 
Examination of Mr. Larkins j and confented to the full Scope of that Examination 
which tlic Managers for the Commons would have been entitled to in a proper Stage 
of the Trial.

Q. Whether you have any Reafon to believe, and what, that Mr. Haftings ever told Mr. 
Croftes for wlut this Money was depofitcd by you ? 

A. 1 do not know that Mr. Haftings ever told Mr. Croftes any Thing upon the Subjed. 

Did Mr. Croftes ever inform you that he knew for what Purpofe, and from whom, it had been 

received ? 

A. He never did that I recoiled ; I have no Recolledion that he did. 

In whofe Name did the Depofitftand in the Company’s ppblick Books, before the Timt of 
Mr. Haftings’s Departure ? 

A. From the Time the Payment was made, to the Day on which, attheexprefs Application of 
Mr. Haftings, it was written off from his Credit to the Credit of the Company, it temaihed to 
the Credit of Mr. Haftings. The Sub-l rcalbrer, Mr. Croftes, muft have fuppofed this Money to 
be id a peeuli ’i' Predicament, bteaufe there was no other Inftance ol a Sum of fuch an Amount 
lying in the publick Trealury fo long as that did, without being taken out of it, at a Time too when 
the' greateft Advantage could have been made of Money. 

Q. Whether Mr. Croftes ever made any fuch Obfervation to you ? 

A. I tlo not know that he did, 

Q. Why you chufe to judge what Suppofttions were in another Man’s Mind ? 
a! I have dated the Grounds of that Siippofition. 

Confider ferioufly whether you thufe to ftand by that Anfwcr, whether you with that Anfwer 
to ftand ? 

A, I am in the Judgement of the Court. 

Q, Whether you know of its having been applied to any of the temporary Exigencies of the 

'Company, at or about the Time of your having received it? 

A. At the Time Mr. Haftings requelled me to take Charge of this Prefent, he told me that it 
ftiould be applied in defraying the contingent Expences of a Detachment > I forget the Name of 
the Comwai^ing Officer; Colotiel Camac’s Detachment.

Do you know whether Cheit Sing was ever credited for that Money, in Matter of Dealing, or 
Account, between the Company and Mr. Haftings ? 

A. 1 do not know. 

Whether you know, or have Reaion to believe, that this Money really did operate as any 
Atonement tor the fuppofed Offences of Cheit Sing, or was ever difeounted to him under tuch a 
Name, or for fuch a Piirpofe ? 

A. I cannot tell the Operation of the Payment upon Mr. Hallings’s Mind. 

Whether, in Matter of Account of any Penalty laid upon Cheit Sing for dilatory Payment 
of the Money which he called a Subfidy, any Credit was given to him for this Sum ?

Qj^ Whether it was not fomc confiderabie Time after the granting of the Bonds ?

Certainly. Upon what Occafion did Mr. Haftings firft tell you that the Rajah had given 
up his Bund? 

A. I know of no particular Occafion upon which the Circumftance was told me.

Whether you do not know that the Rajah Nobkiflin, before Mr. Haftings's Departufci 
adually applied to him for this very Bond, or thefe very Bonds ?

Q; Was the Bond, N' 89, taken for the Lack of Rupees advanced by Mr. Hallihgs from 
his own private Cafh, and fent to Chimnajec Boofla f 

A. It was.

You have been afked, whether Mr. Hallings might not at any Time have drawn out the 
Money that was dcpofitcd in the Publick Treafury, in his Name, belonging to the Company 1 
to which you have anfwcred, that he might : Did Mr. Haftings, in faft, ever draw out One Rupee 
of fuch Money, after the Moment when it was firft paid in ? 

A. He never did.

Q. Whether you recoiled when it was that Mr. Haftings told you that the Bonds which he 
had taken were for the Pinageporc and Nuddea-Money ? 

A. The 22d of May 178a. 

Qj^ Not before ? 

A. Not before. 

Qi Did he tell you, at the Time that the Bonde wtre taken, froth whence that Money came ? 
A. He did not. 

• Qi Did he tell you that it was for Money iftued from his private Calh ? 

A, He did not, bccaufe he knew that I knew the contrary.

Q, {By the Managers.) Then Mr. Haftings’s private Books did not contain the Whole of Mr. 

Hamngs’s pecuniary Tranfadions of Receipt ? . ' 

A. They did not certainly.

Mr. Haftings may have received Money, and paid it away again, for any.'lhing I know; I 
therefore cannot take upn myfelf to fwear that his Books do contain the Expenditure o£. every 
Rupee that came into his PoffeflTion. 

Q. Whether you have not faid, that Mr. Haftings was very carclefs in the Manner of keeping 
his Accounts? 

A. I have. 

Q. Whether there were not a vaft Number of extremely minute Expenditures in that Sum 
<)f Money collcfted by you as a Set-off againft Rajah NobkifTin’s Money? 

A. Thofc P.Tticulars were delivered into my Office by Cantoo Baboo’s People, the Particulars 
of which they gave in to me, without any particular Diretftions from Mr. Haftings as to the De- 
cree of Minutenefs they were to obferve. They were entered in Mr. Haftings’s Books as a 
Thing of courfc ; and though Mr. Haftinm might at different Times have heard of the Amount, 
the Particulars arc not likely to have attra^ed his Attention. 

Q. Whether you do not confidcr the Entry of a great Number of mjnute Expences as an exaft 
Mode of keeping an Account ?

Q. Ihen, haying faid that you hatl great Difficulty to art Mr. llaflings to keep an Appoint- 
ment to look at his private Accounts, had Cantoo Baboo the fame DiHicuhy, to your Knowlcd'>e ^ 
A, I-believc juft theiame. “ ' 


How do you know it ? 

A. I can only know this from the Knowledge that I have of Mr. Hailings’s Charafler. 

The Queftion means as to Cantoo Baboo ? 

A. With Cantoo Baboo I had very little perfonal Concern, and therefore I cannot fatisfy the 
Court upon this Point. ^ 

Whether, to your Knowledge, there was or was not a great Difficulty of getting C.antoo 
Baboo to attend to Mr. Haftings’s Accounts ? 

A. I have no Realon to ioppole that Mr. Haflings would not pay as much Attention to my 
Requeft to him to look into the State of his Affairs, as he would to a fimilar Requcll from Cantoo 
Baboo. 


Q. Do you know tliat Acre was a Difficulty to get Cantoo Baboo to account with you for Mr. 
Haltings’s private Affairs, and to keep his Appointments for tliat Purpofe ? 

A. 1 believe I have not faid fuch a'Thingj Cantoo Baboo came to me whenever 1 h.ul Occafic n 
to apply to him ; that however was but feldom ; I do believe that, from the Year 1775 to ihe 
Year 1792, Cantoo Baboo was not One hundred Times in my Houfc, and I fpeak very much 
within Compafs. 

Qi In what Manner did you make up Mr. Haftings’s Books j from Weekly Accounts, from 
Monthly Accounts, or how ? 

A. Cantoo Baboo’s Sircars brought the Bengal Accounts daily fomciimes, at other Times 
■inonihly ; Jndeed, whenever Occafion required, they were brought in tlie Bengal Language to 
a N.aiive Writer at my Houfe, who tranflated them into the belt Englilh th.it he could; I cor- 
reded them, .and inltrudcd him as to the Manner in which tlicy were to be entered in Mr. 
Haftings’s private Books. '* 

hen underft'and, that the Queftion is not about Cantoo Baboo pcrlbnally but whether 
from Cantoo Baboons Office you have found any Difficulty in making up the Accounts.^ 

A, I never had any Difficulty in obtaining Information from Cantoo Baboo, or his People, 
legarding any of Mr, Haftiigs’s pecuniar^ Tranfadions; the Difficulty to which I have alluded, 
in my Depofuion of To-day, was to get Mr. llaflings to look into the Accounts whieli 1 had 
received from Cantoo Baboo. * 

Do you know for certain, or do you know of your own Knowledge, th.u Mr. I ladings 
did not regularly account with Cantoo Baboo, or fome of his People ? 

A. I do nut believe that Mr. Haflings ever did. 

The Qiicflion is, as to your Knowledge, and not as to your Belief? 

A. Then 1 do not know that he did.

iC 1 know of none in which he did. 

Cb Anfwer whether you know any Infl.ince in which he did not? 

A. I conceive that I have anlwcred the Quclhon.

A. No ; ncccflary for Mr. Haftingtto have made fuch Enquiries of Cantoo Baboo’s, People : — 
I have no Realon to fuppofe Mr. Haftings would have been more anxious in making Enquirici 
of Cantoo Baboo’s People, than he was ot applying to me : — I know of no Inftance in which he 
would have .applied to them, in which he would not have applied to me ; — I could never get him 

look into his own Affairs but with very great Difficulty. 

Q. Whether the Accounts of Receipt and Payment did not pafs between thofc People and Mr. 
Haftings before they came to you at all? 

A. I am almoft certain not j I believe nor, certainly. 

You will recolleft yourfelf ? 

A. I cannot fuppofe Mr. Haftings to have called Cantoo Baboo's People before him to account 
with them ■, but 1 do not believe that he ever did fuch a Thing. 

The Managers for the Commons defired the laft Queftion but One miglit be read 
to the Witnefs. 

The fame was accordingly read by the Clerk. * 

Tlic Witnefs faid : 

A. I believe they did not ; I have no fuch Idea. 

Who brought Mr. Haftings’s Money to you ? 

A. Mr. Haftings’s Money was not brought to me. 

Q. Who gave you the Account of the Expenditures ? 

A. C.intoo Baboo’s People. 

O. Then why arc you not to be underftood, that the Whole of the Receipt and FjXpendicurc 
pafl^l through Cantoo Ikahoo’s People, before it came at all to you ? 

A. I do not know why 1 fhould not be lb underftood, 

(K Whether thefe People could have received all Mrf Haftings’s Money, and cxfiendcd 
it ^ their Plcafure, without any Coniroul, cither on the Part of Mr. Haftings, or on your 

Part ■ 4 

A. I certainly frequently thought the Controul I had over them very mfufneient for Mr. 
1 laftings’s Security •, that was the Reafon I had frequently f.r requefting Mr. Haftings to look 
into his private Affairs *, but it was very feklom indeed that I cftild prevail upon him to do 
lo; and I am very well perfuaded that he muft have fufi'ered great Lo!s from Cantoo Ba- 
boo’s People, knowing how very inattentive Mr. Haftings was to what was charged in his Ac- 
counts. 

Q. Then, whether Cantoo Baboo may not have received great Sums of Money from Mi. 
1 I^ngs, without your knowing any Thing citlier of the Receipt or of the Expenditure ? 

A. He may, or he may not, have done fo j but I do not believe that he did. 

Whether you have not juft anfwcrcd, that you believe Mr. Haftings had loft conf:- 
derable Sums of Money, or fomething to that Efredf, by Means of Cantoo Baboo and hu 
People ? 

A. I dare fay Mr. Haftings has been charged heavily for whatever was provided by Cantoo 
Baboo’s People, for they knew very well that Mr. Haftings did not looW after his pii- 
v.ate .PecountSi and they muft have known that my Controul over them was very infulii- 
.cient. 

Q. Then,, as Cantoo Baboo’s People may have expended Mr. Haftings’i Money diflioncldy, 
how do you not know that they were more exait in the Accounts of the Receipt, than in the Ex-

A. I do not know how I am to anfwcr to a Queftion, how I do not know A Thing : If 1 know

A. I do not believe that any ebnfiderabje Sum of Money could have been received by Cantoo 
Baboo’s Feopile, in the Manner (fated by this Queftion. 

Anfwer the Qiieftion ? 

A. i really do not know how I am to anlwer C^ieftions, of what a Man may have done, or may 
do, or might doj I tan only anfwer to what I know a Man has done.

Anfwer, whether you do not know, in faft, that Cantoo Baboo had received confiderable 
Sums for Mr. Haftings, in the Manner defcribvd ? 

A. I know of no fuch. 

Do you not know of a Sum of Ten Lacks of Rupees lecelvcd by Cantoo Baboo for 
Mr. Haftings, and not accounted lor to you as a Part of Mr. Haltings’s private Calh or 
otherwife ? 

A. I now underftand the Qiicftion pur, which I did not before. — Cantoo Baboo accomiianied 
Mr. Haftings up the Country, I mean, up to Benart^and Lucknow. Soon after Mr. H.. (lings 
cartlc back, Cantoo Baboo’s People gave in the Account of the Receipts .Ind Diilnirfements which 
had taken place during Mr. Ilaftings’s Abfence. In this Account the Ten Lacks of Rupees 
received from tlie Vizier is dated as armArticle of Receipt. 

Q. How came you, then, to fay that you knew of no fuch inftance ? 

A. Becaufe I mifunderftoud the Queftion put. 

Qj^ Whether Mr. Haftings had not fome other Accountants in the Receipt of Prefents, in the 
Receipt o( Money, befides Cantoo Baboo and his People ? . 

A. If he had any fuch, it never came to my Knowledge. 

Q. Can you tell how' Cantoo Baboo came not to keep an Account of the original Re- 
ceipt of Ten Lack of Rupees, the Expenditure of which was actouiued for to you by Cantoo 
Baboo ? ' 

A. I fancy I mud have mifunderftood the Queftion. 

Q/ Whether or no there was not a Receipt of Ten L.acks of Rupees kept in the Perfian Lan- 
guage, by a Petfian Moonfliy, and not by Cantoo Baboo.? 

A. I did not confidcr the Paper read over to me by the Moonfliy as a Receipt; it was a Me- 
morandum of the Prefents made to Mr. Haftings, which Cantoo Baboo’s I’eople received. 

Ci- I Iow comes it that it was kept in the Pctfian Language by the Moonftiy, and not in the 
Bengal Language by Cantoo Baboo ? 

A. 1 really do not know. 

0^ Whether it does not appear that fome Accounts were kept in another Language, by other 
Perlbns than by Cantoo Baboo ? 

A. The Moonlhy certainly did keep thc^ Particulars of the Sums for which Bills of Exchange 
' were given to Cantoo Baboo to realize. Mr. Haftings might not choufe to let Cantoo Baboo 
know,°at the Time, by whom thofc Prefents had been made; and I fuppofe that was the Rea- 
fon why the Account was kept by the Moonftiy in the Perfian Langun;>e ; it was more in 
the Courfc of Bufmefs for the Moonfiiy to be made acquainted with fuch Prefents than Cantoo V 
Baboo. • ■ 

Whether you do not know that Mr. Haftings had aaotlier Accountant, a Bengalee, befides 

Cantoo Baboo, for the Receipts of Money ? , rr • 

A. Gunga Govind Sing received Sums of Money by Mr. Haftings s Dircdions : I kippolc him 
to be the Perfon alluded to by the Dcicription given in the Queftion. 

C^. Has Gunga Govind Sing ever dire<Sly accounted with you, cither for the Receipt or Ex- 
penditure of any Money ? 

A. He never has.

Q. What Time do you fix for the borrowing of , Money from various Peopfc upon Bonds- by 

Mr. Mailings? 

A. Mr. Mailings borrowed Money very foon aft^r he arrived in Bengal, and continued in the 
Habit of doing lo till he left Bengal. 

Q. Do you recollect from whom he borrowed thll'e Sums of Money ? 

A. From a Variety uf People. Mr. Mailings was very indifferent as to the Pcrlbns from whom 
he borrowed it. * 

The Queftion icjtcated. ^ 

A. I believe I can mention the Names of fome few Perfons : Gopoul Dofs's Houfe was one of 
them, and m.iny of the Hankers, the great Shroffs in Calcutta, and from Europeans too. I can 
give no other Anfwer to the Queftion.

A. Thole Borrowings appeared in the Books kept by me for Mr. Mailings.

A. As the Bonds were difchargcd during Mr. Haftings’s Stay in India, the Payments were en- 
tered in Mr. Haftings’s Books : I cannot rccollcft how many.

A. I know of no Bond which Mr. Mailings executed in India which he did not difeharge, and 
for which the Payments were not entered in his Accounts, excepting ihofe upon which I have been 
examined v I mean thofc granted by him to Nobkiftin.

“ Betore however Matters were fufficlently ripe for hit embarking in thit important Enlerprite, 
Saindeah had Time to efTcA the entire BeduAion of the Raima of Gohud, and of all tlie Country 
lying between GuaKar and the Jumtna, and btHirukd to the Northwaid by the Chumbo) : Indeed 
without acoomplifhing thefe ObjeAs he would have been unable to have availed himfelf tn a 
proper Manner of the favourable ConjunAure prefented to his Ambition by the diftraAed State 
of the Moghul Government ( and on this Occafion it was that he firlt experienced the Value 
of our Fnendihipw In the feparate Treaty concluded between Colonel Muir and Saindeah, 
the Security of the Ranna was amply provided for ; but as we had no RCafon to be fatisfied 
with the ConduA of this Ally, we tacitly confented to waive the Stipulations which we had 
obtained in his Favour, and to fuffer Saindeah to aA by him as he might think fit. Had we 
adhered to the Ranna, and proteAed him from the Relentment and Ambition of the Maha* 
rattah, this Chief would very probably never have formed the Defign of palfing the Chumbul, 
as in that Cafe he would perhaps have imagined that it was our Determination to oppofe our- 
ielves to hU Pre^refs on the Hmdoftan Side. Even our Compliance with his WlfllCs in rtfptA 
to the Ranna, although it certainly (Mmed to argue on our Part tn anxious Defitt Of 
vating his Goodwill (whatever Confidcrations might really have induced ic), and was even 
calculated in fome Degree to encourage him in the Purfuit of his ambitious Schemes, could 
not altc^ether fatisfy him that we Ihould perfift in viewing his Encroachments wjth Indifier* 
encc} mr when he called to mind the Avidity of Power and Dominioh which ha<f ufually 
marked our TranlaAions in India, it was natural enough for him to apprehend that we might, 
in the Event of his attempting to extend his Territories, cfpecially towards our Quarter, from 
his Friends become his Rivals and his Enemies. This Idea would of courfe, while his ObjeAs 
were unaccomplilhed, render him at the fame Time aAive in his Endeavours to conciliate, to 
humour, and to amufe us, and prone to diftrult our Profeffions of Neutrality and Moderation. 

** The nearer he approached our Frontier, the more apt would he be to fufpcA us of tem- 
porizing \ nor, important as he himletf would doubtlefsly conlider his Superceflion of the Vizier 
by his own Ehnratton to the Dignity of Wakeel Ulmutluh, could he well account ort iiny othA 
Principle for our DcreliAion o? our Ally’s Rights on that Occafion. We might' view this 
Matter in an infignificant Li^ht, (whatever the Vizier might do), and conlhqhrntly not 
it worth a Quefiion *, but it is by no Means likely that Saindeah ihopld attribute fuefi ^n^ 
ments to us when his own were fo very different. 

** Here therefore was another Incident fccmingly well calculated to convince the Mahart'tta 
Chief that we were unaffeAedly anxious to preferve for ever a cordial Uhdcrftandiilg #it(i 
kimt fince our entire Silence under fuch a Circumftance as the Supercefiion (and perhaps,

with Raink.iunt with my Anfwers, his Arrival at Culcutta, and your being made acquainted with 
the Contents of all my l.ctiers on thefc Subjefts '^ere received. 

What I underftand by your Letters, although they kern to contain much, is in few Word^, 
that you ctmfider my Defigns as inconfiderablc, and do not .q^prove ot my Views : I have there- 
fore laid afide my Intentions for (bme Time, and dropped the Piofecution of them but 1 ain 
neverrhelcU ready at all d’lmes to peiform the Duties of our ancient Fricndflfip and Connedliun ; 
and from the open and friendly Iiuercourfe between me and Colonel Goddard, I am prompted to 
afflrt: him with my Advice and Coiinkl. By the Bleffing ot God, when it (hall be neceffary, 1 will 
advife in the bell Manner. But you have faid in mod ot your Letters, that every one thinks his 
own Opinion rhe bell. 'fhti'. Colonel (»odd.ird, contrary to my Advice, marched towards Surat-, 
and the (Jiwfs (jf ivjinbay, without Caution and Circu ml portion, and without your Pcrmifllon, 
marched into the Tenitories of Poonah to the Support of Kagonaut Row ; but their Projedts did 
nf)t fncceM], and Ragunaut Row put himf If under the Protection of Sindcah ; and the Chiefs of 
Bomba), (l iving for their own Safety made a new Engagenoent in the Room of the 'IVcaty of 
Coloiv l returned to iluir own I'crritorics. The Englifli of Bombay in this Quarrel and 

open Hod ilirics'in which they were worltcd, were guilty of many Breaches of Faith towards the 
Milliners of Poonah, and did not regard the Treaties, which all Rulers of States pay the greatcll 
7\ttention to, and, wirhouc any Conlideration for their Honour anej^ Dignity, aded contrary to 
PrudciKc aiai to your niicbflons, as you informed me in a groat Number of Letters, and as 
Colonel Ciodtiard alio v'vrote to me. 

From my Kriow!o<lgc of the State of Affair, and from the Kxercife of our Friendftfip, which 
has been up for upwards of a Year by a mutual Communication of the Situation of Things, and 
of th(' mod iiuordklcrablc as well as important Matters, 1 difcuver'l hree Things in your Letters and 
thole of (Jolontl Goddard : (’)nc, that the Bombay Chief fuppoitcd Ragonauc Row without any 
Aurhoiiry from you; t!ic other, that you have dropped your great Defigns, but arc rrfolved to 
keep ii[) f ur lo:mer Friendfiiip ; and the Third, what you mention in all your Letters, that every 
one tliinks liis Opinion the belt. The Firit is Fact, that whatever the Chief of Bombay has dont- 
has been contrary to your Advice, who are alone able to advife ; and the Second, that in cvery^ 
Situation you will mainrain our Friendfiiip, is allb to be depended on ; and the d'hird, that every 
one thinks his own Opinion the beft, is a common Proverb j but it is not however the Notional 
wife Men, who never have any Connexions with powerful States, except tho/e of Peace and iM iend- 
fhip, 1'lus you mull have written in your Difplcafure, upon hearing of the Bombay Chief having 
abed lb imprikk-ntly ; but you cannot conceive it to hold good in every Inflance. 

I he fecund y\rticle, which iji worthy to be followed, you fhould maintain ; but that Friendfii’p 
which IS kept up and openly (hewn by Letters only, and which, when wanted, does not excii iilirlf, 
lo far from being of any Advantage, may bring the greateft Detriment. My Maxim, on the eon- 
trary, is this, that with whomfoever I enter into Alliance, although there fhould be innumerable 
Difadvantages in it, I never turn myfelf afide from it. My advantageous ConneXiOn with Pundit 
Purdhaun, ancj the friendly Connexion of Letters with you, which you commenced upwards oi 
a "t'car fince, are equally firm. 

“ Hie Arrival of ColonrVGoddard with his whole ^rmy. Stores, Artillery, &c. on the Borders of 
tny Fei ritoiies, his remaining there Two Months, the Intcrcourfc of the Prelcnts between us, my 
fending, when neceflary, Piovifions, and every Thing which he defired, that Mr. W\*urh‘erllune, 
who came here with few Attendants, de[)arted with the Money for his Bills on Bcnarci^with Gxen, 
and every Aitvde which he defired of me ; that Two Gentlemen of your Coolicicncc, who W'< re with 
Mr, kJIiotr, Ihould remain here Two Months: All this you cannot confider as Irnall Miuters; tur 
although I peiLcived the Danger of expofing mylelf to the Kefcntmenr oi the Ikople ot Dcian, 
who are Maihrs of large Annies, powerful Refources, Treafures, Forts, and ffrong Places, noc- 
vviihfiaiicrn.g what my Apprelienfiuns from them might be, I, from the Duty of Friend lb ip to- 
v;ards you, refolval to take uj)on me the worll of their Hefcntment, i« conformity to the Pio- 
veib, which lays, You mull not with your open Eyes throw yourl'elf into a Whirlpool ; but ihouU 
you find youiieli in One, you muft not give yourfelf up to your Apprehenfions. ^ 

KcRcX maturely upon what I write ; for^lrom what can arife my expofing myfcif ro DeffruXioii, 
by not obeying the Summons, and not^performing what might be expeXed from my ancient Con- 
nection with Pundit Puidhaun and the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, except from my FrienJfhip for 
you, although theie are no immdSiate Advantages to be drawn from it? 

“ At prelent, that I have received a Karetah from you, in which, like a Honey Bee which con- 
tains both Sweetnefs and a Sting, you drop your great Defigns, but refolve to preferve the Duties 
of our Friendlhip, and finifli by faying, that every One thinks his own Opinion the beft. In con- 
fcquefice of my Apprehenfions, I laid afide the Sting, ^nd adopted the Sweetnefs, and accordingly 
dilputched Dewagur Pundit to Poonah, and fent this McfTagc by him to the Minilters of Poonah : 

‘ I am a Branch of the illuffrious Family of the Raje*, you are the Rulers of all Matters bc- 
‘ longing to it. If you chufc to keep up Friendfiiip and ConneXion with me, I will continue at-

‘‘ Kcpcatr^i Letters are received from Colonel Godd.ird by Pundit Pnrdhiiun and Dowat^ur Pundit 
at ; the birli: to acquaint them, that as he had m.uiy kcrct Things to coininuniLate, they 

iho'nid Icni a (onfidenria] Peidon to ium, to whom he rnif/ht impart every Circumll mce, and jct(!(* 
with him the 'I erms of the Treaty. Nunn.i Pumavrele, m Compliance wiih this, thlp^ichcd, with 
the Advice ot l')e\vagur Pundir, a Perfoain his Conhdenev, to Surat. He was noi yet amved thcic 
when a Iccond Letter was received from the Colonel, that as it would be a long 'Line hefore the 
Ai rival of the Agenr, he w.as thercLre determined to come 'in Pcilbn with all Expedition by the 
Diuik to the Neighbourhood of Pc onafi, and have a peilonal Conference : he Inid been ap- 

punted to the luic Management of the Negociations witli Pumlit PurdiVaun, ami that iiis iolcLchre 
was to fettle to mutual Sati.sfadlion the Terms, that foall Diipiues and rences loight beendeil, 
and the ireaty faithfully oblerved by both Parties : 1 iiat they (liould be afiured time there was no 
utlier Keaibn for his keeping with liim Kagonaut Row, wlio had come of himlcU to Poonah, than 
t(j prelcrve the 1 reaty and friendlliip fubiilUng' with Pundit Purdhaun, and to picvent the Dib 
putts from proceediog fuftther. Nanrni l^urnavefcc in Aniwer to this v. rote liimlclf, and made 
Dewagur Pundit write, that nothing could be more advifcable, that Ins 1 Ionic was ilic Colonel’s, 
and that he fliould come without Delay, as they were anxiouily expecting him •, that they had 
euclcd for his Reception a Tent and Pavilion without d^c Town. 

About this Time Letters were received fiom Colonel (mddard, fhat he did not aflent to the 
1 reaty made by the Bombay Chief, but iliac both Sides mud conlorm themiLlves to ihe I'leaiy 
executed by Colonel Upton: Karetalns Iikcv.ife ior me and Letters for Dewagur ILndit wen* 
received at the i a me Time irom you, as alio for ihindit Purdhaun and Nanna Piirnavu-fe, rhat you 
h?id no Inclination for War, bur were icloivcd to manitam the d reaty of (a)lund Upton; that, 
vou could riOt alient to the new Dngagrmcnts rnteied into by ihe Dombay C hiel, or agree to any 
ihing by winch the Honour and Dignity of the (jovernmenr might be iivipaiied. 

When Idewagur Pundit had, agieealdc lo that, repreivnud every Thing that was to be cx- 
pe 6 frd from his Fnendniip, Nanna Purnaveefe brouglit out the Treaty f>f Colonel U[fon, and ianl 
him, ‘ See whar a Number of Conditions of Lhi.s d reaty even have not been complied with ; and 
' in the indance of Uagonauc Row they have infringed eveiy J'rcaty by giving him a Place of 

* Rciupe with them, which is i'oibidden liy numbeilsds Articles. In giving up Jeirpc)re and 
‘ Salktte, &CC. Mahals belonging to Logrraut, whu Numbers of ]:’.xcu(es have they not made. 

' But without mentioning the Jdimity and ivefentment which they have conceived againlf us for 
‘ bmciing back their Army in Safety to Bombay, they have again leceivcd Ivaponauc Row, and 
‘ are bufily emploveiPin preparing lor War: 'Tell me now on which Side the greated Atien- 

* tion to 'Treaty is flievvn.’ i)cwagur Pundit having made a Cop/'* of many of the Artielcs of 
Colonel Upton’s dVeaty, fent it with Letters direcd:eil for your Quartei* toNaigporc, which were 
dispatched by the Way of Cuttaik with Kaivrahs from me, containing cautious and prudent Re- 
iulurions, diOitaced by Poredghc and long Rtdledtion, and by my Tricnddiip and Aflcc^tion, Isy 
which the good Adniinilfiaiion of Affairs and the Security ot the People arc dlabliflied, and in 
which no Duty ot my Triendlhip was forgot : Doubticfs, after their Arrival, all their Contents 
were made known to you# This is the 4 th Month fincc my dilputching tliofe Letters, but as yet I 

iuve 
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have received no Anfwer to them, but in Conformity to that tlie Negociatlons be f^t cn 

foot. 

“ Upon the Arrival of the confidential Perfons from Pundit l\]rdhaun at Surat, and their liavintx 
a Meeting with Colonel Goddard, he laid afidc his former Intention of going to Pconah, and lent 
back One of the Agents of Pundit Purdhaun to Poonah with this Meflage, that they mutt pay 
tor the f'.xpcnces of his Qtiartcr One Year’s Kitt for the Mahak of Gojerauc, which they gave rli- 
Yea* .itt . the Formation of Colonel Upton’s I'reaty, and of which at prefent, fince the makin^r 
th(’ new li-aty, there appears to be One Year’s Kitt due by the Accounts; and that they muii 
re [lore all Ragonaiu Row’s Moiu y or EITclIs which may be in their Poflcilion, and allot him a Place 
tor his Habitation, and dilcharge the Pay due to his Followers, togcrlicr wirh many other Airiclcs 
' Sic in Oiij. which would be too* prolix to be written. Nanna Purnaveelr, upon hearing all ihefe Particuhus^ 
laid to JJewagur Ikindit, ‘ Do you hear vshat Melfagc they .have lent? You may recollect what 
* they hetore ulcd to write, aixl how they have fince aded.’ 

Ah from the 'Ihme of the Death of Narain Row, for the Space of 4 Years, the Nabob Nizam 
ul Dowlah has been from his Heart attached to Pundit Purdhaun, and agrees with him m every 
Kef()l..non both tor War and Peace; and as the Minifters of Poonah confuit the Nabob in cvciy 
Mailer, even of the imallett Moment, and will fupport him witl) all their Power, they have there- 
lore written 10 him every Yhing that has taken place with Colonel Gcxldard, and the Conferences 
of Dewagnr Pundit; and the Nabob has wrote in Anfwer, that Mr, Holtond was arrived irom 
Madras for the Purpofe of ncgociaiing with him ; but that in the Aftair of Shinlcakull Kajc^ 
bundry and the Dependency ot Arcott, which by the Treaty belongs to him, what that Gentleman 
fays is contrary to the Freaty : That he had faid to Mr, flolland, and wrote to Madras whatever 
was proper to Iv; laid in Anlwer, and would wait the Event of the Negociation ; and tlvat he lent 
Letters to Cak utta, that they ought to confoim to the Conditions cf the Treaty with Pundia 
Purdhcitin, and with him, and not infringe them in the lea(^, but that he did not expeft to receive 
a faiisf'Clory Anfw'er : 'Thatwhichever ay tBele Matters may end, they ought to be ready for eiilicr 
Peace or War : "I hat this mutt be done by colleding Troops and preparing Quantities of all Kindi 
of Stores: That as the Englifli are fituated on Three Sides ot them, they alio flaould oppole the 
F.nnjifh on the 'Fhiec Sides, and gain over Hyder Naig to their Alfiftancc : That ii/the Tranfac- 
nons with the 'I’hree Quarters, (whatever might be expefted fom the Englifli whether War or 
Peace,) they ought to proceed in tliis Manner to chufe out One Perlbn from fcveral, either Pundit 
Purdhaun or himfelk or the Bhofilas, to whom they might commit the Ncgociations for Peace 
^ j , (^1:^.. with the Knglifli on t!ie Three Sides,'* and not remain obttmute in their Demands, as by * fo being 
Peace would be delayed : That Inch was his Advice, and the only One he could give ; but that 
they w'crc tlic Matters to follow it or not. 

“ l^pon the Arrival of thofe Letters to the Poonah Minitters, of which Tenor there were alfo 
Letters for me and Dewagur Pundit, Nanna Purnavefee faid to the Pundit, that he knew of no 
better Advice, and that he had been thinking of the fame himfelf, and was employed in nego- 
( lating a lli .d Alliance with Hyder Naig, and in raifing Troops and colleding military Stores; 
that It was likewife ncceffary for him (Dewagur PundiU to raife Trgops |nd defend tl>c Third 
Side; for that as he was fo dofely connefted mvich, him, whenever their Power, or that of the 
Nabob Ni/.arn ul Dovdali, Ihould be in Danger, his Country and Power would not be fafe from 
the Attacks of the Knglifli. Dewagur Pundit replied to him, That the Rrar.chcs of the illul- 
trious Family of the Raje, who were Uipportccl under the Shadow of the Mufnud of the Raj^: of 
Puntli: Puidiiaun, had no other Fmiploymcnt but to attitt .him with all their Power; That in 
Confoimity to tim Refoiucion before-mentioned, he would collebt I'roops and take Charge of the 
Su!c he fpokc of, and would employ himfelf in Negotiations with the Englifli Gentlemen agree- 
able to the dVeaty. Nanna Purnavefee anfwcred, If Negociacions can be carried on through you 
agreeable to the Treaty, and b? brought to a Determination, it is well; but let it not be in fuch a 
Manner, that while the h'nglifh arc putting you off wich FLxeufes and Delays, they fliould be 
railing I’loops, and of a fud.ien break out into Hollilities whilft I am off my Guard and iK;t fufpe< 5 i- 
ing it. You mutt therefore employ yourfclf bufdy at Home in thefe Matters, and fettle in what- 
ever Manner the Circumttanee lhali require, 

“ As your A^fwers have been late incoming, and the Conferences with Colonel Goddard are at 
a Stand, Dewagur Pundit not chinking advifabic to carry thefe Matters any further without your’ 
lYrmilTiun, alter he had procured his Dilmiffion, came by long Journeys to Naigpore, and repre- 
iented to me all the Particulars above written. 

I have in the meanwhile received frequent Letters from the Nabob Nixam Ally and Pundit 
Purdhaun to get ready my 'IVoops, and march them out. Accordingly my Son jemnajee Bhofila 
i\\t DuOara encamped ; and, after having got together Stores for the Cavalry, and other Ncccflarics, 
was fenc towards Andcry with Counfellors of known Wi'dom and Experience, that remaining fume 
Time at the Ghaut of Andcry he may collcdt the Troops of iheDefs Sirdars, from moft ot whom 
Vakiels have come ottering tlicir Services, till Anfwcrs to my Letters lhall arrive from Calcutta and 
from Coloiul Uodd.iul.

“ I accordingly lequeft you would write to me explicitly agreeable to my former 1 etters, in which

“ In adverting to the propofed Advertifement, the Board obferve, that the Fourteenth and 
Filtcentli Articles are calculated to afford the Relief required} Firll, by the Abolition of' the 
Kued • by the former Contrador, with an Exception of the Chilian, which is with great Pro- 
priety adtfed to the Wc'glu, and in Name aboliffied ; and, Secondly, by ah Augmentation of 'the 
Price of the Opium. 

“ By comparing the Colufcens- in the Fifteenth Article, the Advantages to the Ryot will be ap- 
parent i and it may be fufficient in this Place to recoul Ipecifically the firft Head only, to point 
out the Difference to him.

I have been obliged to pay a Premium of lo |kr Cenn 
per Annum on all the Sinus which, 1 bon owed, and my Claim on the Company for the fame, 
which is but equitable, would be very coofiderawf j but on the Idea that the Amount of my 
Commiflion, cveu with this Drawback, is fljli ample, and the Company’s Finances too low at 
prefent to make this a proper CriGs for preferring Demands upon them, I have declined troubling 
you on tliai Head and I beg Lclvc to ad'uie yotJ, that I (hall always be ready to d,o ray utmolt 
for the Promotion of the Public Good, both by contributing all my Means and Abilities, as far as 
they may go, tcwauls that dcfirable End. 

“ Many are the Advantages which accrue to the Company from the Employment of an Agent ; 
the cxtenfive Dealings which he is obliged to have, give him the Firft Choice of all the Articles 
brought to Market, and he not only commands a Prcicrcnce, but is generally able to purchafe 
Giain from 8 to lo per Cent, cheaper than private Merchants i he has the fame Advantage in cn- 
gaging Freight, as he has generally the Firft Ofiers, and the Rate agreed to by him is uf ally re- 
garded in farming the Standard to be paid by Individuals 5 who, however, are feldom able to ob- 
tain it on Terms equally low, yet they find their Account in giving what they do ; and the Amount 
of this Article is generally regulated by the certain Profit which the Merchants or Owners of Vef- 
fets, except On the Difpofill of tlieir Cargoes, with a Dedudtion for the Rifque of the Seas, or In- 
furance. While I was at Madras, the Govcinmcnt there were under the Neceftity of purchafing 
Rice at about S Rupees per Bag, for which they drew Bills upon Bengal, on a difadvantageous Ex- 
change ; arid the Rice furnifhed them by Means of the Agent at the fame Time ftood the Com- 
pany only in 6 Rupees per Bag, or ihercaboutsj but being obfiged to iffuc Rice inftead ot Mniicy 
for rlic Pay of the Sepoys, at a fixed Valuation, calulated on the Proportion which theb cftabiillied 
Allowances bear to the common Price of that Article, this Difference is to be accounted for, yet 
they will always be compelled to follow the fame Mode of fuJhlling their Engagements with ihe 
Native I'roops, unlels this Government is able to furnifh them with ample Supplies, and pri- 
vate Merchants will Confequently benefit by their Ncceflities. 

“ I (hall quit this Subject with remarking, that Government derives a further Advantage, by 
fending Grain to Madras in lieu of Money i as the former not only makes good the Charges of 
Tranfjiortation, but produces a Remittance, which, if it yields no Profit, at Icaft is feldom fub- 
jedf to Lofs, and comes into immediate Ufe •, whereas the fending of Bullion deprives this Coun- 
try of fo much of i's Current Spiecie, is fubjtfl to the Charge of Freight, to Lc^s ori Coinage, 
and the Procefs of this Operation requiring lume Months on a large Sum, it is all that Time be- 
fore it comes into Circulation. 

“ However, as the Price ot Freight to Madras is now become very exorbitant, and the Amount

** io. To draw the Line between him and the other Members of the Adminiftration, and to 
define the Powefs which may be cqtrufted to his Charge, would not be an eafy Taflc. In me it 
may be deemed aift^ing, yet I conceive it to be my Duty, bccanfe 1 am convinced that the fu- 
tufe Profperity, “and even the Being of the Company and the national Intcrefts in this great 
Kingdom, depend upon it.

“ 12. On tne other Hand, tiierc is a Danger that fuch a Power may be abufed, unlefs power- 
ful Checks be pfovidtd to countcraft the Mif'application of it. I hcfc I leave to your Wifdom tO 
form, if the-Modificaiion of it which I fliall propole lhall be found inadequate to the Purpofe. I 
will- not take up more of your Attention on this Subjeft, but proceed to dd'eribe the Points of 
Diftinftion which appear to me neccflkry for afeertaining the rcfpediivc Piovinces of the Council, the 
Scltft Committee, and the Prefident. 

I ft, The Sclcft Committee fhall have the Power of making Peace and War, and of deter- 
mining all Meafures refpefting both, independant of the Council at large ; but they fhall enter 
into no Treaty of AHiance, whether Offenflve or Defenflve, for a longer Duration th m I'wo Years, 
without a fpecial Authority from the Honourable the Court of Direftors. Rvciy fuch Treaty 
fhall be communicated to the Council at large, as loon as it conveniently may be, that tlicir Opi- 
nion upon it may be tranfmitted with it to the Court of Direftors. 

‘‘ 2d, It fliall neverthelcfs be allowable for tlic Prefident ro biing any Matter before the Council 
at large, although included within the foregoing 1 . imitations, and the Decifion of the Council 
thereon (hall be valid and binding on the Sdeft Committee j but no other Member of the Com- 
mittee fhall be allowed the fame Privilege. 

“ 3d, The Prefident fhall have the Privilege of afting by his own fepar.itc Authority on fuch ur- 
gent and extraordinary Cafes as fhall in his Judgement require it, notwitliftanding any Decifion of 
the Council, or of the Committee, pafied thereon. 

“ On every fuch Occafion the Prefident lhall record his Refoliition to aft in the Manner above 
fpccified, in virtue of the Power thus vefted in him, and fhall txprefsly declare that he charges 
himfelf with the whole Refponfibility. 

“ 4th, All Civil Appointments within the Provinces fliall be made by the Board at large; but 
the Prefident lhall be empowered of his own Authority to pi'event any particular Appointment, 
and to recall any Perfon not being a Member of the Board from his Station, even without a Rea- 
fon afligned. All Appointments beyond the Provinces, and all Military Appointments which arc 
pot in the regular Line of Promotion, lhall be made by the Prefident alone.

“ In confequence of the new Arrangements in 1781, when the rich Goods of Bengal came to 
be taxed at cl?e>iiai»of:5iper Cent; on the enhanced Valuation of the Benares Book of Rates, the 
Mirrchants.fouod thetofelves Charged with a Duty of upwards of 100 Rupees Bullock Load, 
inftead of orai^ the iSuqi which they had formerly paid. This Incrcafeof Duty was rendered 
iDOrC' (nTupporoable by a Variety of oppreflive Exactions made by Sopchntendants of the Cuttoms, 
iomt Account of '.wblch appears in the Correfpoodcncc between Mr. Playdill and Mr. Fowke, in- 
ferted in Appendix, N®6. The Exporters of Raw Silk and Silk Piece Goods were the principal 
SH®frcrs»;’,aod iachd difeontinued iheir Trade in thefc Articles, or conveyed them, at great addi- 
tional Rifle and Expence, over the Southern Hills in Behar, by which the Exports and Returns 
were confiderably diminilhed, and the Duties loft to the Rajah. 

i^t!iMr*Matkhapi, the late Rcfidcnt at Benares, in conicquence of the ReprefentationS of the 
-Urterchaots* was dnduced to recommend a Reduftion of the Duties on Raw Silk Irorti j to 2} ^ 
Cenf<. in a Letter, dated loth March 1782. The Honblc. Board, convinced of the Propriety of 
ifie Mcafurc,. conlentcd to the Iledudion •, and, at the Recommendation of Mr. Haftinct, in his 
Lcftch.uf the 2ili O«ftober 1784, extended it to the Silk Piece Goods of Bengal. The Prinriplfs 
■on wWch thtS'RatiiSion was granted, I conceive to have been founded on the beft commercial 
Policy) namely, that, it is for the Intcreft of a State to encourage the Exportation of i» Manu- 
fafturesv even in a greater Degree than its raw or unwrouglit Commodities. From the Cuftom 
Hooie. Receipts, .however, (Appendix N“ 1, Page ift), your Lordibip will perceive that the Du- 
ties on iSllk Piece Goods have llill been continued at 5'|^Cerit. 5 the Orders for the Red uf lion 
oLtljei Duties in Raw Silk alfo have been equally difregarded, all Merchants, the Suntiaffees and 
leno^ee-s excepted, ftill paying the original Duties of 5 per Cent, on the Benarts Book Or Rates v 
nof ms the Keduffion granted to the above Iribcs, until Two Years after the Promulgation of 
the Orders of the Board ; and even then not in conlequencc of thofe Orders, but becaufe the 
jah’s Naib, or Deputy, at kft difeovered that he fuffered a great pecuniary Lofe from porfiftirig in

I'he ptiocipal Merchants who trade from Bengal to the Dccan arc called Sunnane', a reli- 
iigious Set remarkable for their Wealth, and for their Integrity in all commercial *1 r.onfadions. 
'ngjfc who refide at Benares and in the Company’s Dominions purchafe the Goods ih Bengal, 
and tranipoit tliem to Mirzaporc, where they fell or deliver them to Merchants of their 01^ ^(fV, 
who refort annually for this Purpofc from the IX'can. Upon the Eftabliflinsent of dte Cuftom 
Houle in J 78 1) the Sunnafles gave up their Trade in the Benares Country, '•'“‘‘“'‘"8 ’7' 
Duty of 4 pci Cent, on the enhanced Prices of the Book ot Rates abforhed almoll the Whole 01 
their ProfitsT In 1784, finding that they fuffered great Loft and Inconvenience Ironj tranlporimg 
their Goods over the Hills, they petitioned the Rajah’s Naib, or pfpijty. J«Bgut ^ing, for 
I'ome lUmiflipn of the Duties. It was accordingly agreed that they fhou d W 
Raw Silk, and 5 Cent, on Piece Goods, calculated on the Price mlcrt^ in the Moo^edabad 
Rowanah, or c 5 (Sm Houle Pals i and that the Duties on dicir Trade 
feparate Darogah, or Superintendant. A Copy of the Petition of thele 
IrLees who fhortly after obtained the fame Privilege), and theAnlwer -of 

deo Sing and Ajaib Sing, appear in Appendix, No. 7 , ’niid lfv thefe Mcr- 

tion of the Duties on a Bullock l.ojd ot Raw Silk and Piece taoods, as now paid by 
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chants, and in the Time of Chyte Sing. Previous to the pfeienting of the abote Petition* th^y 
were charged 5 per Cent, on the Benares Price, which amounted to- Upwafds of ioO‘ Rupees per 
Bullock Load, exclufivc of other Ceffes, being near Five Times the Amount of what they paid' 
before the FUablifliment of the Cuftoni Houle in 1781. The falutary EfFeft of the Remiflion of 
ctl per Cent, on Raw Silk, will appear, from the rapid Incrcafe of the Trade of the Sonnaflees in 
the tollowing Years : During 8 Months of the Firft Year 1191, or 1783-4, their Exports and Im- 
ports amounted to 4,71,166 15 6, of which 1,75,784 was Raw Silk: In the Second Year, 
1784-5, to 9,89,618 12 9, and the Raw Silk to 4,11,941 13 : In the Third Year, 1785-6, they 
incrraled to 12,43,112 13 6, and the Raw Silk to 4,28,520 14; And during the n Moathsjof 
the Current Year, 1786-7, the Total of their Exports andlmports amounts to id, 14,7^5 9 6, of 
which 7,58,152 4 6 i.s Raw Silk. 

“ Upon my Arrival at Benares, I Cent for the leading Men of this ' Fraternity, and upon en- 
quiring, found, that, exclufivc of the above Duties of 2y and 5 per Cent, that their Trade was 
ftill burthened with many unauthorized and impolitic Exactions, the Subjeft of- their Complaints 
to die late Governor General Mr. Mailings, in the Year 1784, but which have nctrcr been rc- 
drcflld, notwithllanding the Orders of Government for that Purpofe. 

“ Tile principal of ihele Exa£lions are the double Duties paid at Mirzapore. In order to CK- 
plaiii this, it is necelTary to obl'erve, that the Merchants of the Decan and Behgai feldom go be- 
yond Mirzapore. At this Place they meet, and, having difpofed of their Mer^andize, teturhto 
ihcir lefpedive Countries. By the 4th Article of the Regulations, Appendix No. 10, (of which 
all Officers of the Cuftoms have a Copy), it is ordered, “ that Rowanas granted at either of the 
Cuftoin l loufes of Gazepore, Benares, or Mirzapore, {ball ferve to pafs Goods from one Extremity 
of the Province to the other, either by Land or by Water, and that the Officers of the other 
Cuftoin Houfcs, and at the Out-Stations, muft endorfe the Rowanahs, and difpatch the 
Goods, without demanding any other Duty or Fee whatever,” The Officers at Mirzapore, how- 
ever, collciR a Duty on eacli Bullock, agreeable to the reduced Rates of Chyte Sing’s Time, (Vide 
Appendix, No, ii), from the Merchants of the Decan, who bring the Goods to Mirzapore, and 
immediately after, the Cuftom Iloufe Duty of 5 per Cent, from the Merchants of Benares and Bengal, 
by whom they are purchafed. In the fame Manner the Raw Silk, Piece Goods, &c. exported from 
Bcnsal, firft pay the Cuftom Houfe Duty at Benares or Gazipore, and when fold to the Mer- 
chants of the Dccan, are again fixed with a Duty on each Bullock Load at Mirzapore and its 
fubordinate Stations of the Hulleah Soon Gurrah, &o. (Appendix, No. 12), in exprefs Contradic- 
tion to the obvious Me.ming of the above Orders, which is thus conftrued to authori-’c the 
Exadfion of Duties on the fame Goods, both upon their Arrival and Difpatch. 

“ The late Governor General Mr. Mailings, in his Letter to the. Honble. Board, at 2 ift 
Oftober 1784, obferves, that his Regulations of 1781 had become obfolete. The Rcguladons of 
1784 alio have met with the fame Fate. 'I'he Colledilions on empty Boats- prohibited by the nth 
Article, (Appendix, No. 10), are ftill continued, as well as a Variety of oii.^r Fee and Exaftions 
inferted in Appendix No. 13, 14, 15*, the loth Article refpedling Cotton, the h relating to 
New Rowanahs, being granted Duty-free, have experienced the fame Difregard. 'he 2d an’ 
moll important Article, prohibiting the farming of the Cuftoms agreeable to the former Pradtice, 
has alfo been broken through; for I find that a confiderable Number of the Out-Statlons, partieu- 
Jarly in the Sircar of Benares, have been annually let to farm. (Appendix, No. 4, Page 46.) 
Thefe Deviations from the Orders of Government afteft all other Merchants as well as the Sun- 
naflees, and alfo every Article of Trade. 

“ The Sunnaflccs however are fubjedl toother Exadlions peculiar to themfcives. A confiderable 
Part of their Returns from Nagapore and other Countries of the Decan arc made in Specie, This 
is remitted from Benares to Moorffiedabad to purchafe freffi Cargoes of Raw Silk, Piece Goods, 
Broad Cloth, Copper and Spices. Kofhaul Chund and Munnoo Loll now farm the Privilege of 
negotiating thefe Bills from the Rajah, for 600 Rupees per Annum, under the Name of the 
Sonah Mohaul, or Office tor colledling Duties on Gold. This Office was firft inftituted by Rajah 
Bulwunt Sing, at the Solicitation of one Torah Paaker. At that Period the Sunnaffees carried on 
a very confiderable Trade to Nypaul in the Piece Goods of Bengal, in Return for which they 
annually imported Gold Bullion to the Amount of Four or Five Lacs of Rupees. Upon this 
Gold, Torah Paaker obtained Permiftion to levy a Duty, under the Pretence of ading as Broker 
for the Sale of it. In the Courfc of a few Years however the Broker was converted into a Farmer, 
and various Perfons rented the Duties from the Rajah. About the Year 1763, when the late 
Pertec Narain Rajah of Goorha was called in by the Inhabitants of Nypaul, to depofe Typrekaas 
Rajah of Kaut Maundoo, he feized the Property of fome of the principal Siinnallee Merchants ; 
in confequence of which the whole Fraternity abandoned the Trade of the Country. The Importa- 
tion of Gold was of Courfc ftopt but the Farmers of the Duties, by a Perverfion of the Inftitu- 
lion of the Office, obtained Permiftion to levy a Tax upon all the Specie remitted by the Sunnaf- 
fees through the Banking Houfcs of Benares. The Mode of levying this Tax is as opprefTive as it 
is unprecedented. The Bankers are forbid to grant Bills to rhe Sunnaflees, except through the 
Sonah Mahui. When a Sunnaflee therefore is dcfirous of taking up a Bill on Moorlhadabad, he 
applies to the Farmer, who fettles the Exchange privately with the Banker, arid then charges the 
Merchant according to the Rate he imagines he can oblige him to p.iy. The Merchants exprefled

'1 he Salt coniunKd by the Poor is called Bubtkdi, and is made at Moongrah, Gur- 
waiiah, and Jalfutabad, in Juonpore. The Prejudice that prevails in thefe Ccwntrici againft 
Bcng.rl Salt wouhl h.on lubfide if tlw; Merchants were enabled to fell it confulerably cheaper than- 
tliat liiouglu fioin Sambie, In order to introduce the Bengal Sait into 'the tippet Provinces, I 
woiikl rceommrnd that a Drawback of all Duties be granted on Bengal Salt expoitcd beyond the 
Weftern Confines of Benares. The Cuftoms ol Benares will fulRr no material Diminution by this 
Rcgulaiion, the ]‘’;<ports of Bengal Salt beyond the Company’s Dominions having hitherto beers 
iijconrulcrablc. I'his Mode ot encouraging the Confumption of the Bengal Salt, by enabling the 
Mei c hants lo fell it clieaper than the Sainbre Salt, appears to me prelcrablc to an abfolute Prp- 
liibition of the Importation of the latter, which might nut wholly accord with the Prejudices of the 
Naiivt.s.

If wc may be allowed to 
judge from paft Experience in other Places, thcle I\Ln, when deputed into the Country, armed 
with Perwannahs and Orders, will exclude all other Merchants, not by paying a better hire, but 
by prohibiting them f;cm puichanng at all ; and the Suppr.rC they will too olten receive, both in 
tlius forcibly monopolizing the 'Prade, as well as in many other unjulllfiablc Encroachments on 
the Rights of Manula(!:lurcrs, will icon introduce a byftem of commcitial Rcftrainr, highly detri- 
mental to the Profpeiiiy of this valuable DiftribV. 1 muft oblerve alio, that the Civil Power ar 
‘Benares is at prefent lodged in Hands which arc too weak to cope with an Authority derivetl im- 
mediately from Government ; and that the above P.vils will iheicfore operate in a more extenlivc 
Degree than in the Provinces, where Ibinc written Laws liave been enaCted tor the Protedion ot 
the Weavers, and where the judicial Authority has been lufficiently lliengthencd to caii’y them 
into Execution.

they would be open to the Infpcftion of Merchants of every Denommatron, both ot iht- Ikmaies 
Dlllrid, and the Dominions of the Vizici’s Country.

Piie Ihjwers dclrgitcd by 
Government to the Contraftor, I Ibould conceive,' extend no further than to emitle him to the 
cxcluftve Privilege of purchnfing all the Opium produced in the Cajuntry. i h.e Paeiluy with 
which this Article may be clandeftinely difpolcdof, has obliged the Contractor to take Engagements 
from the Cultivators when the Poppy is jirft town, to deliver a certain (j^uantity per l^egah, ar a 
fixed Rate, with a Penalty for all Deficiencies. 'Elds is not only a AEinopoly agamll the Mer- 
chants, but a great Burden upon the Royots.

The Price paid to the Ryots is in fome Places Rupees 2 7, and in otUtrs 2 ^ A* per Seer, ot 96 
Sicca Weighti This Price never varies, fo that in Years of Scarcity, the Cultivator is obliged to 
fell his Opium at thbfame Rate as in Years of Plenty, though, in the former, ilte Grain whkh 
he is obliged to purchafe to feed his Labourers, who, * whaievci Piclds, and rolleft tl;c Juice ot * s.cjaCi 
the Poppy, is equivalent to the Price he gets for Im Opium. In the weighing vf the Opium, 
many Extortions are pradifed upon the Ryots, and if the (Quantity falls ftiort, they are buidcncd 
with Tullubanah, or Fines. The Price of the Opium paid to the Ryots by the Contraclor, not 
above Half of what it will produce in the Market *, and as it is natural for every Man to wifn to 
dilpolcof bis Property to the beft- Advantage,.

I'he Saltpetre exported from Benares is manufaftured at Barah, nearChowfah^ at Kylcc, a 
Town about Five Cols from Benares, on the Banks of the Ganges; and at Rewtee, in the Sircar 
of Gazipore, on the Banks of the Dewali. The Frinie Cod is about i 12 Annas per Maund, and 
the (^untity made has fcldom exceeded Twenty choufand Maunds. 

‘‘ Imports for Confumption. 

The Imports for the Confumption of the Didrid of Benares, appears in Appendix, No. 3. 
Colton and Silk, and Cotton Piece Goods, form the principal Parc of th« m. Thefe Goods being 
in great Demand for the Confumption of the City of Benares, the Proportion this Branch bears 
to the P’xporrs, wili appear by the following Comparative Statement. It is alio necedary to obferve, 
that the lamt Modification of the Duties on Raw Silk and Cotton Piece Goods, &cc. which I have 
fuggeded in my Remarks on the Fird Divilion, arc equally appiicablc to the Imports for Con- 
fumption, 
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Inland Trade. 

The Articles which compofc the Inland Trade appear in Appendix, No. 4, amounting to 
29,24,203 7 9. From Page 46 of the lame Appendix, your Lordlbip will obfei ve an Accotinr, 
Under the Head of Choohah or Sundries, exhibiting the Colleftiuns at the numerous Stations or 
Chokies, fubordinatc to the Four fuperior Cudom Houfes, and amounting to Rupees 1,28,01 1 1 3.

Under this Head arc comprifed a Variety of expreflive I'.xaclions highly detrimental to every 
Branch of the Foreign and Inland Trade. Upon examining the Accounts, in order to afeertain 
the Mode in which thefe Colleftions were levied, I found that there were upward* of Four hun- 
dred Chokies or Stations, for the Collcdtion of Duties, edablillicd in differenc Parts of tlic 
Countrys fubordinatc to the Cudom Houfes of Benares, Gazipore, jeonporc, and Mirzapore. 
Thcfc Colkrtions arc cither farmed, or made by Perfons deputed on tl\c Parc of the Principal 
Cudom Moufes, in which Cafe their Salary is conditional, that is, they receive iiothii>ig if no 
Colledions are made. The evil 1 endcncy of both thefe Modes ot Collection arc too evident to 
require any Mark. 

Upon examining Accounts of thcfc Colledions, 1 found it imponiblc to afeertain either the 
Name, the Quantity, or Value, of the Articles on which they were made. Every Bullock l.oad • 
ol Goods, pading thcfc Chokies, pays a certain Sum, which varies .at every Smuou. In feme of 
the Accounts only the daily Grofs Receipts are inferted in One Sum, without any Specification 
whatever or the (»oods from which they were made. For the above Koalons imly the Recei[)t* of 
each Chokey appear under the Head of theChorah, or fundry Collection?, the Name, (^lantity, or 
Value of the Goods not being particularized in the Accounts. 

“ 'Phe Choorah St.ations are fuppoivd 10 be cdabllflred folcly fir the Purpofe of collefting the 
Duties on Grain, and fundry ot’ier crirhng Articles, bought and hdd in the internal Parts of the 
Country : All other Kinds ot Meahaiulize however, whether for Foreign or Inland Conlumprion, 
are obliged to pay a Duty on pafling any of thefe Stations. The Duty at each Place is. trifling, 
but lieing frequently rcpcMted, the 1 oral Amount collcdcd from the iMcr^liant, before iiia Goods 
arrive at the Place of their DdVinatlon, becomes a great Burden upon liis ihade. 

“ The Zemindary Duties, which hive been fo repeatedly prohibited by ftOvcrniTvcnt, are dill 
confinued in every Part of the DillricC of Benares. In order to ai'ccrtain tins Point, 1 fent for the 
piiiKipal Iloundawalhihs or Carrieis, who contract fur the Traiifporraticn of Mercliandize. Ap-

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ffendix, N“ 17, contains an Account of the Names of the dilTerent Places where thefe Duties ar^ 
cxadcd, from the Mouth of the River Goj^rn, fo the Town of Hullcah, on the high Hoad to the 
Dccan, by the Way of Mirzapore. Some of thefe Cliukies belong to the Cuifom Iloufe, and 
their Receipts make Parc of the Choorhah Collections. This Account was delivered to me by 
Shewperfhaud and Meherbaan Bhuggut, the Carriers who have travelled this Road for fevcjal 
Years pad. 1 hefe Pc()[)le informed me that the ZernimJar of Syedpore had, a few Days ago, 
Jcizccl all their Brals Pots and Vcllcls, becaufc they refi>fed to fubinit to the Payment of fume 
new Exaftions. 

During the Time of Rajah Chyte Sing, the Zemindarry Duties were collected by tl)e Ze- 
mindar, if he farmed his own Zemindarry or Pdlate. If his Zemindary was farmed to an Au- 
mil or Renter, they were collected by the Auniil. When the Permit or Cullom IJoufc was cfla- 
hliiliod in 1781, thefe Zemindarry Duties were annexed to its Jurildiftions, and a proportionable 
Deduction was granted to the Farmers of the Land Revenue. Being found, however, leH pio- 
cluidivc under the Management of the Officers of the Cultoms, they were redored to the Far- 
mers in the Year 1193, upon their giving an Increafe on their Farms adequate to the Amount 
of the Deduction they had originally received. 

‘‘ From the Account inferted in Appendix, No. 17, your I.ordfhip will perceive the great Ob- 
ftrudtions which a Merchant, paffing through the Country, is liable to from the Collectors at 
thefe numerous Chokies, The Zemindarry Duties collefted by the Farmers of the Land Reve- 
nue (whether Zemindars or Aumils), ffiould, I conceive, be abolifficd without Delay. In 1191, 
when thefe Duties were put under the Officers of the Cuftoms, the Net Receipts amounted to 
59*333 H 6, which, calculated upon tlic whole Revenue of the Diftridt of Benares, is little more 
than One thoufand Rupees {^er Lac, a Sum not very confiderablc, and the Colledion of which, 
if prohibited, will nor, 1 imagine, occafion any Decreafe in the next general Settlement the Ra- 
jah may make with the Farmers of the Revenue. Thefe Duties have ocen declared illegal in the 
Company's Provinces, and, 1 imagine, were virtually abolilhed in the Dilliift of Benares, by the 
Arrangemeftcs of 1783 and 1784. (Appendix. No, 5 and 10.) 

With Refpert to the Duties on the Inland I'radc (which compofc the Piincipal Part of the 
Choorhah Collcdions), fuch as Grain, Coarfe Clotlts, &c. bought in One Part of the Country, 
and fold in another ; they arc at prefent collcdted on the Bullock Load at every Station by which 
they pafs, a Mode highly unfavourable to the Inland Trade. Unlcfs therefore it (hall be deter- 
mined to abolilh them altogether, I would recommend that all Goods capable of being (lamped^ 
fucii as Cloths, &r. ffiould pay the Duty of Five per Cent at the Fiift Market where they arc 
fold* and be fbimprd with the Seal of the Station, which fliould exempt them from all lurcher 
Duties and Demands whatever in the Diftridt of Benares. The Duties on Grain, and other Arti- 
cles of Subfiflcnce, fhould be collided only at the Ganges, where they are fold, and the Radarry 
Duties and Exidions to which they are at prefent fubjed in their 'Franfportation from One Parc 
of the Country to another, (hould be prohibited under the fevered Penalties. The Ciunge Duties 
a!l6 fhould be levied on luch Articles only as are fold for the Confumption of the Inhabitants. If a 
Merchant dilpoles of his Goods at a Gunge, and the Purchalcr immediately carries them on, no 
Duty whatever fliould be demanded. 

It is with no fmall Rclutfancc, however, that I recommend any Modification of the Duties 
on the Inland 'i'rade, being convinced that the total Abolition of them would be a great Encou- 
ragement to the Cultivation and Manufadurcs of Benares. The major Parc of (he Courhah Sta- 
tions arc eftabliflied tor the Colledion of thefe Duties, and arc cntrulled to indigent Peo[)h\ w-hofe 
Subfidcnce depends upon the Infringement of the Orders ol Government. In Times of Plenty 
thefe Exadions oblirud the Exportation of Grain, and in Seafons ol Scarcity prevent its equal 
Difiribution over the Country ; they difcourage Manufadurers by enhancing the Price of the Raw 
Materials before they come into the Hands of the Weaver, and are highly injurious to every Branch 
of tlic Foreign as well as the Inland Trade. 

‘‘ From uhc 53d Page of Appendix, N“ 4, it appears that the Amount of the Four Divifions 
of the Benares Trade, is 1,44,39,7.^2 ii 3; a Sum that cannot but be confidcrcd as very ina- 
dequate to the Revenue, the Population, and the Extent of the Countries concerned in it j and 
which firongly indicates the Ncceifity of removing all Obltrudions ro the Inland Navigations, and 
cnahllffiing Vome regular commercial Syftcm founded in Freedom and Impartiality between the 
Company's Provinces, Benaras, and the Dominions of the Vizier. ^ 

Having endeavoured to flicw your Lordfhip the Nature and Extent of the Commerce of the 
Dillrid of Benaras, and to point out the Obftrudions under which it has laboured, I Ihall now 
proceed to fuggeft fuch Akcrations as appear to me expedient in the Rate of the Duties, the 
Mode of valuing the different Articles of Merchandize, and the neceflary Meafures for the pro- 
teaing the Perfons and Property of the Merchants, and guarding againff any future Deviations 
Irom the Orders of Govcramcnc, 


** Duties. 

** By the Regulation of 1781, the Indian Syftcm of collecting the Duties on the Bullock s Load 
was abolilhed, and the Rajah was authorifed to levy a Duty of 5 per Cent, on all Merchandize, 
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r' tiler proJiiCfil f r pr.fl'iR^f ihrtiiigh liis Coiinrry, valtietl at t!ic Average Ber.eras Piiec. In tlic 
Year 17S2, in ronrequem e ot tlic ricpidentations of the Merchant, a RcmilTion of 2I per Cent, was 
granica by the lionble. Board on Kaw Silk, broad Cloth, SalTron, Cinnamon, Mace, Cloves, Nut- 
megs, Codiineal, Europe lion, Steel, and Copper: And in J7S4, the la.ne Indulgence was ex- 
tended to the Silk Piece Goods inanulaelurcd in Bengal. I fliould imagine it would alio contribute 
miicli to the Prolperity of the Company’s Provinec.s, and alio of the Vizier s Dominions, it the 
Duties on all Goods compoling the Eiilt and Third Branches of the Benaras Trade, that is, the 
Imports for immedi.ue E.xiiortation, and tlie Imports for Confumption, were red need to the fame 
ICuc. 'I'liis Ked.idion I lliould conceive is ablblutcly necetrary for the Revival of the Inland 
'1 rade ; ami it a!fo appears to me unrealonable that the Rajah of Benaras fliculd be alknvcd to take 
/•(Iv.intape irf the Snuaiion of his Country, and to levy a Duty of 5 per Cent, on tiie Tia 'e of 
I’eng.il ,ind Bchar ( n an enhanced Valuation of the Goods i whilR the Conqiany ihenifdves col- 
li d i.iily I wo and a Half per Cent, on the Prime Coif. The Rajah will incur no Lofs by this 
Airangemcnt, as there can be little Doubt but the Trade will iiuieafe in Proportion to the Rc- 
(’ufliun (j 1 the Duties. 

“ 1 have .ilready ihewn that the Exports from the Company’s Dominions to the Decan, the 
WelEni .ind Noitliein Provinces, amount to little more than 'Pwenty-feven Lacks of Rupees j a 
Sum that cannot but appear trifling when the Extent and Population ot thefe Countries is con- 
fidtted, .ind the ready Means of Communication which Nature has alforded them. 

“ Tlic Duties on the Export and Inl.iiid Trade, or il.e Second and Fourth Divifioms, maybe 
roniinu'd at the prefent Rate of 5 per Cent, as not aile£ling the drade ot the Company s Domi- 
nions, 01 of the other Countries with which they carry on a commercial Iiucrcourlc. 

“ Rates, or the Valuation of the Merchandize. 

“ The .Syllcm adopted for afeertaining the Value of the Merchandize fltould be calculated to 
obviate even the Poflihiliry of Difpute between the Merchant and the Cuftom Ihuif- ('fneets. In 
fonic Countries the Pioprietor is obliged to fwear to the Price cif his Cti o Is ; in taihe^s tlie Duty 
is collected up in tlic Cuireiit Price; and in ibme few Places upon the Wn d r. The molt re- 
ceived Method, however, is by a d'ablc of Rates; and the Duties in the Compniy’s Provinces 
^avc generally, I believe, been levied in this Manner. 

“ Nfitlur of thefe Modes appear to me calcul-ited to anfwcr the End prop.oled •, t' e Firff is lia- 
ble to many and ierious Objections ; the Second leaves too mm h to the Dilcrction o! liie Cultcm 
I loi'E Officer; the '1 bird i;; unfavourable to I'radc from its Inequ.dity ; a:id the Eounh is the 
Source ot much Vexations and Opj'rcfTion to the Meicliant, from tb.e Ditltculty (A afeertaining 
with Pixa ilion rl.e Value of (..ioods produced in a Foreign C'ovintiy, and tlie Alrerc.it; ms wliich 
arife icfpefting the Denomination under which they arc to be clafild. It has b' cn obferved by a mofl 
reipcdlable Authority, that in all commercial Cotiniries much Time and Labour has been bellowed 
in compiling Volumes of the Nomenclature of the vaiious Aiticles of Merchandize, fiom Aloes 
,ind Alabaffer down to Veionic and Zink, but th.n the Mcrchan’.s everywhere Hill expcricnee the 
l.iine Impediments from this perplexed Mode ( f Valuation. 

“ 1 he oppreOive and intricate Mode of levying the Duties in the Diftrifl of Benaras as well 
as in tlie Viziei’.s Dominions, at the fame Time that it has injured thole Countiics, has allb been 
lughly detiimental to Bengal, in dtminiflaing the Demand both for iis own Manuf.e'durf s, as well 
aslor tb.e Exports from Europe. Befoie the (mods can reach the Inland Parrs of the Country, 
the Pi ice is lb enhanced by re|'eated Exactions, Detentions, and additio.nal Chatges of Tianlpor- 
r.iiion, th.it the (Generality of the Inhabitants cannot alforci to purclufc them, and the Mcr. Iiant, 
dd'q pointid in (Gne Adventure, of courfc gives up a Trade in Articles fur whiih he finds iheic 
i, no Dcmind, or upon the Sale of whicli he muft incur a Lofs. The Ruin of ihc Mirh-uu is 
followed by that of the Manufacturer, the Cultivator, and the numerous Clafs of People to who 11 
Gommeree pjlves I'lnqiloymcnt, and laltly, that of the State itfelf. 

“ A Syfl.ni thiielom founded in Piiaciples evidently favourable to the Merch.Mirs, and to 
v.liith the If is no Obieai-'ia but the Pollibiliiy of a Lofs ariling to (iovernmenr fiotn pl-icing tc.o 
gieat a Uclrnce on commercial Integrity, will, in the End, prove much more benclkial, L;oth to 
M.- Men huit and the State, than Ilegtilarinns formed on Ideas of general Difliondly, and wl.iih, 
in guarding againft Impofition, prevent the fair 1 rader from reaping tlv Pioli's ot his Indullry. 
When the Demands of (Government are moderate. Merchants of ChaiMcter will never attempt to 
ns'oid tliem, and Precautions m.iy always be taken to guard ag.iinfl fraudulent Practices, (which 
can never be carried to any great isxtent, or remain lon.p; undilcovercd), without having llecoiufe 
to Rep’ulations dellriicHive of the general Interefts of Commerce. 

“ The Eird and Third Divifiuns, (or the Imports for imniediite Exportation, and th.e Imports 
for Confumption), require the more immedi.ue Confidcradon of (iovernment, as comprifing 
almoft tlie Whole of the Inland d'lade of the Company’.s Provinces. In the Pull Divilion, tlie 
Ibijah of Benares his no other Intenfl but that of tlie Duties he is allowed to levy, and hit'e mo e 
i.i I he Sees nd, the Goods not lieing tlic Produce of his Country. 

“ In o dcr to remove every Obltruflion to thefe Two Divilions of the Tra 1 e, I would rccom- 
nv nd that all Goods imported from Bengal and Beliar into Benaras, whether for immediate 1 .x- 
j'o. taiion, or for the Conlumption of the Diltric^, fhould pay t!ie Duties upon the Piice inkited 
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this Anangernent, the Three Countries vvouhi l>e iinitrj i/i the lame coinnicrei il Iiuemlh rhe 
j:owanah>ot one being ciiiivnt m the otiier lor i!.e Pikc ot the ( iuocls would obli-e each State 
to C'‘. cct the Duties on its own Kxports at a juil: Valuation *, as cvety (Hcreharge v\oiild entitle 
the, ethers to a heavier Duty. The lame IVinciplc ol' SclDinterJl v/oulil prevent any nt i!ic 
1 airics^iir.dn yaluiiig their Isxports ^ as, in diminilhing tiic Advantages of the others, liiey would 
alio jefren tluir (Avn. Loth the Rare of the Duty and the Value ot the Merclianciir.n Ixirg thus 
alcertainnd, no Grounds whatever for Difputc would remain between tlie Cultom Houle ('jirief r 
and the Merchant. I lie latter would pals through the dillcient Jurildiflicns, puoteifted by the 
Seal (d^his own Government; paying as lie went the ellablinied Dudes on the idime Coil mleiud 
in his Rowanah. Ihe Navigation ('f the Ganges from the Sea to its Source would be iivtdi fiom 
all Obflruftions, and the Maniitafturers of Bengal and the f'xpcnts Iroiu Kuropc would be 
franipoited to tlie f learc of Hindollan at a trivial Expence; the iMci chants of Beruiras, and the 
Viziers Dominion‘s, w'ould have an equal Share in the Advantages niiling from a lucrative Com- 
merce, and the Cultivation and Manufaftiires of the Three Countiies would be icilored to their 
tormer flouriflfing State. 

‘‘ Ihe next Loint to be confidered, and which more immediately concerns the DiftticT: of Be- 
naras, is the Mode in which the Rajah is to nfeertain the Value of the Exports of his own 
Country, and wliicli form the Second Divihon ot the Trade. T'his might be afeertained by 
obliging all Bcrlons applying for Rowanahs to exhibit an Invoice of their Goods ; upon thi^ In- 
vc'ice the Duties lliouid Lc levied ; after which it fhould be returned to the Merchant, with the 
Rajah’s Seal affixed. By tins Mode, the Merchant could never be op[)rcired by tlw^ Overvaluation 
of his Cjoods, nor would he find ii his Inrerdf to under-rate them. In this Country Runhalcs 
are generally *made up/on the Invoice, and when it fliould be known that the Seal of the Govern- 
ment had been affixed to the Original, no other would be admitted ; a Menhant would never 
iiiiciervalue liis (tc ods in ord(.r to ddraud (jiovernmenc of their Duties, as he would be a greater 
Loier in the Sale of his (joods •, and if he overcharged them, in order to take Ativantage 'jf the 
Purchaler, Guveinmcnt would benefit in Proportion ; neither could a Merchanr, profdling to fell 
by Invoice, reiulc lu pioduce the Icaicd Original, as it would amount to a Declaration that he 
mujndecl todcfiaudthe Ifiiichalcr. Fr{>m thde Conlidcrations, addcil to the Mock ration of the 
Duly and the eafy Mocie of fettling it, Merchants would generally find it their Inrerefl to deliver 
in the genuine Invone to ( dovei luiu nt. As a further Sccui ity, the Kefident might be imjiowerecl 
to ( bilge a Merchant to juove his Purrhafe, where fraud was ful'pcLtcd, and, upon Convidfion, 
to ptiniln Iii^u by liie Coiirikati(;n of h;s Goods. 

1 muii Ik ic old^rve tliac Goods impuued from the Decan muH: be valued in t!ie above Man-

The Fourth and lalt Divifion is the Inland Trade, and much i; it to be wlfiicd that the Du* 
ties on it WTie abolinied altogether. The levying the Duties on the 'Fhrce other Divifions would 
be attended with no Difficulty to (rovernmenr, or impediment to the Merch.ants, Indullry w'oii ’ 1 
rn.t be ileprcfied, nor the Communicaiion between the Company ^ Dominicjiis and thole of rim 
neigh boui ing Powers obllruftcd. I have before fliewn that the Inland Duties in Benaras are no- 
thmg more than 'Pixels levied upon a i Rinds of Cfijods palling from one Village to another, fur 
the C onfumi^iion of the Inhabitants, and conlequently that there is no other Mode of colleding 
them, but by edablilliing numerous Chokies or stations over the whole Face ol the Country. No 
Regulations whatever c m control the Conduct of the ohfeure Pei ions who mull be mllruded with 
the Chaise of them ; iiiul die only Expedient which appears to me calculated to leflen the evil bf- 
fefls of rhofe Collecbwn.s, is to levy them in chc xMude I have before luggrlled, according to the 
Ikjok of Kates, inferted in Apj^endix, No. 16 , which Ihould be annually corrected by a Lommic- 
Ice ol reputable Merchanis convciicd for that Purpole by the Relidcnt. 


Appointmenc 
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“ Al'pohument of the Refidetn’s Afl)ft«nt to receive Complaints at Mirzaporc. 

“ Wlien the Rate of the Doty is fixed, and the Mode of valuing the Merchandize afeo-t^Md, 
the lad Mealiiic neceflary toeffedt the Reftoration of dw'IrtlandTraw, is to guard any Deviation 
Ironi the alxive Regulations, and to enfore to the Merchants Proteftion, both of Perlon and Pro- 
perty and this leads me to the laft Point of the Honblc. Board’s Inftruftions, the Expccliency of 
the Refident’s Aflldant being appointed to refide at Mirzaporc. 

“ It appears to me, that whatever Abufes have exifted in the internal Trade of the Country* 
their Origin may be attributed as much to the Want of pfoper Precautions being taken to enforce 
the Laws enaded for the Protedion of Commerce, as to the Defeds in the Laws themfelvcs. 
Little Benefit can be cxptded from the beft Regulations, if the Execution of them depends folely 
11’ on the Di'igence or good Intentions of Individuals. The Powers dciceated to the Elxccutive 
Otficers ot Ciovernment muft be fo conifituted, as to prevent Omiffion as wwl as Abule. 

“ To the Want of thefe Precautions Ibould be aferibed the Wttlc Regard to the Arrangement 'in 
the Cultoms made by the late Governor General Mr. Haftihgs, in the Year 1781 $ or Regulations, 
f ) important to the Ihofperity of the Country, and ifllied at a Time when Difobcdicncc had met 
with lo Icvcre a Punifiimcnt in the Expulfion of Chyte Sing, would not have become almoR ob-, 
I'dete by the Year 1784. The Fad. is, the Execution of them was entrufted to the Rajah, or his 
Naibs or Deputies, who were expeded to grant ipeedy and impartial Rcdrcfs for Injuries com- 
mitted by ihemfclves, or wh.at is nearly the fame, by their Dependents, thereby uniting in them 
Two Capacities, which, I ftiould imagine, muft ever be incompatible witli Security of Property, 
and the ImkI-s of Government. 

“ The revifed Regulations of 1784 were not better fecured than thofe of 1781, and confe- 
r|Ueiuly met with the fame Difrcgard. They Were ifllied in a fimilar Manner, and to the very 
Perfons wliofe Neglcd or Mifeondud was the Caufe of that Revifion. The Uclidcnt at Benaras 
indeed was diieded to dejmte One of his Affiftants to Mirzapre to receive the Complaints of the 
Merchants of that Place, and “tranfmit them to the Refident or the Officers of the Government.’*’ 
If lent to the Refident, he could only refer it to the Rajah, or his Officers, or if this proved in-’' 
efr'edual, or the Grievance was frequently repeated, his laft Refource was to tranfmit a Statement 
of the Cafe to Calcutta. When the obtaining of Jufticc is attended with fo much Delay and Diffi-' 

< Lilly, there is a Danger of Individuals feeking Protedion for their Property in the Corruption of 
their iinmediato Oppreflors, inftead of claiming it openly from the Laws : Hence the grand 
Souice of all Abufc ; After a (hort Time, thefe Exadions are introduced into the Canongocs Re- 
cords, under the Head of Abwaub Mamoole, or Cefles, authoril'cd by CuOom ; and the original 
Rate being once departed from, Impofulons multiply till the Laws become obfolccc. 

“ Tlic lacil. rating of Complaint appears to have been the principal Rcafon afl'igned for deput- 
ing the Relideiu’s Ainitaiit to Mir/aporej but what Grounds arc there to fuppofe that he will be 
leis difficult of Atcefs th.an the Refident himfclf ? The Merchant muft at all Events proceed to 
Henaras to profcciitc his Suit, fo that the tranfmitting of Complaint through the Alfiftant at the 
farmer Place, would rather retard than accelerate the Courfc of Juftice. 

“ ShouUl the Affiftant, refiding at Mirzapore, engage in Trade himfelf, he will become a dan- 
gerous Rival of thofe whom he is appointed to proted. But fuppofing his Condud to be ever 
lo circumfped, the Benefit arifing from his Interference can be but of a very partial and dubious 
Nature. It can be of no Service to the Inland Trade of the Country, nor can it promote the 
1 xports from Bengal and B ihar, which, 1 conceive, merit the peculiar Attention of Govctnmcnti 
i' iiiponary Fx|xdiciits of this Nature, 1 ftiould imagine, arc not adequate to the Attainment of fo 
grand an Objed as the Protedion of the Inland Commerce or the greateft Part of Hin- 
Uoftan. 

“ In order to enfure exad: Obedience to the Orders of Government, and that Commerce may 
fi.'.d a conftant Protedor in the l.aws of the Country, tliere are Two fundamental Maxims, 
t ioin which, I ffiould conceive, it never can be good Policy to depart. Firft, That the Cuftoms 
ruj'.ild never be let to Farm. Second, That the adual Collcding of the Cuftoms, (or w’hat is 
imiih the fame, the* Refponfibility of their being collcded), and the redreffing of Injuries in the 
CciuCtion, fhould not be entrufted to the fame Perfon. What fupprefles Compl.iint, is the 
Dicad nf being referred back for Rcdrcfs to the very Authority againft which Complaint is made, 
l.vjy 1 finding for .'• unnafTee Merchants of Mirzapore, I obferved that they anfwercd the Queftions 
I I’lit to them with an extraordinary Degree of Diffidence, frequently looking back to the Door, 
.1 . if apprehenfive of being overheard. Upon afking the Reafon, they replied. That being Inha- 
I’liaius of Mirzaporc, they were averfc that the Officers of'thc Cuftoms fhould knoty that they had 
inmplaineel to me of their Condud, left at tome future Period 'they flaould take an Opportunity 
tif lining them an Injury. In Anfwer, I aflured the Merchants df the Protedion of Government, 
.Liid tluc thf ftrideft Orders would be ilfued to the Rajah and his Officers to abolifli all Exactions, 
.and protedt tiieir Trade. 1 he Chief Sunnafleathen rtCapitulated the pofitive Injundipns iflued by 
tin tfovernor General in 1781, the Repetition of them in 1784, with the Appointment of Mr. 
I'laydell, and alkrd me, What Security I could give them, that any prefent Orders that might be 
iiiuid would not, in a Ihort Time, experience the fame Difrcgard ? Struck with t 1 ;e Force of this 
Ke.doning, 1 confels 1 could make no Reply. 1 humbly lubmit it therefore to your Lordflnp’-H 

g Cunfideration, 
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Confl(^el'4tlon, whether it would not be expdiem to eftabiifh a regular Court of Jurticc in the Dif- 
trift of Benares, for the Cognizance of all Matters relating to Trade. This Court (hould, I con- 
ceive, be put under the Refidenr, from wliofe Decrees an AmKral Ibould be to Calcutta. He 
Ihould, on no Account, interfere with the aftual CoHeftion or the Coftoms, or the Appointment 
of the Receivers, which Ihould be left entirely to the Rajah. A Code of Regulations rtiould be 
drawn up for the Guidance of the Officers of the Cuftonis, who ihould a£l at their ow n Peiil, fub- 
jcA to D.imagcs for every Infringement of the Regulations. The Procefs (hould be expeditious, 
arrd the Exprnce as light as poffible. A Copy of the Proceedings (houltl be tranfmitted montlily 
to Calcutta, in order that Government might be regularly informed of the State of the Trade. 
Frequent Pleadings in open Court would cftablilh and promulgate the Rights of the Men hants, 
and a few Decrees with Damages againft the Party infringing them, would infpiic a general Con- 
fidence, and prevent further Ofl'ence. Every Dccifion thus palled, would be equal to a llevidon of 
the Regulations by Government itfclf, and afford a permanent and conftitutional Barrier agamll 
that Abufe to which Executive Power, emancipated from legal Controul, is ever tending. But if 
only frelh Orders and Reftriftions are iffued, without thcle Precautions being taken to cnluic the 
Oblcrvance of them, there is every Realbn to apprehend that the new Laws will become obfolctc 
from the fame Caufes as the old Ones and the Endeavours of Government to rclloic the Inland 
Trade be rendered incfiedlual. {a)

“ Governor General, — The Rcgrer, which 1 cannot but feel, in relinquilhing the Service of my 
Honourable Employes, would be much embittered were it accompanied by the Refledtion chat 1 had 
ncalcdted the Merits of a Man who delcrvcs no Id's of them than of my lelf. Gunga Govind Smg, 
who from his carlieft Youth had been employed in the Collcdlion of the Revenues, was, about Eleven 
Years ago, fcledlcd for his luperior Talents to fill the Office of Dewan to the Calcutta Committee. 
He has from that Time, with a very flioit IntermilTion, been the principal Native Agent in the 
Colleftion of the Company’s Revenues; and I can take upon myfclf to fay, that he has performed 
the Duties of his Office with Fidelity, Diligence, and Ability : To mylcit he has given Proof# 
of a Conftancy and Attachment, which neither the Fears nor Expedations excited by the Preva- 
lence of different InBucnce, could lhakc} and at a Time too when thefe Qualities were to dan- 
, cerous, that, far from finding them amongft the Generality of his Countrymen, I did not mva- 
riably meet with them amortgft my own. With fuch a Senfe of his Merits, it is natural that I 
Ihould feel aDdfire of rewarding them, for Jufticc, Gratitude, Crfnerofity, and even Pohey de- 
mand it : And I refort to the Board for the Means of performing fo ncccffary a Duty, m full 
Confidence that as thofe, which I lhall point out, art neither incompatible with the Company s 
Intcreft, nor prejudicial to the Rkhii of others, they will not be withheld from me.

The Zemindars of Burdwan Dinagepore, Rtlhenagur, and Bheerbootn, are the mod contt' 
dcrable of the Zemindars of Bengal) aad would rather wi(h to make Purchafes to encreafe their 
Property, than i’ell any Part of it : Is then the Incapacity of my Employer fo manifed a* to oblige 
him to difpofe of his ? 1 will, in a feparatc Paper, explain other Kcafons for the Falfity of Gunga 
Gobind Sing. 

“ I conceive that not only my Employer did not confent to ir, but that neither Jankeram, or 
the Rannce Sahalicl did ; (he did not affix her Seal to the Deed t Snd even the Price of the Zc- 
minclanee has not been paid. Gunga Gobind Sing writes in the Deed, that the Mehals of the faid 
Pergunnah are yearly decreafing, and that being unable to fettle the Country, my Employer is 
obhged to pay the Malguztarrcc from his own Property » this is entirely falfe, as will appear in 
the Paper of the Bundabud of Mr. Macdowal of the Year 1 190 Bengal, and that fo lar from 
it, he has made great Profits. « 

“ Gunga Gobind Sing look the Ijara of Satbarree, &c. in the Name of Rada Gobind aforefaid^ 
in the Year 1191. If it (hall be alked him, how this Bnndabud was fettled, every Thing will 
then manitedly appear. 

“ It has been the Orders of former Chiefs, and is now an Order, that no Zemindar,- without 
the Knowledge of the Prcfencc, and independent of this it is forbid by the Governor General in 
Council, ns well as by the Shader and Books of Law, that a Perfon under Age (hall difpofe of his 
Property, or make a Purchafe; nor can his Mother, or his Guardian, do it for him. 

“ I requed the Gentlemen to confider that my Employer was a- Child of about Eight Years Of 
Age •, and that Jankeram Sing having fallen into the Power of Gunga Gobind, was obliged, againd 
his own Inclination, to write the Deed) but the Rannee did not even affix her Seal, neither did my 
Employer receive any Money for the Sale ) all this was tranfafted without the Conlent of my 
Party, by the Injullice and Machinations of Gunga Gobind; 

“ I am now therefore hopeful, that from the Kindnefs and Favour of the Gentjemen, an Order 
nay be given to the Gentlemen of the Committee not to give the Sunnud, and that Gunga 
Gobind may be obliged to redore the Deed of Salci and other Papers. -In this^ my Employer, 
and his Mother, will have to praife the Judice and Humanity of the Gentlemen, and the Mal- 
gurzaries of the Sircar will be duly given in, &c.

'* Read, the following Petition from the Zenundar of Dinagepore. 

“ Maha Raja Radanaut. 

“ Sudanund,.my Vakeel, who was an old Seryaut of the late Rajah Bigahautf . attends at the 
Huzzoa on my Behalf, and manages all my Buttnefs therev . Gunga Govind Sing has coUufiveljr 
obtained a Deed of Sale for Pergunnah Salbarree in Havillee Penjerah, &c. under my Seal, and 
the Signature of my Uncle Jojjkyram Sing, in the Name of Rada Govind GhoTe* _ Son of Bubram 
Gholc, drawn out by a Man of his own named Bamuarain. Jonkyram Sing being at Caundhcc 
at the Time of Gunga Govind Sisg, the latter obliged him by Threats, refpcAing Difgrace of

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Ct(t« (ign th<5 Bill of Sale* and' to ^Trwtrd it toiiato receive the ConHrtnation of my Seal ; and 
he' at the Tame Time extorted from hint agairift his Will aKubz-ul Waflbol Dackcla, See. in all ‘ 
Nine Papert. I underftand from Suddanuno, my Vakeelj that he is now foKciting a Sunnud from 
the Committee for this Pergunnah, upon the Strength of this felfe Bill of Sale. The Zemindars 
ofBurdwan, Nuddea, Burbhoomj &c. are always endeavouring ifpolTible to add to the Size and 
Confequcnce of their Zlemindars by purchafing* nor to diminilh by felling Am I reduced to any 
fuch Diftrefs that I fliould fell Pergunnah SaTbarrie ? The Truth is, that he has extorted this 
Bill of Sak entirely againft the Will and Confent of my Mother the Rannie, my Uncle Jonky- 
ram, and myfelf. The collufive Means he made ufc of to extort it, will be explained more fully 
by my Vakeel Snddamund $ my Mother never authenticated the Papers with her Signature, nor 
did 1 ever receive the Purchafe Money, or any other Conflderation. 

“ Gunga Govind Sing Rates in the Deed of Sale, that the Purgonnah Salbarrie is going to 
Ruin ; that I cannot keep k in a State of Cultivation, See. Whether this is true or not, you will be 
informed by Mr. Macdowall^s Bundabuft of this Province for the Year 1190. The Pergunnah is a 
very profitable Onej and in a very flourilhing State j Gunga Govind got it in Farm for the Year 1191, 
in the Name of Rada Govind Ghofc ; let him then be a(ked, how much Revenue he paid to Govern- 
ment *, and then judge if this Pergunnah was in a ruinous or deplorable State. It has already been an 
Order both before and fince the Englilh Government, that no Zemindar lhall fell a lingle Bifwafs 
of his Zemindary, without an exprefs Order from the ruling Power. Plcafc then. Gentlemen, 
to confider, whether it is likely that I Ihould difpofe of a confiderable Pergunnah belonging to my 
Zemindary (of my own Free-will and Confent) without the Orders of Government. 1 am a 
Boy of only Nine Years of Age. My Uncle Jonkyram has had the Misfortune to fall into the 
Clutches of Gunga Goving Sing, and has been forced into this Meafure againR his Will : My 
Mother’s Refufal to fign the Deed of Sale, and mine to receive the Money, arc fufficient Evi- 
dences of our Difpleafure and DiiTatisfaflion on this Head. Do me JulUce ) let not a Sun- 
nud be given Gunga Govind Sing > but let him be ordered to deliver up the Paper he has unjuftly 
obtained. , .

** A Petition from the Rannee acebmpanied this, correfponding with It verbatim. 

“ The Dewan’s Anfwcr to the Complaint of the Zemindar of Dinagepore, rcfpebling the Sale 
of Pergunnah Salbarrie being tranflated, is now laid before the Committee — That 1 employed 
Ramnarain to draw out the Bill of Sale, that I threatened Jonkeram Sing with the Lofs of Call, 
and that I employed him to forward the Deed to Dinagepore fijr the Rajah’s Confirmation, is 
totally falfe s Ramnarain is here, let the Hand Writing of the Deed be examined j as to my 
threatening Jonkeram with Difgracc of CaR, there is not the fmalleR Foundation for fuch an Af- 
fertion ; on the contrary, I have always been his Friend and Support : Many Years ago there was 
forne Difpute about a Point of CaR between us, but this was fettled. This Story is now trumped 
up, to give a fpecious Colour to the pretended Extortion of the Bill of Sale i let Jonkyram Sing 
be queftioned upon Oath to this Point j the Matter will then appear clear. When did Jonkyram 
come here, that I could give the Deed of Sale into his Hands ? — He always lives at Dinapore, and 
his Hoiife is at Moza Nulic : He came down here indeed in the Month of AuguR to celebrate his 
Daughter’s Marriage, at which Time his Father died , he was therefore obliged to flay fome Time 
to perform fome religious Ceremonies on the Occafion, and at the Time the Funeral Rites of my 
Mother .were celebrated, to come to my Houfe. Of his own Free-will and Confent he figned the 
Deed of Sale in the Prefence of Suddanund and Bulram Ghofc. I afkcd him, if the Rannee and 
himfelf were fatisfied, and that if he could declare this upon Oath ? He inllantly declared upon 
Oath, that both the Rannee and himfelf were pcrfedly and entirely fatisfied. Let the Vakeel and 
Bulram be called upon to declare what palled on this Occafion : The Deed of Sale was obtained 
in this Manner. 

“ The Zemindar and I are nearly related and connefted ; Bulram Ghofe naarried the Rannee's 
* SiRer, and Rada Govind Ghofe is the Iffue of that Marriage ; Jonkyram is Brother to the Rannee. 
I told Bulram One Day as follows : 

“ There is fome Deficiency in Purgunnah Ilavclly Penjirah, and befides it is incumbered with 
fome Debts. The Rannee has always wifticd to make over to me a ftnaJl Part of the Zemindary ; 
if Ihe likes, let her difpofe of Purgunnah Salbarre at a rcafonablc Price to your Son Rada Govind 
Ghofe, as it is a Boundary Mchal. Bulram approving of this Propofal, confultcd Suddanund, and, 
in Conjunction with him, wrote to the Rannee and Jonkyrfiin, who agree that the Realization of the 
Mulgazanie could not beaccompliflied without a Sale of fome Part of the Zemindary, and thatthis being 
the Calc, it was better to difpofe of it to a ncarly-connefted Relation, than to a Stranger % they wrote 
thus to Bulram, and fent down to him the Deed of Sale under the Rajah’s Sea! : Bulram and the 
Vakeel accordingly delivered to me, with every Appearance of Satisfaftion and Confent, the Deed 
of Sale, with the other Vouchers, telling me at the fame Time, to cranfmit them fpcedily to the 
" Huzzoor and obtain the Sunnud j that I fliould expedite the Matter as much as poffiblc, for 
we had many common Enemies, who would be endeavouring to fet afidc this ACl, and that if we 
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fMUd, it i^ould b.ing feme Difgrace tin both Parties. Some Time afterwa^ Jonkyrim citp.e 
down f«).n Uinageporc on the Occafion beforc-mentioned, and came to my Houle to tlie l<ntcr- 
fainmentg.venin confequenccof my Mothei'a Death •. h«e he» athis own IlcqurU of h.s own 
I rce-will and Conlent, figned all the P-pera in thePccfeoce ot Bulram and buddanund j and 
trom lutn I learned the certain Confirmation of the Uannce’a Confent j in conlcquence of which 1 
upreil-nted it to the Governor (Mr. HaftingO. and told him I had the Money ready, and wou d, 
vitii his PermiHion, pay it to the Rannee. and confirm the Sale by the Attcllation of the 
C\in:u]c.ocs and the Cazecs Seal : The Governor approved of this^ and fubmiucd ic to the Counul •, 

this is the Whole ot rhe 1 ran faction. i ir i \ 

“ Fiom the Stile and Purport of the Arzec delivered by Suddanund, and from the repeated 

Falfehc od contained in ir, it is clear beyond a Doubt that this Arzec has been fabricnted by my 
Enemies. I'rom your Enquiry, every Circumftance will appear in its true Colours. With refpeifi; 
to tlie A’iuiation of Parts ot Zemindarics, the Extent and Conirquence of the great Zemindars 
d' per.ci. 111 a great Mealure, on the Favour and Countenance ot the ruling Powers. 

“ liy what Means did this Zemindar Dinagepore get Policflion of Pergunnah Buttaflun, after 
the Death of Hvkobad Chowdry, in 1158 i of Pergunnah Cwlygong, after the Death or Sahe- 
b.ii,ee Cho.^dralKe, in the fame Year, notwithft.mding her Heirs exifted v and of i ergunnah Su^ 
toe, &c. during the Life of Sunboonaut, the Zemindar, in 1167, all without Rigtit, litle, or 
nceuniary Coiifideration ?

“ Mr. Stables. — I have pcruled the fcvcral Papers on the .Sul jedl:, and aiu torry 10 ob- N’. s a. r j 
lerve, that the Committee of Revenue are totally filcnt on the molf nuicrial Points ilicrcin, and 
lending the Petition to them, had only been fo much Time thrown away ; 

“ I mean the aftual Value of the Lands in Queltion j what the Amount derived from them 
hah been in the lall Year, and what Ativantages or Difadvantages to Government by the Sale, 
and whether in their Opinion the fiippolcd Sale was ronipulfiv c or not. But it i.s not neccliary 
for the Difcuflion of the Queltion regarding the Regularity or Irregularity of the pretended Sale 
of Salbarry to Gunga Govind Sing die Dewan, to enter into lire particular Allcriions of each 
Party. 

“ The Reprefentations of the Rnjah’.s Agent, confirmed by the Petitions of his Princij^als, pof* 
fitively aflert the Sale to have been compulfivc and violent, and the Dewan as pofnively denies it, 
though he fears he exprefles that their common Enemies would fet afidc die Act Isctoic it was 
complete, Ihew certainly that they were Icafible the Aft was unjuRiiiablc if they do not tend to 
falfiiy his Denial. 

“ But It is cle^irly cftablilhed, and admitted by the Language and Writings of both Parties, 
that there has been a molt unwarrantable Collufion in endeavouring U) alienate the Rights of Go- 
vernment contrary to the moll 1 ofitivc original Law of the Conlliiution of the Provinces, tliat no 
Zemindar, or Landholder, fiay.ug Revenue to Government, lhall bo permitted to alienate his 
Lands without exprefs Authority of that Government. 

‘ 'I'i.c Defence let up by Gunga (fovind Sing does not go to difavow the Tranfaftion } for if 
it did, and the Deed <>( Sale^ &c. produced by himfclf, and the Petition to the Board ior its Con- 
firmation, would deleft him on* the Company. He openly .iclniits its Exillencc, and only ftrives • sic in OiV* 
to fnew char it was a voluntary One on the Part ol the Ranny, and die Sersants of die Rajec. 

“ Wiiv.her voluntary or not w.is equally criminal in Gunga Govind Sing as the Pus ln k Oificcr 
of Government ; bceaufe, diametrically oppofite to the positive and repeated .Sending Orders of 
that Government for the Rule of his Conduft as Dewan and Native Guardian ot the Publick Rights 
entrufled efpccially to his Care : 

“ Bccaule it was his Duty, not only not to be guilty of a Breach of thofc Rules hitnfelf ; but 
as Dewan, and cxertifing the official Office of Canoiigoe, to prevent, detect, expoic, and apprize, 
his Employers of every Tnftance attempted to the contrary : 

“ Bccaufe it was his Duty to pirevent die Government b. ing defrauded, and the Rajah, (a Child 
of Nine Years old), lobbed of his hereditary Pofl’clfions, as he would have been if this i'ranl* 
aftton bad not been detefted; whereas, on the contrary, the Dewan is himfelf principal Mover, 
and foie Inllrumcnt in that Fraud and Robbery, if 1 am rightly informed, to the AnKmiit of 
42,474 Rupees in Perpetuity, by which he alone was to benefit : And becaule be ins even daicd 
to ftand forwaiU in an Attempt to obtain our Sanftion, and thereby make us Panics to (in my 
Opinion) a falle Deed and fraudulent Tranlaftion, as his own Dc-fence now llicws the Bill of 
Sale and all its cullateral Papers to be. 

“ If Offences of this dark Tendency and Magnitude were not to be pimiHicd in a publick Man- 
rei, the high Example here fet the Natives employed under the Govcinnient by tlieir Firlt Native 
Officer, would very loon render our Authority fufpicious and contemptible, and ojicraie to the 
Defiruftion of the Publick Revenues. I will not dwell further on the Contradiftions in tlufe 
Papers befnic us on this Subjeft. 

“ But I beg Leave 'to point out how tenacious the Government have been ol tnlaring implicit 
Obedience to the Rules on this Subjeft in particular, arul to prohibiting Conduft like that here 
exhibited .an.imll th. ir Publick Officer t and how lacredly they have viewed the Publick InRi- 
tiucs on this Subjtil, which have been violated and trampled on. It will fufficc to Ihcw their 
publick Orders on a finiilar Inllance, which happened fotne Time agoj and which the Dewan, 
from his official Situation, tiuill have been a Party io detefting. 

“ I dclire the Board’s Letter to the tfommittce on this Subjeft, doted 31ft May 1782, may be 
read •, and a Cof>y be annexed to tliis Minute. 

“ I thexeforc move the Board, that (iunga Govind Sing may be forthwith requited to furrender 
the original Deeds produced by him as a Title to the Grant of Salbcrry, in order that they may be 
returned to tiie Rajah’s Ageiiis to be made null aud void. 
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“ I fiur!;cr move t 1 ie BcJr'd, tliiit the Dew^n Girngii Goviftd Sing) together with hia Dewan 
Pi.tuj) Kilhcn Sing his Son, and all In*. Dependants,; removed trpm ilic.r j and that the 
koy Koy.in Kajah Kajehuliiib, whole Deputy only.Qunga Goviad Sing virtually is, be Teinttaced 
in the hxt;rc.i(i: of ti>e Duties of his Department j and that Gunga Govind Sipg. be ordered to de- 
liver up all official Pajx rs of ti.o Sircar to the Committee of Revenue, and the Roy Royan 5 
and that they ordered accordingly to take Chaise of them, and finally fett)c all Accounts, 

“ In picpoling the Roy Royan for the C harge of the Duties vacated by the Removal of Gunga 
Govind Sing, tor the prclent I intend only to revert to the otiginal Inftitution of the Department 
for the Management ot the Revenues ; and in Conformity ,to the Court of Dircftqrs Orders in the 
41.th Pa-agrap!i of their General Letter 4th July 1777, which I deljre may be annexed to this 
Minu'c, and by no Means from any Preference or Prcdilcdion for him, or any other Native. He 
is, in my Opinion, the regular and legal Native Officer of the Revenue Departmen% at the An- 
nual Income of 74,222 1<‘, in holding a Jaghirc in lieu of 4n official Salary as lioy Royan, and the 
proper Ptrlon now to be called upon ; but I have no Objedion to impower the Committee of* 
vcniie at the fime l ime to cake and adopt luch a Line of Reftridion and Controul over him as 
ffi.ill i)ii-vent liis obtaining and cxerciffiig any undue Influence over the Natives. 

“ Hcrcaicer, i trull we fhall adopt fome Syftem for the Colledion of the Revenues, that will at 
leaildcdboy .all undue Influence and Power on the Part of the Native Dewans or Agents, if not 
render luch Appointments altogether unnccelfary, otherwile I muft fear the late Ad of Parliament, 
however it may icllrain and tie up the Hands of Europeans, will not corred the Evjl it profclTcs 
to remedy.-—! much wiffi undue Native Influence in every Quarter deftroyed. 

“ In regard to the Removal of Gunga Govind Sing, his Son, &c. I have Doubt in my owii 
Mind of Expediency and Policy at this' Time, and the Jullicc and Ncccffity of it. 

“ 1 he Cri< s and Complaints of the Natives in general, flicw how unworthy he has been of his 
1 ruff, and tlie improper Peopic he has employed under him, in which we have a lingular Inflancc 
in the Perlon of Bull am Ghofe, who is now under Confinement and Examination fbrP'orgery, and 
who, under luch Circumftanccs, was recommended by Gunga Govind Sing to the Dew^n of 
Nudder, to controul One of the molt ancient Bramin Pamilies in Bengal. 

“ I'he various Complaints againll them, kept back, I appreliend, only by their Continuance in 
Office, and by that Means tlic utmull Impollibiliry of enquiring into the Truth of them in the 
very Line where the Injured aie to feek and expeft Redrefs ; the great Difficulticc, if not Impoffi- 
bility, of re.dizing the great Arrears of Revenue of part Years, and the adjufting and clofing the 
Fublick Accounts while they remain in Office : 

“ I'he Incapability of the Offices of Dewan and efficient Canongoc being veiled in One and the 
fame Perlon, as they here in fad are, the Naib and Son of the Dewan exercifing the Office of Ca- 
nongoe, whicli by its Inftitution w,is meant, and ought to have been a Check over the Office and 
Accounts of the Dewan ; lb that we muft fee, what we have little Reafon to expefl, Praun Kiffien 
Sing Canongoe examining and checking the Accounts of Prawn Kiffien Sing Naib Dewan} and 
in like ManVier, of the Dewan Gunga liovind Sing his f ather or we muft fuppofe that the Ca- 
nongoc lacrifices or ncgleds his Duty, and renders the Inftitution abortive and a ulclefs Expence, 
Tilde and other Rcaibns have weighed with me for their Removal. I confider it a Jufticc due tq 
thcPubJick, and Retribution we owe to the Complaints of the Natives, who look up to us and 
have a Right to Redrefs; and I am fully perfiiaded and facisfied in my own Mind, that befides 
the I'.xpencc that will be faved to the Company, their Removal will be productive of general Re- 
lief and Benefit to the Country and the Company. 

“ ExtiaCl of Letter from the Honble. the Governor General and Council, 31ft May 1782. 

“ Par. . As it is an original and immemorial Law of the Conftitution of thefc Provinces, 
that the Zemindar or other Landholders, paying Revenue to Government, fhall not bfc per- 
mitted to alienate his Landis without the exprefs Authority of Government; and as the Law has 
been confirmed by repeated Publications on the Part of the Governor General and Council, wc 
approve of the Steps taken by you in the inftance before us, and ftriClly enjoin you to prevent 
every Attempt to defeat it undet* whatever Authority, by expelling the Perfons who lhall attempt 
to Uforp the Poffeffion, and proceeding againft him as the Difturber of the Peace, in every Cafe 
of Oppofition, and cither replacing thC Iiands in the Pollcffion and Charge of the original: Pro- 
prietor, or appointing Aumils, or otluf Officers on the Part of Government, to take Ciiargc of 
the Lands on the Behalf of the Company and of the Proprietors. 

“ Extraft of a Letter from the Court of Direflors to the Governor General and Council j dated 
4th July 1777. 

“ Par. 4.4. The Roy Royan was the reguhr Channel of luch Communications as require 
the Intei'pofition of a Native, and not Gunga Govind Sing, whole Dirmiffipn from the Cal- 
cutta Committee had rendered him an improper Perfon to tranfufl Affairs, of fijch Moment to the 
Company. 

“ Ordered, I'hat the foregoing Papers be circulated accordingly.

** Goyerftor Gentral.— Though r fully approve of the Principle upon which Mr. Stables pro- 
poles the Difmiflion of the DeWAn Gunga uovind Sing from Office, together with his Son and 
his Dependents, )'et the Meafure involves fuch important Confcqucnces, and ought to be j unified 
by fo regular and dirpafTionate an liivcfligarion, that I cannot aflent to it*, but after fuch an In- 
veftigation has taken place, and after Proofs of the Dewan's Delinquency in Office are lb well 
cftabliflicd that his DilmilTion fliall appear not only to the Natives, but to the Company, an Act 
of deliberate Juilice; in that livtnt 1 would not think Removal from Office a lufficient Puniffi- 
ment*, Jufticc ffibiildgo turrher j and his Atonement to the Injured and to his Employers Ihould 
be proportioned to his Injuffice to both. 

^ I am the more induced to wiih to oblVrvc fo regular a Rule of Jufticc towards Gunga Go- 
vind Sirg, relative to the Accufadons under which his Difiniffion is propolcd, becaule ihe 
late Governor Cieneral, in his Adflals to the Board on the 28th January lalt, prap)rcs to us, as 
Part of the Reward of Gunga Oovind Singes Services to the Company, the Conhrmarion of the 
Grant ot Lands, for obtaining a Title to which it was now recommended to difmifs him entirely 
from his Employment. 

“ The Declaration of the late Governor General is too pointed and remarkable not to entitle 
the Peribn in whofe Favour it is made to at lead an Examination of his Detence before he is 
condemned. Mr. Haftings fays, ‘ That the Regret which he cannot but feel in rclinquilhing the 
Services of his Honourable Employers would be much imbittered, were it accompanied by the 
Reflection that he had neglected the Merits 01 a Man (vi2. Gunga Govind Sing) who delcrved 
no lefs of them than himltlt.’ He then addreflTcs himfelf to the Board, and among other Requeits 
in Favour of the Dewan, recommends it to them to grant a Sunnud for the Pergunnah Salbarrce, 
which he had already actually purchafed. 

‘‘ It is for the Irregularity and fuppofed Inequity of this Purchafe that a Motion is made to 
Gunga Goviiut Sing's Difmiffion ; it is Ifated to be a Difmemberment of a Zemindarree, contrary 
to the conffitutional Laws of Ciovcrnmcnc, that the Deed of Sale was obtained by Cornpul- 
fion. • 

“ That the Zemindar is a Minor, and the Orders of Government were cxprefTcd againfl: fuch 
a Transfer; that he, as the principal Servant of Government, ought to have checked and pre- 
vented fo illegal a Tranfaction ; and that after all, it appears even in Gunga Govind Sing’s De- 
fence, that the real Value of the Lands were never paid to Government or to the Zemindar. 

** To theie Charges Gunga Govind Smg anfwcrs, and defires that Ramnarain, who is faid to 
have drawn out the Bill of Sale of Sulbarrcc for him, fliould be examined, and his Hand com- 
pared vvuh the Writing of the Bill of Sale; thai the Siory ot his having extorted the Bill of Sale 
oy threatening Jankyiam Sing with the Lofs ot Call, is trumped up againfl: him by his Enemies 1 
and he defines Jankyram Sing to be put upoii Oath about the d'ranfadion : For that he figncd 
the Bill of Sale voluntarily, in the Prefence of Sadanaiul and Buham Ghofe, declaring at the 
Time, upon Oath, that the Rannec, who is Sifter to Jankyram, was iatisfied with the Tranfaftion } 
that he cunfultcd Mr. Hafttft’jgs about the Purchafe, who approved of it, and laid all the Papera 
before the Council, in order that a regular Sunnud might be iff'ucd ; tliat the Alienation of the 
Lands of Salbarce from the Zemindarry in Dinagcporc is not contrary to eftabliffied Cultom, 
nor the Rules obferved fince the Company’s Acceffion.
